In  publ;shin},-  tlir  Annual  Announcement  and  Catalogue  of  the 
Baltimore  Mediral  Collej^e  for  18X3  84,  the  faculty  express  ll.eir 
appreciation  of  the  warm  support  and  cordial  recognition  w  liich 
th«-y  have  received  from  tin  ir  Ir.mds  and  ihe  med.c'al  profession 
The  success  which  has  attended  their  efforts,  they  reccgnze  as  due 
to  the  needs  of  the  pn.fession  (■  .r  a  hij^her  standard  of  medxal 
education,  and  their  labors  in  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  will  be 
devoted  to  the  thorou^-h  and  pr.tctical  teaching  of  the  art  as  well 
as  the  science  of  medicine. 

The  eniarj^ement  of  the  college  during  the  past  year  has 
afforded  increased  ficihties  for  k.  tures,  clinic.l  instruction,  labora- 
tory manipulations  and  anatomicd  and  chemical  demonstrations. 
A  Free  Dispensary  is  connected  with  the  college  where 
clinical  instruction  is  given  daily  from  12  to  2  o'clock  and  two 
evenings  during  the  week  1.0:11  7  to  8.  Several  thousand  patients 
are  examined  and  prescribed  for  during  the  session  in  the  presence 
of  the  students. 

Several  hospitals  are  accessible  to  the  students  of  this  college 
mcluding  the  large  Presbyterian  Hospital  for  diseases  of  the  Eve 
and  Ear,  Throat  and  Lun^s,  No.  77  East  baliimore  Street       'I  he 
diseases  of  tlie  throat  and  lungs  are  treated  by  Professor  Pearson 
of  this  college.  ' 

According  to  the  terms  of  the  Charter  every  Professor  or 
Teacher  of  Medicine  in  this  college  is  required  to  declare  and 
sul.Ncribe  to  h.s  l^eliet  in  the  Christian  religion  and  hs  intention 
faithfully  tod.s(h..r>iethedut.es(.l  ins  office,  to  render  him  eligible 
to  till  his  position.  The  Institution  is,  however,  entirely  unsec- 
tarian 

By  a  recent  .act  of  the  Legislature  of  .Maryland  the  corporate 
powers  of  this  Institution  have  Invn  so  e.xtmcitd  and  enlarged  as 
to  embrace  every  department  of  education. 

The  course  of  instruc  tiun  wiil  be  pra.  tical  and  i.mgressive, 
including  all  the  departments  of  a  thorouj^h  medical  education. 

Laboratory  instruction  will  Jonu  a  prominent  feature  in  the 
curriculum,  thus  lamiliariziiiv'  the  stu.f  :■.:  with  the  iustruim-nt.s  and 
methods  he  must  employ  m  future  prance. 

The  present  collegiate  year  begins  ..i:  the  sth  day  of  Septem- 
ber, i«83.  and  closes  in  April  f.>IK.wing.  As'the  design  <,t  this 
school  IS  to  elevate  the  standard  ..|  .Mtdir.il  Education,  it  w,il  not 
seek  to  make  many  D(x-wrs  hut  tompetent  ..nd  good  on<  s.  It 
aflords  students  time  to  acquire  a  thorough  knowledge  ot  the 
various  branches  of  Medicine,  by  an  extension  of  the  Annual 
Sessions  to  seven  and  one-half  months  without  increased  e.\pen=e 
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for  attendencc  upon  the  same.  Two  courses  of  lectures  will  thus 
be  equivalent  to  the  three  now  required  in  many  Medical  Schools. 
The  curriculum  Ins  l)ecn  sq  arrani^ed  that  ample  time  will  begi\en 
to  digest  what  is  heard,  and  to  read,  practice  and  review  as  they 
pursue  their  studies. 


The  Out-door  Clinic. 

Recognizing  the  inadequacy  of  any  hospital  to  supply  the 
student  with  bedside  experience  in  those  acute  diseases  which  will 
be  most  frequently  encountered  in  private  practice,  the  Faculty 
h.ive  tletermmed  to  develop  the  out  door  Clinic  to  a  degree  hitherto 
unattempted  by  Medical  Schools.  Students  will  be  required  to 
visit  rhe  patients  at  their  homes  under  the  direction  of  the  Chiefs 
of  Clinic-s,  carefully  study  ihe  daily  chan-^es  and  progress  of  their 
diseases,  and  keep  a  record  of  these  in  a  Clinic  book.  They  will 
be  called  upon  in  rotation  to  attend  all  cases  of  confinement  that 
3pply  at  the  Dispens  iry  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  and 
assistants  in  ch  trge  of  that  department. 

The  small  streets,  alleys  and  tenement  houses  of  a  large  city 
like  Balti  nore,  are  teeming  with  an  indijiciu  population  that  offers 
clinical  .»d  vantages,  which  if  properly  and  systematically  utili;:ed. 
Will  be  found  superior  to  those  of  Hospitals  generally. 


Obstetrics  and  Diseases  of  Women  and 
Children. 

The  Professor  of  this  Department  will  bring  the  experience  of 
ten  ye.irsasa  te.icher  to  it,  .nnd  many  years  as  a  practitioner.  lUus- 
tr.itions  will  be  furnished  by  plates,  diagrams,  models  in  wax,  and 
with  a  superb  manikin  ;  and  arr.ingen^.ents  will  be  made  for  afford- 
ing advanced  students  opportunities  for  witnessing  cases  of  actual 
labor.  Students  will  be  instructed  cirefally  in  the  diagnosis  of  the 
several  positions  and  presentations,  and  in  the  best  methods  of 
Jsing  instruments  in  obstetric  practice.  The  college  clinics  and 
liospital  will  afford  .ibundant  material  for  the  proper  illustration  of 
:he  diseases  of  women  and  children  by  the  i'rofessor  and  the 
Clinical  Teachers  in  those  departments.

As  a  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica  is  absolutely 
necessary  lor  the  student  to  compjrehend  intelligently  the  Science 
ol  1  hcra|HMitiCb,  the  latter  i)en)n  !■"  intimately  connected  withthe 
lurmer,  that  to  obta;!;  a  practical  kni.ulcdijc  of  Materia  Medica,  it 
«ill  be  necessary  lur  the  student  lu  handle  thedrujjs,  make  prepa- 
rations, and  compound  prescript  ens,  as  well  as  t«sl  the  qualities 
ol  various  medicines  by  actual  exft  r.ments.  For  this  purpose  a 
Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  will  Lt  equipped  where  all  the  students 
will  be  required  to  practice  Pharmacy  under  the  instruction  of  an 
expei  icnced  J'harmaci.-^t. 

The  IVolessor  in  this  de|xirtincnt  will  examine  especially  the 
second  course  students  at  the  opening  of  each  of  his  lectures  on 
the  subject  of  his  previous  lee  ture.  and  will  frequently  require  them 
to  write  prtscr.ptions  to  lamiiiar.ze  themselves  as  to  the  proper 
combinations,  actions  and  doses  of  medicines.

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Also,  the  preparation  of  objects,  chiefly  those  of  a  Histological  and 
Patholoijical  nature,  with  studies  from  normal  and  abnormal  t.s- 
sues  and  organs.

This  course  will  include  the  Surgical  Anatomy  of  the  Female 
Organs  of  generation  and  a  description  of  the  various  instruments 
and  methods  needlul  lor  diagnosis.  Diseases  incident  to  thtse 
organs  will  be  taken  up  in  rotation,  and  displacements  with 
the  various  means  of  remedying  tliem  will  receive  due  cousidera- 
tion. 

By  a  combination  of  didactic  and  clinical  instructions  thf  stu- 
dent will  have  ample  opportunity  to  become  thoroughly  familiar 
with  this  branch. 

Oral  Surgery.

The  location  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  College  has  been 
changed  from  North  Paca,  and  East  Baltimore  Street,  to  Xos.  25 
and  27  Linden  Avenue  (formerly  Garden  Street),  near  Madison 
and  Howard  Streets,  and  two  squares  north  of  the  Johns  Hop- 
kins University. 

The  Fourth  Annual  Fall  and  Winter  Session  will  open  Oc- 
tober 1st  and  continue  until  March  folloAving,  when  the  Annual 
Commencement  takes  place.  A  Spring  term  will  be  opened 
March  15th  and.  continue  until  the  1st  of  June.  Students  are 
advised  to  take  three  years  course  of  lectures,  but  such  as  may 
pass  a  successful  examination  at  the  end  of  two  full  courses  Avill 
be  entitled  to  graduate. 

Arrangements  are  expected  to  be  made  for  the  opening  of  a 
Hospital  in  the  College  building,  where  a  number  of  the  second 
course  students  may  obtain  lodging  or  board  at  very  reasonable 
rates,  where  the  opportunity  will  be  afforded  for  witnessing  the 
treatment  of  the  sick,  and  assisting  at  the  bed-side  of  the  patients. 
Also  at  the  St.  Vincent's  Hospital  at  the  head  of  Bolton  street, 
students  will  have  access  to  the  apartments  of  such  patients  of 
the  Professors  of  this  College  who  may  be  sent  to  that  Institution 
for  treatment.  There  are  other  Hospitals  in  the  city  to  which 
all  Medical  Students  have  access  free  of  charge. 

A  Free  Dispensary  is  connected  with  the  College,  where 
Clinical  instruction  is  given  daily  from  12  to  2  o'clock,  at  which 
several  thousand  patients  are  examined  and  prescribed  for  during 
the  session  in  the  presence  of  the  students.  Other  Dispensaries 
are  also  accessible  to  students,  including  the  North  Western  Dis- 
pensary. 
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THE  OUT-DOOR  CLINIC. 

Eecognizing  the  inadequacy  of  any  hospital  to  supply  the 
student  with  bedside  experience  in  those  acute  diseases  which  will 
be  most  frequently  encountered  in  private  practice,  the  Faculty 
have  determined  to  develop  the  out-door  Clinic  to  a  degree  hitherto 
unattempted  by  Medical  Schools.  Students  will  be  required  to 
visit  the  patients  at  their  homes  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professors,  and  carefully  study  the  daily  changes  and  prog- 
ress of  diseases,  and  keep  a  record  of  them  in  a  Clinic  book. 
They  will  be  called  upon  in  rotation  to  attend  all  cases  of  con- 
finement tliat  apjily  at  the  Dispensary  u.nder  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  and  assistants  in  charge  of  that  department. 

The  small  streets,  alleys  and  tenement  houses  of  a  large  city 
like  Baltimore,  are  teeming  with  an  indigent  population  that  offers 
clinical  advantages,  which  if  properly  and  systematically  utilized 
will  be  found  superior  to  those  of  Hospitals  generally. 

OBSTETRICS. 

Tlie  Professor  of  this  department  will  bring  the  experience 
derived  from  a  large  Obstetrical  practice,  obtained  in  hospitals 
and  private  practice,  and  will  endeavor  to  give  instructions  in  as 
practical  manner  as  possible.  Illustrations  will  be  furnished  by 
plates,  diagrams,  models  in  wax,  and  with  a  superb  manikin  ;  and 
arrangements  will  be  made  for  affording  advanced  students  oppor- 
tunities for  witnessing  cases  of  actual  labor.  Students  will  be  in- 
structed in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  positions  and  presenta- 
tions, and  in  the  best  methods  of  using  instruments  in  obstetric 
jiractice.

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 

As  a  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  student  to  comprehend  intelligently  the  Science 
of  Tlierapeutics,  the  latter  being  so  intimately  connected  with  the 
former,  that  to  obtain  a  practical  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica, 
it  will  be  necessary  for  the  student  to  handle  the  drugs,  make 
preparations,  and  compound  prescriptions,  as  well  as  test  the  qua- 
lities of  various  medicines  by  actual  experiments.     For  this  pur- 
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pose  a  Pharmaceutical  Laboratory  will  be  equipped  where  all  the 
students  will  be  required  to  practice  Pharmacy  under  the  instruc- 
tion of  an  experienced  Pharmacist.

PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE. 

The  lectures  in  this  department  will  be  made  as  thorough 
and  practical  as  the  subjects  will  admit  of.  The  Etiology,  Patho- 
logy, Diagnosis  and  Treatment  of  Diseases  will  be  presented 
in  a  comprehensive  manner,  and  abreast  with  the  most  advanced 
medical  thought  of  the  times.  Clinics  will  be  regularly  held  in  con- 
nection with  this  department,  at  which  students  will  have  ample 
o])portunities  to  diagnose  diseases,  and  observe  the  effects  of 
remedies  in  their  treatment.

SURGERY. 

In  this  eminently  practical  and  important  branch,  the  Pro- 
fessor will  endeavor  to  make  his  lectures  useful  and  attractive. 
The  lectures  will  be  fully  illustrated  by  diagrams,  paintings,  and 
models  ;  and  the  more  recent  appliances  devised  for  the  manage- 
ment of  surgical  conditions  will  be  exhibited  to  the  class. 

During  the  session  lectures  will  also  be  given  upon  operative 
Surgery  with  demonstrations.  Every  student  will  be  required  to 
perform  operations  upon  the  Cadaver,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  Surgeon  and  his  associate.

The  Professor  of  Physiology  will  include  in  his  course  of  lect- 
ures the  general  principles  of  Biology,  Histology  and  Physiolog- 
ical Chemistry.  These  subjects  will  be  illustrated  by  experiments 
and  enlargements  on  the  screen  by  means  of  the  lantern,  mega- 
scope, porte  lumiere,  etc.  In  addition  to  his  lectures  he  will  de- 
vote a  portion  of  his  time  to  laboratory  instruction.

ANATOMY. 

Since  a  knowledge  of  Anatomy  is  the  basis  upon  which  the 
structure  of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  it  is  the  intention  of 
those  having  in  charge  the  instructions  of  students  in  this  de- 
partment to  lay  this  foundation  thoroughly  and  completely.  Di- 
dactic Lectures,  Diagrams,  Dissections,  and  Re])eated  Eeviews 
will  all  be  had  during  the  session. 

_  Dissections  will  be  made  under  the  immediate  supervision  of 
the  Demonstrator,  and  the  Examination  on  the  different  relations 
and  positions  of  the  various  parts  of  the  human  body  will  be  care- 
fully conducted  in  the  dissecting  room.

SANITARY  SCIENCE. 

A  course  of  lectures  will  be  given  upon  Sanitary  Science,  in- 
eluding  the  subjects  of  Food,  Water  Supplies,  Personal  Hygiene, 
Physical  Exercise,  Ventilation,  Drainage,  Nuisances,  Hospital 
Regulation,  etc.,  which  will  be  illustrated  by  models,  diagrams,  etc.

INSANITY. 

Owing  to  the  frequency  with  which  physicians  are  called 
upon  to  treat  this  sad  and  formidable  disease  in  private  practice, 
and  also  to  testify  before  the  courts  on  questions  bearing  upon 
this  subject,  it  has  become  almost  imperative  for  medical  schools 
to  instruct  their  students  in  this  important  branch.  Dr.  Charles 
G.  Hill,  one  of  the  attending  physicians  to  Mount  Hope  Retreat 
for  the  Insane,  has  charge  of  this  department,  and  the  student 
Avill  be  thoroughly  taught  in  all  that  relates  to  diseases  of  the 
inind.  Special  clinics  on  this  subject  will  be  held  one  evening 
every  week. 

CHEMISTRY. 

In  this  department  it  has  been  so  arranged  that  students  are 
not  only  taught  the  theories  and  principles  of  modern  chemistry, 
but  practical  Chemistry,  Avith  its  special  relations  to  medicine  as 
Avell  as  to  animal  life.     All  the  students  are  drilled  two  afternoons 
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eacli  week  in  the  laboratory  and  taught  to  examine  the  urine 
poisons,  adulterations,  etc.,  under  the  supervision  [of  the  pro- 
fessor and  demonstrator  of  chemistry.

The  course  of  lectures  in  this  department  will  be  of  the  most 
practical  character.  The  various  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  will 
be  fully  illustrated  in  the  clinics  before  the  class  upon  the  pa- 
tients present.

DISEASES   OF   THE  THROAT  AND  CHEST. 

Tlie  Professor  in  this  department  will  give  clinical  lectures 
upon  the  various  diseases  of  the  Throat  and  Chest,  with  practical 
instructions  in  the  use  of  the  stethoscoi^e,  laj'yngoscope  and  rhino- 
scope.  The  course  will  be  illustrated  by  numerous  jilates  and 
drawings.  The  Professor  attends  and  treats  many  patients  daily 
with  these  diseases  at  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  which  is  access- 
ible to  all  students.  ■ 

MICROSCOPY. 

In  tliis  department  the  Professor  will  teach  Microscopical 
Technology,  embracing  the  theory  and  construction,  as  also,  the 
mode  of  using  the  instrument  and  its  different  accessories.  Also, 
the  preparation  of  objects,  chiefly  those  of  a  Histological  and 
Pathological  nature,  with  studies  from  normal  and  abnormal  tis- 
sues and  organs.

GYNECOLOGY. 

This  course  will  include  the  Surgical  Anatomy  of  the  Female 
Organs  of  generation  and  a  description  of  the  various  instruments 
and  methods  needful  for  diagnosis.

organs  will  be  taken  up  in  rotation ;  and  displacements  with  the 
various  means  of  remedying  them  will  receive  due  consideration. 
By  a  combination  of  didactic  and  clinical  instructions  the 
student  will  have  ample  opportunity  to  become  thoroughly  fami- 
liar with  this  branch.

In  presenting  the  annual  report  of  the  Baltimore  Medical 
College,  tlie  Faculty  and  Trustees  desire  to  express  apprecia- 
tion of  the  warm  support  and  cordial  recognition  received 
from  their  friends  and  the  medical  profession  at  large. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  session,  the  Faculty  has  suc- 
ceeded in  purchasing  the  property  which  it  lately  occupied,  and 
is  now  engaged  in  erecting,  on  the  Howard  street  front  of  the 
lot,  a  large  amphitheatre,  lecture,  dissecting  and  laboratory 
rooms,  etc.,  which,  when  finished,  will  not  be  surpassed  by  any 
in  the  city.  This  improvement  leaves  the  original  building 
on  the  Linden  avenue  front  for  the  exclusive  use  of  rapidly 
growing  hospital  purposes.  The  hospital,  which  is  controlled 
exclusively  by  the  professors  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  Col- 
lege, will  be  known  as  the  Maryland  General  Hospital 
(country  and  as  well  as  city  patients  will  be  treated  at  the 
hospital  and  furnished  with  excellent  accommodations  at 
from  $4.00  to  $10.00  per  week).  Besides  the  opportunities 
therein  to  be  offered,  other  hospitals,  both  general  and  spe- 
cial, will  be  open  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  as  Balti- 
more has  a  population  of  nearly  400,000,  and  is  noted  for 
the  care  with  which  she  provides  for  her  indigent  classes,  it 
will  be  at  once  seen  that  the  advantages  here  presented  to 
the  student  for  clinical  investigations  are  unsurpassed  by  any 
city  in  the  Union.  In  addition  to  this,  the  salubrity  of  cli- 
mate, the  hospitality  and  refinement  of  her  citizens,  and 
economy  of  living,  all  combine  to  make  Baltimore  peculiarly 
favorable  to  those  pursuing  the  study  of  medicine. 
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The  Fifth  Annual  Fall  and  Winter  Session  will  open 
October  1,  and  continue  until  the  latter  part  of  March  fol- 
lowing, when  the  Annual  Commencement  takes  place.

INSANITY    AND   DISEASES    OP    THE    NERVOUS 

SYSTEM. 

PROF.  CHARLES  G.  HILL,  M.D. 

As  this  branch  has  been  fonnd  too  extensive  and  important 
to  be  tanght  as  a  part  of  any  other  cliair,  since  the  last  session 
it  has  been  deemed  best  to  create  it  a  separate  and  distinct  de- 
partment in  the  cnrriculnm.  This  will  afford  the  Professor 
an  opportunity  to  enter  into  the  subject  with  the  care  and 
thoroughness  that  its  importance  demands.  First  the  minute 
anatomy  of  the  brain  and  spinal  cord  will  be  taught,  then 
their  functions  in  health,  their  pathological  lesions,  and  the 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  the  various  diseases  embraced 
under  this  head.  The  subject  will  be  illustrated  with  appro- 
priate charts,  diagrams  and  models,  in  addition  to  the  regular 
dissections.  The  student  will  also  be  familiarized  with  the 
various  instruments  and  appliances  used  in  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  nervous  and  menial  diseases.  An  abun- 
dance of  clinical  material  will  be  availed  of  to  make  this  de- 
partment thoroughly  practical.

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 
PROF.  R.  H.  P.  ELLIS. 
A  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica  is  absolutely 
necessary  for  the  student  to  comprehend  intelligently  the 
science  of  Therapeutics,  the  latter  being  so  intimately  con- 
nected with  the  former.  It  is,  therefore,  desirable  that  the 
student  should  become  familiar  with  the  origin,  nature  and 
physiological  and  therapeutic  effects  of  medicines  in  general, 
together  with  their  most  approved  combinations  and  modes 
of  application  and  administration  lur  the  relief  and  cure  of 
disease.  To  accomplish  this,  the  Professor  of  this  depart- 
ment will  endeavor  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  clear  and  practi- 
cal manner. 
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The  students  will  also  witness  the  actual  therapeutic  effects 
of  the  medicines  lectured  upon,  by  seeing  them  prescribed 
in  the  daily  clinics.

This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs 
of  generation,  their  physiological  functions  and  the  various 
methods  and  instruments  needful  for  making  a  diagnosis. 
Diseases  incident  to  these  organs  will  be  taken  up  in  rotation 
in  the  didatic  lectures,  also  displacements,  with  the  various 
means  of  remedying  them,  will  receive  due  consideration. 

In  addition  to  the  facilities  in  examination  and  treatment 
of  cases  selected  from  the  dispensary,  attendance  students 
have  the  privilege  of  assisting  in  the  various  operations  in 
the  hospital.

One  clinic  a  week  during  the  winter  will  be  held  at  the 
college  building,  where  cases  in  great  abundance  illustrative 
of  all  diseases  peculiar  to  this  department  will  not  only  be 
seen,  but  students  in  addition  can  have  the  additional  advant- 
age of  being  present  at  a  large  clinic  held  twice  a  week  at  the 
Northwestern  Dispensary  for  the  treatment  of  children.

Since  a  knowledge  of  anatomy  is  the  basis  upon  which 
the  structure  of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  it  is  the  in- 
tention of  the  Professor  in  this  department,  by  means  of 
didactic  lectures,  diagrams,  dissections  and  repeated  reviews 
to  lay  this  foundation  thoroughly  and  completely.

CHEMISTRY  AND  TOXICOLOGY.

The  course  of  chemistry  will  embrace  elementary,  analyti- 
cal and  applied  chemistry.  The  lectures  will  be  fully  illus- 
trated. One  afternoon  each  week  will  be  given  to  practical 
work  by  the  students  in  the  laboratory  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Professor.

OPTHALMOLOGY  AND  OTOLOGY  (Diseases  of  the 
Eye  and  Ear.) 
PROF.  E.  MEIERHOF. 
This  course  of  lectures  will  be  of  a  theoretical  and  practi- 
cal character.     The  student  will  be  given  the  most  advanced 
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ideas  relative  to  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  organs  of 
sight  and  liearing.  The  use  of  the  opthalmoscope  and  the 
errors  of  refraction  demonstrated,  as  well  as  the  various  dis- 
eases of  the  eye  and  ear,  wliicli  will  be  treated  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  student,  so  as  to  make  him  capable  of  treating 
the  ordinary  diseases  coming  under  his  observation.

DISSECTION. 

The  dissecting-room  will  be  open  daily  except  Sunday 
during  the  term,  and  students  are  assigned  to  parts  of  sub- 
jects by  the  Demonstrator  in  the  order  in  which  they  apply. 

It  will  be  expected  of  each,  student  that  he  dissect  all  parts 
of  a  subject  during  his  medical  studies  at  the  college,  and 
for  those  complying  with  this  rule  a  certiiicate  will  be  fur- 
nished by  the  Dean  at  close  of  session. 

OUTDOOR  CLINIC  AND  DISPENSARY. 

Recognizing  the  inadequacy  of  any  hospital  to  supply  the 
student  with  bedside  experience  in  the  acute  diseases  most 
frequently  encountered  in  private  practice,  the  Faculty  have 
determined  to  develop  the  outdoor  clinic  to  a  degree  hitherto 
un attempted  by  medical  schools.  Students  will  be  required 
to  visit  the  patients  at  their  homes  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professors,  and  carefully  study  the  daily  changes  and  progress 
of  diseases;  also  keep  a  record  of  them  in  a  clinic  book. 
They  will  be  called  upon  in  rotation  to  attend  all  cases  of 
confinement  that  apply  at  the  dispensary,  under  the  direction 
of  the  Professors  and  assistants  in  charge  of  that  department. 

The  dispensary  in  the  college  building  is  opened  daily 
between  the  hours  of  12  M.  and  2  P.M.  for  the  treatment  of 
such  persons  as  are  unable  to  pay,  and  besides  the  Professors, 
who  attend  in  person,  a  druggist  will  be  always  on  hand  to 
fill  prescriptions. 
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FACULTY  EXAMINATIONS. 
Frequent  examinations  and  reviews  are  held  by  the  Pro- 
fessors at  college  building,  in  order  to  more  fully  impress 
their  teachings  upon  students.  These  arc  open  to  all  and 
gratuitously.  As  it  is  deemed  xxnjust  to  matriculates  to 
exact  from  them  any  fees  except  those  mentioned  in  the  cat- 
alogue, the  Professors  are  positively  forbidden  to  receive 
remuneration  for  private  quizzes. 

PRIZES. 

Two  gold  medals  will  be  awarded  by  the  Faculty  to  the 
students  receiving  respectively  the  highest  and  the  next 
highest  number  of  votes  on  the  final  examination. 

In  addition  to  these,  there  -will  be  three  certificates  of 
honor  also  given  at  the  Commencement  to  those  students 
coming  next  to  the  above  in  class  standing. 

HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS. 

A  resident  and  assistant  resident  physician  will  be 
elected  from  each  graduating  class. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.D.  must  have  attended  at 
least  two  full  courses  after  studying  at  home  under  the  direc- 
tions of  a  physician,  the  last  course  being  in  this  college. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  at  least  twenty- 
one  years  of  age. 

He  must  have  passed  successfully  the  examination  re- 
quired by  the  Faculty,  and  have  paid  all  fees  due  the  college. 

He  must  write  a  medical  thesis,  and  submit  the  same  to 
the  Dean  of  the  Faculty  on  or  before  the  first  of  February. 

Graduates  from  other  medical  colleges,  in  good  standing, 
desiring  to  attend  lectures,  are  required  to  matriculate  only. 

Those  desiring  the  degree  are  required  in  addition  to  pre- 
sent satisfactory  testimony  as  to  standing,  to  submit  to  ex- 
amination in  all  branches,  and  to  pay  a  fee  of  fifty  dollars.

adopted  by  the  American  Medical  Association.

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  other  schools,  such  stu- 
dents as  are  unable  to  pay  the  full  fees  will  be  admitted  at  a 
charge  of  one-half  that  amount.

In  presenting  the  sixth  annual  announcement  of  the  Baltimore 
Medical  Colleiie  the  Faculty  and  Board  of  Directors  desire  to  ex- 
press their  warm  appreciation  of  the  continued  encouragement  and 
support  of  their  friends  and  the  medical  profession  generally,  not  only 
in  Maryland,  but  in  many  other  states. 

Since  the  last  catalo^'ue  was  issue  I  a  large  new  college  building, 
■with  all  modern  improvements,  has  been  erected  by  the  Faculty  and 
■was  occupied  during  the  past  session. 

There  a^e  thirteen  professors  and  three  lecturers  connected  with 
the  College. 

The  branches  taught  in  this  College  are,  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Medicine,  Hygiene  and  Sanitary  Science,  Obitetrics,  Miteria  .Medica 
and  Therapeutics,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and 
Ear,  Surgery,  Physiology,  Anatomy,  Pathology,  Chemistry  and  Toxi- 
cology,  Diseases  of  Children,  Diseases  of  the  Njse,  Throat  and 
Chest,  Insanity  and  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System. 

The  regular  Winter  Session  of  this  School  will  open  on  the  ist 
•day  of  October,  1886.  and  continues  until  middle  of  March,  1887. 

Students  will  be  allowed  leave  of  absence  at  Christmas  vacation, 
but  no  other  time  during  the  session. 

Introductory  lectures  to  the  Winter  Course  will  be  given  during 
•the  month  of  September. 

A  Spring  Session,  consisting  of  a  single  term,  beginning  in  the 
month  of  April  and  ending  about  the  first  part  of  June,  will  be  held 
for  those  wishing  to  continue  their  studies,  but  is  not  considered  as 
■one  of  the  regular  courses  which  entitles  students  to  apply  for  grad- 
ttation. 


The  ft-e  iur  th'h  spring  term  will  be  announced  during  the  winter, 
and  all  moDcy  paid  fur  such  will  be  deducted  from  the  ft-es  charged 
for  the  r.>;ular  session.

This  Hospital  is  contiguous  to  the  Colleifr  laiidmg  and  connect- 
ed with  It  by  a  corridor,  which  greatly  facilit^io  the  exhibition  of 
jllusifative  casts  at  the  Medical  and  Surgical  «  iin-ca.  A  considerable 
portion  of  this  building  is  used  as  a

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

Candidates  tor  the  degree  of  M.D.  must  have  attended  at  least 
two  full  courses  after  studying  at  home  under  the  direction  of  a  phy- 
sician, the  last  course  being  in  this  college. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age. 

He  must  have  passed  successfully  the  examination  required  by 
the  Faculty,  and  have  paid  all  fees  due  the  college. 
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He  must  wriie  a  thesis  on  some  subject  connected  with  niedicaj 
science,  or  submit  a  report  of  medical  or  surgical  cases  from  the  col- 
lege or  hospital  clinics,  and  presen;  the  same  to  the  Dean  of  the  Fac- 
ulty on  or  before  February  loth. 

Graduates  from  other  medical  colleges  .n  good  standing,  desiring 
to  attend  lectures,  are  recjuired  to  mitrictilatr  only.

Gentlemen  of  the  Craduatiyig  Class  : 

Having  passed  through  the  prtb^i  bed  course  of  studies  and 
measured  up  to  the  required  standai.l  rix-  lialtimore  Medical  Col- 
lege, by  authority  of  the  Slate  of  Marvl  \nd,  has  just  conferred  upon 
you  the  ancient  and  honorable  degr»-«  of  "Doctor  of  Medicine." 
To  day  the  curtain  rises  on  the  stage  ol  your  public  life.  You  have 
selected  a  role  that  is  justly  esteemed  the  ,ino>t  laborious,  the  most 
responsible,  the  most  dignified,  the  wohl  honorable  of  all  the  callings 
of  men.  A  profession  that  cal!s  in:o  action  the  highest  order  of  in- 
tellectual, moral,  and  even  physical  charac;er.stics.  A  profession  that 
has  enrolled  among  its  members  some  <>f  the  brightest  intellects,  the 
most  unselfish  laborers,  the  grandest  licfKs,  and  the  greatest  bene- 
factors of  the  human  race.  In  m  othe'  calling  can  be  found  more 
self-sacrifice,  more  calin  courage  in  the  imJ.-t  of  d.inger,  more  earnest 
and  incessant  labor,  more  bowing  d>>*n  of  the  head  and  heart  and 
soul  in  care  and  anxiety  for  others.  Hvrry  element  or  condition  that 
tends  to  enoble  the  moral  faculties  <  I  man,  to  refine  his  feelings,  to 
deepen  his  sympathies,  to  kindle  h:s  <  harity,  to  augment  his  self- 
abnegation,  and  increase  his  care  lor  others,  is  to  be  found  in  the 
daily  work  of  the  physician  ;  just  as  inu<  h  as  every  element  or  con- 
dition that  can  elevate  or  train  his  intellectual  faculties  is  to  be  fjund 
in  his  daily  studies. 

The  profession  of  the  healing  aa  st.nnds  as  a  necessary  part  of 
the  order  of  thmgs,  old  as  humanity,  and  insepjrable  from  its  ex- 
istence on  earth  ;  for  when  did  not  man  suffer,  and  when  did  not  his 
brother  try  to  relieve  him.  Synchronous  with  man's  advent  upon  the 
^  planet,  the  chronicles  of  his  art,  inaugurated  by  the  oracles  of  Fate, 
are  as  absolutely  a  part  of  the  inevitable,  and  as  genuine  a  fragment  of 
the  universe  as  the  beautiful  song  of  the  stars.  As  the  creation  of 
the  human  body  is  the  first  significant  act  of  its  history,  its  protec- 
tion and  preservation  from  the  agencies  of  change  .Tnd  destruction 
about  it,  must  certainly  be  the  second  consideration  of  impoitance — 
scarcely  less  in  its  grandeur,  surely  equally  solemn  in  its  end.  The 
soul  incarnate  once  demands  immortality  as  a  right  of  its  own  being. 
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and  would  ask  it  for  the  body  also.  What  art  ^■o  exalted,  then,  as 
the  art  of  i)reserving  and  prolon>;lnK  life,  and  what  so  Godlike  m 
aspiration  as  the  effort  to  ro>tore  man  to  the  splendor  of  his  unfallen 
yuath,  and  save  h  m  fron  the  agencies  of  pun  and  suffering,  disease 

and  death  ?  ,         t-       i       u- 

The  regular  profession  of  medicine,  called  the  "h acuity  Hip- 
nocratic,'^  or  "old  school,"  b  )asts  a  j^enealogy  time  honored  and 
ancient  as  the  earth.  From  its  present  noon-day  ^plendor  of  light 
and  science,  it  gois  into  the  obscuriiy  of  the  past  fjr  more  ihan  two 
thousand  vt-ars  of  authentic  history,  and  still  on  thiough  realms  of 
mylhi  an'd  dreams,  until  in  the  misti  and  shaJows  of  primieval 
woilds  it  mingles  its  exegesis  wiih  the  f.bles  of  the  gods.  Thtse 
St.  ries  of  the  ages,  these  legends  ul  the  sages,  have  nothing  in  them 
accidental,  arbitrary,  or  fictitious— f^r  myt^is  are  but  the  shadows  of 
more  transLcndent  facts,  having  necessary  and  immoital  existence  in 
the  depths  of  nature  and  the  soul 

In  the  metai)h>sical  f  bles  of  (.reece,  .Esculapius  was  worship- 
ped as  the  god  of  the  healing  art.  Mis  temples  were  usually  built 
in  healthy  p  ac.s,  on  hills,  in  beauiilu!  groves,  near  wells  or  springs 
V  hich  we.  e  sup^.oted  lo  have  healm^.;  powers.  These  were  frequented 
by  the  sick,  the  Itme,  and  the  dise.i-.ed  of  all  classes,  and  may  hence 
be  considered  the  carl  e,t  liosp  tais  or  sanatanums  that  history  re- 
cords. The  god  of  medicine  was  represented  as  .seated  on  a  throne, 
h  Iding  in  one  hand  a  staff,  while  the  other  rested  on  the  head  of  a 
serpent,  with  a  dog  lying  by  his  Mde.  This  beautiful  conception 
fro.n  the  wondrous  intellect  of  the  t^reek,  is  susceptible  of  a  very 
simple  but  touching  interpretation.  The  staff  is  the  emblem  of  assist- 
ance and  help— the  prf)feasion  st.Hnd:ng  as  an  ever  ready  support  or 
prop  to  tottering  man,  gives  eyes  :■'  'he  blind,  limbs  to  the  lame,  and 
saves  the  weary,  footsore  traveler  !;oin  failing  and  fainting  on  the 
arduous  journey  of  life. 

The  dragon  or  serpent,  on  which  rests  the  other  hand  of  the 
fabled  god,  shadows  fonh  with  art  stic  precision  the  beauty  and 
triumph  of  the  healing  an,  the  serpent  being  the  type  of  prudence 
and  wisdom  which  control  the  demon  of  disease  and  pain  fallen 
man's  most  fea:  ful  foe. 

In  the  symbolic  representation  of  things,  amon^  all  ages,  the 
^ox  is  the  emblem  of  fidelity.  Thus  the  being  who  presides  over 
the  physical  wtlfareof  hu.uanity,  true  to  the  law  of  love  and  youth, 
has  by  his  side  the  ever  constant  dog. 

In  whatever  age  or  clime  man  has  planted  his  habitation  on  the 
eaith,  there  may  be  found  the  omn'pres=nt  physician.  From  the 
medical  man  of  the  rude  barbarian  tr.oe,  who  drives  away  disease  by 
charms,  incantations,  and  hideous  noises,  to  the  scientitic  physician 
of  the  most  exalted  civilization  the  world  has  ever  seen  ;  from  the  hut 
of  squalor  and  poverty,  to  the  home  of  splendor  and  luxurance ; 
from  the  jungles  and  swamps  where  fever  and  death  reign  triumphaijt 
to   the  abodes  of  salubrity  and  health;  in   every  locality   and    all 
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conditions  of  humanity,  tfie  physician,  like  the  faithful  doe    is  ever 
At  man  s  side.  *' 

Mythology  further  tel's  us  that  such  was  the  success  of  v€-cu- 
lapius  m  curing  the  sick  and  rescu  ng  men  from  the  grave  that  Zens 
less  men  m.gHt  eventually  escape  death  altogether,  and  on  complaint 
of  Pluto  that  he  had  injured  his  business  by  diminishing  the  number 
of  his  dead,  k.hed  him  by  a  flash  of  lightning.  And  thus  the  modern 
yf^.scubpius,  as  did  the  fabled  gtd  of  old,  fird  his  greatest  enemies 
and  most  jealous  foes  down  amid  the  Plutonian  shades  of  ignorance 
And  though  Jupiter's  lightning,  at  the  instigation  of  Pluto  may  blast 
his  hopes  and  wither  his  prospects,  let  him  not  be  discouraged  for  we 
are  further  told  that  on  the  plea  of  Apollo,  /F.sculapius  was' placed 
among  the  stars,  thus  foreshadowing  the  ultimate  triumph  of  our  art 

The  authentic  history  of  mtdicine  dates  back  to  ancient  Egypt 
Here  was  rocked  the  cradle  of  civilization,  and  inedicine,  and  other 
arts  and  sciences  received  their  earliest  impulse  from  the  land  of  the 
Pharaohs.     Moses,  in  his  writings,  frequently  alludes  fo  the  practice 
of  medicine,  especially  in  regard  to  the  treatment  of  leprosy.  One  oi 
these  earlier  Scriptural  allusions  is  not  very  complimentary  to  the 
surgeons  in  attendance.     A  certain  man  by  iheoame  of  Asa  we  are 
told,  was  diseased  in  his  fett,  "He  sought  not  to  the  Lord'  but  to 
physicians,"  and  "Asa  slept  wi:h    his  fathers,"  as  the  writer  cocly 
adds.     In  this  hurntd  reference  to  the  tarlv  history  of  mtdicine  we 
cannot  pass   by    the   names  of  such   men' Pythagoras    Democritus 
and  Heractilus,  these  are  blended  with  the  early  dawn  of  our  art  but 
need  only  to  be  referred  to  on  this  occasion  as  successive  steps  in  the 
ladder  leading  up  to  the  great  Hippocrates.  This  distinguished  phy- 
sician dawned  upon  the  history  of  primitive  medicine  like  a  full  inoon 
upon  a  world  that  had  hitherto  been  lighted   only  by  stars  of  the 
smallest  magnitude.     The  advances  that  he  made  in  the  practice  of 
medicine  were  so  great,  that  for  centuiies  no  attempts  were  made  to 
improve  upon  his  views  and   precepts.     The  sons  of  Hippocrates 
Ihessaleau  and  Draco,  were  regarded  as  the  founders  of  the  earliest 
medical  sect,  known  as  the  Hippocratic  or  Dogmatic  school  because 
It  set  out  w-ilh  certain  theoretical  principles,  and  made  these  precepts 
the  basis  of  practice. 

The  next  step  in  medical  history  worthy  of  mention  was  the 
foundiig  of  the  celebrated  school  of  Ale;candna  by  the  munificence 
of  the  Ptolemies,  about  three  hundred  )ears  before  the  Cnristian  era 
Thisschoolwa.sopprsed  to  bleeding  and  active  remedies,  and  be- 
lieved in  the  "Vjs  Medicatrix  Naturae."  About  this  time  the  Em- 
pirics formed  themselves  into  a  distinct  sect  and  became  the  declared 
opponents  of  the  Dogmatirs.  At  this  period,  and  for  centuries  subse- 
quent to  it,  all  physicians  weie  included  in  one  or  the  other  of  these 
rival  .^ects,  which  in  regard  to  numbers  weie  ab.-ut  equally 
dividtd,  ^       -' 

We  learn  from   Pliny  that  medicine  was  introduced  into  Rome 
at  a  later  pericd  than  the  other  arts  and  sciences  about  two  hundred 
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\  '^ars  B.C.  Here  another  sect  was  soon  founded  called  the  Meiko- 
d.cs,  which  adopted  a  medium  course  between  the  Dogmatics  and 
the  Empirics.  For  some  centuries  after  this  the  Methodics  were  the 
preponderating  sect,  until  they  bruke  up  inlo  the  Pneumatics,  the 
Eclectics,  the  Synthetics,  and  many  others  too  numerous  to  men- 
tion. It  was  this  era  that  gave  to  nifdical  literature  such  names  as 
Celsus,  the  historian  k.^{  medicine,  Pliny,  the  naturalist,  Descordes, 
and  many  others  worthy  of  mention.  But  these  all  sink  into  insig- 
nificance when  comnared  to  the  great  Galen,  whose  writings  were 
universally  acknowledged  as  ultimate  authority  until  they  were 
attacked  and  publicly  burned  in  the  sixteenth  century,  by  the  arch- 

?uack  Paracelsus — and  though  his  works  were  reduced  to  ashes,  his 
mie  can  only  perish  with  the.«cience  itself.  As  in  the  case  of  Hip- 
pocrates, his  immeasurable  superiority  over  his  contemporaries 
seems  to  have  acted  as  a  check  to  all  attempts  at  further  improve- 
ment. 

The  several  centuries  after  the  death  of  Galen,  which  occurred 
about  A.D.  193,  gave  to  medicine  manv  names  of  renown,  but  after 
Paulos,  the  Greek  school  of  medicine  may  be  considered  to  have 
come  to  an  end.  The  Arabian  school  was  now  beginning  to  rise  into 
notice.  The  Arabic  writers  translated  into  their  own  language  the 
works  of  Hippocrates  and  Galen,  as  well  as  those  of  Aristotle,  Plato, 
and  Euclid.  Though  thes*"  formed  the  basis  of  their  medical  know- 
ledge, the  science  did  not  languish  in  their  hands.  Rhazes,  of  this 
school,  was  the  first  to  describe  small-pox  ;  and  the  Arabian  physi- 
cians did  good  service  to  medicine  by  introducing  from  the  east  new 
articles  into  the  European  Materia  Medica,  such  as  rhubarb,  cassia, 
senna  and  camphor.  They  also  made  known  the  first  elements  of 
chemical  pharmacy,  such  as  the  knowledge  of  destination,  and  the 
means  of  obtaining  various  metallic  oxides  and  their  salts. 

With  the  decline  of  the  Saracenic  universities  of  Spain,  theonly 
medical  knowledge  which  remained  was  to  be  found  in  Italy,  where 
the  schoci  of  Salerno  acquired  a  great  celebrity  and  maintained  it 
until  it  was  gradually  eclipsed  by  the  rising  fa'nr  of  the  other  schools 
at  Bologna,  Paris,  Vienna,  etc.  In  1315,  Mondini  first  publicly 
dissected  two  human  bodies  at  Bologna,  and  contemporaneous  with 
him  lived  Gilbert,  the  first  English  physician  who  acquired  any 
repute. 

The  next  century  gave  birth  to  LinncEus,  who  founded  the  Col- 
lege of  Physicians  of  London,  which  circumstance  may  be  truly 
said  to  have  marked  the  dawn  of  the  modern  epoch  of  medicine. 
This  impoitant  event  occurred  in  1518,  and  up  to  this  time  theworks 
of  Galen  reigned  paramount  throughout  the  civilized  world.  In  fact, 
even  as  late  as  1559  history  tells  us  that  our  Dr.  Gayns  was  cited 
before  the  College  for  impuning  the  infallibility  of  Galen.  "On  his 
acknowledgement  of  his  error  and  humble  recantation,  signed  with 
)tis  own  hand,  he  was  received  into  the  College." 

Prior  to  the  event  just  referred  to,  the  state  of  medical  science 
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was  very  low  in  England.  It  was  only  remarkable  for  ingenious 
hypothe^.es,  unsupported  by  the  evidence  of  facts,  and  for  a  credulous 
faith  in  astrological  influences,  equally  visionary.  Bef)re  the  rei^jn  of 
Henry  VIII  there  were  few  restraints  on  the  practice  ot  physic  and  sur- 
gery— and  the  most  illiterate  and  ignorant  pretended  to  professional 
knowledge  and  exercised  the  art  of  killing  with  impunity.  At  length 
in  151 1,  an  act  of  Parliainent  was  passed  to  "restrict  within  the  city 
of  London  or  within  seven  miles  of  the  same,"  the  practice  of  either 
faculty  to  those  who  should  be  "examined,  approved  of  and  admit- 
ted," by  the  Bishop  of  London,  or  the  Dean  of  St.  Paul's,  assisted 
by  four  doctors  of  physic.  (It  is  singular  how  often  history  repeats 
itself,  for  this  is  almost  the  exact  scope  of  a  bill  now  pendmg  before 
the  Legislature  to  regulate  the  practice  of  medicine  in  our  own  State). 
The  sweating  sickness  raged  in  Ldndon  with  great  violence  pre- 
vious to  the  year  1518.  The  infected  died  in  three  hours  after  the 
disease  had  set  in,  and  no  effectual  remedy  was  discovered.  Words 
cannot  picture  the  horrors  of  tbis  terrible  epidemic.  The  administra- 
tion of  justice  was  suspended  during  its  continuance,  and  the  court 
removed  from  place  to  place  with  piecipitation  and  fear.  Half  of  the 
people  of  the  country  were  swept  away,  and  the  principle  trade  car- 
ried on  was  in  coffins  and  shrouds,  and  even  this  in  the  progress  of 
the  disease  was  abandoned.  \'ast  supulchral  pits  were  prepared 
every  morning  into  which  the  victims  were  thrown  promiscuously. 
The  only  sounds  during  the  day  were  the  doleful  monotonv  of  in- 
creasing knells,  and  the  lamentations  of  the  tamted  deserted  by  their 
friends,  and  all  night  long  the  loaded  wheels  of  the  death  wagon 
rolled  along,  and  a  continuous  cry  was  heard  of  "bring  out  your  dead." 
To  devise  a  remedy  or  some  means  of  averting  the  recurrence 
of  this  terrible  calamity,  the  King,  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  Linacre, 
was  induced  to  establish  the  College  of  Physicians.  Thus,  in  the 
Divine  manifestation  of  a  wonderful  Providence,  this  awful  scourge 
was  made  to  work  out  a  blessing  that  has  redounded  to  the  inestimable 
good  of  the  whole  human  race. 

We  have  now  taken  you  back  to  the  earliest  history  of  our  pro- 
fession We  have  carried  vou  hurriedly  through  its  wanderings  and 
touched  upon  its  trials  and  triumphs.  We  have  shown  you  how, 
like  a  snowball  detached  from  the  mountian  summit,  it  has  rolled  on 
throngh  the  succeeding  ages,  gathering  a.cretions  at  every  revolution, 
until  it  dawns  upon  modern  times  in  all  its  power  and  splendor.  The 
history  of  modern  medicine  is  best  studied  by  examining  the  history 
of  its  leaders.  To  the  student  about  to  enter  the  toilsome  and  peril- 
ous paths  of  medical  practice,  the  lives  of  medical  men  will  afford 
both  examples  of  imitation  and  beacons  of  warning.  He  will  see  that 
it  was  to  their  industry,  their  zeal,  their  learning,  their  perseverance 
that  they  o*ed  their  success,  as  much,  if  not  more,  than  to  their 
natural  endowments.  If  nature  did  much  for  them,  they  did  more 
for  themst  Ives. 

From   thia  veoerable  old  college  in  Warwick  lane  went    forth 
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tome  of  the  brightest  lights  of  the  last  century.  The  building'  itsell 
teems  to  have  presented  a  very  classic  appearance.  The  proximity 
to  the  Court  House — the  old  Baily — and  the  impression  excited  ia 
the  mmd  by  a  view  of  the  entrance  porch,  are  thus  humorously  al- 
luded to  by  Sir  Samuel  Garth — 

"  Not  far  from  that  most  celebrated  place, 
Where  angry  jastioe  shows  its  awful  face, 
Where  litUe  villains  must  submit  to  fate, 
That  great  ones  may  enjoy  the  world  in  state, — 
There  stands  a  dome  majestic  to  the  sif^ht, 
And  sumptuous  arches  boar  ita  awful  height, 
A  golden  globe,  placed  high  with  artful  skill, 
Seems  to  tne  distant  sight  a  gilded  pill." 

Our  time  will  not  permit  even  a  brief  allusion  to  many  of  the 
prominent  doctors  of  this  day,  but  there  are  a  few  whom  we 
cannot  pass  by.  Their  names  will  be  read  as  long  as  history 
hvej,  and  their  fame  will  endure  to  the  end  of  time.  I  allude 
principally  to  Sydenham,  Harvey  and  Jenner ;  Sydenham,  the 
iMther  of  English  medical  literature  ;  Harvey,  the  discoverer  of  the 
-  kiculation  of  the  blood  ;  and  Jenner,  the  conqueror  of  the  deadliest 
4»«ase  that  ever  ravaged  the  human  race.  Dr.  Harvey  conferred 
^\foa  the  science  of  medicine,  by  his  discovery  of  the  circulation,  the 
mmt  service  which  the  immortal  Newton  rendered  to  optics  and  as- 
troaomy  by  his  theories  of  light  and  gravitation.  It  was  no  acci- 
4e»t»]  stumbling  on  a  great  truth,  but  the  result  of  patient,  persist- 
«at  labor  for  twenty  six  years;  and  when  his  theories  were  matured 
nnd  published,  he  proved  to  be  so  much  in  advance  of  his  time,  that 
rt»r  world  was  not  prepared  to  receive  them.  Instead  of  glory,  fame 
«ml  the  pecuniary  reward  that  his  discovery  should  have  brought 
KiRB,  he  got  contempt,  reproach  and  censure,  was  accused  of  being 
TAckc-bramed,  and  lost  both  in  practice  and  reputation.  It  was 
•wcnty-five  years  after  his  system  was  published  before  it  was  received 
a  (he  universities  of  the  world. 

The  history  of  Jenner,  the  discoverer  of  vaccination,  presents 
•^«r.f*t  a  parallel  case.  It  e.xhibits  the  lifelong  efforts  of  a  man  of 
,!i*.'!o«ophical  character,  and  constant  habits  of  observation,  catching 
i  {{timpse  early  in  his  professional  life  of  a  fruih  of  the  greatest 
^hotogical  importance,  connected  with  a  discovery  of  amazing 
twiMrfit  to  mankind.  We  see  him  keeping  this  object  in  view,  clear- 
Jem  away  the  oo^tacles,  regarding  the  question  on  every  side,  and 
laboring  incessantly  for  its  establishment,  when  fully  convinced  of  its 
«•«  and  in  calculable  value,  despite  of  cold  disregard  and  vehement 
*tf>ppmx'\on,  misrepresentation,  calumny  and  ridicule.  Hut  notwith- 
Andutg  the  difficulties  he  had  to  encounter,  and  prejudices  he  had  to 
■•v^rrtjme,  Jenner  was  not  discouraged.  In  spite  of  all  opposition, 
«rhwJi  «t  tim«^  assumed  a  formidable  character,  he  clearly  established 
&W:  uiich  of  his  principles,  and  compelled  the  profession  and  the 
f*io^  to  pay  him  that  homage  to  which  he  was  so  justly  entitled; 
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and  in  1807  Parlaiment,  in  recoe:nition  of  his  great  services,  vot-v, 
him  /'20,ooo. 

Among  the  many  opponents  to  vaccination  at  that  time  was  l.>r 
Moselev,  Pliysician  to  Chelsea  Hospital.     The  doctor  saw  in  distinct 
prosprct  an  awtul  aggravation  of  human  ills  from  the  introduction  of 
the  "  Covv-mania,"  as  he  termed  it.     Cases  were   published  in  which 
vaccinated   persons   became  covered  with   hair,  and   even  exhibited 
horns  and  a  tail  :  and  that  of  a  child  was  cited  whose  natural  deposi 
tion  was  so  brutitled  that  he  ran  on  all  fours,  bellowing  like  a  bull. 
Jenner  was   ridiculed   in   various  publications.       Stjuibs   and  satires 
were  resorted  to  in  order  to  prejudice  the  public  mind  ai^ainst  vacci 
nation.     He  was  caricatured  riding  on  a  cow.     The  following  lines, 
published  about  this  time,  will  illustrate  the  absurd  length  to  which 
this  opposition  was  carried — 

"Ah  1  Miiseley,  thy  bonk  misrhty  ])hant:isie3  rousing, 
Full  oft  make  me  quake  for  my  heart's  (k'lire.st  trciisure. 
For  fancy,  in  dreams,  oft  i^resents  them  all  browsing, 
On  couinems,  just  like  littk^  Nebucluulnezzar — 
There  niliMinjj  ai  thistle,  stand  Jim,  John  and  Mary — 
On  their  foreheads,  oh  horrible!!  crumbled  horn.s  bud — 
There  Tom  with  his  tail,  and  poor  William  all  hairy, 
Reclined  in  the  corner,  are  chewing  their  cud  " 

Jenner  died  suddenly  of  apoplexy,  on  the  20th  of  June,  0^27,. 
The  last  words  which  the  eminent  philanthropist  uttered  were  to  the 
following  effect.  "  I  do  not  marvel  that  men  are  grateful  to  me,  but 
I  am  surprised  that  they  do  not  feel  gratitude  to  God  tor  makmg  me 
a  medium  of  so  much  good.''  The  following  beautiful  lines  af  en 
graven  on  his  monument,  viz  — 

"Within  this  tomb  hath  found  a  resting  place — 

The  great  physician  of  the  liuinan  race. 

Immortal  Jenner  !  wlio.st;  gigantic  mind 

Brought  life  and  heultli  to  more  than  half  mankind. 

Let  rescueil  infancy  his  worth  proclaim, 

Anil  lisp  (.lilt  hles.sings  on  his  lioaored  name, 

And  radiant  beauty  drop  her  saddest  tear, 

For  beauty's  truest,  trustiest  friend  lies  here." 

If  called  upon  to  .select  an  epoch  of  history,  distinguished  above 
all  others  for  the  most  e.xtraordinary  and  rapid  progress  of  the 
science  of  medicine,  doubtless  to  the  present  century,  beginning  with 
the  Declaration  of  American  Independence,  shouki  be  accorded  the 
un'.'xampled  pre  eminence.  .\nd  this  applies  not  alone  to  medicine, 
but  to  other  arts  and  sciences.  All  the  means  initiated  through  the 
preceding  centuries  seemed  to  have  united  at  once  in  assisting  the- 
aspirations  and  labors  of  men  in  the  vast  domain  of  discover)  .ind 
invention  then  suddenly  disclosed  to  an  amazing  wt)rld.  The  mvtii 
tion  of  gun  powder  had  im()Uted  strength  to  the  weak;  printing  bad 
given  knowledge  to  the  ignorant  :  niaritine  discoveries  had  opened 
abodes  to  the  oppressed,  and  the  great  reformation  had  given  freedom 
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n'  thoiighf  :  vet  these  boons  to  sniJcrintj;  Imiiianitv  required  time  to 
develupt-  iht-ir  true  import.  Mr.uitiiiu-.  the  rlennmt^  i.;  a  iiurr  pin! 
osophy.  under  the  iruidancc  oi'  facts,  h.id  arisen  to  supplant  tnat  of 
Aristotle,  which  had  slumbered  so  loiiiJ  under  scolastic  dialectics  and 
unmeaning  jir^'ons;  and  before  it  mu.h  ot  ihe  idle  specuUti m  of  the 
times  chsappenred  lorever.  Then  came  a  period  ot  ag^itaiion  and 
ceaseless  activity.  A  restless  spirit  of  inquiry  throuyhout  ('iiristen 
doni,  durinji  which  liie  habitable  globe  has  been  explored  beyund  all 
precedence,  and  tlie  remotest  n  itions  iiave  been  broiight  into  mutual 
intercourse.  .\ew  .iris  ha\e  been  invented  to  subjugate  nature  more 
thoroughly  to  man,  mul  >oieiicts  belore  unknown  have  sprung  to 
light  Willi  the  radiance  oi  irutii.  t)ne  art  has  helped  anolhei  nnd 
new  sciences  lia\e  issued  like  branches  from  e\ery  stem.  liie  ii>du- 
ning  itself  that  writes  its  blazing  autograph  upiiii  the  midnight  cloud, 
and  thunders  its  angry  i<int-s  in  our  ears,  ]u>  been  made  the  willing 
slave  o]  nirin,  and  now  glifh-s  h.trmksslv  to  ea  ih  — nay.  cuurier-like  — 
bears  messages  abroad,  or  brings  upon  it  wing.s  healing  properties  to 
living  tissues.  The  heaven^  have  bei  n  searched  and  grasped  till  tht- 
"  sweet  intiuence.s  of  the  Pleiades"  stand  conlessed  by  science  as  by 
revelation. 

Medicine  it.-clt,  the  snmmarv  of  so  nianv  sciences,  medicine 
with  which  we  are  unniediaiely  concerned,  has  at  all  iimes  kept  in 
advance  of  thr  cultun-  of  the  age.  Liberal  itself,  it  is  more  than 
any  other  prol-^ssion  dependent  upon  the  various  branches  ,,1  nuur.il 
science  and  mental  philosophy,  among  who.se  cnltiv.it. us  pinsicians 
have  ever  been  the  most  devoted.  To  blot  out  wh  ,t  ihe\  have  done 
in  science  would  leave,  indeed,  a  dreary  ihism.  Tnev  ha\.:  lought 
against  error  with  well  Uul):shed  weapon,-,  md  smote  with  .sinewy 
arms,  and  thoiit;h  their  iabois  have  been  unrewarded  i)y  lu'  re  or 
worldly  fame,  tin-  has  offered  ii.>  bar  to  their  piogre.s-.

In  presenting  the  seventh  annual  announcement  of  the  Balti- 
more Medical  College  the  Faculty  and  Board  of  Directors  desire  to 
express  their  warm  appreciation  of  the  continued  encouragement  and 
support  of  their  friends  and  the  medical  profession  generally,  not 
only  in  Maryland,  but  in  many  other  states. 

It  is  with  a  pardonable  pride  that  the  Faculty  calls  attention  to 
the  thorough  equipment  of  the  college  for  teaching  the  theory  and 
practice  of  medicine.  The  hospital  adjoining  the  college  building 
is  constantly  filled  with  interesting  and  instructive  cases.  The  free 
dispensary  furnishes  daily  the  greatest  abundance  of  clinical  mate- 
rial, and  the  out- door  patients  afford  the  advanced  students  an 
excellent  opportunity  for  applying  their  knowledge  in  a  practical 
manner.  The  amphitheatre  has  just  been  rearranged  according  to  the 
most  modern  and  approved  plans,  and  every  facility  is  offered  the 
student  for  practical  work  in  the  laboratory  and  dissecting  room. 

There  are  twelve  professors  and  three  lecturers  connected  with 
the  College. 

The  branches  taught  in  this  College  are.  Theory  and  Practice  of 
Medicine,  Hygiene  and  Sanitary  Science,  Obstetrics,  Materia  Medica 
and  Therapeutics,  Diseases  of  Women,  Diseases  of  the  Eye  and 
Ear,  Surgery,  Physiology,  Anatomy,  Pathology,  Chemistry  and  Toxi- 
cology, Diseases  of  Children,  Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and 
Chest,  Insanity  and  Diseases  of  the  Nervous  System, 

The  regular  Winter  Session  of  this  School  will  open  on  the  3rd 
day  of  October,  1887,  and  continue  until  middle  of  March,  1888. 

Students  will  be  allowed  leave  of  absence  at  Christmas  vacation, 
but  no  other  time  during  the  season. 

Introductory  lectures  to  the  Winter  Course  will  be  given  during 
the  month  of  September. 

A  Spring  Session,  consisting  of  a  single  term,  beginning  on  the 
first  of  April  and  ending  about  the  first  part  of  June,  will  be  held 
for  those  wishing  to  continue  their  studies,  but  is  not  considered  as 
one  of  the  regular  courses  which  entitles  students  to  apply  for  grad- 
uation. 


The  fee  for  this  spring  term  will  be  fifteen  dollars  which  will 
be  deducted  from  the  fees  charged  for  the  regular  session.  Students 
are  advised  to  take  a  three  years  course  of  lectures,  but  such  as  may 
pass  a  successful  examination  at  the  end  of  two  full  courses  will,  un- 
der certain  rules  hereinafter  mentioned,  be  entitled  to  graduation. 

HOSPITAL  ADVANTAGES. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  under  the  sole  control  of  the 
Faculty  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  College  has  been  enlarged  to 
more  than  double  its  former  capacity,  to  accommodate  the  increased 
demand  for  beds. 

This  Hospital  is  contiguous  to  the  College  building  and  connect- 
ed with  it  by  a  corridor,  which  greatly  facilitates  the  exhibition  of  the 
illustrative  cases  at  the  Medical  and  Surgical  Clinics.  A  considerable 
portion  of  this  building  is  used  as  a 

STATE  AND  CITY  HOSPITAL 
and  contains  a  large  number  of  free  beds  which  are  supported  thiough 
the  generosity  of  our  City  and  State  Governments.     Thus  it  will  be 
seen  that  students,  pursuing  their  studies  at  this  College,  have  advanta- 
ges offered  them  unsurpassed  by  any  Medical  School  in  this  State. 

The  Hospital  has  a  resident  physician  and  his  assistant ;  also  a 
matron  with  well  trained  nurses  who  take  charge  of  the  domestic 
affairs  of  the  Institution. 

A  well  organized  Dispensary  m  the  College  building  furnishes 
an  abundant  clinical  material  which  is  utilized  to  the  student's 
advantage.

ATTENDING  OBSTETRICIAN — PROF.  WILMER  BRINTON.  M.  D. 


OUT-DOOR  CLINIC  AND  DISPENSARY. 
In  addition  to  the  extensive  hospital  advantages,  just  mentioned, 
Baltimore  has  many  others,  both  public  and  private,  which  are 
open  to  all  students  of  medicine,  but  the  Faculty  feeling  the  great 
importance  of  this  matter  devote  special  attention  to  the  out-door 
Clinics,  so  as  to  give  students  the  advantage  of  practical  experience 
derived  from  seeing  patients  just  as  they  meet  them  in  private  prac- 
tice; an  exercise  so  important  in  their  proper  preparation  for  the 
future.

DIDACTIC  AND  CLINICAL   LECTURES. 

Besides  the    usual  didactic  lectures  there  will  be  clinics  held 
daily  by  the  Professors  in  the  college  building. 


INSANITY  AND  DISEASES  OF  THE  NERVOUS  SYSTEM. 
PROF.  CHARLES  G.  HILL,  M.  D. 
The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  diseases  in  this  country  renders 
it  necessary  that  the  medical  student  should  be  thoroughly  equi|iped 
in  all  that  pertains  to  this  branch  of  his  studies.  With  didactic  and 
clinical  lectures,  charts,  diagrams  and  models,  this  department  will 
be  rendered  as  thorough  and  practical  as  possible.  The  subject  of 
insanity  will  also  be  presented,  and  illustrative  cases  will  be  exhibited 
to  the  class.  In  addition  to  this  there  will  be  given  practical  lessons 
on  Medical  Electricity,  and  the  student  will  be  familiarized  with  the 
various  instruments  and  appliance  used  in  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 


MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 
PROF.  R.  H.  p.  ELLIS,  M.  D. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  student  to  comprehend  intelligently  the  science  of  Therapeu- 
tics, the  latter  being  so  intimately  connected  with  the  former.  It  is, 
therefore,  desirable  that  the  student  should  become  familiar  with  the 
origin,  nature,  physiological  and  therapeutic  effects  of  medicine  in 
general,  together  with  their  most  approved  combinations  and  modes 
of  application  and  administration  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  disease. 
To  accomplish  this,  the  Professor  of  this  department  will  endeavor  to 
treat  the  subject  in  a  clear  and  practical  manner. 

The  students  will  also  witness  the  actual  therapeutic  effects  of 
the  medicines  lectured  upon,  by  seeing  them  prescribed  in  the 
daily  clinics. 


DISEASES   OF   WOMEN. 

PROF.  J.  H.  SCARFF,  M.  D. 
This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of 
generation,  their  physiological  functions  and  the  various  methods  and 
instruments  needful  for  making  a  diagnosis.  Diseases  incident  to 
these  organs  will  be  taken  up  in  rotation  in  the  didactic  lectures,  also 
displacements,  with  the  various  means  of  remedying  them  will  receive 
due  consideration. 
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In  addition  to  the  facilities  in  examination  and  treatment  of 
cases  selected  from  the  dispensary,  students  have  the  privilege  of 
assisting  in  the  various  operations  in  the  hospital. 

OBSTETRICS. 

PROF.  WILMER  BRINTON,  M.  D. 
The  Professor  of  this  department  will  bring  the  experience  de- 
rived from  a  large  obstetrical  practice,  obtained  in  hospital  and  private 
practice,  and  will  endeavor  to  give  instructions  in  as  practical  manner 
as  possible.  Illustrations  will  be  furnished  by  plates,  diagrams, 
models  in  wax,  and  with  a  superb  manikin;  and  arrangements  will 
be  made  for  affording  advanced  students  opportunities  for  witnessing 
cases  of  actual  labor.  Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of 
the  several  positions  and  presentations,  and  in  the  best  methods  of 
using  instruments  in  obstetric  practice. 


DISEASES  OF  CHILDREN,  HYGIENE  AND  DERMATOLOGY. 
PROF.  WILLIAM  LEE,  M.  D. 
One  Didactic  and  Clinical  Lecture  will  be  given  each  week  during 
the  winter  session  on  diseases  incident  to  infancy  and  children,  by  Prof. 
Lee  who  brings  to  this  department  an  unusually  large  experience  de- 
rived both  from  his  private  practice,  and  while  physician  to  the 
North -Western  Dispensary  for  the  treatment  of  children.  Besides 
the  above  a  thorough  course  of  lectures  will  be  given  on  diseases  of 
the  skin.  Hygiene  and  Sanitary  science. 


ANATOMY  AND  CLINICAL  SURGERY. 
PROF.  A.  C.  POLE,  M.  D. 
Since  a  knowledge  of  anatomy  is  the  basis  upon  which  the  struc- 
ture of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Pro- 
fessor in  this  department,  by  means  of  didactic  lectures,  diagrams, 
dissections  and  repeated  reviews  to  lay  this  foundation  thoroughly 
and  completely.  Surgical  Anatomy  and  its  practical  application  to 
surgical  operations  will  receive  special  attention. 

PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTISE  OF  MED'.CINE. 
PROF.  DAVID  STREETT,  M.  D. 
It  will  be  the  constant   endeavor  of  this    Chair  to  thoroughly 
ground  the  student  in  the  various  details  of  the  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Medicine,  beginning  with  the  former  and  leading  up  to  and 
concluding  with  the  latter — the  keystone  of  the  science. 
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CHEMISTRY  AND  TOXICOLOGY. 
PROF.  WM.  P.  TONRY,  Ph.  D  ,  M.  D. 

The  course  of  chemistry  will  embrace  elementary  and  applied 
chemistrj',  and  will  be  fully  illustrated.  About  fifteen  lectures  will 
be  given  on  the  chemico-  and  medico  legal  aspect  of  Poisons. 

One  afternoon  each  week  will  be  given  to  instruction  in  analytical 
chemistry;  and  to  practical  analytical  work  in  the  laboratory  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Professor.  Breakable  apparatus,  such  as  test 
tubes  and  beaker  glasses  must  be  furnished  by  the  students,  the  cost 
of  which  need  not  exceed  $3.00.  Other  apparatus  and  chemicals 
will  be  furnished  by  the  College  without  extra  eharge. 


PHYSIOLOGY,  AND  GENITOURINARY  DISEASES. 

PROF.  J.  D.  BLAKE,  M.  D. 

In  this  department  the  Professor  will  illustrate  the  physiological 
functions  and  processes  by  operations  on  living  animals,  and  modern 
appliances  for  a  thorough  elucidation  of  the  subject  will  be  brought 
into  requisition.  In  addition  to  this  he  will  give  especial  clinics  in 
Genitory- Urinary  diseases. 


DISEASES  OF  THE  NOSE,  THROAT  AND  CHEST. 

PROF.  S.  K.  MERRICK,  M.  D. 

This  department  will  give  practical  instruction  in  laryngology 
and  rhinology.  At  the  clinics  students  will  be  taught  how  to  manipu- 
late and  apply  the  various  nasal  and  throat  instruments.  In  addition 
to  the  clinics  given  at  the  College,  students  will  have  the  privilege  of 
attending  three  clinics  a  week  at  the  Northwestern  Dispensary,  a  few 
squares  away. 

Auscultation  and  percussion  will  be  taught  by  both  didactic  and 
clinical  lectures,  and  all  the  means  of  physical  diagnosis  will  receive 
proper  attention. 


PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  OF  SURGERY. 

PROF.  EDMUND  R.  WALKER,  M.  D. 

In  the  course  upon  this  eminently  practical  branch  the  constant 

aim  will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly  understand  and  know 

the  broad  principles  of  the  science  and  thus  and  then  fit  him  for  the 

intelligent  and  successful  practice  of  the  art. 
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OPHTHALMOLOGY  AND  OTOLOGY.  (Diseases  of  the  Eye  and  Ear). 
PROF.  GEORGE  REULING. 
This  course  of  lectures  will  be  of  a  theoretical  and  practical 
character.  The  student  will  be  given  the  most  advanced  ideas  rela- 
tive to  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  organs  of  sight  and 
hearing.  The  use  of  the  opthalmoscope  and  the  errors  of  refraction 
demonstrated,  as  well  as  the  various  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear, 
which  will  be  treated  in  the  presence  of  the  student,  so  as  to  make 
him  capable  of  treating  the  ordinary  diseases  coming  under  his  ob- 
servation.   

LECTURER  ON  PATHOLOGY  AND  MICROSCOPY. 

F.  D.  GAVIN,  M.  D. 

Knowing  the  needs  of  the  general  practitioner,  it  will  be  the  aim 

of   the  teacher  to  make  the  student  familiar  with  the   microscopic 

effects  of  disease  as  seen  on  the  post-mortem  table,  supplementing 

the  knowledge  thus  gained  by  the  use  of  the  microscope. 


FACULTY  EXAMINATIONS. 

Frequent  examinations  and  reviews  are  held  by  the  Professors 
at  college  building,  in  order  to  more  fully  impress  their  teachings 
upon  students.  These  are  open  to  all  and  are  gratuitous.  As  it  is 
deemed  unjust  to  matriculates  to  exact  from  them  any  fees  except 
those  mentioned  in  the  catalogue,  the  Professors  are  positively  for- 
bidden to  receive  remuneration  for  private  quizzes. 

DISSECTION. 

The  dissecting  room  will  be  open  daily  except  Sunday  during 
the  term,  and  students  are  assigned  to  parts  of  subjects  by  the  Dem- 
onstrator in  the  order  in  which  they  apply. 

It  will  be  expected  of  each  student  that  he  dissect  all  parts  of  a 
subject  during  his  medical  studies  at  the  college,  and  for  those  com- 
plying with  this  rule  a  certificate  will  be  furnished  by  the  Dean  at 
close  of  session. 

FACULTY  PR  ZES. 

As  an  incentive  to  more  zealous  study  among  the  candidates  for 
graduation,  the  Faculty  offer  two  gold  medals  to  the  candidates  for 
graduation  standing  the  best  and  second  best  respectively  in  their 
final  examination. 

HOSPITAL  APPOINTMENTS. 

A  resident  and  assistant  resident  physician  will  be  selected  at 
the  close  of  each  annual  session  and  a  limited  number  of  Hospital 
students  will  also  be  appointed  for  the  ensuing  year,  who  will  be 
charged  five  dollars  per  week  to  cover  expenses  for  board,  etc. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  must  have  attended  at  least 
two  full  courses,  the  last  course  being  in  this  college. 

He  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  and  at  least  twenty-one 
years  of  age. 

He  must  have  passed  successfully  the  examination  required  by 
the  Faculty,  and  have  paid  all  fees  due  the  college. 

Graduates  from  other  medical  colleges,  in  good  standing  desiring 
to  attend  lectures,  are  required  to  matriculate  only. 

Those  desiring  the  degree  are  required,  in  addition  to  presenting 
satisfactory  testimony  as  to  standing,  to  submit  to  examination  in  all 
branches,  and  to  pay  the  matriculation  and  diploma  fees. 

FEES  FOR  THE  WINTER  TERM. 

Aggregate  fees  for  tickets  to  all  the  lectures,  including 

laboratory  work $100  00 

Matriculation  fee 5  00 

Dissection  ticket 10  00 

This  covers  all  the  expenses  of  dissecting-room,  no  charge  be- 
ing made  for  subjects  or  incidental  expenses. 

Graduation  fee,  $30.  All  fees  are  required  to  be  paid  to  the 
Dean  at  the  beginning  of  the  term. 

Persons  wishing  to  take  one  or  more  special  courses  can  do  so 
by  paying  the  matriculation  fee  and  the  price  of  the  Professor's  ticket. 

SPECIAL  PRIVILEGES. 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  other  schools,  such  students 
as  are  unable  to  pay  the  full  rates  will  be  admitted  at  a  special  fee. 

These  privileged  students  are  known  as  such  only  to  the  Dean. 

The  sons  of  Physicians  and  ministers,  other  things  being  equal, 
will  be  considered  as  having  a  preferred  claim  under  this  regulation. 

Students  on  arriving  in  the  city  are  requested  to  report  at  once 
to  the  Dean's  office,  in  college  building,  on  Howard  street,  north  of 
Madison  street  (cars  pass  the  door,)  in  order  to  register  their  names 
and  be  directed  by  the  janitor  to  where  good  board  can  be  pro- 
cured at  the  very  lowest  prices.

Delivered  before  the  Graduating  Class  of  the  Baltimore  Medical 
College,  March  15th,  1887. 

BY  PEMBROKE  LEA  THOM,  OF  THE  BALTIMORE  BAR* 

Mr.  Dean  and  Oentlemen  of  the  Graduating  Class : 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen : 

When  some  years  ago  I  delivered  an  address  in  this 
place  before  the  graduates  of  a  Dental  College,  I  found 
to  my  surprise  that  some  of  my  hearers  thought  that  I 
was  entering  upon  a  career  having  for  its  object  the  de- 
struction and  the  reconstruction  of  those  pearly  gates  that 
bar  out  entrance  to  the  inner  man  ;  and  that,  arrayed  in 
shining  armor  of  gold  foil,  with  an  excavator  in  one  hand 
and  the  hammer  of  him  that  driveth  home  the  plug 
grasped  firmly  in  the  other,  a  gleaming  helmet  of  amal- 
gam on  my  head  and  bearing  for  my  crest  a  patent  auto- 
matic dental  engine,  I  hoped  to  furnish  employment  for 
my  own  teeth  by  extracting  those  of  others. 

Again  but  recently  at  one  of  those  selfish  dinners  which 
men  give  to  each  other,  where  the  Ladies  are  excluded 
until  the  dinner  is  at  an  end  and  only  come  in  then  with 
the  toasts  in  order  that  the  "  lords  of  creation"  may 
have  an  opportunity  to  talk  at  them  uninterruptedly,  to 
tell  tales  behind  their  backs  and  to  flatter  them  openly  in 
their  absence — which  doesn't  benefit  them  in  the  least — I 
was  requested  to  deliver  an  eulogium  upon  the  private  life 
and  public  services  of  a  recently  deceased  Chinaman  who, 
by  the  way,  must  have  been  an  inveterate  scandal-mon- 
ger since  he  gave  his  whole  life  to  washing  out  the  City's 
dirty  linen.  Now  calling  to  mind  Mr.  Beecher's  remark 
that  "if  cleanliness  is  next  to  godliness,  soap  must  be 
considered  a  means  of  grace,"  it  would  have  been  an  easy 
matter  to  show  that,  though  to  us  his  employment  seemed 
an  humble  one,  it  was  in  fact  celestial  business  in  which 
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lie  was  engaged  ;  that  in  this  age  of  boodle-aldermen  and 
Canadaizing  cashiers  his  hands  were  always  clean  ;  that, 
like  a  true  humanitarian,  his  time  was  passed  in  clearing 
off  for  others  the  stains  which  contact  with  the  world  had 
brought,  and  when  he  rested  from  his  labors,  his  works 
in  shining  whiteness  followed  him.  But  I  took  warning 
by  my  past  experience  and  repressed  the  many  praises 
that  rushed  to  my  lips  lest  I  should  be  mistaken  for  a 
follower  of  Confucius  and  should  be  suspected  of  pour- 
ing our  daily  libations  at  a  wash-tub  shrine,  or  of  making 
burnt  offerings  of  opium  before  some  Chinese  Joss.  I  did 
not  speak  therefore  ;  and  when  I  accepted  the  invitation 
of  your  Faculty  to  address  you  here  today  I  felt  it  would 
only  be  an  act  of  justice  to  myself  to  state  that  I  have 
not  taken  all  or  any  part  of  the  sufferings  of  humanity 
for  my  province  except,  perhaps,  such  part  as  may  arise 
from  a  broken  contract,  breach  of  promise  of  marriage  or 
some  such  trouble  ;  the  suffering  from  which,  like  that 
from  toothache,  or  from  the  awkwardness  of  the  human 
"ox  that  treadeth  on  the  corn  "  endures  but  for  a  season. 
No,  my  business  is  of  a  different  nature  ;  though,  as  I 
see  the  skill  with  Avhich  others  try  cases  in  the  courts  and 
my  ears  are  filled  with  the  eloquence  with  which  they 
present  their  client's  cases  to  the  jury,  I  feel  sometimes 
in  sadness  that,  like  some  physicians,  I  too  am  a  specialist 
that  my  sign  should  tell  the  world  like  theirs  that  my 
Practice  is  limited  to  the  Eye  and  Ear  !  Now,  therefore, 
Ladies  and  Gentleman,  that  I  have  removed  from  your 
minds  any  fears  you  may  have  had  that  I  too  am  a  grad- 
uate of  this  life  saving  station  and  am  about  to  launch 
on  the  ocean  of  medicine  my  little  bark,  laden  well  with 
boxed  up  grappling-irons  and  bottled  life  preservers,  with 
office  hours  printed  on  my  little  sign  and  a  lamp  that 
burns  all  night,  so  that  the  "wayfaring  man  though  a 
fool  "  may  read  my  name  at  all  non-office  hours  and  come 
in  and  be  saved  at  a  fixed  charge — payable  always  in  ad- 
vance ;  now  therefore  that  you  know  that  I  am  not  a 
physician  and  have  no  use  for  patients  except  to  sympa- 
thize with  them,  will  you  allow  me  to  express  the  surprise 
I  felt  when  I  was  called  on  to  address  you  ?  For  T  know  but 
little  of  medicine  and  I  am  glad  of  it.  My  knowledge 
was  acquired  at  considerable  expense,  and  since  I  gained 
and  took  it,  it  has  not  benefited  me  in  the  least.     More-

over  it  has  left  no  desire  on  my  part  to  learn  more. 
WMle  I  am  not  a  homoeopathist,  I  want  as  little  allo- 
pathy as  it  is  possible  to  get  along  with. 

"For  forms  of  medicine  let  fools  contest, 
That  which  is  least  administered  is  best." 

But  perhaps  this  very  ignorance  is  the  cause  of  my 
presence  here  to-day,  for  "  all  the  world  and  his  wife" 
too,  knows  well  that  the  best  adviser  on  any  matter  is 
the  one  who  knows  least  about  it;  the  daily  experiences 
of  our  lives  prove  it.  Is  it  necessary  then  for  me  to  tell 
you.  Gentlemen,  that  one  of  your  first  duties  is  to  grow 
rich  %  It  is  possible,  of  course,  that  that  thought  has  be- 
fore occurred  to  you,  and  that  even  now  you  are  debat- 
ing its  propriety.  Hesitate  no  longer  ;  grow  rich  first, 
you  can  debate  its  rightness  afterwards!  Another  duty 
of  course,  is  to  catch  your  patient ;  this  I  am  told  is 
difiicult,  but  as  you  can't  cure  him  until  he  is  caught  and 
as  it  is  your  duty  to  cure  him,  it  is  essential  both  for  you 
and  for  him  that  he  should  be  quickly  captured.  Dr. 
Johnson  once  said  that  much  could  be  made  of  a  Scotch- 
man if  he  were  caught  young  ;  and  I  am  sure  that  much 
can  be  made  of  a  patient  if  you  catch  him  early  and  keep 
him  late.  As  I  have  said,  it  is  also  your  duty  to  cure 
your  patient ;  but  this  need  not  concern  you  so  much  as 
it  should  the  patient  and  does  not  require  nearly  so  much 
care  at  your  hands  as  the  other  duties  I  have  mentioned 
do.  Indeed  some  ignorant  and  sneering  critics  say  that 
old  Dr.  Nature  is  the  best  physician  after  all.  Passing 
by  this  criticism  with  the  contemptuous  silence  which  it 
merits,  we  all  know  that  to  cure  the  patient  it  is  chiefly 
necessary  to  please  him.  If  for  instance  your  skill  is 
called  in  requisition  by  some  society  belle  whose  bright 
eyes  have  out-dazzled  the  lustres  at  Lehman's  Hall  and 
whose  tireless  feet  have  danced  to  the  tune  of  the  last  new 
waltz  over  more  miles  than  a  pedometer  can  register, 
don' t  advise  her  to  give  up  the  afternoon  Lenten  tea,  or 
the  ladies'  Lenten  lunch,  or  the  Sunday  supper  ;  but  urge 
her  strongly  against  too  frequent  an  attendance  at  after- 
noon service,  and  tell  her  that  the  dew  of  the  morning  is 
unhealthy  and  that  it  is  only  proper  to  allow  the  sun  to 
rise  in  her  absence — as  he  surely  will  do  without  her  help. 
Advised  as  I  have  suggested  she  will  probably  take  one- 
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half  of  yonr  prescription,  and  that  is  triumph  enough 
for  the  most  skilled  physician.  Don't  fail  to  encourage 
her  to  wear  her  "  V  back  and  "See  "  front"  dress  at  the 
mid-lent  ball  and  also  her  dainty  little  high  heeled  tis- 
sue-paper slippers  that  are  so  unhealthy  and  so  painful, 
hut  are  so  becoming  and  so  cute  ;  she  will  wear  them 
anyhow,  for  is  not  her  dearest  friend's  neck  ugly  and 
are  not  darling  Jemima's  feet  large?  For  you  must  not 
forget  that  to  physicians  as  to  all  men,  self-preservation 
is  nature's  earliest  law  and  unless  you,  like  Edison,  can 
by  the  turning  of  a  crank  mxake  meat  from  mud,  a  little 
money  is  not  a  bad  thing  to  have  concealed  about  your 
person.  Again,  don't  strive  to  stop  the  aspiring  youth 
who  tries  to  "lire  the  Ephesian  dome"  of  his  anatomy 
with  ruby  wine  or  golden  whiskey  and  then,  aflame  with 
genius,  seeks  his  dwelling  place  '  'to  incarnadine. ' '  Amer- 
ican art  must  be  encouraged  at  all  hazards  ;  and  besides 
the  subjective  serpent  of  the  sot  offers  infinite  instruction 
to  the  surgeon.  Unless  you  do  these  things,  I  fear  you 
will  find  that  Baltimore  is  not  the  place  in  which  you — 
with  satisfaction  to  the  lawyers  who  will  quarrel  over  your 
estate — can  discharge  that  first  duty  to  yourselves  of 
which  I  told  you  and  grow  rich.  For  this  is,  I  am  assured, 
the  healthiest  city  around  which  on  all  sides  at  equal 
distances  the  blue  horizon  lies.  The  remarkable  intelli- 
gence of  its  audiences,  the  beauty  of  its  women,  the  stal- 
wart gallantry  of  its  men,  the  longevity  of  its  inhabitants 
and  the  salubrity  of  its  situation  are  well  recognized  and 
praised  within  its  borders;  and  denied  by  the  dwellers  in 
other  cities  who,  from  mean  and  petty  jealousy,  claim  all 
these  blessings  for  themselves  and  curiously  enough,  are 
admitted  to  possess  them  by  every  one  who  speaks  in 
them.  But  really  are  we  not  more  blessed  than  others  in 
that  good  St.  Jacob  has  taken  up  his  dwelling  here  and 
thus  gives  us  at  a  moderate  cost — which  excludes  the 
charge  for  freight — his  "oil  of  joy  for  mourning,"  and 
his  oil  of  mourning  for  joy,  and  cures  "all  the  ills  that 
flesh  is  heir  to"  for  a  moderate  compensation;  throwing 
in,  with  a  rare  generosity,  the  "printed  directions  for 
using"  with  every  bottle?  Can  we  not  see  him  any  day 
"dressed  in  King's  raiment"  dispensing  his  blessings  at 
the  corner  of  Pratt  and  Howard  streets  from  an  oil  paint- 
ing ?  And  is  not  his  dwelling  the  Mecca  of  the  suffering  1 
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And  dear  old  "Sammy,"  too,  does  not  his  medicine,  drawn 
from  the  dark  body  of  the  ungraceful  terrapin, — whose 
song,  unlike  that  of  the  turtle,  is  not  heard  in  the  land — 
does  not   dear   old  Samuel,  too,  guarantee  the   truth  of 
what  I  have  said  as  to  the  health  of  this  fair  City  ?  And 
by  the  way.  Gentlemen,  I  wonder  if  it  will  surprise  you 
as  it  did  me  to  learn  that  in  the  old  days  when  slavery 
hung  a  curse  upon  this  State,  the  indentures  for  the  ser- 
vices of  slaves  upon  the  Eastern  Shore, — that  fair  Lotus 
land  where  plenty,  peace,  prosperity,  peaches,  perch  and 
partisan  politicians  most  abound— these  indentures  I  say, 
used  often  to  contain  a  clause  providing  that  for  their 
health  the  slaves  should  not  be  fed  more  than  three  times 
a  week  on  terrapin!     How  would  the  social  slaves  of  the 
past  season   have  felt  if    they  had   been  bound   by  such 
indentures  ?  How  many  would   now  be  liable  to   action 
for  breach  of  contract?  How  many  of  them,  with  uplifted 
fork  and  outstretched  plate,  would  have  allowed  the  slug- 
gish terrapin  to  pass  unheeded  on  his  way  and  have  taken 
refuge  in  the  bosom  of  the  swift  winged  canvas  back,  or 
hidden  themselves  in  the  shell  of  the  placid  unimpassioned 
oyster  ?  There  must  have  been  ground  for  the  insertion  of 
that  clause  to  which  1  have  alluded,  since  slaves  repre- 
sented capital  in  those  days  and  to  take  from  a  man  his 
capital  was  to  wound  him  sorely.     Indeed,  then  as  .now, 
the  most  sensitive  nerve  of  a  man's  anatomy  was  myster- 
iously connected  with  his  pocket-book  ;  now  as  then,  the 
average   man  will  reply  with  much  greater  fierceness  if 
you  "strike  him  for  the  loan,"  than  if  you  strike  him  for 
an  insult  ;  and  not  even  the  visit  of  the  tax  collector  will 
reduce  the  man  of  wealth  so  suddenly  to  poverty,  or  fit 
him  so  surely  for  a  pauper's  grave  as  the  frequent  visits 
of  the  unfortunate  who  desires  to  enter  a  race  that  is  not 
down  in  the  books  of  the  bookmakers  and  wishes  "to  run 
his  face  for  a  loan."     As  an  humble  layman  I  advise  you 
that  if  you  wish  to  place  your  names  high  upon  the  roll 
of  medical  worthies,  if  you  long  to  reach  the  topmost  pin- 
nacle of  medical  fame  and  stand  in  the  full  sunlight  of 
medical   prosperity,  you    must   search  out   that  strange 
connection  between  the  pocket  nerve  and  pocket-book  ; 
trace  to  its  origin  that  ever  pulsating  nerve   and  learn 
how  to  lessen  its  sensitiveness  and  to  cause  its  death.     If 
you  can  do  this,  then  gold  will  come  towards  you  like 
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dust  upon  the  whirling  winds  of  March  ;  your  name  will 
ring  through  all  the  ages  yet  to  come  and  millions  whose 
credit  is  bad  and  whose  bank  account  is  exhausted  will 
rise  up  and  call  you  blessed  ! 

But  passing  from  the  contemplation  of  the  general  hap- 
piness that  would  flow  from  this  grand  discovery,  we  must 
perceive  that  the  physician's  office  is  in  fact  the  very  cen- 
tre of  the  lives  of  all  of  us.  We  start  from  it  at  the  be- 
ginning of  our  days  and  wander  gleefully  away,  laugh- 
ing and  springing  as  we  go  from  very  Joy  that  we  live. 
Our  life  line  from  time  to  time  curves  back  towards  it  and 
again  and  again  we  enter  at  its  uninviting  portal  until 
at  the  end,  heartsick  and  weary,  we  enter  for  the  last 
time  and  meet  Death  there  as  joyously  as  bridegroom 
ever  greeted  bride.  We  have  marched  our  little  way 
through  life;  we  have  climbed  a  hill  or  two  perhaps  that 
were  never  climbed  before;  we  have  made  our  little  mark 
upon  their  summits  and,  like  the  King  of  France  and  his 
forty  thousand  men,  have  "marched  down  again  ;"  and 
at  the  end  of  all  our  struggling  and  effort  we  And  our- 
selves at  the  door  we  know  so  well  and  entering  there  we 
stay  until  the  great  change  comes.  Then  the  hollow  praises 
are  said  and  our  many  virtues  told  with  more  "buts"  and 
"ifs"  and  "ahs"  until  the  will  is  read  and  then, — well 
then  the  family  falls  out  and  the  lawyers  fall  in.  The  doc- 
tor' s  part  in  the  great  tragedy  is  acted,  and  he  has  only  now 
to  change  his  costume,  leave  the  theatre  and  have  the 
bill  for  his  professional  services  allowed  and  paid  by  the 
Orphans  Court.  Indeed,  as  I  have  heard  it  said,  the  Or- 
phans Court  is  the  physician's  best  paymaster  and  surest 
friend.  And  many  a  man  who  from  his  sick  bed  has 
listened  anxiously  for  the  approaching  step  of  his  phys- 
ician; who  has  feared  his  presence  and  yet  has  longed  for 
it;  who,  as  he  felt  returning  life  flowing  in  stronger  tides 
throughout  his  veins  has  thanked  him  as  his  savior, 
and  vowed  eternal  gratitude  and  friendship  ;  so  soon  as 
he  felt  himself  again  has  looked  with  fury  at  the  phys- 
ician's bill  and  viewed  the  physician  himself  with  the 
splendid  scorn  and  the  utter  abhorrence  which  we  all  feel 
for  him  to  whom  we  owe  a  debt.  I  would  not  advise, 
nowever,  that  you  should  always  apply  to  the  Orphans 
Court  for  payment.  It  does  well  enough  in  occasional 
instances,  but  the  effect  is  to  sadly  decrease  the  supply  of 
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patients;  and  your  continual  application  to  that  pay- 
master— which  cannot  act  until  the  patient  is  dead — might 
give  rise  to  unpleasant  suspicions  as  to  your  skill  and  in 
time  lead  to  the  decrease  of  your  practice.  If  I  may  be 
allowed  in  the  absence  of  the  chestnut  bell — whose  untiring 
services  in  behalf  of  suffering  humanity  have  caused  it  to 
become  exhausted  and  have  brought  about  its  retirement 
on  half  pay  with  the  title  of  Emeritus — I  will  point  you 
to  the  fact  that,  after  the  death  of  one  of  the  Roman  Em- 
perors, the  house  of  his  physician  was  surrounded  by  an 
applauding  crowd  which  decked  it  with  garlands,  and 
brought  presents  to  him  bearing  the  motto:  "The  deliverer 
of  his  country."  The  applause  was  doubtless  pleasing 
to  that  great  physician,  as,  conscious  of  his  eminent  desert, 
he  heard  its  thunders  beat  about  him  like  the  ocean's 
waves  about  the  light-house  on  Fastnet.  But  do  you  think 
his  practice  grew  apace  after  that  demonstration  of  the 
peojjle's  confidence  in  his  ability  and  willingness  to  re- 
lease the  prisoned  soul  from  the  entanglements  of  earth  1 
Do  you  think  that  that  poor  woman,  of  whom  the  bible 
with  grim  humor  tells  us,  who  "had  had  many  physicians 
for  many  years  and  had  spent  all  that  she  had  and  was 
nothing  bettered,  but  rather  grew  worse,"  do  you  think 
that  she  thought  well  of  your  profession  1  But,  indeed, 
her  opinion  was  quite  valueless  since  she  "had  spent  all 
that  she  had,"  and  was  therefore  only  useful  to  the  doc- 
tors of  the  day  as  a  fearful  example  of  "how  not  to  do 
it!"  For  even  in  those  simple  days  poverty  was  forced 
to  "suffer  and  be  still,"  and  the  Roman  penny  had  al- 
ready acquired  those  powers  of  conversation,  which  to- 
day make  the  "dollars  of  the  daddies"  so  remarkable  for 
their  popularity  among  us  where  "money  talks"  in  its 
metallic  monotone  continually  and  never  lacks  for  hearers 
or  for  worshipers! 

But  will  you  let  me  say  a  word  or  two  before  I  close 
this  rambling  discourse,  of  your  profession's  privileges 
and  duties,  as  they  appear  to  a  mere  layman  ?  You  go 
out  to-day  armed  for  your  struggle  with  the  world  and 
carrying  such  knowledge  with  you  as  you  have  chosen  to 
acquire  from  your  professors.  It  is  a  solemn  time  with 
you  and  you  should  recognize  it.  In  the  old  days  the 
priest  and  the  physician  were  the  same,  and  the  healing 
of  the  soul  was  attempted  by  the  same  hand  that  tried 
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to  cure  the  body.  The  great  Hebrew  lawgiver  laid  down 
the  rules  of  health  for  his  people  and  upon  the  plains  of 
arid  Egypt  the  wandering  Arab  sleeps  among  the  ruined 
temples  of  the  priest- physicians,  ^sculapius,  the  son  of 
heathen  Jove,  found  out  the  cause  of  STiffering  and  dis- 
ease and,  lest  he  should  learn  how  to  make  mankind  im- 
mortal, was  carried  up  to  sit  among  the  gods  on  high 
Olympus  ;  his  temples  became  hospitals  and  his  white- 
robed  priests  ministered  both  to  the  souls  and  to  the 
bodies  of  his  worshipers  :  and  the  Divine  Saviour  of  man- 
kind was  the  Divine  Physician  too  !  By  reason  of  the 
growth  of  knowledge  in  the  world  and  the  new  things 
that  are  everywhere  sought  out  and  found,  the  priest  and 
the  physician  fill  separate  places  in  the  world  to-day;  and 
yet  it  is  not  right  that  they  should  be  too  far  apart.  Like 
the  priests  of  that  great  church  which  stretches  into  far 
lands  and  among  strange  peoples  its  ten  thousand  times 
ten  thousand  hands;  the  black  frocks  of  whose  annointed 
soldiery  are  seen  ever  at  the  high- water  mark  of  advanc- 
ing civilization;  which  offers  to  them  that  believe  and  will 
acknowledge  Christ,  forgiveness  for  the  past;  and  to  the 
heavy  laden  and  the  weary,  peace  and  rest  amidst  the 
golden  glories  of  a  heavenly  hereafter  ;  like  the  priests  of 
that  church  whose  ears  are  ever  open  to  the  trembling 
tale  of  sin  and  suffering  and  of  sorrow,  the  physician's 
ear  should  be  ready  to  hear  and  his  lips  quick  to  speak 
comfort  to  those  whose  troubles  are  too  heavy  for  them 
to  bear.  For  the  Physician's  diploma  is  the  pass-key 
which  unlocks  each  closet  wherein  is  hidden  the  grim  fam- 
ily skeleton.  He  knows,  as  often  no  one  else  can  know, 
the  private  griefs  and  sufferings  of  his  patient  and  he 
should  be  ever  ready  to  console  and  raise  and  strengthen. 
To  be  worthy  of  the  confidence  of  those  placed  under 
his  care  should  ever  be  the  struggle  of  the  physician  who 
honors  his  profession  as  it  deserves.  An  absolute  conse- 
cration to  the  service  of  his  patients,  an  entire  forgetful- 
ness  of  all  things  selfish,  an  honor  that  feels  a  stain  like  a 
wound,  a  truthfulness  that  no  bribe  can  corrupt,  a 
gentleness  that  would  shame  a  mother's  as  she  bends  above 
her  dying  child,  a  respect  for  self  that  only  makes  greater 
the  respect  for  others  ;  all  these  it  takes  to  make  the  true 
physician.  In  a  word,  a  true  physician  must  be  in  truth 
a  gentleman  ;  and  by  this  term  I  do  not  mean  a  man  who 
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can  trace  back  his  ancestry  across  tlie  barrier  which,  daily 
growing  narrower,  separates  our  land  from  England  and 
who  makes  his  chief  delight  the  shadow  of  a  coronet  or  a 
crest ;  nor  yet  a  man  who  only  remains  among  us  to  honor 
the  world  with  his  scorn  because  once  his  ancestors  hon- 
ored it  with  their  service.  I  mean  no  such  gentlemen  as 
that ;  but  rather  one  who  sympathizes  with  the  suffering, 
who  has  a  kind  word  for  those  who  stumble  and  a  helping 
hand  for  the  fallen,  who  carries  gentleness  with  him  always 
as  he  carries  uprightness,  whose  courage  no  danger  can 
daunt  and  to  whom  his  word  of  honor  is  as  sacred  as  his 
oath,  who  has  drunk  in  polish  and  refinement  with  his  ed- 
ucation and  who,  through  the  outward  signs  and  symbols 
of  wealth  or  poverty,  sees  only  his  brother  pilgrim  strug- 
gling through  the  darkness  towards  the  light.  To  become 
such  a  gentleman  is  difficult  but  not  impossible  ;  and  that 
character  should  be  united  firmly  to  an  ardent  and  a  rev- 
erent study  of  the  principles  and  practice  of  your  exalted 
profession.  The  early  part  of  your  professional  career 
will,  I  presume,  be  quiet  and  its  monotony  be  not  too  often 
broken  by  the  calls  of  patients.  It  is  the  dangerous  time 
to  all  professional  men.  Be  careful  as  to  the  quality  of 
the  seed  you  sow,  for  it  will  blossom  on  throughout  your 
after  life.  I  know  that  it  is  scarcely  possible  to  hope  that 
all  among  you  will  reach  the  "  misty  mountain  tops"  of 
fame  ;  some  will  doubtless  toil  sadly  on  in  the  darkness 
of  the  valley.  Let  that  be  as  it  may  :  the  happiest  man 
is  not  often  the  most  successful  man  and  posthumous  rep- 
utation does  not  benefit  the  man  who  gains  it.  It  is  some- 
thing more  than  the  applause  of  your  contemporaries  for 
which  you  should  be  eager  ;  it  is  something  higher  than 
the  rattling  of  the  dollars  in  the  cash-box  that  you  should 
covet !  Here  to-day  you  have  consecrated  yourselves  to 
the  service  of  suffering  humanity  and  have  enlisted  in  an 
army  that  will  give  you  no  release  till  death.  Your  duty 
is  not  to  yourselves  but  to  the  individuals  with  whom  you 
daily  come  in  contact  and  even  more  to  the  successful 
than  to  him  who  fails  the  sadness  of  it  must  be  terrible. 
You  meet  face  to  face  the  man  upon  whose  brow  you  see 
the  awful  seal  of  death  and  yet  he  knows  it  not.  You 
stand  above  the  bedside  of  the  widow's  only  child  and  see 
too  clearly  in  its  wan  and  hollow  cheeks  that  its  short 
march  is  nearly  ended,  while  the  lone  mother  prays  you 
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for  its  life  as  the  widow  besought  with  tears  the  prophet 
of  old.  In  the  splendid  dwellings  of  the  wealthy  you 
feel  the  chill  breath  from  the  passing  wings  of  the  death 
angel  and  among  the  crowded  houses  of  the  poor,  where 
want  seems  almost  to  make  death  a  blessing,  you  see  the 
trembling  spear  that  never  strikes  but  once.  Where 
pestilence  walks  in  the  noon  day  your  duty  calls  you  and 
where  the  heroes  of  a  hundred  battles  dare  not  enter,  you 
face  with  cheerful  courage  the  danger  of  disease.  And 
sometimes  in  the  midst  of  duty-doing  and  with  noble  acts 
of  sacrifice  not  ended,  your  name  is  called  and  answering 
Adsum  you  disappear  forever  from  the  walks  of  men.  The 
other  day  I  read  of  three  i^aintings  called  "All  quiet  on 
Schipka  Pass;"  that  fearful  place  where  for  the  last  time 
the  Sultan's  armies  held  full  high  advanced  the  green 
standard  of  Mahommed  and  faced  with  the  wild  valor 
of  fanaticism  the  armed  hosts  of  the  great  White  Czar. 
In  the  first  picture  you  see  a  Russian  Soldier  wrap])ed  in 
his  heavy  cloak,  standing  on  guard,  alone,  erect  and 
vigilant,  with  his  rifle  on  his  shoulder  ;  behind  him  rise  the 
bleak  summits  of  the  Balkan  Mountains  while  around  him 
blow  the  swirling  winds,  and  from  the  clouds  above  the 
snow  begins  to  fall!  The  second  picture  shows  the  same 
soldier  resting  on  his  rifle  and  turned  towards  the  camp 
from  which  he  hopes  relief  will  yet  arrive  in  time  ;  his 
grey  army  coat  is  turned  to  white,  his  regimental  cap  is 
one  great  snow-heap,  you  can  scarcely  see  through  the 
thickening  storm  the  mountain  peaks  now  covered  with 
their  wintry  mantle  while  around  his  chilled  and  frozen 
form  the  snow  has  silently  crept  upward  to  his  waist !  In 
the  last  picture  the  snow  has  ceased  to  fall  though  round 
his  shoulders  it  has  crept  insensibly,  but  he  still  stands 
on  guard  over  his  distant  comrades  and  with  stiffened  arm 
still  rests  ujjon  his  rifle  ;  his  head  has  fallen  on  his  breast 
and  the  bluish  pallor  of  his  face  tells  that  relief  has  come 
at  last  from  earthly  duty!  All  is  still  quiet  on  Schipka  ; 
but  in  the  drear  silence  of  the  lonely  mountains  a  name- 
less hero,  his  duty  done  without  a  murmur,  has  held  his 
post  until  the  Great  Commander  called  him  and  he  went 
to  his  reward  ! 

"  'Tis  nothing  :  a  private  or  two  now  and  then  ; 

Will  not  count  in  the  news  of  the  battle , 

Not  an  officer  lost,  only  one  of  the  men 

Moaning  out  all  alone  the  death  rattle." 
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It  matters  nothing  here  perhaps  that  the  hero  prefers 
death  to  neglected  duty  and  cheerfully  lays  down  his  life 
to  save  the  lives  of  others  ;  but  hereafter  1  But  there  are 
joys  too  in  the  physician's  life  and  many  causes  for  legi- 
timate pride  and  reverent  thankfulness.  He  sees  his  skill 
rewarded  and  his  care  brings  almost  from  the  grave  the 
loved  one  and  his  eager  ear  drinks  in  the  blessings  of  the 
family  that  but  for  him  would  be  bereaved  and  desolate. 
He  seems  sometimes  to  hold  the  very  keys  of  the  gates 
of  death  and  by  his  will  to  bar  out  entrance  to  the  realm 
of  shadows.  He  faces  the  pestilence  as  the  martyr  of 
old  looked  on  the  flame  from  which  he  did  not  shrink  and 
makes  to  live  those  whose  coward  friends  left  them  to  die  : 
and  often  too,  far  distant  from  the  needed  service  of  the 
minister  of  Grod,  he  reunites  in  his  own  person  the  two 
separate  callings;  he  draws  from  lips  too  often  seared  with 
oaths — now  parched  and  dry  with  fever — a  cry  for  pity 
and  for  pardon,  and  holds  before  the  glazed  and  dying 
eyes  the  cross  of  Christ ! 

Sanctified  as  your  profession  has  been  by  the  Divine 
ministrations  of  the  Saviour,  filled  as  its  rolls  are  by  some 
of  the  noblest  names  that  have  ever  added  dignity  and 
glory  to  the  pages  of  human  history,  it  needs  noble  men 
to  bear  its  burdens  nobly  :  and  you  should  enter  on  its 
practice  with  a  reverent  fear.  You  should  strive  to  do 
your  duty  without  murmuring,  and  though  you  fail  and 
fall,  you  should  still  struggle  duty  wards  with  holy  hope. 
Doing  this  you  can  leave  with  confidence  your  life's  suc- 
cess to  be  judged  of  at  the  final  Great  Tribunal;  where 
let  us  hope  it  may  be  said  of  you  as  it  was  said  of  the 
Divine  Physician,  "He  went  about  doing  Good!  "

V       timore  Medical  College,  the  Faculty  embraces    the  opportu- 

•~"-        nity  to  thank  its  many  friends  and  patrons  for   their   hearty 

good  will  manifested  toward  the    institution,  and  for   their  continu- 

cus  and  substantial  support  of  the  same. 

It  is  the  earnest  desire  and  determination  of  the  faculty  to  annu- 
ally add  such  extra  improvements  to  the  already  superior  teaching 
facilities,  as  shall  keep  the  College  abreast  with  the  most  advanced 
opportunities  and  methods  for  teaching  the  most  recent  theories  and 
practice  in  medicine  and  surgery. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  Winter  Session  the  faculty  has  pur- 
chased, equipped,  and  established,  at  great  expense,  the  Maryland 
Lying-in  Hospital,  a  commodious  and  modern  building,  immediately 
adjacent  to  its  other  College  and  Hospital  property,  and  fronting  on 
Linden  avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  teaching  students  the  science 
and  art  of  Midwifery  in  the  most  practical  manner. 

Simultaneously  with  the  establishment  of  the  Maryland  Lying-in 
Hospital,  the  faculty  also  purchased  and  established  the  Maryland 
Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  a  large  and  substantial  building  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  College  building  and  fronting  on  Howard  street. 

HOSPITAL  FACILITIES. 

The  Marylayid  General  Hospital,  immediately  in  the  rear  of,  and 
connected,  by  a  corridor,  with  the  College  building,  belongs  to,  and 
is  under  the  control  of  the  faculty. 

The  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  belongs  to  the  faculty  and  is 
conveniently  situated  for  clinical  teaching. 

The  Maryland  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital  is  likewise  a  valuable  fea- 
ture of  this  College,  and  admirably  situated  for  utilization  of  its  clin- 
ical material. 

The  Gynecological  Department  of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital 
is  a  very  valuable  and  necessary  appendage  for  the  practical  teaching 
and  demonstration  in  Gynecology. 
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The  Baltimore  Medical  Colkf^e  Dispeiisary  treats  many  thou- 
sands of  patients  annually,  and  is  another  valuable  institution  belong- 
ing to,  and  under  the  control  of 'the  faculty. 

The  out-door  department  of  the  Dispensary  furnishes  abundant  op- 
portunities for  practical  clinical  instruction. 

The  Pharmacy  is  in  the  College  building,  and  the 

Chemical  Laboratory  is   adjacent   to   the   lecture   room. 

AH  of  these  hospitals  and  institutions  belong  to  and  are  under  the 
exclusive  control  and  management  of  the  faculty  of  the  Baltimore 
Medical  College,  and  turnish  a  wide  field  of  almost  unlimited 
clinical  material  in  one  of  the  most  populous  cities  in  the  country, 
exhibiting  in  native  and  f.:)reign  born  diseases  of  almost  every  country 
and  clime  during  a  session. 

In  addition  to  these  advantages  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  College, 
there  will  be  elected  annually  in  March,  from  the  graduates  of  the 
College,  a  Resident  Physician  and  Assistant  Resident  Physician  in 
the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  a  Resident  Physician  in  the  Mary- 
land Lying-in  Hospital,  a  Resident  Physician  in  the  Maryland  Eye 
and  liar  Hospital,  a  Dispensary  Physician  and  an  Assistant  Dis- 
pensary Physician  for  tlie  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary, 
and  a  Pharmacist. 

A  limited  number  of  students  can  obtain  board  and  residence 
within  the  several  hospitals  belonging  to  the  faculty  and  thus  secure 
superior  advantages  by  personal  observation  of,  and  contact  with,  dis- 
eases and  surgical  cases.  These  hospital  students  accompany  the 
professors  in  their  daily  rounds  of  the  wards,  and,  are  permitted  to 
assist  in  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  thus  become  familiar  with 
the  treatment  and  management  of  patients. 

The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  regular  and  annual 
increase  in  the  number  of  students  over  each  preceding  year,  by  the 
invariable  return  of  its  former  students,  and  by  the  warm  apprecia- 
tion of  the  medical  profession,  and  the  confidence  of  the  public. 

The  vast  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery  is  covered  in  this  Col- 
lege, by  a  full  corps  of  competent  teachers,  so  as  to  better  enable  the 
student  to  master  in  detail  the  numerous  facts  and  theories  to  be 
learned,  and  to  thoroughly  prepare  him  to  surmount  the  obstacles 
he  may  encounter  in  his  practice  of  the  medical  art, 

COURSE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

The  regular  winter  course  of  lectures  in  this  college  will  begin 
October  ist,  1888,  and  end  about  the  middle  of  March,  1889  Dur- 
ing the  session,  from  five  to  seven  didactic  and  one  to  two  clinical 
lectures  will  be  delivered  daily.     These  lectures  will  be  so  arranged 
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as  to  render  them  eminently  practical,  in  having  the  clinical  lec- 
tures illustrate  the  salient  features  of  the  didactic.  Diagnoses  will  be 
made,  and  reasons  for  the  same  repeated  to  class  so  frequently  during 
the  session,  in  all  the  departments,  as  to  render  the  student  thor- 
oughly familiar  with  the  various  diseases  and  injuries. 

SPRING  COURSE. 

There  will  also  be  a  spring  course  beginning  about  the  fifteenth 
day  of  March  every  year  and  ending  on  ist  of  June,  at  which  at 
least  two  lectures  daily  will  be  given,  for  which,  the  fee  of  fifteen 
dollars  must  be  paid.  This  amount  will  be  deducted  from  the  fees 
for  the  regular  winter  session.  Thus  it  will  be  seen,  the  spring 
term  really  costs  nothing  to  those  who  take  the  following  winter 
course.  The  student  is  not  required  \o  t^^e  the  spring  term,  but 
may  do  so  if  he  desires  the  extra  advantages  it  afifords.  The  spring 
term  will,  under  no  circumstances,  be  considered  as  one  of  the 
regular  courses  entitling  the  student  to  graduation. 

PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE. 

There  will  also  be  a  preliminary  fall  course,  consisting  of  clinical 
lectures,  extending  from  the  first  of  September  to  the  first  of  Octo- 
ber, which  is  given  gratis  to  all  students  of  this  college. 

This  preliminary  fall  course  is  given  in  order  to  prepare  the  mind 
of  the  student  for  the  more  ready  reception  of  the  lectures  delivered 
during  the  regular  winter  course. 

THE  COLLEGE 

is  a  commodious  building,  fronting  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Mad- 
ison street,  containing  a  faculty  room,  a  pharmacy,  a  dispensary, 
consisting  of  consultation  and  reception  room,  a  chemical  laboratory, 
one  of  the  most  improved  and  comfortable  dissecting  rooms  in  tlie 
country,  and  an  amphitheatre  and  lecture  room  so  arranged,  as  to  give 
students  the  best  possible  opportunity  for  listening  to  lectures  and 
witnessing  surgical  operations  and  clinics. 

The  amphitheatre  IS  connected  witli  the  Matylajid  General  Hos- 
pital hy  means  of  an  elevated  corridor,  so  that  patients  with  all  forms 
of  diseases  and  injuries  can  be  conveniently  brought  before  the  class 
for  medical  and  surgical  treatment. 

THE  MARYLAND  GENERAL  HOSPITAL, 

lo  ated  on  Lirdtn  avenue,  north  of  Madison  street,  is  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  college  building  and  supported  by  liberal  donations 
from   the   State   of  Maryland,   which  maintams   in  this   institution

patients  from  every  county  and  from  the  city  of  Baltimore.  Its 
wards  contain  beds  filled  with  patients,  suffering  froai  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical 
cases. 

These  cases  are  fully  utilized  as  clinical  material  and  through  them 
the  student  is  enabled  to  watch  and  note  the  daily  progress  of  dis- 
eases and  injuries.     A  portion  of  this  institution  is  used  as  a 

CITY  HOSPITAL, 

which  contains  beds  filled  with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  sup- 
ported by  the  generous  city  of  Baltimore.  These  cases  are  also 
utilized  in  teaching. 

THE  GYNECOLOGICAL   DEPARTMENT 

of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  is  constantly  filled  with  females 
seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vaginal  or  ovarian  diseases,  and  furnishes 
a  very  material  and  important  part  of  our  clinical  facilities. 

THE  MARYLAND    LYING-IN    HOSPITAL. 

In  this  institution  will  always  be  found  a  sufficient  number  of  ob- 
stetrical cases  to  furnish  students  thorough  instruction  in  practical 
midwifery.  Students  will  have  the  opportunity  to  observe  actual 
labor,  and  will  receive  special  instruction  in  diagnosing  positions 
and  presentations,  in  measuring  the  female  pelvis,  and  will  also  be 
made  familiar  with  the  use  of  antiseptics  in  obstetric  practice,  and 
the  duty  of  the  obstetrician  to  the  pregnant  and  lying-in  woman. 

THE   MARYLAND    EYE   AND   EAR   HOSPITAL, 

located  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison  street,  and  immediately 
adjoining  the  college,  is  equipped  with  all  the  modern  requirements 
for  the  practical  study  of  ophthalmic  and  aural  science.  It  contains 
reception  and  examination  rooms  for  patients,  a  dark  room  for  oph- 
thalmoscopic examinations,  an  operating  room,  and  well-lighted  and 
ventilated  bedrooms  for  resident  patients. 

THE   BALTIMORE   MEDICAL   COLLEGE 
DISPENSARY 

treats  many  thousands  of  patients  annually,  and  of  itself  furnishes 
an  almost  inexhaustible  supply  of  clinical  material,  meeting,  as  it 
does,  the  sick  demands  of  a  large  proportion  of  the  indigent  popu- 
lation of  Baltimore. 
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The  oul-door  department  of  the  dispensary  furnishes  a  large  field 
for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the  advanced  student  being  per- 
mitted to  visit  the  sick  at  their  homes  under  the  supervision  of 
the  professors  or  their  assistants. 

METHOD  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

DIDACTIC  LECTURES, 

NERVOUS  AND  MENTAL  DISEASES. 
Pto/.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D. 
The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  diseases  in  this  country  renders 
it  necessary  that  the  medical  student  should  be  thoroughly  equipped 
in  all  that  pertains  to  this  branch  of  his  studies.  With  didactic  and 
clinical  lectures,  charts,  diagrams  and  models,  the  department  will  be 
rendered  as  thorough  and  practical  as  possible.  The  subject  of 
insanity  will  also  be  presented,  and  illustrative  cases  will  be  exhibited 
to  the  class.  In  addition  to  this  there  will  be  given  practical  lessons  on 
medical  electricity,  and  the  student  will  be  familiarized  with  the  var- 
ious instruments  and  appliances  used  in  the  diagnoses  and  treatment 
of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

MATERIA  MEDICA  AND  THERAPEUTICS. 
Prof.  R.  H.  P.  Ellis,  M.  D. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  materia  medica  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  student  to  comprehend  intelligently  the  science  of  therapeu- 
tics, the  latter  being  so  intimately  connected  with  the  former.  It  is 
therefore  desirable  that  the  student  should  become  familiar  with  the 
origin,  nature,  physiological  and  therapeutic  effects  of  medicine  in 
general,  together  with  their  most  approved  combinations  and  modes 
of  application  and  administration  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  disease. 
To  accomplish  this  the  professor  of  this  department  will  endeavor  to 
treat  the  subject  in  a  clear  and  practical  manner. 

The  students  will  also  witness  the  actual  therapeutical  effects  of 
the  medicines  lectured  upon,  by  seeing  them  prescribed  in  the  daily 

clinics. 

DISEASES  OF  WOMEN. 
Prof.  /  H.  Scarff,  M.  D. 
This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of  gen- 
eration, their  physiological  functions,  and  the  various  methods  and  in- 
struments needful  for  making  a  diagnosis.  Diseases  incident  to  these 
organs  will  be  taken  up  in  rotation  in  the  didactic  lectures,  and  dis- 
placements, with  the  various  means  of  remedying  them  will  receive 
due  consideration.  In  addition  to  the  facilities  in  examination  and 
treatment  of  cases  selected  from  the  dispensary,  students  have  the 
privilege  of  assisting  in  the  various  operations  in  the  hospital. 
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OBSTETRICS. 
Prof.   Wilmcr  Brinion,  M.  D. 

The  professor  of  this  department  will  bring  the  experience  de- 
rived from  a  large  obstetrical  practice,  obtained  in  hospital  and  pri- 
vate practice,  and  will  endeavor  to  give  instructions  in  as  practical 
manner  as  possible.  Illustrations  will  be  furnished  by  plates,  dia- 
grams, models  in  wax,  and  with  a  superb  manikin;  and  arrangements 
have  been  made  for  giving  students  opportunities  for  witnessing 
cases  of  actual  labor.  Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of 
the  several  positions  and  presentations,  and  in  the  best  methods  of 
using  instruments  in  obstetric  practice. 

DISEASES  OF  CHILDREN  AND  DERMATOLOGY. 
Prof.   William  Lee,  M.  /?. 

During  the  winter  session  one  didactic  and  one  clinical  lecture  will 
be  given  each  week  on  the  medical  and  surgical  diseases  of  children 
The  course  being  thoroughly  practical,  especial  attention  is  paid  to 
diagnosis  and  treatment,  and  students  offered  the  opportunity  of 
studying  the  cases  that  are  presented  in  the  daily  dispensary  service 
of  the  college.  Prof.  Lee  will  also  deliver  a  thorough  course  of  lec- 
tures on  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  in  addition  to  an  abundance  ot 
clinical  material,  the  microscope  will  be  used  when  needed,  and 
numerous  plates  of  the  different  diseases  be  shown. 

ANATOMY  AND  CLINICAL  SURGERY. 
Prof.  A.  C.  Pole,  M.  D. 

Since  a  knowledge  of  anatomy  is  the  basis  upon  which  the  struct- 
ure of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  profes- 
sor in  this  department,  by  means  of  didactic  lectures,  diagrams,  dis- 
sections and  repeated  reviews,  to  lay  this  foundation  thoroughly  and 
completely.  Surgical  anatomy  and  its  practical  application  to  surgi- 
cal operations  will  receive  special  attention. 

PRINCIPLES  AND  PRACTICE  OF  MEDICINE. 

Prof.  David  Sircett,  M.  D. 

It  will  be  the  constant  endeavor  of  this  chair  to  thoroughly  ground 
the  student  in  the  various  details  of  the  principle  and  practice  of  med- 
icine, beginning  with  the  former  and  leading  up  to  and  concluding 
with  the  latter — the  keystone  of  the  science. 
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CHEMISTRY  AND  TOXICOLOGY,  AND  HYGIENE. 
Prof.   Wm.  P.  Tonry,  Ph.  D.,  M.  D. 

The  course  of  chemistry  will  embrace  elementary  and  applied  chem- 
istry, and  will  be  fully  illustrated.  The  lecture  will  be  made  as  little 
theoretical  and  as  much  practical  as  is  consistent  with  a  thorough 
understanding  of  the  subject. 

The  lectures  on  toxicology  will  begin  about  January  the  first,  and 
will  cover  the  chemical  and  medico-legal  aspect  of  poisons. 

In  hygiene,  such  questions  as  are  of  more  practical  use  to  the 
health  officer,  army  and  navy  surgeon  and  quarantine  officer,  will  re- 
ceive special  attention.  Two  hours  each  week  will  be  given  to  in- 
structions in  a  nalytical  chemistry  and  to  practical  analytical  work  in 
the  laboratory,  under  the  supervision  of  the  professor;  and,  the  lab- 
oratory will  be  open  daily  for  the  convenience  of  those  who  desire 
more  extended  practice. 

Breakable  apparatus,  such  as  test  tubes,  beaker  glasses  and  por- 
celain dishes,  will  not  be  furnished,  nor,  will  platinum  dishes.  All 
other  apparatus  and  chemicals  will  be  furnished  by  the  college,  with- 
out extra  charge. 

PHYSIOLOGY  AND  GENITOURINARY  DISEASES. 
Prof.  J.  D.  Blake,  M.  D. 

In  this  department  the  professor  will  illustrate  the  physiological 
functions  and  processes  by  operations  on  Hving  animals,  and  modern 
appliances  for  a  thorough  elucidation  of  the  subject  will  be  brought 
into  requisition.  He  will  also  give  especial  clinics  on  genito-urinary 
diseases. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  NOSE,  THROAT  AND  CHEST. 
6".  K.  Merrick,  M.  D. 

This  department  will  give  practical  instruction  in  laryngology  and 
rhinology.  At  the  clinics,  students  will  be  taught  how  to  manipulate 
and  apply  the  various  nasal  and  throat  instruments. 

In  addition  to  the  clinics  given  at  the  college,  the  students  will  have 
the  privilege  of  attending  three  clinics  a  week  at  the  North  Western 
Dispensary,  a  few  squares  away. 

Auscultation  and  percussion  will  also  be  taught,  and  all  the  methods 
of  physical  diagnosis  will  receive  thorough  attention. 

PRINCIPLES  AND   PRACTICE  OF  SURGERY. 
Prof.  Edmund  R.   Walker,  M.  D. 
In  the  course  upon  this  eminently  practical  branch,  the  constant  aim 
will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly  understand  and  know  the

bruad  principles  of  the  science,  and  thus  and  then  fit  him  for  the  in- 
telligent and  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

DISEASES  OF  THE  EYE  AND  EAR. 
P/of.  George  Reuling,  M.  D. 

The  course  of  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  both  theoretical  and 
practical.  The  student  will  be  given  the  most  advanced  ideas  rela- 
tive to  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  organs  of  sight  and  hear- 
ing. The  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  and  the  errors  of  refraction  and 
the  different  methods  of  deiermining  color-blindness,  and  simulation 
of  blindness,  will  be  practically  demonstrated,  and  the  various  dis- 
eases of  the  eye  and  ear,  swch  as  operations  for  cataract,  glaucoma, 
adherent  iris,  convergent  and  divergent  squint,  diseases  of  the  lach- 
rymal apparatus,  and  malposition  of  the  eyelids,  will  be  treated  in 
the  presence  of  the  student,  so  as  to  render  him  capable  of  treating 
all  ordinary  diseases  of  these  organs  that  may  come  under  his  care. 
The  introduction  of  the  Eustachian  catheter,  methods  of  determining 
the  acuteness  of  hearing,  the  method  of  Politzer  and  all  the  surgical 
operations  ^or  the  diseases  of  the  ear,  will  be  performed  during  a 
session.  PATHOLOGICAL    ANATOMY. 

Robt.  Hoffmann,  M.  D.,  Lecturer. 

Knowing  the  needs  of  the  general  practitioner,  it  will  be  the  aim  ot 
the  teacher  to  make  the  student  familiar  with  the  microscopic  effects 
of  disease  as  seen  on  the  post-mortem  table,  supplementing  the 
knowledge  thus  gained  by  the  use  of  the  microscope. 

MEDICAL  JURISPRUDENCE. 
There  will  be  a  course  of  lectures  delivered  on  Medical  Jurispru- 
dence by  Daniel  L.  Brinton,  LL.  B. 

PRACTICAL  PHARMACY, 
A  course  of  lectures  on  Practical  Pharmacy  will   be  delivered   by 
J.  Webb  Foster,  Ph.  G. 

PRACTICAL  ANATOMY. 
J.  B.  Schzvatka,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator. 
The  dissecting  room  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  is  in  charge 
of  the   Demonstrator  of    Anatomy.     All   students  are   required   to 
make  thorough  dissections. 

CLINICS 
are  held  as  follows  : 

On  Monday,  Prof.  Merrick  will  clinic  on  disease  of  the  nose, 
throat  and  chest,  showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and 
laryngoscopic  examinations,  demonstrating  auscultation  and  percus- 
sion, and  performing  thoracentesis,  and  operations  on  the  air  passages. 
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On  Tuesday,  Prof.  Scarff  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  women,  show- 
ing diseases  peculiar  to  females  and  performing  operations  on  vag- 
ina, uterus  and  bladder 

On  Wednesday  there  is  a  surgical  clinic  by  Prof.  Walker,  who 
performs  in  the  amphitheatre  such  operations  as  resections,  amputa- 
tions, trephining,  adjustment  of  fractures,  removal  of  tumors,  etc.,  etc. 

On  Thursday,  Prof.  Reuling  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  eye  and 
ear. 

On  Friday,  Prof.  Lee  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  children  and  dis- 
eases of  the  skin,  and  on  same  day  Prof.  Hill  will  clinic  on  insan 
ity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system. 

On  Sahirday,  Prof.  Ellis  or  Streett  will  clinic  on  practice  of 
medicine,  selecting  from  abundant  material  such  cases  only  as  best 
illustrate  the  didactic  lectures  on  that  subject. 

On  same  day  Prof.  Blake  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  the  malegen- 
ito-urinary  organs  and  venereal  diseases,  delineating  his  lectures  by 
living  illustrations. 

Prof.  Brinton  will  clinic  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur 

GRADED  COURSE. 

Whilst  students  are  permitted  to  come  forward  for  graduation  at 
the  termination  of  their  second  course,  the  faculty  recommends  a 
three-years'  graded  course  to  all  students  of  medicme.  This  graded 
course  is  entirely  optional  with  the  student,  and  he  is  not  required  to 
pursue  his  studies  on  this  plan,  unless  he  so  elect.  For  the  benefit  of 
those  desiring  to  take  the  graded  course,  the -following  schedule  is 
arranged;  at  the  end  of  the  second  course  they  will  be  examined  on 
anatomv,  physiology,  genito-urinary  and  venereal  diseases,  chemis- 
try, toxicology  and  hygiene,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  dis- 
eases of  women  and  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  course  they  will  be  examined  on  principles 
and  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  diseases  of  children  and 
dermatology,  insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  diseases  of 
the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  on  any  branch  or  branches  on  which 
they  may  have  failed  at  end  of  the  second  course. 

PRIZES. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudaole  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  ot 
medicine  and  surgery,  a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  /acuity -medal, 
will  be  awarded  the  student  standing  the  best  final  examination.  Five 
college  prizes  will  also  be  awarded  to  the  five  students  standing  the 
best  examinations,  in  the  order  of  their  respective  merit 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  twen- 
ty one  years  of  age,  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  college,  have  paid  all  fees  due 
the  college  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty. 
Graduates  of  other  medical  colleges  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  at- 
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tend  lectures,  are  required  to  matriculate  only,  but  those  desiring  to 
graduate  are  required  to  pay  the  matriculation  and  diploma  fees  and 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty. 

BALTIMORE, 

•with  her  teeming  population  of  half  a  million  people,  furnishes 
a  comparatively  inexhaustable  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries,  has  a 
salubrious  climate,  is  possessed  of  a  people  proverbial  for  iheir  ge- 
nial hospitality,  is  connected  by  railway  with  every  other  city  in  the 
country,  is  yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as 
a  great  medical  centre,  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desir- 
ing to  acquire  a  medical  educaticn,  or  reside  within  her  limits.

Medical  College,  the  faculty  embraces  the  opportunity  to 
thank  its  many  friends  and  patrons  for  their  hearty  good 

'fvill  manifested  toward  the  institution,  and  for  their  cordial  and 

efficient  support  of  the  same. 

The  i-apid  and  marvelous  advance  constantly  going  on  in  the 
science  of  medicine  and  surgery,  the  laudable  tendency  of  the 
several  State  J>oards  to  encourage  the  adoption  of  a  hicjher 
standard  of  medical  education,  and  our  conviction  that  teaching 
facilities  should  be  increased  in  a  degree  proportionate  to  the 
additional  knowledge  required,  have  confirmed  our  adherence  to 
our  already  well-grounded  policy  of  establishing  such  necessary 
facilities  annually. 

In  pursuance  of  this  policy,  since  the  close  of  our  last  regular 
Winter  Session,  we  have  built  an  additional  lecture  room,  a 
commodious  chemical  laboratory,  capable  of  holding  our  entire

The  Maryland  Genetal  Hospital,  the  main  building  of 
which  is  connected  by  a  corridor  with  the  College  building, 
belong-s  to  and  is  under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  faculty. 

The  Lyiiig-In  Department  is  conveniently  situated  for  clinical 
teaching. 

The  Eye  and  Ear  Departraent  is  likewise  a  valuable  feature 
of  this  College,  and  admirably  situated  for  utilization  of  its 
clinical  material. 

The  (rynecglogical  Department  is  a  very  valuable  and  neces- 
sary appendage  for  the  practical  teaching  and  demonstration  of 
Gynecology. 

The   Children^''  Department  furnishes  a  series  of   interesting 

cases. 

The  Baltimare  Medical  College  Dijupensary  treats  tlioiisands 
of  patients  annually,  and  is  another  fruitful  clinical  iii^ritiition 
at  our  command.

The  Outdoor  Department  of  the  Dispensary  furnishes  abnn- 
dant  opportunities  for  practical  clinical  instruction. 

The  Pharmacy  is  adjacent  to  the  Dispensai-y. 

The  Chemical  Laborato'ry  and  lecture  hall  occupy  one  floor  of 
College  building. 

All  these  institutions  belong  to,  and  are  under  the  exclusive 
control  and  management  of  the  faculty  of  the  BaUimo7'e 
Medical  College,  and  furnish  a  wide  field  of  almost  uidimited 
clinical  material  in  one  of  the  most  populous  cities  in  the 
country,  presenting  in  native  and  foreign  born,  diseases  of  almost 
every  race,  country,  and  clime,  dui-ing  a  session. 

In  addition  to  these  advantages  of  the  Baltimore  Medical 
College,  there  are  elected  annually  in  March,  from  the  graduates 
of  the  College,  a  Ri'sldent  Physicla/u,  and  Assista/nt  Resident 
Physlelan  for  tlie  Mctiryland  General  Hospital,  and  a^ssistantfi 
for  its  several  dei)ai"tiiients ;  a  Dispensary  PhysicioM,  and  an 
Assistant  Dispensary  Physician  for  the  Baltimm'e  Medi/ial 
College  Dispensary,  and  a  Pharmacist.  A  limited  number  of 
students  can  obtain  special  hospital  advantages.  These  hospital 
students  accompany  the  pi-ofessors  in  their  daily  rounds  of  the 
wards,  and  are  permitted  to  assist  in  medical  and  surgical  cases, 
and  thus  become  famib'ar  Avith  the  ti'eatment  and  management  of 
patients. 

Tlie  faculty  feels  gi'eatly  encouraged  by  the  regular  annual  in- 
crease in  the  mimber  of  students  over  each  preceding  year,  by 
the  invariable  return  of  its  former  students,  and  by  the  cordial 
appreciation  of  the  medical  profession  and  the  confidence  of  the 
public. 

The  vast  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery  is  covered  in  this 
college  by  a  full  coi'ps  of  competent  teachers,  so  that  the  student 
is  able  to  master  in  detail  the  various  facts  and  theories  to  be 
learned,  and,  almost  imperceptibly  to  himself,  prepared  to  sur- 
mount the  obstacles  he  may  encounter  in  his  practice  of  the 
medical  art. 

The  regular  Winter  Course  of  lectures  in  this  College  will 
beo-in  October  1st,  1889,  and  end  the  middle  of  April,  1890.

Diagnoses  will  be  made,  and  reasons  for  same  repeated  to  class 
so  frequently  during  the  session,  in  all  the  departments,  as  to 
render  the  student  thoroughly  familiar  with  the  vai-ious  diseases 
and  inpiries. 

PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE. 

There  will  be  a,  preliminary  Pall  Course,  consisting  of  clinical 
lectures,  extending  from  Ist  of  September  to   1st  of  Octol)er, 
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whicl:  is  ajiven  gratis  to  all  students.  During  tliis  course,  physical 
diagnosis,  bandaging,  methods  of  performing  surgical  operations, 
dressing  of  wounds,  and  by  means  of  manikin  and  obstetric  clinic 
the  phenomena  of  actual  labor  are  taught  in  the  most  practical 
manner.  T\\\?> prel/hniiiary  Fall  Course  is  given  in  order  to  pre- 
pare the  mind  of  the  student  for  the  more  ready  reception  of  the 
lectures  delivered  during  the  regular  Winter  Course.  Whilst  this 
course  is  optional,  all  students  vX  medicine  are  advised  to  take  it. 

THE    COLLEGE 

is  a  commodious  building,  fronting  on  J  Toward  street,  north  of 
Madison  street,  containing  a  faculty  room,  the  Dean's  office,  a 
dispensary,  consisting  of  consultation  and  reception  rooms,  a 
museum,  filled  with  pathological  specimens  and  preparations,  a 
spacious  chemical  laboratory,  one  of  the  most  improved  and  com- 
fortable dissecting  rooms  in  the  country,  a  histological  and  path- 
ological laboratory  with  excellent  light  for  microscopical  work,  a 
modern  amphitheatre,  well  arranged  for  surgical  operations,  and 
a  large  and  well  ventilated  lecture  room,  recently  constructed, 
adapted  to  didactic  lectures.  The  amphitheatre  is  coimected 
with  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  by  means  of  an  elevated 
corridor,  so  that  patients  with  all  forms  of  diseases  and  injuries 
can  be  conveniently  brought  before  the  class  for  medical  and 
surgical  treatment. 

THE    MARYLAND    GENERAL    HOSPITAL, 

located  on  Linden  avenue  north  of  Madison  street,  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  college  building,  is  liberally  supported  by  the 
State  of  Maryland,  which  maintains,  in  this  institution,  patients 
from  every  county  and  from  tlie  city  of  Baltimore.  Its.  wards 
contain  beds  tilled  with  patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form 
of  indigenous  disease,  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical  cases. 
A  portion  of  this  institution  is  used  as  a 

CITY     HOSPITAL, 

which  contains  beds  filled  with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and 
supported  by  the  generous  city  of  Baltimore. 

THE    GYNECOLOGICAL    DEPARTMENT 

is  constantly  filled  with  females  .seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vag- 
inal, or  ovarian  diseases,  and  furnishes  a  large  clinic  for  the  prac- 
tical instruction  of  students  in  this  eniincTitly  important  branch. 

THE    LYING-IN    DEPARTMENT, 

a  separate  building  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison  street,  is 
a  f4ature  to  which  we  point  witli  especial  pride,  furnishing  us  as 
it  does  with  abundant  obstetric  clinic,  and  enabling  us  to  give 
lur  students  a  thorough  and  practical  obstetric  training. 
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THE    EYE    AND    EAR    DEPARTMENT, 

located  on  Howard  street  north  of  Madison  street,  and  immedi- 
ately adjoinino;  the  College,  is  eqnipped  witli  all  the  modem 
requirements  for  the  practical  study  of  ophthalmic  and  aural 
science.  It  contains  reception  and  examination  rooms  for  patients, 
a  dark  room  for  ophthalmoscopic  examination,  an  operating  room, 
and  well  lighted  and  \entilated  bedrooms  for  resident  patients. 

THE    BALTIMORE    MEDICAL    COLLEGE    DISPENSARY, 

excellently  arranged,  consisting  of  i-eception  room,  drug  room 
and  consultation  rooms,  treats  thousands  of  patients  annually,  and 
of  itself  furnishes  an  almost  inexhaustible  supply  of  clinical 
material,  ineeting,  as  it  does,  the  sick  demands  of  a  large  portion 
of  the  indigent  population  of  Ijaltimore. 

The  outdoor  department  of  the  disjien.sary  furnishes  a  large 
field  for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the  advanced  students 
being  permitted  to  visit  the  sick  at  their  homes  under  the  super- 
A'ision  of  the  professors  or  their  assistants. 

THE    COLLEGE    MUSEUM 

contains  an  extensive  collection  of  specimens  and  preparations  of 
histological  and  pathological  productions,  which  are  used  for 
illustration  in  teaching. 

METHOD    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

Didactic  Lectures — Nekvous  and  Mental  Diseases. 
Prof.   Charles  G.  IfdU  M.  D. 

Tlie  great  prevalence  of  nervous  diseases  renders  it  necessai-y 
that  the  medical  student  should  be  thoroughly  equipped  in  all 
that  pertains  to  this  branch  of  his  studies. 

With  didactic  and  clinical  lectui'es,  charts,  diagrams,  and 
models,  the  department  will  be  rendered  as  thorough  and  practi- 
cal as  possible.  The  subject  of  insanity  will  also  be  presented, 
and  illustrative  cases  vrill  be  exhibited  to  the  class.  In  addition 
to  tliis  there  will  be  given  practical  lessons  on  electricity,  and 
the  student  will  lie  familiarized  with  the  various  instruments  and 
appliances  used  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  nervous  and 
mental  diseases. 

MATERIA    MEDICA    AND    THERAPEUTICS. 

Prof.  R.  H.  P.  Ellh,  M.  P. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica  is  absolutely  neces- 
sary for  the  student  to  intelligently  comprehend  the  science  of 
Therapeutics,  the  latter  being  so  intimately  connected  with  the 
former.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  the  student  should  become 
familiar  with  the  origin,  nature,  physiological  and  therapeutic 
eflFects  of  medicine  in  general,  together  with  their  most  approved 
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combinations  and  modes  of  application  and  administration  for 
the  relief  and  cure  of  disease.  To  accomplish  this  the  professor 
of  this  department  will  endeavor  to  treat  the  subject  in  a  clear 
and  practical  manner.  Samples  of  medicines  will  be  shown  the 
class  at  each  lecture,  the  faculty  having  procured  for  this  pur- 
pose a  collection  of  pure  drugs,  as  complete  as  can  be  found  in 
the  country. 

The  students  will  also  witness  the  actual  therapeutical  efl'ects 
of  medicines  by  seeing  them  prescribed  in  the  daily  clinics.  Pre- 
scription writing  will  be  practically  taught. 

DISEASES    OF    WOMEN. 

Prof.  J.   11.  Searf,  M.  D. 

This  coui'se  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of 
generation,  their  physiological  functions,  and  the  various  methods 
and  instruments  necessary  for  making  diagnoses.  Diseases  and 
displacements  and  the  various  methods  of  remedying  them  will 
be  taken  np  in  rotation  and  duly  considered.  In  addition  to  the 
facilities  for  examination  and  treatment  of  cases  .selected  from 
the  Dispensary,  students  have  the  privilege  of  assisting  in  the 
yarious  operations  in  the  liospital. 

OBSTETRICS. 

Prqf.  Wilmer  Brinton,  M.  I). 

"file  professor  of  this  department  will  bring  the  knowledge 
derived  from  an  extensive  obstetrical  experience,  obtained  in  hos- 
pital and  private  practice,  and  will  endeavor  to  give  instructions 
in  as  practical  manner  as  possible.  Illustrations  will  be  furnished 
by  plates,  diagrams,  niodols  in  wax,  and  with  a  siiperb  manikin. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  posi- 
tions and  presentations,  and  in  the  best  methods  of  using  instru- 
ments in  obstetric  practice,  each  student  being  i-cqnired  to  practice 
all  obstetrical  operations  on  the  manikin. 

DISEASES    or    CHILOREN-Dermatology    and    Orthopedic 

Surgery. 

Prof.  Willi  am- Lee,  M.  D. 

During  the  winter  session  one  didactic  and  one  clinical  letiture 
ivill  be  given  each  week  on  the  medical  and  sui-gical  diseases  of 
childi'eii.  The  course  being  thoroughly  practical,  especial  atten- 
tion is  paid  to  diagnosis  and  trt>atment,  and  students  offered  the 
opportunity  of  studying  the  cases  that  are  presented  in  the  daily 
dis|)(insary  service  of  the  college.  Professor  Lee  will  also  deliver 
a  thorough  course  of  lectures  on  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  in 
addirion  to  an  abundance  of  clinical  material,  the  microseo])e 
will  be  used  when  needed,  and  immerous  plates  of  the  different 
diseases  be  shown. 
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ANATOMY    AND    OPERATIVE    SURGERY. 

J'rof.  A.   C.  Pole,  M.  T). 

Since  a  knowledge  of  anatomy  is  the  basis  upon  which  the 
structure  of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  it  is  the  intention  of 
the  professor  in  this  department,  by  means  of  didactic  lectures, 
diagrams,  dissections  and  repeated  reviews,  to  lay  this  foundation 
thoroughly  and  completely.  Surgical  anatomy  and  its  practical 
application  to  surgical  operations  will  receive  special  attention. 
A  complete  course  in  operative  surgery  will  be  given,  the  various 
operations  being  performed  upon  the  cadaver  in  presence  of  class, 
and  the  students  also  required  to  perforin  them  in  the  presence 
of  and  directed  by  the  professor. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    PRACTICE    OF    MEDICINE,    AND 
CLINICAL    MEDICINE. 

Prof.  David  StreeU,  31.   D. 

It  will  be  the  constant  endeavor  of  this  chair  to  thoroughly 
ground  the  student  in  the  various  details  of  the  principles  and 
practice  of  medicine,  beginning  with  the  former  and  leading  up 
to  and  concluding  with  the  latter — the  keystone  of  the  science;, 
the  lectures  being  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams,  pathological 
preparations  and  specimens. 

CHEMISTRY    AND    TOXICOLOGY,    AND    HYGIENE. 

Prof.    Wm.  P.  Toary,  Ph..  P.,  M.  P. 

The  course  of  chemistry  will  embrace  elementary,  medical  and 
legal  chemistry,  and  the  lectures  will  be  practical  and  fully 
illii.-r.ntted. 

'l\vo  hours  each  week  wilt  be  given  to  analytical  chemistry  and 
laboratory  pi'actice.  Piactical  analytical  work  is  obligatory  for 
first  and  second  coni-se  students,  the  work  during  the  first  year 
being  confined  principally  to  examination  of  bases  and  acids,  the 
second  course  student  being  required  to  give  his  attention  to 
clinical  cJuuinstr;/  in  analyses  of  medicines,  food,  water,  urine, 
cfec,  and  to  chemical  and  microscopical  exaniination  of  blood  and 
other  stains  on  clothing. 

In  addition  to  Lectures  on  Toxicology,  the  effects  of  poisons  on 
the  lower  animals  will  be  shown,  and.  at  end  of  course,  the 
students  will  be  rei|uired  to  make  a  post-mortem  examination  of 
human  cada\  it  and  cliemical  examination  of  same,  for  poisons. 
]N^either  brcakaltle  apparatus,  such  as  test  tubes,  beaker  glasses 
and  porcelain  dishes,  nor,  |)latinum  vessels  or  solutions,  will  be 
furnished  by  the  College;  all  other  chemicals  will  be  furnished 
by  the  College  without  extra  charge. 

In  Hygiene,  such  questions  as  are  of  ])ractical  use  to  health 
and  fpiarantine  otficers,  and  to  army  and  navy  surgeons,  will 
receive  special  attention. 
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PHYSIOLOGY    AND    CENITO-URINAR Y    DISEASES. 

Frof.  J.  J).  Blake,  M.  I). 

Ill  tliis  department  the  professor  will  illustrate  the  physiologi- 
cal functions  and  processes,  by  operations  on  living  animals, 
charts,  diagrams,  carefnllj  prepared  specimens,  and  sections;  and 
modern  appliances  for  a  thorough  elucidation  of  the  subject  will 
be.  brought  into  re([uisition.  He  will  also  give  a  course  of 
lectures  on  gen i to-urinary  diseases. 

DISEASES    OF    THE    NOSE,    THROAT    AND    CHEST. 

Prof.   S.  K.  Merrich,  M.  I). 

This  department  will  give  practical  instruction  in  laryngology 
and  rhinology,  and  diseases  of  chest,  the  lectures  being  illustrated. 

Auscultation  and  percussion  will  also  be  taught,  and  all  the 
lethods  of  physical  diagnosis  will  receive  thorough  attention. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    PRACTICE    OF    SURGERY. 

Prof.  Edmund  R.    Walker,  M.  D. 

In  the  course  upon  this  eini)iently  practical  branch,  the  con- 
stant aim  will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly  understand  and 
[know  the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  thus  and   then   tit 
jim  for  the  intelligent  and  ?iuccessful  practice  of  the  art. 

•  DISEASES    OF    THE    EYE    AND    EAR. 

Prof.   George  ReuUny,  M.  1). 

The  course  of  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  both  theoretical 
md  practical.  The  student  will  be  given  the  most  advanced 
ideas  relative  to  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  organs  of 
sight  and  hearing.  The  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  and  the 
srrors  of  refraction  and  the  different  methods  of  determining 
Bolor-blinduess  and  simulation  of  blindness  will  be  practically 
iemonstrated,  and  the  various  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear.  and 
jperations  for  cataract,  glaucoma,  adherent  iris,  convergent  and 
livergent  squint,  diseases  of  tlie  lachrymal  ajjparatus,  and  malpo- 
ition  of  the  eyelids  will  be  treated  in  the  presence  of  the  stu- 
lent,  so  as  to  render  him  capable  of  treating  all  ordinary  diseases 
3f  those  oi-gans  that  may  come  under  his  care.  The  introduction 
if  the  Eustachian  catheter,  methods  of  determining  the  acuteness 
bf  hearing,  the  method  of  Polit/.er  and  all  the  surgical  operations 
por  the  diseases  of  the  ear,  will  be  perfoimed  during  a  session. 

PATHOLOGY  AND  MICROSCOPY. 

Robert  HoifmauJi,  M.  D.,  Lecturer. 

The  lecturer  will  give  practical  instruction  on  these  funda- 
mental branches,  and  endeavor  to  familiarize  students  with  the 
microscopic  appearance  of  disease  as  seen  on  the  post-mortetu 
table,  requiring  them  to  assist  in  making  one  or  more  autopsies.

Mieroscopic  histology  ami  patholoo-y,  as  tanglit  in  the  labora- 
tory, will  be  an  iuiportaiit  feature,  bacteriology  re(!eiviiiii'  esj>ecial 
attention  in  examining  germs  of  disease.  ^ 

MEDICAL    JURISPRUDENCE. 

Daniel  L.  Brinton,   LL.  7>'.,  l^cfurfr. 

The  lectures  on  this  important  topic  will  be  practical,  studeiiti^ 
being  taught  how  to  testify  in  court,  how  to  conduct  themselves 
under  cross-examination  on  the  witness  stand,  and  answer  hypoth- 
etical qnestions  in  giving  expert  testimony. 

PRACTICAL    PHARMACY. 

-/.   Webb  FosUi',  Ph.    (J.,   Li'Cti'ni: 

A  course  of  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  given,  hhowiiig  the 
methods  of  weighing,  measuring,  comp(»un(l;  ij,-.  and  administer- 
ing drugs,  <tc.,  Arc. 

PRACTICAL    ANATOMY. 
•/.   B.  Schwatla,  M.  J)..  Demonstrat<jr. 

The  dissecting  room  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  in 
charge  of  tlie  demonstrator  of  anatf)my,  whu  demonstrates  all 
dissections,  all  students  being  required  to  dissect  each  year,  and 
at  hant.,  a  whole  body.  The  demonstrator  issues  tickets  ordy  to 
those,  who  make  thofough  dissections. 

CLINICS. 

Every  physician  keenly  appreciates  the  advantages  derived 
from  observation  and  study  of  disease  at  the  l)edside.  Depriva- 
tion of  such  clinical  iustcuction,  stands  as  an  impediment  to 
success,  on  the  threshold  of  every  inexperienced  practitioner,  and 
embarrasses  his  actions  during  the  early  years  of  his  professional 
career. 

To  obviate  such  menace  to  the  young  piM('titi(jiier  and  ivuder 
him  thoroughly  competent  to  praftn-e  his  pi-ufession  when  lie 
emerges  a.s  a  graduate  from  our  in-timrion.  we  devote  especial 
attention  to  clinics,  as  follows : 

On  Moiulnij,  Prof.  Mkriuck  will  clinic  on  disea-^cs  of  nose, 
thi'oat  and  chest,  showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhiuo<;opic  and 
larvngo-icopic  examinations,  demonstrating  auscultation  and  per- 
cussion, and  performing  operations  on  tlie  aii-  pass:iges. 

Students  are  required,  under  direction  of  the  professor,  to 
practice  inspection,  palpation,  auscultation  and  percussion,  make 
examinations  of  throat  and  nose  and  chest,  and  diagnose  diseases. 

On  Tuexdai),  Pkof.  Scaukf  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  women, 
showing  diseases  peculiar  to  females  and  pej-foi'ming  operations 
on  vagina,  uterus  and  1)ladder.  He  will  re(juire  each  student 
under  his  direction  to  examine  the  vagina,  introduce  the  specu- 
lum, and  manipulate  the  uterus  in  diagnosis.  Students  are  re- 
quired to  assist  in  operations,  such  as  ovariotony,  itc,  «fec. 
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On  Wfd  I  Highly.  Vkov.  Wai.kkk  conducts  a  surgical  clinic, 
performing  in  the  amphitheatre  such  operations  as  resections, 
amputations,  trephining,  adjustment  of  fractures,  and  removal  of 
tumors.  Students  are  required,  under  direction  of  the  Professor, 
to  make  surgical  diagnoses,  apply  bandages,  and  dress  wounds. 

On  Th>ir.<<ila>j,  Puof.  TIei'lixc;  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  eye 
and  ear,  demonstrating  use  of  ophthalmoscope,  exhibiting  all 
forms  of  disease  of  eye  and  ear,  performing  the  various  opera- 
tions for  glaucoma,  cataract  and  strabismus,  explaining  treatment^ 
and  recpiiring  students  to  examine  and  diagnose  cases. 

On  Friday,  Pkoi-.  Lke  clinics  on  diseases  of  children  and  dis- 
eases of  the  skin.  The  cases  in  the  clinic  are  numerous  and 
interesting,  including  diseases  of  infancy,  derangements  due  to 
de'itition  and  feeding,  and  cases  of  deformity.  Massage  is  taught 
])ractically.  plaster  jackets  and  the  various  apparatus  for  correct- 
ing deformities  are  applied,  students  being  required  to  assist. 

On  same  day.  Prof.  IIii.l  clinics  on  insanity  and  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system,  showing  methods  and  appliances  for  diagnosing 
these  obscui'c  conditions,  and  especially  pointing  out  their  pro- 
phylaxis and  treatment. 

<  )n  Sati'/'day,  Pkof.  Pi.akk  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  genito- 
ui'inary  organs  and  venereal  diseases.  AH  forms  of  disease  of 
this  class  will  be  sliown  and  treated,  including  the  surgical  opera- 
tion required,  in  presence  of  student. 

On  same  day,  J^kok.  Steeett  will  clinic  on  practice  of  medi- 
cine, selecting  tVoiri  abundant  material  such  cases  as  best  illus- 
trate the  didactic  lectures  on  that  subject,  going  through  each 
c^ise  analytically,  illustrating  the  different  piiases  and  peculiarities 
which  diseases  assunie.  and  diagnosing  and  treating  patients  in 
presence  of  students. 

Pkof.  Printox  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department 
of  practice  do  unfavoi-able  i-esnlts  damage  a  j)hysician  so  mater- 
ially as  in  midu'iferv.  special  attention  is  given  to  ground  our 
students  thoroughly  in  practical  obstetrics.  By  prior  arrange- 
ment and  perfected  teleplionic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-liouses  ta 
the  lying-in  department,  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst 
in  the  lying-in  chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of 
presentation  and  position,  observe  the  progress  and  nuinagement 
of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery,  in  application 
of  forceps,  turning,  and  the  various  other  operations  required  in 
dytocia.  Students  are  also  required  to  ausculate  the  foetal  heart, 
practice  Ixellotement  and  assist  in  management  of  new-born 
infant. 

l)uring  our  la^t  session  emi-y  nUulent  mw  and  asuisi^cd  in  caset^ 
(»f  labor. 

Itegular  and  punctual  attendance  is  required  at  clinical,  as  well 
as  at  didactic  lectures. 
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GRADED    COURSE. 

Whilst  studentf^  are  permitted  to  come  forward  for  graduation 
;it  the  termination  of  their  second  course,  the  faculty  recommends 
H  three-years'  graded  course  to  all  students  of  medicine.  This 
graded  course  is  entirely  optional  with  the  student,  and  he  is  not 
required  to  pursue  his  studies  on  this  plan,  unless  he  so  elect. 
For  the  benefit  of  those  desiring  to  take  the  graded  course,  the 
following  scliedule  is  arranged :  At  the  end  of  the  second  course 
they  will  be  examined  on  anatomy,  physiology,  geni to-urinary  and 
venereal  diseas&s,  chemistry,  toxicology  and  hygiene,  materia 
medica  and  therapeutics,  diseases  of  women  and  diseases  of  the 
eye  and  ear. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  course  they  will  be  examined  on  prin- 
ciples and  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  diseases  of 
children  and  dermatology,  insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous 
system,  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  on  any  brancli 
or  branches  on  which  tliey  may  have  failed  at  end  of  the  second 
course. 

With  the  view  of  encouraging  students  to  take  the  graded 
course,  rw  hictx.i'e  fee  will  be  required  for  the  third  year. 

PRIZES. 

As  ill!  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence 
jind  landnble  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowl- 
edge of  ni'dicine  and  surgery,  a  gold  medal, .known  as  the  faculty 
medal,  will  In-  awarded  the  student  standing  the  best  final  exam- 
ination. Five  college  prizes  will  also  be  awarded  the  live 
»jtudents  standing  the  best  examinations,  in  the  order  of  their 
respective  merits. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character, 
twentv-one  j^ears  of  age,  have  attended  two  full  courses  of 
lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College,  have 
paid  all  fees  due  the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examina- 
tion before  the  faculty.  Graduates  of  other  medical  Colleges  in 
irood  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures,  ai-e  required  to  ma- 
triculate only,  but  those  desiring  to  graduate  are  required  to  pay 
the  matriculation  and  diploma  fees,  and  pass  a  satisfactory 
examination  before  the  faculty.

Medical   College,   the    faculty   embraces   the   opportunity   to 

thank   its   many    friends    and    patrons   for   their   hearty   good   will 

manifested  toward  the  institution,  and  for  their  cordial  and  efficient 

support  of  the  same. 

The  I'apid  and  marvelous  advance  in  the  science  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  the  laudable  tendency  of  the  several  State  Boards  to  encourage 
the  adoption  of  a  higher  standai-d  of  medical  education,  and  our  con- 
viction that  teaching  facilities  should  be  increased  in  a  degree  propor- 
tionate to  the  additional  knowledge  required,  have  confirmed  our 
adherence  to  our  already  well-grounded  policy  of  establishing  such 
necessary  facilities  as  progress  demands. 

In  pui*suance  of  this  policy,  we  have  built  an  additional  lecture 
room,  a  commodious  chemical  laboratory,  capable  of  holding  our 
entire  class,  with  a  separate  table  for  each  student,  a  spacious  and 
convenient  dispensary,  with  pharmacy,  reception  room  and  consulta- 
tion rooms,  a  dissecting  room,  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  a 
histological  and  pathological  laboratory. 

HOSPITAL    FACILITIES. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  the  main  building  of  which  is 
connected  by  a  corridor  with  the  College  building,  belongs  to  and  is 
under  the  exclusive  control  of  the  faculty. 

The  Lying-in  Department  is  conveniently  situated  foi-  clinical 
teaching. 

The  Eye  and  Ear  Department  is  likewise  a  valuable  feature  of  this 
College,  and  admirably  situated  for  utilization  of  its  clinical  material. 

The  Gynecological  Department  is  a  very  valuable  and  necessary 
appendage  for  the  practical  teaching  and  demonstration  of  Gynecology. 

The  Children's  Department  furnishes  a  series  of  interesting  cases. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  thousands  of 
patients  annually,  and  is  another  fruitful  clinical  institution  at  our 
command. 

The  Outdoor  Department  of  the  Dispensary  furnishes  abundant 
opportunities  for  practical  clinical  instruction. 

The  Pharmacy  is  adjacent  to  the  Dispensary. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  and  lecture  hall  occupy  one  floor  of 
the  College  building. 


4  Baltimore  Medical   College. 

All  these  institutions  belong  to,  and  are  under  the  exclusive  control 
and  management  of  the  faculty  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  Collegey 
and  furnish  a  wide  field  of  almost'unlimited  clinical  material  in  one  of 
the  most  populous  cities  in  the  country,  presenting  in  native  and 
foreign  born,  diseases  of  almost  every  race,  country,  and  clime, 
during  a  session. 

In  addition  to  these  advantages  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  Collegey 
there  are  elected  annually  in  April,  from  the  graduates  of  the 
College,  a  Resident  Physician  and  Assistant  liesident  Physician 
for  the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  and  assistants  for  its  several 
departments;  a  Dispensary  Physician,  and  an  Assistant  Dispensary 
Physician,  for  the  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  and  a 
Pharmacist.  A  limited  number  of  students  can  obtain  special 
hospital  advantages.  Tliese  hospital  students,  known  as  internes, 
accompany  tlie  professors  in  their  daily  rounds  of  the  wards,  and  are 
permitted  to  assist  in  medical  and  surgical  cases,  tinder  direction  of 
the  attending  professors,  and  thus  become  practiccdly  familiar  with 
the  treatment  and  management  of  patients. 

The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  regular  annual  increase 
in  the  number  of  students  over  each  preceding  year,  by  the  invariable 
return  of  its  former  students,  and  by  the  cordial  appreciation  of  the 
medical  profession  and  the  confidence  of  the  public.  The  session  just 
closed  has  been  the  most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  College. 

The  vast  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery  is  covered  in  this  College 
by  a  full  corps  of  competent  teachers,  so  that  the  student  is  able  to 
master  in  detail  the  various  facts  and  principles  to  be  learned,  and, 
almost  imperceptibly  to  himself,  prepared  to  surmount  the  obstacles 
he  may  encounter  in  his  practice  of  the  medical  art. 

The  regular  Winter  Course  of  lectures  in  this  College  will  begin 
October  Ist,  1890,  and  end  the  middle  of  April,  1891.  During  the 
session,  from  five  to  seven  didactic  and  one  to  two  clinical  lectures 
will  be  delivered  daily.  These  lectures  will  be  so  arranged  as  to 
render  them  eminently  practical,  in  having  the  clinical  lectures  illus- 
trate the  salient  features  of  the  didactic.  Diagnoses  will  be  made, 
and  reasons  for  same  repeated  to  class  so  frequently  during  the  session, 
in  all  the  departments,  as  to  render  the  student  thorougldj  familiar 
with  the  various  diseases  and  injuries. 

The  members  of  the  faculty  hold  regular  and  systematic  weekly 
reviews  of  all  the  work  done  in  the  department  of  each,  and  thus 
more  thoroughly  impress  the  minds  of  the  students  with  what  they 
have  seen  and  heard,  and  the  better  qualify  them  for  their  final 
examination  and  for  any  additional  examination  that  may  be  re- 
quired by  any  State  Board. 

PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE. 

There  will  be  a  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  consisting  of  clinical 
lectures,  extending  from  Ist  of  September  to  1st  of  October,  which  is 
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given  gratis  to  all  students.  During  this  course,  physical  diagnosis, 
bandaging,  methods  of  pei-fonning  surgical  operations,  dressing  of 
wounds,  and  by  means  of  manikin  and  obstetric  clinic,  the  phenomena 
of  actual  labor  are  taught  in  the  most  practical  manner.  The 
Preliminary  Fall  Course  is  given  in  order  to  prepare  the  mind  of  the 
student  for  the  more  ready  reception  of  the  lectures  delivered  during 
the  regular  Winter  Course.  AVhilst  this  course  is  optional.,  all 
students  of  medicine  are  advised  to  take  it. 

THE    COLLEGE 

is  a  commodious  building,  fronting  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madi- 
son street,  containing  a  faculty  room,  the  Dean's  office,  a  dispensary, 
consisting  of  consultation  and  reception  rooms,  a  museum,  tilled  with 
pathological  specimens  and  preparations,  a  spacious  chemical  labora- 
tory, one  of  the  most  improved  and  comfortable  dissecting  rooms  in 
the  country,  a  histological  and  pathological  laboratory  with  excellent 
b'ght  for  microscopical  work,  a  modern  amphitheatre,  well  ai-ranged 
and  lighted  for  surgical  operations,  and  a  large  and  well  ventilated 
lecture  room,  recently  constructed,  adapted  to  didactic  lectures.  The 
amphitheatre  is  connected  with  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  by 
means  of  an  elevated  corridor,  so  that  patients  with  all  forms  of  dis- 
eases and  injuries  can  be  conveniently  brought  before  the  class  for 
medical  and  surgical  treatment.  Its  heating  and  ventilation  are 
thorough,  being  especially  arranged  for  the  convenience,  comfort  and 
health  of  students. 

THE    MARYLAND    GENERAL    HOSPITAL, 

located  on  Linden  avenue  north  of  Madison  street,  immediately 
adjacent  to  the  college  building,  is  liberally  suppoi'ted  by  the  State  of 
Maryland,  which  maintains,  in  this  institution,  patients  from  every 
county  and  from  the  city  of  Baltimore.  Its  wards  contain  beds  tilled 
with  patients  suffering  fi-om  almost  every  form  of  indigenous  disease, 
and  all  kinds  of  important  snigical  cases,  presenting  a  wide  held  and 
rich  harvest  of  knowledge  for  observing  students.  A  portion  of  this 
institution  is  used  as  a 

CITY    HOSPITAL, 

which  contains  beds  filled  with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  sup- 
ported by  the  generous  city  of  Baltimore.  With  her  merited  repu- 
tation for  charity,  Baltimore  appropriates  liberally  this  year  for  the 
maintenance  of  the  worthy  poor  in  this  institution. 

THE  GYNECOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 

is  constantly  tilled  with  females  seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vaginal, 
or  ovarian  diseases,  and  fui-nishes  a  large  clinic  for  the  practical 
instruction  of  students  in  this  eminently  important  branch. 

THE    LYING-IN    DEPARTMENT, 
a  separate  building  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison  street,  is  a 
feature  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride,  furnishing  us  as  it  does, 
with  abundant  obstetric  clinic,  and  enabling  us  to  give  our  students  a 
thorough  and  practical  obstetric  training. 
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THE    EYE    AND    EAR    DEPARTMENT, 

located  on  Howard  street  north  of  Madison  street,  and  immediately 
adjoining  the  College,  is  equipped  with  all  the  modern  requirements 
for  tlie  practical  study  of  ophthalmic  and  aural  science.  It  contains 
reception  and  examination  rooms  for  patients,  a  dark  room  for 
ophthalmoscopic  examination,  an  operating  room,  and  well  lighted 
and  ventilated  bedrooms  for  resident  patients. 

THE  BALTIMORE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE  DISPENSARY, 
excellently  arranged,  consisting  of  reception  room,  drug  room  and 
consultation  rooms,  treats  thousands  of  patients  annually,  and  of  itself 
furnishes  an  almost  inexhaustible  supply  of  clinical  material,  meeting, 
as  it  does,  the  sick  demands  of  a  large  portion  of  the  indigent  popu- 
lation of  Baltimore. 

The  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary  furnishes  a  large  field* 
for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the  advanced  students  being  per- 
mitted to  visit  the  sick  at  their  homes  under  the  supervision  of  the 
professors  or  their  assistants. 

THE  COLLEGE  MUSEUM 
contains  an  extensive  collection  of  specimens  and  preparations  of  his- 
tological and  pathological  productions,  wliieh  are  used  for  illustra- 
tion in  teaching.  These  valuable  specimens  have  increased  yearly, 
and  now  present  a  large  number  of  important  pathological  changes 
for  illustrating  diseases. 

DIDACTIC    LECTURES. 

3IETH0D        OF       InSTKUCTION. 

The  cabinets  of  the  College  and  the  interesting  private  collections 
of  the  professors,  are  used  to  illustrate  the  lectures.  In  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  faculty  to  render  the  lectures, 
simple  and  plain,  for  the  students  to  comprehend. 

NERVOUS    AND    MENTAL    DISEASES. 

Prof.  CharUs  G.  HHU  21.  D. 

The  great  prevalence  of  ner\-ous  diseases  renders  it  necessary  that 
the  medical  student  should  be  thoroughly  equipped  in  all  that  per- 
tains to  this  branch  of  his  studies. 

With  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  charts,  diagrams,  and  models, 
the  department  will  be  rendered  as  thorough  and  practical  as  possi- 
ble. The  subject  of  insanity  will  also  be  presented,  and  illustrative 
cases  will  be  exhibited  to  the  class.  In  addition  to  this  there  will_  be 
given  practical  lessons  on  electricity,  and  the  student  will  be  famihar- 
ized  witli  the  various  instruments  and  appliances  used  in  the  diagnosis 
and  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

MATERIA    MEDICA    AND    THERAPEUTICS. 

Prof.  P.  H.  P.  EUU,  M.  D. 
A  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica  is  absolutely  necessary 
for  the  student  to  inteliigently  conipreheiid  the  science  of  Therapeu- 
tics, the  latter  being  so  intimately  connected  with  the  former.     It  is 
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therefore  desirable  tliat  the  student  should  become  familiar  with  the 
origin,  nature,  physiological  and  therapeutic  effects  of  medicine  in 
general,  together  with  their  most  approved  combinations  and  modes 
of  application  and  administration  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  disease. 
To  accomplish  this  the  professor  of  this  department  will  endeavor  to 
treat  the  subject  in  a  clear  and  practical  manner.  Samples  of  medi- 
cines will  be  shown  the  class  at  each  lecture,  the  faculty  having  pro- 
cured for  this  purpose  a  collection  of  pure  drugs,  as  complete  as  can 
be  found  in  the  country.  Students  personally  examine  and  handle 
these  drugs  during  the  term,  tliat  they  may  be  familiar  with  all 
medicines  required  in  practice. 

The  students  will  also  witness  the  actual  therapeutical  effects  of 
medicines  by  seeing  them  prescribed  in  the  daily  clinics,  and  watching 
jtheir  effect  on  the  patients  in  tlie  hospital. 

OBSTETRICS. 

Prof.    Wilmer  Brinton,  M.  I). 

The  professor  of  this  department  will  bring  the  knowledge  derived 
from  an  extensive  obstetrical  experience,  obtained  in  hospital  and 
private  practice,  and  will  endeavor  to  give  instructions  in  as  practical 
manner  as  possible.  Illustrations  will  be  furnished  by  plates,  dia- 
grams, models  in  wax,  and  with  a  superb  manikin.  Students  will  be 
instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  positions  and  presentations, 
and  in  the  best  methods  of  using  insti-uments  in  obstetric  practice, 
each  student  being  required  to  practice  all  obstetrical  operations  on 
the  manikin. 

ANATOMY  AND  OPERATIVE  SURGERY. 

Frof.  A.  a.  Pole,  M.  D. 
Since  a  knowledge  of  anatomy  is  the  basis  upon  which  the  struc- 
ture of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  it  is  the  intention  of  the  pro- 
fessor in  this  department,  by  means  of  didactic  lectures,  diagrams, 
dissections  and  rejieated  reviews,  to  lay  this  foundation  thoroughly 
and  completely.  Siirgical  anatomy  and  its  practical  application  to 
surgical  operations  will  receive  special  attention.  A  complete  course 
HI  operative  surger}'^  will  be  given,  the  various  operations  being  per- 
formed upon  the  cadaver  in  pi'esenee  of  class,  and  the  students  also 
required  to  perform  them  in  the  presence  of  and  directed  ny  rhe 
professor. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    PRACTICE    OF    MEDICINE,    AND 
CLINICAL    MEDICINE. 

Prof.  David  Streett,  31.  P. 

It  will  be  the  constant  endeavor  of  this  chair  to  thoroughly  ground 
tlie  student  in  the  various  details  of  the  principles  and  practice  of 
medicine,  beginning  with  the  former  and  leading  up  to  and  conclud- 
ing with  the  latter — the  keystone  of  the  science,  the  lectures  being 
illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams,  pathological  preparations  and  speci- 
Kiens. 
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CHEMISTRY    AND    TOXICOLOGY,    AND    HYGIENE. 

Prof.    Wm.  P.   Tonry,  Ph.  D.,  M  D. 

The  course  of  chemistry  will  embrace  elementary,  medical  and 
legal  chemistry,  and  the  lectures  will  be  practical  and  fully  illustrated. 

Two  hours  each  week  will  be  given  to  analytical  chemistry  and 
laboratory  practice.  Practical  analytical  work  is  obligatory  for  first 
and  second  course  students,  the  work  during  the  first  year  being  con- 
fined principally  to  examination  of  bases  and  acids,  the  second  coiirse 
student  being  required  to  give  his  attention  to  clinical  chemistry  in 
analyses  of  medicines,  food,  water,  urine,  &c.,  and  to  chemical  and 
microscopical  examination  of  blood  and  other  stains  on  clothing. 

In  addition  to  -Lectures  on  Toxicology,  the  effects  of  poisons  on  the 
lower  animals  will  be  shown,  and,  at  end  of  course,  the  students  will 
be  required  to  make  a  post-mortem  examination  of  human  cadaver 
and  chemical  examination  of  same,  for  poisons.  Neither  breakable 
apparatus,  such  as  test  tubes,  beaker  glasses  and  porcelain  dishes,  nor, 
platinum  vessels  or  solutions,  will  be  furnished  by  the  College ;  all 
other  chemicals  will  be  furnished  by  the  College  without  extra  charge. 

In  Hygiene,  such  questions  as  are  of  practical  use  to  health  and 
quarantine  officers,  and  to  army  and  navy  surgeons,  will  receive 
special  attention. 

PHYSIOLOGY    AND    CENITO-URIN ARY    DISEASES. 

Prof.  J.  I).  Blake,  M.  D. 
In  this  department  the  professor  will  illustrate  the  physiological 
functions  and  processes,  by  operations  on  living  animals,  charts, 
diagrams,  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  sections;  and  modern 
appliances  for  a  thorough  elucidation  of  the  subject  will  be  brought 
into  requisition.  He  will  also  give  a  course  of  lectures  on  genito- 
urinary diseases. 

DISEASES    OF    THE    NOSE,    THROAT    AND    CHEST. 

Prof.  8.  K.  Merrick,  M.  D. 
This  department  will  give  practical  instruction  in  laryngology  and 
rhinology,  and  diseases  of  chest,  the  lectures  being  illustrated. 

Auscultation  and  percussion  will  also  be  taught,  and  all  the  methods 
of  physical  diagnosis  will  receive  thorough  attention. 

PRINCIPLES    AND     PRACTICE    OF    SURGERY. 
Prof.  Edmund  E.   Walker,  M.  D. 

In  the  course  upon  this  eminently  practical  branch,  the  constant 
aim  will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly  understand  and  know  the 
broad  principles  of  tin;  science,  and  thus  and  then  tit  him  for  the 
intelligent  and  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

DISEASES    OF    THE    EYE    AND    EAR. 
Prof.  Geonje  Reuling,  M.  D. 
The  course  of  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  both  theoretical  and 
practical.     The  student  will  be  given  the  most  advanced  ideas  relative 
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•to  the  anatomy  and  physiology  of  tlie  organs  of  sight  and  liearing. 
The  nse  of  the  ophthabnoscoj^e  and  the  errors  of  refraction  and  the 
different  methods  of  determining  color-blindness  and  simulation  of 
blindness  will  be  practically  demonstrated,  and  the  various  diseases  of 
the  eye  and  ear,  and  operations  for  cataract,  glaucoma,  adherent  iris, 
convergent  and  divergent  squint,  diseases  of  the  lachrymal  apparatus 
and  malposition  of  the  eyelids  Avill  be  treated  in  the  presence  of  the 
student,  so  as  to  render  him  capable  of  treating  all  oixlinary  diseases 
of  those  organs  that  may  come  under  his  care.  The  introduction  of 
the  Eustachian  catheter,  methods  of  determining  the  acuteness  of 
hearing,  the  method  of  Politzer,  and  all  the  surgical  operations  for  the 
diseases  of  the  ear,  will  be  performed  during  a  session. 
DISEASES    OF    WOMEN. 

Frof.  T.  A.  Ashly,  31.  D. 
This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of 
generation,  their  physiological  functions,  and  the  various  methods 
and  instruments  necessary  for  making  diagnoses.  Diseases  and  dis- 
placements and  the  various  methods  of  remedying  them  will  be  taken 
up  in  rotation  and  duly  considered.  In  addition  to  the  facilities  for 
•examination  and  treatment  of  cases  selected  from  the  Dispensary, 
■students  have  the  privilege  of  assisting  in  the  various  operations  in 
the  hospital. 

DERMATOLOGY. 
William  Lee.  J/.  Z>.,  Lecturer., 

Will  deliver  a  thorough  course  of  lectures  on  diseases  of  the  skin,  and 
in  addition  to  clinics,  the  microscope  will  be  used  when  needed,  and 
numerous  plates  of  the  different  diseases  be  shown. 

PATHOLOGY    AND    MICROSCOPY. 

C.   O.  J[;ih:r,  2f.  X».,  Lecturer. 
The  lecturer  will  give  practical  instruction  on  these  fundamental 
branches,  and  endeavor  to  famih'arize  students  with  the  microscopic 
appearance  of  disease  as  seen  on  the  post-mortem  table,  requiring  them 
to  assist  in  making  one  or  more  autopsies. 

Microscopic  histology  and  ])athology,  as  taught  in  tlie  laboi-atory, 
will  be  an  important  feature,  bacteriology  receiving  especial  attention 
in  its  relation  to  infectious  diseases. 

MEDICAL    JURISPRUDENCE. 

DaniM  L.  Brtnton^  LL.  B.^  Lecturer. 

The  lectures  on  this  important  topic  will  be  practical,  students  being 

taught  how  to  testify  in   court,  how  to  conduct  themselves  under 

■cross-examination    on    the   witness   stand,   and    answer    h\'potheticai 

questions  in  giving  expert  testiuiony. 

PRACTICAL     PHARMACY. 
J.  Wel>l>  Foster.  Fh.  G.,  Lecturer. 
A  course  of  lectures  on  this  subject  will   be  given,  showing  the 
methods   of   weighing,  measuring,  compounding   and   administering 
-drugs,  &c.,  &c. 
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PRACTICAL    ANATOMY. 

J.  B.  Schivatka,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator. 

The  dissecting  room  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  in  charge  of 
the  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  who  demonstrates  all  dissections,  all 
stndents  being  required  to  dissect  each  year,  and  at  least.,  a  whole 
body.  The  demonstr-ator  issues  tickets  only  to  those  who  make 
thorough  dissections. 

CLINICS. 

Every  physician  keenl}'  appreciates  the  advantages  derived  from^ 
observation  and  study  of  disease  at  the  bedside.  Deprivation  of 
such  clinical  instruction,  stands  as  an  impediment  to  success,  on  the 
threshold  of  every  inexperienced  practitioner,  and  embarrasses  his 
actions  during  the  early  years  of  his  professional  career. 

To  obviate  such  menace  to  tlie  .young  practitioner  and  render  him 
thoroughly  competent  io  practice  \\\fi  profession  when  he  emerges  as  a 
graduate  from  our  institution,  we  devote  especial  attention  to  clinics.. 
Attendance  upon  clinics  is  as  obligatory  as  upon  didactic  lectures. 

On  Monday.  Pkof.  Mekrhjk  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  the  nose,, 
throat  and  cliest.  showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and 
laryngoscopic  examinations,  demonstrating  auscultation  and  percussion,^ 
and  performing  operations  on  the  air  passages. 

Students  are  required,  under  direction  of  the  professor,  in  the 
amphitheatre  and  in  the  wards  of  the  hospital,  to  practice  inspection, 
palpation,  auscultation  and  percussion,  make  examinations  of  throat, 
nose  and  chest,  and  diagnose  diseases. 

On  Tuesday,  Prof.  Stekett  will  clinic  on  practice  of  medicine^ 
selecting  from  abundant  material  such  cases  as  best  illustrate  the 
didactic  lectures  on  that  subject,  going  through  each  case  analytically, 
illustrating  the  different  phases  and  peculiarities  which  diseases  assume, 
and  diagnosing  and  treating  patients  in  presence  of  the  students. 
Phyiscal  diagnosis  is  taught  in  clinics,  each  student  being  required  to 
make  an  examination  of  patients  in  presence  .it'  the  class,  being  guided 
in  his  elforts  by  the  teacher. 

On  Wednesday.  Prof.  Walker  condiu-ts  a  surgical  clinic,  perform- 
ing in  the  amphitheatre  such  operations  as  resections,  amputations,, 
trephining,  adjustment  of  fractures,  and  removal  of  tumors.  Students 
are  required,  under  direction  of  the  Professor,  to  make  surgical 
diagnoses,  apply  bandages,  and  dress  wounds.  The  class  is  divided 
into  sections,  and  instruction  is  given  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital,  in 
adjustment  of  fractures,  application  of  splints,  bandaging,  antispeptic 
management  of  wounds,  &c. 

On  Thursday.,  Prof.  Keulinu  will  cUnic  on  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,, 
demonstrating  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  exhibiting  all  forms  of 
disease  of  eye  and  ear,  performing  the  various  operations  for  glaucoma,, 
cataract  and  strabismus,  explaining  treatment  and  recpiiring  students. 
to  examine  and  diagnose  cases. 
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On  Friday,  Pkof.  Bkinton  clinics  on  diseases  of  children.  The 
cases  in  the  clinic  are  numerous  and  interesting,  including  diseases  of 
infancy,  and  derangements  due  to  dentition  and  feeding. 

On  same  day,  Prof.  Hill  clinics  on  insanity  and  diseases  of  the 
nervous  system,  showing  methods  and  appliances  for  diagnosing  these 
obscure  conditions,  and  especially  pointing  out  their  prophylaxis  and 
treatment. 

On  Saturday,  Prof.  Blakk  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  genito-urinary 
organs  and  venereal  diseases.  All  forms  of  disease  of  this  class  will 
be  shown  and  treated,  including  the  surgical  operation  when  such  i& 
required,  in  presence  of  the  student.  Lithotomy,  circumcision,  ureth- 
rotomy, and  all  other  operations  in  this  branch  are  performed  in 
amphitheatre,  in  presence  of  the  class.  Students  are  also  taught  to 
pass  catheters,  sounds,  &c. 

On  same  da)\  Pjjof.  Ashby  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  women,  sliow- 
ing  diseases  peculiar  to  females  and  performing  operations  on  vagina, 
uterus  and  bladder.  He  will  require  each  student  under  his  direction 
to  examine  the  vagina,  introduce  the  speculum,  and  manipulate  the 
uterus  in  diagnosis.  Students  ai-e  required  to  assist  in  operations,. 
such  as  ovariotony,  tfec,  etc. 

Prof.  Brinton  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur. 
It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice 
do  unfavorable  results  dMUiage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  mid- 
wifery, special  attention  is  given  to  ground  our  students  thoroughly 
in  practical  obstetrics.  J^y  prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic 
and  telegraphic  communication,  classes  of  students  are  summoned 
from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  lying-in  department,  whenever 
cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in  chamber,  they  are  taught 
the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  observe  the  progress 
and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery^ 
in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  and  the  various  other  operations 
required  in  dystocia.  Students  are  also  required  to  auscultate  the 
foetal  heart,  practice  bellotement,  and  assist  in  management  of  the 
new-born  infant. 

During  our  last  session  every  ntudent  sav)  and  assisted  in  eases  of 
labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable  pride,  points  to 
the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  portals  with  a 
practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent  to 
enter  any  field  of  labor  and  rationally  pursue  the  practice  of  the 
obstetric  art. 

Regular  and  piinctual  attendance  is  recpiired  at  all  clinical,  as  well 
as  at  all  didactic  lectures. 

GRADED    COURSE. 

Whilst  students  are  permitted  to  come  forward  for  graduation  at 
the  termination  of  their  second  course,  the  faculty  recommends  a 
three-years'  graded  course  to  all  students  of  medicine.  This  graded 
eourse  is  entirely  optional  with  the  student,  and  he  is  not  required  to-

pursue  his  studies  on  this  plan  unless  he  so  elect.  For  tlie  benefit  of 
those  desiring  to  take  the  graded  course,  the  following  schedule  is 
arranged :  At  the  end  of  the  second  course  they  will  be  examined  on 
anatomy,  physiolog}',  genito-urinary  and  venereal  diseases,  chemistry, 
toxicology  and  hygiene,  and  materia  mediea  and  therapeutics. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  coiirse  they  will  be  examined  on  principles 
and  practice  of  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  diseases  of  children, 
insanit}'  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat 
and  chest,  diseases  of  women  and  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  and  on 
any  branch  or  branches  on  which  they  may  have  failed  at  the  end 
of  the  second  course. 

With  the  view  of  encouraging  students  to  take  the  graded  course, 
no  leeticre  fee  will  be  required  for  the  third  year. 

PRIZES. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence 
and  laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge 
of  medicine  and  sui-gery,  a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  faculty  medal, 
will  be  awarded  the  student  standing  the  best  tinal  examination. 
Five  college  prizes  will  also  be  awarded  the  next  five  students  stand- 
ing the  best  examinations,  in  the  order  of  theii-  respective  merits. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last 
of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College,  have  paid  all  fees  due  the 
■College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty. 
Graduates  of  other  medical  Colleges  in  good  standing,  desii-ing  to 
attend  lectures,  a r-e  required  to  mati-iculate  only,  but  those  desiring  to 
graduate  are  requii-ed  to  pay  the  matriculation  and  diploma  fees,  and 
pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty. 

BALTIMORE, 

with  her  teeming  population  of  half  a  million  people,  furnishes  a 
<;omparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries,  has  a  salu- 
brious climate,  is  possessed  of  a  people  proverbial  for  their  genial 
hospitality,  is  connected  by  railway  with  every  other  city  in  the 
country,  is  yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as 
a  great  medical  centre,  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those 
■desiring  to  acquire  a  medical  education,  or  reside  within  her  limits.

SCHOLARSHIPS. 

In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  other  medical  schools,  and  in 
order  to  place  a  medical  education  witliin  reach  of  worthy  and  well 
■qualified  young  men  of  limited  means,  such  will  be  admitted  on  the 
payment  of  a  special  or  scholarship  fee,  which  is  one-half  the  fee  for 
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the  regular  Winter  Course,   or  $50.00.     The  following  is  the  sum- 
mary of  fees  for  scholarship  : 

Scholarship  fee  for  full  Course  of  Lectures $50.00 

Matriculation  fee 5.00 

Total  Fees  for  Scholarship $55.00 

Students  who  have  studied  two  full  courses  in  this  College,  or  one 
full  course  in  some  other  reputable  College,  and  the  second  in  this 
College,  are  exempt  from  payment  of  lecture  fee  on  their  third 
course ;  provided,  the  last  two  courses  are  consecutive. 

The  seats  in  the  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers  beginning 
at  the  front,  near  the  lecturer,  and  students  desiring  a  seat  near  the 
teacher,  can  obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  when  their 
names  will  be  registered  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  matricu- 
lation. 

1^0  dissecting  fee  is  required,  material  for  anatomical,  histological, 
physiological  and  pathological  pui-poses  being  furnished  the  student,, 
free  of  cost. 

Persons  wishing  to  take  one  or  more  special  courses  can  do  so  by 
paying  the  matriculation  fee,  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  professor 
whose  lectures  he  attends. 

Graduates  of  reputable  Dental  Colleges  who  can  submit  evidence 
of  attendance  upon  lectures  on  Materia  Medica,  Chemistry  and  Oral 
Sur^erv,  will  be  admitted  as  second  course  students. 

All  fees,  except  for  graduation,  must  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of 
the  Session.  The  diploma  fee  is  $30.00  in  all  cases,  and  must  be 
deposited  with  the  Dean  on  or  before  March  1st. 

The  Adeundem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  members 
of  the  medical  profession. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  at  from  $3.00  to  $5.00  per  week ;  and  we 
consider  it  proper  to  say,  the  cost  of  living  is  less  in  Baltimore  than 
in  any  other  city  in  the  country  presenting  the  same  medical  advan- 
tages. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on 
arriving  in  the  city,  ai-e  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct 
to  "Baltimore  Medical  College,"  "Howard  street,  nortli  of  Madison 
street,"  where  it  will  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable 
boarding  house  has  been  selected. 

Students,  on  arriving  in  the  city,  are  requested  to  report  at  once  at 
the  College  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison  street,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  registering  their  names.  The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be 
found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to  good  boarding  houses  and 
give  them  any  information  they  may  desire.

(^3d  Medical  College,  the  facultj'  embraces  the  opportunity  to  thank  its  many 
friends  and  patrons,  for  their  hearty  good  will  manifested  toward  the  insititn- 
tion,  and  for  their  cordial  and  efficient  support  of  the   same. 

The  rapid  and  marvelous  advance  in  the  science  of  medicine  and  !<urgery, 
the  laudable  and  conservative  tendency  of  the  State  Boards  to  encourage  the 
adoption  of  a  higher  standard  of  medical  education,  and  our  conviction  that 
teaching  facilities  should  be  increased  proportionallj'  to  the  additional  knowledge 
required,  have  confirmed  our  adherence  to  our  well  known  and  unswerving 
policy  of  establishing  such  additional  facilities  as  educational  progress  demands. 

In  pursuance  of  this  policy,  we  have,  since  the  close  of  the  past  session, 
materially  increased  our  former  excellent  clinical  facilities,  by  enlarging  the 
>raryland  General  Hospital  much  beyond  its  former  capacity ;  thus  placing 
within  our  control,  much  greater  hospital  and  clinical  advantages  than  form- 
erly, though  always  ample  and  beyond  our  needs. 

Conscious  of  the  fact,  that  to  continue  in  the  van  of  medical  progress,  we 
must  maintain  our  College  in  a  condition  thoroughly  equipped  for  the  study 
of   medicine,  we  hasten   to   adopt  all    new  and  useful    features  and  methods. 

We  feel  pleasure  in  announcing  that  in  the  session  just  closed,  we  have  registered 
the  largest  class  of  students,  and  recorded  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of 
the  College.  The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  steady  annual  increase 
of  the  number  of  students  over  each  preceding  year,-  by  the  marked  advance  in 
general  and  technical  education  of  those  entering  now,  as  compared  with  former 
years,  by  the  invariable  return  of  our  former  students,  by  the  increasing  excellence 
of  examinations  passed  at  the  close  of  each  session, — made  possible  by  inductive 
methods  of  teaching  and  increased  opportunities, — and  by  the  cordial  appreciation 
of  the  medical  profession  and  the  confidence  of  the  public.  The  vast  and  ever 
enlarging  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery,  is  covered  in  this  college,  by  a  full  corps 
of  competent  teachers,  enabling  the  student  to  master  in  detail,  the  numerou>^ 
broad  principles  and  facts  to  be  learned,  and  almost  imperceptibly  to  himself,  pre- 
pared to  surnxount  the  obstacles  he  may  encounter  ip  practicing  the  medical  art. 
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THE    COLLEGE 

is  a  commodious  building,  fronting  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison  street,  con- 
taining a  faculty  room,  Dean's  office,  reading  room  and  cloak  room,  a  museum 
filled  with  pathological  specimens  and  preparations,  a  dispensary  with  reception 
room,  consultation  rooms  and  drug  room,  a  spacious  chemical  laboratory,  one  of 
the  most  improved  and  comfortable  dissecting  rooms  in  the  country,  a  histological 
and  pathological  laboratory  filled  with  the  best  European  microscopes  and  appa- 
ratus, with  ample  light  for  microscopical  work,  a  modern  amphitheatre,  well 
arranged  and  lighted  for  surgical  operations  and  clinical  work,  and  a  large  and 
well  ventilated  lecture  room  adapted  to  didactic  lectures. 

The  amphitheatre  is  connected  with  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  by  means  of 
an  elevated  corridor,  so  that  patients  with  all  forms  of  diseases  and  injuries,  can 
be  conveniently  brought  before  the  class  for  medical  and  surgical  treatment.  The 
heating  and  ventilation  are  thorough,  being  especially  arranged  for  the  convenience, 
health  and  comfort  of  students. 

HOSPITAL    FACILITIES. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  the  main  building  of  which  is  connected  by 
a  corridor  with  the  Oollege  building,  belongs  to,  and  is  under  the  exclusive  control 
•f,  the  faculty. 

The  Lying-in  Department  is  conveniently  situated  for  clinical  teaching. 

The  JSye  and  Ear  Department,  is  likewise  a  valuable  feature  of  this  College  and 
admirably  situated  for  utilization  of  its  clinical  material. 

The  Children's  Department,  furnishes  a  series  of  interesting  cases  for  illustrating 
lectures  on  diseases  of  children. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  treats  thousands  of  cases  annually,  and 
is  another  fruitful  clinical  institution  at  our  command. 

The  Outdoor  Department  of  the  dispensary  presents  abundant  opportunities  for 
practical  clinical  work. 

The  Pharmacy  is  adjacent  to  the  Dispensary. 

Mount  Hiipt  Retreat,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the 
country,  is  filled  with  patients  suffering  from  mental  diseases. 

LABORATORIES. 

The  Chemital  Laboratory  and  lecture  hall  occupy  one  floor  of  the  College  building. 

The  A^iatomical  Laboratory  is  comfortable,  well  lighted  and  thoroughly  equipped. 

The  Histological  and  Pathological  Laboratory  is  located  in  College  building  and  is 
one  of  the  most  imjjortant  features  for  scientific  and  fundamental  instruction.  It 
is  well  supplied  with  the  best  imported  microscopes. 

All  these  institutions,  departments  and  laboratories,  belong  to,  and  are  under  the 
exclusive  control  of,  the  Baltimore  Medical  College,  and  furnish  a  wide  field  of  almost 
unlimited  clinical  material  and  opportunities  for  medical  study,  in  one  of  the  most 
populous  cities  of  the  countrj',  presenting  in  native  and  foreign  born  diseases  of 
almost  every  race,  country  and  clime,  during  a  session. 
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APPOINTMENTS. 

In  addition  to  these  advantages,  \vc  elwf  annually,  at  end  of  tlie  session,  from  the 
graduates  of  tlie  College,  a  Resident  Physician,  and  an  Assistatit  Resident  Piiysician  for 
the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  and  assistants  for  its  several  departments;  a  Dis- 
pcnuari/  Physician  toT  the  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  and  a  Pharmacist.  The 
Resident  Physician,  Dispensary  Physician  and  Pharmacist,  receive  salaries. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages,  can  obtain 
residence  in  the  hospital.  These  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and  are  assigned 
to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under  the  care  and  direc- 
tion of  the  attending  professors,  and  thus  made  practically  familiar  with  the  treat- 
ment and  management  of  patients.  The  Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  tshe 
various  departments  and  wards  during  the  session,  and  have  in  dt-tail  all  advan- 
tages of  the  entire  hospital.  They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  pro- 
fession with  a  confidence  born  of  experience  and  close  observation. 

THE    REGULAR    WINTER    COURSE 

of  lectures  will  begin  October  1,  1891,  and  end  April  1,  1892. 

During  the  session,  from  five  to  seven  didactic  and  one  to  two  clinical  lectuies 
will  be  delivered  daily.  These  lectures  will  be  so  arranged  as  to  render  thejn 
eminently  practical  and  easily  comprehended  by  having  typical  clinical  material  to 
illustrate  the  didactics. 

Diagnoses  will  be  made  and  reasons  for  same  repeated  to  the  class  so  frequently 
during  the  session,  in  all  the  departments,  as  to  render  the  students  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  work.  The  faculty  desires  that  no  graduate  leave  this  College 
without  having  a  definite  amount  of  practical  hospital  instruction  ;  a  continued 
chain  or  series  of  important  clinical  cases  of  medicine  and  surgery  will  be  presented 
during  the  session. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE, 

which  is  given  gratis,  to  all  students  of  medicine,  will  begin  September  1st,  1891, 
and  continue  until  October  1st,  1891. 

It  consists  of  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  so  arranged,  as  to  gradually  lead  the 
student  up  to  the  greater  requirements  of  the  regular  Winter  Course.  During  this 
course,  physical  diagnosis,  minor  surgery,  bandaging,  methods  and  preliminaries 
to  surgical  operations,  dressing  of  wounds,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases 
of  women,  with  methods  of  examination,  preliminaries  to  surgical  ojjerations  on 
nose  and  throat,  with  clinical  work,  clinical  work  in  genito-urinary  and  venereal 
diseases,  diseases  of  children,  and  by  means  of  manikin  and  obstetric  clinic,  the 
phenomena  of  actual  labor,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  cases  in  clinical  medicine, 
and  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity,  will  all  be  presented  to  students  in  a 
manner  easily  comprehended.  Lectures  will  also  be  delivered  on  medical  physics, 
elementary  chemistry,  topographical  anatomy,  anatomy  of  the  skeleton,  and  phar- 
macy. The  Preliminary  Fall  Course  is  given  in  order  to  prepare  the  minds  of  stu- 
dents for  the  more  ready  reception  and  comprehension  of  the  lectures  delivered  dur- 
ing the  regular  Winter  Course. 
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During  the  course,  students  can  devote  much  time  to  chemical,  histological  ami 
pathological  work  in  laboratories  ;  and  all  work  done  at  this  time  will  be  considered 
as  part  of  the  practical  work  required  during  the  regular  Winter  Course,  and  so 
credited,  thus  leaving  more  time  for  study  during  the  regular  course. 

REVIEWS. 

We  conduct  regular  and  systematic  daily,  oral  and  periodical  written  examina- 
tions of  all  work  done  in  the  several  departments  ;  this  more  emphatically  stamps 
upon  the  minds  of  students  what  they  have  seen  and  heard,  and  better  qualifies 
them  for  any  additional  examination  that  may  be  required  by  any  State  Board. 

These  special  oral  and  written  examinations  held  during  the  course,  also  serve 
to  train  and  prepare  students  for  their  final  examination,  which  is  both  oral  and 
written. 

THE    POLICY 

of  the  College  is  to  righteously  comply  with  all  agreements  set  forth  in  our  annouce- 
ment  and  to  give  even  more  opportunities  for  the  study  of  medicine  than  are 
offered  therein. 

CALENDAR. 

The  Frelindnanj  Fall  Coarse  begins  September  1,  18H1,  and  ends  September  30, 
1891.  The  regular  Winter  Course  begins  October  1,  1891,  and  ends  April  1,  1892. 
The  holidays  are  Election  day,  Thanksgiving  day,  Christmas  vacation,  extending 
from  Thursday,  December  24,  1891,  to  Monday,  January  4,  1892,  and  Washington's 
birth-day. 

THE    MARYLAND    GENERAL    HOSPITAL, 

located  on  Linden  avenue  north  of  Madison  street,  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
college  building,  is  liberally  supported  by  the  State  of  Maryland,  which  maintains, 
in  tliis  institution,  patients  from  every  county  and  from  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Its  wards  contain  beds  occupied  by  patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form  of 
indigenous  disease,'  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical  cases,  presenting  a  vast 
field  and  abundant  harvest  of  knowledge  for  observing  students. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  session  the  hospital  has  been  enlarged,  much  beyond 
its  former  capacity ;  new  wards  and  rooms  have  been  added,  and  the  increase  of 
invalids  within  it,  renders  it  a  better  field  for  clinical  work  and  observation.  A 
portion  of  this  hospital  is  used  as  a 

CITY    HOSPITAL, 

which  contains  beds  filled  with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  supported  by  the 
generous  City  of  Baltimore.  With  her  merited  reputation  for  charity,  Baltimore 
appropriates  liberally  for  the  support  of  the  worthy  poor  in  this  institution. 

THE    GYNECOLOGICAL    DEPARTMENT 

is  filled  with  females  seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vaginal,  ovarian  and  other 
diseases  peculiar  to  females,  and  furnishes  a  large  and  varied  clinic  for  the  practi- 
cal instruction  of  students  in  this  eminently  important  branch. 
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THE    LYINC-IN    DEPARTMENT, 

:i  separate  building  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  .Madison  street,  i-  a  feature  h. 
which  we  point  with  especial  pride,  furnisliing  us  as  it  does,  witli  abundant  obstet- 
ric clinic,  and  enabling  us  to  give  our  students  a  thorough  and  practical  obstetric 
training.  Ininiaculate  cleanliness  characterizes  its  wards,  rooms,  halls,  bedding  and 
the  clothing  of  patients,  and  rigid  sanitary  antiseptic  and  asei)tic  precautions  prevail. 
The  students  are  here  enabled  not  only  to  become  practically  /(tmiliar  with  the 
plienomena  of  labor,  but  to  note  the  necessary /»cc«i(//y«^  with  whieii  the  lying-in 
female  should  be  surrounded,  before,  ilurlug  and  ufter  labor. 

THE    EYE    AND    EAR    DEPARTMENT,' 

pleasantly  situated  on  Howard  street  north  of  IMadison  street,  in  iu.xtaiiosii  ii'ii 
Ui  the  College,  is  equipped  with  all  the  modern  requirements  for  the  practical  stuil\ 
•  if  ophthalmic  and  aural  science.  It  contains  reception  and  examination  rooms  for 
patients,  a  dark  room  for  ophthalmoscopic  examination,  an  oi>erating  room,  and 
well  lighted  and  ventilated  bedrooms  for  resident  jjatients.  This  <lepartment 
furnishes  abundant  clinical  material  for  practical  instruction  of  students,  on  dis- 
eases of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

THE    BALTIMORE     MEDICAL    COLLEGE    DISPENSARY, 

e.vcellently  arranged,  consisting  of  reception  room,  drug  room  and  consultation 
rooms,  treats  thousands  of  patients  annually,  and  of  itself  yields  an  almost  inex- 
haustible supply  of  nuiterial,  meeting,  as  it  does,  the  sick  demands  of  a  large  portion 
of  the  indigent  population  of  Baltimore.  The  oiUduur  dcjiurtment  of  the  dispensary 
presents  another  large  area  for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the  advanced  students 
being  permitted  to  visit  and  treat  the  sick  at  their  homes,  under  the  supervision  of 
the  professors  or  their  assistants.  Obstetric  cases  are  registered  here,  and  during 
labor  are  attended  by  advanced  students,  under  the  direction  of  the  Dispensary 
physician  or  his  assistants. 

THE  NORTHWESTERN  DISPENSARY 

is  one  of  the  most  useful  charitable  institutions  of  Baltimore,  in  which  about  six 
thousand  indigent  sick  are  annually  treated.  Prof.  S.  K.  Merrick,  M.  D.,  of  this 
faculty,  is  chief  oi  the  Throat  and  Chest  Department,  and  our  students  have  the  privi- 
lege of  attending,  under  his  direction  and  patronage,  three  clinics  weekly  on  his 
special  branch.  The  clinic  is  easily  accessible,  being  only  a  few  squares  from  the 
College. 

MOUNT    HOPE    RETREAT, 

containing  an  average  of  560  patients  and  invalids,  one  of  the  largest  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  the  United  States,  a  model  in  all  that  pertains  to  care  and  comfort  of 
its  inmates,  under  control  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles 
G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  offers  great  opportunities  to  the  students  of  this 
college  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 
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THE    COLLEGE    MUSEUM 

contains  an  extensive  collection  ot  specimens,  of  pathological  productions,  models 
and  casts,  which  are  used  for  illustration  of  the  various  subjects  taught.  These 
specimens  increase  yearly  and  form  a  valuable  collection  for  illustrating  diseases. 
The  Pathologist  has  this  material  to  use  in  further  illustrating  his  important  and 
fundamental  branch. 

THE    CABINETS 

of  the  College  and  the  interesting  private  collection  of  the  professors,  are  used  to 
exemplify  subjects  and  stamp  on  the  minds  of  students  mental  pictures  of  subjects 
presented.  In  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  faculty  to 
render  lectures  plain  and  easy  of  comprehension.

Didactic    Lectures. 

NERVOUS    AND    MENTAL    DISEASES. 

Prof.  Citnrles  G.  Hill,  M.  D. 

The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases  renders  it  necessary  that  the 
medical  student  should  be  thoroughly  equipped  in  all  that  pertains  to  this  branch 
of  his  studies.  With  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  charts,  diagrams,  models,  histo- 
logical and  pathological  preparations,  the  department  will  be  rendered  as  thorough 
and  practical  as  possible.  The  subject  of  insanity  will  be  presented  and  typical 
cases  exhibited  to  the  class.  Practical  lessons  in  electricity  will  be  given,  and 
students  shown  and  taught  how  to  use  the  instruments  and  appliances  necessary  in 
the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

MATERIA    MEDICA    AND    THERAPEUTICS.' 

Prof.  R.  H.  P.  Ellis,  M.  B. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medica  is  absolutely  necessary  for  the  student 
to  intelligently  comprehend  the  science  of  Therapeutics,  the  latter  being  insepar- 
able from  the  former.  It  is  therefore  desirable  that  the  student  should  become 
familiar  with  the  origin,  nature,  physiological  and  therapeutic  effects  of  medicine 
in  general,  together  with  their  most  approved  combinations  and  modes  of  applica- 
tion and  administration  for  the  relief  and  cure  of  disease. 

To  accomplish  this,  the  professor  of  this  department,  will  endeavor  to  treat  the 
subject  in  a  clear  and  practical  manner.  Samples  of  medicines  will  be  shown  the 
class  at  each  lecture,  the  faculty  having  procured  for  this  purpose  cabinets  of  pure 
and  crude  drugs,  as  complete  as  can  be  found  in  the  country.  Students  personally 
examine  and  handle  these  drugs  during  the  term,  that  they  may  become  familiar 
with  all  medicines  required  in  practice.  The  students  will  also  witness  the  actual 
therapeutic  effects  of  medicines  by  seeing  them  prescribed  in  the  daily  clinics,  and 
by  observing  their  effects  on  the  patients  in  the  hospital, 
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OBSTETRICS. 

Prof.   Wilmer  Brinton,  M.  D. 

The  professor  of  this  department,  brings  to  it.  knowledge  derived  from  an  exten- 
sive obstetric  experience,  obtained  in  hospital  and  private  practice.  He  will  aim 
to  impart  instruction  in  a  practical  and  comprehensible  manner.  Illustrations 
will  be  made  by  plats,  diagrams,  models  in  wax  and  a  superb  manikin.  Students 
will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and  positions,  and 
■  in  the  best  methods  of  using  instruments  in  obstetric  practice,  each  student  being 
required  to  practice  all  obstetric  operations  on  the  manikin. 

ANATOMY    AND    OPERATIVE    SURGERY. 

Prof.  A.  G.  Pole,  M.  D. 

Since  Anatomy  is  one  of  the  fundamental  branches  upon  which  the  superstructure 
of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  the  professor  in  this  department  will,  by  means 
of  lectures,  dissections,  diagrams  and  frequent  reviews,  teach  the  subject  in  a 
thorough  and  practical  manner.  Topographical  and  surgical  anatomy  will  receive 
l)articular  attention.  A  complete  course  on  operative  surgery  will  be  given,  the 
various  operations  being  performed  upoTi  the  cadaver  in  presence  of  the  cla.ss  ;  the 
advanced  students  are  required  to  perform  these  operations  under  direction  of  tlie 
professor. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    PRACTICE    OF    MEDICINE. 

Prof.  David  Streett,  M.  D. 

Thi.s  chair  will  begin  with  the  enunciation  of  general,  broad  and  leading  principles 
and  terms,  a  knowledge  of  which  is  necessary  to  enable  tlic  student  to  comprehend 
the  lectures  subseqently  given  on  general  and  organic  diseases. 

The  major  portion  of  the  session  will  be  devoted  to  consideration  of  local, 
organic,  general,  and  infectious  diseases. 

CHEMISTRY    AND   TOXICOLOGY,  AND   SANITARY   SCIENCE. 

Prof.   Wm.  P.  Tonry.  Ph.  D.,  M.  D. 

The  course  of  chemistry  will  embrace  elementary,  medical  and  legal  chemistry, 
and  the  lectures  will  be  practical  and  fully  illustrated. 

Two  hours  each  week  will  be  given  to  analytical  chemistry  and  laboratory  prac- 
tice. Practical  analytical  work  for  first  and  second  course  students,  is  required  ; 
the  work  during  the  first  year  being  confined  princii)ally  to  examination  of  bases 
and  acids;  the  second  course  students  are  required  to  give  attention  to  clinical 
chemistrj'  in  analyses  of  medicines,  food,  water,  urine,  &c.,  and  to  chenn'cal  and 
microscopical  examination  of  blood  and  other  stains  on  clothing. 

In  addition  to  lectures  on  toxicology,  the  effects  of  poisons  on  the  lower  animals 
will  be  shown,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  course,  the  .students  will  be  required  to  make  a 
post-mortem  examination  of  a  human  cadaver,and  chemical  examination  of  the  same, 
for  poisons.  Neither  breakable  apparatus,  such  as  test  tubes,  beaker  glasses  and 
porcelain  dishes,  nor,  platinum  vessels  or  solutions,  will  be  furnished  by  the  College; 
all  olhcr  chemicals  and  apparatus,  will  be  furnished  by  the_College  without  extra 
charge. 
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Sanitary  Science  will  receive  attention,  the  lectures  being  devoted  to  the  broad 
principles  governing  sanitation,  quarantine,  infection,  sewerage,  drainage,  and 
cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns.  Hygiune  of  homes  and  conununities  will  jreceive 
th*  attention  its  importance  demands. 

PHYSIOLOGY    AND    CENITO-URINARY    DISEASES. 

Prof.  J.  D.  Blake.  M.  D. 

In  this  department,  the  professor  will  illustrate  the  phj'siological  functions  and 
processes,  by  operations  on  living  aninuils,  charts,  diagrams,  and  carefully  pre- 
pared specimens  and  sections  ;  modern  appliances  for  a  thorough  elucidation  of  the 
subject  will  be  brought  into  requisition.  He  will  also  give  a  course  of  lectures  on 
genito-urinary  diseases,  illustrating  his  tlieme  by  diagrams,  dissections  and  patho- 
logical preparations  of  the  organs. 

DISEASES    OF    THE    NOSE,    THROAT    AND    CHEST. 

Prof.  S.  K.  Merrick,  M.  D. 

This  department  will  give  practical  instruction  in  laryngology,  rhinology,  and 
diseases  of  the  chest,  the  lectures  being  illustrated. 

.Vuscultation  and  percu.ision  will  also  be  taught,  and  all  tlie  methods  of  physical 
diagnosis  will  receive  thorough  attention. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    PRACTICE    OF    SURGERY. 

Prof  Edmund  R.   Walker,  A.  B.,  M.  T>. 

In  the  course  opon  this  eminently  practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to 
make  the  student  thoroughly  understand  and  Icnow  the  broad  principles  of  the 
science,  and  thus  and  then  fit  him  for  the  intelligent  and  successful  practice  of 
the  art. 

All  the  important  surgical  operations  will  be  demonstrated  on  the  cadaver,  so  that 
the  student  will  not  only  comprehend  the  science,  but  also  be  able  to  practice 
the  art  of  surgerj-. 

The  graduating  class  will  be  arranged  in  sections,  and  each  member  required  to 
practice  all  forms  of  bandaging. 

DISEASES    OF    THE    EYE    AND    EAR. 

Prof.  George  Reuling,  M.  D. 

The  course  of  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  both  theoretical  and  practical. 
The  student  will  be  given  tlie  most  advanced  ideas  relative  to  the  anatomy  and 
physiology  of  the  organs  of  sight  and  liearing.  The  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope 
and  the  errors  of  refraction  and  the  ditlerent  methods  of  determining  color-blindness 
and  simultation  of  blindness  will  be  practically  demonstrated  and  the  various 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  and  operations  for  cataract,  glaucoma,  adherent  iris, 
convergent  and  divergent  squint,  diseases  of  the  lachrymal  apparatus  and  malpo- 
sition of  the  eyelids  will  be  treated  in  the  presence  of  the  student,  so  as  to  render 
him  capable  of  treating  all  ordinary  diseases  of  these  organs  that  may  come  under 
his  care.  The  introduction  of  the  Eustachian  catheter,  method  of  determining  the 
acuteness  of  hearing,  the  method  of  Politzer,  and  all  the  surgical  operations  for  the 
diseases  of  the  ear,  will  be  performed  during  a  session. 
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DISEASES    OF    WOTiTEN. 

Prof.   T.  A.  Ashby.  M.  D. 

This  coarse  will  include  the  anatomy  of  tlie  female  organs  of  generation,  their 
physiological  functions,  and  the  various  methods  and  instruments  necessary  for 
making  diagnoses.  Diseases  and  displacements  and  the  various  methods  of  reme- 
dying them,  will  be  taken  up  and  considered  in  rotation.  In  addition  to  the  facil- 
ities for  examination  and  treatment  of  cases  selected  from  the  Dispeneary,  students 
assist  in  the  various  operations  in  the  hospital. 

DISEASES    OF    CHILDREN. 

A.  E.  Bond,  A.  B.,  M.  D.,  Lecturer, 

Will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  Diseases  of  Children.  The  subject  will  be 
discussed  from  scientific  and  practical  standpoints,  and  the  best  methods  will  be 
presented  to  the  students. 

PRACTICAL    PHARMACY. 

J.  Webb  Foster,  Ph.  (?.,  Lecturer. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  given,  showing  the  methods  of  weigh- 
ing, measuring,  compounding  and  administering  drugs  ;  how  to  make  powders,  pills, 
and  solutions  ;  and  all  those  practical  points  so  essential  to  a  physician's  success 
and  especially  to  those  intending  to  locate  in  the  rural  districts. 

MEDICAL    JURISPRUDENCE. 

Hon.  Daniel  L.  Brinton,  LL.  B.,  Lecturer. 

The  lectures  on  this  important  topic  will  be  practical,  students  being  taught  how 
to  testify  in  Court,  how  to  conduct  themselves  under  cross-examination  on  the  wit- 
ness stand,  and  answer  hypothetical  questions  in  giving  expert  testimony. 

Near  the  end  of  the  term  a  moot  court  will  be  held,  when  students  will  be  taught 
to  practice  what  they  have  learned  in  this  department. 

HISTOLOGY    AND    PATHOLOGY. 

F.  D.  Gavin,  M.  D.,  Lecturer. 

Since  the  issue  of  our  last  Annual  Announcement,  the  faculty  has  entirely  re- 
fitted the  Histological  and  Pathological  laboratory,  with  new  and  complete  appa- 
ratus, water  bath,  thermostat,  sterilizer,  and  the  best  microscopes  imported  from 
Europe. 

No  student  can  be  reasonably  expected  to  pursue  the  study  of  medicine  intelli- 
gently without  first  comprehending  the  histology  of  the  organs  and  tissues  involved 
in  diseases.  Every  student  will,  therefore,  be  required  to  do  practical  laboratory 
work  in  histology. 

Practical  Pathology,  is  required  of  second  and  third  course  students,  they  being 
required  to  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount,  examine  and  describe  the  tissues  and  organs 
involved  in  disease,  and  thus  acquire  a  practical  knowledge,  by  a  mental  picture,  of 
the  diseased  tissues.  Microscopes,  microtome,  staining  fluids,  and  all  necessary  ap- 
paratus, will  be  furnished  by  the  faculty  without  extra  charge. 
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This  course  will  not  be  required  of  students  wlio  have  done  the  same  work  else- 
where ;  but  such  as  desire  will  be  given  opportunity  for  advanced  and  original  work. 

All  advanced  students  will  be  required  to  work  in  Bacteriology,  to  understand 
methods  of  cultivation  and  isolation  of  bacteria,  their  staining,  mounting,  and 
examination,  and  laws  governing  their  relation  to  infectious  diseases. 

PRACTICAL    ANATOMY. 

J.  B.  ScJiwatka,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator. 

The  dissecting  room  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  in  charge  of  the  demon- 
strator of  anatomy,  who  demonstrates  dissections.  Students  are  required  to  dissect 
each  year,  and  at  least  a  whole  body.  The  demonstrator  issues  tickets  only  to  those 
who  make  thorough  dissections. 

LATIN. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  students  who  are  deficient  in  Latin,  lectures  and  recita- 
tions will  be  given  by  the  faculty.  Attention  to  these  exercises  is  not  required  of 
those  having  sufficient  Latin  training. 

CLINICS. 

Every  physician  keenly  appreciates  the  advantages  derived  from  observation  and 
study  of  diseases  at  tlie  bedside.  Absence  of  such  clinical  instruction  stands  as  an 
impediment  to  success  on  the  threshold  of  every  inexperienced  practitioner,  and 
embarrasses  his  action  during  the  early  years  of  his  professional  career.  To  obviate 
such  menace  to  the  young  practitioner,  and  render  him  thoroughly  competent  to 
practice  his  profession  when  he  emerges  as  a  graduate  from  our  institution,  we  de- 
vote especial  attention  to  clinic  and  hospital  work,  attention  to  which  is  as  obliga- 
tory as  upon  didactic  lectures. 

HOSPITAL    WORK. 

All  the  externes  of  the  graduation  class  will  be  divided  into  sections.  Each  sec- 
tion in  rotation  will  be  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  9  A.  M.,  and  make  the 
rounds  of  the  wards,  with  the  medical  or  surgical  attendant,  witness  and  assist  in 
treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of  surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures, 
observing  and  recording  of  pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  witness  and  practice 
physical  diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical  cases;  observe  the  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  lying-in  women,  management  of  new-born  infants;  practicing  diagnosis  in 
gynecology  ;  observe  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness  and  practice  all  important 
features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

This  hospital  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered  to  have  completed  his 
course  at  this  college  unless  he  lias  complied  with  regulations  for  hospital  work. 

CLINICS    IN    AMPHITHEATRE 

On  Monday,  Prof,  Mereick  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest, 
showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and  laryngoscopic  examinations,  demon- 
strating auscultation  and  percussion,  and  performing  operations  on  the  air  passages. 

Each  candidate  for  graduation  will  be  required  to  manipulate  and  adjust  the 
instruments  for  examination  of  nose,  throat  and  chest — practice  physical  diagnosis 
in  inspection,  palpitation,  auscultation  and  percussion. 
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On  Ttiesday,  Prof.  Streett  will  clinic  on  cases  belonging  to  his  department,  se- 
lecting from  abundant  material,  such  cases  as  best  illustrate  the  didactic  lectures 
on  practice  of  medicine,  going  through  each  case  analytically,  illustrating  the  dif- 
ferent phases  and  peculiarities  which  diseases  assume,  and  diagnosing  and  treating 
patients  in  presence  of  the  students. 

Physical  diagnosis  is  taught  in  clinics,  each  student  being  required  to  make  an 
examination  of  the  patient  in  presence  of  the  class,  being  guided  in  his  efforts  by 
the  teacher. 

On  Wednesday  Prof.  Walker  conducts  a  surgical  clinic,  performing  in  the  am- 
phitheatre such  operations  as  resections,  amputations,  trephining,  adjustment  of 
fractures,  and  removal  of  tumors.  Students  are  required  to  make  surgical  diagno- 
sis, apply  bandages  and  dress  wounds.  Sections  of  the  class  receive  instruction  at 
the  bedside  in  the  hospital,  in  adjustment  of  fractures,  application  of  sjjlintB,  band- 
aging, and  antispeptic  management  of  wounds. 

The  art  of  bandaging  will  be  specially  taught  by  the  demonstrator  of  bandaging 
and  minor  surgery,  the  class  being  divided  into  sections,  and  each  member  required 
to  perform  all  the  forms  of  bandaging  used  in  surgery. 

On  Thursday,  Prof.  Reuling  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  demonstrat- 
ing the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  exhibiting  all  forms  of  diseases  of  eye  and  ear, 
performing  the  various  operations  for  glaucoma,  cataract  and  strabismus,  explain- 
ing treatment,  and  requring  students  to  examine  and  diagnose  cases. 

Students  will  be  required  to  manipulate  the  opthalmoscope  and  otoscope  until 
sufficiently  familiar  with  their  use  to  use  them  in  practice. 

On  Friday,  Dr.  Bond  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  children.  The  cases  in  the  clinic 
are  numerous  and  interesting,  including  diseases  of  infancy  and  derangements  due 
to  dentition  and  feeding.  ^ 

Success  in  practice  often  depending  largely  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  management 
of  children's  diseases,  special  care  will  be  taken  in  teaching  students  how  to 
diagnose,  treat  and  manage  diseases  of  children. 

On  same  day,  Prof.  Hill  clinics  on  insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system, 
showing  methods  and  appliances  for  diagnosing  these  obscure  conditions  and  point- 
ing out  their  prophylaxis  and  treatment.  Prof.  Hill  is  attending  physician  to 
Mount  Hope  Retreat,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  known  institutions  for  the  care  of 
the  insane,  in  the  world,  and  in  teaching,  will  bring  to  bear,  his  vast  experience 
as  an  alienist. 

On  Saturday,  Prof.  Bl.\ke  will  clinic  on  genito-urinary  and  venereal  diseases.  All 
forms  of  disease  of  this  class  will  be  shown  and  treated,  including  the  surgical 
operations,  when  such  are  required,  in  presence  of  the  class.  Circumcision,  urethro- 
tomy, lithotomy  and  all  other  operations  in  this  specialty  are  performed  in  presence 
of  the  students.  Students  are  required  to  practice  the  passage  of  catheters,  bougies, 
and  sounds,  and  examine  and  diagnose  cases  in  this  department. 

On  same  day.  Prof.  Ashby  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  women,  showing  diseases  pe- 
culiar to  females,  and  performing  operations  on  vagina,  uterus  and  bladder.  He 
will  require  each  student,  under  his  direction,  to  examine  the  vagina,  introduce  the 
speculum,  and  manipulate  the  uterus  and  ovaries  in  diagnosis.  Students  are  also 
required  to  assist  in  operations,  such  as  laparotomy,  ovariotomy,  &c. 
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Prof.  Brinton  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It  being 
universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  unfavorable  results 
damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special  attention  is  given  to 
thoroughly  train  our  students  in  practical  obstetrics.  By  prior  arrangement  and 
perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication,  classes  of  students  are  sum- 
moned from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  lying-in  department,  when  cases  of  labor 
occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in  chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  pre- 
sentation and  position,  observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the 
accoucheur  in  natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting 
hemorrhage,  in  removing  placentie,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered 
imperative  in  dystocia.  Students  are  also  required  to  ausculate  the  foetal  heart, 
practice  bellottement,  measure  pelves  and  assist  in  the  management  of  the 
new-born  infant. 

During  our  last  sessioTi  every  student  witnessed  ancl  assisted  in  cases  of  labor, 
normal  and  instrumental.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable  pridei 
points  to  the  fact,  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  portals  with  a  practi- 
cal knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent  to  enter  any  field  of 
duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-Door  Obstetric   Department 

will  be  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Dispensary,  in  which  cases  of  obstet- 
rics are  registered,  and  when  cases  of  labor  occur,  are  attended  by  our  advanced 
students,  under  guidance  of  Demonstrator  of  Obstetrics  ;  thus  still  more  is  the  clini- 
cal work  in  this  useful  branch,  broadened,  affording  the  student  obstetrical  oppor- 
tunities that  are  unexcelled. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  on  all  clinical  as  well  as  didactic  lectures  is 
recjuired. 

TIME    OF    STUDY    NOW    REQUIRED. 

Students  who  have  already  taken  one  course  of  lectures  in  a  regular  and  reput- 
able medical  school,  as  well  as  those  who  matriculate  prior  to  July  1st,  1892, 
will  have  the  privilege  of  applying  for  graduation  in  this  College  at  the  end  of 
their  second   course  of   lectures. 

Time  of  Study  and  other  requirements  after  July   1st,  1892. 

This  College  is  a  member  of  the  National  Association  of  Medical  Colleges,  and 
will  apply  the  rules  and  requirements  of  that  association  to  all  students  matricula- 
ting after  July  1st,  1892. 

Students  who  matriculate  after  July  1st,  1892,  will  be  required  to  take  a  three 
year  graded  course. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  association,  we  will  also  require  of  all  students 
matriculating  after  July  1st,  1892,  a  preliminary  examination  in  English  composi- 
tion, of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words,  the  translation  of  easy  Latin  prose — (stu- 
dents being  allowed  one  year  to  make  up  any  deficiency  in  this  branch) — an 
examination  in  elements  of  algebra  or  arithmetic,  and  elementary  physics. 

Students  who  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges  of  literature, 
science  or  arts,  or  graduates  of  high  schools  or  norrrjal  schools,  are  e^jempt  from  the 
preliminary  examination  on  entrance.

SCHEDULE  OF  GRADED  COURSE. 

1st  year — Practical  histology,  practical  anatomy,  practical  work  in  inorganic 
chemistry,  pharmacy,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  physiology, 
genito-urinary  and  venereal  diseases,  elementary  chemistry,  and  any 
other  branches  that  time  permits.  At  end  of  course,  examinations 
will  be  held  on  practical  histology,  practical  anatomy,  practical  inor- 
ganic  chemistry  and  pharmacy. 

2d  year — Practical  pathology,  practical  anatomy,  practical  medical  chemistry,  anat- 
omy, physiology,  genito-urinary  and  venereal  diseases,  materia  medica  and 
therapeutics,  organic  chemistry  and  toxicology,  nervous  and  mental 
diseases,  obstetrics,  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  and  clinical  med- 
icine, diseases  of  nose,  throat  and  chest,  principles  and  practice  of  sur- 
gery, diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  diseases  of  women,  and  medical  juris- 
prudence. At  the  end  of  the  course,  final  examinations  will  be  held  on 
practical  pathology,  anatomy,  physiology  and  genito-urinary  surgery, 
and   venereal  diseases,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  and  chemistry. 

3d  year — Bacteriology,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  obstetrics,  principles  and  prac- 
tice of  medicine,  diseases  of  nose,  throat  and  chest,  principles  and  practice 
of  surgery,  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  and  diseases  of  women.  At  the  end  of 
the  course,  the  final  examination  will  be  held  on  these  branches  and  on  any 
other  branch  or  branches,  on  which  they  have  not  already  passed  a  suc- 
cessful examination. 
The  three-year  graded  course,  though  recommended  to  all,  is  optional  to  students  who  have 

alreadfi  begun  the  study  of  medicine,  and  to  those  who  matriculate  before  July  1,  1892  ;  it 

will  he  eomptdsory  to  students  matriculating  after  Jrdy  1,   1892. 

In  order  that  the  proposed  increase  of  time  of  study  may  not  increase  the  expen- 
ses of  students,  no  lecture  fee  will  be  required  for  the  third  year. 

The  student  in  1st  year  course,  who  passes  the  best  examination  on  practical  histo- 
logy, practical  anatomy,  practical  inorganic  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  will  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  two  subsequent  courses,  without  payment  of  any  lecture  fee. 

PRIZES. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and  laudable 
ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  faculty  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  standing 
tiie  best  final  examination.  Six  college  prizes  will  be  awarded  the  next  six  students 
standing  the  best  examinations,  in  the  order  of  their  respective  merits. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in  deportment, 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  hist  of 
which  must  have  been  in  this  College,  have  paid  all  fees  due  the  College,  and 
passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty.  Graduates  of  other  medical 
colleges,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures,  are  required  to  matriculate 
only,  but  those  desiring  to  graduate  are  required  to  pay  the  matricultation  and 
diploma  fees,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty.

SCHOLARSHIPS. 


In  accordance  with  the  custom  of  other  Medical  Schools,  and  in  order  to  place  a 
medical  education  within  reach  of  worthy  and  well  qualified  young  men  of  limited 
means,  such  will  be  admitted  on  the  payment  of  a  special  or  scholarship  fee,  which 
is  one-half  the  fee  for  the  regular  Winter  Course,  or  $50.00.  The  following  is  the 
summary  of  fees  for  scholarship  : 

Scholarship  fee  for  full  Course  of  Lectures,       -        -     $50.00 
Matriculation  Fee, -         -  5.00 


Total  Pees  for  Scholarship,    -        -        -        -     $55.00 

Students  who  have  studied  two  courses  in  this  college,  or  one  course  in  some 
other  reputable  college,  and  the  second  in  this  college,  are  exempt  from  payment  of 
the  lecture  fee  on  their  third  course  ;  provided,  the  last  two  courses  are  consecutive. 

The  seats  in  the  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers  beginning  at  the  front, 
near  the  lecturer,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer,  can  obtain  such  by 
forwarding  matriculation  fee,  when  their  names  will  be  registered  and  seats  assign- 
ed them  in  order  of  matriculation. 

Anatomical,  histological,  physiological,  pathological,  and  chemical  material,  are 
furnished  our  students,  free  of  cost. 

Persons  wishing  to  attend  one  or  more  special  courses,  can  do  so  by  paying  the 
matriculation  fee,  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  professor  whose  lecture  he  attends. 

Graduates  of  reputable  Dental  Colleges  who  can  submit  evidence  of  attendance 
upon  lectures  on  Materia  Medica,  Chemistry  and  Oral  Surgery,  will  be  admitted  as 
second  course  students.  Graduates  in  good  standing  from  regular  Colleges  of  Phar- 
viacy,  will  be  admitted  as  second  course  students,  their  previous  studies  being  con- 
sidered equivalent  to  one  year's  study  in  medicine. 

Any  branch  or  branches  upon  which  students  can  submit  evidence  of  having 
passed  a  final  examination  in  any  other  regular  reputable  medical  College,  will  be 
exempt  from  the  final  examination  in  this  College. 
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All  fees,  except  for  gradn  ''on,  must  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 
The  diploma  fee  is  $30.00  in  all  cases,  and  must  be  deposited  with  the  Dean  on  or 
before  February  1st. 

The  Adeuadem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  members  of  the  medical 
profession. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates  who 
are  present,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

Boarding  can  be  obtained  at  from  §3.00  to  $4.00  per  week— the  cost  of  living 
being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in  the  country  presenting  equal  med- 
ical advantages. 

.  The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  jiarents  and  friends  of 
students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young  men  study- 
ing in  tliis  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  deUiy  and  e.x|>ense,  students,  on  arriving  in  the 
city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medical  College," 
"Howard  street,  north  of  Madison  street,"  where  it  will  be  received  and  tal<en 
care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding  house  has  been  selected. 

Students,  on  arriving  in  the  city,  are  requested  to  report  at  once  at  the  College  on 
Howard  street,  north  of  Madison  street,  for  the  purpose  of  registering  their  names.

{N  presenting  the  Annum,  Announcement  and  Catai,ogue  of  the  Baltimore 
Medical  College,  the  faculty  embraces  the  opportunity  to  tlianlc  its  many 
friends  and  patrons,  for  their  hearty  good  will  manifested  towaid  the  iustitution, 
and  for  their  cordial  and  eflicient  support  of  the  same. 

The  rai)id  and  marvelous  advance  in  the  science  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
•the  laudahle  and  conseivative  tendency  of  the  State  Boards  to  encourage  the 
adoption  of  a  higher  standard  of  medical  education,  and  our  conviction  that 
teaching  facilities  shoidd  be  increased  proportionally  to  the  additional  knowledge 
re(iuired,  have  confiimed  our  adherence  to  our  well  known  and  invariable 
policy  of  establishing  such  additional  facilities  as  educational  progress  demands. 
In  pursuance  of  this  policy,  we  are  now  constructing  a  magnificent  modern 

NEW     COLLEGE     BUILDING, 

fronting  on  Madison  street,  corner  Linden  avenue,  and  extending  northerly  on 
the  latter.  It  will  be  completed  for  the  reception  of  students,  September  first. 
It  will  be  five  stories  in  h'ight,  of  Byzantine  style,  with  corner  tower  and  tile  roof, 
and  a  richly  embellished  archway  in  red  Seneca  stone. 

The  first  floor  will  be  reached  through  the  arehed  entrance  to  a  vestibule  with  a 
mosaic  floor,  and  wainscoat  cf  polished  Georgia  marble,  and  doorway  of  (juartered 
oak,  and  sidelights  of  chipped  beveled  plate  glass. 

The  main  hallway  will  extend  back  to  the  centre  of  the  building.  At  the  right 
of  the  hallway  will  be  the  faculty  room,  and  on  the  left  a  reception  room  and 
tlie  Dean's  office.  From  the  main  hallway  will  be  an  imposing  stairway  finished 
in  oak.     The 

DISPENSARY 

will  be  located  in  the  centre  of  the  buildinj;  andwill  have  a  reception  room  20  x  20 
feet,  a  drug  room,  and  opening  into  veception  room,  six  private  rooms  for  examina- 
tion and  treatment  of  patients  by  the  physicians  and  specialists  in  the  various 
deparlments.  The  entrance  to  this  dispensary  will  be  through  an  imposing  entrance 
on  Linden  avenue. 

In  the  rear  portion  of  the  building  will  be  the  accident  ward,  which  will  be  fitted 
up  with  all  modern  appliances,  for  the  prompt  reception  and  caro  of  the  injured. 

The  second  floor  will  have  a  lecture  hall  3S  x  SO  feet,  with  stage,  ante-rooms  and 
appliances  for  illustrating  lectures.  The  floor  will  have  an  elevation  of  four  feet 
at  the  rear,  and  will  be  furnished  with  chairs  to  seat  600  students. 

The  third  floor  will  contain  the  amphitheatre  with  the  neces  ,ary  reception  and 
Anaesthetizing  rooms,  and  the  Histological  and  Pathological  If'  yiratory. 
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THE     AMPHITHEATRE 

is  a  triumph  of  architectural  skill.  It  will  be  lighted  from  the  south  and  west  and 
with  a  skylight-well,  giving  perfect  light  directly  upon  the  operating  table  ;  it  will 
seat  500  students  within  a  range  of  32  feet  froni  the  operator.  The  construction  o; 
the  aiupliitheatre  in  the  form  of  tlie  interior  of  a  hollow  spherical  segment,  and 
the  resulting  elevation  of  each  consecutive  rear  tier  of  seats,  is  such,  as  to  give 
the  occupants  a  complete  view  over  those  sittteg  in  front. 

It  will  be  one  of  the  model  amphitheatres  of  the  world  and  will  be  reached  by 
two  broad  stairways,  with  entrance  at  opposite  sides. 

THE     HISTOLOGICAL    AND    PATHOLOGICAL 

Laboratory  fronts  on  the  south  and  west,  receiving  a  perfect  light  for  microscopic 
work. 

It  will  contain  large  sections  of  students,  and  will  be  supplied  with  the  best 
microscopes,  recently  imported  from  Germany,  and  all  other  apparatus  necessary 
for  the  teaching  of  histology  and  pathology. 

The  fourth  or  niezzanine  story  will  contain  the  Bacteriological  laboratory  and 
the  balls  of  the  amphitheatre. 

On  the  fiftli  floor  will  be  situated  the  Anatomical  and  Chemical  laboratories. 

THE    ANATOMICAL    LABORATORY 

will  contain  sufficient  tables  for  ninety  students  to  dissect  at  one  time  ;  it  will 
be  provided  with  a  liberal  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  with  elevator  for 
supply  of  material  and  removal  of  debris,  with  lavatory  and  cloak  room,  and  all 
other  coHveniences  required  when  dissecting.  Its  floor  is  impervious  and  arranged 
for  flushing  and  perfect  drainage,  conditions  necessary  for  good  sanitation. 

THE    CHEMICAL    LABORATORY 

is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country,  extending  42  feet  on  the  southern  and  8-t  feet  on 
the  western  side;  it  will  be  fitted  up  with  modern  appliances,  and  each  student 
will  be  assigned  his  own  table  ;  it  will  be  thoroughly  supplied  with  gas,  hot  and 
cold  water,  gas  chambers,  and  all  necessary  apparatus.  The  ventilation  will  be 
perfect. 

The  entire  building  will  be  heated  by  means  of  steam,  and  provision  made  for 
lighting  both  by  gas  and  electricity.  During  the  day,  the  light  will  be  excellent, 
the  entire  building  having  the  front  to  the  south  and  side  to  the  west.  It  will 
be  connected  with  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  by  means  of  enclosed  corridors 
and  provided  with  elevator  and  fire  escapes. 

The  new  College  building  will  be  located  in  the  same  block  as  the  old — fronting 
on  Madison  street,  at  N.  E.  corner  Linden  avenue. 

Its  erection  will  necessitate  the  expenditure  of  about  ($75,000)  seventy-five  tlious- 
and  dollars;  it  will  be  one  of  the  most  complete  and  modern  Medical  College  build- 
ings in  the  United  States. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  saying  that  few  Medical  Colleges  in  the  country  have 
grown  in  favor  so  rapidly  as  this,  and  but  few  faculties  have  expended  such 
sums  of  money  in  so  brief  a  period  for  improvement  in  College  buildings. 

Conscious  of  the  fact,  that  to  continue  in  the  van  of  medical  progress,  we  must 
maintain  our  College  in  a  condition  thoroughly  equipped  for  the  study  of  medicine, 
we  hasten  to  adopt  all  new  and  useful  features. 

We  feel  pleasure  in  announcing  that  in  the  session  just  closed,  we  have  regis- 
tered the  largest  class  of  students,  and  recorded  the  most  successful  year  in  the 
history  of  the  Coll.g,^.     The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  steady  annual 
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increase  of  the  number  of  students  over  each  preceding  year,  by  the  marked 
advance  in  general  and  technical  education  of  those  entering  non\  as  compared 
with  former  years,  by  the  invariable  return  of  our  former  students,  by  the  increas- 
ing excellence  of  examinations  passed  at  the  close  of  each  session, — made  possible 
by  inductive  methods  of  teaching  and  increased  opportunities, — and  by  the  cordial 
appreeiation  of  the  medical  profession  and  the  confidence  of  the  public.  The  vast 
and  ever  enlarging  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery,  is  covered  in  this  College,  by  a 
full  corps  of  competent  teachers,  enabling  the  student  to  master  in  detail,  the 
numerous  broad  principles  and  facts  to  be  learned,  and  almost  imperceptibly  to 
himself,  prepared  to  surmount  the  obstacles  he  may  encounter  in  practicing  the 
medical  art. 

HOSPITAL    FACILITIES. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  the  main  building  of  which  is  connected  by 
corridors  with  the  College  building,  belongs  to,  and  is  under  the  exclusive  control 
of,  the  faculty. 

The  Lying-in  Department  is  conveniently  situated  for  clinical  teaching. 

The  Eye  and  Ear  Department  is  likewise  a  valuable  feature  of  this  College  and 
admirably  situated  for  utilization  of  its  clinical  material. 

The  Children's  Department,  furnishes  a  series  of  interesting  cases  for  illustrating 
lectures  on  diseases  of  children. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  treats  thousands  of  cases  annually,  and 
is  another  fruitful  clinical  institution  at  our  command. 

The  Outdoor  Department  of  the  dispensary  presents  abundant  opportunities  for 
practical  clinical  work. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the 
country,  is  filled  with  patients  suffering  frem  mental  diseases. 

The  Pharmacy  is  adjacent  to  the  Dispensary. 

LABORATORIES. 

The  Anatomical  Laboratory  is  comfortable,  well  lighted,  and  modern. 

The  Chemical  iMboratory  is  spacious,  modern,  thoroughly  equipped,  and  sanitary. 

The  Histological  and  Pathological  Laboratory  is  one  of  the  most  important  features 
for  scientific  and  fundamental  instruction.  It  is  well  supplied  with  the  best 
imported  microscopes,  and  apparatus. 

In  the  Obstetrical   Laboratory,  students  will   be  taught   the  art  of  manipulative 
obstetrics;    he   will  be   required    to   practice   the   diagnosis   of    presentation   and 
position,  of  pregnancy,  modes  of  rectifying  errors,  and  delivering  normally  and  in 
strumentally.     The  cadaver  may  be  used  in  this  practice  as  well  as  the  manikin, 
diagrams  and  models. 

All  these  institutions,  departments  and  laboratories,  belong  to,  and  are  under  the 
exclusive  control  of,    the  Baltimore    Medical  College,  and  furnish   a  wide  field  oC 
almost  unlimited  clinical  material  and  opportunities  for  scientific  medical  study 
in  one  of   the  most  populous   cities  of    the  country,    presenting  in    native    and 
foreign  born,  diseases  of  almost  every  race,  country  and  clime,  during  a  session. 

APPOINTMENTS. 

We  elect,  annually,  at  end  of  the  session,  from  the  graduates  of  the  College,  a 
Resident  Physician,  and  an  Assistant  Resident  Physician  for  the  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital, and  assistants  for  its  several  departments  ;  a  Dispensary  Physician  for  the 
Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  and  a  Pharmacist.  The  Resident  Physician, 
Dispensary  Physician  and  Pharmacist,  receive  salaries. 
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INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages,  can  obtain 
residence  in  the  hospital.  These  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and  are  assigned 
to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under  the  care  and  direc- 
tion of  the  attending  professors,  and  thus  made  practically  familiar  with  the  treat- 
ment and  management  of  patients.  Tlie  Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the 
various  departments  and  wards  during  the  session,  and  have  in  detail  all  tie  advan- 
tages and  varied  e.xpei-ience  of  the  entire  hospital.  They  are  enabled  to  begin  the 
practice  of  their  profession  witli  a  confidence  born  of  experience  and  close 
observation. 

Tlie  special  fee  for  students  desiring  the  position  of  interne,  is  one  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  ;  payment  of  the  fee,  on  entrance,  entitles  the  interne  to  remain  in 
hospital  one  scliolastic  year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  close  of  the  winter  term  and 
extending  to  tlie  following  spring,  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term  ;  it 
also  entitles  liim  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE, 

which  is  given  gratis  to  all  students  of  n>edicine,  will  begin  September  1st,  1302, 
and  continue  until  October  1st,  lSrJ2. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  and  demonstrations,  so 
arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  tO  the  greater  requirements  of  the  regu- 
lar Winter  Course.  During  this  course,  lectures  will  be  delivered  on  descriptive 
anatomy,  topographical  anatomy,  synde.smology,  surgical  anatomy,  elements  of  phj'S- 
iology,  materia  medica,  therapeutics,  pharmacy,  medical  physics  and  elementary 
cliemistry,  patliology,  principles  and  preliminaries  to  the  praclice  of  medicine,  pre- 
liminaries to  surgical  operations,  bandaging  and  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds, 
preliminaries  to  surgical  operations  on  nose  and  throat,  physical  diagnosis,  clinical 
niGdicine,  m-anipnlaWve  ol>stctrics,  preliminaries  to  gynecology,  oplithalmology  and 
otology,  clinical  obstetrics,  clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  clinical 
gynecology  and  clinical  ophthalmology  and  otology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  clicst,  clinical  obstetrics,  clinical  surgery  and 
clinical  gynecology. 

It  will  be  oljserved  that  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course, 
elementary  lectures  are  given  for  the  useful  instruction  of  the  first  course  students, 
tlvat  tliey  may  be  prepared  to  comprehend  the  more  advanced  work,  which  begins 
Octoljcr  1st,  as  well  as  for  the  second  course  and  more  advanced  students,  to  whom 
both  clementcury  and  adranred,  lectures  are  given,  that  the  mind,  after  tlie  summer 
holiday,  may  be  disciplined  for  tlie  more  serious  and  earnest  work  of  the  Regular 
Winter  Course. 

We  believe  that  in  no  other  medical  school  in  the  United  States  is  there  such  care- 
ful consideration  given  during  the  Preliniinary  Fall  Course,  to  the  kind  of  work  neces- 
sary to  derelop  the  medical  i)erception  of  the  juniors  and  to  stimulate  and  strengthen 
the  keen  comprehension  of  the  seniors. 

During  tliis  course,  students  can  devote  much  time  to  anatomical,  chemical,  his- 
tological and  pathological  work  in  laboratories;  and  all  work  done  at  this  time  will 
be  considei-ed  as  part  of  the  practical  work  required  d  u ring  the  regular  AVinter  Cour.se, 
and  so  credited,  thus  leaving  more  time  for  study  during  the  regular  coui-se. 

THE    REGULAR    WINTER    COURSE 

of  lectures  will  begin  October  1,  1R92,  and  end  April  1,  IS!).",.  The  annual  address 
will  be  delivered  by  Professsor  Robert  W.  Johnson,  M.  D.  on  Friday,  September 
30th,  8  P.  M. 
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During  the  session,  from  five  to  seven  didactic  and  one  to  two  clinical  lectures 
will  be  delivered  dailj'.  These  lectures  will  be  so  arranged  as  to  render  them 
eminently  practical  and  easily  comprehended  by  having  typical  clinical  material  to 
illustrate  the  didactics. 

Diagnoses  will  be  made  and  reasons  for  same  repeated  to  the  class  so  frequently 
during  the  session,  in  all  tlie  departments,  as  to  render  tlie  students  thoroughly 
familiar  with  the  work.  The  faculty  desires  that  jio  graduate  leave  this  College 
without  having  a  definite  amount  of  practical  hospital  instruction;  a  continued 
chain  or  series  of  important  clinical  cases  of  medicine  and  surgery  will  be  presented 
during  the  session. 

Laboratory  work  on  anatomy,  histology  and  pathologj',  and  chemistry,  continues 
throughout  the  session. 

REVIEWS. 

We  conduct  regular  and  systematic  dnihj,  oral  and  periodical  written  examina- 
tions of  all  work  done  in  the  several  departments;  this  more  emphatically  stamps 
upon  the  minds  of  the  students  what  tliey  have  seen  and  heard,  and  better  qualifies 
them  for  any  additional  examination  that  may  be  required  by  any  State  Board. 

These  special  oral  and  written  examinations  held  during  the  course,  also  serve 
to  train  and  prepare  students  for  their  final  examination,  which  is  both  oral  and 
written. 

THE    POLICY 

of  the  College  is  to  righteouslj'  comply  with  all  agreements  set  forth  in  our 
announcement,  and  to  give  even  more  opportunities  for  the  study  of  medicine  than 
are  oflfored  therein. 

CALENDAR. 

The  rreliminnry  Fall  Course  begins  September  1,  1S92,  and  ends  September  .'?0, 
1802.  The  regular  Winter  Course  begins  October  1,  1,S02,  and  ends  April  1,  189.3. 
The  holidays  are  Election  Day,  Thanksgiving  Day,  Christmas  vacation,  extending 
from  Saturday,  December  24,  1892,  to  Monday,  .January  2,  1892,  and  Washington's 
birth-day. 

THE    MARYLAND    GENERAL    HOSPITAL, 

located  on  Linden  avenue  north  of  ]\Iadison  street,  immediately  adjacent  to  the 
college  building,  is  liberally  supported  by  the  State  of  Maryland,  which  maintains, 
ill  this  institution,  patients  from  every  county  and  from  the  citj'  of  Baltimore. 

Its  wards  contain  beds  occupied  by  patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form  of 
indigenous  disease,  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical  cases,  presenting  a  vast 
field  and  abundant  harvest  of  knowledge  for  observing  students. 

The  hospital  has  been  enlarged,  much  bej-ond  its  former  capacity;  new  wards 
and  rooms  have  been  added,  and  the  increase  of  invalids  within  it,  renders  it  a 
better  field  for  clinical  work  and  observation.    A  portion  of  this  hospital  is  used  as  a

CITY    HOSPITAL, 

and  contains  beds  filled  with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  supported  by  the 
generous  City  of  Baltimore.  Witli  her  merited  reputation  for  charity,  Baltimore 
appropriates  liberally  for  the  support  of  the  worthy  poor  in  this  institution. 
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THE    GYNECOLOGICAL    DEPARTMENT 

is  filled  with  females  seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vaginal,  ovarian  and  other 
diseases  peculiar  to  females,  and  furnishes  a  large  and  varied  clinic  for  the  practi- 
cal instruction  of  students  in  this  eminently  important  branch. 

URGENT    OPERATIONS, 

on  recently  and  seriously  injured  patients,  which  are  rendered  imperatively  neces- 
sary to  be  done  immediately  after  admission,  if  admitted  after  college  hours,  are  per- 
formed in  the  operating  room  of  the  hospital,  the  internes  and  sections  of  the  class 
being  summoned  to  witness  them. 

THE    LYING-IN    DEPARTMENT, 

a  separate  building  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison  street,  is  a  feature  to 
which  we  point  with  especial  pride,  furnishing  us  as  it  does,  with  abundant  obstet- 
ric clinic,  and  enabling  us  to  give  our  students  a  thorough  and  practical  obstetric 
training.  Immaculate  cleanliness  characterizes  its  wards,  rooms,  halls,  bedding  and 
the  clothing  of  patients,  and  rigid  sanitary  antiseptic  and  aseptic  precautions  pre- 
vail. The  students  are  here  enabled  not  only  to  become  practically /amiV/ar  with 
tlie  phenomena  of  labor,  but  to  note  the  necessary  precautions  with  which  the 
lying-in  female  should  be  surrounded,  before,  (hiring  and  after  labor. 

THE    EYE    AND    EAR    DEPARTMENT, 

pleasantly  situated  on  Howard  street  north  of  Madison  street,  is  equipped 
with  all  the  modern  requirements  for  the  practical  study  of  ophthalmic 
and  aural  science.  It  contains  reception  and  examination  rooms  for  patients, 
a  dark  room  for  opthalmoscopic  examination,  and  operating  room,  and  well 
lighted  and  ventilated  bedrooms  for  resident  patients.  This  department 
furnishes  abundant  clinical  material  for  practical  instruction  of  students  on  dis- 
eases of  the  Eye  and  Ear. 

THE    NEW    BALTIMORE    MEDICAL    COLLEGE    DISPENSARY, 

constructed  within  the  new  College  building  (see  page  3,)  is  ailmirably  arranged  in 
all  its  departments,  consisting  of  large  reception  room,  drug  room  and  consulta- 
tion rooms,  treats  thousands  of  patients  annually,  and  of  itself  yields  an  almost 
inexhaustible  supply  of  material,  meeting,  as  it  does,  the  sick  demands  of  a  largo 
portion  of  the  indigent  population  of  Baltimore.  The  ou'dcor  department  of  tlie 
dispensary  presents  another  large  area  for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the  ad- 
vanced students  being  permitted  to  visit  and  treat  the  sick  at  their  homes,  imder 
the  supervision  of  the  professors  or  their  assistants.  Obstetric  cases  are  registered 
here,  and  during  labor  are  attended  by  advanced  students,  under  the  direction  of 
the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or  his  assistants. 

MOUNT    HOPE    RETREAT, 

containing  an  average  of  560  patients  and  Invalids,  one  of  the  largest  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  the  United  States,  a  model  in  all  that  pertains  to  care  and  comfort 
of  its  inmates,  under  control  of  the  Sisters  of  Charity,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles 
G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  offers  great  opportunities  to  the  students  of  this 
College  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 
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THE    COLLEGE    MUSEUM 

contains  an  extensive  collection  of  specimens,  pathological  productions,  models 
and  casts,  which  are  used  for  illustration  of  the  various  subjects  taught.  These 
specimens  increase  yearly  and  form  a  valuable  collection  for  illustrating  diseases. 
The  Pathologist  has  this  material  to  use  in  further  illustrating  his  important  and 
fundamental  branch. 

TKE    CABINETS 
of  the  College  and  the  interesting  private  collection  of  the  professors,  are  used  to 
exemplify  subjects  and  stamp  on  the  njinds  of  students  mental  pictures  of  subjects 
presented.     In  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  it  will  be  the  aim  of  the  faculty  to 
render  lectures  plain  and  easy  of  comprehension. 

PEOFILE  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

It  is  our  aim,  through  our  methods  in  this  school,  to  so  blend  and  pursue  the  di- 
dactic and  laboratory  teaching,  that  the  latter  shall  closely  follow  and  exemplify 
the  text  of  the  former ;  and  that  the  didactic  and  laboratory  teaching  so  pursued, 
shall  develop  the  mind,  train  th'e  reasoning,  and  mature  the  judgment  of  the  stu- 
dent, for  the  rational  pursuit,  and  intelligent  comprehension  of  clinical  medicine, 
surgery,  and  obstetrics. 

DIDACTIC    LECTURES. 

NERVOUS    AND    MENTAL    DISEASES. 

Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D. 
The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases  renders  it  necessary  that 
the  medical  student  should  be  tboroiighly  equipped  in  all  that  pertains  to  this 
branch  of  bis  studies.  With  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  charts,  diagrams,  models, 
histological  and  pathological  preparations,  this  department  will  be  rendered  as 
comj)lete  and  practical  as  possible.  The  subject  of  insanity  will  be  presented  and 
typical  cases  exhibited  to  the  class.  Practical  lessons  in  electricity  will  be  given, 
and  students  shown  and  taught  how  to  use  the  instruments  and  appliances  neces- 
sary in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment,  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

MATERIA    MEDICA    AND    THERAPEUTICS. 

Prof.  R.  H.  P.  Ellis,  M.  D. 

A  thorough  knowledge  of  Materia  Medicais  absolutely  necessary,  for  the  student 
to  intelligently  comprehend  the  science  of  Therapeutics.  It  is  therefore  desirable 
that  the  student  should  become  familiar  with  the  origin,  nature,  physiological  and 
therapeutic  effects  of  medicines  in  general,  together  with  their  most  approved  com- 
binations, modes  of  application  and  administration  for  the  relief  and  cure  of 
disease. 

To  accomplish  this,  the  professor  of  this  deparment  will  endeavor  to  treat  the 
subject  in  a  clear  and  practical  manner.  Samples  of  medicines  will  be  shown  the 
class  at  each  lecture,  the  faculty  having  procured  for  this  purpose  an  herbarium 
and  cabinets  of  pure  and  crude  drugs,  as  complete  as  can  be  found  in  the  country. 
Students  personally  examine  and  handle  these  drugs  during  the  term,  that  they 
may  become  familiar  with  all  medicines  required  in  practice.  The  students  will 
also  witness  the  actual  therapeutic  effects  of  medicines  by  seeing  them  prescribed 
in  the  daily  clinics,  and  by  observing  their  effects  on  the  patients  in  the  hospital. 
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OBSTETRICS. 

Prof.  Wilmer  Brinton,  M.  D. 

The  professor  of  this  department,  brings  to  it,  knowledge  derived  from  an  exten- 
sive obstetric  experience,  obtained  in  hospital  and  private  practice.  He  will  aim 
to  impart  instruction  in  a  practical  and  comprehensible  manner.  Illustrations 
will  be  made  by  plats,  diagrams,  models  in  wax  and  a  superb  manikin.  Students 
will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and  positions,  and 
in  the  best  methods  of  using  instruments  in  obstetric  practice,  each  student  being 
required  to  practice  all  obstetric  operations  on  the  manikin. 

ANATOMY. 

Prof.  A.  a  Pok,  M.  B. 

Since  Anatomy  is  one  of  the  fundamental  branches  upon  which  the  super- 
structure of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  the  professor  in  tliis  department  will, 
by  means  of  lectures,  dissections,  diagrams  and  frequent  reviews,  teach  the  subject 
in  a  thorough  and  practical  manner.  Surgical  anatomy  will  receive  particular 
attention. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    PRACTICE    OF    MEDICINE. 

Prof.  Bavid  Streett,  M.  B. 

This  chair  will  begin  with  the  enunciation  of  general,  broad  and  leading 
principles  and  terms,  a  knowledge  of  which  is  necessary  to  enable  the  student  to 
comprehend  the  lectures  subsequently  given  on  general  and  organic  diseases. 

The  major  portion  of  the  session  will  be  devoted  to  consideration  of  local, 
organic,  general,  and  infectious  diseases. 

CHEMISTRY    AND    TOXICOLOGY,    AND    SANITARY    SCIENCE. 

Prof.  Wm.  P.  Tonry,  Ph.  B.,  M.  B. 

The  course  of  chemistry  will  embrace  elementary,  medical  and  legal  chemistry, 
and  the  lectures  will  be  practical  and  fully  illustrated. 

In  addition  to  lectures  on  toxicology,  the  effects  of  poisons  on  the  lower  animals 
will  be  shown,  and,  at  the  end  of  the  course,  the  students  will  be  required  to  make 
a  post-mortem  examination  of  a  human  cadaver,  and  chemical  examination  of  the 
same,  for  poisons.  Neither  breakable  apparatus,  such  as  test  tubes,  beaker  glasses 
and  porcelain  dishes,  nor,  platinum  vessels  or  solutions,  will  be  furnished  by  the 
College;  all  other  chemicals  and  apparatus  will  be  furnished  by  the  College  with- 
out extra  charge. 

Sanitary  Science  will  receive  attention,  the  lectures  being  devoted  to  the  broad 
principles  governing  sanitation,  quarantine,  infection,  sewerage,  drainage,  and 
cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns.  Hygiene  of  homes  and  communities  will  receive 
the  attention  its  importance  demands. 

OPERATIVE    AND    CLINICAL    SURGERY,    AND    PHYSIOLOGY. 

Prof.  J.  B.  BlaU,  M.  B. 

In  the  course  on  operative  surgery,  the  professor  will  demonstrate  all  the  impor- 
tant surgical  operations  on  the  cadaver,  so  that  the  students  will  not  only  compre- 
hend the  science,  but  also  be  able  to  practice  the  art. 
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In  the  department  of  physiology,  the  professor  will  illustrate  the  physiological 
functions  and  processes,  by  operations  on  living  animals,  charts  diagrams,  and 
carefully  prepared  specimens  and  sections;  modern  appliances  for  a  thorough 
elucidation  of  the  subject  will  be  brought  into  requisition. 

DISEASES    OF    THE    NOSE,    THROAT    AND    CHEST. 

Prof.  S.  K.  Merrick,  M.  D. 

This  department  will  give  practical  instruction  in  laryngology,  rhinology,  and 
diseases  of  the  chest,  the  lectures  being  illustrated. 

Auscultation  and  percussion  will  also  be  taught,  and  all  the  methods  of  physical 
diagnosis  will  receive  thorough  attention. 

DISEASES    OF    THE     EYE    AND    EAR. 

Prof.  George  Reuling,  M.  D. 

The  course  of  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  both  theoretical  and  practical. 
The  student  will  be  given  the  most  advanced  ideas  relative  to  the  anatomy  and 
physiology  of  the  organs  of  sight  and  hearing.  The  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope, 
the  errors  of  refraction  and  the  different  methods  of  determining  color-blind- 
ness and  sinmltation  of  blindness  will  be  practically  demonstrated  and  the  various 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear,  and  operations  for  cataract,  glaucoma,  adherent  iris, 
convergent  and  divergent  squint,  diseases  of  the  lachrj-inal  apparatus  and  malpo- 
sition of  the  eyelids  will  be  treated  in  the  presence  of  the  student,  so  as  to  render 
him  capable  of  treating  all  ordinary  diseases  of  these  organs  that  may  come  under 
liis  care.  The  introduction  of  the  Eustachian  catheter,  method  of  determining  the 
acuteness  of  liearing,  the  method  of  Politzer,  and  all  the  surgical  operations  for 
the  diseases  of  the  ear,  will  be  performed  during  a  session. 

DISEASES    OF    WOMEN. 

Prof.  T.  A.  Ashhy,  M.  D. 
This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of  generation,  their 
physiological  functions,  and  the  various-methods  and  instruments  necessary  for 
making  diagnoses.  Diseases  and  displacements,  and  the  various  methods  of  renje- 
dying  them,  will  be  taken  up  and  considered  in  rotation.  In  addition  to  the  facili- 
ties for  examination  and  treatment  of  cases  selected  from  the  Dispensary,  students 
assist  in  the  various  operations  in  the  hospital. 

PRINCIPLES    AND    PRACTICE    OF    SURGERY. 

Prof  Robert   W  Johmon,  A.  B.,  M.  B. 

In  the  course  upon  this  eminently  practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to 
make  the  student  thoroughly  understand  and  know  the  broad  principles  of  the 
science,  and  thus  fit  hiui  for  the  intelligent  and  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

Lectures  will  be  supplemented  with  regular  recitations  from  an  approved  text 
book. 

The  graduating  class  will  be  arranged  in  sections,  and  each  member  required  to 
practice  all  forms  of  bandaging. 

DISEASES    OF    CHILDREN,    AND    DERMATOLOGY. 

A.  K.  Bond,  A.  B.,  M.  D.,  Lecturer, 

will  deliver  a  course  of  lectures  on  Diseases  of  Children  and  Dermatology.  The 
subjects  will  be  discussed  from  scientific  and  practical  standpoints,  and  the  best 
methods  be  presented  to  the  students. 
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PRACTICAL    PHARMACY. 

J.   WM  Foster,  Ph.  G.,  Lecturer. 

A  course  of  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  given,  showing  the  methods  of  weigh- 
ing, measuring,  componnditig  and  administering  drugs;  how  to  make  powders,  pills, 
,ind  solutions;  and  all  those  practical  jioints  so  essential  to  a  physician's  success 
especially  to  those  intending  to  locate  in  the  rural  districts. 

MEDICAL    JURISPRUDENCE. 

Hon.  Daniel  L.  Brinlon,  LL.  B.,  Lecturer. 

The  lectures  on  this  important  topic  will  be  practical,  students  being  taught  how 
t(j  testify  in  court,  how  to  conduct  themselves  under  cross-examination  on  the  wit- 
ness stand,  and  answer  hypothetical  questions  in  giving  expert  testimony. 

Nearthe  end  of  the  term  a  moot  court  will  be  held,  when  students  will  be  taught 
to  jnactice  what  they  have  learned  in  this  department. 

SYNDESMOLOCY  AND  TOPOGRAPHICAL  ANATOMY. 

J.    G.   WiUMrc,  M.   D.,  Lecturer. 
A  course  of  lectures  on  tliese  important  subjects  will  be  delivered. 
Freshly  prepared  dissections  showing  ligaments  and  their  relations  to  bones  and 
joints  will  be  used  in  teaching  syndesmology. 

Topographical  anatomy,  holding  as  it  does  such  an  important  relation  to  diag- 
nosis in  all  the  departments  of  medicine,  will  receive  the  careful  consideration  its 
importance  demands. 

ANATOMICAL    LABORATORY. 
B.  B.   Warjield,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator. 
The  dissecting  room  is  well  lighted  and  ventilated,  and  in  charge  of  the  demon- 
strator of  anatomy,  who  demonstrates  dissections.     Students  are  required  to  dissect 
each  year,  and  at  least  a  whole  body.     The  demonstrator  issues  tickets  only  to 
those  who  make  thorough  dissections. 

HISTOLOGICAL    AND    PATHOLOGICAL    LABORATORY. 

Wm.  T.  Howard,  Jr.,  M.  D.,  Lecturer  on  HtHtologij  and  Patliology,  and  Instriictor 

in  Clinical   Medicine. 

Since  the  issue  of  our  last  Annual  Announcement,  the  faculty  has  entirely 
refitted  the  Histological  and  Pathological  Laboratory,  with  new  and  complete 
apparatus,  water  bath,  thermostat,  sterilizer  and  the  best  microscopes  imported 
from  Europe. 

No  student  can  be  reasonably  expected  to  pursue  the  study  of  niedicine  intelli- 
gently, without  first  comprehending  the  histology  of  the  organs  and  tissues  involved 
in  diseases.  Every  student  will,  therefore,  be  required  to  do  practical  laboratory 
work  in  histology. 

Autopsies  will  be  made  in  presence  of  the  class,  and  macroscopic  lesions  de- 
nnnstrated. 

Practical  Pathology  is  required  of  second  and  third  course  students,  they  being 
required  to  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount,  examine  and  describe  the  tissues  and  organs 
involved  in  disease,  and  thus  acquire  a  practical  knowledge,  by  a  mental  ])icturc, 
of  the  diseased  tissues.  Microscopes,  microtome,  staining  fluids,  and  all  necessary 
apparatus,  will  be  furnished  by  the  faculty  without  extra  charge. 

The  fascinating  study  of  this  eminently  important  and  fundamental  branch,  not 
only  qualifies  the  student  to  more  accurately  diagnose  and  treat  diseases,  but  also 
enables  him  to  comprehend  the  lectures  and  clinics  on  medicine  and  surgery. 
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This  course  will  not  be  required  of  students  who  have  done  the  same  work  else- 
where; but  such  as  desire  will  be  given  opportunity  for  advanced  and  original 
work. 

All  advanced  students  will  be  required  to  work  in  Bacteriology,  to  understand 
mctliods  of  cultivation  and  isolation  of  bacteria,  their  staining,  mounting  and 
examination,  and  laws  governing  their  relation  to  infectious  diseases. 

Sections  of  the  senior  class  will  be  instructed  in  clinical  medicine,  at  the  bedside, 
in  the  hospital. 

CHEMICAL    LABORATORY. 
Prof.   Wm.  P.  Tonry,  Ph.  I).,  M.  D. 

Two  liours  each  week  will  be  devoted  to  analytical  chemistry  and  laboratory  prac- 
tice. Practical  analytical  work  for  first  and  second  course  students,  is  obligatory  ; 
the  work  during  the  first  year  being  confined  principally  to  examination  of  bases 
and  acids  ;  tlie  second  course  students  are  required  to  give  attention  to  clinical 
chemistry  in  analyses  of  medicines,  food,  water,  urine,  Ac,  and  to  chemical  and 
miscroscopical  examination   of   blood  and  other  stains  on  clothing. 

PRACTICAL    OBSTETRICS. 

J.  Frank  Crouch,  M.  D.,  Demonstrator. 
The  demonstrator  will  instruct  sections  of  students  in  the  various  manipulations 
necessary  for  examination  of  pregnant  females,  e.  g.,  auscultation  of  fatal  heart, 
pelvimetry,  &c.  He  will  demonstrate  on  the  manikin  or  cadaver,  the  diagnosis  of 
the  various  presentations'and  positions  in  labor,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor, 
normal  delivery  and  the  termination  of  the  third  stage  of  labor.  He  will  also 
demonstrate  the  different  forms  of  dystocia,  the  modes  of  rectifying  them,  version, 
instrumental  delivery,  and  all  other  important  obstetric  proceedurcs. 

PRACTICAL    BANDAGING. 

T.  M.  Lumpkin  M.  D.,  Demonstrator. 
Sections  will  be  instructed  in  bandaging ;  all  the  modes  of  applying  bandages 
will  be  demonstrated,  each  student  of  section  in  turn  being  required  to  practice 
the  art  of  bandaging. 

PRACTICAL    MATERIA    MEDICA    AND    THERAPEUTICS. 

E.  D.  Ellis,  M.  I).,  Instructor. 

The  students  will  be  reviewed  on  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutic^,  that  the 
work  on  these  important  subjects  may  be  impressed  and  retained. 

So  far  as  practicable  the  therapeutic  action  of  the  most  important  drugs  will  be 
demonstrated  to  the  class. 

LATIN. 

J.  M.  H.  Roinland,  M.  D.  Imtructor. 

For  the  benefit  of  those  students  who  are  deficient  in  latin,  and  unable  therefore 

to  pass  the  required  preliminary  examination,  Latin  instruction  will  be  given,  that 

they  may  be  able  to  pass  the  required  examination  at  the  beginning  of  the  following 

term. 

CLINICS. 

Every  physician  keenly  appreciates  the  advantages  derived  from  observation  and 
study  of  diseases  at  the  bedside.  Absence  of  such  clinical  instruction  stands  as  an 
impediment  to  success  on  the  threshold  of  every  inexperienced  practitioner,  and 
embarrasses  his  action  during  the  early  years  of  his  professional  career.  To  obviate 
such  menace  to  the  young  practitioner,  and  render  him  thoroughly  competent  to 
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practice  Ills  profession  when  he  emerges  as  ;i  graduate  from  our  institution,  we  de- 
vote especial  attention  to  clinic  and  hospital  work,  attendance  upon  whicli  is  as 
obligatory  as  upon  didactic  lectures. 

HOSPITAL    WORK. 

Tlie  exlerncs  of  the  graduating  class  are  divided  into  sections.  Each  section 
in  rotation  is  re(iuirod  to  report  to  the  hospitil  and  make  the  rounds  of  the 
wards,  with  tlie  medical  or  surgical  attendant,  witness  and  assist  in  treatment 
of  cases,  in  arrangement  of  surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observtions 
of  and  recording  of  pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  witness  and  practice 
physical  diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical  cases  ;  observe  tlie  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  lying-in  women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants;  practicing  diag- 
nosis in  gynecology ;  observe  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness  and  practice  all 
important  features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

This  hospital  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered  to  have  completed  his 
course  at  this  College  unless  lie  has  complied  with  regulations  for  hosj)ital  work. 

The  success  attending  the  hospital  section  work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 
This  mode  of  study  enaliles  t}ie  student  to  see  things  he  has  learned  in  his  text 
book,  or  heard  in  the  lecture  room;  it  also  trains  him  to  be  an  acute  and  correct  ob- 
server of  diseases. 

CLINICS    IN    AMPHITHEATRE. 

On  Mondays,  Prof.  Merkick  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest, 
showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and  laryngoscopic  examinations,  demon- 
strating auscultation  and  percussion,  and  performing  operations  on  the  air  passages. 

Each  candidate  for  graduation  is  required  to  manipulate  and  adjust  the 
instruments  for  examination  of  nose,  throat  and  chest — practice  physical  diagnosis 
in  inspection,  palpation,  auscultation  and  percussion. 

Clinic  on  Children  atul  Dermatology.  On  Tuesdays,  Dr.  Bond  will  clinic  on  diseases 
of  children  and  dermatology.  The  cases  in  the  clinic  are  numerous  and  interest- 
ing, including  diseases  of  infancy  and  derangements  due  to  dentition  and  feeding. 

Success  in  practice  often  depending  largely  upon  a  knowledge  of  the  manage- 
ment of  children's  diseases,  special  care  will  be  taken  in  teaching  students  how  to 
diagnose,  treat  and  manage  diseases  of  children. 

Medical  CVmic.  On  Wednesdays,  Prof.  Streett  clinics  on  cases  belonging  to  his 
department,  selecting  from  abundant  material,  such  cases  as  best  illustrate  the 
didactic  lectures  on  practice  of  medicine,  going  through  each  case  analytically, 
illustrating  the  different  phases  and  peculiarites  which  diseases  assume,  and  diagnos- 
ing and  treating  patients  in  presence  of  the  students. 

Physical  diagnosis  is  taught  in  clinics,  each  student  being  required  to  make  an 
examination  of  the  patient  in  presence  of  the  class,  being  guided  in  his  efforts  by 
the  teacher. 

Eye  and  Ear  Clinic.  On  TImrsdays,  Prof.  Reuling  clinics  on  diseases  of  the 
eye  anJ  ear,  demonstrating  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  exhibiting  all  forms  of 
diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  performing  the  various  operations  for  glaucoma,  cataract 
and  strabismus,  explaining  treatment,  and  requiring  students  to  examine  and 
diagnose  cases. 

Students  will  be  required  to  manipulate  the  opthalmoscope  and  otoscope  until 
sufficiently  familiar  with  their  use  to  use  them  in  practice. 

Surgical  Clinic.  On  Fridays,  Prof.  Blake  or  Prof.  Johnson,  (the  former  until 
January  the  first,  and  the  latter  until  July  first,)  conducts  a  surgical  clinic,  per- 
formingin  the  amphitheatre  such  operations  as  resections,  amputations,  trephining, 
adjustment  of   fractures,  and  removal  of   tumors,    &c.     Students  arc  required  to 
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make  surgical  diagnoses,  apply  bandages  and  dress  wounds,  &c.  Sections  of  the  class 
receive  instruction  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital,  in  adjustment  of  fractures,  appli- 
cation of  splints,  bandaging,  and  antiseptic  management  of  wounds. 

Cli)M  on  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  On  same  day.  Prof.  Hill  clinics  on 
insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  showing  methods  and  appliances  for 
diagnosing  these  obscure  conditions  and  pointing  out  their  prophylaxis  and  treat- 
ment. Prof.  Hill  is  attending  physician  to  Mount  Hope  Retreat,  one  of  the  largest 
and  best  known  institutions  for  the  care  of  the  insane,  in  tlic  world,  and  in  teach 
ing,  will  bring  to  bear  his  vast  experience  as  an  alienist. 

Qyiiecologlcal  Clinic.  On  Saturdays,  Prof.  Ashby  will  clinic  on  diseases  of 
women,  showing  diseases  peculiar  to  females,  and  performing  operations  on  vagina, 
uterus  and  bladder.  He  requires  each  student,  under  his  direction,  to  examine 
the  vagina,  introduce  the  speculum^and  majjipulate  the  uterus  and  ovaries  in 
diagnosis.  Students  are  also  required  to  assist  in  operations,  such  as  laparotomy, 
ovariotomy,  &c. 

Obstetric   Clinic. 

Prof.  Brikton  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It  being 
universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  unfavorable 
results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special  attention  is 
given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By  prior  arrange- 
ment and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication,  classes  of  stu- 
dents are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  lying-in  department, 
wlien  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying  in  chamber,  they  are  taught  the 
touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  observe  the  progress  and  manage- 
ment of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps, 
turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  removing  placentte,  and  in  the  various  opera- 
tions rendered  imperative  in  dystocia.  Students  are  also  required  to  ausculate  the 
fo'tal  heart,  practice  bellottement,  measure  pelves  and  assist  in  the  management  of 
tlie  new-born  infant 

During  our  last  session,  every  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  cases  of  labor, 
normal  and  instrumental.  The  jirofessor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable  pride, 
points  to  the  fact,  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  portals  with  a  practi- 
cal knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent  to  enter  any  field  of 
duty  anel  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 

The   Out-Door    Obstetric    Department 

s  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the  Dispensary;  cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered, 
and  when  labor  ensues,  are  attended  by  our  advanced  students,  under  guidance  of 
the  Devwnstrator  of  Obstetrics;  thus  still  more  is  the  clinical  work  in  this  useful 
branch,  broadened,  affording  the  student  obstetrical  oijportunities  that  are  unex- 
celled. 

Regular  and  punctual  attendance  on  all  clinical  as  well  as  upon  didactic  lectures 
and  section   work,  is  required. 

Time   of  Study    before   July    1st,    1892. 

Students  who  have  already  taken  one  course  of  lectures  in  a  regular  and  reputa- 
ble medical  school,  as  well  as  those  who  matriculated  prior  to  July  1st,  1892,  will 
have  the  ])rivilege  of  applying  for  graduation  in  this  College  at  the  end  of  their 
second  course  of  lectures. 

Time  of  Study  and  other  requirements  after  July  1st,   1892. 

This  College  is  a  member  of  the  American  Medical  College  Association,  and  will 
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apply  the  rules  and  reqairenionts  uT  thai  association  to  all  students  matriculating 
after  July  1st,  1S'J2. 

Students  who  matriculate  after  July  1st,  1S92,  will  be  required  to  take  a  three 
year  graded  course. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  association,  we  will  also  require  of  all  students 
matriculating  a/<(r;- July  1st,  1892,  a  preliminary  entrance  examination  in  English 
composition,  of  not  less  than,  two  hundred  words,  tlie  transhitiun  of  easy  Latin 
prose — (students  being  allowed  one  year  to  make  up  any  deficiency  on  this  branch) 
— an  examination  on  elements  of  algebra,  arithmetic  and  on  elementary  physics. 

Students  who  do  not  succeed  in  passing  the  required  Latin  examination,  will  be 
permitted  to  matriculate,  but  will  be  required  to  pass  the  Latin  examination  at  the 
beginning  of  tlie  second  course  ;  tliis  arrangement  allows  one  year  in  which  to 
make  up  the  deficiency. 

Students  who  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  Colleges  of  literature, 
science  or  arts,  or  graduates  of  high  schools  or  normal  schools,  and  thost'  passing 
the  entrance  examination  required  by  the  Statute  of  tlie  State  of  New  York,  are 
exempt  from  tlie  preliminary  examination  on  entrance. 

The    Entrance    Examination 

will  be  held  at  the  College  building  any  day  after  September  1st  ;  it  will  be  fair 
and  reasonable,  its  only  object  being  to  ascertain  whether  students  arc  sufficiently 
educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

It  is  an  act  of  kind  consideration  for  them,  it  being  manifestly  unjust  to  permit 
students  to  engage  in  the  study  of  medicine,  spending  time,  labor  and  money,  when 
they  are  not  educationally  qualified  to  profit  thereby. 

This  examination  points  out  the  deficiency,  if  any  exist,  and  gives  opportune 
notice  of  hoiu,  and  upon  what  to  prepare  for  the  study  of  medicine. 

SCHEDULE  OF  GRADED  COURSE. 

!■■/  year — Practical  histology,  practical  anatomy,  descriptive  anatomj',  syndesmology, 
practical  work  in  inorganic  chemistry,  pharmacy,  materia  niedica  and  ther- 
apeutics, physiology,  general  chemistry,  bandaging,  and  any  other  branches 
that  time  jiermits.  At  end  of  course,  examinations  will  beheld  on  practical 
liistology,  jiractical  anatomy,  practical  inorganic  cheniii- try  and  idiarmacy. 

2d  year — Practical  pathology,  practical  anatomy,  syndesmology,  and  topograjihical 
anatomy,  jiractical  medical  chemistry,  practical  obstetrics,  practical 
materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  bandaging  and  descriptive  anatoiiiy, 
pliysiology,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  materia  medica  and  tlier- 
apeutics,  organic  chemistry  arid  toxicology,  nervous  and  mental 
diseases,  obstetrics,  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  and  clinical 
medicine,  diseases  of  nose,  throat  and  chest,  principles  and  practice 
of  surgery,  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  diseases  of  women,  and  medical 
jurisprudence,  jiathology,  and  all  clinics.  At  the  end  of  the  course,  final 
examinations  will  be  held  on  practical  pathology,  anatomy,  physiology 
and  operative  surgery,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  and  chemistry, 
and  credit  given  for  all  branches  j  assed. 

3tZ  year — Bacteriology,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  obstetrics,  principles  and  prac- 
tice of  medicine,  diseases  of  nose,  throat  and  chest,  principles  and  practice 
of  surgery,  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  and  diseases  of  women,  jiractiral 
obstetrics,  bandaging,  all  clinics  and  section  work.  At  the  end  of  the 
course,  the  final  examination  will  be  held  on  these  branches  and  on  any 
other  branch  or  branches,  on  which  they  have  not  already  passed  a  suc- 
cessful examination. 
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The  three-year  graded  course  is  optional  to  students  who  have  already  taken  one  course 
of  lectures,  or  matriculated  before  July  1,  1892;  it  will  be  compulsory  to  students  matric- 
ulating after  July  1,  1892. 

In  order  that  the  proposed  increase  of  time  of  study  may  not  increase  the  expen- 
ses of  students,  no  lecture  fee  will  be  required  for  the  third  year. 

The  student  in  1st  year  course,  who  passes  the  lest  competitive  examination  on 
practical  histology,  practical  anatomy,  practical  inorganic  chemistry  and  pharmacy, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  two  subsequent  courses,  without  payment  of  anj'  lecture  fee. 

PRIZES. 

As  .Tn  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and  laudable 
ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine  and  surgery, 
a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  faculty  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  standing 
tlie  best  final  examination.  Six  College  prizes  will  be  awarded  the  next  six  students 
standing  the  best  examinations.  In  the  order  of  their  respective  merits. 

HONORABLE     MENTION 

will  be  made  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  three  students  whose  examinations  stand  in 
degree  of  excellence,  nearest  the  student  receiving  the  seventh  prize. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in  deportment, 
twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  two  full  courses  of  lectures,  the  last  of 
which  must  have  been  in  this  College,  have  paid  all  foes  due  the  College,  and 
pas.=ed  a  sntisfactorj'  examination  before  the  faculty.  Graduates  of  other  medical 
colleges,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures,  are  required  to  matriculate 
only,  but  those  desiring  to  gradu.nte  are  required  to  pay  the  matriculation  and 
di])loma  fees,  and  pass  a  satisfactory  examinatian  before  the  faculty. 

BALTIMORE, 

with  her  teeming  population  of  half  a  million  people,  furnishes  a  comparatively 
inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries,  has  a  salubrious  climate,  a  people 
proverbiallj'  famed  for  their  genial  hospitality,  is  connected  by  railway  and  water, 
with  every  other  city  in  the  workl,  is  yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession 
and  people  as  a  great  medical  centre,  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those 
desiring  to  acquire  a  medical  education,  or  reside  within  her  limits. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  is  within  a  few  minutes  walk  tpf  The  .Tolins 
Hopkins  TTniversity,  the  Pe.abody  Institute,  the  Enocli  Pratt  Free  Library,  and  the 
Medical  and  Chirurgical  I,ibrarj'.

Medical  Schools,  and  in  order  to  place  a  medical  education  within  reach  of  worthy 
and  well  qualified  young  men  of  limited  means,  such  will  be  admitted  on  the  pay- 
ment of  a  special  or  scholarship  fee-,  which  is  one-half  the  fee  for  the  regular 
Winter  Course,  or  $50.00.     The  following  is  the  summary  of  fees  for  scholarship  :

Students  who  liave  studied  two  courses  in  this  College,  or  the  first  course  in  some 
other  reputable  College,  and  the  second  in  this  College,  are  exempt  from  i)ayment 
of  the  lecture  fee  on  their  third  course;  provided,  the  last  two  courses  are  consecu- 
tive.    The 

SEATS 
in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers  beginning  at  the 
front  near  the  lecturer,  and  students  desiring  scats  near  the  lecturer,  can  obtain  such 
by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  when  thoir  names  will  be  registered  in  a  special 
register,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registration.  This  entitles  them 
to  such  seats  the  entire  term,  provided  they  pass  the  entrance  examination  on 
arrival;  should  they  not  succeed  in  passing  tliis  examination,  the  fee  will  be  returned. 

GENERAL    REGULATIONS. 

Anatomical,  histological,  physiological,  ii.ithological,  and  chemical  material,  are 
furnished  our  students,  free  of  cost. 

Persons  wishing  to  attend  one  or  more  special  courses,  can  do  so  by  paying  the 
matriculation  fee,  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  ticket  of  the  professor  whose  lecture 
he  attends. 

Graduates  in  good  standing,  of  reputable  Dental,  Pharmaceutical  and  Veterinary 
Colleges,  Doctors  of  Philosoiihy,  and  students  who  have  pursued  a  scientific  cour.se, 
including  biology,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course,  their  jirevious  woi'k  being 
considered  as  equivalent  to  the  first  year  of  a  three  year  graded  course. 

Any  branch  or  branches  upon  which  stiidcnts  can  submit  evidence  of  having 
passed  a  final  examination  in  any  other  regular  reputable  medical  College,  will  be 
exempt  from  the  final  examination  in  this  College. 

All  fees,  except  foi  graduation,  must  be  ]>aid  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 
The  diploma  fee  is  $30.00  in  all  cases,  and  must  be  deposited  with  tlie  Dean  on  or 
before  February  1st. 

The  Adfiiiidem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  mouibers  of  the  medical 
profession. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  ujion  those  cmdidates  who 
are  })resent,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  can  be  obtained  at  from  $."5.00  to  $4.00  per 
week — the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in  the 
country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents  and  friends  of 
students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  tin-own  around  the  young  men  studying 
in  this  institution. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
student  with  this  College  for  improper,  disorderly  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student 
whose  relations  are  thus  severed,  by  his  mm  nets,  forfeits  all  rights  in,  and  claims 
upon  this  College. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in  (he 
city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medical  ( 'ollege," 
"N.  E.  Cor.  IMadison  street  and  Linden  Avenue,"  wheie  it  will  be  received  and 
taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding  house  has  been  selected. 

Students,  on  arriving  in  the  city,  are  re(|uested  to  report  at  once  at  the  College, 
N.  E.  Cor.  Madison  Street  and  Linden  Avenue,  for  the  purpose  of  registering  their 
names.

In  pursuance  of  this  p.jlicy,  we  have  con.-tructed  since  issuing  last  year's 
announcement,  a  niagnifieent 

NEW    COLLEGE    BUILDING, 

fronting  on  Madison  street,  corner  <f  l.-mlfi  avenue,  and  extending  ifrtherly  on 
the  latter.  It  is  now  completed  an^l  I'.ioroiighly  furui.shed  and  equipped  for  the 
reception  and  education  of  students  cf  medicine.  It  is  five  stories  in  height,  of 
liijzavline  My\e,  with  corner  tower,  file  roof  and  a  richly  einbellished  archway,  in 
red  Seneca  stone. 

The  first  story  is  approache<l  by  a  ljroa<l  and  easy  stairway,  and  contains,  a  read- 
ing room,  a  smoking  room,  a  cloak  room  and  lavatory;  it  is  well  lighted  and 
heated,  and  is  intended  .solely  for  the  use  .-md  comfort  of  students. 

The  second  floor  is  reaehed  through  an  arched  entrance,  and  vestibule  with 
a  nujsaic  lloor  and  wainsi;oat  of  jiolished  (ieorgia  marble,  and  a  doorw;iy  of  (juar- 
terfed  oak,  having  side- lights  of  cliippeil  beveled  plate  glass. 

The  main  hallway  extends  back  to  the  centre  of  the  building.  \t  the  right  of 
hallway  is  the  large  faculty  room,  tastily  finished  in  oak;  on  the  left  the  l)ean's 
otfice  with  reception  room,  neatly  fii.i.-hed  in  the  same  material. 

From  the  main  hallway,  a  v^'ide  and  imposing  stairway,  finished  in  oak,  leads  to 
a  landing,  from  which  <""  other  stairways  proceed  to  all  the  liigher  lloors. 

The  Disf>ensary  is  situated  on  this  flour,  in  centre  and  rear  of  the  building. 
It  comprises  a  reception  ri)oiu  20x20  feet;  a  drug  room;  and  i.s  btirdered  with  eight 
private  coHsultation  rooms,  for  the  examination  and  treatment  of  patients  by  the 
physicians  and  specialists  in  the  various  departments. 

The  third  floor  contains  the  lecture  hall,  with  ante-room,  vestibule  and  ])rivate 
stairway  in  rear. 

The  Lecture  Hall  is  40tS'>  feet,  symmetrically  constructed,  with  a  stage  at 
one  emi  four  feet  high,  on  which  are  appliances  for  demonstrating  lectures  and 
experiments;  from  the  lecture  platform  to  the  rear  of  the  hall  there  is  a  uniforiii 
rise  amounting  to  four  feet;  it  is  perfectly  lighted,  approached  by  broad  stairways, 
and  is  furnished  with  opera  chairs,  a!!  numbered,  and  arranged  with  one  central 
and  two  lateral  aisles;  this  hall  will  seat  (jnO  students.  • 

The  fourth  floor  contains  the  ainpliitheatre,  with  the  necessary  waiting  and  an- 
aesthetizing rooms,  and  the  histological  and  pathological  laboratory. 


BALTIMORE    MFDICAI.    COLLEGE. 

The  Amphitheatre  is  a  triumph  of  architectural  skill;  it  is  perfectly  lighted 
from  the  south  and  west  and  by  means  of  a  skylight  well  which  reflects  light 
directly  upon  the  operating  table.  It  is  thoronglily  Tentilated  and  will  seat  5W) 
.studentf,  within  a  range  <,if  ;-!'J  feet  from  the  operator. 

The  construction  of  the  amphitheatre  i-s  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  spherical  seg- 
nient,  and  the  elevati(jn  of  each  consecutive  rear  tier  of  peats  is  such  a.s  to  give  the 
occupants  a  complete  \  iew  of  the  clinics  and  surgical  operations  in  the  arena.  It 
is  furnished  with  f.)lding  seats,  numbered  as  in  lecture  hall;  it  has  double  entrance 
and  e.\it  on  floor  nf  mezzanine  story  liy  two  broad  stairways.  It  is  one  (<t  the 
Miost  comiileto  and  typical  amphitheatres  in  the  World.  It  it  supplied  with  hot 
and  cold  water  spigots,  and  is  heated  by  steam. 

The  anaesthi-lizing  room  adjoins  the  amphitheatre;  it  is  fitted  up  with  the 
necessary  appliances,  and  perambulator  for  rolling  anaestlietiz',-d  patients  into  the 
arena  of  amphitheatre. 

The  Histological  and  PatHological  Laboratory  fronts  on  the  south  and 
west,  receiving  a  perfect  light  for  inicrosiopic  work.  It  lia.-.  ample  space  f»r  large 
sections  of  students,  and  is  supplied  with  the  best  microscopes  recently  imjwrted 
from  Germany,  and  otlier  apparatus  and  a]<pliaiices  for  the  teaching  of  histo- 
logy and   pathology. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  situated  in  the  mezzanine  story  and  fronts 
on  the  south  and  west.  The  fifth  floor  contains  the  anatouiicai  and  chemical 
laboratories. 

The  Anatomical  Laboratory  contains  tables  for  ninety  students  to  dissect  at 
one  time;  it  is  perfectly  lighted  with  windows  and  skylights,  and  is  thoroughly 
ventilated;  it  is  provided  with  cloak  room  and  lavatory,  with  liberal  supply  of  hot 
and  cold  water;  elevator  for  .supply  (>f  anatomical  material  and  removal  of 
debris,  and  other  conveniences  for  practical  anatomical  Mork.  Its  floor  i.s  imper- 
vious to  fluids  and  arrangeii  for  ilusliing  and  perfect  drainage,  conditions  necesary 
for  good  sanitation. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  isoneuf  the  largest  in  ihe  country,  extending  4  2  feet 
on  the  southern  anrl  Si  feet  on  the  western  side;  it  is  perfectly  lighted  and  venti- 
lated, and  .supplieil  with  hot  and  C'ld  water;  it  is  furnished  with  tables  specially 
prepared  for  chemical  work  and  is  cMiipletely  equiiijiwl  with  necessary  apj)aratU3 
and  reagents.  Each  student  has  his  own  table  and  a  locker,  of  wliich  he 
carries  the  key,  for  apparatus;  the  Inhoratory  contains  444  lockers,  anvl  will  accom- 
modate as  many  students,  and  each  h:ive  entire  control  of  his  ow«  apparatus. 

It  is  abundantly  sujuilied  with  gas,  has  astore  room  for  chemicals  and  apparatus, 
and  the  necessary  gas  chambers,  with  exit  f'>r  the  escape  of  ga*.  It  communicates 
by  stairs  with  the  toner  laboratory,  immediately  over  it,  in  which  are  windows 
on  all  sides.  All  no.xious  gases  are  generated  in  the  tower  in  order  to  maintain  a 
healthy  atmosphere  in  the  main  laboratory.  The  entire  College  building  is  heated 
by  steam;  hot  and  cold  water  is  supplied  on  every  floor,  and  provision  made  for 
lighting  at  night  by  means  of  gas  or  electricity;  electric  belis  are  provided  in  every 
room,  hall  and  laboratory.  Elevated  corridors  connect  the  College  with  the  hospital 
in  the  rear;  an  elevator  runs  from  the  bottom  to  top  of  the  building;  a  fire  escape 
connects  with  every  story  above  the  first. 

The  erection  of  this  buihiing  necessitated  an  expenditure  of  seventy-five  thous- 
and dollars  ($75,000).  It  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and  typical  medical  college 
buildings  in  the  rnited  States. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  stating  that  few  medical  colleges  in  this  Ciiuntry,  have 
grown  in  favor  so  rapidly  as  this;  and  few  faculties  have  expended  sucii  sums  of 
money,  in  so  brief  a  jeriod,  for  construction  of  new  college  buildings. 

Conscious  of  the  fact,  that  to  continue  in  the  van  of  medical  jirogress,  we  must 
maintain  our  College,  in  a  condition  thorouuhly  equipped  for  the  study  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  we  gladly  adopt  all  new  methods  and  useful  features.

DIDACTIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Anatomy,  being  one  of  tiie  fundainental  branclics  np,.!i  u  liich  the  snper«f  met  tire 
of  a  miilical  t<iueation  must  rest,  will  receive  marked  attention  from  the  professor 
in  this  d'-parlment,  who  will  deliver  tbiet  lectures  per  weeU.  'Jhe  lei-tures  will  be 
illustrateil  by  a  manikin,  diat-'rams,  dried  preparations  ,ind  fresh  dissections  of  the 
cadaver  The  lecturer  on  syn«bsmology  and  topogrupbiea!  anatomy,  will  leiture 
on  lif;aments  and  their  relations  to  bones  and  joints,  illustrating  his  suhject  willi 
diagrams  and  fresli  dissection^:  he  will  also  dwell  on  topographical  anatomy,  hold- 
ing as  it  does  such  an  important  relation  to  all   the  department-  of   n.edicine 

Histology  is  taught  by  didaclic  lectures  and  laboratory  pracliee  and  observation, 
each  student  being  taught  microscopic  t(cliniipie,  and  the  picjiaration  and  blaining 
of  siiecimeiis.  Each  is  reipiired  to  b<  i  oiiie  finiiliar  willi  the  m)rinal  cells  and 
tissues  of  the  body. 

Pathology.  Lectures  on  lliis  fundamental  and  imjiorlant  brancl.  will  be  given 
by  the  ti'acher  of  the  subject,  an  expert  practical  patholoirist .  they  will  be  demon- 
strated by  laboratory  work  The  suhjci  t  is  one  of  faseinalini;  inurest  lo  »;udents. 
Students  should  be  well  instructed  on  pathology,  else  bi)w  can  they  as  practiliotur.'^ 
hope  to  corritl  diseased  processes,  when  they  are  not  iiracti<all\  f'lun'lar  with 
them  ? 

Physiology.  Tbio  ini[.ortant  fnnd.imenlal  brancii  is  taught  by  lectures  atid 
e.xperimental  observations.  Lectures  are  delivered  upon  the  blood,  circulatiipii, 
respiration,  digesticai.  absorpfiop.  secretion  and  excretion,  generation,  nutrition,  ani- 
mal heat,  nervous  system  and  special  senses.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  spec- 
imens, sections,  vivisections,  diagrams,  plates  and  tnodels. 

Chemistry.  Vew  and  impMved  methods  will  be  used  in  teaching  this  branch, 
'/cnera!  inorg.inic  chemistry  will  be  presenlci  in  such  a  manner,  that  students 
will  readiiv  cornprehtnti  tlie  principles  of  the  science.  The  lectures  will  be  fully 
illustrated  by  experiments,  diagrams,  charts  and  the  exhibition  of  minerals  and 
chemicals.  Organic  and  medical  chemistry  will  be  taken  up  at  the  proper  lime, 
and  .students  taught  incompatibles,  tests  for  important  poisons,  and  urinalysis. 

Hygiene  is  taught  in  connection  witli  Chemistry,  and  lectures  are  devoted  to 
the  broad  principle  ol  sanitation,  quarantine,  infection,   sewerage,   drainage  and 
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cioanliness  vt  citii's  ami  town-.     Hyt<ienc  of  lioiiic>,  imblii'  institutions  ami  com- 
munities receives  the  attention  its  importance  deruand. 

Materia  Medica  and  Theiapeutics.  Lectures  on  ^fateria  Medica  will  be  given 
V>y  the  teachers  of  this  hran.  h.  'I'liey  will  be  illustrated  by  )>lates  and  sanii>les, 
ihc  faculty  liavinj;  procured  for  this  purpose  an  herbarium,  and  cabinets  of  pure 
;nid  crude  drugs,  as  c()m[ilete  as  can  be  found.  Students  jiersotially  examine 
iIk'So  druf^s,  in  order  to  become  familiar  with  remedies  us<>d  in  iiractice.  They, 
are  taught  tlie  origin,  physical  jiroperties,  preparations,  methods  of  administration 
.11. d  therapeutic  >ises  and  etlects  of  medicines.  Therapeutics  being  a  seienre  of  such 
vast  sco])e,  and  ever  broadening,  and  re(u\ving  from  the  hands  of  research  and  dis- 
e..\ery,  new  facts  aiul  new  suggestions,  the  professor  of  tins  department  devotes 
nuicli  attention  and  labor  in  teaching  it.  ile  is  assisted  in  e.xpouuding  the  truths 
of  this  Iranch  by  a  special  lecturer  on  Mai*  ria  Medica. 

Pharmacy.  Lectures  on  this  suhjeci  will  be  given,  showing  the  nicthods  of 
weigliiiig,  measuring,  compounding  and  administering  drugs;  how  to  make  powders, 
[lills  atid  solutions,  and  all  Iho'-e  practital  jioinls  --o  essential  to  a  pliysiciaii's  suc- 
c'>^s,  especially  to  those  intending  ti>  locate  in  rural  districts. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  This  chair  will  begin  with  the 
onunciation  i>f  general,  broad  and  leading  principles  and  terms,  a  knowledge  of 
which  is  necessary  t<j  enable  the  student  to  comjirehend  the  lectures  subse'iuently 
given  on  general  and  i  rganic  diseas;es. 

The  major  ]iortion  of  the  session  will  beilevoted  to  consideration  of  local,  organic, 
general  and  infectious  diseases. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  1  he  great  prevalence  of  nervous  and 
mental  diseases  renders  it  imj>erative  that  students  should  be  thoroughly  informed 
ontlii'se  subjects.  The  instruction  will  consist  of  lectur<^s,  well  illustrated  with 
histological  anil  pathological  prejiarations,  charts,  diagrams  and  models. 

Practical  lesson-*  on  electricity  will  be  given,  and  students  shown  how  to  use 
instruments  and  appliances  iioicssary  in  the  liiagnosis  and  treatmeiit  of  nervous 
and  mental  diseases. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose.  Thioat  and  Chest  will  be  taught  by  the  professor  of 
tiiese  sub;e(  1-;  he  will  give  instruction  iii  rhinnlogy,  laryngology  and  disea.scs  of  the 
(liest;  his  lectures  will  bi' illu>t rated.  rhy-i^-a!  diagnosis  will  receive  the  attention 
its  importance  demands. 

Diseases  of  Children,  than  which,  there  are  few  more  important  subjects, 
will  he  i>ri'sented  in  an  attractive  manner,  and  discussed  from  scientitic  and  practi- 
cal stand)ioints. 

Medical  Jurisprudence.     'Ihe  lectures   iH  ;liis  iiii)... riant   >iibject  will  be  gen- 
ii and  practical    students  being  taught  how  to  testify  in  court:  how   to  conduct

.  rnl'.irra-ses  his  action  during  the  ea.rly  years  <,f  his  iirofi-ssional  career.  To  obviate 
Mich  niena' .•  t.i  the  young  (.ractitinner,  and  render  him  thcrougbly  competent  to 
I'rarlii-  Ui<  profession  when  Ik-  emerges  .i>  a  gr-.uluale  from  our  in^riiutiori,  we  de 
vote  e■^pe^lal  attetitiou  to  clinic  and  hospital  work,  alteii  lance  upon  wlii(  h  is  as 
obligatory  as  ni>oii  didactic  lectures. 

Hospital  Work.  I'he  e.iteruf!'  of  the  graduating  class  are  clivided  into  sections.

I>hy~)ral  diagnosis  in  medical  atid  -urgical  c.ises;  ob^ervi-ihe  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  lying-in  women,  and  management  of  new-b-ir.n  infants:  practicing  diagnosis 
of  gynecology,  oli>erve  crt'ecis  of  treatment,  aiul  witness  and  praitice  all  imjiortanl 
features  of   tlie  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  i.ractiee. 

Urgent  operations  on  [latients,  admitted  uf tt  r  college  hours,  are  perfi)rnie(l  in 
the  operating  room  of  the  hospital,  the  internes  and  sections  oC  liie  class  being 
sunim<>neil  to  witness  them. 

Till-'  bo-pital  work  is  obligatory,  and  m  ■  one  is  cou'-ideied  to  have  completed  his 
course  at  this  (."oUege  unii-ss  be  has  complied  with  the  regulations  for  hosjijtal  work.

Students  who  matriculate<i  in  a  regular  nioilical  cuUege,  iirior  to  July  Is^t,  \^'*2 
will  be  jiennitted  to  :iptily  for  >rradualiiiri  at  flir  end  of  their  second  course  of  lee 
tures. 

Those  who  matriculated 'i/Vtv  July  ls>.  l^<lL',  and  those  who  matriculate  hereafter 
will  Ije  required  to  pursue  three  graded  courses  of  lectures,  prior  td  graduation. 

These  regulations  are  in  acc^rilance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  Anier 
icau  Medical  Colleges,"  of  whieh  this  ct>ll<'Ke  in  u  tneniber. 

ENTRANCE    EXAMINATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  assm  iation.  we  require  of  all  •<rudenf!' ma 
tricnlating,  a  preliminary  entrance  e.xaininatiiu  m  English  coni])osltion.  of  not  lesi 
than  two  hundred  words,  the  translation  of  e:i-y  Latin  proM- — (Students  heinf 
allowed  one  year  to  make  up  any  deliciency  </n  this  branch  i — an  examination  i>i 
elements  of  algehra  or  arithmetic  ami  on  elementary  physics. 

Stuilents  who  do  not  succeed  in  pas.^iiij^lhe  re'piired  T-atin  examination,  will  1)( 
permitted  to  matriculate,  hut  will  be  required  to  pass  the  Latin  examination  at  tli< 
(■ml  of  the  first  or,  beginning  "f  the  5iecond  course;  this  arrangement  allows  on( 
year  in  which  to  make  up  the  dehcienry. 

Till'  Entrance  F.jrnmimiliini  nuiy  he  held  at  the  College  hiiil'liiig  any  day  aftc 
SetitembiT  1st,  it  will  he  fair  anil  rea-^onable,  its  only  fihject  being  to  ascertaii 
whether  students  are  suHicienlly  ed'Hatcd  to  prolit  l;y  medical  study. 

Tt  is  an  act  of  kind  coii-i',derniion  for  tliem,  it  being  manifestly  tmjust  to  permi 
students  to  engage  in  the  study  "f  niedicine,  si  lending  time,  labor  and  money,  whci 
they  are  iint  educationally  iiualilled  to  profit  iherehv. 

This  e.'iamination  i>oints  out  the  deficiency,  if  any  exi>t,  anil  gives  upporlum 
notice  of  /i"i<;,  and  upon  uhul  to  pri'pare  for  tin-  study  of  medicine. 

Students  \\  ho  are  tnatrictilates  ur  graduates  of  recogni/.td  Colleges  of  literature 
science,  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  normal  schools,  or  eijuivalcnl  ichoi>ls.  and  thosi 
passing  the  entrance  examination  rei|uir<>il  by  the  .Staiute  of  the  .'state  of  New  York 
are  exempt  from  the  pnlindnary  examination  on  entrance. 

•  iraduates  of  medicine,  students  who  matriculated  prior  to  .Inly  K'.  1H;2.  thos« 
desiring  to  confine  their  studies  to  special  branches,  and  who  do  not  intend  ti 
ajiply  for  graduation,  are  also  exempt  from  the  entrance  e.vamination. 

We  furnish  an  instructor  of  Latin,  at  our  own  cxi>ense.  for  those  who  are  nn 
able  to  pass  the  preliminary  Latin  examination.  Such  stuilents  are  jdaced  in  t 
ciflss,  and  rcijuired  to  pursne  the  study  of  Latin,  at  hours,  not  oc<ujiied  by  medi 
cal  studies,  that  they  may  b('  i|ualilied  to  complete  their  examination  at  tlu'  end  ol 
the  course  or  beginning  of  the  nc.\t.  Such  was  the  solution  of  the  iiucstioii  last 
.session,  the  result  obtained  was  -;itisfactory  to  both  the  faculty  and  -tudenta

TN  presenting  the  Ansual  Announcement,  the  faculty  embraces  the  opportunity 
i  to  thank  its  many  friends  and  patrons  for  past  favors,  and  promises  to  endeavor 
to  merit  their  good  will  in  the  future. 

Adhering  to  our  invariable  custom,  we  are  pursuing  a  progressive  policy  in 
completing  our  college  plant;  in  establishing  and  equipping  additional  laboratories; 
in  perfecting  facilities  for  teaching  in  the  various  departments;  in  the  appointment 
of  additional  instructors;  in  increasing  the  clinical  facilities;  and  in  crowning  past 
efforts  by  the  building  of  a  magnificent  modern  hospital  since  the  close  of  the  past 
session. 

We  feel  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  session  recently  closed  was  one  of  the 
most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  college. 

Our  class  was  composed  of  students  representing  twenty-eight  States,  the  District 
of  Columbia  and  six  foreign  countries,  including  Canada,  Newfoundland,  West 
Indies,  Germany,  Russia  and  Asia  Minor. 

The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  steady  annual  increase  in  the  num- 
ber of  students;  by  the  marked  advance  in  preliminary  education  of  each  succes- 
sive class;  by  the  annually  increasing  excellence  of  the  examinations,  and  by  the 
almost  invariable  return  of  our  former  students. 

The  vast  and  ever-enlarging  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery  is  covered  in  this 
college  by  a  full  corps  of  competent  teachers,  enabling  students  to  master  in  detail 
the  numerous  broad  principles  and  facts  to  be  learned,  in  qualifying  to  practice  the 
medical  art. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  stating  that  few  medical  colleges  in  this  country  have 
grown  in  favor  so  rapidly  as  this,  and  few  faculties  have  expended  such  sums  of 
money  in  so  brief  a  period  for  construction  of  new  college  and  hospital  buildings. 

It  is  the  matured  and  unwavering  determination  of  our  faculty  that  additions 
and  improvements  to  this  college  shall  continue  regardless  of  obstacles;  that  its 
future  career  of  usefullness  shall  follow  the  lines  laid  down;  and,  so  far  as  may  be 
possible,  keep  in  the  van  among  America's  leading  educational  institutions. 

This  college  is  a  member  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges."  In 
harmony  with  the  rules  of  that  association,  students,  when  matriculating,  are 
required  to  present  satisfactory  credentials  of  preliminary  education,  or  in  lieu 
thereof,  undergo  an  entrance  examination. 

FACILITIES    FOR    INSTRUCTION. 

OUR    NEW   COLLEGE    BUILDING, 

erected  at  an  expenditure  of  seventy-five  thousand  ($75,000)  dollars,  is  one  of  the 
most  complete  and  typical  medical  college  buildings  in  the  United  States. 

It  fronts  on  Madison  street,  corner  of  Linden  avenue,  extending  northerly  on  the 
latter;  is  five  stories  in  height;  of  Byzantine  style,  with  corner  tower  and  tile  roof. 

The  first  story  contains  a  reading  room,  smoking  room,  cloak  room  and  lavatory, 
and  is  solely  for  the  use  and  comfort  of  students. 

On  second  floor  are  the  main  hallway,  faculty  room.  Dean's  office  and  reception 
room;  from  main  hallway  broad  stairs  lead  to  a  landing,  from  which  rise  diverging 
stairs  to  all  the  higher  floors. 

The  Dispensary  is  situated  on  this  floor,  in  centre  of  and  in  the  rear  of  the 
building.      It   comprises   a  reception   room  i^0x20  feet;   a   drug   room,  and   ten 
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I'rivate  consultation  rooms,  for  the  use  of  physicians  and  specialists  in  the  various 
ilepartnients. 

The  third  floor  contains  the  Lecture  Hall,  with  ante  room,  vestibule  and  private 
rear  stairway. 

The  Lecture  Hall  is  40x80  feet,  with  stage  four  feet  high  at  one  extremity,  on 
wliich  are  appliances  for  demonstrating  lectures  and  experiments.  From  lecture 
platform  to  the  rear  of  the  hall  is  a  uniform  rise  of  four  feet.  It  is  perfectly 
lighted;  approached  by  two  broad  stairways,  and  furnished  with  numbered  opera 
chairs. 

It  has  a  seating  capacity  of  600  students;  its  acoustic  properties  are  perfect. 

The  fourth  floor  contains  the  Amphitheatre,  with  the  necessary  waiting  and  an. 
aesthetizing  rooms,  and  the  histological,  physiological  and  pathological  laboratory. 

The  Amphitheatre  is  a  triumph  of  architectural  skill;  it  is  perfectly  lighted 
from  the  south  and  west,  and  by  means  of  a  skylight  well,  which  reflects  light 
directly  upon  the  operating  table. 

The  construction  of  this  amphitheatre  is  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  spherical  seg- 
ment, and  the  elevation  of  each  consecutive  rear  tier  of  seats  is  such  as  to  give  the 
occupants  a  complete  view  of  the  clinics  and  surgical  operations  in  the  arena. 

It  has  double  entrances  and  exits  on  floor  of  mezzanine  story,  and  will  seat  500 
students  within  a  maximum  range  of  thirty-two  feet  from  the  operator.  It  is 
supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water;  is  heated  by  steam,  and  is  thoroughly  ventilated. 
It  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  complete  and  typical  amphitheatres  in  the  world. 

The  Anaesthetizing  Room,  adjoining  the  amphitheatre,  is  equipped  with  all 
necessary  appliances,  including  a  perambulator  for  conveying  patients  to  the  arena. 

The  Histological,  Physiological  and  Pathological  Laboratory  is  per- 
fectly lighted  for  microscopic  work.  It  has  ample  space  for  large  sections  of 
students,  and  is  supplied  with  the  best  Leitz's  microscopes,  recently  imported  from 
Germany,  and  other  ajjparatus  and  appliances  for  teaching  histology,  physiology 
and  pathology. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  situated  in  the  mezzanine  story.  It  is 
well  lighted  and  completely  equipped  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  work. 
All  autopsies  are  performed  in  this  laboratory. 

The  Anatomical  Laboratory  contains  tables  for  ninety  students  to  dissect  at 
one  time;  it  is  perfectly  lighted  with  windows  and  skylights,  and  is  thoroughly 
ventilated;  it  is  provided  with  cloak  room  and  lavatory,  with  liberal  supply  of  hot 
and  cold  water,  elevator  for  supply  of  anatomical  material  and  removal  of  debris, 
and  other  conveniences  for  practical  anatomical  work.  Its  floor  is  impervious  to 
fluids  and  arranged  for  flushing  and  j)erfect  drainage,  conditions  necessary  for 
good  sanitation. 

The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country,  extending  42 
feet  on  the  southern  and  84  feet  on  the  western  side;  it  is  perfectly  lighted  and 
ventilated,  and  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water;  it  is  furnished  with  tables 
specially  prepared  for  chemical  work  and  is  completely  equipped  with  necessary 
apparatus  and  reagents.  Each  student  has  his  own  table  and  a  locker,  of  which  he 
carries  the  key,  for  apparatus;  the  laboratory  contains  444  lockers,  and  will  accom- 
modate as  many  students,  and  each  have  entire  control  of  his  own  apparatus. 

It  is  abundantly  supplied  with  gas,  has  a  store-room  for  chemicals  and  apparatus 
and  the  necessary  gas  chambers,  with  exit  for  the  escape  of  gas.  It  communicates 
by  stairs  with  the  tower  laboratory,  immediately  over  it,  in  which  are  windows 
on  all  sides.  All  noxious  gases  are  generated  in  the  tower  in'  order  to  maintain  a 
healthy  atmosphere  in  the  main  laboratory.  The  entire  College  building  is  heated 
by  steam;  hot  and  cold  water  are  supplied  on  every  floor,  and  provision  made  for 
lighting  at  night  by  means  of  gas  or  electricity;  electric  bells  are  provided  In  every 
room,  hall  and  laboratory.  Its  doors  open  directly  into  the  hospital  ^n  the  rear;  an 
elevator  runs  from  bottom  to  top  of  the  building;  a  fire  escape  connects  with  every 
story  above  the  first. 
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THE  NEW  MARYLAND  GENERAL  HOSPITAL, 

tlie  building  of  whicli  was  begun  at  tlie  close  of  the  past  session,  is  now  foiii- 
l>leted  exteriorly  and  under  roof.  Its  interior  will  have  been  completed  and  filled 
with  patients  by  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  session.  Its  construction  will  require 
the  expenditure  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000).  Its  lighting,  ventilation  and 
plumbing  will  be  as  perfect  as  modern  science  permits;  its  private  rooms  and  wards 
will  be  as  well  arranged  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  sick  as  architect- 
ural skill  may  devise;  and  its  interior  has  been  designed  with  the  additional  view 
of  convenience  and  perfection  of  methods  of  clinical  study,  and  of  giving  students 
practical  hospital  work.  It  is  situated  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  ISfadison  street, 
in  juxtaposition  to  College  building,  with  which  it  is  directly  connected  on  each 
floor,  that  the  sick  and  invalid  patients  may  with  facility  be  taken  into  the  College 
before  the  class.  It  is  five  stories  high  and  similar  in  structure  and  finish  to  the 
College  building. 

The  Basement  contains  the  kitchen,  laundry,  store  room  and  boiler  room. 

The  First  Floor  contains  reception  room,  oflfine,  physicians'  rooms,  matron's 
room,  private  bed  rooms,  dining  room,  sun  parlor,  corridors,  hall,  and  in  rear  the 
colored  children's  ward;  also,  the  reception  room,  dining  room,  matron's  and 
nurses'  rooms  of  the  Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital. 

On  the  Second  Floor  are  the  white  female  surgical  ward,  colored  female  ward  in 
rear,  eight  private  bed  rooms,  nurses'  rooms  and  sun  parlor;  a  corridor  extends  the 
entire  length  of  the  building;  also,  five  private  rooms  and  two  nurses'  rooms  of 
Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital. 
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On  the  Third  Floor  are  located  the  male  surgical  wanl,  children's  ward,  colored 
male  ward  in  the  rear,  operating  room,  nurses'  room,  linen  room  and  sun  parlor; 
also,  lying-in  chamber,  students'  waiting  room,  corridor,  and  two  wards  of  Mary- 
land Lying-In  Hospital. 

On  the  Fourth  Floor,  the  white  male  medical  ward,  white  female  medical  ward, 
examination  and  demonstration  room,  and  nurses'  room;  also,  three  wards  and 
nurses'  room  of  the  Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital. 

On  each  floor  are  two  baths  and  other  toilet  fixtures,  nurses'  rooms,  and  a  dumb- 
waiter connected  with  the  kitchen.  The  stairways  are  handsomely  finished  in  hard 
wood,  of  ea?y  rise  and  ample  dimensions;  the  building  will  be  heated  by  steam; 
ventilation  will  be  by  means  of  registers  and  ventilating  flues  connected  with  a 
large  vent-stack,  heated  with  iron  smoke-pipe  from  the  boiler.  It  will  be  fitted 
with  speaking  tubes,  electric  bells,  and  for  lighting  with  gas  or  electricity.  Every 
convenience  that  may  be  found  in  tlie  best  hospitals  of  the  country,  will  be  here 
provided.     This  hospital  will  have  a  capacity  for  200  beds. 

THE    NEW    MARYLAND    LYINC-IN     HOSPITAL, 

as  may  be  seen  by  glancing  at  the  accompanying  cuts,  adjoins  and  forms  an  integral 
part  of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  but  is  entirely  isolated  by  a  solid  wall. 

It  is  supplied  by  baths  and  other  toilet  fixtures,  dumb  waiters  on  each  floor, 
similar  to  tliose  in  adjoining  hospital. 

It  is  well  lighted  and  heated,  and  scientifically  plumbed  and  ventilated. 

It  is  arranged  for  the  two-fold  purpose  of  attending  and  nursing  pregnant  and 
parturient  females  in  the  best  possible  manner,  and  for  tlie  thorough  education 
and  training  of  students  in  the  art  of  midwifery,  and  in  conditions  and  diseases 
peculiar  to  the  puerperal  state. 

Tiie  entire  building,  therefore,  combines  two  large  hospitals  in  juxtaposition, 
under  one  roof,  yet  completely  separated. 

The  completion  of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  and  the  Maryland  Lying- 
In  Hospital,  joined  to  our  superb  neiv  College  building,  gives  us  a  plant  for  a 
medical  school,  typical,  model,  scientific,  sanitary,  convenient  and  compact,  for 
didactic,  laboratory  and  clinical  teaching. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital  is  liberally  supported  by  the  State  of 
Maryland,  wIiIlIi  m:iintains  in  tliis  institution  patients  from  every  county  and 
from  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Its  wards  contain  beds  occupied  by  patients  suff"ering  from  almost  every  form  of 
indigenous  disease,  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical  cases,  presenting  a  vast 
field  and  abundant  harvest  of  knowledge  for  observing  students. 

A  portion  of  this  building  is  used  as  a  City  Hospital,  and  contains  beds  filled 
with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  supported  by  the  generous  City  of  Baltimore. 
With  her  merited  reputation  for  charity,  Baltimore  appropriates  liberally  for  the 
sujtportof  the  worthy  poor  in  this  institution. 

In  this  hospital  are  found  females  seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vaginal,  ovarian 
and  otlier  diseases  peculiar  to  females;  it  furnishes  a  large  and  varied  clinic  for  the 
practical  instruction  of  students  in  the  eminently  important  branch  of  gynecology. 

The  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with 
especial  pride,  furnishing  us,  as  it  does,  with  abundant  obstetric  clinic,  and  enab- 
ling us  to  give  our  students  a  thorough  and  practical  obstetric  education.  Immac- 
ulate cleanliness  characterizes  its  wards,  rooms,  halls,  bedding  and  the  clothing 
of  patients,  and  rigid  sanitary  antiseptic  and  aseptic  precautions  prevail.  The 
students  are  here  enabled  not  only  to  hecome  practically  familiar  with  the  phe- 
nomena of  labor,  but  to  note  the  necessary  precautions  with  which  the  l3ring-in 
female  should  be  surrounded  before,  during  and  after  labor. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  560  patients  and  invalids,  one 
of  the  largest  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States,  a  model  in  all  that 
pertains  to  the  care  and  comfort'  of  its  inmates,  under  control  of  the  Sisters  of 
Charity,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  presents 
great  opportunities  to  the  students  of  this  College  for  the  study  of  nervous  and 
mental  diseases. 

The  NevT'  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  constructed  within  the 
new  College  building  (see  page  2,)  is  admirably  arranged  in   all  its  departments. 
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In  it  an  average  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  patients  are  treated  annually ; 
it  yields  an  almost  inexhaustible  supply  of  material,  meeting,  as  it  does,  the  de- 
mands of  the  ambulatory  sick  of  a  large  portion  of  the  indigent  population  of 
Baltimore.  The  outdour  department  of  the  dispensary— presents  another  large  area 
for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the  advanced  students  being  permitted  to  visit 
and  treat  the  sick  at  their  homes,  under  the  supervision  of  the  professors  or  their 
assistants.  Obstetric  cases  are  registered  here,  and  during  labor  are  attended  by 
advanced  students,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or  his 
assistants. 

The  College  Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  specimens,  patho- 
logical productions,  models  and  casts,  which  are  used  for  illustration  of  the  various 
subjects  taught.  These  specimens  increase  yearly  and  form  a  valuable  collection 
for  illustrating  diseases.  The  Pathologist  has  this  material  to  use  in  further  illus- 
trating'his  important  and  fundamental  branch. 

The  Cabinets  of  the  College  and  the  interesting  private  collections  of  the  pro- 
fessors are  also  used  in  teaching  In  the  future,  as  in  the  past,  it  will  be  the  aim  of 
the  faculty  to  render  lectures  plain  and  easy  of  comprehension. 

PROFILE   OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures,  laburatury  practice,  clinical  lectures, 
deiHoiistrations,  conferences  and  reviews. 

Didactic  lectures  and  laboratory  work  are  so  arranged  that  the  latter  shall  closely 
follow  the  former,  and  manifest  the  truth  of  principles  enunciated.  Lectures  and 
laboratory  demonstrations  so  conducted,  develop  the  mind,  train  the  reasoning 
powers  and  mature  the  judgment  of  students  for  the  rational  jsursuit  of  clinical 
medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics. 

CURRICULUM. 

First  Year.  Lectures  on  anatomy,  including  arthrology  and  myology,  his- 
tology, physiology  of  digestion,  circulation  and  respiration,  general  chemistry, 
materia  medica  and  pharmacy;  laboratory  work  on  anatomy,  histology,  physiology 
and  inorganic  chemistry;  demonstratioHS  on  osteology  and  bandaging. 

At  the  end  of  the  course,  final  examinations  will  be  held  on  osteology,  histology, 
physiology  of  digestion,  circulation  and  respiration,  inorganic  cheniistiy  and  ma- 
teria medica.  Students  who  are  unsuccessful  in  their  examinations,  or  for  other 
reasons  have  not  completed  them,  have  the  privilege  of  taking  such  examinations 
at  the  begiuning  of  the  next  regular  winter  course. 

Second  Year.  Lectures  upon  anatomy,  topographical  and  surgical  anatomy, 
physiology,  therapeutics,  organic  chemistry,  toxicology  and  hygiene,  pathology 
and  bacteriology,  principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and  practice  of 
surgery,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  diseases  of 
children,  diseases  of  nervous  system,  and  clinics;  laboratory  work  on  anatomy, 
physiology,  pathology,  and  organic  chemistry;  demonstrations  on  minor  surgery, 
obstetric  manikin,  and  conferences  and  reviews. 

At  the  end  of  the  course,  final  examinations  will  be  held  on  anatomy,  physi- 
ology, therapeutics,  organic  chemistry  and  hygiene,  and  pathology.  Students  not 
succeeding  in  examinations  on  these  subjects,  or  who  for  other  reasons  may  not 
have  completed  them,  will  have  the  privilege  of  taking  the  examinations  at  the 
beginning  of  the  next  regular  winter  course. 

Third  Year.  Lectures  upon  principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and 
practice  of  surgery,  operative  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  diseases  of 
children,  diseases  of  nose,  throat  and  chest,  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and 
mental  diseases,  diseases  of  the  rectum,  dermatology  and  medical  jurisprudence; 
clinics  on  general  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  eye  and  ear,  gynecology,  nervous 
system,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology  and  diseases  of 
rectum;  demonstrations  in  hospital  and  dispensary  to  sections  of  class,  on  clinical 
medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  and  on  gross  pathological  anatomy;  and  confer- 
ences and  reviews. 

At  the  end  of  this  course,  final  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine 
will  be  held  on  principles  and  practice  of  niedicine,  principles  and  practice  of  sur- 
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gery,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  diseases  of  children, 
diseases  of  nose,  throat  and  chest,  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental 
diseases,  diseases  of  rectum  and  medical  jurisprudence;  and  upon  any  other 
branches  upon  which  they  have  not  already  passed  a  successful  final  examination. 

Candidates  who  do  not  succeed  in  passing  the  final  examination  on  all  branches, 
will  be  credited  with  those  branches  upon  which  they  show  proficiency,  and  will  not 
be  re-examined  upon  such,  should  they  apply  for  graduation  at  the  end  of  the  next 
course.  Any  branch  or  branches  upon  which  students  can  submit  evidence  of 
having  jjassed  a  final  examination  in  any  other  regular  reputable  medical  College, 
will  be  exempt  from  the  final  examination  in  this  College. 

First  and  second  course  students  from  other  schools  who  have  not  completed  the 
examinations  of  first  or  second  year,  respectively,  have  the  privilege  of  taliing  such 
examinations  at  the  beginning  of  the  regular  winter  course. 

DIDACTIC   INSTRUCTION. 

Anatomy,  being  one  of  the  fundamental  branches  upon  which  the  superstruc- 
ture of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  will  receive  marked  attention  from  the 
professor  and  lecturers  in  this  department.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a 
manikin,  diagrams,  dried  preparations,  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  Topo- 
graphical and  surgical  anatomy  will  receive  the  attention  the  subjects  demand. 
Arthrology  and  myology  will  be  taught  by  a  special  lecturer. 

Osteology  will  be  taught  by  special  demonstrators,  each  demonstrator  giving 
instructions  to  a  section  of  the  class,  on  separate  bones,  and  on  the  skeleton.  Skele- 
tons will  be" furnished  the  students  at  a  small  rental ;  these  may  be  taken  to  their 
rooms  for  study.  This  course  in  osteology  nuist  be  completed  prior  to  working  in 
the  anatomical  laboratory. 

Histology.  Two  lectures  per  week  will  be  given  on  this  branch  until  the  subject 
has  been  completed;  these  lectures  will  be  accompanied  by  laboratory  work,  as 
hereinafter  described. 

Pathology.  Lectures  on  this  fundamental  and  important  branch  will  be  given 
by  the  teacher  of  the  subject,  an  expert  practical  pathologist;  they  will  be  demon- 
strated by  laboratory  work.  The  subject  is  one  of  fascinating  interest  to  students. 
Students  should  be  well  instructed  on  pathology,  else  how  can  they,  as  practitioners, 
hope  to  correct  diseased  processes  with  which  they  are  not  practically  familiar  ? 

Physiology.  This  important  fundamental  branch  is  taught  by  lectures  and 
laboratory  work.  Lectures  are  delivered  upon  the  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion,  generation,  nutrition,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens, 
sections,  diagrams,  plates  and  models. 

Chemistry  New  and  improved  methods  will  be  used  in  teaching  this  branch. 
General  inorganic  chemistry  will  be  presented  in  such  a  manner  that  students  will 
readily  conipreliend  the  principles  of  the  science.  The  lectures  will  be  fully  illus- 
trated by  experiments,  diagrams,  charts  and  the  exhibition  of  minerals  and  chem- 
icals. Organic  and  medical  chemistry  will  be  taken  up  at  the  proper  time,  and 
students  taught  incompatibles,  tests  for  important  poisons,  and  urinalysis. 

Hygiene  is  taught  in  connection  with  Chemistry,  and  lectures  are  devoted  to 
the  broad  principle  of  sanitation,  quarantine,  infection,  sewerage,  d"ainage  and 
cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns.  Hygiene  of  homes,  public  institutions  and  com- 
munities receives  the  attention  its  importance  suggests. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics.  Lectures  on  Materia  Medica  will  be 
given  by  the  teachers  of  this  branch.  They  will  be  illustrated  by  plates  and  sam- 
ples, the  faculty  having  procured  for  this  purpose  an  herbarium  and  cabinets  of 
pure  and  crude  drugs  as  complete  as  can  be  fo^nd.  Students  personally  examine 
these  drugs,  in  order  to  become  familiar  with  remedies  used  in  practice.  They  are 
taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  methods  of  administration,  and 
therapeutic  uses  and  effects  of  medicines. 

Therapeutics  being  a  science  of  such  vast  scope,  and  ever  broadening,  and  receiv- 
ing from  the  hands  of  research  and  discovery  new  facts  and  new  suggestions,  the 
professor  of  this  department  devotes  much  attention  and  labor  in  teaching  it.  He 
is  assisted  in  expounding  the  truths  of  Materia  Medica  by  a  special  lecturer. 
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Pharmacy.  Lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  given,  showing  the  methods  of 
weighing,  measuring,  compounding  and  administering  drugs;  how  to  make  pow- 
ders, pills  and  solutions;  and  all  those  practical  points  so  essential  to  a  physician's 
success,  especially  to  those  intending  to  locate  in  rural  districts. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  This  chair  will  begin  with  the 
enunciation  of  general,  broad  and  leading  principles  and  terms,  a  knowledge  of 
which  is  necessary  to  enable  the  student  to  comprehend  the  lectures  subsequently 
given  on  general  and  organic  diseases. 

The  major  portion  of  the  session  will  be  devoted  to  consideration  of  local, 
organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases.  Three  hours  per  week  will  be  given  on 
this  branch  ;  the  lectures  will  be  reviewed  catechetically;  the  seniors  will  be  ad- 
ditionally instructed  by  special  conferences. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  and  men- 
tal diseases  renders  it  imperative  that  students  should  be  thoroughly  informed  on 
these  subjects.  The  instruction  will  consist  of  lectures,  well  illustrated  with  histo- 
logical and  pathological  preparations,  charts,  diagrams  and  models. 

Practical  lessons  on  electricity  will  be  given,  and  students  sliown  how  to  use 
instruments  and  appliances  necessary  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  nervous 
and  mental  diseases. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  will  be  taught  by  the  professor  of 
these  subjects.  He  will  give  instruction  in  rhinology,  laryngology  and  diseases  of 
the  chest;  bis  lectures  will  be  illustrat-ed.  Physical  diagnosis  will  receive  the  at- 
tention its  importance  suggests. 

Diseases  of  Children,  than  which  there  are  few  more  important  subjects,  will 
be  presented  in  an  attractive  manner,  and  discussed  from  scientific  and  practical 
standpoints. 

Medical  Jurisprudence.  The  lectures  on  this  important  subject  will  be  gen- 
eral and  practical,  students  being  taught  how  to  testify  in  court;  how  to  conduct 
themselves  when  under  cross-examination  on  the  witness  stand,  and  to  answer 
hypothetical  questions  in  giving  expert  testimony. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery.  In  the  course  upon  this  eminently 
practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly  under- 
stand the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  thus  fit  him  for  the  intelligent  and 
successful  practice  of  the  art. 

Lectures  will  be  supplemented  with  regular  recitations  from  an  approved  text 
book. 

Operative  Surgery  will  be  taught  by  lectures,  charts,  diagrams  and  demon- 
strations on  cadavers.  AH  important  operations  in  surgery  will  be  performed  on 
cadavers  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology.  The  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  theoretical 
and  practical.  The  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  organs  of  sight  and  hearing 
will  first  receive  attention.  The  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  the  errors  of  refrac- 
tion and  the  different  method's  of  determining  color-blindness  and  simulation  of 
blindness  will  be  demonstrated. 

Gynecology.  This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of 
generation,  their  physiological  functions,  and  the  various  methods  and  instruments 
necessary  for  making  diagnoses.  Diseases,  displacements,  and  their  remedies,  will 
be  considered. 

Rectal  Surgery.  A  course  of  lectures  will  be  given  on  rectal  surgery.  They 
will  be  of  unusual  interest,  will  treat  minutely  and  systematically  of  the  subject, 
and  be  delivered  by  a  professor,  who  has  for  years  practiced  this  specialty. 

Obstetrics.  This  subject,  of  transcendent  importance,  is  taught  by  a  j)rofessor 
of  extensive  experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in 
all  essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams,  wax 
models  and  a  superb  manikin,  recently  imported  from  Europe.  Students  will  be 
instructed  in  the  diagnoses  of  the  several  presentations  and  positions  ;  in  oper- 
ative  obstetrics,   each  student  is   required  to  practice  all  obstetric  operations  on 
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the  manikin.     The  professor  will  be  assisted  by  a  special  lecturer  on   obstetrics, 
who  will  also  demonstrate  on  the  manikin  and  in  the  lying-in  chamber. 

Reviews.  We  conduct  systematic  oral  examinations,  or  quizzes,  on  all  the 
work  done  in  the  several  departments;  this  emphatically  stamps  upon  the  minds 
of  the  students  what  they  have  heard  and  observed. 

Conferences  of  seniors  are  held  by  the  teachers;  at  these  conferences  interroga- 
tories on  special  subjects  are  propounded  by  the  teachers,  and  students  ask  tlie 
teachers  for  information  upon  parts  of  the  subject  they  may  not  clearly  compre- 
hend. Such  conferences  serve  to  brush  away  misconceptions,  and  in  lieu_^thereof, 
impart  to  students  correct  information. 

LABORATORY    INSTRUCTION. 

Practical  Anatomy  is  tauglit  by  the  demonstrator  and  assistant  demonstrators 
of  anatomy  in  the  anatomical  lal)oratory.  Under  their  direction  each  student  who 
has  not  completed  anatomy  before  coming  here,  is  required  to  dissect  satisfactorily 
the  cadaver,  showing  the  muscles,  blood-vessels,  nervous  system,  ligaments  and 
viscera.  Each  demonstration  is  accompanied  by  an  oral  examination  of  the  work 
done,  to  ascertain  if  it  is  comprehended,  and  to  impress  the  truths  of  anatomy 

Histological,  Physiological  and  Pathological  Laboratory.  In  this  labor- 
atory are  taught  the  essentials  of  normal  histology,  without  which  no  student  can 
ho()e  to  thoroughly  compreiiend  physiological  truths,  or  the  alterations  of  structure, 
caused  by  diseases.  It  is  equipped  with  apparatus  for  the  demonstration  of  histol- 
ogy, physiological  physics,  the  phenomena  of  nutrition,  digestion,  absorption,  circu- 
lation, respiration  and  excretion.  Each  student  is  taught  to  stain,  mount  and 
describe  sections  of  tissues  and  organs.  All  first  and  second  course  students  work 
in  this  laboratory. 

Pathology  is  here  taught,  macroscopically  and  microscopically.  Autopsies  are 
performed  in  presence  of  the  class,  who  watch  each  step  of  the  post  mortem  exam- 
inations, and  are  shown  organs  in  si^wand  gross  pathological  changes. 

The  pathologist  then  shows  the  methods  of  preserving  and  preparing  these 
diseased  organs  and  tissues  for  microscopical  examination.  Students  are  taught  to 
examine  them  and  to  observe  the  lesions  caused  by  diseases.  This  patliological 
instruction  enables  students  of  medicine  to  more  readily  grasp  truths  concerning 
diseases  and  to  rationally  pursue  the  study  of  medicine. 

Our  laboratory  is  supplied  with  the  best  Leitz's  microscopes,  recently  imported 
from  Germany,  and  otherwise  thoroughly  equipped  for  this  study;  each  member  of 
the  class  will  have  a  microscope  for  use  while  in  the  laboratory. 

Chemical  Laboratory.  Two  afternoons  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  laboratory 
practice.  The  instruction  here  given  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  lectures  deliv- 
ered, and  will  be  so  conducted  as  to  render  students  familiar  witli  the  apparatus, 
processes,  materials  and  reactions  of  the  subjects  of  his  studies,  that  he  may  be 
enabled  to  apply  them  in  his  subsequent  i)rofessional  work.  Chemical  nomencla- 
ture and  notation  are  tanght  in  connection  with  laboratory  work. 

Students  of  the  first  year  are  taught  inorganic  chemistry,  qualitative  analysis  of 
bases  and  acids. 

Students  of  the  second  year  are  taught  organic  medical  chemistrj',  urinalysis, 
toxicology  and  examination  of  food  and  water;  each  student  is  required  to  do  his 
own  work,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  apply  it  when  in  private  practice.  Labora- 
tory work  continues  throughout  the  session. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  ten  dollars  ($10)  is  charged.  Payment  of  this  fee  entitles 
students  to  materials  in  anatomical,  histological,  physiological,  pathological  and 
chemical  laboratories. 

Practical  Manipulative  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  senior  class,  in  sections; 
the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics,  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  vari'  resen- 
tations  and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  delivery; 
abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each;  version;  application  of 
forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models  and 
diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstration.  Each  member  of  the  senior  class 
will  bi!  recjuired  to  execute  these  manipulations,  under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 
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Bandaging  and  Minor  Surgery  will  be  taught  sections  of  the  first  and  second 
course  students,  respectively,  by  the  demonstrator.  All  the  modes  of  applying 
bandages  will  be  demonstrated;  each  student  being  in  turn  required  to  practice 
the  art. 

Second  course  students  are  taught  the  modes  of  application  and  uses  of  fracture 
dressings,  the  proper  method  of  passing  the  catheter,  use  of  hypodermic  syringe, 
and  varieties  and  uses  of  surgical  knots,  and  sutures. 

Ophthalmological,  Rhinological  and  Laryngological  examinations,  and 
examinations  in  physical  diagnosis,  are  demonstrated  to  sections  of  seniors,  each 
member  of  sections  being  required  to  make  his  examinations. 

CLINICAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Every  physician  keenly  appreciates  the  advantages  derived  from  observation  and 
study  of  diseases  at  the  bedside.  Absence  of  such  clinical  instruction  stands  as  an 
impediment  to  success  on  the  threshold  of  every  inexperienced  practitioner,  and 
embarrasses  his  action  during  the  early  years  of  his  professional  career.  To  obviate 
such  menace  to  the  young  practitioner,  and  render  him  thoroughly  competent  to 
practice  his  profession  when  he  emerges  as  a  graduate  from  our  institution,  we 
devote  especial  attention  to  clinics  and  hospital  work. 

Hospital  Work.  The  externes  of  the  graduating  class  are  divided  into  sections. 
Sections  of  seniors,  in  medicine  and  surgery,  are  required  to  report  to  the  hospital 
and  make  the  rounds  of  the  wards,  with  the  medical  or  surgical  attendant,  or 
demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine  and  clinical  surgery,  witness  and  assist  in  treat- 
ment of  cases,  in  arrangement  of  surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  obser- 
vations of  and  recording  of  pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  witness  and  practice 
physical  diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical  cases  ;  observe  the  condition  and  man- 
agement of  lying-in  women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants ;  practicing 
diagnosis  of  gynecology;  obser\  e  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness  and  practice  all 
important  features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Clinical  therapeutics  is  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital  wards,  and  in  the 
dispensary.  Urgent  operations  on  patients,  admitted  after  college  hours,  are  per- 
formed in  the  operating  room  of  the  hospital,  or  in  amphitheatre,  the  internes  and 
sections  of  the  class  being  summoned  to  witness  them. 

This  hospital  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered  to  have  completed  his 
course  at  this  College  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  regulations  for  hospital 
work.     The  siiccess  attending  hospital  section  work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

Dispensary  "Work.  Sections  of  senior  dass  are  regularly  assigned  to  dispensary 
work,  under  the  direction  of  dispensary  physician  and  demonstrator  of  clinical 
surgery.  Students  in  these  sections  are  required  to  assist  in  diagnosing  cases,  write 
clinical  histories,  examine  secretions,  and  assist  in  treatment  of  medical  and  surgical 
cases.  Our  Dispensary  jiresents  an  extensive  field  for  clinical  work,  an  average  of 
25,000  patients  being  treated  here  annually. 

Clinics  in  Amphitheatre.  On  Mondays,  Prof.  Merrick  will  clinic  on  diseases 
of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and 
laryngoscopic  examinations,  demonstrating  auscultation  and  percussion,  and  per- 
forming operations  on  the  air  passages. 

Clinic  on  Children  and  Dermatology.  On  Tuesdays,  Dr.  Bond  will  clinic  on  diseases 
of  children  and  dermatology.  The  cases  in  the  clinic  are  numerous  and  interesting, 
including  diseases  of  infancy  and  derangements  due  to  dentition  and  feeding. 

On  the  same  day.  Prof.  Earle  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  rectum,  performing 
operations  for  hemorrhoids,  stricture,  fissure,  and  other  conditions  belonging  to 
this  specialtj'.     These  clinics  will  be  of  especial  value  to  students  and  practitioners. 

Medical  Clinic.  On  Wednesdays,  Prof.  Streett  clinics  on  cases  belonging  to  his 
department,  selecting  from  abundant  material  such  cases  as  best  illustrate  the 
didactic  lectures  on  practice  of  medicine,  going  through  each  case  analytically, 
illustrating  the  different  phases  and  peculiarities  which  diseases  assume,  and 
diagnosing  and  treating  them  in  presence  of  the  students. 

Prof.  Ellis  also  teaches  in  medical  clinics,  devoting  special  attention  to  the 
trcalvient  of  diseases,  dwelling  on  clinical  therapeutics,  and  demonstrating  the 
general  and  special  application  of  remedies  to  diseases. 
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Eye  and  Ear  Clinic.  On  Thursdays,  Prof.  Reuling  clinics  on  diseases  of  tlie  eye 
and  ear,  demonstrating  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  exhibiting  all  forms  of 
diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  and  performing  the  various  operations  for  glaucoma,  cataract 
and  strabismus. 

Surgical  Clinic.  On  Fridays,  Prof.  Blake  or  Prof.  Johnson  (the  former  until 
January  the  first,  and  the  latter  until  the  close  of  the  session)  conducts  a  surgical 
clinic,  performing  such  operations  as  resections,  amputations,  trephining,  adjust- 
ment of  fractures,  and  removal  of  tumors,  &c.  Students  are  required  to  make 
surgical  diagnoses,  apply  bandages  and  dress  wounds,  &c.  Sections  of  the  class 
receive  instruction  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital,  in  adjustment  of  fractures, 
application  of  splints,  bandaging,  and  antiseptic  management  of  wounds. 

Clinic  on  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  On  the  same  day.  Prof.  Hill  clinics  on 
insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  showing  methods  and  appliances 
for  diagnosing  these  obscure  conditions,  and  pointing  out  their  prophylaxis  and 
treatment. 

Gynecological  Clinic.  On  Saturdays,  Pros.  Ashbt  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  women, 
showing  diseases  peculiar  to  females,  and  performing  operations  on  vagina,  uterus 
and  bladder.  He  requires  each  student,  under  his  direction,  to  examine  the 
vagina,  introduce  the  speculum,  and  manipulate  the  uterus  and  ovaries  in  diag- 
nosis. Students  are  also  required  to  assist  in  operations,  such  as  laparotomy, 
ovariotomy,  &c. 

Obstetric  Clinic.  Prof.  Brinton  or  Dr.  CRbucH  clinics  on  midwifery  when- 
ever cases  of  labor  occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  depart- 
ment of  practice  do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in 
midwifery,  special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical 
obstetrics.  By  prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  com- 
munications, classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the 
Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in  cham- 
ber, they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  observe  the 
progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery,  in 
application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  removing  placentae, 
and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia.  In  addition  to  the 
clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state  Sec- 
tions of  the  seniors  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department  on  Saturday  after- 
noons, and  are  required  to  ausculate  the  festal  heart,  practice  ballottement,  measure 
pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammae  and  uterus,  and  assist 
in  the  management  of  the  new-born  infant. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  five  cases  of  labor.  Tiie  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable 
pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  college  leave  its  portals  with  a 
practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent  to  enter  any 
field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department  is  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the 
Dispensary;  cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered,  and  when  labor  ensues,  are  attended 
by  our  advanced  students,  under  guidance  of  the  Demonstrator  of  Obstetrics;  thus 
still  more  is  the  clinical  work  in  this  useful  branch  broadened,  affording  the  student 
obstetrical  opportunities  that  are  unexcelled. 

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  credentials  showing 
that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges  of  literature,  science 
or  arts,  of  high  schools,  academies,  normal  schools,  or  equivalent  schools,  teachers' 
certificates,  or  the  regents'  certificates,  as  required  by  the  statute  of  New  York. 

Graduates  in  medicine,  dentistry,  pharmacy,  and  those  who  have  previously 
matriculated  in  reputable  medical  colleges,  on  presenting  credentials  showing  such, 
are  exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

Students  who  matriculated  in  any  regular  medical  college,  prior  to  July  I,  1892, 
are  also  exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  without  examination  are  requested 
to  bring  their  certificates  with  them. 
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students  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  nrc  rrqiiirrd  to 
pass  an  entrance  examination,  witli  the  following  requirements  :  the  writing  of  ;in 
Knglish  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words;  the  translation  of  easy 
Latin  prose;  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic  or  algebra,  and  of  elemen- 
tary physics. 

Students  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examinations,  on  any  sub- 
ject or  subjects,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves;  they  may  register  and 
pursue  the  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the  studies  of  the  second  year  until 
they  have  passed  the  required  entrance  examination. 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  examination, 
such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  College  on  "Wednesdays  and  Saturdays,  at 
12  M.,  during  the  months  of  September  and  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable  and  fair,  their  onlj'  object  being  to  ascertain 
whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

We  furnish  an  instructor  of  Latin,  at  our  own  expense,  for  those  who  are  unable 
to  pass  the  preliminary  Latin  examination.  Such  students  are  placed  in  a  class, 
and  required  to  pursue  the  study  of  Latin  at  hours  not  occu{)ied  by  medical 
studies,  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  complete  their  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
course  or  beginning  of  the  next.  Such  was  the  solution  of  the  question  the  last 
two  sessions;  the  resulta  obtained  were  satisfactory  to  both  the  faculty  and  students. 

TIME    OF    STUDY. 

Students  are  required  to  pursue  three  graded  courses  of  lectures  before  applying 
for  graduation. 

Graduates  of  reputable  dental,  pharmaceutical  and  veterinary  colleges,  doctors  of 
philosophy  and  students  who  have  pursued  a  scientific  course,  including  biology, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course,  with  privilege  of  applying  for  graduation  at 
the  end  of  two  courses,  their  previous  work  being  considered  the  equivalent  of  the 
first  year  of  a  three-year  graded  course. 

The  Regular  Winter  Course  of  lectures  will  begin  October  1st,  1894,  and  end 
about  April  18th.  1895.  The  annual  address  will  be  delivered  by  Professor  J.  D. 
Blake,  M.  D.,  on  Monday,  October  1st,  8  P.  M. 

The  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  the  lectures  of  which  are  gratis  to  all  students 
of  medicine,  will  begin  September  1st,  1894,  and  continue  until  October  1st,  1894. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and 
demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater 
requirements  of  the  regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course  lectures  will  be 
delivered  on  anatomy,  pharmacy,  medical  physics  and  elementary  chemistry,  path- 
ology, principles  and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  preliminaries  to  sur- 
gical operations,  bandaging  and  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medi- 
cine, manipulative  obstetrics,  gynecology,  ophthalmology  and  otology,  clinical 
obstetrics,  clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology 
and  clinical  ophthalmology  and  otology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity, 
clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  clinical  obstetrics  and  diseases  of  the  rectum. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  open  to  second  course  students  during  the  entire 
month  of  September,  and  work  done  is  credited  and  deducted  from  that  required 
during  the  Winter  Course.  The  histological  laboratory  is  open  also  during  the 
course. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course, 
elementary  lectures  are  given  for  the  instruction  of  the  first  courFe  students,  that 
they  may  be  prepared  to  comprehend  the  more  advanced  work,  which  begins  Octo- 
ber 1st,  as  well  as  for  the  second  course  and  senior  students,  to  whom  both  elemen- 
tary and  advanced  lectures  are  given,  that  the  mind,  after  the  summer  holiday,  may 
be  disciplined  for  the  more  earnest  work  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course. 

We  believe  that  in  no  other  medical  school  in  the  United  States  is  there  such 
careful  consideration  given  during  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course  to  the  kind  of 
work  required  for  students. 

During  this  course  students  can  devote  much  time  to  anatomical,  chemical  and 
histological  work  in  laboratories;  and  all  work  done  at  this  time  will  be  considered 
as  part  of  the  practical  work  required  during  the  Regular  Winter  Course,  and  so 
credited,  thus  leaving  more  time  for  ^tudy  during  the  regular  course. 
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The  student  in  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best  competitive  examination 
on  liistology,  practical  anatomy,  practical  inorganic  chemistry  and  pharmacy,  will 
be  admitted  to  the  two  subsequent  courses  without  payment  of  any  lecture  fee. 

Prizes.  As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine  and 
surgery,  a  gold  medal,  Icnown  as  the  faculty  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student 
standing  the  best  final  examination.  Six  College  prizes  will  be  awarded  the  next 
six  students  standing  the  best  examinations,  in  the  order  of  their  respective  merits. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  four  students 
whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the  student  receiving  the 
seventh  prize. 

Graduation.  Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  cor- 
rect in  deportment,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  three  full  courses  of 
lectures,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College,  have  paid  all  fees  due 
the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty.

Scholarships.  In  accordance  with  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  times,  and  in  order 
to  place  a  medical  education  within  reach  of  worthy  and  well  qualified  young  men 
of  limited  means,  such  will  be  admitted  on  the  payment  of  a  special  or  scholar- 
ship fee  of  $50.00.     The  following  is  the  summary  of  fees  for  scholarship  :

Graduates  of  other  medical  colleges,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures, 
are  required  to  pay  the  matriculation  fee  only;  those  desiring  to  graduate  are 
required  to  pay  the  diploma  fee  also. 

Persons  wishing  to  attend  one  or  more  special  courses  can  do  so  by  paying  the 
matriculation  fee  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  ticket  of  the  professors  whose  lectures 
they  attend. 

All  fees,  except  for  graduation,  miLst  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  session. 

The  diploma  fee  is  thirty  dollars  ($30.00)  in  all  cases,  and  it  must  be  deposited 
with  the  Dean  on  or  before  January  10th. 

SEATS  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers  begin- 
ning at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can  obtain  such  by 
forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their  names  will  be  regist- 
ered in  a  special  register,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registration. 
This  entitles  them  to  such  seats  tbe  entire  term,  provided  tliey  pass  the  entrance 
examination  on  arrival;  should  they  not  succeed  in  passing  this  examination, 
the  fee  will  be  returned.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured;  each  student  is 
guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  half  a  million  people,  furnishes  a 
comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries;  has  a  salubrious 
climate;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial  hospitality;  is  connected  by 
railway  and  water  with  every  other  city  in  the  world;  is  yearly  growing  in  favor 
with  the  professiot  and  people  as  a  great  medical  centre;  and  extends  a  cordial 
welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a  medical  education,  or  reside  within  her 
limits. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  is  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  the  Peabody  Institute,  the  Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library,  and  the 
Medical  and  Chirurgical  Library. 
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Appointments.  We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  the 
graduates  of  the  College,  a  Resident  PInisician,  and  two  Assistant  Resident  Physicians, 
for  the  Maryland  General  Hospital;  and  a  Dispensary  Physician  for  the  Baltimore 
Medical  College  Dispensary.  The  Resident  Physician  and  Dispensary  Physician 
receive  salaries. 

INTERNES.  A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages 
can  secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and  are 
assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under  the  care 
and  direction  of  the  attending  professors;  they  aie  thus  caused  to  be  practically 
familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards,  and  obtain  in  detailall  the 
advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital.  They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice 
of  their  profession  with  a  confidence  based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  one  scholastic  year;  its  pay- 
ment on  entrance  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  hospital  one  year,  beginning  in 
the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending  to  the  following  spring  at 
the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also  entitles  him  to  room,  light  and 
heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internet  for  six  months  pay  seventy-five  dollars  ($75); 
they  are  entitled  to  same  hospital  advantages. 

Special  Externes.  A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special 
Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  hospital  in  its  immediate  vicinity,  and 
visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for  Special  Externes  is  fifty  dollars 
($50)  for  one  year,  and  twenty-five  dollars  ($25)  for  si.x  months. 

The  Adeundem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  members  of  the  medical 
profession. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates  who 
are  present,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the  regular 
Winter  Course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  oydy  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  onii/ to 
students  who  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Catalogue. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious  breach 
of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for  by  those  doing 
such  damage. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and  other 
use  of  tobacco  are  permitted  only  in  the  smoking  room. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
student  with  this  College  for  improper,  disorderly  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student 
whose  relations  are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  rights  in,  and  claims 
upon,  this  College. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  can  be  obtained  at  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per 
week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in  the 
country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents  and  friends  of 
students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young  men  studying 
in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in  the 
city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medical  College," 
"N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will  be  received  and 
taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been  selected  ;  and  to  promptly 
report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of  regsitering  their  names,  selecting 
good  boarding  houses,  and  avoiding  unnecessary  hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to  good 
boarding-houses  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

SESSION     l895-'96. 


TN  presenting  the  Annual  ANNorNCE^rENT,  the  faculty  embraces  the  oppor- 
j  tunity  to  thank  its  many  friends  and  patrons  for  past  favors,  and  promises 
to  endeavor  to  merit  their  good  will  in  the  future. 

Adhering  to  our  invariable  custom,  we  are  pursuing  a  progressive  policy  in 
completing  our  college  plant ;  in  establishing  and  equipping  additional  labora- 
tories; in  perfecting  facilities  for  teaching  in  the  various  departments;  in  the 
appointment  of  additional  instructors;  in  increasing  the  clinical  facilities;  and 
have  crowned  past  efforts  by  the  building  of  a  natgnificcnt  modern  hospital. 

We  feel  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  session  recently  closed  was  the  most 
successful  in  the  history  of  the  college. 

Our  class  was  composed  of  430  students,  representing  thirty-three  States,  two 
territories  and  one  district  of  the  United  States,  and  nine  foreign  countries,  aa 
follows :  Canada,  Newfoundland,  Scotland,  England,  France,  Russia,  Turkey, 
Egypt  and  Japan.     Of  this  class,  107  received  the  degree  of  M.  D. 

The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  steady  annual  increase  in  the 
number  of  students ;  by  the  marked  advance  in  preliminary  education  of  each 
successive  class ;  by  the  annually  increasing  excellence  of  the  examinations, 
and  by  the  almost  invariable  return  of  our  former  students. 

It  is  gratifying  to  the  faculty  to  note  that  in  the  recent  examination  of  the 
Maryland  State  Board  of  Examiners,  when  seventy-four  candidates,  represent- 
ing various  medical  schools,  were  examined,  the  two  candidates  receiving  the 
highest  grading,  on  examination  before  this  Board,  were  graduates  of  this 
college. 

The  vast  and  ever-enlarging  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery  is  covered  in 
this  college  by  a  full  corps  of  competent  teachers,  enabling  students  to  master 
in  detail  the  numerous  broad  principles  and  facts  to  be  learned,  in  qualifying  to 
practice  the  medical  art. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  stating  that  few  medical  colleges  in  this  country 
have  grown  in  favor  so  rapidly  as  this,  and  few  faculties  have  expended  such 
sums  of  money  in  so  brief  a  period  for  the  construction  of  new  college  and 
hospital  buildings. 

It  is  the  matured  and  unwavering  determination  of  our  faculty  that  additions 
and  improvements  to  this  college  shall  continue  regardless  of  obstacles ;  that 
its  future  career  of  usefullness  shall  follow  the  lines  laid  down;  and,  so  far 
as  may  be  possible,  keep  in  the  van  among  America's  leading  educational 
institutions. 

This  college  is  a  member  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges." 
In  harmony  with  the  rules  of  that  association,  students,  when  matriculating, 
are  required  to  present  satisfactory  credentials  of  preliminary  education,  or  in 
lieu  thereof,  undergo  an  entrance  examination.

FACILITIES    FOR    INSTRUCTION. 

OUR    NEW    COLLEGE    BUILDING, 

situated  at  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,  is  one 
of  the  most  complete  and  typical  medical  college  buildings  of  the  Western 
Hemisphere. 

In  addition  to  features  hereinafter  described,  it  contains  all  rooms  and  equip- 
ment necessary  for  teaching  medicine. 

The  Dispensary  comprises  a  reception  room,  drug  room  and  ten  private  con- 
sultation rooms,  for  the  use  of  physicians,  specialists  and  students. 

The  third  floor  contains  the  Lecture  Hall,  with  ante-room,  vestibule  and 
private  rear  stairway. 

The  Lecture  Hall  is  40x80  feet,  with  stage  four  feet  high  at  one  extremity, 
on  which  are  appliances  for  demonstrating  lectures  and  experiments.  From 
lecture  platform  to  the  rear  of  the  hall  is  a  uniform  rise  of  four  feet.  It  is 
perfectly  lighted;  approached  by  two  broad  stairways,  and_  furnished  with 
numbered  opera  chairs. 

It  has  a  seating  capacity  of  600  students;  its  acoustic  properties  are  perfect. 

The  fourth  floor  contains  the  Amphitheatre,  with  the  necessary  waiting  and 
anaesthetizing  rooms,  and  the  histological,  physiological  and  pathological 
laboratory. 

The  Amphitheatre  is  a  triumph  of  architectural  skill;  it  is  perfectly  lighted 
from  the  south  and  west,  and  by  means  of  a  skylight  well,  which  reflects  light 
directly  upon  the  operating  table. 

The  construction  of  this  amphitheatre  is  in  the  form  of  a  hollow  spherical 
segment,  and  the  elevation  of  each  consecutive  rear  tier  of  seats  is  such  as  to 
give  the  occupants  a  complete  view  of  the  clinics  and  surgical  operations  in  the 
arena. 

It  has  double  entrances  and  exits  on  floor  of  mezzanine  story,  and  will  seat 
500  students  within  a  maximum  range  of  thirty-two  feet  from  the  operator.  It 
is  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  water ;  is  heated  by  steam,  and  is  thoroughly 
ventilated.  It  is  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most  complete  and  typical  amphi- 
theatres in  the  world. 

The  Anaesthetizing  Room,  adjoining  the  amphitheatre,  is  equipped  with 
all  neccessary  appliances,  including  a  perambulator  for  conveying  patients  to 
the  arena. 

The  Histological  Physiological  and  Pathological  Laboratory  is  per- 
fectly lighted  for  microscopic  work.  It  has  ample  space  for  large  sections  of 
students,  and  is  supplied  with  fifty  (50)  of  the  best  microscopes  and  other  appa- 
ratus and  appliances  for  teaching  histology,  physiology  and  pathology. 

The  Bacteriological  Laboratory  is  situated  in  the  mezzanine  story.  It  ia 
well  lighted  and  completely  equipped  for  bacteriological  and  pathological  work. 
All  autopsies  are  performed  in  this  laboratory. 

The  Anatomical  Laboratory  contains  tables  for  one  hundred  (100)  students 
to  dissect  at  one  time ;  it  is  perfectly  lighted  with  windows  and  skylights,  and  ia 
thorough],-  ventilated;  it  is  pr()vic'.:;d  with  clcr.k  room  and  lavatory,  with 
liberal  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  elevator  for  supply  of  anatomical  material 
and  removal  of  debris,  and  other  conveniences  for  practical  anatomical  work. 
Its  floor  is  impervious  to  fluids  and  arranged  for  flushing  and  perfect  drainage, 
conditions  necessary  for  good  sanitation. 
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The  Chemical  Laboratory  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country,  extending 
42  feet  on  the  southern  and  84  feet  on  the  western  side ;  it  is  perfectly  lighted 
and  ventilated,  and  supplied  with  hot  and  cold  Avater;  it  is  furnished  witk 
tables  specially  prepared  for  chemical  ■work  and  is  completely  equipped  with 
necessary  apparatus  and  reagents.  Each  student  has  his  own  table  and  a 
locker,  of  which  he  carries  the  key,  for  apparatus ;  the  laboratory  contains  444 
■Jockers,  and  will  accommodate  as  many  students,  and  each  have  entire  control 
■of  his  own  apparatus. 

It  is  abundantly  supplied  with  gas,  has  a  store-room  for  chemicals  and  appa- 
■xatus  and  the  necessary  gas  chambers,  with  exit  for  the  escape  of  gas.  It  com- 
.municates  by  stairs  with  the  tower  laboratory,  immediatelj^  over  it,  in  which  are 
windows  on  all  sides.  All  noxious  gases  are  generated  in  the  tower  in  order  to 
:maintain  a  healthy  atmosphere  in  the  main  laboratory.  The  entire  College 
'building  is  heated  by  steam ;  hot  and  cold  water  are  supplied  on  f.very  floor, 
;and  provision  made  for  lighting  at  night  by  means  of  gas  or  electricity ;  electric 
bells  are  provided  in  every  room,  hall  and  laboratory.  Its  doors  open  directly 
into  the  hospital  in  the  rear;  an  elevator  runs  from  bottom  to  top  of  the  build- 
jjng;  a  fire  escape  connects  with  every  story  above  the  first. 

THE    NEW    MARYLAND    GENERAL    HOSPITAL, 

the  erection  of  which  was  promised  in  announcement  of  last  session,  is 
now  completed  and  occupied.  Its  construction  required  the  expenditure  of 
sixty  thousand  dollars  (160,000).  Its  lighting,  ventilation  and  plumbing  are  as 
perfect  as  modern  science  permits ;  its  private  rooms  and  wards  are  as  well 
arranged  for  the  convenience  and  comfort  of  the  sick  as  architectural  skill  may 
devise;  and  its  interior  has  been  designed  with  the  additional  view  of  conveni- 
ence and  perfection  of  methods  of  clinical  study,  and  of  giving  students  prac- 
tical hospital  work.  It  is  situated  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison  street, 
in  juxtaposition  to  College  building,  with  which  it  is  directly  connected  on  each 
floor,  that  the  sick  and  invalid  patients  may  with  facility  be  taken  into  the  Col- 
lege before  the  class.  It  is  five  stories  high  and  similar  in  structure  and  finish 
to  the  College  building. 

The  Basement  contains  the  kitchen,  laundry,  store  room  and  boiler  room. 

The  First  Floor  contains  reception  room,  office,  physicians'  rooms,  matron's 
room,  private  bed  rooms,  dining  room,  sun  parlor,  corridors,  hall,  and  in  rear 
the  colored  children's  ward;  also,  the  reception  room,  dining  room,  matron's 
and  nurses'  rooms  of  the  Maryl.\sd  Lting-In  Hospital. 

On  the  Second  Floor  are  the  white  female  surgical  ward,  colored  female  ward 
in  rear,  eight  private  bed  rooms,  nurses'  rooms  and  sun  parlor;  a  corridor 
extends  the  entire  length  cf  the  building;  also,  five  private  rooms  and  two 
nurses'  rooms  of  Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital. 

On  the  Third  Floor  are  located  the  male  surgical  ward,  children's  ward, 
colored  male  ward  in  the  rear,  operating  room,  nurses'  room,  linen  room  and 
sun  parlor;  also,  lying-in  chamber,  students'  waiting  room,  corridor,  and  two 
wards  of  Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital. 

On  the  Fourth  Floor,  the  white  male  medical  ward,  white  female  medical 
ward,  examination  and  demonstration  room,  and  nurses'  room;  also,  three 
wards  and  nurses'  room  of  the  Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital. 

On  each  floor  are  two  baths  and  other  toilet  fixtures,  nurses'  rooms,  and  a 
dumbwaiter  connected  with  the  kitchen.  The  stairways  are  handsomely  fin- 
ished in  hard  wood,  of  easy  rise  and  ample  dimensions ;  the  building  is  heated 
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by  steam  and  ventilated  by  means  of  registers  and  ventilating  flues  connected 
with  a  large  vent-stack,  heated  with  iron  smoke-pipe  from  the  boiler.  It  is 
fitted  -with  speaking-tubes,  electric  bells,  and  for  lighting  with  gas  or  electricity. 
Every  convenience  that  may  be  found  in  the  best  hospitals  of  the  country,  is 
here  provided.    This  hospital  has  a  capacity  for  200  beds. 

THE    NEW    MARYLAND    LYINC-IN    HOSPITAL 

adjoins  and  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  but  is 
entirely  isolated  by  a  solid  wall. 

It  is  supplied  by  baths  and  other  toilet  fixtures,  dumbwaiters  on  each  floor, 
similar  to  those  in  adjoining  hospital. 

It  is  well  lighted  and  heated,  and  scientifically  plumbed  and  ventilated. 

It  is  arranged  for  the  two-fold  purpose  of  attending  and  nursing  pregnant 
and  parturient  females  in  the  best  possible  manner,  and  for  the  thorough, 
education  and  training  of  students  in  the  art  of  midwifery,  and  in  conditions 
and  diseases  peculiar  to  the  puerperal  state. 

The  entire  building,  therefore,  combines  two  large  hospitals  in  juxtaposition, 
under  one  roof,  yet  completely  separated. 

The  completion  of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  and  the  Maryland 
Lying-In  Hospital,  joined  to  our  superb  new  College  building,  gives  us  a  plant 
for  a  medical  school,  typical,  model,  scientific,  sanitary,  convenient  and  com- 
pact, for  didactic,  laboratory  and  clinical  teaching. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital  is  liberally  supported  by  the  State  of 
Maryland,  which  maintains  in  this  institution  patients  from  every  county  and 
from  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Its  wards  contain  beds  occupied  by  patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form 
of  indigenous  disease,  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical  cases,  presenting  a 
vast  field  and  abundant  harvest  of  knowledge  for  observing  students. 

A  portion  of  this  building  is  used  as  a  City  Hospital,  and  contains  beds  filled 
with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  supported  by  the  generous  City  of  Balti- 
more. With  her  merited  reputation  for  charity,  Baltimore  appropriates  liberally 
for  the  support  of  the  worthy  poor  in  this  institution. 

In  this  hospital  are  found  females  seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vaginal,  ovarian 
and  other  diseases  peculiar  to  females ;  it  furnishes  a  large  and  varied  clinic  for 
the  practical  instruction  of  students  in  the  eminently  important  branch  of 
gynecology. 

The  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with 
especial  pride,  furnishing  us,  as  it  does,  with  abundant  obstetric  clinic,  and  enab- 
ling us  to  give  our  students  a  thorough  and  practical  obstetric  education.  Im- 
maculate cleanliness  characterizes  its  wards,  rooms,  halls,  bedding  and  the  cloth- 
ing of  patients,  and  rigid  sanitary  antiseptic  and  aseptic  precautions  prevail. 
The  students  are  here  enabled  not  only  to  become  practically  fumiluir  with  the 
phenomena  of  labor,  but  to  note  the  \\&cc^^z.rj  precautions  with  which  the  lying- 
in  female  should  be  surrounded  before,  during  and  after  labor. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  5G0  patients  and  invalids, 
one  of  the  largest  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States,  a  model  in  all 
that  pertains  to  the  care  and  comfort  of  its  inmates,  under  control  of  the  Sisters 
of  Charity,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  pre- 
sents great  opportunities  to  the  students  of  this  College  for  the  study  of  nervous 
and  mental  diseases. 
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The  New  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  constructed  within  the 
new  College  buikling  is  admirably  arranged  iu  all  its  departments.  In  it  an 
average  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  patients  are  treated  anuually;  it  yields 
an  almost  inexhaustible  supply  of  material,  meeting,  as  it  does,  the  demands  of 
the  ambulatory  sick  of  a  large  portion  of  the  indigent  population  of  Baltimore. 
The  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary  presents  another  large  area  for  practical 
bedside  instruction,  the  advanced  students  being  permitted  to  visit  and  treat  the 
sick  at  their  homes,  under  the  supervision  of  the  dispensary  physician  and  his 
assistants  Obstetric  cases  are  registered  here,  and  duiing  labor  are  attended 
by  advanced  students,  under  the  direction  of  the  assistant  demonstrator  of 
obstetrics 

The  College  Museum  contains  an  e.'itensive  collection  of  specimens,  patho- 
logical produ?tions,  models  and  casts,  which  arc  used  for  illustration  of  the 
■various  subjects  tauglit.  These  specimens  increase  yearly  and  form  a  valuable 
collection  for  illustrating  diseases  The  Pathologist  has  this  material  to  use  in 
further  illustrating  his  important  and  fundamental  branch. 

The  Cabinels  of  tlie  College  and  the  interesting  private  collections  of  the 
professors  are  also  used  in  teaching.  In  the  future,  as  in  tlie  i)ast,  it  will  be  the 
aim  of  the  faculty  to  render  lectures  plain  and  easy  of  comprehension.

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "  Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  credentials- 
ehowing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges  of  litera- 
ture, science  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  academies,  normal  schools,  or  equivalent 
schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  the  regents'  certificates,  as  required  by  the 
statute  of  New  York. 

Graduates  and  matriculates  in  medicine,  dentistry  or  pharmacy,  on  presenting- 
credentials  showing  such,  are  exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  tcUhout  examination  are  re- 
quested to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the 
college. 

Students  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required  to 
pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements:  the  writing  of 
an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words  ;  the  translation 
of  easy  Latin  prose;  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic  or  algebra,  and 
of  elementary  physics. 

Students  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examinations,  on  any 
subject  or  subjects,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves;  they  may 
register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the  studies  of  the 
second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required  entrance  examination. 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  examina- 
tion, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  College  on  Wednesdays  at  12  M., 
during  the  months  of  September  and  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to  ascertain 
whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 


BALTIMORK    MEDICAL    COLLEGE.  T 

We  furnish  an  instructor   of  Latin,  for  a  small  charge,  for  those  who  are 

unable  to  pass  the  preliminary  Latin  examination.     Such  students  are  placed 

in  a  class,  and  required  to  pursue  the  study  of  Latin  at  hours  not  occupied  by 

medical  studies,  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  complete  their  examination  at  the 

end  of  the  course  or  beginning  of  the  next.     Such  was  the  solution  of  the 

question  the  last  three  sessions;  the  results  obtained  were  satisfactory  to  both 

the  faculty  and  students. 

TIME    OF    STUDY. 

Students  who  have  ulrcddy  matriculated,  and  those  who  may  matriculate 
prior  to  October  1,  18i)>"),  will  be  entitled  to  apply  for  graduation  at  the  end  of 
the  third  graded  course  of  lectures  in  the  spring  of  1898 

Students  who  may  matriculate  for  the  first  time,  ow  and  after  October  the 
1st,  1895,  will  be  required  to  pursue  four  graded  courses  of  study  prior  to 
applying  for  graduation  in  the  Spring  of  1899 

This  requirement'  accords  with  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
"Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  which  contains  the  following: 
"Candidates  for  the  degree  of  JI  D  in  1899  or  thereafter,  shall  have  pursued 
the  study  of  medicine  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  attended  at  least  four 
courses  of  lectures,  of  not  less  than  six  months  duration  each.' 

It  is  manifest  that  tins  regulation  does  not  apply  to  students  who  have 
already  attended  one  or  more  courses  of  lectures 

Graduates  of  reputable  dental,  pharmaceutical  and  veterinary  colleges,  doc- 
tors of  philosophy  and  students  who  have  pursued  a  scientific  course,  including 
biology,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course,  the.r  previous  work  being  con- 
sidered the  equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  a  three  or  four  year  graded  course. 

PROFILE     OF     INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures  or  recitations,  laboratory  practice,  clinical 
lectures,  denionstrutioHs,  honpital  and  dispe?isnry  practice,  conferences  and  reviews. 

Didactic  lectures  or  recitations,  and  laboratory  work  are  so  arranged  that  the 
latter  shall  closely  follow  the  former,  and  manifest  the  truth  of  principles 
enunciated.  Lectures,  recitations  and  laboratory  demonstrations  so  conducted, 
develop  the  mind,  train  the  reasoning  powers  and  mature  the  judgment  of 
students  for  the  rational  pursuit  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics. 

CURRICULUM. 

FIRST    YEAR. 

Lectures  or  recitations  on  comparative  and  human  anatomy,  descriptive 
anatomy,  bones,  joints,  muscles,  histology,  physiology,  general  chemistry,  materia 
medica,  and  pharmacy ;  laboratory  work  on  comparative  and  human  anatomy,  his- 
tology, physiology  and  inorganic  chemistry ;  and  demonstrations  on  osteology 
and  bandaging. 

At  the  end  of  the  course,  examinations  will  be  held  on  osteology,  histology, 
physiology,  materia  medica  and  inorganic  chemistry. 

Students  who  are  unsuccessful  in  their  examinations,  or  for  other  reasons, 
may  not  have  completed  them,  must  do  so  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  the  en- 
suing regular  winter  course. 

SECOND    YEAR. 

Lectures  or  recitations  on  descriptive  anatomy,  topographical  and  sur- 
gical anatomy,  physiology,  physiological  chemistry,  organic  chemistry 
and  toxicology,  hygiene,  materia  medica  and  therapeutics,  pathology ;    also 
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upon  principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  medical  diagnosis,  principles  and  prac- 
tice of  surgery,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  diseases 
of  children,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  and  on  clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  ;  labo- 
ratory work  on  anatomy,  physiology,  embryology,  pathology,  and  organic  chem- 
istry ;  and  demonstrations  on  minor  surgery  and  obstetric  manikin,  confer- 
ences and  revie^ys. 

At  the  end  of  the  course,  final  examinations  will  be  held  on  anatomy, 
physiology,  pathology,  chemistry  and  materia-medica  and  therapeutics.  Stu- 
dents not  succeeding  in  examinations  on  any  of  these  branches,  or  who  for  other 
reasons  may  not  have  completed  them,  must  do  so  at  or  before  the  beginning  of 
the  ensuing  regular  winter  course. 

Students  pursuing  the  four-year  graded  course  will  omit  work  on  the  senior 
branches  herein  quoted,  and  take  them  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year. 

THIRD    YEAR. 

Lectures  or  recitations  on  principles  and  practice  of  medicine  and  clinical 
medicine,  medical  diagnosis,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  diseases  of  nose^ 
throat  and  chest,  diseases  of  children,  hygiene,  medical  jurisprudence,  diseases 
of  the  stomach  and  intestines,  principles  and  practice  of  surgery,  operative  and 
clinical  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  diseases  of 
rectum,  dermatology  and  all  clinics;  demonstration  in  hospital  and  dispensary 
to  sections  of  class,  on  clinical  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics  and  gynecology,  on 
special  diseases,  and  on  gross  pathological  anatomy;  conferences  and  reviews. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  course,  students  pursuing  the  three-year  graded  course 
will  be  examined  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine  on  all  senior  branches,  and 
on  all  subjects  not  hitherto  completed.  The  hospital  and  dispensary  instruction 
and  final  examinations  will  not  be  taken  during  the  third  course  by  students 
pursuing  the  four-year  graded  course. 

FOURTH    YEAR. 

Lectures  on  all  the  subjects  in  the  third  year,  daily  clinics  in  the 
amphitheatre,  reviews  on  all  the  branches,  hospital  and  dispensary  work, 
demonstrations  and  personal  physical  examination  by  sections  of  class,  of  all 
diseases  and  special  cases  so  far  as  practicable ;  practice  of  auscultation,  percus- 
sion, laryngoscopy,  ophthalmoscopy,  stethoscopy,  lavage  and  examination  of 
stomach  contents,  urine,  sputum  and  blood;  medical  and  surgical  diagnosis 
and  treatment ;  clinics  and  practical  work  in  obstetrics  and  gynecology.  Prac- 
tical work  in  all  departments  is  continued  until  the  student's  knowledge  is  both 
exact  and  permanent. 

At  the  termination  of  this  course,  examinations  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of 
Medicine  will  be  held  on  the  senior  branches,  and  on  all  other  subjects  not  com- 
pleted. 

Students  may  not  pass  from  one  class  to  a  higher,  until  they  have  completed 
the  work  and  are  proticient  in  work  of  class  which  they  desire  to  leave. 

Candidates  who  do  not  succeed  in  passing  the  final  examination  on  d^i  branches, 
■will  be  credited  with  those  branches  upon  which  they  show  proSciency,  and  will 
not  be  re-examined  upon  such,  should  they  apply  for  graduation  at  the  end  of 
the  next  course. 

Any  branch  or  branches  upon  which  students  can  submit  evidence  of  having^ 
passed  a  final  examination  in  any  other  regular  reputable  medical  College,  will 
be  exempt  from  the  final  examination  in  this  College. 

First  and  second  course  students  from  other  schools  who  have  not  completed 
the  examinations  of  first  or  second  year,  respectively,  must  do  so  at  or  before 
the  beginning  of  the  regular  winter  course. 
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Third  Year — Continued. 

JHEME  FOR  HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY  PRACTICE. 

(For  explanation  tor  conducting  following  scheme,  s  e  page  18.) 
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DIDACTIC    INSTRUCTION. 

Anatomy,  being  one  of  the  f uudamental  branches  upon  which  the  superstruc- 
ture of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  will  receive  marked  attention  from  the 
professors  and  lecturer  in  this  department.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by 
a  manikin,  diagrams,  dried  preparations,  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver. 
Topographical  and  surgical  anatomy  will  receive  the  attention  the  subjects  de- 
mand.    Arlhrology  and  myology  will  be  taken  up  the  first  year. 

Osteology  will  be  taught  by  lecturers  and  special  demonstrators,  each  demon- 
Btrator  giving  instruction  to  a  section  of  the  class,  on  separate  bones,  and  on 
the  skeleton.  Skeletons  wiU-  be  furnished  the  students  at  a  small  rental ;  these 
may  be  taken  to  their  rooms  for  study.  The  demonstration  course  in  osteology 
must  be  completed  by  January  1st,  and  before  working  in  anatomical  laboratory. 

Histology.  Two  lectures  per  week  will  be  given  on  this  branch  until  the 
Bubject  has  been  completed;  these  lectures  will  be  accompanied  by  laboratory 
work,  as  hereinafter  described. 

Pathology.  The  course  in  pathology  will  continue  throughout  the  session, 
and  Avill  consist  of  a  series  of  lect,i:res  on  the  principal  subjects  in  general 
pathology,  with  as  many  demonstrations  and  experiments  as  practicable. 

Physiology.  This  important  fundamental  branch  is  taught  by  lectures  or 
recitations  and  laboratory  work.  Lectures  or  recitations  are  given  upon 
the  blood,  circulation,  respiration,  digestion,  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion, 
generation,  nutrition,  animal  heat,  nervous  system  and  special  senses.  The 
lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens,  sections,  diagrams,  plates  and  models. 

Physiological  chemistry  will  be  given  in  latter  half  of  second  year.  The 
course  will  include  examination  of  blood,  sputum,  urine,  sugar,  albumen  and  urea. 

Chemistry.  New  and  improved  methods  will  be  used  in  teaching  this  branch. 
General  inorganic  chemistry  will  be  presented  in  such  a  manner  that  students 
will  readily  comprehend  the  principles  of  the  science.  The  lectures  or  recitations 
will  be  fully  i.'lustrated  by  experiments,  diagrams,  charts  and  the  exhibition  of 
minerals  and  chemicals.  Organic  and  medical  chemistry  -will  be  taken  up  at 
the  proper  time,  and  students  taught  incompatibles,  tests  for  important  poisons, 
and  urinalysis. 

Hygiene  is  taught  by  a  special  teacher  of  extensive  experience  and  great 
opportunities  for  observation ;  lectures  are  devoted  to  the  broad  principles  of 
sanitation,  quarantine,  infection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities 
and  towns.  Hygiene  of  homes,  public  institutions  and  communities  receives  the 
attention  its  importance  suggests. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  Materia 
Medica  will  be  given  by  the  professor  of  this  branch.  They  will  be  illustrated 
by  plates  and  samples,  the  faculty  having  procured  for  this  purpose  an  herbarium 
and  cabinets  of  pure  and  crude  drugs  as  complete  as  can  be  found.  Students 
personally  examine  these  drugs,  in  order  to  become  familiar  with  remedies  used 
in  practice.  They  are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations, 
methods  of  administration,  and  therapeutic  uses  and  effects  of  medicines. 

Therapeutics  being  a  science  of  such  vast  scope,  and  ever  broadening,  and  re- 
ceiving from  the  hands  of  research  and  discovery  new  facts  and  new  sugges- 
tions, the  professor  thereof  devotes  much  attention  and  labor  in  teaching  it. 

Pharmacy.  Lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  given,  showing  the  methods  of 
weighing,  measuring,  compounding  and  administering  drugs;   how  to  make 
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powders,  pills  and  solutions  ;  and  on  all  those  practical  points  so  essential  to  a 
physician's  success,  especially  to  those  intending  to  locate  in  rural  districts. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  This  chair  will  begin  with  the 
enunciation  of  general,  broad  and  leading  principles  and  terms,  a  knowledge  of 
which  is  necessary  to  enable  the  student  to  comprehend  the  lectures  or  recita- 
tions subsequently  given  on  general  and  organic  diseases. 

The  major  portion  of  the  session  will  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  local, 
organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases.  Four  hours  per  week  will  be  given  on 
this  branch;  the  lectures  will  be  reviewed  catechetically ;  the  seniors  will  be 
additionally  instructed  by  special  conferences. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  and 
mental  diseases  renders  it  imperative  that  students  should  be  thoroughly 
informed  on  these  subjects.  The  instruction  will  consist  of  lectures  or  recita- 
tions, well  illustrated  with  histological  and  pathological  preparations,  charts, 
diagrams  and  models. 

Practical  lessons  on  electricity  will  be  given,  and  students  shown  how  to  use 
instruments  and  appliances  necessary  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  nervous 
and  mental  diseases.  . 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  will  be  taught  by  the  professor  of 
these  subjects.  He  will  give  instruction  in  rhinology,  laryngology  and  diseases 
of  the  chest;  his  lectures  or  recitations  will  be  illustrated.  Physical  diagnosis 
will  receive  the  attention  its  importance  suggests. 

Diseases  of  Children,  than  which  there  are  few  more  important  subjects, 
will  be  p'-esented  in  an  attractive  manner,  and  discussed  from  scientific  and 
practical  standpoints. 

Medical  Diagnosis.  A  special  lecturer  will  devote  one  hour  each  week  in 
lecture,  recitation  or  review,  throughout  the  course,  to  teaching  this  important 
subject  to  second  and  third  course  students. 

Medical  Jurisprudence.  The  lectures  on  this  important  subject  will  be 
general  and  practical,  students  being  taught  how  to  testify  in  court;  how  to 
conduct  themselves  when  under  cross-examination  on  the  witness  stand,  and  to 
answer  hypothetical  questions  in  giving  exjjert  testimony;  they  will  begin 
January  the  8th. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery.  In  the  course  upon  this  eminently 
practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly 
understand  the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  thus  fit  him  for  the  intelli- 
gent and  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

Lectures  will  be  supplemented  by  regular  recitations  from  an  approved  text 
book. 

Operative  Surgery  will  be  taught  by  lectures,  charts,  diagrams  and  demon- 
strations on  cadavers.  All  important  operations  in  surgery  will  be  performed 
on  cadavers  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology.  The  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  theoret- 
ical and  practical.  The  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the  organs  of  siglit  and 
hearing  will  first  receive  attention.  The  use  of  the  opthalmoscope,  the  errors 
of  refraction  and  the  different  methods  of  determining  color-blindness  and 
simulation  of  blindness,  will  be  demonstrated. 

Gynecology,  This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of 
generation,  their  physiological  functions,  diseases,  abnormal  growths,  and  the

various  methods  aud  instruments  necessary  for  Piriking  diagnoses.  Diseases, 
displacements,  aud  their  remedies,  will  be  considered. 

Rectal  Surgery.  A  course  of  lectures  or  recitations  will  be  given  on  rectal 
surgery.  They  M-ill  be  of  unusual  interest,  will  treat  minutely  and  system- 
atically of  the  subject,  and  be  given  by  the  professor  who  practices  this  special 
branch  of  surgery. 

Obstetrics.  This  subject,  of  transcendent  importance,  is  taught  by  a  pro- 
fessor of  extensive  experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground 
students  in  all  essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  plates, 
diagrams,  wax  models  and  a  superb  manikin,  recently  imported  from  Europe. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnoses  of  tlie  several  presentations  and 
positions;  in  operative  obstetrics,  each  student  is  required  to  practice  all 
(^erations  on  the  manikin. 

Reviews.  We  conduct  systematic  oral  examinations,  or  quizzes,  on  all  the 
work  done  in  the  several  departments ;  this  emphatically  stamps  upon  the 
minds  of  the  students  what  they  have  heard  and  observed. 

Conferences  of  seniors  are  held  by  the  teachers ;  at  these  conferences  inter- 
rogatories on  special  subjects  are  propounded  by  the  teachers,  and  students  ask 
the  teachers  for  information  upon  parts  of  the  subject  they  may  not  clearly 
comprehend.  Such  conferences  serve  to  brush  away  misconceptions,  and  in 
lieu  thereof,  impart  to  students  correct  information;  and  to  prepare  them  for 
properly  expressing  themselves  in  future  examinations,  bj'  the  faculty  or  State 
Boards.  Each  teacher  is  held  responsible  for  the  Avork  of  his  department  and 
is  expected  to  impart  to  his  pupils,  a  clear  conception  and  thorough  knowledge 
of  his  subject.  He  is  accordingly  given  great  latitude  in  his  method  of  instruc- 
tion.    For  this  reason  students  obtain  well-rounded  and  comprehensive  views. 

LABORATORY    INSTRUCTION. 

Practical  Anatomy  is  taught  by  the  demonstrator  aud  assistant  demonstra- 
tors of  anatomy  in  the  anatomical  laboratory.  Under  their  direction  each 
student  who  has  not  completed  anatomy  before  coming  here,  is  required  to 
dissect  satisfactorily  the  cadaver,  showing  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood-vessels, 
nervous  system  aud  viscera.  Each  demonstration  is  accompanied  by  an  oral 
examination  of  the  work  done,  to  ascertain  if  it  is  comprehended,  and  to  impress 
the  truths  of  anatomy.  A  course  in  comparative  anatomy,  the  cat  or  dog  being 
Used,  is  given  in  the  first  year  prior  to  Avorking  in  human  anatomy. 

Histological,  Physiological  and  Pathological  Laboratory.  In  this  labor- 
atory are  taught  the  essentials  of  normal  histology,  without  which  no  student 
can  hope  to  thoroughly  comprehend  physiological  truths,  or  the  alterations  of 
structure,  caused  by  diseases.  It  is  equipped  with  fifty  (50)  microscopes  and 
other  apparatus  for  the  demonstration  of  histology,  physiological  physics,  the 
phenomena  of  nutrition,  digestion,  absorption,  circulation,  respiration  and 
excretion.  Each  student  is  furnished  Avith  a  microscope,  apparatus,  reagents 
aud  materials,  with  the  exception  of  slides  and  covers.  The  specimens  pre- 
pared aud  mounted  by  him  are  his  own  property;  he  thus  obtains  by  close 
of  the  course,  a  complete  set  of  typical  slides.  Students  are  taught  to  stain, 
mount  and  describe  sections  of  tissue  and  organs. 

Pathology,  (a.)  Laboratory  instruction  in  special  pathology  is  given.  Here 
gross  iiiorliid  anatomy  will  be  studied  in  conjunction  Avith  pathological  histol- 
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ogy,  demonstrations  of  the  gross  lesions  being  followed,  whenever  possible,  by 
an  examination  of  the  microscopical  changes.  In  the  laboratory  also,  instruc- 
tion will  be  given  in  the  method  of  preparing  tissue  for  microscopical  examina- 
tion, and  practice  in  pathological  diagnosis  will  be  afforded. 

(J.)  All  autopsies  will  be  conducted  before  the  class  in  pathology,  and  instruc- 
tion will  be  given  in  the  method  of  making  post  mortem  examinations,  and  of 
recording  the  results  in  proper  form.  Bacteriology  will  be  taught  by  a  practical 
laboratory  course,  occupying  several  afternoons  a  week.  The  student  will  here 
learn  the  methods  of  bacteriological  technique,  the  principle  of  sterilization 
and  disinfection,  the  methods  of  cultivation,  staining  and  studying  bacteria, 
and  will  be  taught  to  recognize  the  chief  pathogenic  micro-organisms. 

Chemical  Laboratory.  Two  afternoons  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  labora- 
tory practice.  The  instruction  here  given  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  lectures 
or  recitations,  and  will  be  so  conducted  as  to  render  students  familiar 
with  the  apparatus,  processes,  materials  and  reactions  of  the  subjects  of  hia 
studies,  that  he  may  be  enabled  to  apply  them  in  his  subsequent  professional 
work.  Chemical  nomenclature  and  notation  are  taught  in  connection  with 
laboratory  work. 

Students  of  the  first  year  are  taught  inorganic  chemistry,  qualitative  analysis 
of  bases  and  acids. 

Students  of  the  second  j'ear  are  taught  organic  medical  chemistry,  urinalysis, 
toxicology  and  examination  of  food  and  water  ;  each  student  is  required  to  do 
his  own  work,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  apply  it  when  in  private  practice. 
Laboratory  Avork  continues  througliout  the  session. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  ($15)  is  charged.  Payment  of  this  fee 
entitles  students  to  materials  in  anatomical,  histological,  physiological,  patho- 
logical and  chemical  laboratories.  Students  desiring  to  work  in  one  or  two 
laboratories  only,  pay  at  the  rate  of  $5.00  for  each. 

Practical  Manipulative  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  senior  class,  in  sections; 
the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presen- 
tations and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  delivery; 
abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each  ;  version  ;  application  of 
forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models  and 
diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstration.  Each  member  of  the  senior  class 
will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations,  under  the  direction  of  the 
teacher. 

Bandaging  and  Minor  Surgery  will  be  taught  sections  of  the  first  and 
second-course  students,  respectively,  by  the  demonstrator.  All  the  modes  of 
applying  bandages  will  be  demonstrated;  each  student  being  in  turn  required 
to  practice  the  art. 

Second-course  students  are  taught  the  modes  of  application  and  uses  of  frac- 
ture dressings,  the  proper  method  of  passing  the  catheter,  use  of  hj^podermic 
syringe,  and  varieties  and  uses  of  surgical  knots,  and  sutures. 

Ophthalmological,  Rhinological  and  Laryngological  examinations,  and 
examinations  in  physical  diagnosis,  are  demonstrated  to  sections  of  seniors, 
each  member  of  sections  being  requi'  cd  to  make  his  own  examinations. 

The  influence  of  laboratory  work  ■  i  determining  the  grade  on  each  funda- 
mental branch,  in  the  first  year  and  in  the  final  examinations,  is  very  important, 
and  is  duly  considered  and  credited  in  the  case  of  each  student. 
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CLINICAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Every  physician  keenly  appreciates  the  advantages  derived  from  observation 
and  study  of  diseases  at  the  bedside.  Absence  of  such  clinical  instruction 
stands  as  an  impediment  to  success  on  the  threshold  of  every  inexperienced 
practitioner,  and  embarrasses  his  action  during  the  early  years  of  his  profes- 
sional career.  To  obviate  such  menace  to  the  young  practitioner,  and  render 
him  thoroughly  competent  to  practice  his  profession  -when  he  emerges  as  a 
graduate  from  our  institution,  "vve  devote  especial  attention  to  clinics  and 
hospital  and  dispensary  work. 

AMPHITHEATRE    CLINICS. 

Second  and  third  3"ear  students  attend  at  all  clinics  in  the  amphitheatre, 
where  almost  every  form  and  phase  of  disease  and  injury  is  presented. 

The  students  hear  clinical  history,  see  the  methods  of  physical  examination 
in  making  diagnoses,  and  hear  the  treatment  suggested. 

On  Mondays,  Prof.  Merkick  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and 
chest,  showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and  laryngoscopic  examina- 
tions, demonstrating  auscultation  and  percussion,  and  performing  operations  on 
the  air  passages. 

Prof.  Salzer  on  same  day  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  stomach  and  intestines, 
showing  methods  of  diagnoses  and  treatment  iu  this  important  class  of  cases. 

Clinic  on  Children.  On  Tuesdays,  Prof.  BoNDAvill  clinic  on  diseases  of  children. 
The  cases  in  the  clinic  are  numerous  and  interesting,  including  diseases  of 
infancy  and  derangements  due  to  dentition  and  feeding. 

Medical  Clinic.  On  Wednesdays,  Prof.  Streett  clinics  on  cases  belonging  to 
his  department,  selecting  from  abundant  material  such  cases  as  best  illustrate 
the  didactic  lectures  on  practice  of  medicine,  going  through  each  case  analytic- 
ally, illustrating  the  different  phases  and  peculiarities  which  diseases  assume, 
and  diagnosing  and  treating  them  in  presence  of  the  students. 

Eye  and  Ear  Clinie.  On  Thursdays,Vroi.  Reulixg  clinics  on  diseases  of  the 
eye  and  ear,  demonstrating  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  exhibiting  all  forms 
of  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  and  performing  the  various  operations  for  glaucoma, 
cataract  and  strabismus. 

Surgical  Clinic.  On  Fridays,  Prof.  Bl.\ke  or  Prof.  Johnson  (the  former  nntil 
January  the  first,  and  the  latter  until  the  close  of  the  session)  conducts  a  surgi- 
cal clinic,  performing  such  operations  as  resections,  amputations,  trephining,  ad- 
justment of  fractures,  and  removal  of  tumors,  &c.  Students  are  required  to 
make  surgical  diagnoses,  apply  bandages  and  dress  wounds,  &c.  Sections  of 
the  class  receive  instruction  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital,  in  adjustment  of  frac- 
tures, application  of  splints,  bandaging,  and  antiseptic  management  of  wounds. 

On  same  day,  Clinics  on  Dermatology  will  be  given  by  Dr.  Gilchrist,  a  promi- 
nent specialist. 

Clinic  on  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  On  Fridays,  also.  Prof.  Hill  clinics 
on  insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  showing  methods  and  appliances 
for  diagnosing  these  obscure  conditions,  and  pointing  out  their  prophylaxis  and 
treatment. 

Gynecological  Clinic:.  On  Saturdays,  Prof.  Ashbt  will  clinic  on  diseases  of 
women,  showing  diseases  peculiar  to  females,  and  performing  operations  on 
vagina,  uterus  and  bladder.  He  requires  each  student,  under  his  direction,  to 
examine  the  vagina,  introduce  the  speculum,  and  manipulate  the  uterus  and 
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ovaries  in  diagnosis.    Students  are  also  required  to  assist  in  operations,  such  as- 
laparotomy,  ovariotomy,  &c. 

On  the  same  day,  Prof.  Earle  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  rectum,  performing 
operations  for  hemorrhoids,  stricture,  fissure,  and  other  conditions  belonging 
to  this  specialty.  These  clinics  will  be  of  especial  value  to  students  and 
practitioners. 

HOSPITAL    AND    DISPENSARY    PRACTICE. 

The  senior  or  graduating  class  is  divided  into  twelve  (12)  sections.  These 
sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  or  dispensary  and  make  the 
rounds  of  the  wards,  with  the  medical  or  surgical  attendant,  or  demonstrators 
of  clinical  medicine  and  surgery  and  obstetrics,  witness  and  assist  in  treat- 
ment of  cases,  in  arrangement  of  surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,, 
observations  and  recording  of  pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  witness  and 
practice  physical  diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical  cases ;  observe  the  condition 
and  management  of  lying-in-women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants; 
practicing  diagnosis  in  gynecology ;  observe  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness 
and  practice  all  important  features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in 
private  practice. 

Clinical  medicine  is  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital  wards,  and  in  the- 
dispensary.  Urgent  operations  on  patients,  admitted  after  college  hours,  are 
performed  in  the  operating  room  of  the  hospital,  or  in  amphitheatre,  the  internes 
being  summoned  to  witness  them. 

This  hospital  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered  to  have  completed 
his  course  at  this  College  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  regulations  for  hos- 
pital work.  The  success  attending  hospital  section  work  in  the  past  is  very 
gratifying. 

Each  of  the  twelve  (12)  sections  into  wliicli  the  senior  class  is  divided  is 
posted  on  the  College  bulletin,  that  each  student  may  know  to  which  section  he 
belongs. 

Each  student  remains  throughout  the  course  in  the  section  to  which  he  is 
first  assigned. 

The  schedule  of  College  work  shows  on  Avhat  day  and  hour  each  section  re- 
ports at  the  hospital  or  dispensary,  for  duty,  from  October  1st,  1895  to  April 
1st,  1896. 

As  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  schedule  for  hospital  and  dispensary  practice^ 
(see  page  11,)  one  section  of  class  reports  at  the  dispensary  at  2  P.  M.  each  day 
and  works  until  3  P.  M.;  another  section  reports  at  the  hospital  at  3  P.  M.  and 
works  until  4  P.  M.   Two  other  sections  report  at  4  P.  M.  and  remain  until  5  P.  M. 

The  entire  senior  class,  in  sections,  engages  in  practical  clinical  work  in  the 
hospital  and  dispensary,  on  two  afternoons  of  each  week  throughout  the  session. 

Each  section  has  its  own  instructor,  under  whose  direction  each  member 
makes  an  examination  of  the  patient  before  him. 

The  arrangement  of  the  schedule  causes  each  section  to  have  a  different 
teacher  on  each  occasion,  for  a  period  of  twelve  weeks,  when  a  cycle  is  com- 
pleted and  a  new  one  begun;  and  so  the  work  continues  until  the  end  of  the 
session. 
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Students  receiving  practical  clinical  •work  from  so  many  different  sources 
must  necessarily  receive  a  very  general  knowledge  of  clinical  medicine,  sur- 
gery and  obstetrics. 

OBSTETRIC    CLINIC. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Prof.  Bkixtox  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  un- 
favorable results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics. 
By  prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communica- 
tions, classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the 
Maryland  Lyii^g-in  Ho^intal,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural 
delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  remov- 
ing placenta',  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia. 
In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics  are  also  given  on  the 
pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  seniors  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  depart- 
ment, and  required  to  ausculate  the  fcetal  heart,  practice  ballottement,  measure 
pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammae  and  uterus,  and 
assist  in  the  management  of  the  new-born  infant. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  five  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable 
pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  college  leave  its  portals  with 
a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent  to  enter 
any  field  of  duty  and  rationallj'  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of 
obstetrics. 

The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department  is  conducted  in  conjunction  with  the 
Dispensary;  cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered,  and  when  labor  ensues,  are 
attended  by  our  advanced  students,  under  guidance  of  assistant  Demonstrator 
of  Obstetrics;  thus  still  more  is  the  clinical  work  in  this  useful  branch  broad- 
ened, affording  the  student  obstetrical  opportunities  that  are  unexcelled. 

In  plan  presented  it  may  be  seen  that  the  first  year  students  receive  instruc- 
tion in  the  fundamental  branches  only ;  those  in  the  second  year  complete  the 
laboratory  work  begun  in  the  first  year  and  engage  in  more  advanced  work. 
The  tJdrd  year  class,  attend  recitations  and  lectures  in  general  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  gynecology  and  clinics  in  medicine  and  surgery.  The  fourth 
year  class  will  continue  the  work  of  the  third  year,  and  engage  in  hospital  and 
dispensary  work. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE, 

the  lectures  of  which  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  will  begin  Monday, 
September  2d,  1895,  and  continue  until  October  1st,  1895. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and 
demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater 
requirements  of  the  regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course  lectures  TyiU 
be  delivered  on  anatomy,  pharmacy,  medical  physics  and  elementary  chemistry, 
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pathology,  principles  and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  prelimi- 
naries to  surgical  operations,  bandaging  and  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds^ 
clinical  medicine,  manipulative  obstetrics,  gynecology,  ophthalmology  and 
otology,  clinical  obstetrics,  clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology,, 
clinical  gynecology  and  clinical  ophthalmology  and  otology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  clinical  obstetrics, 
diseases  of  the  rectum,  and  diseases  of  the  stomach  and  intestines. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  open  to  second  course  students  during  the  entire 
month  of  September,  and  work  done  is  credited  and  deducted  from  that 
required  during  the  Winter  Course.  The  histological  laboratory  is  open  also 
during  the  course. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course, 
elementary  lectures  are  given  for  the  instruction  of  the  first  course  students, 
that  they  may  be  prepared  to  comprehend  the  more  advanced  work,  which 
begins  October  1st,  as  well  as  for  the  second  course  and  senior  students,  to  whom 
both  elementary  and  advanced  lectures  are  given,  that  the  mind,  after  the  sum- 
mer holiday,  may  be  disciplined  for  the  more  earnest  work  of  the  Regular 
"Winter  Course. 

We  believe  that  in  no  other  medical  school  in  the  United  States  is  there 'such 
careful  consideration  given  during  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course  to  the  kind  of 
work  required  for  students. 

During  this  course,  students  may  devote  much  time  to  osteological,  chemical 
and  histological  M'ork  in  laboratories;  and  all  work  done  at  this  time  will  be 
considered  as  part  of  the  practical  work  required  during  the  Regular  Winter 
Course,  and  so  credited,  thus  leaving  more  time  for  study  during  the  regular 
course. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in  deport- 
ment, twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees  due  the  College^ 
and  passed  a  satisfactoi-y  examination  before  the  faculty.

Scholarships.  In  accordance  with  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  times,  and  Id 
order  to  place  a  medical  education  within  reach  of  worthy  and  well  qualified 
young  men  of  limited  means,  such  will  be  admitted  on  the  payment  of  a 
special  or  scholarship  fee  of  $60.00.  The  following  is  the  summary  of  fees  for 
scholarship :

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All  fees,  except  for  graduation,  must  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  session 
at  the  time  of  matriculation. 

Graduates  of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures,  are  re- 
quired to  pay  the  matriculation  and  scholarship  fees  of  sixty-tive  dollars  ($65.00); 
those  desiring  to  graduate  are  required  to  pay  the  e.Kamination  fee  also. 

Persons  wishing  to  attend  one  or  more  special  courses  can  do  so  by  paying 
the  matriculation  fee  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  ticket  of  the  professors  whose 
lectures  they  attend. 

Senior  students  who  are  candidates  for  graduation  must  pay  to  the  Dean,  ou 
or  before  January  6th,  an  e.xamiuation  fee  of  thirty  ($30)  dollars,  which  will 
under  no  circumstances  be  returned.  , 

Free  Scholarship.  The  student  in  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the 
best  competitive  examination  on  practical  histology,  practical  anatomy,  practical 
inorganic  chemistry  and  practical  physiology,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second 
year  without  payment  of  any  tuition  fee. 

Prizes.  As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine 
and  surgery,  a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  faculty  medal,  will  be  awarded  the 
student  standing  the  best  final  examination.  Six  other  College  prizes  will  be 
awarded  the  next  six  students  standing  the  best  examinations,  in  the  order 
of  their  respective  merits. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  seven  students 
whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the  student  receiving 
the  seventh  prize. 

SEATS  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers  be- 
ginning at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can  obtain 
such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their  names  will 
be  registered  in  a  special  register,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such 
registration.  This  entitles  them  to  such  seats  the  entire  terra,  provided  they 
pass  the  entrance  examination  on  arrival ;  should  they  not  succeed  in  passing 
this  examination,  the  fee  will  be  returned.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  in- 
sured ;  each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required 
to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  six  hundred  thousand  people, 
furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries;  has  a 
salubrious  climate ;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial  hospitality;  is 
connected  by  railway  and  water  with  every  other  city  in  the  Morld ;  is  yearly 
growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as  a  great  medical  centre;  and 
extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a  medical  education,  or 
reside  within  her  limits. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  is  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  the  Peabody  Institute,  the  Enoch  Pratt  Free  Library,  and 
the  Medical  and  Chirurgical  Library. 

Appointments.  We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  the 
graduates  of  the  College,  a  Resident  Physician,  and  two  Assistant  Resident 
Physicians,  iov  the  Maryland  General  Hospital;  a  Resident  Physician  for  the 
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Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital;  and  a  Dispensary  Physician  and  assistants  for  the 
Baltimo]-e  Medical  College  Dispensary.  The  Kesideut  Physician  and  Dispensary 
Physician  receive  salaries. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College  to  say  that  in  the  future,  as 
in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional  teachers, 
•other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  shall  have  the  preference. 

INTERNES.  A  limited  number  of  students  Ae%\rmg  special  hospital  advan- 
iuges  can  secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes, 
and  are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases, 
under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors;  they  are  thus  caused 
•lo  be  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards,  and  obtain  in  detail  all 
■the  advantages  and  experience  of  tlie  hospital.  They  are  enabled  to  begin  the 
practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence  based  upon  observation  and 
•experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  one  scholastic  year;  its 
payment  on  entrance  entitles  tlie  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one  year, 
beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending  to  the 
following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also  entitles 
him  to  room,  light  and  Iicat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six  months  pay 
:seveuty-five  dollars  ($75j ;  they  are  entitled  to  same  hospital  advantages. 

Special  Externes.  A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special 
Ji.rternes.  Tliey  room  and  board  outside  of  the  liosjiital  in  its  immediate  vicinity, 
.and  visit  the  hospital  tlie  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for  Special  Externes  is 
-seventy-five  dollars  ($7o)  for  one  year,  and  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  six  months. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing.  Students  desiring  to  take  exami- 
nations for  "Advanced  Standing"  must  present  credentials  and  request 
such  examination  on  entrance. 

The  Adevndem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  members  of  the 
jnedical  profession. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
■who  are  present,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the  regular 
Winter  Course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  only 
•to  students  who  have  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Catalogue. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Dean  for  result 

•of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  result  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of  each  student. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 

breach  of  decorum.     All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for  by 

those  doing  such  damage. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and  other 
4ise  of  tobacco  are  permitted  only  in  the  smoking  room. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  terminate  the  connection  of  any 
•student  with  this  College  for  improper,  disorderly  or  immoral  conduct ;  any 
•student  whose  relations  are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  foi'feits  all  rights  in, 
and  claims  upon,  this  College. 
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The  terms  and  conditions  quoted  in  this  announcement  apply  to  the  ensuing 
session  only. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  can  be  obtained  at  from  $3.00  to  $4.00  per 
week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in  the 
eountry  presenting  equal  medical  advantages.

Students  may  obtain  their  choice  in  location,  distance  and  price.

ing in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in  the 
city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "  Baltimore  Medical  Col- 
lege," "  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will  be 
received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been  selected;

}N  presenting  the  Sixteenth  Annual  Announcement,  the  faculty  embraces 
the  opportunity  to  thank  its  many  friends  and  patrons  for  past  favors,  and 
promises  to  endeavor  to  merit  their  good  will  in  the  future. 

Adhering  to  our  invariable  custom,  we  are  pursuing  a  progressive  policy  in 
c»inpleting  our  college  plant ;  in  establishing  and  equipping  additional  labora- 
tories; in  perfecting  facilities  for  teaching  in  tlie  various  departments;  in  the 
appointment  of  additional  instructors;  in  increasing  the  clinical  facilities;  and 
Luive  crowned  past  efforts  by  the  building  of  a  spacious  modern  hospital. 

We  feel  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  session  recently  closed  was  the  most 
successful  in  the  history  of  the  college. 

Notwithstanding  the  fact  that  our  country  experienced  unusual  business 
depression  during  the  past  year,  our  class  exceeded  by  twenty  per  cent,  that  of 
uay  previous  year  during  the  history  of  the  college. 

It  numbered  514  students,  representing  in  the  United  States,  thirty-three 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  following  foreign  countries : 
Canada,  Newfoundland,  England,  Scotland,  Wales,  Germany,  Russia,  Armenia, 
Syria,  Egypt  and  India. 

Of  this  number,  114  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  steady  annual  increase  in  the 
number  of  students;  by  the  marked  advance  in  preliminary  education  of  each 
successive  class ;  by  the  annually  increasing  excellence  of  the  examinations, 
and  by  the  almost  invariable  return  of  our  former  students. 

The  classes  of  this  college  have  steadily  increased  until  we  have  graduates  in 
nearly  every  country  and  clime  of  the  Globe. 

The  vast  and  ever-enlarging  domain  of  medicine  and  surgery  is  covered  in 
tills  College  by  a  full  corps  of  competent  teachers,  enabling  students  to  master 
in  detail  the  numerous  broad  principles  and  facts  to  be  learned,  in  qualifying  to 
practice  the  medical  art. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  stating  that  few  medical  colleges  in  this  country 
hjHve  grown  in  favor  so  rapidly  as  this,  and  few  faculties  have  expended  such 
sums  of  money  in  so  brief  a  period  for  the  construction  of  new  college  and 
hospital  buildings. 

It  is  the  matured  and  unwavering  determination  of  our  faculty  that  additions  and 
improvements  to  this  college  shall  continue  regardless  of  obstacles;  that  its  future 
career  of  usefulness  shall  follow  the  lines  laid  dotcn  ;  and,  so  far  as  may  be  possible, 
keep  in  the  van  among  America's  leading  educational  institutions.

In  1892,  we  erected  our  modern  new  College  Building  at  an  expenditure  of 
$80,000 

In  1894,  we  constructed  our  new  ^larylaud  General  Hospital,  at  a  cost  of 
$60,000. 

And  now,  in  1896,  we  are  erecting  a  second  college  building,  a  model  struc- 
ture (see  page  5,)  for  the  tliree-fold  purpose  of  increasing  laboratory  and  hospiUd 
facilities,  the  accommodation  of  our  internes  and  the  use  of  our  Dental  Department^ 
it  will  cost  $60,000. 

FACILITIES    FOR    INSTRUCTION. 

Our  New  College  Building,  situated  at  the  northwestern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and  typical  medical 
college  buildings  on  the  Western  Hemisphere. 

It  contains  a  dispensary,  with  reception  room,  consultation  rooms  and  drug 
room ;  a  lecture  hall  40x80  feet,  with  stage,  and  thereon  appliances  for  demon- 
strating lectures  and  experiments ;  is  furnished  witli  opera  chairs  ;  supplied  with 
hot  and  cold  water,  heated  by  steam,  and  will  seat  600  students;  an  amphi- 
theatre with  such  elevation  and  curves  as  to  enable  students  to  obtain  a  com- 
plete view  of  the  clinics  and  surgical  operations  in  the  arena ;  it  will  seat  ijOO 
students  within  a  radius  of  32  feet  from  the  clinician  or  operator;  the  anaesthet- 
izing room  adjoining,  M'ith  all  necessary  appliances,  including  perambulators 
for  conveying  patients  to  the  arena. 

The  Histological  Laboratory,  which  is  perfectly  lighted  for  microscopic 
work,  has  ample  space  for  large  sections  of  students,  and  is  supplied  with  fifty 
(50)  of  the  best  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  and  appliances  for  teaching 
histology  and  physiology. 

A  second  Histological  Laboratory  is  situated  in  the  mezzanine  story. 
This  fronts  on  south  and  west,  has  perfect  light,  and  contains  all  appliances 
necessary  for  the  instruction  of  students. 

The  Chemical  and  Clinical  Laboratory,  which  is  one  of  the  largest  in  the 
country,  extending  42  feet  on  the  soutliern  and  84  on  the  western  side,  is  furnished 
with  tables  especially  prepared  for  chemical  work,  and  is  completely  equipped 
with  necessary  apparatus  and  reagents.  Each  student  has  his  own  table  and  a 
locker,  of  which  he  carries  the  key,  for  apparatus ;  the  laboratory  contains  444 
lockers,  and  will  accommodate  as  many  students,  and  each  have  entire  control 
of  his  own  apparatus. 

It  is  abundantly  supplied  with  gas,  has  a  store-room  and  the  necessary  gas 
chambers.  It  communicates  by  stairs  with  the  tower  laboratory,  immediately 
over  it,  in  which  are  windows  on  all  sides.  All  noxious  gases  are  generated  in 
the  tower  in  order  to  maintain  a  healthy  atmosphere  in  the  main  laboratory. 
The  entire  college  building  is  heated  by  steam;  hot  and  cold  water  are  supplied 
on  every  floor,  and  provision  made  for  lighting  at  night  by  means  of  gas  or 
electricity ;  electric  bells  are  provided  in  every  room,  hall  and  laboratory.  Its 
doors  open  directly  into  the  hospital  in  the  rear. 

THE    NEW    MARYLAND    GENERAL    HOSPITAL, 

required  in  its  construction  the  expenditure  of  sixty  thousand  dollars  ($60,000) 
Its  lighting,  ventilation  and  plumbing  are  as  perfect  as  modern  science  permits; 
its  private  rooms  and  wards  are  as  well  arranged  for  the  convenience  and  com- 
fort of  the  sick  as  architectural  skill  may  devise;  and  its  interior  has   been 
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designed  with  the  additioaal  view  of  conveuiencc  aud  perfection  of  methods 
of  clinical  study,  aud  of  giving  students  practical  lioripital  work.  It  is  situated 
on  Linden  avenue,  nortli  of  Madison  street,  in  juxtaposition  to  College  building, 
with  M  hick  it  is  directly  connected  on  each  floor,  that  the  sick  and  invalid 
patients  may  with  facility  be  taken  into  the  College  before  the  class.  It  is  five 
stories  high,  similar  in  structure  aud  finish  to  the  College  building,  and  has  a 
cnpacitj'-  for  200  beds. 

THE    NEW    MARYLAND    LYINC-IN    HOSPITAL 

adjoins  aud  forms  an  integral  part  of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  but  is 
eutirely  isolated  by  a  solid  wall. 

It  is  arranged  for  the  two-fold  purpose  of  attending  and  nursing  pregnant 
and  partuiient  females  in  the  best  possible  manner,  aud  for  the  thorough 
education  and  training  of  students  in  tlie  art  of  midwifery,  and  in  conditions 
and  diseases  peculiar  to  the  puerperal  state. 

The  entire  building,  therefore,  combines  two  large  hospitals  in  juxtaposition, 
under  one  roof,  yet  completely  separated. 

The  completion  of  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  and  the  M.\.rylan» 
Lying-In  nosriTAL,  joined  to  our  superb  new  Collecje  building,  gives  us  a  plant 
for  a  medical  school,  typical,  model,  scientific,  sanitary,  convenient  aud  com- 
pact, for  didactic,  laboratory  and  clinical  teaching. 

The  Maiyland  General  Hospital  is  liberally  supported  by  the  State  of 
Maryland,  which  maintains  in  this  Institution  patients  from  every  county  and 
from  the  city  of  Baltimore. 

Its  wards  contain  beds  occupied  by  patients  suffering  from  almost  every  fornt 
of  indigenous  disease,  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical  cases,  presenting  a 
va«t  field  aud  abundant  harvest  of  knowledge  for  observing  students. 

A  portion  of  this  building  is  used  as  a  City  Hospital,  and  contains  beds  filled 
with  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  supported  by  the  generous  city  of  Balti- 
more. With  Iier  merited  reputation  for  charity,  Baltimore  appropriates  liberallf 
for  the  support  of  the  worthy  sick  and  invalid  poor  in  this  institution. 

In  this  hospital  arc  found  females  seeking  relief  from  uterine,  vaginal,  ovariam 
aud  other  diseaacs  peculiar  to  females ;  it  furnishes  a  large  and  varied  clinic  for 
the  practical  inBtruction  of  students  in  the  eminently  important  branch  o€ 
gynecology. 

The  Maiyland  Lying-in  Hospital  likewise,  liberally  supported  by  the  State 
of  Maryland,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  i)oint  with  especial  pride,  furnishing 
us,  as  it  does,  with  abundant  obstetric  clinic,  aud  enabling  us  to  give  our 
sttidcuts  a  thorough  and  practical  obstetric  education.  Immaculate  cleauliuesB 
characterizes  its  wards,  rooms,  halls,  bedding  and  the  clothing  of  patients, 
aud  rigid  sanitary  antiseptic  and  aseptic  precautions  prevail.  The  student* 
are  here  enabled  not  only  to  become  ^ra.ciica\\y  familiar  with  the  phenomena  of 
labor,  but  to  note  the  necessary  precauiw7is  with  which  the  lying-in  female 
should  be  surrounded  before,  during  aud  after  labor. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  560  patients  and  invalids, 
one  of  the  largest  Institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States,  a  model  in  all 
that  pertains  to  the  care  and  comfort  of  its  inmates,  under  control  of  the  Sister* 
of  Charity,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  pre- 
sents threat  opportunities  to  the  students  of  this  College  for  the  study  of  nervoM 
and  mental  diseases. 
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The  New  Ealtimoie  Medical  College  Dispensary,  is  admirably  arranged 
iu  all  its  departments.  lu  it  an  average  of  tweuty-tive  thousand  ( .'5,0UU)  patients 
are  treated  auuually ;  it  yields  an  almost  inexhaustible  supply  of  material,  meet- 
ing, as  it  does,  the  demands  of  the  ambulatory  sick  of  a  large  portion  of  the 
indigent  population  of  Baltimore.  The  ovtdoor  department  of  the  dispensary 
presents  another  large  area  for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the  advanced  stu- 
dents being  permitted  to  visit  and  treat  the  sick  at  their  homes,  under  the  su- 
pervision of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants.  Obstetric  cases  are 
registered  here,  and  during  labor  are  attended  by  advanced  students,  under  the 
direction  of  the  assistant  demonstrator  of  obstetrics. 

The  College  Museum  contains  an  extensive  collection  of  specimens,  patho- 
logical productions,  models  and  casts,  which  aie  used  for  illustration  of  the 
various  subjects  taught.  These  specimens  increase  yearly  and  form  a  valuable 
collection  for  illustrating  diseases.  The  Fatholor/ist  ha<^  this  material  to  use  in 
further  illustrating  his  important  and  fundamental  branch. 

The  Cabinets  of  the  College  and  the  private  collections  of  the  professors  are 
also  used  in  teaching.  In  the  future,  as  iu  the  past,  it  Mill  be  the  aim  of  the 
faculty  to  render  lectures  plain  and  easy  of  comprehension. 

The  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children,  in  charge  of  R.  Tunstall  Taylor, 
A.  B.,  M.  D.,  a  member  of  our  teaching  body,  and  specialist  on  orthopaedic  sur- 
gery, has  by  him  been  added  to  our  hospital  facilities. 

COLLEGE    BUILDING    NO.   2. 

Believing  our  large  classes  will  profit  by  extending  our  facilities,  we  began 
the  erection  of  a  second  College  building  at  the  termination  of  the  last  session^ 
The  building  will  cost  sixty  ($00,000)  thousand  dollars;  its  construction  has 
already  reached  the  fourth  stor3-and  will  be  complete  and  equipped  by  the  opeu^ 
ing  of  the  coming  session. 

In  addition  to  a  basement,  with  large  boiler  and  store  rooms,  it  will  be  five 
stories  in  height.  The  front  will  be  of  red  brick  with  brown  stone  trimmings. 
The  style  will  be  Romanesque,  and  in  harmony  with  the  other  college  buildings. 

The  main  entrance  will  be  through  a  large  arched  recessed  vestibule,  into  a 
central  corridor. 

The  Dental  department,  includes  a  lathe  room,  20  by  30  feet ;  plaster  room 
16  X  20  feet ;  impfession  room,  lo  x  20  feet;  cloak  room  mortuary,  store  room, 
and  iu  the  rear  a  general  toilet. 

North  of  the  corridor  are  situated  the  reception  and  reading  rooms  for  the 
College  Youbg  Men's  Christian  Association;  in  the  north  wing,  tliree  large 
private  rooms  for  internes,  and  a  lateral  corridor  communicating  with  the 
Maryland  General  hospital. 

On  the  second  floor  of  the  main  building,  is  situated  the  main  operating 
room  of  the  Dental  department,  40  x  40  feet ;  a  second  operating  room  17  x  28 
feet ;  a  special  operating  room,  cloak  room  and  toilet. 

On  the  north  side  will  be  four  large  private  bed-rooms  for  internes;  iu  the 
north  wing  are  three  additional  bed  rooms  for  internes,  toilet  and  bath,  and  a 
lateral  corridor  communicating  with  our  hospital. 

On  the  third  floor,  there  will  be  an  amphitheatre  40  x  40  feet,  especially 
adapted  for  teaching  biology,  anatomy  and  gross  pathology,  operative  surgery, 
and  performing  autopsies  before  the  class  ;  a  laboratory  for  histology  and  path- 
ology, extending  40  feet  on  the  east  and  80  feet  on  the  south.     On  the  northern 
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side  of  corridor  in  the  main  building,  tliere  are  four  private  rooms  for  internes; 
iu  the  north  wing  there  will  be  a  large  public  ward,  with  lateral  corridor  lead- 
ing thereto. 

On  the  fourtu  floor  is  the  mezzanine  story,  containing  the  top  of  the  Amphi- 
theatre, a  second  histological  and  pathological  laboratory  and  toilet ;  in  the 
northern  side  four  bedrooms  for  students,  the  usual  bath  and  toilet ;  in  the  north, 
wing  a  large  public  ward  No.  2,  Mith  bath  and  toilet. 

On  the  fifth  floor,  main  building,  is  situated  the  anatomical  and  biological 
laboratory,  forty  feet  square,  which  contains  tables  for  one  hundred  (100)  stu- 
dents to  dissect  at  one  time;  it  is  perfectly  lighted  with  windows  and  skylights, 
is  thoroughly  ventilated;  is  provided  with  cloak  room  and  lavatory,  with 
liberal  supply  of  hot  and  cold  water,  elevator  for  supply  of  anatomical  material 
and  removal  of  debris,  and  other  conveniences  for  praclical  anatomical  work, 
and  has  a  floor  impervious  to  fluids  and  arranged  for  flushing  and  perfect, 
drainage. 

In  the  south  wing,  two  special  isolation  wards,  with  bath  and  toilet ;  in  the 
north  side,  linen  room  and  four  bed  rooms  for  students. 

An  elevator  and  air  shaft  Avill  extend  from  bottom  to  top  of  the  building ^ 
Steam  heating,  Avith  direct-indirect  radiation  will  be  used. 

The  north  and  south  wings  flank  an  open  court  through  which  light  and  air 
will  be  received  in  rear  of  building. 

The  erection  of  College  Building  Number  2,  added  to  our  former  facilities 
will  ensure  us  at  least  9,000  square  feet  of  laboratory  space,  amply  sufficient  for 
work  in  biology  and  comparative  anatomy,  bacteriology,  embryology,  chemis- 
try, histology  and  pathology,  more  than  is  possessed  by  most  schools  of  this, 
country. 

THE  REGULAR  WINTER  COURSE 
will  begin  "Wednesday,  September  30th,  1896,  at  8  P.  M.,  and  end  about  Wednes- 
day, April  15th,  1897.     The  annual  address  will  be  delivered  by  Professor  W.  B. 
D.  Peunimau,  A.  M.,  Ph.  D.,  on  Wednesday,  September  30th,  1896,  at  8  P.  M. 

The  Preliminary  Course  will  begin  Tuesday,  September  1st,  1896,  and  con- 
tinue until  October  1st,  1896.    (See  page  20.) 

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American. 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  credentials 
showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges  of 
literature,  science  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  academies,  normal  schools,  or  equiva- 
lent schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  the  regents'  certificates,  as  required  by  the 
statute  of  New  York. 

Matriculates  in  medicine,  and  graduates  in  dentistry  or  pharmacy,  on  present- 
ing credentials  showing  such,  are  exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  students,  entitled  to  matriculate  without  examination  are  re- 
quested to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  tlie, 
college. 

Students  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required  to- 
pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements :  the  writing  of 
an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words ;  the  translation 
of  easy  Latin  prose ;  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic  or  algebra,  and. 
of  elementary  physics. 

Students  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examinations,  on  any- 
subject  or  subjects,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves;  they  may 
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register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the  studies  of  the 
second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required  entrance  examination. 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  examina- 
tion, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  Wednesdays  at  3  P.  M., 
during  the  months  of  September  and  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to  ascertain 
■whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

We  furnish  an  instructor  of  Latin,  for  a  small  charge,  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  pass  the  preliminary  Latin  examination.  Such  students  are  placed  in 
a  class,  and  required  to  pursue  the  study  of  Latin  at  hours  not  occupied  by 
medical  studies,  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  complete  their  examination  at  the 
end  of  the  course  or  beginning  of  the  next.  Such  was  the  solution  of  the  question 
the  last  four  sessions ;  the  results  obtained  were  satisfactory  to  both  the 
faculty  and  students. 

TIME    OF    STUDY. 

As  required  by  the  Association  of  "American  Medical  Colleges,"  of  which 
this  college  is  a  member,  four  graded  courses,  will  be  required  prior  to  applj'ing 
for  graduation,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(1.)  Students  who  began  the  study  of  medicine  on  the  three  year  plan,  are 
■entitled  to  continue  on  such  plan,  and  to  apply  for  graduation  at  the  end  of 
their  third  regular  course  prior  to  1899. 

(2.)  It  then  follows  that  students  who  matriculated  in  the  Autumn  of  1894, 
-will  be  entitled  to  apply  for  graduation  in  the  spring  of  1897,  at  the  termina- 
tion of  their  third  regular  course. 

(3.)  And  that  students  who  matriculated  on  the  three  year  plan  in  the  Autumn 
of  1895,  will  be  entitled  to  apply  for  graduation  in  the  Spring  of  1898,  at  the  ter- 
mination of  their  third  regular  course. 

This  requirement  accords  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
•"Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  which  contains  the  following: 
•"Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  I),  iu  1899,  or  thereafter,  shall  have  pursued 
the  study  of  medicine  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  attended  at  least  four 
courses  of  lectures,  of  not  less  than  six  months  duration  each." 

It  is  manifest  that  this  regulation  does  not  apply  to  students  who  matriculated 
in  any  regular  medical  college,  on  the  three  year  plan,  as  late  as  1895,  and  who 
will  have  completed  three  courses  by  the  Spring  of  1898. 

Graduates  of  reputable  dental,  pharmaceutical  and  veterinary  coHeges,  bach- 
elors of  arts,  bachelors  of  science,  doctors  of  philosophy  and  students  who 
have  pursued  a  scientific  course,  including  biology,  will  be  admitted  to  the  sec- 
ond course,  their  previous  work  being  considered  the  equivalent  of  the  first  year 
of  a  tJtree  or  four  year  graded  course. 

Students  who  may  be  so  advanced  mil  be  required  at  the  end  of  the  term,  to 
pass  examination,  on  any  subject  or  subjects  which  they  may  not  have  com- 
pleted before  entering. 

Students  will  be  credited  with  first  and  second  year  branches  completed  in 
other  regular  medical  schools  of  good  standing. 

PROFILE    OF    INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  practice,  clin- 
ical lectures,  demonstrations,  hospital  and  dispensary  j)ractice,  conferences,  quizzes 
and  reviews. 
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Didactic  lectures  or  recitations,  and  laboratory  work,  are  so  arranged  that  the 
latter  shall  closely  follow  the  former,  and  manifest  the  truth  of  principles 
enunciated.  Lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  demonstrations,  quizzes  and  re- 
views so  conducted,  develop  the  mind,  train  the  reasoning  powers  and  mature 
the  judgment  of  students  for  the  rational  pursuit  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics. 

A  systematic  course  of  quizzes  and  reviews  on  all  subjects  of  the  curriculum 
will  be  conducted  throughout  the  session,  without  extra  cont  to  the  students,  by 
special  teachers. 

CURRICULUM. 

The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  semesters ;  the  first  beginning  October  1st, 
and  ending  December  24th,  the  second  beginning  January  4th,  and  extending 
to  the  end  of  tne  session. 

In  the  following  arrangement  of  the  curriculum  the  term  "Laboratory  period" 
will  mean  two  and  one-half  hours. 

FIRST   YEAR. 

Biology. — (1st  semester)  three  lectures  and  one  laboratory  period  per  week. 
Comparative  Anatomy. — (2nd   semester,)    three    lectures    and    two  laboratory 

periods  per  week. 
Osteology. — Three  lectures  and  one  recitation  per  week. 
Histology. — Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Physiology. — (1st  semester,)  two  lectures  per  week,  one  recitation  every  second 

week.   (2d  semester,)  one  lecture  per  week,  one  recitation  every  second  week. 
Chemistry — Three   lectures   and  two   laboratory   periods   per   week.     Medical 

Physics,  one  lecture  per  week. 
Materia  Medica. — One  lecture  and  one  recitation  per  week. 
Pharmacy. — One  lecture  per  week. 

At  the  termination  of  the  course,  examination  for  advanced  standing  will  be 
held  on  biology,  comparative  anatomy,  osteology,  histology,  physiology,  labor- 
atory chemistry  and  materia  medica. 

Students  who  are  unsuccessful  in  this  examination,  or  who  for  other  reasons 
may  not  have  completed  the  same,  must  do  so,  at  or  before  the  beginning  of  the 
ensuing  regular  winter  course. 

SECOND     YEAR. 

Anatomy. —  Comparative,  one  lecture,  human,  three  lectures  and  one  recitation 
per  week.     Osteology,  one  lecture  per  week  and  practical  anatomy. 

Physiology. — 1st  semester,    one    lecture    per    week.      Second    semester,    two 
lectures  per  week.    Recitation  every  second  week  throughout  session. 

Embryology. — One  lecture  or  review  per  week  during  the  session,  and  one 
laboratory  period  per  week  in  second  semester. 

Chemistry. — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Pathology — One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  and  one  recitation  per  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine. — Two  lectures  per  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week. 

Operative  and  Clinical  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week. 

Obstetrics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre,  daily. 

At  the  termination  of  the  second  course,  final  examinations  will  be  held  on 

anatomy,  physiology,  embr3'ology,  chemistry,  pathology  and  materia  medica, 

and  therapeutics.     Students   not   succeeding  in  their  examinations  on  any  of 

these  branches,  or  who  for  other  reasons  may  not  have  completed  them,  must 

do  so,  at  or  before  the  beginning  cf  the  ensuing  regular  winter  course. 
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THIRD     YEAR. 

Principles  aud  Practice  of  Medicine. — Two  lectures,  two  reviews,  and  one  clinic 

per  week. 
Principles  aud  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  aud  one  review  per  week, 

duriug  session ;  one  cliuic  per  week,  during  second  semester. 
Operative  aud  Clinical  Surgery. — Two  lectures  and  one  review  per  week,  during 

session;  and  one  clinic  duriug  first  semester. 
Obstetrics — Three  lectures  aud  one  recitation  per  week. 
Nose,  throat  and  chest — One  lecture,  one  review  and  oue  clinic  per  week. 
Nervous  aud  Jlental  Diseases — Two  lectures,  and  one  review  and  one  clinic  per 

week. 
Gynecology — One  lecture,  one  review  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Diseases  Children — Oue  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Orthopaedic  Surgery — One  lecture  per  week  for  one-third  of  the  session. 
Eye  and  Ear — One  lecture,  one  review  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Diseases  of  the  Rectum — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 
Medical  Diagnosis — Oue  lecture  per  week. 
Medical  Jurisprudence — Oue  lecture  per  week. 
Hygiene — One  lecture  per  week. 

Dermatology — Oue  lecture  or  clinic  per  week,  one  review  every  second  Treek. 
Clinical  Laboratory — Three  periods  per  week  for  sixteen  weeks. 
Bacteriological  Laboratory — Six  periods  per  week  for  eight  weeks. 
Hospital  aud  Dispensary  work — Three  times  per  week.    (See  scheme  page  19.) 

At  ihe  terni'uation  of  the  course,  students  pursuing  the  three-year  graded 
course,  will  !'  -  examined  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of  medicine  on  all  senior 
branches  ar  a  on  all  other  branches  which  may  not  have  been  completed. 

The  hospital  and  dispensary  instruction  and  final  examinations  will  not  be 
taken  during  the  third  course  by  students  pursuing  the  four-year  graded  course. 

FOURTH    YEAR. 

("Wm  not  be  given  imtil  the  year  1899.) 

Lectures  on  all  the  subjects  in  the  tJdrd  year,  daily  clinics  in  the  amphi- 
theatre, reviews  on  all  the  branches,  pathological  anatomy,  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary work,  demonstrations  and  personal  physical  examination  by  sections  of 
class,  of  all  diseases  and  special  cases,  so  far  as  practicable ;  practice  of  aus- 
cultation, percussion,  laryngoscopy,  ophthalmoscopy,  stethoscopy,  lavage  aud 
examination  of  stomach  contents,  urine,  sputum  and  blood,  and  bacteriology; 
medical  and  surgical  diagnosis  and  treatment;  clinics  and  practical  work  in 
obstetrics  aud  gynecology.  Practical  work  in  all  departments  is  continued  until 
the  student's  knowledge  is  both  exact  and  permanent. 

At  the  termination  of  tliis  course,  examinations  for  the  degree  of  doctor  of 
medicine  will  be  held  on  the  senior  branches,  and  on  all  other  subjects  not 
completed. 

Students  may  not  pass  from  one  class  to  a  higher,  until  they  have  completed 
the  work  and  are  proficient  in  work  of  class  which  they  desire  to  leave. 

Any  primary  or  second  year  branch  or  branches  upon  which  students  can 
submit  evidence  of  having  passed  a  final  examination  in  any  other  regular  rep- 
utable medical  college,  Avill  be  exempt  from  the  final  examination  in  this 
college.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  must  be  examined  on  all  senior 
branches  of  this  college. 

First  and  second  course  students  from  other  schools  who  have  not  completed 
the  examinations  of  first  or  second  year,  respectively,  must  do  so  at  or  before 
the  beginning  of  the  regular  winter  course. 
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DIDACTIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Biology  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  will  be  confined  to  first  year  students. 
The  course  will  include  lectures  on  origin,  development,  classification,  and  dis- 
tribution over  space  and  time,  of  animal  and  vegetable  life. 

Anatomy,  being  one  of  the  fundamental  branches  upon  which  the  superstruc- 
ture of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  will  receive  marked  attention  from  the 
professors  and  lecturer  in  this  department.  The  lectures  Mill  be  illustrated  by 
a  manikin,  diagrams,  dried  preparations,  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver. 
Topographical  and  surgical  anatomy  will  receive  the  attention  the  subjects 
demand. 

Osteology  will  be  taught  by  lectures  and  special  demonstrators.  Skeletons 
will  be  furnished  the  students  at  a  small  charge;  these  may  be  taken  to  their 
rooms  for  study.  The  lectures  will  be  accompanied  by  frequent  quizzes  or  re- 
views, the  aim  being  to  complete  and  understand  one  part  thoroughly  before 
beginning  another. 

Histology.  Two  lectures  per  week  will  be  given  on  this  branch  until  the 
subject  has  been  completed;  these  lectures  will  be  accompanied  by  laboratory 
work  as  hereinafter  described. 

Embryology  will  be  taken  up  the  second  year,  one  lecture  or  review  per  week 
will  be  given  during  the  session.  These  lectures  will  be  suiDplemented  by  a  lab- 
oratory course  after  January  1st. 

Pathology.  The  course  in  pathology  will  continue  throughout  the  session, 
and  will  consist  of  a  series  of  lectures  on  the  principal  subjects  in  general 
pathology,  with  as  many  demonstrations  and  experiments  as  practicable. 

Physiology.  This  important  fundamental  branch  is  taught  by  lectures  or 
recitations  and  demonstrations.  Lectures  or  recitations  are  given  upon  the 
blood,  circulation,  respiration,  digestion,  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion, 
generation,  nutrition,  animal  heat,  nervous  system  and  special  senses.  The 
lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens,  sections,  diagrams,  plates  and  models. 

Chemistry.  New  and  improved  methods  will  be  used  in  teaching  this  branch. 
General  inorganic  chemistry  will  be  presented  in  such  a  manner  that  students 
will  readily  comprehend  the  principles  of  the  science.  The  lectures  or  recita- 
tions will  be  fully  illustrated  by  experiments,  diagrams,  charts,  and  the  exhibi- 
tion of  minerals  and  chemicals.  Organic  and  medical  chemistry  will  be  taken 
up  at  the  proper  time,  and  students  taught  incompatibles,  tests  for  important 
poisons,  and  urinal3^sis. 

A  course  of  medical  physics  will  be  given  in  connection  with  chemistry. 

Hygiene  is  taught  by  a  special  teacher,  of  extensive  experience  and  great 
opportunities  for  observation ;  lectures  are  devoted  to  the  broad  principles  of 
sanitation,  quarantine,  infection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities 
and  towns.  Hygiene  of  homes,  public  institutions  and  communities  receives  the 
attention  its  importance  suggests. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  Materia 
Medica  will  be  given  by  the  professor  of  this  branch.  They  will  be  illustrated 
by  samples,  the  faculty  having  procured  for  this  purpose  an  herbarium  and 
cabinets  of  pure  and  crude  drugs.  Students  personally  examine  these  drugs,  in 
order  to  become  familiar  with  remedies  used  in  practice.  They  are  taught  the 
origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  methods  of  administration,  and 
therapeutic  uses  and  effects  of  medicines. 

Therapeutics  being  a  science  of  such  vast  scope,  and  ever  broadening,  and 
receiving  from  the  hands  of  research  and  discovery  new  facts   and  new  sug- 
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gestions,  the  professor  thereof  devotes  much  attention  and  labor  iu  teaching 
it. 

Pharmacy.  Lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  given,  showing  the  methods  of 
"weighing,  measuring,  compounding  and  administering  drugs;  how  to  make 
powders,  pills  and  solutions;  and  on  all  those  practical  details  so  essential  to  a 
physician's  success,  especially  to  those  intending  to  locate  in  rural  districts. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  This  chair  will  begin  with  the 
enunciation  of  general,  broad  and  leading  principles  and  terms,  a  knowledge  of 
which  is  necessary  to  enable  the  student  to  comprehend  the  lectures  or  recita- 
tions subsequentlj'  given  on  general, and  organic  diseases. 

The  major  portion  of  the  session  will  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  local, 
organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases.  Five  hours  per  week  will  be  given  on 
this  branch;  the  lectures  will  be  reviewed  catecheticallj^ ;  the  seniors  will  be 
additionally  instructed  by  special  conferences,  and  quizzes  or  reviews  twice  a 
Tveek,  on  subjects  upon  which  instruction  has  been  given.  ] 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  and 
mental  diseases  renders  it  imperative  that  students  should  be  thoroughly 
informed  on  these  subjects.  The  instruction  will  consist  of  lectures  or  recita- 
tions, well  illustrated  with  histological  and  pathological  preparations,  charts, 
diagrams  and  models. 

Practical  lessons  on  electricity  will  be  given,  and  students  shown  how  to  use 
instruments  and  appliances  necessary  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  nervous 
and  mental  diseases. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  will  be  taught  by  the  professor  of 
these  subjects.  He  will  give  instruction  in  rhinology,  laryngology  and  diseases 
of  the  chest ;  his  lectures  or  recitations  will  be  illustrated,  and  supplemented  by 
quizzes.    Physical  diagnosis  will  receive  the  attention  its  importance  suggests. 

Diseases  of  Children,  than  which  there  are  few  more  important  subjects, 
will  be  presented  in  an  attractive  manner,  and  discussed  from  scientific  and 
practical  standpoints.  Paediatrics  will  be  considered  as  becomes  conservative 
and  successful  physicians. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery.  A  special  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations  on 
this  important  subject,  will  be  given  at  the  "Hospital  for  Crippled  Children." 
The  course  will  cover  one-third  of  the  session,  one  lecture  per  week  being  given. 

Medical  Diagnosis.  A  special  lecturer  will  devote  one  hour  each  week  in 
lecture,  recitation  or  review,  throughout  the  course,  to  teaching  this  important 
subject  to  second  and  third  course  students. 

Medical  Jurisprudence.  The  lectures  on  this  important  subject  will  be 
general  and  practical,  students  being  taught  rules  of  evidence,  liabilities  and 
duties  of  physicians,  legal  status  of  insanity  and  how  to  testify  in  court,  how  to 
conduct  themselves  when  under  cross-examination  on  the  witness  stand,  and  to 
answer  hypothetical  questions  in  giving  expert  testimony. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery,  In  the  course  upon  this  eminentlj' 
practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly 
understand  the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  thus  fit  him  for  the  intelli- 
gent and  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

Lectures  will  be  supplemented  by  regular  recitations  from  an  approved  text 
book  and  frequent  quizzes. 

Operative  Surgery  will  be  taught  by  lectures,  charts  diagrams  and  demon-

strations  on  cadavers.  All  important  operations  in  surgery  will  be  performed 
on  cadavers  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology.  The  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be  theoret- 
ical and  practical,  and  followed  by  quizzes.  The  anatomy  and  physiology  of  the 
organs  of  sight  and  hearing  will  first  receive  attention.  The  use  of  the  ophthal- 
moscope, the  errors  of  refraction  and  the  different  methods  of  determining 
color-blindness  and  simulation  of  blindness,  will  be  demonstrated. 

Gynecology.  This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs  of 
generation,  their  physi(>logical  functions,  diseases,  abnormal  growths,  and  the 
various  methods  and  instruments  necessary  for  making  diagnoses.  Diseases, 
displacements,  and  their  remedies  will  be  cousidered. 

Rectal  Surgery.  A  course  of  lectures  or  recitations  will  be  given  on  rectal 
surgery.  They  will  be  of  unusual  interest,  will  treat  minutely  and  systemati- 
cally of  the  subject,  and  be  given  by  the  professor  who  practices  this  special 
branch  of  surgery. 

Obstetrics.  This  subject  of  transcendent  importance,  is  taught  by  a  professor 
of  extensive  experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in 
all  essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  superb  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnoses  of  the  several  presentations  and 
l)Ositions;  in  operative  obstetrics,  each  student  is  required  to  practice  all  opera- 
tions on  the  manikin. 

Reviews.  We  conduct  sj'stematic  reviews  or  quizzes,  on  all  the  work  done 
in  the  several  departments;  this  emphatically  stamps  upon  the  minds  of  the 
students  what  they  have  heard  and  observed. 

These  quizzes  will  be  conducted  during  the  session,  by  special^  teachers, 
without  cost  to  the  students. 

Conferences  of  seniors  are  held  by  the  teachers ;  at  these  conferences  inter- 
rogatories on  special  subjects  are  propounded  by  the  teachers,  and  students  ask 
ihe  teachers  for  information  upon  parts  of  the  subject  they  may  not  clearly 
comprehend.  Such  conferences  serve  to  brush  away  misconceptions,  and  in 
lieu  thereof,  impart  to  students  correct  information;  and  to  prepare  them  for 
properly  expressing  themselves  in  future^ examinations,  by  the  faculty  or  State 
Boards.  Each  teacher  is  held  responsible  for  the  work  of  his  department,  and 
is  expected  to  imjart  to  his  pupils,  a  clear  conception  and  thorough  knowledge 
of  his  subject.  He  is  accordingly  given  great  latitude  in  his  method  of  instruc- 
tion.   For  this  reason  students  obtain  well-rounded  and  comprehensive  views. 

Use  of  Magic  Lantern.  In  histology,  embryology,  physiology,  pathology, 
bacteriology,  hygiene,  and  when  practicable,  in  chemistry,  the  magic  lantern 
will  be  used  to  project  on  a  screen,  photographs  of  organisms  and  animal  tissues 
mounted  on  slides. 

Such  illustrations  will  be  exact,  and  convey  to  the  minds  of  students,  by  vision, 
a  more  accurate  description  than  can  be  imparted  by  the  use  of  words. 

LABCRATORY    INSTRUCTION. 

Biology  and  Comparative  Anatomy.  This  emineutlj' practical  course  will 
include  dissections,  microscopic  examinations  of  amoeba,  jelly  fish,  sea  urchin, 
earth  woim,  crayfish,  perch,  frog,  lizard,  pigeon  and  cat,  as  types  of  their 
respective  classes.  When  the  cat  has  been  reached,  the  nomenclature  will  be 
that  applied  to  the  human  subject,  and  will  serve  as  an  introduction  to  human 
anatomy.    This  course  is  indispensable  to  students  who  desire  breadth  in  ana- 
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tomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  in  the  study 
of  anatomy  and  physiology. 

During  the  second  semester,  students  will  be  required  to  make  dissections  of 
the  bones,  muscles,  circulatory  and  digestive  systems  of  the  cat  as  the  mamma- 
lian representative.  A  similar  course  of  vvork  and  study  will  by  made  of  each 
of  the  other  types,  so  far  as  relative  importance  may  suggest. 

Practical  Anatomy  is  taught  by  the  demonstrator  and  assistant  demonstra- 
tors of  anatomy  in  the  anatomical  laboratory.  Under  their  direction  each 
atudent  who  has  not  completed  anatomy  before  coming  here,  is  required  to 
dissect  satisfactorily  the  cadaver,  showing  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood-vessels, 
nervous  system  and  viscera.  Each  demonstration  is  accompanied  by  an  oral 
examination  of  the  work  done,  to  ascertain  if  it  is  comprehended,  and  to  impress 
the  truths  of -anatomy. 

Histology  and  Physiology.  In  this  laboratory,  first  covuse  students  are 
taught  the  essentials  of  normal  histology,  without  which  no  student  can  hope 
to  thoroughly  comprehend  physiological  truths,  or  the  alterations  of  structm-e, 
caused  by  diseases.  It  is  equipped  with  fifty  (50)  microscopes  and  other  appa- 
ratus for  the  demonstration  of  histology,  physiological  physics,  the  phenomena 
of  nutrition,  digestion,  absorption,  circulation,  respiration  and  excretion.  Each 
student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  apparatus,  reagents  and  materials,  with 
the  exception  of  slides  and  covers.  The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by 
him  are  his  own  property ;  he  thus  obtains  by  close  of  the  course,  a  complete  set 
of  typical  slides.  Students  are  taught  to  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections  of 
tissue  and  organs. 

Pathology.  («.)  Laboratory  instruction  in  special  pathology  is  given  to 
second  year  students.  Here  gross  morbid  anatomy  will  be  studied  in  conjunc- 
tion with  pathological  histology,  demonstrations  of  the  gross  lesions  being 
followed,  whenever  possible,  by  an  examination  of  the  microscopical  changes. 
In  the  laboratory  also,  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  method  of  preparing 
tissue  for  microscopical  examination,  and  practice  in  pathological  diagnosis 
will  be  afforded. 

{p.)  All  autopsies  will  be  conducted  before  the  class  in  pathology,  and  instruc- 
tion will  be  given  in  the  method  of  making  post  mortem  examinations,  and  of 
recording  the  results  in  proper  form. 

Bacteriology  will  be  taught  the  seniors  by  a  practical  laboratory  course, 
occupying  six  afternoons  a  week,  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks.  The  student  will 
heic  learn  the  preparation  of  culture  media  and  of  pure  cultures,  the  methods  of 
bacteriological  technique,  the  principles  of  sterilization  and  disiii lection,  the 
methods  of  cultivation,  studying  and  staining  bacteria,  and  will  be  taught  to 
recognize  the  chief  pathogenic  micro-organisms,  particularly  those  of  value  in 
dia'^nosis.  Fifty  (50)  additional  microscopes  have  been  ordered  for  this  labora- 
tory.   This  gives  for  our  students'  use  one  hundred  and  three  (103)  microscopes. 

Chemical  Laboratory.  Two  mornings  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  labora- 
tory practice.  The  instruction  here  given  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  lectures 
or  recitations,  and  will  be  so  conducted  as  to  render  students  familiar  with  the 
apparatus,  processes,  materials  and  reactions  of  the  subjects  of  his  studies,  that 
he  may  be  enabled  to  apply  them  in  his  subsequent  professional  work.  Chemical 
nomenclature  and  notation  are  taught  in  connection  with  laboratory  work. 

Students  of  the  first  year  are  taught  inorganic  chemistry,  qualitative  analysis 
of  bases  and  acids. 
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Students  of  the  second  year  are  taught  organic  medical  chemistry,  urinalysis, 
toxicology  and  examination  of  food  and  water ;  each  student  is  required  to  d« 
his  own  work,  so  that  he  may  be  able  to  apply  it  when  in  private  practice. 
Laboratory  work  continues  throughout  the  session. 

Clinical  Laboratory,  In  this  laboratory  the  seniors  will  be  taught  the  tech- 
nique and  given  the  practice  necessary  in  making  diagnoses  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics.  Each  senior  student  will  be  required  to  work  in  the  labor- 
atory on  three  afternoons  per  week,  for  sixteen  weeks  during  the  session.  This 
course  will  consist  of  examination  of  stomach  contents,  as  to  reactions,  of  pure 
solutions,  reactions  and  determinations  of  artificial  juices,  and  examinations 
of  stomach  contents  in  health  and  disease;  urinary  analysis,  embracing 
characteristics  and  examinations  of  normal  urine,  chemical  detection  of 
abnormal  constituents,  microscopical  examination  of  normal  and  abnormhl 
sediments ;  fa?ces,  embracing  tlieir  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoeba,  and  undi- 
gested food  particles ;  blood,  including  examination  in  health,  estimation  of  con- 
stituents, counting  corpuscles,  use  of  ha^macytometer  and  biaemoglobinometer,  the 
blood  in  disease  and  parasites  in  the  blood;  sputum,  staining  and  characteristics 
of  bacteria,  blood,  pus,  &c.;  parasites  of  the  skin,  staining,  mounting  and  detec- 
tion of  animal  and  vegetable  parasites;  and  examination  of  exudates. 

In  teaching,  the  cabinet  of  the  teacher  will  be  used,  but  in  every  case  where 
possible,  students  will  be  given  the  fresh  material  from  the  hospital  and  dispen- 
sary, and  expected  to  prepare  and  examine  these  specimens. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  fifteen  ($15)  dollars  is  charged.  Payment  of  which 
entitles  first  year  students  to  material  in  laboratories  of  biology  and  comparative 
anatomy,  histology  and  first  year  chemistry ;  second  course  students  to  materiki 
in,  anatomical,  pathological,  embryological  and  clinical  laboratories;  thiitd 
year  students  or  seniors  to  material  in  bacteriological  and  clinical  laborato^ries. 
Students  of  first  and  second  years,  not  working  in  all  laboratories,  pay  at 
the  rate  of  $5  per  laboratory ;  those  of  senior  class  having  to  work  in  '  one 
laboratory  only  pay  $7.50  per  session. 

Practical  Manipulative  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  senior  class,  in  sections; 
the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  demonsifating  on  the  manikin  the  various  pre- 
sentations and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  deliv- 
ery; abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each;  version;  appli- 
cation of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery. 
Models  and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstration.  Each  member  of  the 
senior  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations,  under  the  direction 
of  the  teacher. 

Bandaging  will  be  taught  sections  of  the  first  course  students,  by  the  demon- 
strator. All  the  modes  of  applying  bandages  will  be  demonstrated;  each 
student  being  in  turn  required  to  practice  the  art. 

Ophthalmological,  Rhinological  and  Laryngological  examinations,  arid 
examinations  in  physical  diagnosis,  are  demonstrated  to  sections  of  seniors, 
each  member  of  sections  being  required  to  make  his  own  examinations. 

The  influence  of  laboratory  work  in  determining  the  grade  on  each  funda- 
mental branch,  in  the  first  and  second  years  and  in  the  final  examinations,  is  very 
important,  and  is  duly  considered  and  credited  in  the  case  of  each  student. 

CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

Every  physician  keenly  appreciates  the  advantages  derived  from  observation 
and  study  of   diseases  at  the  bedside.    Absence  of  such  clinical  instruction 
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Stands  as  an  impediment  to  success  on  the  threshold  of  every  inexperienced 
practitioner,  and  embarrasses  his  action  during  the  early  years  of  his  profes- 
sional career.  To  obviate  such  menace  to  the  young  practitioner,  and  render 
him  thoroughly  competent  to  practice  his  profession  when  he  emerges  as  a 
graduate  from  our  institution,  we  devote  especial  attention  to  clinics  and 
hospital  and  dispensary  work. 

AMPHITHEATRE  CLINICS. 

Second  and  Udrd  year  students  attend  clinics  in  the  amphitheatre,  where 
almost  every  form  and  phase  of  disease  and  injury  is  presented. 

The  students  hear  clinical  histories,  see  the  methods  of  physical  examination 
in  making  diagnoses,  and  hear  the  treatment  suggested. 

On  Mondays,  Prof.  Merrtck  will  clinic  on  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and 
chest,  showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and  laryngoscopic  examina- 
tions, demonstrating  auscultation  and  percussion,  and  performing  operations 
on  the  air  passages. 

Ojq  Tuesdays,  Prof.  Gilchrist  will  clinic  on  dermatology,  exhibiting  such 
cases  as  illustrate  the  typical  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  are  of  especial  value 
in  diagnosis. 

Medical  Clinic.  On  Wedneedays,  Prof.  Streett  clinics  on  cases  belonging  to 
his  department,  selecting  from  abundant  material  such  cases  as  best  illustrate 
the  didactic  lectures  on  practice  of  medicine,  going  through  each  case  analytic- 
ally, illustrating  the  different  phases  and  peculiarities  which  diseases  assume, 
and  diagnosing  and  treating  them  in  jn'esence  of  the  students. 

Qn  the  same  day.  Prof.  Eakle  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  rectum,  performing 
operations  for  hemorrhoids,  stricture,  fissure,  and  other  conditions  belonging 
to  this  8pecialt)^  These  clinics  will  be  of  especial  value  to  students  and  prac- 
titioners. 

Eye  and  Ear  Clinic.  On  Thursdays,  Prof.  Reuling  clinics  on  diseases  of  the 
eye  and  ear,  demonstrating  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  exhibiting  all  forms 
of  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  and  performing  the  various  operations  for  glaucoma, 
cataract  and  strabismus. 

thirgical  Clinic.  On  Fridays,  Prof.  Blake  or  Prof.  Johkson  (the  former  until 
.January  the  firt^t,  and  the  latter  until  the  close  of  the  session)  conducts  a  surgi- 
cal clinic,  performing  such  operations  as  resections-,  amputations,  trephining, 
adjustment  of  fractures,  and  removal  of  tumors,  &c.  Studer.ts  are  required  to 
make  surgical  diagnoses,  apply  bandages  and  dress  wounds,  &c.  Sections  of 
the  class  receive  instniction  at  the  bedside  in  tlie  hospital,  in  adjustment  of 
fractures,  application  of  splints,  bandaging,  and  antiseptic  management  of 
wounds. 

Clinic  on  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  On  Fridays,  also.  Prof  Hill  clinics 
on  insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  showing  methods  and  appli- 
ances for  diagnosing  these  obscure  conditions,  and  pointing  out  their  prophy- 
laxis and  treatment. 

Clinic  on  Children.  On  Saturdays,  Prof.  Bond  will  clinic  ou  diseases  of  chil- 
dren. The  cases  in  the  clinic  are  numerous  and  interesting,  including  diseases 
of  infancy  and  derangements  due  to  dentition  and  feeding. 

Gynecological  Clinic.  On  Saturdays,  Prof.  Ashey  will  clinic  on  diseases  of 
women,  showing  diseases  peculiar  to  females,  and  performing  operations  on 
vagina,  uterus  and  bladder.    He  requires  each  student,  under  his  direction,' to 
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examine  the  vagina,  introduce  the  speculum,  and  manipulate  the  uterus  and 
ovaries  in  diagnosis.  Students  are  also  required  to  assist  in  operations,  such  as 
laparotomy,  ovariotomy,  &c. 

HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY  PRACTICE. 

The  senior  or  graduating  class  is  divided  into  twelve  (12)  sections.  These 
sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  or  dispensary  to  the  medical  or 
surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics, 
witness  and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of  surgical  dressings, 
adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  recording  of  pulse,  respiration  and 
temperature;  witness  and  practice  physical  diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical 
cases;  observe  the  condition  and  management  of  lying-in-women,  and  manage- 
ment of  new-born  infants;  practice  diagnosis  in  gynecology;  observe  effects- 
of  treatment,  and  witness  important  features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  b& 
required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stethoscopes, 
tape  measures,  &c.,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  medicine  is  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital  wards,  or  demon- 
stration room,  and  in  the  dispensary.  Medical  diagnosis  will  be  taught  by  dem- 
onstrations in  clinical  medicine  on  hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the 
teacher  taking  cases  before  a  section  and  having  students  examine  the  blood, 
urine,  &c.  microscopically.  He  will  be  here  taught  to  apply  his  knowledge. 
Urgent  operations  on  patients,  admitted  after  college  hours,  are  performed  ia 
the  operating  room  of  the  hospital,  or  in  amphitheatre,  the  internes  being  sum- 
moned to  witness  them. 

This  hospital  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered  to  have  completed 
his  course  at  this  College  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  regulations  for  hos- 
pital work.  The  success  attending  hospital  section  work  in  the  past  is  very 
gratifying. 

Each  of  the  twelve  (12)  sections  into  which  the  senior  class  is  divided  is 
posted  on  the  College  bulletin,  that  each  student  may  know  to  which  section  he 
belongs. 

Each  student  remains  throughout  the  course  in  the  section  to  which  he  is 
first  assigned. 

The  entire  senior  class,  in  sections,  engages  in  bacteriology  one-third  of  the 
session,  and  practical  clinical  work  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary,  on  three 
afternoons  of  each  week  during  two-thirds  of  the  session. 

Each  section  has  its  own  instructor,  under  whose  direction  each  member 
makes  an  examination  of  the  patients  before  him. 

Students  receiving  practical  clinical  work  from  bo  many  different  sources 
must  necessarily  receive  a  very  general  knowledge  of  clinical  medicine,  sur- 
gery and  obstetrics  and  of  the  special  branches. 

The  scheme  (on  following  page)  shows  on  what  day  and  hour  each  section  re- 
ports at  the  hospital  or  dispensary,  for  duty,  from  October  1st,  1896  to  March 
31st,  1897. 

As  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  "Scheme  for  hospital  and  dispensary  practice," 
(see  page  19,)  one  section  of  class  reports  at  the  dispensary  at  2  P.  M.  each  day 
and  works  until  8  P.  M.;  another  section  reports  at  tlie  hospital  at  3  P.  M.  and 
works  until  4  P.  M.  Two  other  sections  report  at  4  P.  M.  and  remain  until  5 
P.  M.

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Prof.  Brinton  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  un- 
favorable results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By 
prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Man/lund 
J.ying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lyiug-in  chamber, 
they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  objcrve  the 
progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery,  in 
application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrbage,  in  removing  placentae, 
and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia.  In  addition  t» 
the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state. 
Sections  of  the  seniors  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required 
to  ausculate  the  fcctal  heart,  practice  ballottement,  measure  pelves,  make 
abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammae  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  man- 
agement of  the  new-born  infant. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  live  cases  of  labor.  Tlie  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable 
pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  tliis  colk-ge  have  its  portals  with 
a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent  to  enter 
any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pnisue  the  practice  of 
obstetrics. 

The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department  is  couducted  in  conjunction  with  the 
Dispensary ;  cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered,  and  when  labor  ensues,  are 
attended  by  our.advanced  students,  under  guidance  of  the  assistant  Demonstrat'>rof 
ObstetricH;  thus  still  more  is  the  clinical  woik  in  this  useful  branch  broadened, 
affording  the  student  obstetrical  opportunities  that  are  unexcelled. 

In  plan  presented  it  may  be  seen  that  the  first  year  students  receive  instrtio- 
tion  in  the  fundamental  branches  only ;  those  in  the  second  year  complete  the 
laboratory  work  begun  in  the  first  year  and  engage  in  more  advanced  work. 
The  tldvd  year  class,  attend  recitations  and  lectures  in  general  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  gynecology  and  clinics  in  medicine  and  surgery  and  work  in  the 
Hospitals,  clinical  and  bacteriological  laboratories.  The  fovrth  year  class  wUI 
continue  the  work  of  the  third  year,  and  engage  in  hospital  and  dispensary 
work,  and  bacteriological  and  clinical  laboratories. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE, 

the  lectures  of  which  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  will  begin  Tuesday, 
iSeptember  1,  189G,  and  continue  until  October  1,  189G. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and 
demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater 
requirements  of  the  regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course  lectures  will 
be  delivered  on  anatomy,  pharmacy,  medical  physics  and  elementary  chemistry, 
patholoiiy,  principles  and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  prelimina- 
ries to  surirical  operations,  bandaging  and  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds, 
rlinical    medicine,   manipulative    obstetrics,   gynecology,    ophthalmology   and

otology,  clinical  obstetrics,  clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology, 
clinical  gynecology  and  clinical  opthalraology  and  otology,  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  clinical  obstetrics  and  dis- 
eases of  the  rectum. 

The  chemical  laboiatory  is  open  to  second  course  students  during  the  entire 
month  of  September,  and  work  done  is  ciediled  and  deducted  from  that  required 
during  the  Winter  Course.  The  histological  laboratory  is  open  also  dui'ing 
the  course. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course 
elementary  lectures  are  given  for  the  instruction  of  the  firtit  course  students, 
that  they  may  he  prepared  to  comprehend  the  more  advanced  work,  wliich  begins 
October  1st,  as  well  as  for  the  second  course  and  senior  students,  to  whom  both 
elementary  and  advanced  lectures  are  given,  that  the  mind,  after  the  summer 
holiday,  may  be  disciplined  for  the  more  earnest  work  of  the  Regular  Winter 
Course. 

Students  are  advised  to  take  this  course,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  October  1st, 
that  mental  discipline  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

We  believe  that  in  no  other  medical  school  in  the  United  States  is  there  surh 
careful  consideratitm  given  during  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course  to  the  kind  of 
work  required  for  students. 

During  this  course,  students  may  devote  much  time  to  osteological,  chemical 
and  histological  work  in  laboratories;  and  all  work  done  at  tliis  time  will  be 
considered  as  part  of  the  practical  work  required  during  the  Regular  Winter 
Course,  and  so  credited,  thus  leaving  more  time  for  study  during  the  regular 
course.  In  addition  to  tlie  above  instiuclion,  two  clinical  lectures  per  day  are 
given  during  the  Summer,  from  the  close  of  the  Winter  course  until  September 
Ist,  for  instruction  of  our  internes  and  other  students  wlio  may  remain  in  the 
city. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in  deport- 
ment, twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  three  full  courses  of  lectures,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  duR  the  College, 
and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty.

Scholarships.  In  accordance  with  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  times,  and  in 
order  to  place  a  medical  education  within  reach  of  worthy  and  well  qualified 
young  men  of  limited  means,  such  will  be  admitted  on  the  payment  of  a 
special  or  scholarship  fee  of  $70.00.  The  following  is  the  summary  of  fees  for 
scholarship.

No  reduction  of  these  fees  will  be  made.    No  ticket  will   be  issued  until  all 
fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 
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All  fees,  except  for  graduation,  must  be  paid  at  the  begiuuiug  of  the  session 
at  the  time  of  matriculation.    No  deviation  from  this  rule  will  be  permitted. 

Graduates  of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures,  are  re- 
-quired  to  pay  the  matriculation  and  scholarship  fees  of  seventy-five  dollars  ($75); 
those  desiring  to  graduate  are  required  to  pay  the  examination  fee  also.  Gradu- 
ates of  this  college  are  required  to  pay  the  matriculation  fee  only  ;  they  are 
exempt  from  payment  of  tuition;  they  will  pay  the  laboratory  fee  should  they 
desire  to  do  laboratory  work. 

Persons  wishing  to  attend  one  or  more  special  courses  can  do  so  by  paying 
the  matriculation  fee  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  ticket  of  the  professors  whose 
lectures  they  attend. 

Senior  students  who  are  candidates  for  graduation  must  pay  to  the  Dean,  on 
or  before  January  4th,  an  examination  fee  of  thirty  ($30)  dollars,  which  will 
under  no  circumstances  be  returned. 

Free  Scholarship.  The  student  in  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the 
best  competitive  examination  on  practical  biology  and  comparative  anatomy, 
liistology,  and  practical  inorganic  chemistry,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second 
jear  without  payment  of  any  tuition  fee. 

Prizes.  As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine 
.and  surger\-,  a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  faculty  medal,  will  be  awarded  the 
student  standing  the  best  final  examination.  Six  other  College  prizes  will  be 
awarded  the  next  six  students  standing  the  best  examinations,  in  the  order 
of  their  respective  merits. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  seven  students 
whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the  student  receiving 
the  seventh  prize. 

SEATS  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatres  are  numbered,  the  numbers  be- 
ginning at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can  obtain 
such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their  names  will 
be  registered  in  a  special  register,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such 
registration.  This  entitles  them  to  such  seats  the  entire  term,  provided  they 
pas?  the  entrance  examination  on  arrival;  should  they  not  succeed  in  passing 
this  examination,  the  fee  will  be  returned.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus 
in'^ured ;  each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required 
to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  nearly  seven  hundred  thousand 
people,  furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries; 
lias  a  salubrious  climate ;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial  hospital- 
ity; is  connected  by  railway  or  water  with  every  other  city  in  the  world;  is 
_yearly  growing  in  favor  Avith  the  profession  and  people  as  a  great  medical 
centre;  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a  medical 
education,  or  reside  within  her  limits. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  is  within  a  few  minutes'  walk  of  the  Johns 
Hopkins  University,  the  Peabody  Library  with  its  1.30,000  volumes,  the  Enoch 
Tratt  Free  Library  with  its  110,000  volumes,  and  the  Medical  and  Chirurgica] 
Xiibrary.

CoUegs  Branch  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  This  has 
pi'oveu  a  valuable  aid  to  students  in  iiiaiutaiuiug  good  habits  aud  in  keeping: 
young  men  in  good  moral  environments  and  in  helping  them  by  precept  aud 
example  to  successfully  oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate 
against  their  success  in  life. 

The  college  branch  in  this  institution  has  a  reception  and  reading  room,  and 
is  directed  entirely  by  our  students.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary 
with  each  individual  student. 

Appointments.  We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  the 
graduates  of  the  College,  a  Besident  Physician,  and  two  Assistant  Resident 
Physicians,  for  the  Maryland  General  Hospital;  a  Resident  Physician  for  the 
Maryland  Ljiug-in  Hospital ;  aud  a  Dispensary  Physician  and  assistants  for  i,he- 
Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary.  The  Resident  Physician  aud  Dispen- 
sary Physician  receive  salaries. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  aud  alumni  of  this  College  to  say  that  in  the  future,  as; 
in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional  teachers, 
other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  shall  have  the  preference. 

INTERNES.  A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advan- 
tages may  secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,. 
and  are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases, 
under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors;  they  are  thus  caused 
to  be  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  laboratory, 
and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital.  They 
are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence  based 
upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  dollars  ($100)  for  one  scholastic  year ;  its- 
payment  on  entrance  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one  year, 
beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending  to  the- 
following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also  entitles 
him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six  mouths  pay 
seventy-five  dollars  ($75 ) ;  they  are  entitled  to  same  hospital  advantages. 

Special  Externes.  A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special^ 
Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate  vicin- 
ity, and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for  Special  Externes  is> 
seventy-five  dollars  ($75)  for  one  year,  and  fifty  dollars  ($50)  for  six  months. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing.  Students  required  to  take  exami- 
nation for  "Advanced  Standing"  must  present  credentials  and  request  such 
examination  on  entrance. 

The  Adeundem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  members  of  the 
medical  profession. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates- 
who  are  present,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  at  any  time  during  the  ses- 
sion, as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the  regular 
Winter  Course. 
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Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  only 
to  Btudeuts  who  have  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  the  Announcement. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  tlie  liecording  Secretary  or  Dean  for 
results  of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  results  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of 
each  student,  entitled  to  receive  such. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  ca:;sidered  a  serious 
"breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for  by 
those  doing  such  damage. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus  and  breakage. 
If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all  returned  at  the  close  of  the  session, 
the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  or  breakage,  if  any,  is  deducted  and  the 
balance  returned. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendance  be 
given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due  the 
College  have  been  paid. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and  other 
use  of  tobacco  are  permitted  only  in  the  smoking  room.  The  use  of  tobacco  in 
the  lecture  hall,  amphitheatres  or  laDoratories  will  be  considered  a  violation  of 
rules. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  terminate  the  connectioa  *f 
any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper,  disorderly  or 
immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations  are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts, 
forfeits  all  rights  in,  and  claims  upon,  this  College. 

The  terms  and  conditions  quoted  in  this  announcement  apply  to  the  ensuing 
session  only. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  can  be  obtained  at  from  $3.C0  to  $4.09  per 
Aveek,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in  the 
country  pi'csenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice  in 
location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents  and  friends 
of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young  men  study- 
ing in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in  the 
oity,  are  re(piestcd  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Jledical  Col- 
lege," "X.  E.  corner  Madison  street  aiid  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will  be 
received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-iiouse  has  beeen  selected; 
and  to  promi)tly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of  registering 
their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnecessary  hotel 
expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at  the  ofliice  of  the  Dean  in  th« 
College  building.

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IN  presenting  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Announcement,  the  faculty 
embraces  the  opportunity  to  thank  its  many  friends  and  patrons  for  past 
favors,  and  promises  to  endeavor  to  merit  their  good  will  in  the  future. 

.^dhering  to  our  invariable  custom,  we  are  pursuing  a  progressive  policy  in 
completing  our  college  plant ;  in  establishing  and  equipping  additional  labora- 
tories ;  in  perfecting  facilities  for  teaching  in  the  various  departments  ;  in  the 
appointment  of  additional  instructors  and  in  increasing  clinical  facilities. 

We  feel  pleasure  in  announcing  that  the  session  recently  closed  was  the 
most  successful  in  the  history  of  the  college. 

That  such  should  have  been  the  case,  despite  the  protracted  and  widespread 
business  depression  during  the  year,  attests  the  confidence  of  the  profession 
and  people  in  the  merits  of  this  institution. 

Our  class  numbered  440  students,  representing  in  the  United  States,  twenty- 
nine  States  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  and  the  following  foreign  countries: 
Canada,  Newfoundland,  England,  Scotlaad,'Wales,  Germany,  Russia,  Armenia, 
Syria,  India  and  Australia. 

Of  this  number,  142  received  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine. 

The  faculty  feels  greatly  encouraged  by  the  steady  annual  increase  in  the 
number  of  students ;  by  the  marked  advance  in  preliminary  education  of  each 
successive  class;  by  the  annually  increasing  excellence  of  the  examinations, 
and  by  the  almost  invariable  return  of  our  former  students. 

The  classes  of  this  college  have  steadily  increased  until  we  have  graduates 
in  nearly  every  country  and  clime  of  the  Globe. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  stating  that  few  medical  colleges  in  this-  country 
have  grown  in  favor  so  rapidly  as  this,  and  few  faculties  have  expended  such 
sums  of  money  in  so  brief  a  period  for  the  construction  of  new  college  and 
hospital  buildings. 

It  in  the  matured  and  unwavering  determination  of  our  faculty  that  additions 
mid  improvements  to  this  college  shall  continue  regardless  of  obstacles ;  that  its 
future  career  of  usefulness  shall  follow  the  lines  laid  down  ;  and,  so  far  as  may  be 
possible,  keep  in  the  van  among  America's  leading  educational  institutions. 

FACILITIES    FOR    INSTRUCTION. 

Our  COLLEGE  BUILDING,  situated  at  the  northeastern  corner  of 
Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,  is  one  of  the  most  complete  and  typical 
medical  college  buildings  in  America. 

It  contains  a  dispensary;  a  lecture  hall,  which  is  furnished  with  opera 
chairs,  and  will  seat  600  students;  an  amphitheatre  with  such  elevation  and 
curves  as  to  enatle  stucjents  to  oljlajji  a  complete  view  of  the  clinics  and 
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surgical  operations  in  the  arena;  it  will  seat  500  students  witliin  a  radius 
of  32  feet  from  the  clinician  or  operator. 

The  Physiological  and  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  which  is  perfectly 
lighted  for  microscopic  work,  has  ample  space  for  large  sections  of  students, 
and  is  supplied  with  the  best  of  microscopes  and  other  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances for  teaching,  physiology  and  bacteriology. 

A  second  Bacteriological  Laboratory,  fronting  on  the  south  and  west,  is 
situated  in  the  mezzanine  story. 

The  Chemical  and  Clinical  Laboratory,  one  of  the  largest  in  the  country, 
having  an  area  of  3,500  S(iuare  feet,  is  furnished  with  tables  especially  pre- 
pared for  chemical  work,  and  is  completely  equipped  with  necessary  apparatus 
and  reagents.  Each  student  has  his  own  table  and  a  locker,  of  which  he 
carries  the  key,  for  apparatus;  tlie  laboratory  contains  420  lockers,  and  will 
accommodate  as  many  students,  and  each  have  entire  control  of  his  own 
apparatus. 

The  Clinical  Laboratory  is  equipped  with  microscopes,  spectroscopes, 
h;emoglobinometers,  hannacytonieters,  urinometers,  ureaometers,  saccharo- 
meters,  albuminometers  and  special  physiological  apparatus  used  in  clin- 
ical work.  The  material  for  examinations  is  obtained  from  the  hospital 
and  dispensary.  Balances,  standard  solutions  and  all  apparatus  necessary 
for  thorough  investigation,  are  provided. 

COLLEGE    BUILDING    NUMBER    2, 

situated  on  Howard  street  near  Madison  street,  is  connected  by  corridors 
with  the  main  college  building  and  the  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

It  is  six  stories  in  height,  contains  the  Dental  Department ;  an  amphitheatre 
especially  constructed  for  teaching  anatomy,  gross  pathology  and  operative 
surgery, and  for  making  autopsies  in  presence  of  class;  an  anatomical  labora- 
tory, having  an  area  of  1,600  scjuare  feet,  furnished  with  tables  for  100 
students ;  a  laboratory  of  biology,  histology  and  pathology,  40  feet  on  the 
eastern  side  and  80  feet  on  the  southern  side ;  and  a  second  laboratory  of 
histology  and  pathology  on  the  fourth  floor.  In  all,  we  have  10,000  square 
feet  of  laboratory  floor  space. 

The  Interne  Department,  immediately  adjoining,  on  the  northern  side, 
contains  rooms  for  32  internes ;  each  room  is  lighted  and  heated  and  near 
a  bath-room. 

The  internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of  this  department,  and  are  here  free 
fuoai  interruption  to  studies  and  convenient  to  all  college  and  hospital 
buildings. 

THE  MARYLAND  GENERAL  HOSPITAL 
has  private  rooms  and  wards  well  arranged  for  the  convenience  and  comfort 
of  the  sick;  its  interior  has  been  designed  with  the  additional  view  of  con- 
venience and  perfection  of  methods  of  clinical  study,  and  of  giving  students 
practical  hospital  work.  It  is  situated  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  in  juxtaposition  to  College  building,  with  which  it  is  directly  con- 
nected on  each  floor,  that  the  sick  and  invalid  patients  may  with  facility  be 
taken  into  the  College  before  the  class.  It  is  five  stories  high,  and  has  a 
capacity  for  200  beds. 

Its  wards  contain  beds  occupied  by  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  all  kinds  of  important  surgical  cases,  present- 
ing a  vast  field  and  abundant  harvest  of  knowledge  for  observing  students. 
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A  portion  of  this  building  is  used  as  a  City  Hospital,  and  contains  beds 
lilled  witk  medical  and  surgical  cases,  and  supported  by  the  generous  city  of 
Baltimore. 

The  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  is  arranged  for  the  two-fold  purpose 
of  attending  and  nursing  pregnant  i-nd  parturient  females  in  the  best  possible 
manner,  and  for  the  thorough  education  and  training  of  students  in  the  art 
of  midwifery,  and  in  conditions  and  diseases  peculiar  to  the  puerperal  state. 

This  hospital  likewise,  liberally  supported  by  the  State  of  Maryland,  is  an 
institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride,  furnishing  us,  as  it  does,  with 
abundant  obstetric  clinic,  and  enabling  us  to  give  our  students  a  thorough 
and  practical  obstetric  education.  The  students  are  here  enabled  not  only  to 
become  practically /awtj^iar  with  the  phenomena  of  labor,  but  to  note  the 
necessary  precautions  with  which  the  lying-in  female  should  be  surrounded 
before,  during  and  after  labor. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  is  admirably  arranged  in 
all  its  departments.  In  it  an  average  of  twenty-five  thousand  (25,000)  patients 
are  treated  annually;  it  yields  an  almest  inexhaustible  supply  of  material, 
meeting,  as  it  does,  the  demands  of  the  ambulatory  sick  of  a  large  portion  of 
the  indigent  population  of  Baltimore.  The  outdoor  department  of  the  dis- 
pensary presents  another  large  area  for  practical  bedside  instruction,  the 
advanced  students  being  permitted  to  visit  and  treat  the  sick  at  their  homes, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  the 
Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  and  College  Building  Number  2,  all 
directly  connected  with  our  superb  College  Building,  give  us  a  plant  for  a 
medical  school,  typical,  model,  scientific,  sanitary,  convenient  and  compact 
for  didactic,  laboratory  and  clinical  teaching. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  560  patients  and  invalids, 
one  of  the  largest  institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  United  States,  a  model  in 
all  that  pertains  to  the  care  and  comfort  of  its  inmates,  under  control  of  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,M.  D.,  of  this  faculty, 
and  presents  great  opportunities  to  the  students  of  this  College  for  the  study 
of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

The  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children,  in  charge  of  R.  Tunstall  Taylor, 
A.  B.,  M.  D.,  a  member  of  our  teaching  body,  and  specialist  on  orthopaedic 
surgery,  has  by  him  been  added  to  our  hospital  facilities. 

THE    REGULAR    WINTER    COURSE 

will  begin  Thursday,  September  the  30th,  1897,  at  8  P.  M.,  and  will  end  about 
April  15th,  1898.  The  annual  opening  address  will  be  delivered  by  Professor 
Wilmer  Brinton,  M.  D.,  on  Thursday,  September  30th,  8  P.  M. 

The  Preliminary  Fall  Course  will  begin  on  Wednesday,  September  the  1st, 
1897,  and  end  Thursday,  September  30th,  1897.    (See  page  19.) 

The  Supplementary  Spring  Course  will  begin  April  1st,  1898,  and  end  June 
30th,  1898.    (See  page  21.) 

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  i*re  required  to  present  creden- 
tials showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges 
of  literature,  science  or  arts,  of  high   schools,  academies,  normal  schools, 
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or  equivalent  schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  the  regents'  certificates,  us 
required  by  the  statute  of  New  York.* 

Matriculates  iu  mediciue,  and  graduates  in  dentistry  or  pharmacy,  on  pre- 
senting credentials  showing  such,  are  exempt  from  the  entrance  exaniiuatiou. 
To  avoid  delay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  icithovt  examination  are  re- 
quested to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the 
college.     This  simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 

Students  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required 
to  pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements :  the  writ- 
ing of  an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words;  the 
translation  of  easy  Latin  prose;  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic 
and  algebra,  and  of  elementary  physics. 

Students  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance-  examinations,  on  any 
subject  or  subjects,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves;  they  may 
register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the  studies  of  the 
second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required  entrance  examination. 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  exami- 
nation, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  college  on  Wednesdays  at  3  P. 
M.,  during  the  months  of  September  and  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to  ascertain 
whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  proflt'by  medical  study 

We  furnish  an  instructor  of  Latin,  for  a  small  charge,  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  pass  the  preliminary  Latin  examination.  Such  students  are  placed 
in  a  class,  and  required  to  pursue  the  study  of  Latin  at  hours  not  occupied  by 
medical  studies,  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  complete  their  examination  at 
the  end  of  the  course  or  beginning  of  the  next.  Such  was  tlie  solution  of  the 
question  the  last  five  sessions ;  the  results  obtained  were  satisfactory  to  the 
faculty  and  students. 

TIME    OF    STUDY. 

As  required  by  the  "Association  of  American  ^Medical  Colleges,"  of  which 
this  college  is  a  member,  four  graded  courses  will  be  required  prior  to  apply- 
ing for  graduation,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

(1)  Students  who  began  the  study  of  medicine  on  the  three  3'^ear  plan,  are 
entitled  to  continue  on  such  plan,  and  to  apply  for  graduation  at  the  end  of 
their  third  regular  course  prior  to  1899. 

(2)  It  then  follows,  that  students  who  matriculated  on  the  three  year  plan 
in  the  Autumn  of  1895,  or  prior  to  tluxt  date,  will  be  entitled  to  ai)ply  for 
graduation  in  the  Spring  of  1898,  at  the  termination  of  their  third  regular 
course. 

The  ensuing  session  of  1897-8  will  be  the  last  session  at  which  this  college 
will  graduate  students  on  the  three  year  plan. 

This  requirement  accords  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
"Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  which  contains  the  following: 
"Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  in  1899,  or  thereafter,  shall  have  pursued 
the  study  of  medicine  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  attended  at  least  four 
courses  of  lectures,'of  not  less  than  six  months  duration  each." 

*The  followmR  is  an  extract  from  the  New  York  law:  "A  Medical  School  may 
matriculate  couditionally  a  student  deficient  in  not  more  than  one  >  ear's  academic 
work  or  12  counts  of  the  preliminary  education  requirenienr,  pi-ovided  the  name 
and  deficiency  of  each  student  so  matriculated,  be  filed  at  the  Regent's  ofltlce  withui 
thre^  months  after  matriculation,  and  that  the  (ifcflclency  be  made  up  before  the 
student  begins  the  secoud  annual  course  counted  toward  the  degree.' 

This  requlrt  ment  applies  only  to  students  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
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It  is  manifest  that  tliis  regulation  does  not  apply  to  students  who  matricu- 
lated ill  any  regular  medical  college,  ou  the  three  year  plan,  as  late  as  1895, 
and  who  will  have  completed  three  courses  by  the  Spring  of  1898. 
.  Graduates  of  reputable  dental,  pharmaceutical  and  veterinary  colleges, 
baclielors  of  science,  doctors  of  philosopliy  and  students  who  have  pursued 
a  scientific  course,  including  biology,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course, 
tiieir  previous  work  being  cousidered  the  equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  a 
four-year  graded  course. 

Students  who  may  be  so  advanced  will  be  required  at  the  end  of  the  term, 
to  pass  examination,  on  any  subject  or  subjects  which  they  may  Jiot  have 
completed  before  entering. 

Students  will  be  credited  with  first  and  second  year  branches  completed  in 
other  regular  medical  schools  of  good  standing. 

PROFILE   OF   INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  j)ractice, 
clinical  lectures,  demonstrations,  hospital  and  dispensary  p^'actice,  conferences, 
quizzes  and  reviews. 

The  four  year  plan  of  study  is  of  great  value  to  students  of  medicine, 
affording  them  time  for  a  thorough  understanding  of  each  step  of  the 
work. 

It  will  be  observed  that  our  students  complete  a  group  of  studies  each 
session ;  and  the  assignment  is  such,  that  the  completion  of  one  group,  quali- 
fies them  to  master  the  next  higher  group;  students  advancing  themselves 
by  successive  gradations,  step  by  step,  to  the  degree. 

The  minds  of  students  who  are  thus  timely  advanced  from  a  knowledge 
of  the  less  to  a  knowledge  of  the  greater,  are  truly  developed^  and  not  left 
unable  to  arrive  at  logical  conclusions,  because  of  gaps  of  deficient  knowl- 
edge. 

Four  years  of  study  now  being  required  everywhere,  it  is  important  to 
the  student,  that  he  select  a  college  where  the  course  is  such  that  he  shall 
be  well  qualified  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  his  profession. 

Didactic  lectures  or  recitations,  and  laboratory  work,  are  so  arranged  that 
the  latter  shall  closely  follow  the  former,  and  manifest  the  truth  of  princi- 
[iles  enunciated.  Lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  demonstrations,  quizzes 
and  reviews  so  conducted,  develop  the  mind,  train  the  reasoning  powers 
and  mature  the  judgment  of  students  for  the  rational  pui'suit  of  clinical 
medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics. 

Reviews.  A  systematic  course  of  quizzes  and  reviews  on  all  subjects  of 
the  curriculum  will  be  conducted  throughout  the  session,  wUlu>ut  extra  cost  to 
the  students. 

CURRICULUM. 

The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  semesters;  the  first  beginning  Octo- 
ber 1st,  and  ending  December  24th ;  the  second  beginning  January  3d,  and 
extending  to  the  end  of  the  session. 

In  tlie  following  arrangement  of  the  curriculum,  the  term  "  Laboratory 
Period"  will  mean  two  and  one-half  hours. 

First  Year  of  the  Four  Year  Graded  Course. 

Biology. — Two   lectures  and  two   laboratory  periods  per  week   during  lat 
semester. 
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* 
Comparative  Anatomy. — Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week 

during  2d  semester. 
Human  Anatomy. — Four  lectures  per  week. 
Osteology  and  Syndesmology.— Three  lectures  per  week. 
Histology. — Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Physiology. — Two  lectures  per  week. 
Chemistry  (including  medical  physics). — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory 

periods  per  week. 
Bandaging. — On  afternoons,  in  sections. 

At  the  termination  of  the  course,  a  practical  examination  for  advanced 
standing  on  the  subjects  taught,  will  be  held. 

Students  who  may  not  complete  these  examinations,  must  do  so,  at  or 
before,  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  regular  winter  course. 

Second  Year  of  the  Four  Year  Graded  Course. 

Anatomy  (Human). — Four  lectures  and  three  laboratory  periods  per  week, 

until  dissections  have  been  completed. 
Physiology. — Two  lectures  and  one  review  per  week  during  session,  and  two 

laboratorj'  periods  per  week  for  five  months. 
Embryology. — One   lecture   per   week   during   session    and   two    laboratory 

periods  per  week  for  one  month. 
Chemistry. — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Pathology. — Two  lectures  or  recitations  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Materia  iledica. — Two  lectures  per  week. 
Pharmacy.— One  lecture  per  week. 
Clinics. — In  general  medicine  and  surgery. 

At  the  termination  of  this  course,  final  examinations  will  be  held  on 
anatomy,  pli3'siology,  embryology,  chemistry  and  pathology. 

Students  who  may  not  complete  these  examinations,  must  do  so,  at  the 
Fall  examinations, .prior  to  the  beginning  of  the  ensuing  regular  winter 
course. 

Third  Year  of  the  Three  and  Four  Year  Graded  Course. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine. — Two  lectures, 

one  recitation  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  during  session. 
Clinical  Surgery. — One  clinic  per  week  during  session. 
Obstetrics. — Three  ^ectures  and  one  recitation  per  week. 
Clinical  Obstetrics. — Each  senior  student  will  attend  upon  twelve  or  more 

cases  of  labor. 
Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Gynecology. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 
Operative  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  during  session,  and  laboratory 

work  in  sections. 
Nose,  Throat  and  Chest. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Eye  and  Ear. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
Stomach  and  Ifitestines. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 
Dermatology. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 
Hygiene. — One  lecture  per  week. 
Diseases  of  Children. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 
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Stomatology. — One  lecture  per  week,  first  semester. 
Medical  Jurisprudence. — One  lecture  per  week,  second  semester. 
Orthopaedic  Surgery. — Lecture  or  clinic  once  a  week  for  eight  weeks. 
Bacteriology. — One  lecture  per  week,  and  five  laboratory  periods  per  week 

for  eight  weeks. 
Clinical  Laboratory. — Five  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  eight  weeks. 
Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice. — Five  afternoons  per  week  for  eight  weeks. 

At  the  termination  of  this  course,  students  pursuing  the  three-year  graded 
course,  will  be  examined  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  on  all  senior  branches,  and 
on  other  branches  which  may  not  have  been  completed. 

Examinations  on  Dermatology,  Hygiene,  Diseases  of  Children,  Stomach 
and  Intestines,  Medical  Jurisprudence  and  Orthopaedic  Surgery,  will  be  held 
on  Saturdays,  during  the  month  of  March. 

These  special  subjects  will  thus  be  completed  prior  to  the  beginning  of  the 
regular  final  examinations. 

Students  pursuing  thb  thibd  year  op  the  four  tear  graded  course, 
will  pass  final  examinations  on  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics,  Operative 
and  Clinical  Surgery,  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest,  Dermatology,  Hygiene,  Diseases 
of  Children,  Medical  Jurisprudence,  Orthopaedic  Surgery  and  Bacteriology  (in 
laboratory). 

Students  pursuing  the  third  year  of  the  four  year  graded  course,  will 
omit  attendance  on  lectures  on  Eye  and  Ear,  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases, 
Clinical  Obstetrics,  Clinical  Laboratory  and  Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

They  will,  however,  be  required  to  attend  obstetric  instruction  in  abdomi- 
nal palpation,  pelvimetry  and  in  practice  of  the  mechanical  phenomena  of 
labor,  &c.,  on  the  manikin ;  and  practice  on  animals  and  human  cadaver,  the 
various  operations  required  in  operative  surgery  and  complete  bacteriology. 

Fourth  Year  of  the  Four  Year  Graded  Course. 

{ Will  not  be  given  until  session  1898-9.) 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Clinical  Medicine. — Two  clinics  per  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week. 

Clinical  Surgery. — =Once  per  week  in  amphitheatre,  and  frequently  in  hos- 
pital to  sections  of  class. 

Obstetrics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Clinical  Obstetrics. — Each  student  must  attend  upon  ten  to  fifteen  cases  of 
labor  during  the  session. 

Gynecology. — One  lecture  per  week. 

Clinical  Gynecology. — Once  per  week  in  amphitheatre  and  once  a  week  in 
hospital,  to  sections. 

Eye  and  Ear. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Stomach  and  Intestines. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week.    (Examination  on 
this  subject  in  March.) 

Clinics. — On  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest,  Diseases  of  Children,  Dermatology. 

Autopsies. — Practical  instruction. 

Clinical  Laboratory. — Four  periods  per  week  for  ten  weeks. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice. — Four  afternoons  per  week  for  ten  weeks 
At  the  termination  of  this  course,  the  final  examinations  will  be  held  on 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery, 

Obstetrics,  Gynecology,  Eye  and  Ear,  and  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. 
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Students  may  not  pass  from  one  class  to  a  lugher,  until  they  have  com- 
pleted the  work  of  the  class  which  they  desire  to  leave. 

Any  primary  or  second  year  branch  or  branches  upon  which  students  can 
submit  evidence  of  having  passed  a  final  examination  in  any  other  regular 
reputable  medical  college,  will  be  exempt  from  the  tinal  examination  in  this 
college.  Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  must  be  examined  on  all  senior 
branches  of  this  college. 

First  and  second  course  students  from  other  schoois  who  have  not  com- 
pleted the  examinations  of  first  or  second  year,  respectively,  must  do  so  at 
or  before  the  beginning  of  the  regular  winter  course. 

DIDACTIC  INSTRUCTION. 

Biology  and  Comparative  Anatomy,  will  be  confined  to  first  year  stu- 
dents. The  course  will  include  lectuies  on  origin,  development,  classification, 
and  distribution  over  space  and  time,  of  animal  and  vegetable  life. 

Anatomy,  being  one  of  the  fundamental  branches  upon  which  the  super- 
structure of  a  medical  education  must  rest,  will  receive  marked  attention 
from  the  professors  and  lecturer  in  this  department.  The  lectures  will  be 
illustrated  by  a  manikin,  diagrams,  dried  preparations,  and  fresh  dissections 
on  the  cadaver.  Topographical  and  surgical  anatomy  will  receive  the  atten- 
tion the  subjects  demand. 

Osteology  will  be  taught  by  lectures  and  demonstrations.  Skeletons 
will  be  furnished  the  students  at  a  small  charge;  these  may  be  taken  to  their 
rooms  for  study.  The  lectures  will  be  accompanied  by  frequent  quizzes  or 
reviews,  the  aim  being  to  complete  and  understand  one  part  thoroughly 
before  beginning  another. 

Histology.  Two  lectures  per  week  will  be  given  on  this  branch  until  the 
subject  has  been  completed;  these  lectures  will  be  accompanied  by  laboratory 
work  as  hereinafter  described. 

Embryology  will  be  taken  up  the  second  year,  one  lecture  or  review  per 
week  w'ill  be  given  during  the  session.  These  lectures  will  be  supplemented 
by  a  laboratory  course  after  February  1st. 

Pathology.  The  course  in  pathology  will  continue  throughout  the  session, 
and  will  consist  of  a  series  of  lectures  or  recitations  on  the  principal  subjects 
in  general  pathology,  with  as  many  demonstrations  and  experiments  as 
practicable. 

Physiology.  This  important  fundamental  branch  is  taught  by  lectures  or 
recitations  and  demonstrations  Lectures  or  recitations  are  given  upon  the 
blood,  circulation,  respiration,  digestion,  absorption,  secretion  and  excretion, 
generation,  nutrition,  animal  heat,  nervous  system  and  special  senses.  The 
lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens,  sections,  diagrams,  plates  and  models. 

Chemistry.  New  and  improved  methods  will  be  used  in  teaching  this 
branch.  General  inorganic  chemistry  will  be  presented  in  such  a  manner 
that  students  will  readily  comprehend  the  principles  of  the  science.  The 
lectures  or  recitations  will  be  fully  illustrated  by  experiments,  diagrams, 
charts,  and  the  exhibition  of  minerals  and  chemicals. 

A  course  of  medical  physics  will  be  given  in  connection  with  chemistry. 

Hygiene  is  taught  by  a  special  teacher,  of  extensive  experience  and  great 
opportunities  for  observation ;  lectures  are  devoted  to  the  broad  principles  of 
sanitation,  quarantine,  infection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities 
and  towns.  Hygiene  of  homes,  public  institutions  and  communities  receives 
the  attention  its  importance  suggests. 
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Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  Materiu 
Medica  will  be  given  by  the  professor  of  this  branch.  They  will  be  illustrated 
by  samples,  the  faculty  having  procured  for  this  purpose  au  herbarium  and 
t-abinets  of  pure  and  crude  drugs.  Students  personally  examine  these  drugs, 
in  order  to  become  famiHar  with  remedies  used  in  practice.  They  are  taught 
tlie  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  methods  of  administration,  and 
therapeutic  uses  and  elfects  of  medicines. 

T/wrapevticK  being  a  science  of  such  vast  scope,  and  ever  broadening,  and 
receiving  from  the  liands  of  research  and  discovery  new  facts  and  new  sug- 
gestions, the  professor  thereof  devotes  much  attenticju  and  labor  in  teach- 
ing it. 

Pharmacy.  Lectures  ou  this  subject  will  be  given,  showing  the  methods 
of  weighing,  measuring,  compounding  and  administering  drugs;  how  to 
make  powders,  pills  and  solutions;  and  on  all  those  practical  details  so 
essential  to  a  physician's  success,  especially  to  those  intending  to  locate  in 
rural  districts. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine.  The  major  portion  of  the  session 
will  be  devoted  to  the  consideration  of  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious 
diseases.  Four  hours  per  week  will  be  given  on  this  branch;  the  lectures 
will  be  reviewed  catechetically ;  the  seniors  will  be  additionally  instructed 
by  special  reviews  on  subjects  upon  which  instruction  has  been  given. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  The  great  prevalence  of  nervous  and 
mental  diseases  renders  it  imperative  that  students  should  be  thoroughly 
informed  ou  these  subjects.  The  instruction  will  consist  of  lectures  or 
recitations,  well  illustrated  with  histological  and  pathological  preparations, 
charts,  diagrams  and  models. 

Practical  lessons  on  electricity  will  be  given,  and  students  shown  how  to 
use  instruments  and  appliances  necessary  in  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

,  Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  will  be  taught  by  the  professor 
of  these  subjects.  He  will  give  instruction  in  rhinology,  laryngology  and 
diseases  of  the  chest ;  his  lectures  or  recitations  will  be  illustrated,  and  sup- 
plemented by  quizzes.  Physical  diagnosis  will  receive  the  attention  its 
importance  suggests. 

Diseases  of  Children,  than  which  there  are  few  more  important  subjects, 
will  be  presented  in  an  attractive  manner,  and  discussed  from  scientilic  and 
practical  standpoints.  Paediatrics  will  be  considered  as  becomes  conserva- 
tive and  successful  physicians. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery.  A  special  course  of  lectures  and  demonstrations 
on  this  important  subject,  will  be  given  at  the  "  Hospital  for  Crippled 
Children."  The  course  will  cover  one-third  of  the  session,  one  lecture  per 
week  being  given. 

Stomatology.  A  brief  course  of  lectures  on  diseases  of  the  mouth  will 
be  given  during  1st  semester.  Diseases  of  the  gums,  tongue,  mucus  membrane 
of  mouth,  &c.,will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence.  The  lectures  on  this  important  subject  will  be 
general  and  practical,  students  being  taught  rules  of  evidence,  liabilities 
and  duties  of  physicians,  legal  status  of  insanity  and  how  to  testify  in  court, 
how  to  conduct  themselves  when  under  cross-examination  on  the  witness 
stand,  and  to  answer  hypothetical  questions  in  giving  expert  testimony. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery.  In  the  course  upon  this  eminently 
practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly 
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understand  the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  thus  fit  him  for  the  intelli- 
gent and  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

Lectures  will  be  supplemented  by  regular  recitations  from  an  approved 
text  book  and  frequent  quizzes. 

Operative  Surgery  will  be  taught  by  lectures,  charts,  diagrams  and  demon- 
strations on  animals  and  cadavers.  All  important  operations  in  surgery  will 
be  performed  on  animals  and  cadavers  in  presence  of  the  class. 

Students  pursuing  the  third  year  of  the  four  year  course  will  have  special 
laboratory  practice  in  operative  surgery,  performing  operations  on  animals 
and  human  cadavers. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology.  The  lectures  from  this  chair  will  be 
theoretical  and  practical,  and  followed  by  quizzes.  The  anatomy  and  phys- 
iology of  the  organs  of  sight  and  hearing  will  first  receive  attention.  Tlie 
use  of  the  ophthalmoscope,  the  errors  of  refraction  and  the  different  methods 
of  determining  color-blindness  and  simulation  of  blindness,  will  be  demon- 
strated. 

Gynecology.  This  course  will  include  the  anatomy  of  the  female  organs 
of  generation,  their  physiological  functions,  diseases,  abnormal  growths,  and 
the  various  methods  and  instruments  necessary  for  making  diagnoses.  Dis- 
eases, displacements,  and  their  remedies  will  be  considered. 

Obstetrics.  This  subject  of  transcendent  importance,  is  taught  by  a  pro- 
fessor of  extensive  experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground 
students  in  all  essentials  of  obstetrics ;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by 
plates,  diagrams,  wax  models  and  a  superb  manikin,  and  accompanied  by 
quizzes  and  reviews.  Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnoses  of  the 
several  presentations  and  positions ;  in  operative  obstetrics,  each  student  is 
required  to  practice  all  operations  on  the  manikin. 

Conferences  of  seniors  are  held  by  the  teachers;  at  these  conferences 
interrogatories  on  special  subjects  are  propounded  by  the  teachers,  and 
students  ask  the  teachers  for  information  upon  parts  of  the  subject  they 
may  not  clearly  comprehend.  Such  conferences  serve  to  dispel  misconcej)- 
tions,  and  in  lieu  thereof,  impart  to  students  correct  information ;  and  to 
prepare  them  for  properly  expressing  themselves  in  future  examinations,  by 
the  faculty  or  State  Boards.  Each  teacher  is  held  responsible  for  the  work 
of  his  department,  and  is  expected  to  impart  to  his  pupils,  a  clear  conception 
and  thorough  knowledge  of  his  subject.  He  is  accordingly  given  great  lati- 
tude in  his  method  of  instruction.  For  this  reason  students  obtain  well- 
rounded  and  comprehensive  views. 

LABORATORY    INSTRUCTION. 

Biology  and  Comparative  Anatomy.  This  eminently  practical  course 
will  include  dissections,  microscopic  examinations  of  amoebae,  earth  worm, 
crayfish,  perch,  frog,  pigeon  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes. 
When  the  cat  has  been  reached,  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to 
the  human  subject,  and  will  serve  as  an  introduction  to  human  anatomy. 
This  course  is  indispensable  to  students  who  desire  breadth  in  anatomical 
and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  in  the  study  of 
anatomy  and  physiol-igy. 

Duiing  the  second  semester,  students  will  be  required  to  make  dissections 
of  the  bones,  muscles,  circulatory  and  digestive  systems  of  the  cat  as  the 
mammalian  representative.  A  similar  course  of  work  and  study  will  be 
made  of  each  of  the  other  types,  so  far  as  relative  importance  may  suggest. 
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Practical  Anatomy  is  taught  by  the  demonstrator  and  assistant  demon 
strators  of  anatomy  in  the  anatomical  laboratory.  Under  their  direction 
each  student  who  has  not  completed  anatomy  before  coming  here,  is  required 
to  dissect  satisfactorily  the  cadaver,  showing  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood- 
vessels, nervous  systems  and  viscera.  Each  demonstration  is  accompanied 
by  an  oral  examination  of  the  work  done,  to  ascertain  if  it  is  comprehended, 
and  to  impress  the  truths  of  anatomy. 

Histology,  Physiology  and  Embryology.  In  this  laboratory,  first  course 
students  are  taught  the  essentials  of  normal  histology,  without  which  no 
student  can  hope  to  thoroughly  comprehend  physiological  truths,  or  the 
alterations  of  structure,  caused  by  diseases.  It  is  equipped  with  fifty  (50) 
microscopes  and  other  apparatus  for  the  demonstration  of  histology,  physi- 
ological physics,  the  phenomena  of  nutrition,  digestion,  absorption,  circula- 
tion, respiration  and  excretion.  Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope, 
and  all  necessary  laboratory  apparatus,  reagents  and  materials.  The  speci- 
mens prepared  and  mounted  by  him  are  his  own  property;  he  thus  obtains, 
by  close  of  the  course,  a  complete  set  of  typical  slides.  Students  are  taught 
to  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections  of  tissue  and  organs. 

Embryology.  A  laboratory  course  in  embryology  is  given  during  the 
second  year.    This  course  follows  the  laboratory  course  in  physiology. 

Physiology.  The  lectures  on  physiology  are  followed  in  the  laboratory 
by  examination  of  blood,  the  consideration  of  the  process  of  circulation) 
respiration,  digestion  and  absorption,  urine,  muscles  and  nerves.  During 
this  course,  so  far  as  possible,  physiological  processes  will  be  explained. 
7'he  college  provides  animals  for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Pathology,  (a).  Laboratory  instruction  in  special  pathology  is  given  to 
second  year  students.  Here  gross  morbid  anatomy  will  be  studied  in  con- 
junction with  pathological  histology,  demonstrations  of  the  gross  lesions 
being  followed,  whenever  possible,  by  an  examination  of  the  microscopical 
changes.  In  the  laLoratory  also,  instruction  will  be  given  in  the  method 
of  preparing  tissue  frr  microscopical  examination,  and  practice  in  patho- 
logical diagnosis  will  be  afforded. 

(b.)  All  autopsies  will  be  conducted  before  the  class  in  pathology,  and  in- 
struction will  be  given  in  the  method  of  making  post  mortem  examinations, 
and  of  recording  the  results  in  proper  form. 

Bacteriology  will  be  taught  the  seniors  by  a  practical  laboratory  course, 
occupying  five  afternoons  a  week,  for  a  period  of  eight  weeks.  The  student 
will  here  learn  tlie  preparation  of  culture  media  and  of  pure  cultures,  tlie 
methods  of  bacteriological  technique,  the  principles  of  sterilization  and  dis- 
infection, the  methods  of  cultivation,  studying  and  staining  bacteria,  and 
will  be  taught  to  recognize  the  chief  pathogenic  micro-organisms,  particu- 
larly those  of  value  in  diagnosis.  Each  student  is  furnished  with  a  micro- 
scope for  use  in  the  laboratory ;  each  microscope  is  equipped  with  a  high 
power  immersion  lens.  We  have  for  our  students'  use  one  hundred  and 
three  (103)  microscopes. 

Chemical  Laboratory.  Two  mornings  a  week  will  be  devoted  to  labora- 
tory practice.  The  instruction  here  given  will  be  in  harmony  with  the  lec- 
tures or  recitations,  and  will  be  so  conducted  as  to  render  students  familiar 
with  the  apparatus,  processes,  materials  and  reactions  of  the  subjects  of  his 
studies,  that  he  may  be  enabled  to  apply  them  in  his  subsequent  professional 
work.  Chemical  nomenclature  and  notation  are  taught  in  connection  with 
laboratory  work. 


CHEMICAL  LABORATORY. 
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Students  of  the  first  year  are  taught  inorganic  chemistry ;  those  of  second 
year,  medical  organic  chemistry. 

Surgical  Laboratory.  Students  pursuing  the  third  year  of  the  four  year 
course,  are  required  to  practice  on  animals  and  human  cadavers,  amputations, 
resections,  ligation  of  arteries,  trephining,  perineal  sections  and  the  opera- 
tions of  abdominal  surgery.  During  this  course,  students  work  in  sections. 
The  administration  of  anaesthetics  to  lessen  suffering  in  animals,  gives  stu- 
dents valuable  experience  in  anaesthesia. 

Clinical  Laboratory.  In  this  laboratory  the  seniors  will  be  taught  the 
technique  and  given  the  practice  necessary  in  making  diagnoses  in  clinical 
medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics.  Each  senior  student  will  be  required  to 
work  in  the  laboratory  on  five  afternoons  per  week,  for  eight  weeks  during  the 
session.  This  course  will  consist  of  examination  of  stomach  contents,  as  to 
reactions,  of  pure  solutions,  reactions  and  determinations  of  artificial  juices, 
and  examinations  of  str-  ach  contents  in  health  and  disease ;  urinary  analysis, 
embracing  cbaracterisucs  and  examinations  of  normal  urine,  chemical  detec- 
tion of  abnormal  constituents,  microscopical  examination  of  normal  and 
abnormal  sediments;  fseces,  embracing  their  examination  for  blood,  pus, 
amoebae,  and  undigested  food  particles;  blood,  including  examination  in 
health  and  disease,  estimation  of  constituents  and  counting  corpuscles ;  use  of 
haBmacytometer,  ha^moglobinometer,  ureaometer,  urinometer,  saccharometer, 
albuminomcter  and  spectroscope,  the  blood  in  disease  and  parasites  in  the 
blood ;  sputum,  staining  and  characteristics  of  bacteria,  blood,  pus,  &c. ; 
parasites  of  the  skin,  staining,  mounting  and  detection  of  animal  and  vegeta- 
ble parasites;  and  examination  of  exudates. 

A  microscope  is  furnished  for  use  of  each  student. 

In  teaching,  the  cabinet  of  the  teacher  will  be  used,  but  in  every  case  where 
possible,  students  will  be  given  the  fresh  material  from  the  hospital  and 
dispensary,  and  expected  to  prepare  and  examine  these  specimens. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  fifteen  (,|15)  dollars  is  charged.  Payment  of  which 
entitles  first  year  students  to  material  in  hiboratories  of  biology  and  com- 
parative anatomy,  histology  and  first  year  chemistry;  second  course  students 
to  material  in  anatomical,  physiological,  pathalogical,  embryological  and 
chemical  laboratories;  third  year  students,  in  the  four  year  course,  to  mater- 
ials in  bacteriological  and  surgical  laboratories;  third  year  students  of  three 
year  course  to  material  in  bacteriological  and  clinical  laboratories.  Students 
of  first  and  second  years,  not  working  in  all  laboratories,  pay  at  the  rate  of 
$5  per  laboratory ;  those  of  third  year  class  having  to  work  in  one  laboratory 
only  pay  $7.50  per  session. 

Practical  Manipulative  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third  year  class,  in 
sections ;  the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the 
various  presentations  and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor; 
modes  of  delivery ;  abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each ; 
version;  application  of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for 
safe  delivery.  Models  and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstration. 
Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Bandaging  will  be  taught  sections  of  the  first  course  students,  by  the 
demonstrator.  All  the  modes  of  applying  bandages  will  be  demonstrated ; 
each  student  being  in  turn  required  to  practice  the  art. 

Ophthalmological,  Rhinological  and  Laryngological  examinations,  and 
examinations  in  physical  diagnosis,  are  demonstrated  to  sections  of  seniors, 
each  mcnibci-  (if  sections  being  required  to  make  his  own  exiuninations. 
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The  influence  of  laboratory  work  in  determining  the  grade  on  each  funda- 
mental branch,  in  the  lirst  and  second  years  and  in  tlie  final  examinations,  is 
very  important,  and  is  duly  considered  and  credited  in  the  case  of  each  student. 

CLINICAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Every  physician  keenly  appreciates  the  advantages  derived  from  obser- 
vation and  study  of  diseases  at  the  bedside.  Absence  of  such  clinical 
instruction  stands  as  an  impediment  to  success  on  the  threshold  of  every 
inexperienced  practitioner,  and  embarrasses  his  action  during  the  early 
years  of  his  professional  career.  To  obviate  such  menace  to  the  young 
practitioner,  and  render  him  thoroughly  competent  to  pi-actice  his  profession 
when  he  emerges  as  a  graduate  from  our  institution,  we  devote  especial 
attention  to  clinics  and  to  hospital  and  dispensary  practice. 

AMPHITHEATRE   CLINICS. 

Second  and  third  year  students  attend  clinics  in  the  amphitheatre,  where 
almost  every  form  and  phase  of  disease  and  injury  is  presented 

The  students  hear  clinical  histories,  see  the  methods  of  physical  and 
other  examinations  in  making  diagnoses,  and  hear  the  treatment  suggested. 

On  Mondays,  Prof.  Merrick  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and 
chest,  showing  the  class  how  to  make  rhinoscopic  and  laryngoscopic  exami- 
nations, demonstrating  auscultation  and  percussion,  and  performing  opera- 
tions on  the  air  passages. 

On  Tuesdays,  Prof.  Gilchrist  clinics  on  dermatology,  exhibiting  such 
cases  as  illustrate  the  typical  diseases  of  the  skin,  and  are  of  especial  value 
in  diagnosis. 

Medical  Clinic.  On  Wednesdays,  Prof.  Streett  clinics  on  cases  belonging 
to  his  department,  selecting  such  cases  as  best  illustrate  the  lectures  on 
practice  .of  medicine,  going  through  each  case  analytically,  illustrating  the 
different  phases  and  peculiarities  which  diseases  assume,  and  diagnosticating 
and  treating  them  in  presence  of  the  students. 

Stomach  and  Intestines.  Prof.  Hemmeter  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  stomach 
and  intestines,  explaining  and  demonstrating  modern  methods  of  diagnosis, 
lavage,  the  withdrawal  and  examination  of  test  meals,  insertion  of  stomach 
tube,  determination  of  morbid  growths,  ulcers,  gastrectasia,  &c.,  with  treat- 
ment required. 

Eye  and  Ear  Clinic.  On  Thursdays,  Prof.  Reuling  clinics  on  diseases  of 
the  eye  and  ear,  exhibiting  all  forms  of  diseases  of  eye  and  ear,  and  perform- 
ing the  various  operations  for  glaucoma,  cataract  and  strabismus. 

,'^vrgical  Clinic.  On  Fridays,  Prof.  Blake  or  Prof.  Johnson  (the  former 
until  January  the  first,  and  the  latter  until  the  close  of  the  session)  conducts 
a  surgical  clinic,  performing  such  operations  as  resections,  amputations, 
trephining,  adjustment  of  fractures,  and  removal  of  tumors,  &c.  Students  are 
required  to  make  surgical  diagnoses,  apply  bandages  and  dress  wounds,  &c. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery  is  taught  in  lectures  and  clinics  by  Dr.  Taylor,  to 
sections  of  the  class  at  the  "  Hospital  for  Crippled  Children."  Clinics  are 
given  once  a  week  to  sections  of  senior  class;  mode  of  applying  jackets, 
splints  and  other  apparatus  are  shown  in  clinic. 

Clinic  on  Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases.  On  Fridays,  also,  Prof.  Hill  clinics 
on  insanity  and  diseases  of  the  nervous  system,  showing  methods  and  appli- 
ances for  diagnosticating  these  obscure  conditions,  and  pointing  out  their 
prophylaxis  and  treatment. 
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Clinic  on  Children.  On  Saturdays,  Prof.  Bond  clinics  on  diseases  of  chil- 
dren. The  cases  in  the  clinic  include  diseases  of  infancy  and  derangements 
due  to  dentition  and  feeding. 

Gynecological  Clinic.  On  Saturdays,  Prof.  Ashby  clinics  on  diseases  of 
women,  showing  diseases  peculiar  to  females,  and  performing  operations  on 
vagina,  uterus  and  bladder  He  requires  each  student,  under  his  direction,  to 
examine  the  vagina,  introduce  the  speculum,  and  manipulate  the  uterus  and 
ovaries  in  diagnosis.  Students  are  also  required  to  assist  in  operations,  sucli 
as  laparotomy,  ovariotomy,  &c.  Especial  attention  is  given  to  instruction  in 
abdominal  surgery,  preparation  of  patient,  instruments,  details  of  operations, 
dressing  wounds,  &c. 

HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY  PRACTICE. 

The  senior  or  graduating  class  is  arranged  in  three  divisions,  G-,  H  and  I; 
each  of  these  divisions  is  sub-divided  into  four  sections.  These  sections  are 
required  to  report  at  the  hospital  or  dispensary  to  the  medical  or  surgical 
attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics,  wit- 
ness and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of  surgical  dressings, 
adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  recording  of  pulse,  respiration  and 
temperature;  witness  and  practice  physical  diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical 
cases ;  observe  the  condition  and  management  of  lying-in-women,  and  man- 
agement of  new-born  infants;  practice  diagnosis  in  gynecology;  observe 
ettects  of  treatment,  and  witness  important  features  of  the  medical  art  that 
may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  &c.,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  medicine  is  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital  wards,  «r  demon- 
stration room,  and  in  the  dispensary.  Medical  diagnosis  will  be  taught  by 
demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on  hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by 
the  teacher  taking  cases  before  a  section  and  having  students  examine  the 
blood,  urine,  &c.,  microscopically.  He  will  here  be  taught  to  apply  his 
knowledge.  Urgent  operations  on  patients,  admitted  after  college  hours, 
are  performed  in  the  operating  room  of  the  hospital,  or  in  amphitheatre,  the 
internes  being  summoned  to  witness  them. 

This  hospital  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered  to  have  com- 
pleted bis  course  at  this  College  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  regulations 
for  hospital  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary  section 
work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

For  seniors  the  session  is  divided  into  three  periods :  the  first  period  will 
begin  October  4th  and  end  November  26th;  the  second  period  will  begin 
November  29th  and  end  January  28th;  the  third  period  will  extend  from 
January  olst  to  INIarch  25th. 

Each  of  the  sections  into  which  the  senior  class  is  divided  is  posted  on  the 
College  bulletin,  that  each  student  may  know  to  which  section  he  belongs. 

The  scheme  (on  following  page)  shows  on  what  day  and  hour  each  section 
reports  at  the  hospital  or  dispensary,  for  duty,  from  October  1st,  1897  to 
March  31st,  1898. 

As  may  be  seen  by  reference  to  "Scheme  for  hospital  and  dispensary  prac- 
tice," (on  following  page,)  one  section  of  division  reports  at  the  dispensary 
at  2  P.  M.  each  day  and  works  until  3  P.  M. ;  another  section  reports  at  the 
hospital  at  3  P.  M.  and  works  until  4  P.  M.  Two  other  sections  report  at 
4  P.  M   and  remain  until  5  P.  M. 
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OBSTETRIC    CLINIC. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Prof.  Brinton  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  un- 
favorable results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By 
prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Mary- 
land Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  aud  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
in  removing  placeutse,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in 
dystocia.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics  are  also 
given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year  students  are  sum- 
moned to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  ausculate  the  foetal  heart, 
practice  ballottement,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine 
the  mammae  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  the  new-born 
infant. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twelve  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  college  leave  its  portals 
with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent 
to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice 
of  obstetrics. 

The  Outdoor  Obstetric  Department  is  conducted  in  conjunction  with 
the  Dispensary ;  cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered,  and  when  labor  ensues, 
arc  attended  by  our  advanced  students,  under  guidance  of  the  DenLonstrator 
of  Obftetrics  ;  thus  still  more  is  the  clinical  work  in  this  useful  branch  broad- 
ened, affording  the  student  obstetrical  opportunities  that  are  unexcelled. 

In  plan  presented  it  maybe  seen  that  ihe  first  year  students  receive  instruc- 
tion in  the  fundamental  branches  only;  those  in  the  second  year  complete 
the  laboratory  work  and  pass  final  examinations  on  the  primary  branches. 
The  third  jiCar  class  attend  recitations  and  lectures  in  general  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  gynecology  and  clinics  in  medicine  and  surgery, 
and  work  in  the  hospitals,  clinical  and  bacteriological  laboratories.  The 
fourth  year  class  will  continue  the  work  of  the  third  year,  and  engage  in 
hospital  and  dispensary  work,  special  subjects,  and  clinical  laboratory. 

To  further  improve  the  minds  of  students,  personal  contact  aud  f^'mference 
with  the  teachers  are  encouraged. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE, 

the  lectures  of  which  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  will  begin  Wed 
nesday,  September  1, 1897,  and  continue  until  October  1,  1897. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  aud  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work 
and  demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  \\\>  to  the 
ireater  requirements  of  the  regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course 
lectures  will  be  delivered  on  anatouiy,  pharmacy,  medical  physics  and  elc- 
nicnlary  chemistry,  pathology,  principles  aud  preliminaries  to  the  juactic: 
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of  medicine,  preliminaries  to  surgical  operations,  bandaging  and  minor 
surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine,  manipulative  obstetrics, 
gynecology,  ophthalmology  and  otology,  clinical  obstetrics,  clinical  surgery, 
diseases  of  childi-en,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and  clinical  ophthal- 
mology and  otology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose, 
throat  and  chest,  clinical  obstetrics  and  diseases  of  the  rectum. 

The  chemical  laboratory  is  open  to  second  course  students  during  the 
entire  mouth  of  September,  and  work  done  is  credited  and  deducted  from 
that  required  during  the  Winter  Course.  The  histological  laboratory  is 
open  also  during  the  course. 

It  will  be  observed  that  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course 
elementary  lectures  are  given  for  the  instruction  of  the  first  course  students, 
that  they  may  be  prepared  to  comprehend  the  more  advanced  work,  which 
begins  October  1st,  as  well  as  for  the  second  course  and  senior  students,  to 
whom  both  elementary  and  advanced  lectures  are  given,  that  the  mind,  after 
the  summer  holiday,  may  be  disciplined  for  the  more  earnest  work  of  the 
Regular  Winter  Course. 

Students  are  advised  to  take  this  course,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  October 
1st,  that  mental  discipline  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in 
deijortment,  twcuty-oue  years  of  age,  have  attended  three  full  courses  of 
instruction,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees 
due  the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  before  the  faculty.

Scholarships.  lu  accordance  with  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  times,  and  in 
order  to  place  a  medical  education  within  rcacli  of  w(jrthy  and  well  riualitied 
j'oung  men  of  limited  means,  such  Mill  l)e  admitted  on  the  payment  of  a 
special  or  scholarship  fee  of  $70.00.  The  following  is  the  summary  of  fees 
for  scholarship :

No  reduction  of  these  fees  will  be  made.  No  ticket  will  be  issued  until  all 
fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

All  fees,  except  for  graduation,  wi?/si  be  paid  at  tlie  beginning  of  the  session 
at  the  time  of  matiaculation.     No  deviation  from  this  rule  will  be  permitted. 

Graduates  of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures,  are 
required  to  pay  the  matriculation  and  scholarship  fees  of  seventy-five  dollars 
($75) ;  those  desiring  to  graduate  are-required  to  pay  the  examination  fee  also 
and  i>ass  au  examination  on  the  senior  branches.     Gradaaies  oi  V.i'.o  twllc^c 
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are  required  to  pay  the  matriculation  fee  only  ;  they  are  exempt  from  pay- 
ment of  tuition ;  they  will  pay  the  laboratorj'  fee  should  they  desire  to  do 
laboratory  work. 

Persons  wishing  to  attend  one  or  more  special  courses  can  do  so  by  paying 
the  matriculation  fee  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  ticket  of  the  professors  whose 
lectures  they  attend. 

Senior  students  who  are  candidates  for  graduation  must  pay  to  the  Dean, 
on  or  before  January  3d,  an  examination  fee  of  thirty  ($30)  dollars,  which 
will  under  no  circumstances  be  returned. 

Free  Scholarship.  The  student  in  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the 
6e«<  competitive  examination  on  practical  biology  and  comparative  anatomy, 
histology,  and  practical  inorganic  chemistry,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second 
year  without  payment  of  any  tuition  fee. 

Prizes.  As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence 
and  laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medi- 
cine and  surgery,  a  gold  medal,  known  as  the  faculty  medal,  will  be  awarded 
the  student  standing  the  best  final  examination.  Six  other  CoUege  pri/.es 
will  be  awarded  the  next  six  students  standing  the  best  examinations,  in  the 
order  of  their  respective  merits. 

The  Robert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize. — An  operating  case  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Prof.  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  seven  students 
whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the  student  receiv- 
ug  the  seventh  prize. 

Students  entitled  to  "Prizes"  and  "Honorable  Mention"  are  listed  on  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  the  commencement. 

SEATS  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatres  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  whicli,  theii- 
names  will  be  registered  in  a  special  register,  and  seats- assigned  them  in 
order  of  such  registration.  This  entitles  tliem  to  such  seats  the  entire  term, 
provided  they  pass  the  entrance  examination  on  arrival;  siiould  tliey  not 
succeed  in  passing  this  examination,  the  fee  will  be  returned.  Credentials 
may  be  forwarded  in  the  same  mail.  When  received  they  will  be  recorded 
and  returned  to  student.  This  saves  time  to  the  student  on  arrival.  Perfect 
order  in  seating  is  thus  insured;  each  student  is  guaranteed  his  scat,  and 
unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

SPRING    COURSE. 

A  supplementary  Spring  Course,  beginning  April  Isl  and  ending  June 
80th,  will  be  conducted.  Pursuit  of  this  course  is  optional  to  students.  It 
does  not  count  as  a  course  for  graduation  ;  it  is  given  for  the  benefit  of  stu- 
dents who  may  have  time  and  means  to  embrace  the  opportunity  presented. 

This  course  will  embrace  three  lectures  daily,  chiefly  clinical,  beginning 
at  11  A.  M.  and  ending  at  2  P.  M. 

Its  chief  object  is  to  present  to  students  the  opportunity  of  reviewing  and 
emphasizing  the  salient  features  of  the  Winter  Course. 

Diiring  the  Spring  Course,  class  instruction  will  be  regularly  conducted  in 
the  clinical  and  bacteriological  laboiatories.    These  laboratory  courses  will 
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be  thorough,  and  students  completing  thekn,  will  receive  due  credit  there- 
for, and  not  be  required  to  pursue  such  work  during  the  ensuing  Winter 
Course. 

Completion  of  these  Laboratory  Courses  will  be  of  especial  value  to  stu- 
dents, not  only  in  the  acquisition  of  valuable  knowledge,  but  in  providing 
more  time  for  study  during  the  following  Winter  Course.

This  Matriculation  and  Tuition  Fee  will  be  deducted  from  the  fees  required 
for  the  ensuing  Winter  Course. 

Students  who  pursue  the  course  in  the  Clinical  and  Bacteriological  Labora- 
tories, will  pay  in  addition,  the  usual  Fee,  which  will  also  be  deducted  from 
the  amount  required  for  ensuing  course.  Students  desiring  to  remain  for  the 
Spring  Course,  should  matriculate  early,  that  they  may  have  seats  assigned 
them  and  be  arranged  in  Sections  for  the  Laboratory  Courses,  and  for  Clinical 
Obstetrics. 

Students  matriculating  for  the  Spring  Course,  will  be  entitled  to  the  seats 
then  assigned  them,  on  returning  for  the  Winter  Course. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  nearly  seven  hundred  thousand 
people,  furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  inju- 
ries; has  a  salubrious  climate;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial 
hospitality;  is  connected  by  railway  or  water  with  every  other  city  in  the 
world;  is  yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as  a  great 
medical  centre;  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a 
medical  education,  or  reside  within  her  limits. 

College  Branch  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  This  has 
proven  a  valuable  aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits  and  in  keeping 
young  men  in  good  moral  environments  and  in  helping  them  by  precept  ami 
example  to  successfully  oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate 
against  their  success  in  life. 

The  college  branch  in  this  institution  has  a  reception  and  reading  room 
especially  constructed  and  set  apart  for  its  use,  and  is  directed  entirely  by 
our  students.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student. 

Appointments.  We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our 
graduates : 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  1st  Assistant  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(3)  2d  Assistant  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(4)  3d  Assistant  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(5)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(6)  Dispensary  Physician  of  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary. 
Beside  the  above,  we  elect  twelve  assistants  to  the  departments  in  the  dis- 
pensary. 

Fellowships.  We  also  award  to  four  of  our  recent  graduates  Fellowships 
at  an  estimated  value  of  $250  each.  These  Fellowships  are  awarded  to  our 
i-raduates  who  have  shown  special  aptitude  for  scientific  research  in  biology, 
chemistry,  anatomy,  histology,  pathology  and  bacteriology.     These  Follow.; 
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are  required  to  work  one  3'ear  in  the  laboratories.  Tliey  receive,  during  the 
year,  rooui  rent,  light  and  heat,  and  at  close  of  the  year  one  liundred  dollars 
each. 

It  is  due  tlie  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  say  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional 
teachers,  other  things  being  equal,  our  ovvu  graduates  shall  have  the  prefer- 
ence. 

INTERNES.  A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  sjiecial  hospital 
advantages  may  secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known 
as  Internes,  and  are  assigned  to  duty  iu  the  management  of  medical  and 
surgical  cases,  under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ; 
they  are  thus  caused  to  be  practically  familiar  -with  the  management  and 
treatment  of  patients. 

Internes  are  assigned  iu  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  iu  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year  ; 
its  payment  on  entrance  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
months  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Externes.  A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as 
Special  Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  imme- 
diate vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for 
Special  Externes  is  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  fifty  ($50) 
dollars  for  six  months. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing.  Students  required  to  take  exam- 
ination for  ''Advanced  Standing"  must  present  credentials  and  request  such 
examination  on  entrance. 

The  Adeundem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  members  of  the 
medical  profession. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  at  any  time  during  the 
session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the 
regular  Winter  Course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session, 
and  only  to  students  who  have  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Announcement. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Dean  for 
results  of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  results  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of 
each  student,  entitled  to  receive  such. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for 
by  those  doing  such  damage. 
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A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus  and  breakage. 
If  nothing  Las  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all  returned  at  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion, the  five  dollars  is  retui'ued.  All  loss  or  breakage,  if  any,  is  deducted 
and  the  balance  returned. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due 
the  College  have  been  paid. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and 
other  use  of  tobacco  are  permitted  only  in  the  smoking  room.  The  use  of 
tobacco  in  the  lecture  hall,  amphitheatres  or  laboratories  will  be  considered 
:i  violation  of  rules. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  terminate  the  connection  of 
any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper,  disorderly  or 
immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations  are  thus  severed,  by  his  own 
arts,  forfeits  all  rights  in,  and  claims  upon,  this  College. 

The  terms  and  conditions  quoted  in  this  announcement  apply  to  the  ensu- 
ing session  only. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts. 

Boarding  (inciudrtng  Ueut  and  heat)  can  be  obtained  at  from  $3  to  $4  per 
week,  the  cost  of  living  beii.g  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in  the 
country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  ''Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents  and 
friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young 
men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  "N.  E.  earner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it 
will  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose 
of  registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding 
unnecessary  hotel  expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at  the  oflBce 
of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

The  "janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
o-ood  boarding-houses  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

We  are  pleased  to  announce,  that  the  session  just  closed  was  the  most  suc- 
cessful in  the  history  of  the  College.  That  such  should  have  been  the  case 
during  the  uneasy  condition  of  our  National  affairs  is  phenomenal,  and 
attests  the  confidence  of  the  profession  and  people  in  the  merits  of  this 
Institution. 

Our  class  of  400  students  represented  twenty-seven  States  of  the  Union, 
and  the  following  foreign  countries :  Asia  Minor,  Canada,  China,  England, 
Egj'-pt,  Germany,  Porto  Rico,  Russia,  Scotland,  Sj'ria  and  Turkey.

Our  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
Street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
for  COO  students;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine 
andsurgci'3' ;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  andhaving  desks  and 
lockers  for  420  students ;  a  physiological  and  clinical  laboratory,  and  a  jiatho- 
logical  and  bacteriological  laboratory — all  completely  equipped,  including  106 
microscopes,  spectroscopes  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

Our  College  Building  No.  2  contains  omy  dental  department,  an  anatomical 
amphitheatre,  an  anatomical  laboratory,  with  cement  floor  and  table  for  100 
students  at  one  time,  and  laboratories  of  Biology,  Histblogy,  Embryology,  and 
Operative  Surgery.    Our  laboratories  cover  10,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our  Interne  Building  contains  rooms  for  32  Internes,  each  room  being 
well  lighted  and  near  a  bath  room.  The  internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of 
this  department,  and  are  free  from  interruption  of  studies,  and  convenient  to 
all  College  and  hospital  buildings. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  200  beds,  and  is  so  arranged, 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  These  patients 
come  from  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  every  county  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Our  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics. 

Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary,  treats  25,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  furnishes  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes 
under  the  care  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants.

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  creden- 
tials showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges 
of  literature,  science  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  normal  schools,  academies, 
or  equivalent  schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  the  regents'  certificates,  as 
required  bj-  the  statute  of  New  York.* 

Matriculates  in  medicine,  and  graduates  in  pharmacy,  on  presenting 
credentials  showing  such,  are  exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  stvdents  entitled  to  matriculate  icitlwut  examination  are 
requested  to  bring  tlmr  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the 
College,     This  simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 

Students  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required 
to  pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements:  the  writ- 
ing of  an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words;  the 
translation  of  easy  Latin  prose ;  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic 
and  algebra,  and  of  elementary  physics. 

Students  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examinations,  on  any 
subject  or  subjects,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves ;  they  may 
register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the  studies  of  the 
second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required  entrance  examination. 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  exami- 
nation, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  College  on  Wednesdays  at  3  P. 
M.,  during  the  months  of  September  and  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to  ascertain 
whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

We  furnish  an  instructor  in  Latin,  for  a  small  charge,  for  those  who  are 
unable  to  pass  the  preliminary  Latin  examination.  Such  students  are  placed 
in  a  class,  and  required  to  pursue  the  study  of  Latin  at  hours  not  occupied  by 
mec\ical  studies,  that  they  may  be  qualified  to  complete  their  examinations  at 
the  end  of  the  course  or  beginning  of  the  next.  Such  was  the  solution  of 
the  question  the  last  six  sessions;  the  results  obtained  were  satisfactory  to 
the  faculty  and  students. 

TIME    OF    STUDY. 

As  required  by  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  ot  which 
this  College  is  a  member,  four  graded  courses  are  required  prior  to  applying 
for  graduation,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

This  requirement  accords  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
"Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  which  contains  the  following : 

*The  lollowing  is  an  extract  from  the  New  York  law :  'A  Medical  School  may 
matriculate  conditionaHy  a  student  deficient  in  not  more  than  one  year's  academic, 
wcrlcor  12  counts  0*  the  preliminary  education  requii-ement,  provided  ihe  name 
and  deficiency  of  each  student  so  matriculated,  be  filed  at  the  Regent's  office  within 
three  months  after  mati'iculation,  and  that  the  deficiency  be  made  up  before  the 
student  b'- gins  the  second  annual  course  counted  toward  the  degree." 

Note— From  this  extract  it  is  manifest  that  a  Student  registering  from  the  State 
of  New  York  must  present  a  Regent's  certificate,  or  at  least  .3e  of  the  48  academic 
counts  required  for  such  certificate. 

This  requirement  applies  only  to  students  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
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'Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  iu  1899,  or  thereafter,  shall  have  pursued 
the  study  of  mediciue  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  attended  at  least  four 
courses  of  lectures,  of  not  less  than  six  months'  duration  each." 

Graduates  of  reputable  pharmaceutical  and  veterinary  colleges,  bachelors 
of  science,  doctors  of  philosophy  and  students  who  have  pursued 
a  scientific  course,  including  biology,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course, 
their  previous  work  being  considered  the  equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  a 
/iSMr-year  graded  course. 

Students  who  may  be  so  advanced  will  be  required  at  the  end  of  the  term, 
to  pass  examination,  on  any  subject  or  subjects  which  they  may  not  have 
completed  before  entering. 

Students  on  entering  will  be  credited  with  first,  second  and  third  year 
branches  completed  in  other  medical  schools  of  good  standing. 

PROFILE   OF   INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectui'es,  recitations,  laboratory  practice, 
clinical  lectures,  demonstrations,  hospital  and  dispensary  practice,  conferences, 
quizzes  and  reviews. 

The  four  year  plan  of  study  is  of  great  value  to  students  of  mediciue, 
affording  them  time  for  a  thorough  understanding  of  each  step  of  the 
work. 

On  examining  our  curriculum,  it  will  be  observed  that  our  students  com- 
plete a  group  of  studies  each  session;  and  the  assignment  is  such,  that  the 
completion  of  one  group,  qualifies  them  to  master  the  next  higher  group; 
students  advancing  themselves  by  successive  gradations,  step  by  step,  to  the 
degree. 

The  minds  of  students  who  are  thus  timely  advanced  from  a  knowledge 
of  the  less  to  a  knowledge  of  the  greater,  are  truly  developed,  and  not  left 
unable  to  arrive  at  logical  conclusions,  because  of  gaps  of  deficient  knowl- 
edge. 

Four  years  of  study  now  being  required  everywhere,  it  is  important  to 
students,  that  they  select  a  college  where  the  course  is  such  that  they  shall 
be  well  qualified  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  profession. 

Didactic  lectures  or  recitations,  and  laboratory  work,  are  so  arranged- that 
the  latter  shall  closely  follow  the  former,  and  manifest  the  truth  of  princi- 
ples enunciated.  Lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  work,  quizzes  and 
I'eviews  so  conducted,  develop  the  mind,  train  the  reasoning  powers  and 
mature  the  judgment  of  students  for  the  rational  pursuit  of  clinical 
medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics. 

Revie'ws.  A  systematic  course  of  quizzes  and  reviews  on  all  subjects  of 
the  curriculum  will  be  conducted  throughout  the  session,  without  e.rtra  cost  to 
tile  students. 

CURRICULUM. 

The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  semesters ;  the  first  beginning  Septem- 
ber 30th,  and  ending  December  24th;  the  second  beginning  January  3d,  and 
•  extending  to  the-end  of  the  session. 

In  the  following  summary  of  the  curriculum,  the  term  "  Laboratory 
Period"  will  mean  two  and  one-half  hours.

Chemistry. — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Clinics. — In  general  medicine,  surgery  and  in  diseases  of  children. 
Examinations. — At  the  termination  of  the  course,  a  practical  examination,  for 

advanced  standing  on  the  subjects  taught,  will  be  held. 

Second    Year. 

Human  Anatomy. — Three  lectures  per  week  and  five  laboratory  periods,  (on 

afternoons,)  per  week  until  dissection  has  been  completed. 
Physiology. — Two  lectures,  one  demonstration  and  two  laboratory  periods 

per  week. 
Pathology. — Two  lectures,  one  laboratory  review  and  two  laboratory  periods 

per  week. 
Chemistry. — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Materia  Medica. — One  lecture  and  one  recitation  per  week. 
Clinics. — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  diseases  of  children  and  eye  and 

ear. 
Examinations. — Final  examinations  leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  on 

Anatomy,  Physiology,  Pathology  .ind  Chemistry,  on  all  of  which,  laboratory 

work  and  recitations  will  count  fifty  per  cent. 

Third    Year, 

Principles  and  practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine — One  lecture  or 
recitation  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice 
on  three  afternoons  each  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery — One  lecture  per  week  and  hospitaJ  and 
dispensary  practice  on  three  afternoons  each  week. 

Clinical  Surgery — One  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice. 

Obstetrics— One  lecture  and  one  laboratory  period  per  week,  and  clinics  as 
cases  of  labor  occur. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases— One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and 
hospital  and  Dispensary  practice. 

Therapeutics — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Eye  and  Ear— One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  dispensary  practice. 

Gynecology— Two  hours  clinic  weekly  and  hospital  and  dispensary  i)racti(  c 
in  sections  on  six  afternoon  each  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis— One  lecture  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary  prac- 
tice. 
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Hj'giene — One  lecture  weekly,  during  the  first  semester. 
Medical  Jurisprudence — One  lecture  weekly  during  the  second  semester. 
Operative  Surgery — Two  lectures    and    two    laboratory  periods  per   week 
(Sections.) 

Bacteriology  One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week  during  the 
session. 

Dermatology — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 

Bandaging — In  sections,  on  afternoons. 

Clinics— General  medicine,  general  surgery,  obstetrics,  nervous  and  mental 
diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  gynecologj^,  dermatology,  and  diseases 
of  the  rectum. 

Examinations — On  Saturdays,  during  the  month  of  March,  final  examina- 
tions will  be  held  on  the  following  subjects :  Dermatology,  hygiene  and 
medical  jurisprudence.  At  the  termination  of  the  course,  final  examina- 
tions leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  on  thenipeutics,  operative  and 
clinical  surgery,  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and   mental  diseases. 

Fourth   Year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  —  Three  lectures  and  one  clinic  per 
week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice  on  three  afternoons  each 
week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery — Two  lectures  per  week  and  hospital  and 
dispensary  practice  three  afternoons  each  week. 

Clinical  Surgery — One  clinic  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice. 

Obstetrics — Two  lectures  per  week  and  clinics  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur. 
Students  are  required  to  attend  from  10  to  15  cases  during  the  session 

Gynecology — One  lecture  per  week,  two  hours  clinic,  and  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary practice  six  afternoons  each  week. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital 
and  dispensary  practice  on  three  afternoons  per  week. 

Therapeutics — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Diseases  of  Children — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital 
practice. 
_  Clinical  Pathology — One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Clinics — General  Medicine,  general  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose, 
throat  and  chest,  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  diseases 
of  children,  dermatology  and  rectal  diseases. 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  in  other  schools,  any  subject 
or  subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course  may  be  examined  on  such,  either  in 
September  or  in  the  second  week  in  January. 

Examinations — At  the  close  of  this  coufse  final  examinations  for  the  degree 
will  be  held  on  Principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and  prac- 
tice of  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  nose,  throat  and  chest,  :.iy(\ 
diseases  of  children.

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DIDACTIC.    LABORATORY    AND    CLINICAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Biology, 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Embryology,  will  be  confined 
to  first  year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the 
origin,  development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and  time  of 
animal  and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic 
examination  of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm, 
amphio.xus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes;  and  will  be 
sufficient  to  complete  a  series  from  Ihe  amoeba,  or  unicellular  organism  to  the 
cat  as  tlie  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and 
dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human 
body. 

The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  begin  February  1st  and  continue 
until  March  30th. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  foi  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon, 
will  be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin^ 
plates,  dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The 
initial  study  in  anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be 
taught  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  exami- 
nation and  study  of  each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor.  The  study 
of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the 
anatomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of 
anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissection  of  the  whole  human 
body  during  the  first  and  second  year,  ocie  part  being  completed  the  first 
year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is  re- 
quired to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood  vessels, 
viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons,  between  3 
and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  is  required  on 
(ach  ])art.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the  laboratory  at 
appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a  card  issued  by 
the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work,  has  the  opportunity 
of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations,  50  per  cent,  of  the  final  exami- 
nation on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year,  three  lectures  per  week 
being  given.  But  the  most  important  part  of  the  work  will, be  done  in  the 
laboratory,  where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary 
ajiparatus,  staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with 
tissue  as  fresh  from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe 
i^ections  of  tissue  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal 
histological  structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  compllete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  reci- 
tations, reviews  and  laboratory  work  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  in  physiology  is  conducted  during  the  second  year. 
Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  muscle  and 
nerve  fibre,  blood  pressure,  respiration  and  digestion.  The  College  provides 
animals  for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Pathology. 

Pathology  is  taken  up  during  the  second  year.  Normal  histology  having 
been  completed  during  the  first  year,  the  student  is  now  prepared  to  study 
the  abnormal  or  pathological  histology.  Three  lectures  or  recitations,  chiefly 
on  general  pathology,  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this 
course  is  the  laboratory  work.  Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope 
and  other  necessary  apparatus,  and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe 
the  sections  under  the  microscope.  The  laboratory  course  in  general  path- 
ology, will  consist  of  the  microscopic  examination  of  a  series  of  very  care- 
fully arranged  sections  ready  for  mounting,  showing  the  processes  of 
inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis.  Then  will  follow  in  logical  suc- 
cession, the  degenerations  and  infiltrations,  beginning  with  cloudy  swelling  and 
running  through  the  various  modifications  of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline, 
amyloid  and  calcareous  changes.  Then,  cronic  passive  congestions  and  dis- 
eases of  the  special  organs,  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidneys  and  lungs, 
closing  with  the  infective  granulomata,  leprosy,  syphilis  and  tuberculosis. 

The  students  are  required  to  mount  their  own  slides,  which,  after  study, 
become  their  own  property  and  form  a  very  good  nucleus  for  reference  in 
subsequent  practice. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology  and  pathology,  will  be  the  use  of 
the  new  project io7i  microscope,  by  means  of  which,  each  specimen  for  the  day's 
study,  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters,  (5000,)  and  projected  on  a 
screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  niagnified  imag'e  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  28. 3  square  feet 
Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher,  prior  to  mdivid- 
ual  microscopic  study.    A  brief  discourse  on  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion for  the  day  is  given  by  the  Pathologist  at  the  beginning  of  the  labora 
tory  period. 

Gross  Fdthology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autoj)- 
sies,  which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  taught  during  the  first  ajid  second  years — general  inorganic 
chemistry  during  the  first  year  and  organic  and  analytical  during  the  second 
This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lowet,  Uhtil  the  work  is  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year.     Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has 
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his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker,  of  which  he  carries  the  kej'.  In  chemistry, 
as  in  all  other  laboratory  courses,  fifty  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and 
recitation  is  credited  each  student  on  his  final  examination  when  the  work 
has  been  satisfactory. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject  is  taught  during  the  third  year.  Lectures  by  means  of  which 
students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  properties  and 
classification  of  bacteria  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the 
work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where,  is  taught  the  making 
of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the 
inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultuies,  tl)eir  growth  and  examination,  the 
inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  modes  of  sterilization. 

OPERATIVE    SURGERY. 

Students  of  the  third  year,  receive  instruction  in  operative  surgery.  Lectures 
will  be  supplemented  by  charts,  diagrams  and  demonstrations  on  animals  and 
cadavers. 

In  the  laboratory  work,  students,  in  sections,  are  required  to  witness  or 
practice  on  animals  and  cadavers,  amputations,  resection,  ligation  of  arteries, 
trephining,  perineal  sections  and  operations  in  abdominal  surgery.  The  admin- 
istration of  anaesthetics,  to  lessen  suffering  in  animals,  gives  students  valuable 
practice  in  anaesthesia.  The  woik  in  the  laboratory  of  operative  surgery  is 
invaluable  to  students,  in  qualifying  them  to  comprehend  clinical  surgery. 

CLINICAL    PATHOLOGY. 

Senior  students  will  pursue  this  study.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  per  week 
on  the  general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  stomach, 
abnoimal  urine  with  its  significance,  sputum,  pathology  of  blood,  abnormal 
alvine  examination  and  cutaneous  parasites.  Laboratory  work,  constitutes 
the  essential  feature  of  this  course.  Students  of  the  fourth  year,  are  required 
to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  each  week  during  the  session.  This 
course  will  consist  of  examination  of  stomach  contents,  as  to  reactions,  of 
pure  solutions,  reactions  and  determination  of  artificial  juices,  and  in 
health  and  disease  ;  urinary  analysis,  embracing  characteristics  and  examina- 
tions of  normal  urine,  chemical  detection  of  abnormal  constituents,  micro- 
scopical examination  of  normal  and  abnormal  sediments;  fieces,  embracing 
their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoebae,  and  undigested  food  particles . 
blood,  including  examination  in  health  and  disease,  the  detection  of  the 
malarial  organism  and  other  parasities,  counting  corpuscles  ;  use  of  htemacy. 
tometer,  hamoglobinometer,  ureaometer,  urinonicter,  saccharometer,  albumi- 
nometer  and  spectroscope,  sputum,  staining  and  characteristics  of  bacteria, 
pus,  ice  ;  parasites  of  the  skin,  and  examination  of  exudates.  A  microscope 
and  chemical  apparatus  is  furnished  to  each  student. 

A  laboratory  fee  of  fifteen  dollars  (flo)  is  required  of  students  of  the  frH, 
Kccond  and  third  year  classes,  payment  of  which  entitles  students  of  the  first 
year  to  materials  in  the  biological  laboratory,  (including  embryology  and  com- 
parative anatomj',)  histological,  chemical  and  anatomical  laboratories,  as 
specified  in  the  curriculum  ;  students  (>f  the  second  year  class  to  materials 
in   the   anatomical,   physiological,   pathological  and  cl)emiral  laboratories ; 
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students  of  the  third  year  to  materials  in  bacteriological  and  surgical  labora- 
tories. Students  of  the  fourth  year  or  senior  class,  pay  ten  dollars  ($10)  for 
material  in  the  clinical  laboratory.  Students  of  the  first  and  second  year 
classes,  not  working  in  all  laboratories  of  their  respective  classes,  pay  only 
at  the  rate  of  five  dollars  ($5)  per  laboratory.  Those  of  the  third  year,  not 
-working  in  both  laboratories  pay  ($7.50)  seven  and  a  half  dollars  only. 

MATERIA    MEDICA. 

This  subject  is  taught  during  the  second  year,  by  lectures  and  recltati  ons 
Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class,  that 
students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They  arc 
taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  but  because  of 
the  general  importance  of  this  subject  the  instruction  on  therapeutics  is 
repeated  during  the  senior  or  fourth  year. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  bj'  a  professor 
of  extensive  experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground 
students  in  all  essentials  of  obstetrics ;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by 
plates,  diagrams,  wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by 
quizzes  and  reviews.  Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnoses  of  the 
several  presentations  and  positions.    This  course  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third  year  class,  in  sections,  the 
demonstrator  of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various 
presentations  and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes 
of  delivery;  abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each; 
version ;  application  of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for 
safe  delivery.  Models  and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstration. 
Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics  are  also 
given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year  students  are  sum- 
moned to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  ausculate  the  fcEtal  heart, 
measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammae  and 
uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  the  new-born  infant. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  third  year  and  senior 
classes  by  clinics  in  ob.stetrics. 

Prof.  BuiNTON  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  un- 
favorable results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By 
prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Mary- 
land Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.-  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of   labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
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natural  clelivcry,  in  application  of  forceiw,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
in  removing  placent;e,  and  in  the  various  operations  retidered  imperative  in 
dyostcia. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twelve  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  portals 
with  a  practica.  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent 
to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice 
of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department  is  conducted  in  conjunction  with 
the  Dispensary;  cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered,  and  when  labor  ensues, 
are  attended  by  our  advanced  students,  under  guidance  of  the  Demonxtrator 
of  ObUetricH.     , 

Members  of  our  recent  senior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  extra  cases 
in  the  out-door  department. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine. 

Students  receive  instruction  on  practice  of  medicine  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years.  Kecitations  or  lectures  on  selected  subjects  are  given  during 
the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students  at  the  end  of 
tills  j'ear  are  well  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or  senior 
year.  The  classification  adopted^  being  after  a  natural  order  and  simple, 
enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will. 

The  order  in  which  groups  are  presented,  is  as  follows :  Local,  organic, 
general  and  infectious  diseases.  Clinical  medicine  is  taught  during  the 
whole  four  years.  During  the  third  and  fourth  years,  in  addition  to  clinics  in 
the  amphitheatre,  students  are  required  to  work  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary 
on  three  afternoons  each  week.     Frequent  reviews  are  given. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years.  Special  lectures  are  given  on  neurology.  The  lecture  will  be  well 
illustrated  with  diagrams,  charts,  modelsand  histological  preparations.  Prac- 
tical lessons  on  electricity  are  given.  This  department  is  conducted  by  a 
'.ipecialist  on  "Nervous  and  IMental  Diseases."  He  will  clinic  in  the  amphithea- 
tre once  weekly,  presenting  during  the  session  a  series  of  cases  as  types. 
Reviews  will  be  held  when  necessary. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  will  be  taught  by  the  professor 
of  these  subjects.  He  will  give  instruction  in  rhinology,  laryngology  and 
diseases  of  the  chest ;  his  lectures  or  recitations  will  be  illustrated,  and  sup- 
plemented by  quizzes.  Physical  diagnosis  will  receive  the  attention  its 
importance  suggests. 

Clinics  will  be  given  in  the  amphitheatre  once  a  week,  demonstrating  the 
diagnoses  and  treatment  required. 

Hospital  and  dispensary  practice  is  required  in  this  branch,  each  student 
of  the  third  and  fourth  year  classes  being  required  to  practice  inspection,  pal- 
pation, auscultation,  percussion,  rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 
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Diseases  of  Children. 

Diseases  of  Cbiklren,  than  wliioli  tlicre  are  few  more  important  subjects, 
will  be  presented  in  an  attractive  manner,  and  discussed  from  scientific  and 
practical  standpoints.  Paediatrics  will  be  considered  as  becomes  conserva- 
tive and  successful  pbysicians. 

Clinics  are  given  in  the  aniphitlieatre  and  the  usual  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice  in  the  hospital. 

Hygiene. 

Hygiene  is  taught  during  the  first  semester  of  the  third  year  ;  sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  hygiene  of  homes,  public  institutions  and  communities  are  con- 
sidered. 

Medical    Jurisprudence. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  by  a  prominent  member  of  the  Baltimore 
Bar  during  the  second  semester  of  the  third  year.  A  brief  and  practical 
course  is  given. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. 
In  llie  course  upon  this  eminently  practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will 
be  to  make  the  student  thoroughly  understand  the  broad  principles  of  the 
science,  and  thus  fit  him  for  the  successful  practice  of  the  art.    Instruction  is 
given  by  recitation,  lectures  and  quizzes. 

Clinical  Surgery. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  the  patient 
and  operator,  sterilization  of  instruments  dressings,  &c.  Clinics  in  general 
surgery  arc  given  in  this  school  during  the  entire  four  years.  During  the 
third  and  fourth  years  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  by  hospital 
and  dispensary  work. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology. 
Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  directed  to  the  practical  use  of 
the  ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnoses  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Gynecology. 

Instruction  in  gyneology  is  given  during  the  entire  third  and  fourth  years, 
by  means  of  recitations  and  lectures.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds 
two  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

The  most  approved  aseptic  method  of  performing  major  and  minor  opera- 
tions are  demonstrated. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnosis  the  class 
is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  work  in  the  dispensary. 

HOSPITAL    AND    DISPENSARY    PRACTICE. 

In  additioii  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  already  mentioned, 
our  entire  third  and  fourth  year  classes  are  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
and  dispensary  work.     Every  member  of  the  third  and  fourth  year  classes 
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is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  three  times  a  week, 
throughout  the  session.  This  practical  work  is  done  on  afteruoons,  and  in 
sections,  in  the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  and 
College  Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  or  dispensary  to  the  medical 
or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery  and  obstet- 
rics, witness  and  assist  iu  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of  sui'gical 
dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  recording  of  pulse,  res- 
piration and  temperature;  witness  and  practice  physical  diagnosis  in  medical 
and  surgical  cases;  observe  the  condition  and  management  of  lying-in- 
women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants ;  practice  diagnosis  in  gyne- 
cology; observe  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness  important  features  of  the 
medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  &c  ,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  medicine  is  taught  at  the  bedside  iu  the  hospital  wards,  or  demon- 
stration room,  and  in  the  dispensary.  Medical  diagnosis  will  be  tauglit  by 
demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on  hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by 
the  teacher  taking  cases  before  a  section  and  having  students  examine  the 
blood,  urine,  &c.,  microscopically.  He  will  here  bs  taught  to  apply  his 
knowledge.  Urgent  operations  on  patients,  admitted  after  college  hours, 
are  performed  in  the  operating  room  of  the  hospital,  or  in  the  amphitheatre, 
the  internes  being  summoned  to  witness  them. 

Clinical  obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  hospital  w-ork  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered  to  have  com- 
pleted his  course  at  this  College,  unless  he  has  complied  with  the  regulations 
for  hospital  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary  section 
work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE    PRELIMINARY     FALL   COURSE, 

the  lectures  of  whicli  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  will  begin  Wed- 
nesday, September  1, 1898,  and  continue  until  September  29,  1898. 

It  consists  of  elementaiy,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work 
and  demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  tlie 
greater  requirements  of  the  regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course, 
lectures  will  be  delivered  on  anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology,  prin- 
ciples and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  preliminaries  to  surgical 
operations,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine,  labora- 
tory obstetrics,  gynecology,  ophthalmology  and  otology,  clinical  obstetrics, 
clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and 
clinical  ophthalmology  and  otology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity 
clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of  the  rectum.  During  the 
preliminary  Fall  Course, 

1st  course  students  work  in  the  Histological  laboratory. 

2d  course  students  in  the  Chemical  laboratory. 

3d  course  students  in  the  Bacteriological  laboratory. 

4th  course  studeitts  in  the  laboratory  of  Clinical  Pathology. 
Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classes  of  students,  September  1st.    Labora- 
tory work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the  follow- 
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ing  regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by  students 
during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college  expenses. 
All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when  possible. 

It  will  be  observed,  that  in  the  arrangement  of  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course 
elementary  lectures  are  given  for  the  instruction  of  the  first  course  students, 
that  they  may  be  prepared  to  comprehend  the  more  advanced  work,  which 
begins  October  1st,  as  well  as  for  the  second  course,  third  course  and  senior 
students,  to  whom  both  elementary  and  advanced  lectures  are  given,  that  tlie 
mind,  after  the  summer  holiday,  may  be  disciplined  for  the  more  earnest  work 
of  the  Regular  Winter  Course. 

Students  are  advised  to  take  this  course,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  October 
1st,  that  mental  discipline  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in 
deportment,  twenty-one  j'ears  of  age,  have  attended  four  full  courses  of 
instruction,  the  last  of  which  must  have  been  in  this  College ;  have  paid  all 
fees  due  the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Scholarships.  In  accordance  with  the  liberal  spirit  of  the  times,  and  in 
order  to  place  a  medical  education  within  reach  of  worthy  and  well  qualified 
young  men  of  limited  means,  such  will  be  admitted  on  the  payment  of  a 
special  or  scholarship  tuition  of  $70.00.  The  following  is  the  summary  of 
fees  for  scholarship  :

No  reduction  of  these  fees  will  be  made.  No  ticket  will  be  issued  until  all 
fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

All  fees,  except  for  graduation,  must  be  paid  at  the  beginning  of  the  session 
at  the  time  of  matriculation.    No  deviation  from  this  rule  will  be  permitted. 

Graduates  of  medicine,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  attend  lectures,  are 
required  to  pay  the  matriculation  and  scholarship  fees  of  seventy-five  dollars 
($75) ;  those  desiring  to  graduate  are  required  to  pay  the  examination  fee  also 
and  pass  an  examination  on  the  senior  branches.  Graduates  of  this  College 
are  required  to  pay  the  matriculation  fee  only ;  they  are  exempt  irom  pay- 
ment of  tuition ;  they  will  pay  the  laboratory  fee  should  they  desire  to  do 
laboratory  work. 

Persons  wishing  to  attend  one  or  more  special  courses  can  do  so  by  paying 
the  matriculation  fee  and  the  lecture  fee  for  the  ticket  of  the  professors  whose 
lectures  they  attend. 
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Fourth  Year  or  Senior  students  who  are  candidates  for  graduation  must 
pay  to  the   Dean,   on  or  before  January  3d,  au  examination  fee  of  thirty 
dollars,  which  will  under  no  circumstances  be  returned. 


Three  College  Free  Scholarships. 

Three  College  Free  Scholarships  to  be  awarded  after  competitive  exam- 
inations to  be  held  in  March,  1899,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  have  been 
established. 

These  fi'ee  scholarships  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition 
the  ensuing  session,  and  will  be  awarded  as  follows: 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology,  Histology  and  Chemistry  ;  one  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examina- 
tion on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Pathology  and  Chemistry ;  one  to  the  student  at 
the  end  of  the  third  year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  ou 
Bacteriology  and  Operatim  Surgery. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  l.ate  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  will  beknown  as  the  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships," 
and  will  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  free  tuition  the  fourth  year. 

Two  such  scholarships  will  be  awarded  to  students  of  the  fourth  year  oi 
graduating  class  for  ensuing  sessions  1898  and  1899,  after  a  competitive  exami- 
nation on  Bactevioloyy  and  Operative  Surgery,  to  be  held  at  the  College  on 
Mondaj',  September  26,  1898  ;  all  .students  of  the  fourth  year  or  senior  class 
who  have  pursued  their  previous  studies  either  in  this  or  other  colleges  being 
entitled  to  take  the  examination. 

Two  of  such  scholarships,  entitling  the  holders  thereof  to  free  tuition  for 
session  1899  and  1900,  will  also  be  awarded  to  the  two  students  of  the  third 
year  class  who  pass  the  best  practical  examination  on  Bacteriology  and 
Operative  Surgery,  in  March,  1899. 

Honors  and  Prizes. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence 
and  laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medi- 
cine, surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  magna  cum  kuide  will  be 
conferred  on  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination  ;  and  the  degree 
of  M.  D.,  cwm  Zrt(((fe  will  be  conferred  on  the  next  six  students,  passing  the 
best  final  examinations,  the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme, 
and  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of  respective  merits. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  seven  students 
whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the  7lh  student 
receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  cum  Inude. 

The  Robert  W.  .lohnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Prof.  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  IVIoseh'  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  Avill  be, 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

Students  entitled  to ''class  Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  programme 
and  announced  at  the  commencement. 
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Seats. 


Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  aud  amphitheatres  are  numbered,  the  numters 
beginniug  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  ■will  be  registered  in  a  special  register,  aud  seats  assigned  them  in 
order  of  such  registration.  This  entitles  them  to  such  seats  the  entire  term, 
provided  they  pass  the  entrance  examination  on  arrival;  should  they  not 
succeed  in  passing  this  examination,  the  fee  will  be  returned.  Credentials 
exempting  from  the  entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same 
mail.  When  received  they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This 
saves  time  to  the  student  on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus 
insured  ;  each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not 
required  to  obtain  it.- 

SPRING     COURSE. 

A  supplementary  Spring  Course,  beginning  April  1st  and  ending  May 
2Tth,  will  be  conducted.  Puisuit  of  this  course  is  optional  to  students.  'It 
does  not  count  as  a  course  for  graduation  ;  it  is  given  for  the  benefit  of  stu- 
dents who  may  have  time  and  means  to  embrace  the  opportunity  presented. 

This  course  will  embrace  daily  laboratory  aud  clinical  instruction,  begin- 
ning at  10  A.  M.  and  ending  at  2  P.  M. 

Its  chief  object  is  to  present  to  students  the  opportunity  of  reviewing  and 
emphasizing  the  salient  features  of  the  Winter  Course. 

During  the  Spring  Course,  class  instruction  will  be  regularly  conducted  in 
the  clinical  and  bacteriological  laboratories.  These  laboratory  courses  will 
be  thorough,  and  students  completing  them,  will  receive  due  credit  therefor, 
and  not  be  required  to  pursue  such  work  during  the  ensuing  Winter  Course. 

The  bacteriological  laboratory  will  be  open  to  2d  and  3d  year  students;  the 
clinical  laboratory  to  4th  year  students. 

The  Spring  Course  is  also  open  to  graduates  in  medicine  who  may  desire 
to  pursue  a  post-graduate  coursa  in  laboratory  and  clinical  work. 

Completion  of  these  Laboratory  Courses  will  be  of  especial  value  to  stu- 
dents, not  only  in  tlie  acquisition  of  valuable  knowledge,  but  in  providing 
more  time  for  study  during  the  following  Winter  Course.

This  Matriculation  and  Tuition  Fee  will  be  deducted  from  the  fees  required 
for  the  ensuing  Winter  Course. 

Students  who  pursue  the  course  in  the  Clinical  and  Bacteriological  Labora- 
tories, will  pay  in  addition,  the  usual  laboratory  fee,  which  wili  also  be 
deducted  from  the  amount  required  for  ensuing  course.  Students  desiring  to 
remain  for  the  Spring  Course,  should  matriculate  early,  that  they  may  have 
seats  assigned  them  and  be  arranged  in  sections  for  the  Laboratory  Courses, 
and  for  Clinical  Obstetrics. 

Students  matriculating  for  the  Spring  Course,  will  be  entitled  to  the  seats 
then  assigned  them,  on  returning  for  the  Winter  Course. 
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MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  seven  hundred  thousand 
people,  furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  inju- 
ries ;  has  a  salubrious  climate;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial 
hospitality ;  is  connected  by  railway  or  water  with  every  other  city  in  the 
world  ;  is  yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as  a  great 
medical  centre  ;  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a 
medical  education,  or  reside  within  her  limits. 

College  Branch    of  the  Young  Men's   Christian   Association. 

This  has  proven  a  valuable  aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits  and 
in  keeping  young  men  in  good  moral  environment  and  in  helping  them  by 
precept  and  example  to  successfully  oppose  temptations  and  habits  calcu- 
lated to  militate  against  their  success  in  life. 

The  College  branch  in  this  institution  has  a  reception  and  reading  room 
especially  constructed  and  set  apart  for  its  use,  and  is  directed  entirely  by 
our  students.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates:

(3)  2d  Assistant  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(4)  3d  Assistant  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(5)  4th  Assistant  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(6)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(7)  Dispensary  Physician  of  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary. 

(8)  Twenty  assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Fellowships. 

We  also  award  to  four  of  our  recent  graduates  Fellowships  at  an 
estimated  value  of  $250  each.  These  Fellowships  are  awarded  to  our 
graduates  who  have  shown  special  aptitude  for  scientific  research  in  biology, 
chemistry,  anatomy,  histology,  pathology  and  bacteriology.  These  Fellows 
are  required  to  work  one  year  in  the  laboratories.  They  receive,  during  the 
year,  room  rent,  light  and  heat,  and  at  close  of  the  year  one  hundred  dollars 
each. 

Standing  Policy  in  Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional  teach- 
ers, other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  shall  have  the  preference. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  i  i  the  hospital,    guch  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
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are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases, 
under  the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ;  they  are  thus  caused 
to  be  practically  familiar  with  tlie  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  Interueships  should  apply  early. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year; 
its  payment  on  entrance  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
mouths  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Externes.  A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as 
I'pecial  Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  imme- 
diate vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for 
Special  Externes  is  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  fifty  ($50) 
dollars  for  six  months 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing.  Students  required  to  take 
examinations  for  "Advanced  Standing"  must  present  credentials  and  request 
such  examination  on  entrance. 

Athletics. 

Base  ball  and  foot  ball  clubs  are  favored  by  the  faculty,  for  students  who 
desire  such  outdoor  exercise. 


The  Adevndem  degree  is  conferred  only  on  distinguished  members  of  the 
medical  profession. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present,  in  person,  to  receive  thein. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  maybe  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the 
regular  Winter  Course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session 
and  only  to  students  who  liave  complied  with  all  the  requirements  of  the 
Announcement. 

No  degiee  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due 
the  College  have  been  paid. 

F'eeSjWhen  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Dean  for 
results  of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  results  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of 
eacli  student,  entitled  to  receive  such. 
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Defacing  the  walls  or  funiituie  ot  the  College  will  he  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for 
by  those  doing  such  damage. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus  and  btcakage. 
If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all  returned  at  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion, the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  or  breakage,  if  any,  is  deducted, 
and  the  balance  returned. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and 
other  use  of  tobacco  are  not  permitted.  The  use  of  tobacco  in  the  lecture 
hall,  amphitheatres  or  laboratories  will  be  considered  a  violation  of  rules. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  terminate  the  connection  of 
any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper,  disorderly  or 
immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations  are  thus  severed,  by  his  oxrn 
arts,  forfeits  all  rights  in,  and  claims  upon,  this  College.  We  also  reserve  the 
right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  students  because  of  what  we  may  consider 
mental  or  moral  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

The  terms  and  conditions  quoted  in  this  announcement  apply  to  the  en- 
suing session  only. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  adviseil 
to  pay  eitlier  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  ($3)  per 
week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in  the 
country  presenting  e(|ual  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  tlie  College 
y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents  and 
friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young 
men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
tlie  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  "N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected  ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
essary hotel  expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at  the  office  of  the 
Dean  in  the  College  building. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
"ood  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

Annual  Announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to  merit, 
such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  as  given  in  lectures,  the  concurrent  delineation 
of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the  ultimate  application  of 
knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases, 
observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dispensary  practice. 
.  During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  313  students  represented  twenty- 
three  States  of  the  Union  and  the  following  foreign  countries:  Canada, 
Cuba,  Germany,  Russia,  Scotland  and  Turkey.

We  may  be  pardoned  for  stating  that  but  few  Medical  Colleges  have  grown 
in  professional  and  popular  favor  so  rapidly  as  this,  and  that  but  few  have 
spent  such  sums  of  money  in  so  short  a  period  for  the  erection  of  college 
and  hospital  buildings,  and  the  establishment  and  equipment  of  laboratories. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  INSTRUCTION. 

Our  modern  and  imposing  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to 
their  adaptability  to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square, 
fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  but  imme- 
diately adjacent  to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building  to 
building,  without  loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement 
weather. 

Our  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
for  600  students ;  an  ideal  ampTdUieatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine 
and  surgery  ;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  andhaving  desks  and 
lockers  for  420  students;  a  pliysiolor/ical  and  clinical  laboratory,  and  a  histo- 
logical, <patholo(jical  and  bacteriological  laboratory — all  completely  equipped, 
including   106  microscopes,  spectroscopes  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

Our  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  North  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  college  building  and  hospitals,  con- 
tains our  denial  depai'tment,  &n  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical  labora- 
tory, with  cement  floor  and  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  labora- 
tories of  Biology,  Embryology,  and  Operative  Surgery.  Our  laboratories  cover 
10,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our  Interne  Building,  situated  ou  Howard  street,  adjoining  college  build- 
ing No.  2  contains  rooms  for  £2  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
near  a  bathroom.  The  internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of  this  department, 
and  arc  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  convenient  to  all  College 
and  hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  in  the  rear  witli  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  the  College  building. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  200  beds,  and  is  so  arranged, 
that  patients  -may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitlieatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  These  patients 
come  from  the  city  of  Baltimore,  and  every  county  in  the  State  of  Maryland. 
Special  operating  and  dressing  rooms,  situated  ou  the  east  side  of  the  hospital, 
on  the  third  floor,  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical 
instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  apparatus 
for  locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  &c.  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  are  performed  there  daily. 

Our  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  deliveries  occur  in  this  hospital  annually. 
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Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  25,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  furnishes  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes, 
under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants.  Our  dis- 
pensary occupies  the  entire  basement  floor  of  the  College  building,  as  well  as 
one-half  of  the  second  floor,  and  its  large  rooms  are  used  in  practical  sec- 
tion work  for  our  students. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  over  GOO  patients, 
is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill.  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  presents 
rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

Three  Courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course  which  will  begin  Friday,  September  Ist, 

1899,  and  end  Thursday,  September  28th.   This  course  is  optional  to  students. 
(See  page  20.) 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 28th,  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  Saturday,  March  3lst, 

1900.  This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the 
degree. 

3d.  A  supplementary  Spring  Course,  (optional  to  students.  See  page  23.) 

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  creden- 
tials showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges 
of  literature,  science  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  normal  schools,  academies, 
or  equivalent  schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  the  regents'  certificates,  as 
required  by  the  statute  of  New  York.* 

Matriculates  in  medicine,  and  graduates  in  pharmacy,  on  presenting 
credentials  showing  such,  are  exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  without  ex/imination  are 
requested  to  bring  their  certificates  icith  ihcni  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the 
College.     This  simnle  precaution  saves  'much  valuable  timt. 

Matriculants  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required 
to  pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements:  the  writ- 

*The  following  is  an  extract  from  the  New  York  law ;  "A  Medical  School  may 
matriculate  conditionally  a  student  dellcient  in  not  more  than  one  year's  academic 
work  or  12  counts  of  the  in-elimiuaiy  education  requirement,  provided  the  name 
and  deficiency  of  each  student  so  matriculated  be  filed  at  the  Regent's  ofllce  within 
three  months  after  matriculation,  and  that  the  deficiency  be  made  up  before  the 
Btudent  begins  the  second  anniial  course  counted  toward  the  degree." 

Note— From  this  extrcact  it  is  manifest  that  a  Student  registering  from  the  State 
of  New  Yorlsmu.t  iiiesent  a  Kegent's  certificate,  or  at  least  36  of  the  48  academic 
counts  required  for  such  certifl(  ate. 

This  requirement  applies  only  to  students  of  the  State  of  New  York. 
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ing  of  an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words;  the 
translation  of  easy  Latin  prose ;  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic 
and  algebra,  and  of  elementary  physics. 

Matriculants  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examinations,  or,  on 
any  subject  or  subjects  thereof,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves ;  they 
may  register  and  pursue  their  studies  oae  year,  but  cannot  begin  the  studies 
of  the  second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required  entrance  examination. 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  tlic  entrance  exami- 
nation, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  College  on  Wednesdays  at  3  P. 
M.,  during  the  months  of  September  and  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to   ascertain. 

whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

Matriculants  who  maybe  conditioned  on  Latin  c-Thyslcs  on  entering,  may  nursua 
these  studies  duri  pg  hours  otiierwise  unoccupied,  under  an  instructo.-  recomm  nded 
by  the  College,  and  pass  examinations  on  such  subjects  at  the  end  of  the  session  or 
at  the  beginnin.'^  of  the  next. 

TIME   OF   STUDY. 

As  required  by  the  "x^ssociation  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  of  which 
this  College  is  a  member,  four  graded  courses  are  required  prior  to  applying 
for  graduation,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

This  requirement  accords  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution  of  the 
"Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  which  contains  the  following : 
"Candidates  for  the  degree  of  M.  D  ,  in  1899,  or  thereafter,  shall  have  pursued 
the  study  of  medicine  for  a  period  of  four  years,  and  attended  at  least  four 
courses  of  lectures,  of  not  less  than  six  months'  duration  each." 

Graduates  of  reputable  pharmaceutical  and  veterinary  colleges,  bachelors 
of  science,  doctors  of  philosophy  and  students  who  have  pursued 
a  scientific  course,  including  biology,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course, 
their  previous  work  being  considered  the  equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  a 
four-year  graded  course. 

Students  who  may  be  so  advanced  will  be  required  at  the  end  of  the  term, 
to  pass  examination,  on  any  subject  or  subjects  which  they  may  not  have 
completed  before  entering. 

Students  on  entering  will  be  credited  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second 
and  third-year  branches  completed  in  other  medical  schools  of  good  stand- 
ing. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  practice, 
clinical  lectures,  demonstrations,  hospital  and  dispensary  practice,  conferencet, 
quizzes  and  reviews. 

The  four-year  plan  of  study  is  of  great  value  to  students  of  medicine, 
affording  them  time  for  a  thorough  understanding  of  each  step  of  the 
work. 

On  examining  our  curriculum,  it  will  be  observed  that  our  students  com- 
plete a  group  of  studies  each  session;  and  the  assignment  is  such,  that  the

completion  of  one  group,  qualifies  them  to  master  the  next  higher  group; 
students  advancing  themselves  by  successive  gradations,  step  by  step,  to  the 
degree. 

The  miinds  of  students  who  are  thus  timely  advanced  from  a  knowledge 
of  the  less  to  a  knowledge  of  the  greater,  are  truly  developed,  and  not  left 
unable  to  arrive  at  logical  conclusions,  because  of  gaps  of  deficient  knowl- 
edge. 

Four  years  of  study  now  being  required  everywhere,  it  is  important  to 
students,  that  they  select  a  college  where  the  course  is  such  that  they  shall 
be  well  qualified  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  duties  of  their  profession. 

Didactic  lectures  or  recitations,  and  laboratory  work,  are  so  arranged  that 
the  latter  shall  closely  follow  the  former,  and  manifest  the  truth  of  princi- 
ples enunciated.  Lectures,  rec'catioas,  laboratory  work,  quizzes  and 
reviews  so  conducted,  develop  the  mind,  train  the  reasoning  powers  and 
mature  the  judgment  of  students  for  the  rational  pursuit  of  clinical 
medicine,  surgery  and  obstetrics. 

Reviews.  A  systematic  course  of  quizzes  and  reviews  on  all  subjects  of 
the  curriculum  will  be  conducted  throughout  the  session,  without  extra  cost. 

CURRICULUM. 

The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  semesters ;  the  first  beginning  Septem- 
ber 28th,  and  ending  December  23d ;  the  second  beginning  January  2d,  and 
extending  to  March  31st. 

In  the  following  summary  of  the  curriculum,  the  term  "  Laboratory 
Period"  will  mean  two  and  one-half  hours. 

The  arrangement  of  the  curriculum  is  such  that  students  devote  the  first 
and  second  years  to  the  study  of  the  fundamental  or  primal  branches, 
which  they  complete  with  final  examination  at  the  end  of  the  second  course. 

The  third  year  is  devoted  to  the  progressive  study  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  and  the  special  divisions  thereof. 

At  tne  end  of  the  third  year,  the  following  subjects  are  completed  with 
final  examinations:  Pathology,  therapeutics,  operative  surgery,  diseases  of 
the  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  hygiene  and  medical  jurispru- 
dence. 

During  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  students  pursue  the  study  of  medicine, 
surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of  chil- 
dren, and  pass  final  examinations  thereon  at  the  end  of  the  session.  In  the 
study  of  these  branches  during  the  fourth  year,  a  large  proportion  of  time  is 
devoted  to  general  and  special  clinics,  and  to  hospital  and  dispensary  work, 
and  work  in  the  clinical  laboratory. 

SUMMARY  OF    CURRICULUM. 

First  Year. 

Biology,  (includiDg  comparative  anatomy  and  embryology.) — Two  lectures 
and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
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Human  Anatomy. — Two  lectures  per  week,  and  laboratory  work  from  3 
to  5  P.  il.,  after  January  1st. 

Osteology  and  Syndesmology. — Two  lectures  or  demonstrations  per  week. 
Histology. — Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Physiology. — Two  lectures  and  one  demonstration  per  Aveek. 
Chemistry  — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 
Clinics. — In  general  medicine  and  surgery. 

Examinations — At  the  termination  of  the  course,  a  practical  examination 
in  the  laboratories  on  the  subjects  taught  will  be  held. 

Second  Year. 

Human  Anatomy. — (Continued  from  first  year.) — Three  lectures  per  week, 
and  five  laboratory  periods  (on  afternoons)  until  dissections  have  been  com- 
pleted. 

Physiology. — Three  lectures,  one  demonstration  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week. 

Bacteriology. — (First  Semester,)  one  lecture,  one  laboratory  review,  with 
microscopes,  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week.  Examination  on  bacte- 
riology will  be  held  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester. 

General  Pathology. — (Second  Semester.)  One  lecture,  one  laboratory 
review  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Chemistry. — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Materia  Medica. — Two  lectures  or  recitations  per  week. 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  and  diseases  of 
nose,  throat  and  chest. 

Examinations. — Final  examination  leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held 
on  anatom}',  physioloy  and  chemistry,  ou  all  of  which,  laboratory  work  and 
recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination. 

Third  Year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine. — Two  lec- 
tures and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — One  lecture  or  recitation  per  week. 

Operative  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  during  the  session,  and  two 
laboratory  periods,  per  week,  (in  sections.)  for  six  weeks. 

Clinical  Surgery. — One  clinic  per  week  during  the  session. 

Obstetrics.— Two  lectures  per  week  during  session,  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital.) 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  jier  week. 

Eye  and  Ear. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Gynecology. — One  lecture  and  two  hours  clinic  per  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis. — One  lecture  per  Aveek,  during  session,  and  two 
laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (on  the  normal  human  subject.) 
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Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Dermatology, — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  \veek. 

Hygiene. — One  lecture  per  week  during  tbe  first  semester. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. — One  lecture  per  week  during  the  second  semester. 

Bacteriology. — One  lecture  and  five  laboratory  periods  per  week,  until 
the  subject  Las  been  completed. 

Bandaging. — Two  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks  (in  section.) 

Clinics.- -General  medicine,  general  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases 
nose,  throat  and  chest,  gynecology,  dermatology,  diseases  of  rectum," 
diseases  of  children,  and  eye  and  ear. 

Examinations. — On  Saturdays,  during  the  month  of  March,  final  exami- 
nations will  be  held  on  the  following  subjects:  Dermatology,  hygiene,  and 
medical  jurisprudence.  At  the  termination  of  the  course,  final  examinations 
leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  on  therapeutics,  operative  and  clinical 
Burgery,  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

Fourth    Year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and   Clinical   Medicine. — Two 

leetures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice  on  two 
afternoons  each  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  and  hos- 
pital and  dispensary  practice  two  afteruoous  each  week. 

Clinical  Surgery. — One  clinic  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary  prac- 
tice. 

Obstetrics. — Two  lectures  per  week  and  clinics  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  Students  are  required  to  attend  from  ten  to  ffteen  cases  during  the 
aession. 

Gynecology. — Two  recitations  per  week,  two  hours  clinic,  and  hospital 
and  dispensary  practice  three  afternoons  each  week. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and 
hospital  and  dispensary  practice  on  two  afternoons  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hos- 
pital practice. 

Clinical  Pathology. — One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Gross  Pathology. — Autopsies  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre. 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose, 
throat  and  chest,  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  diseases  of  chil- 
dren, dermatology,  and  rectal  diseases. 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  in  other  schools,  any  sub- 
ject or  subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course  may  be  examined  on  such,  either  in 
September  or  in  the  second  week  in  January. 

Examinations. — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the 
degree  will  be  held  on  Principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and 
practice  of  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  children.

Hospital  and  dispensary  practice  on  two  afternoons  per  week  during  the  session 
(See  page  19.) 
Clinical  laboratory  on  two  afternoons  per  week  during  the  session. 
Clinical  obstetrics  as  cases  of  labor  occur. 
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DIDACTIC,    LABORATORY    AND    CLINICAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Embryology,  will  be  confined 
to  first-j'ear  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the 
origin,  development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and  time  of 
animal  and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic 
examination  of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm, 
amphioxus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes;  and  will  be 
sufllcient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  amceba,  or  unicellular  organism  to  the 
cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and 
dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human 
body. 

The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  begin  about  February  1st  and 
continue  until  March  31st. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon, 
will  be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin, 
plates,  dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The 
initial  study  in  anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be 
taught  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  exami- 
nation and  study  of  each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor.  The  study 
of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the 
anatomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of 
anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human 
body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first 
year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is  re- 
quired to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  lig.ameuts,  blood  vessels, 
viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons,  between  3 
and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  ia  required  on 
each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the  laboratory  at 
appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a  card  issued  by 
the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work,  has  the  opportunity 
of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations,  50  per  cent,  of  the  final  exami- 
nation on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year,  two  lectures  per  week 
being  given.  But  the  most  important  part  of  the  M'ork  will  be  done  in  the 
laboratory,  where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary 
apparatus,  staining  fluids  aud  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with 
tissue  as  fresh  from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe 
sections  of  tissues  aud  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of 
normal  histological  structure. 
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The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 

Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  reci- 
tations, reviews  and  laboratory  work  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  in  pky^iplogy  is  conducted  during  the  second  year, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  so  as  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  muscle 
and  nerve  fibre,  blood  pressure,  respiration  and  digestion.  The  College  pro- 
Tides  animals  for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  semester  of  the  second 
year.  Lectures  by  means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  litera- 
ture, general  properties  and  classification  of  bacteria  are  given.  The  more 
important  part  of  the  work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where, 
is  taught  the  making  of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examina- 
tion of  bacteria,  the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and 
examination,  the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  modes  of 
sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  are  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  ex- 
periments on  animals  performed;  these  animals  arc  subsequently  autopsied 
and  examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the 
various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted, 
each  student  having  been  supplied  v/ith  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Patlwlogy  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  of  the  second 
year,  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Bacteriology.  The 
course  in  General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to, 
and  prepare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Two  lectures  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this  course  is 
laboratory  work. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  appara- 
tus, and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the 
microscope.  The  laboratory  course  in  general  pathology,  will  consist  of  the 
microscopic  examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections 
ready  for  mounting,  showing  the  processes  of  inflammation,  gangrene 
and  tissue  necrosis.    Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations

and  infiltrations,  beginning  witli  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the 
various  modifications  of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calca- 
reous changes. 

The  study  of  Special  Pathology  will  be  pursued  during  the  third  year, 
concurrently  with  that  of  other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the 
consideration  of  the  diseases  of  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines, 
kidneys,  and  lungs — and  the  infective  granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and 
syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

The  students  are  required  to  mount  their  OM'n  slides,  which,  after  study, 
become  their  own  property  and  form  a  very  good  nucleus  for  reference  in 
subsequent  practice. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology  and  pathology,  will  be  the  use  of 
the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen  for  the  day's 
study,  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters,  (5,000,)  and  projected  on  a 
screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  28.3  square  feet. 
Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  desciibed  by  the  teacher,  prior  to  individ- 
ual microscopic  study.  A  brief  discourse  on  the  subject  under  considera- 
tion for  the  day  is  given  by  the  Pathologist  at  the  beginning  of  the  labora- 
tory period. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Pathology  being  the  doorway  through  which  medicine  should  be  entered, 
Professor  Potter  endeavors  to  have  students  clearly  comprehend  its  essen- 
tials. 

Clinical  Pathology. 

Senior  students  will  pursue  this  study.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  per  week 
on  the  general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  stomach, 
abnormal  urine  with  its  significance,  sputum,  pathology  of  blood,  abnormal 
alvine  evacuations  and  cutaneous  parasites. 

Laboratory  work  constitutes  the  essential  feature  of  this  course.  Students  of 
the  fourth  year,  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  each  week 
during  the  session.  This  course  will  consist  of  examination  of  stomach  contents, 
as  to  reactions,  of  pure  solutions,  reactions  and  determination  of  artificial  juices, 
and  in  health  and  disease  ;  urinary  analysis,  embracing  characteristics  and 
examinations  of  normal  urine,  chemical  detection  of  abnormal  constituents, 
microscopical  examiuatio:i  of  normal  and  abnormal  sediments  ;  faeces,  embrac- 
ing their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoebae  and  undigested  food  particles  5 
blood,  including  examination  in  health  and  disease,  the  detection  of  the  malarial 
organism  and  other  parasites,  counting  corpuscles;  use  of  haemacytometer, 
hsemoglobinometer,  ureaometer,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer 
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and  spectroscope,  sputum,  staining  and  characteristics  of  bacteria,  pus,  &c. ; 
parasites  of  the  skin,  and  examination  of  exudates.  A  microscope  and 
chemical  apparatus  is  furnished  to  each  student.  All  senior  students  are 
required  to  pursue  the  course. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years — general  inorganic 
chemistry  during  the  first  year  and  organic  and  analytical  during  the  second. 
This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has 
his  apparatus  iu  his  own  locker,  of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry, 
as  in  all  other  laboratory  courses,  fifty  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and 
recitation  is  credited  each  student  on  his  final  examination  when  the  work 
has  been  satisfactory.

Clinical  Pathology.  Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus  and  breakage. 
If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all  returned  at  the  close  of  the  ses- 
sion, the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  or  breakage,  if  any,  is  deducted, 
and  the  balance  returned. 

Materia  Medica  and   Therapeutics. 

This  subject  is  taught  during  the  second  year,  by  lectures  and  recitations. 
Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class,  that 
students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They  are 
taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  but  because  of 
the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  the  instruction  on  therapeutics  is 
repeated  during  the  senior  or  fourth  year. 
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Therapeutics  being  a  science  of  such  vast  scope,  and  ever  broadening,  and 
receiving  from  research  and  discovery,  new  facts  and  suggestions,  Professor 
Crouch  devotes  much  attention  and  labor  in  teaching  it. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by 
lectures,  recitations  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intel- 
ligently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year,  the 
initial  instruction  thereon  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the  body, 
their  normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  then  extended  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symptoms  occur- 
ring in  disease. 

During  the  third  year,  students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to 
pursue  a  laboratory  course,  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  human 
body,  each  student  being  required  to  personally  examine  the  heart,  lunga, 
abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach,  intestines, 
arteries  and  brain.  Students  are  required  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the 
various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the 
normal  body  will  qualify  students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study 
of  diseases  in  the  Jiospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  is  taught  during 
the  third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects 
are  given  dur'ng  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and 
students  at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of 
the  fourth  or  senior  year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural 
order  and  simple,  enables  studen.s  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to 
recall  it  at  will.  In  regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  dis- 
eases are  considered.  Reviews  are  given  from  time  to  time  on  the  subjects  of 
study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  once  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  are  required  to  make  practical  examinations  and  diagnoses  of 
diseased  conditions. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years, 
by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  a  teacher  of  very  extensivs  clinical  experience  on 
this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physician  at  the 
Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  insane,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Professor  Hill  will  dwell  especially  on  the  etiology,  diagnoses  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  He  will  also  show  the  proper  method  of  application  of 
electricity  in  nervous  disorders. 
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Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinulogy,  laryngology 
and  the  chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

He  will  aim,  in  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  diseases  of  the  chest,  to 
give  students  such  ample  instruction  as  is  needed  by  general  practitioners. 

Clinics  on  this  Subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material 
being  abundant-  In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  promi- 
nently in  view. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors  who  are  required 
at  bedside  clinics  and  demonstrations  to  practice,  inspection,  palpation, 
percussion,  auscultation,  rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Diseases  of  Children  is  presented  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  This 
subject  of  far-reading  significance  to  the  general  practitioner,  is  taught  in  a 
manner,  that  will  enable  students  to  comprehend  the  salient  features  of 
diseases  of  children  and  treat  tbem  successfully. 

Clinics  on  diseases  of  children  will  be  varied  and  of  such  number  as  will 
Impressively  illustrate  the  different  types  of  diseases. 

Hygiene  is  taught  during  the  first  semester  of  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  horiies  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses 
and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep, 
will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  by  the  Hon.  Archibald  Taylor,  a  promi-  ' 
nent  member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  during  the  second  semester  of  the  third  year; 
a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Lord,  who  gives 
a  brief  course  in  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  especially  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Surgery. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery.  In  the  course  upon  this  eminently 
practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the 
broad  principals  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of  the 
art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Prof.  Johnson  himself,  who 
thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a 
correct  foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
surgery,  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
Surgery. 
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This  work  is  supplemented  iu  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  Dispensary,  where  the  Professor  and  assist- 
ants point  out,  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  splints  used,  dressing  of 
wounds,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due^ 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  pioper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  &c.  Clinics  in  general 
surgery  are  given  in  this  school  during  the  entire  four  years.  During  the 
fourth  year  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  by  hospital  and  dispen- 
sary work. 

Surgical  Clinics  iu  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  or  Prof. 
Johnson.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of  anaesthetics, 
surgical  technique,  preparations  of  operator  and  patient  for  operation, 
methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  tlie  reasons  for  the  election  of  special  opera- 
tions to  the  e.xclusiou  of  others,  and  all  steps  necessary  in  preparing  for 
operations,  and  the  after  treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year,  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  The  methods  of  procedure  are 
clearly  outlined  in  all  operations  required  in  Surgery.  That  the  subject  may 
be  the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeaver  to  have  the 
work  in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

Tlie  Laboratory  Course  in  operative  surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative 
surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  e.xcission  of  joints,  liga- 
tion of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  including  laparotomy,  operations  on  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver, 
gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  operations  for  appendicitis;  operations  on  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perinem  and  rectum. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  iu  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  The  use  of  the  hypodermic  syringe  will  be  shown,  in- 
struments exhibited  and  their  use  explained,  splints  examined  and  applied, 
surgical  dressing  presented  and  applied.  Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used, 
sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and  different  kinds  of  bandages  are 
applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  entire  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of 
recitations  and  lectures.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds  two  hours 
clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

The  most  approved  aseptic  method  of  performing  major  and  minor  opera- 
tions are  demonstrated. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  the 
senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  work  in  the  dispen- 
sary. 
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Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section,  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  directed  to  the  practical  use  of 
the  ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnoses  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Clinics  on  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly ; 
at  these  clinics,  cases  of  the  various  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  presented, 
students  are  taught  the  diagnostic  features  in  conjunctival  and  orbital  dis- 
eases, and  the  proper  treatment. 

Di&pensary  Demonstrations  are  given  to  sections  of  seniors,  who  are  required 
by  Professor  Eeuling  to  practice  in  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope  in  examin- 
ing normal  and  diseased  eyes  and  the  otoscope  in  diagnosticating  and 
treating  affections  of  the  ear.  Students  are  thus  brought  in  intimate  contact 
with  this  class  of  diseases  and  taught  to  diagnosticate  and  treat  them. 

Eectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle  who  lectures  and  clinics  on 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on 
haemorrhoids  and  fistula,  rectal  stricture  and  malignant  diseases  of  the 
rectum. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  iu  the  diagnoses  of  the  several  presentations  and 
positions.     This  course  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  delivery; 
abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each;  version;  application 
of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models 
and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics. — In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year 
students  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscul- 
tate the  foetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine 
the  mammae  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 
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Prof.  Brinton  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  un- 
favorable results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By 
prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Mary- 
land Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lyiiig-in 
chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
in  removing  placentae,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in 
dystocia. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  ot  fifteen  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  por- 
tals with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  compe- 
tent to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the 
practice  of  obstetrics 

The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department  is  conducted  in  conjunction  with 
the  Dispensary;  cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered,  and  when  labor  ensues, 
are  attended  by  our  advanced  students,  under  guidance  of  the  Demonstrator 
of  Obstetrics. 

Members  of  our  recent  senior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  extra  cases 
in  the  out-door  department. 

Hospital   and    Dispensary    Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hos- 
pital and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class  is 
required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  twice  a  week  throughout 
the  session.  This  practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in 
the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  and  College 
Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospitals  or  dispensary  to  the 
medical  or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  witness  and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of 
surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  recording  of 
pulse,  respiration  and  temperature  ;  witness  and  practice  physical  diagnosis 
in  medical  and  surgical  cases;  observe  the  condition  and  management  of 
lying-in-women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants;  practice  diagnosis  in 
gynecology;  observe  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness  important  features  of 
the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  &c.,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  medicine  is  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital  wards,  or  demon- 
stration room,  and  in  the  dispensary. 
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Medical  diagnosis  will  be  taught  by  demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on 
hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the  teacher  taking  cases  before  a  section 
and  having  students  examine  the  blood,  urine,  &c.,  microscopically.  He 
will  here  be  taught  to  apply  his  knowledge.  In  the  dispensary  practice, 
test  meals  are  given,  stomach  contents  are  withdrawn  and  examined  in  the 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  stomach. 

In  Gynecology,  seniors  in  sections  are  required  to  practice  digital  examina- 
tion, palpate  the  uterus,  tubes,  ovaries,  &c.  Practical  examination  is  also 
required  in  department  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  with  rhinoscope 
laryngoscope  and  stethoscope ;  and  in  department  of  the  eye  and  ear,  students 
are  required  to  learn  manipulation  of  the  opthalmoscope  and  to  do  practical 
work  in  sections.  Such  work  is  also  required  in  departments  of  rectal  diseases, 
general  surgery,  genito-urinary  disease  and  dermatology.  Urgent  operations 
on  patients,  admitted  after  college  hours,  are  performed  in  the  operating 
room  of  the  hospital,  or  in  the  amphitheatre,  the  internes  being  sum- 
moned to  witness  them. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  hospital  and  dispensary  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered 
to  have  completed  his  course  at  this  College,  unless  he  has  complied  with  the 
regulations  for  this  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary 
section  work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE. 

(.attendance  uf  on  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  &re  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Friday,  September  1,  1899,  and  continue  until  September  28,  1899. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work 
and  demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the 
greater  requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course, 
lectures  will  be  delivered  on  anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology,  prin- 
ciples and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  (  f  medicine,  preliminaries  to  surgical 
operations,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine,  laboratory 
obstetrics,  gynecology,  ophthalmology  and  otology,  clinical  obstetrics, 
clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and 
clinical  ophthalmology  and  otology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity, 
clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of  the  rectum.  During  the 
preliminary  Fall  Course, 

1st  course  students  work  in  the  Histological  laboratory ; 

2d  course  students  in  the  Anatomical  and  Bacteriological  laboratoriea ; 

3d  course  students  in  the  Pathological  laboratory ; 

4th  course  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory. 

Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classess  of  students,  September  1st.  Labora- 
tory work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the  follow- 
ing regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by  students 
during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college  expenses. 
All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when  possible 
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It  will  be  observed,  that  in  the  arraugement  of  the  Preliiniuary  Fall  Course 
elementary  lectures  are  given  for  the  instruction  of  the  first  course  students, 
that  they  may  be  prepared  to  comprehend  the  more  advanced  work,  which 
begins  September  28th,  as  well  as  for  the  second  course^  third  course  and  senior 
students,  to  whom  both  elementary  and  advanced  lectures  are  given,  that  the 
mind,  after  the  summer  holiday,  may  be  disciplined  for  the  more  earnest  work 
of  the  Regular  Winter  Course. 

Students  are  advised  to  take  this  course,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  October 
1st,  that  mental  discipline  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in 
deportment,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees  due 
the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Free  Scholarships  or  Free    Tuition  in  the  Fourth  or  Senior  Year. 

The  faculty  of  this  College,  realizing  that  four  courses  of  instruction 
now  required  of  students,  necessitates  a  considerable  total  outlay  by  them, 
offers  free  scholarships  or  exemption  from  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior 
year,  as  follows : 

1st.  Students  who  enter  our  first  year  class  for  the  session  of  1899  and  1900 
and  pursue  their  four  years  of  study  in  this  school,  will  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

2d.  Students  who  enter  our  second  or  third  year  class  and  pursue  the 
remaining  time  required  in  this  College,  will  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
tuition  ou  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

3d.  Students  who  enter  our  fourth  year  or  senior  class,  for  the  ensuing  ses- 
sion of  1899-1900,  shall  be  exempt  from  payment  of  tuition. 

The  examination  fee  of  thirty  ($30)  dollars  is  required  on  the  fourth  or 

senior  year. 

Students  entitled  to  free  scholarships  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as 
herein  specified,  will  be  required  on  entrance  to  pay  as  follows :

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Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
our  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $50.00,  as 
do  other  seniors. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools  in  good  standing  not  desiring  to 
graduate  will  be  required  to  pay  matriculation'  fee  of  $5.00  and  tuition  of 
forty-five  dollars— $50.00. 

Graduates  of  this  school  will  be  required  to  pay  the  matriculation  fee  of 
$5.00  and  tuition  of  ($25.00)  twenty-five  dollars. 

Graduates  of  this  and  other  schools  pursuing  a  post  graduate  course  and 
not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  term  a  specially 
engraved  "Post  graduate  certificate,"  without  additional  cost. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 
By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  competitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  March,  1900,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  and 
they  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 
One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology,  Histology  and  Chemistry  ;  one  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examina- 
tion on  Anatoviy,  Physiology,  Bacteriology  and  Chemistry. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  magna  cum.  laude  will  be  con- 
ferred on  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination ;  and  the  degree  of 
M.  D.,  cum  laude  will  be  conferred  on  the  next  six  students,  passing  the  best 
final  examinations,  the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and 
in  the  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of  respective  merits. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  seven  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
seventh  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.,  cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The  Robert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Prof.  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  the  programme 
and  announced  at  the  commencement. 
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Seats. 

Seats  ia  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatres  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  will  be  registered  in  a  special  register,  and  seats  assigned  them  in 
order  of  such  registration.  'I  his  entitles  them  to  such  seats  the  entire  term, 
provided  they  puss  the  entrance  examination  on  arrival :  should  they  not 
succeed  in  passing  this  examination,  the  fee  will  be  returned.  Credentials 
exempting  from  the  entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same 
mail.  When  received  they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This 
saves  time  to  the  student  on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured  ; 
each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to 
obtain  it. 

SPRING  COURSE. 

A  supplementary  Spring  Course  of  six  weeks,  beginning  April  1st  and 
ending  Saturday,  May  12th,  will  be  conducted.  Pursuit  of  this  course  is 
optional  to  students.  It  does  not  count  as  a  course  for  graduation ;  it  is 
given  for  the  benefit  of  students  who  may  have  time  and  means  to  embrace 
the  opportunity  presented. 

This  course  will  embrace  daily  laboratory  and  clinical  instruction,  begin- 
ning at  10  A.  M.  and  ending  at  2  P.  M. 

Its  chief  object  is  to  present  to  students  the  opportunity  of  reviewing  and 
emphasizing  the  salient  features  of  the  Winter  Course. 

During  the  Spring  Course,  class  instruction  will  be  regularly  conducted  in 
the  anatomical,  bacteriological,  pathological  and  clinical  laboratories.  These 
laboratory  courses  will  be  thorough,  and  students  completing  them,  will 
receive  due  credit  therefor,  and  not  be  required  to  pursue  such  work  during 
the  ensuing  Winter  Course. 

The  anatomical  and  bacteriological  laboratory  will  be  open  to  second-year 
students;  the  pathological  laboratory  to  third-year  students;  the  clinical 
laboratory  to  fourth-year  students. 

The  Spring  Course  is  also  open  to  graduates  in  medicine  who  may  desire  to 
pursue  2i  post-graduate  course  in  laboratory  and  clinical  work. 

Completion  of  these  Laboratory  Courses  will  be  of  especial  value  to  stu- 
dents, not  only  in  the  acquisition  of  valuable  knowledge,  but  in  providing 
more  time  for  study  during  the  following  Winter  Course.

This  Matriculation  and  Tuition  Fee  will  be  deducted  from  the  fees  required 
for  the  ensuing  Winter  Course. 

Students  who  pursue  a  laboratory  course  will  pay,  in  addition,  the  usual 
laboratory  fee,  which  will  also  be  deducted  from  the  amount  required  for 
ensuing  course.  Students  desiring  to  remain  for  the  Spring  Course,  should 
matriculate  early,  that  they  may  have  seats  assigned  them  and  be  arranged 
in  sections  for  the  Laboratory  Courses,  and  for  Clinical  Obstetrics. 
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Students  matriculating  for  the  Spring  Course,  will  be  entitled  to  the  seats 
then  assigned  them,  on  returning  for  the  Winter  Course. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  seven  hundred  thousand 
people,  furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustsble  clinic  of  diseases  and  inju- 
ries ;  has  a  salubrious  climate ;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial 
hospitality;  is  connected  by  railway  and  water  with  every  other  city  in  the 
world  ;  is  yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as  a  great 
medical  centre;  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a 
medical  education,  or  reside  within  her  limits. 

College  Branch   of  the   Young  Men's  Christian   Association. 

This  has  proven  a  valuable  aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits  and 
in  keeping  j'oung  men  in  good  moral  environment  and  in  helping  them  by 
precept  and  example  to  successfully  oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated 
to  militate  against  their  success  in  life. 

The  College  branch  in  this  institution  has  reception  and  reading  rooms 
especially  constructed  and  set  apart  for  its  use,  and  is  directed  entirely  by 
our  students.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student. 

Hospital   and    Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates: 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Three  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(4)  Dispensary  Physician  of  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary. 

(5)  Twenty  assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Standing  Policy  in   Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional  teach- 
ers, other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  shall  have  the  preference. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ;  they  are  thus  caused  to 
be  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  Interneships  should  apply  early. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 
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The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year  ; 
its  payment  on  entrance,  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  vol  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
months  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Externes. — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as 
Special  Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  imme- 
diate vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for 
Special  Externes  is  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  fifty  ($50) 
dollars  for  six  months. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing. — Students  required  to  take 
examinations  for  "Advanced  Standing"  must  present  credentials  and  request 
such  examinations  on  entrance. 

Athletics. — The  faculty  encourages  athletics,  for  those  who  desire  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  exercises. 

Base  ball,  foot  ball  and  hockey  teams  are  regularly  organized,  and  play  the 
usual  autumnal  games  and  contests,  each  session. 

Gymnasium. — Arrangements  have  been  made,  whicli  ensure  for  our  stu- 
dents, the  use  of  a  modern  and  well  equipped  gymnasium,  on  the  payment 
of  a  fee  of  three  dollars,  ($3  )  Payment  of  such  fee  is  entirely  voluntary, 
and  need  be  paid  only  by  students  who  desire  to  use  the  gymnasium. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the  reg- 
ular Winter  Course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
tory work  and  demonstrations  required  during  the  session  and  have  com- 
plied with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

Ko  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due 
the  College  have  been  paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Dean  for 
results  of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  results  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of 
each  student,  entitled  to  receive  such. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for 
by  those  doing  such  damage. 
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In  order  to  maintaia  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and 
other  use  of  tobacco  are  not  permitted.  The  use  of  tobacco  in  the  lecture 
hall,  amphitheatres  or  laboratories  will  be  considered  a  violation  of  rules. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  suspend,  or  terminate  the  con- 
nection of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper,  dis- 
orderly, dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations  are 
thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  rights  in,  and  claims  upon,  this  Col- 
lege. We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  students  because  of 
what  we  may  consider  mental  or  moral  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  ($3) 
per  week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in 
the  country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christion  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guardians, 
and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the 
young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  "N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
cessary  hotel  expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at  the  office  of  the 
Dean  in  the  College  building. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twentieth 
Annual  Announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to  merit, 
such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  iu  an  eminent  degree,  leai'ning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  as  given  in  lectures,  the  concurrent  delineation 
of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the  ultimate  application  of 
knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  diseases, 
observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dispensary  j^ractice. 

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  506  students  represented 
twenty-seven  Slates  of  the  Union  and  the  following  foreign  countries:

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of 
American  Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit 
of  four  courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation. 

The  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  their  world-wide  distribu- 
tion, the  marked  improvement  in  preliminary  education  of  each  successive 
class,  the  excellence  of  their  examinations,  and  the  invariable  return  of  our 
former  students,  cuc(mrage  the  faculty  iu  the  belief  that  the  practical 
methods  of  teaching  iu  laboratories,  hospitals  and  dispensary  here  pursued, 
are  appreciated  by  students  of  medicine  and  the  people. 

The  classes  of  this  College  have  increased  until  we  now  have  alumni  in 
every  country  and  clime. 

We  may  be  pardoned  for  stating  that  but  few  Medical  Colleges  have  grown 
in  profe.-sioual  and  popular  favor  so  rapidly  as  this,  and  that  but  few  have 
spent  such  sums  of  money  in  so  short  a  period  for  the  erection  of  college 
and  hospital  buildings,  and  the  establishment  and  equipment  of  laboratories. 


■4  BALTIMORE    MEDICAL    COLLEGE. 

FACILITIES  FOR  INSTRUCTION. 

Our  modern  and  imposing  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to 
their  adaptability  to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square, 
fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  but  immediately 
adjacent  to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building, 
without  loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

Our  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
for  600  students  ;  an  ideal  ampldtheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine 
and  surgery  ;  a  clmmical  laboratory  ihoronghly  equii)ped,  and  having  desks  and 
lockers  for  420  students  ;  a  physiological  and  clinical  laboratory,  and  a  histolog- 
ical, pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratory — all  completely  equipped, 
including  120  microscopes,  spectroscopes  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

Our  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of 
Madison  street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  college  building  and  hos- 
pitals, contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatom- 
ical laboratory ,  with  cement  floor  and  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time, 
and  laboratories  of  Biology,  Embryology,  and  Operative  Surgery.  Our  labora- 
tories cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street,  adjoining  college  build- 
ing No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  32  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
near  a  bath  room.  The  Internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of  this  department, 
and  are  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  convenient  to  all  College 
and  hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  Maryland  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital,  and  the  College  building. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  200  beds,  and  is  so  arranged, 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  and  dressing  rooms,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  hospital,  on 
the  third  floor,  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical 
instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  apparatus 
for  locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  are  performed  there  daily. 

Immigrant  Department.  A  portion  of  this  hospital  is  used  as  an 
immigrant  hospital,  for  the  sick,  injured  and  invalid  of  the  immigrants  who 
enter  at  the  port  of  Baltimore.  We  are  thus  enabled  to  present  to  our 
classes  peculiar  and  exotic  diseases,  modified  by  foreign  influence  and  travel. 

Our  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Marylaad  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  One  hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  deliveries  occur  in  this  hospital  annually. 

Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  25,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  furnishes  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes, 
under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  over  700  patients,  is 
attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D  ,  of  this  faculty,  and  presents  rare 
opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

Two  Courses  of  instructions  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Saturday,  September 
1st,  1900,  and  end  Thursday,  September  27th.  This  course  is  optional  to 
students.    (See  page  19.) 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 27th,  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  April  18th,  1901. 
This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  martriculating  are  required  to  present  creden- 
tials showing  that  they  are  martriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges 
of  literature,  science  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  normal  schools,  "academies,  or 
equivalent  schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  the  regents'  certificates,  as 
required  by  the  statute  of  New  York.* 

Matriculates  in  medicine,  and  graduates  in  pharmacy,  on  presenting 
credentials  shovi'ing  such,  are  exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  without  examination  art 
requested  to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  th» 
College.     This  simple  precaution  saves  mttch  valuable  time. 

Matriculants  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required 
to  pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements  :  the  writ- 
ing of  an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words;  the 
translation  of  easy  Latin  prose ;  a  knowledge  of  the  elements  of  arithmetic 
and  algebra,  and  of  elementary  physics. 

Matriculants  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examinations,  or 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  thereof,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves; 
they  may  register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the 
studies  of  the  second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required  entrance 
examination. 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  exami- 
nation, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  College  on  Wednesdays  at  3  P. 
M.,  during  the  months  of  September  and  the  first  half  of  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to  ascertain 
whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

Students  desiring  to  pursue  special  courses  and  who  are  not  candidates  for 

the  degree  are  admitted  to  registration  as  ''special  students''  without  certificate 

of  preliminary  education  "     They  are  registered  and  published  in  catalogue 

as  "special  students."     Such  '■'■special  students'''  will  not  be  permitted  to  apply 

for  the  degree,  nor  receive  tickets  of  attendance. 

*Matricuiant=i  who  may  lie  (^oiiditionecl  on  Latin  or  Physics  on  ontering,  may  pursue 
these  studies  during  hours  otherwise  unoccupied,  under  an  instructor  recommended 
by  the  College,  and  pass  examinations  on  sucli  subjects  at;  llie  end  of  llie  session  or 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next. 

Students,  citizens  of  New  York  or  Ohio,  are  admitted  accor'ling  to  regulations 
prescribed  by  the  laws  or  those  States,  respectively.    See  notes  1  and  2,  given  below. 

Note  1.— The  New  York  laws  reciuirethat  a  Student  regis,.erlng  from  the  State 
of  New  York  shall  present  a  Regent's  cerliflcate,  or  at  least  36  of  the  48  academic 
counts  required  for  such  certificate. 

This  requirement  applies  only  to  students  of  the  State  of  New  York. 

Note  2.— Students,  citizens  of  Ohio,  entering  our  first  year  class  must  present  the 
following  credentials  as  required  by  the  laws  of  Ohio  :  The  degree  of  A.  B.,  B.  S.  or 
equivalent  degree  from  a  reputable  college;  a  diploma  from  Normal  School,  high 
school,  or  seminary,  issued  after  four  years  of  study ;  a  teacher's  permanent  or  ifie 
certificate,  a  medical  student's  certificate,  issued  after  examination  by  any  State 
Board  ;  a  student's  certificate  of  examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class 
of  a  reputab  ie  literary  or  scientific  college ;  or  a  certificate  of  successful  examination 
by  the ''State  Board  of  Medical  Kegistration  and  Exam. nation  of  Ohio." 
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TIME    OF    STUDY. 

As  required  by  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,"  of  which 
this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study  is 
required  prior  to  applying  for  graduation,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Bachelors  of  science,  doctors  of  philosophy,  students  who  have  pursued  a 
scientific  course,  including  biology,  and  graduates  of  reputable  veterinary 
colleges,  will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course,  their  previous  work  being 
considered  the  equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  a  four-year  graded  course. 

Students  who  may  be  so  advanced  will  be  required  at  the  end  of  the  term, 
to  pass  examination,  on  any  subject  or  subjects  which  they  may  not  have 
completed  before  entering. 

Students  on  entering  will  be  credited  with  time  spent,  -iinA  first,  second  and 
third-year  branches  completed  in  other  medical  schools  of  good  standing. 

Students  who  are  candidates  for  graduation  will  not  be  admitted  to  the 
senior  class  after  October  10th. 

METHODS  OF  INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  practice, 
clinical  lectures,  demonstrations,  hospital  and  dispensary  practice,  conferences, 
guizzis  and  reviews. 

The  four-year  plan  of  study  is  of  great  value  to  students  of  medicine, 
affording  them  time  for  a  thorough  understanding  of  each  step  of  the  work. 

On  examining  our  curriculum,  it  will  be  observed  that  our  students  com- 
plete a  group  of  studies  each  session;  and  the  assignment  ii  such,  that  the 
completion  of  one  group,  qualifies  them  to  master  the  next  higher  group  ; 
students  advancing  themselves  by  successive  gradations,  step  by  s.ep,  to  the 
degree. 

Revie'ws.  A  systematic  course  of  quizzes  and  reviews  on  all  subjects  of 
the  curriculum  will  be  conducted  throughout  the  session,  without  extra  cost. 

CURRICULUM. 

The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  semesters  :  the  first  beginning  Septem- 
ber 27th,  and  ending  December  22d  ;  the  second  beginning  .January  2d,  and 
extending  to  the  end  of  the  session. 

In  the  following  summary  of  the  curriculum,  the  term  "Laboratory 
Period"  will  mean  two  and  one  half  hours. 

The  arrangement  of  tlie  curriculum  is  such  that  students  devote  the  first 
and  second  years  to  the  study  of  the  luudamental  or  primal  brandies,  which 
they  complete  with  final  examination  at  the  end  of  t'le  second  course. 

The  third  year  is  devoted  to  the  progressive  study  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  and  the  special  divisions  thereof. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year,  the  following  subjects  are  completed  with 
final  examinations  :  Pathology,  therapeutics,  operative  surgery,  diseases  of 
the  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  hj'giene  and  medical  jurispru- 
dence. 

During  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  students  pursue  the  study  of  medicine, 
surgerj',  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of  chil- 
dren, and  pass  final  examinations  thereon  at  the  end  of  the  session.  In  the 
study  of  these  branches  during  the  fourth  year,  a  large  proportion  of  time  is 
devoted  to  general  and  special  clinics,  and  to  hospital  and  dispensary  work, 
andjvork  in  the  clinical  laboratorv.

General  Pathology  — ^Second  Semester.) — One  lecture,  one  laboratory 
review  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week.    Examination  at  end  of  course. 

Chemistry. — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Materia  Medica. — Two  lectures  or  recitations  per  week. 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases  and 
dermatology. 

Examinations. — Final  examination  leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  on 
anatomy,  physiology  and  chemistrj'.  on  all  of  which  laboratory  work  and 
recitations  may  count  ."iO  per  cent,  on  the  examination. 

Third  Year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine. — Two  lec- 
tures and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery  — One  lecture  or  recitation  per  week. 

Operative  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  duringthe  session,  and  two 
laboratory  periods  per  week,  (in  sections,)  for  six  weeks 

Clinical  Surgery. — One  clinic  per  week  during  the  session. 

Obstetrics.— Two  lectures  per  week  during  session,  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital.) 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Eye  and  Ear. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
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Gynecology.— Two  hours  clinic  per  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis. — One  lecture  per  week,  during  session,  and  two 
laboratorj'  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (on  the  normal  human  subject.) 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Dermatology. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 

Hygiene. — One  lecture  per  week. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. — One  lecture  per  week. 

Special  Pathology. — One  lecture,  one  review  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week. 

Bandaging. — Two  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks  (in  sections.) 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases, 
nose,  throat  and  chest,  gynecology,  dermatology,  diseases  of  children,  and 
eye  and  ear. 

Examinations. — On  Saturdays,  during  the  month  of  March,  final  e.xami- 
natious  will  be  held  on  the  following  subjects  :  Dermatology,  hygiene,  and 
medical  jurisprudence.  At  the  termination  of  the  course,  final  examinations 
leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  on  therapeutics,  pathology,  operative  and 
clinical  surgery,  ej'e  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

Fourth    Year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine,  and  Clinical  Medicine. — Two 
lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice  on  three 
afternoons  each  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  and  hos- 
pital and  dispensary  practice  two  afternoons  each  week. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Two  clinics  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary  prac- 
tice. 

Obstetrics. — Two  lectures  per  week  and  clinics  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  Students  are  required  to  attend  from  fifteen  to  twenty  cases  during  the 
session. 

Gynecology. — Two  recitations  per  week,  two  hours  clinic,  and  hospital 
and  dispensary  practice  three  afternoons  each  week. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest, — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and' 
hospital  and  dispensary  practice  on  two  afternoons  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  dis- 
pensary practice. 

Clinical  Chemistry. — One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Gross  Pathology. — Autopsies  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre. 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose, 
throat  and  chest,  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  diseases  of  chil- 
dren, dermatology,  and  rectal  diseases. 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  in  other  schools,  any  sub- 
ject or  subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course  may  be  examined  on  such,  either 
in  September  or  iu  the  second  week  in  January. 

Examinations. — .\.t  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the 
degree  will  be  held  on  principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and 
practice  of  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  children.

LABORATORY    WORK,    HOSPITAL   WARD    CLASSES  AND    DISPENSARY 

PRACTICE. 

Hospital  ward  classes  and  dispensary  practice  on  two  afternoons  per  week  during 
the  session.    (See  pa-e  19.) 
Clinical  laboratory  on  two  afternoons,  3  to  5  o'clock,  per  week  during  the  session. 
Clinical  obstetrics  as  cases  of  labor  occur. 
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DIDACTIC,    LABORATORY    AND    CLINICAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy  cind  Embryology ,  will  be  confined 
to  flrsl-year  students.  Tlie  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the  origin, 
development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and  lime  of  animal  and 
vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic  examination  of 
yeast,  fern  and  ama'ba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  amphioxus,  frog 
and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes;  and  will  be  sufficieut  to  complete 
a  series  from  the  am(rba,  or  unicellular  organism  to  the  cat  as  the  mammalian 
representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and  dog  will  be  used  and  the 
nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human  body. 

The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  begin  about  February  1st  and 
continue  until  April  1st. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  aud  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon,  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  bj-  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  examination  aud  study  of 
each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the 
skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory, 
Avhere,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required 
to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  hum-.ui  body  during  the  first  and 
second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first  yeiir,  but  the  major  portion 
during  the  second  year.  Each  i-tudcnt  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissec- 
tions of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system. 
Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons,  between  o  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons 
per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations 
and  reviews  arc  conducted  in  the  laboratory  at 'appropriate  times.  The 
record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a  card  issued  by  the  di  iuo::)strator.  Each 
student,  by  doing  good  work,  has  the  opiiortuuity  of  earning  iu  the  labora- 
tory and  on  recitations,  CO  per  cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  fir  t  year,  two  lectures  per  week  being 
given.  But  the  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  labora- 
tory, where  each  st-'dent  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  appa- 
ratus, staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue 
as  fresh  from  the  body,  narden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  aud  describe  sections 
of  tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histo- 
logical structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  aud  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference.

Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  reci- 
tations, reviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion,  escretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  in  experimental  physiology  is  conducted  during  the 
Becond  year,  concurrently  w'ith  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  so  as  to  pre- 
sent to  students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and 
recitations.  Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on 
muscle  and  nerve  fibre,  blood  pressure,  respiration  and  digestion.  The 
College  provides  animals  for  all  necessary  expirements. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  semester  of  the  second 
year.  Lectures  by  means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  litera- 
ture, general  properties  and  classification  of  bacteria  are  given.  The  more 
important  part  of  the  work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where, 
is  taught  the  making  of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examina- 
tion of  bacteria,  the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and 
examination,  the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  modes  of 
Bterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  nonpathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constautl)'  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  ex- 
periments on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied 
and  examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the 
various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted, 
each  student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Patliology  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  of  the  second 
year,  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Bacteriology.  The 
course  in  General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to, 
and  prepare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Two  lectures  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this  course  is 
laboratory  work. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the 
microscope.  The  laboratory  course  in  general  pathology,  will  consist  of  the 
microscopic  examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections 
ready  for  mounting,  showing  the  processes  of  inflammation,  gangrene 
and  tissue  necrosis.  Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations 
and  infiltrations,  beginning  with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the 
various  modifications  of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calca- 
reous changes. 

The  study  of  Special  Pathology  will  be  pursued  during  the  third  year,  con- 
currently with  that  of  other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consider- 
ation of  the  diseases  of  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines, 
kidneys,  and  lungs — and  the  infective  granulomata,  tubercolis,  leprosy  and 
syphilis.

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

The  students  are  required  to  mount  their  own  slides,  which,  after  study, 
become  their  own  property  and  form  a  very  good  nucleus  for  reference  in 
subsequent  practice. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology  and  pathology,  will  be  the  use  of 
the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen  for  the  day's 
study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters,  (5,000,)  and  projected  on  a 
screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  28.3  square 
feet.  Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher,  prior  to 
individual  microscopic  study.  A  brief  discourse  on  the  subject  under  con- 
sideration for  the  day  is  given  by  the  Pathologist  at  the  beginning  of  tha 
laboratory  period. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Pathology  being  the  doorway  through  which  medicine  should  be  entered, 
Professor  Potter  endeavors  to  have  students  clearly  comprehend  its  essen- 
tials. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years — general  inorganic 
chemistry  during  the  first  year  and  organic  and  analytical  during  the 
second.  This  usually  diflBcult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension 
by  natural  methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is 
completed  at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  Each  student  works  at  his  own 
desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker,  of  which  he  carries  the  key. 
In  chemistry,  as  in  all  other  laboratory  courses,  fifty  per  cent,  for  laboratory 
work  and  recitation  is  credited  each  student  on  his  final  examination  when 
the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Clinical  Chemistry. 

Senior  students  wall  pursue  this  study.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  per 
week  on  the  general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the 
stomach,  abnormal  urine  with  its  significance,  sputum,  pathology  of  blood, 
abnormal  alvine  evacuations  and  cutaneous  parasites. 

Laboratory  work  constitutes  the  essential  feature  of  this  course.  Students  of 
the  f»urth  year,  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  each  week 
during  the  session.  This  course  Avill  consist  of  examination  of  stomach 
contents,  as  to  reactions,  of  pure  solutions,  reactions  and  determination  of 
artificial  juices,  and  in  health  and  disease;  urinary  analysis,  embracing 
characteristics  and  examinations  of  normal  urine,  chemical  detection  of 
abnormal  constituents,  microscopical  examination  of  normal  and  abnormal 
sediments ;  faces,  embracing  their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoebae 
and  undigested  food  particles ;  blood,  including  examination  in  health 
and  disease,  the  detection  of  the  malarial  organism  and  other  parasites, 
counting  corpuscles  ;  use  of  hsemacytometer,  haemoglobinometer,  ureaometer,

uiiuometer,  saccharometer,  albumiuometer  and  spectroscope,  sputum,  staining 
and  characteristics  of  bacteria,  pus,  etc. ;  parasites  of  tlie  slvin,  and  exam- 
ination of  exudates.  A.  microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  is  furnished 
to  each  student.  All  senior  students  without  exception  are  required  to 
pursue  the  course  given  in  this  school.

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  breakage,  and 
damage  to  college  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all 
returned  at, the  close  of  the  session,  the  live  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  college  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

This  subject  is  taught  during  the  second  jeur,  by  lectures  and  recitations. 
Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class,  that 
students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They  are 
tautht  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

T?iera]ieutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  tiual  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  but  because  of 
the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  the  instruction  on  therapeutics  is 
repeated  during  the  senior  or  fourth  year. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by 
lectures,  recitations  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intel- 
ligently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year,  the  initial 
instruction  thereon  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the  body,  their 
normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  then  extended  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symptoms  occur- 
ring in  disease. 
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During  the  third  year,  studeuts  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to 
pursue  a  laboratory  course,  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  human 
body,  each  student  being  required  to  personally  examine  the  heart,  lungs, 
abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach,  intestines, 
arteries,  and  brain.  Students  are  required  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the 
various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the 
normal  body  will  qualify  students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study  of 
diseases  iu  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  is  taught  during 
the  third  pnd  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are 
gfiven  during  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students 
at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or 
secior  year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and 
simple,  enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at 
will.  In  regular  order,  local,  organic-  general  and  infectuous  diseases  are 
considered.    Reviews  are  given  from  time  to  time  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  once  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnoses  of  diseased  conditions. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years, 
by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  a  teacher  of  very  extensive  clinical  experience  on 
this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physician  at  the 
Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  insane,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Professor  Hill  will  dwell  especially  on  the  etiology,  diagnoses  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  He  will  also  show  the  proper  method  of  application  of 
electricity  in  nervous  disorders. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology  and  the 
chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

He  will  aim,  in  lectures  and  demonstrations  on  diseases  of  the  chest  to 
give  students  such  ample  instruction  as  is  needed  by  general  practitioners. 

Clinics  on  this  Subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.  In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  prominently  in 
view. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at 
bedside  clinics  and  demonstrations  to  practice,  inspection,  palpation,  percus- 
sion, ausculation,  rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Diseases  of  Children  are  presented  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  This 
subject  of  far-reaching  significance  to  the  general  practitioner,  is  taught  in  a 
manner,  that  will  enable  studeuts  to  comprehend  the  salient  features  of 
diseases  of  children  and  treat  them  successfully. 

Clinics  on  diseases  of  children  will  be  varied  and  of  such  number  as  will 
impressively  illustrate  the  different  types  of  diseases. 
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Hygiene  is  taught  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation,  quarantine,  disinfec- 
tion, sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns,  the  hygiene 
of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses  and  sleeping  apart- 
ments, bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep,  will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar  ;  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  f^ict,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Lord,  who  gives  a 
brief  course  in  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
vtreatment  being  especially  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

'  Surgery. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery.  In  the  course  upon  this  eminently 
practical  branch,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the 
broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of  the 
art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a  cor- 
rect foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
eurgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  Dispensary,  where  the  Professor  and  assist- 
ants point  out,  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  splints  used,  dressing  of 
wounds,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc.  Clinics  in  general 
Burgery  are  given  in  this  school  during  the  entire  four  years.  During  the 
fourth  year  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  by  hospital  and  dispen- 
sary work. 

Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and  Prof 
Johnson,  two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  operations 
and  the  other,  such  minor  operations  and  injuries,  as  all  practitioners  are 
required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery,  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
required  to  treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  surgical  technique,  preparations  of  operator  and  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
special  operations  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  and  all  steps  necessary  in 
preparing  for  operations,  and  the  after-treatment. 
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Operative  Surgery  is  taught  iu  the  third  year,  by  lectures  aud  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  The  methods  of  procedure  are 
clearly  outlined  iu  all  operations  required  in  surgery.  That  the  subject  may 
be  the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the 
work  in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  iu  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative 
surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  liga- 
tion of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  laryux,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  including  laparotomy,  operations  on  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver, 
gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  operations  for  appendicitis  ;  operations  on  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perinem  and  rectum. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  \n\\\  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressing  presented  and  applied. 
Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and 
different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  entire  third  aud  fourth  years  by  means  of 
recitations  and  lectures.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds  two  hours 
clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  aud  making  diagnoses  iu 
gynecology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  work 
in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  iu  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section,  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  iu  family  practicci 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  directed  to  the  practical  use  of 
the  ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnoses  of  eye  aud  ear  diseases. 

Orthopedic  Surgery — Lectures  on  Orthopedic  Surgery  are  given  during  the 
the  course,  subject  being  thoroughly  taught  by  a  special  teacher. 

Clinics  on  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly  ; 
at  these  clinics,  cases  of  the  various  diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear  are  presented. 

Dispensary  Demonstrations  are  given  to  sections  of  seniors,  who  are  required 
by  Professor  Reuling  to  practice  in  the  use  of  the  ophthalmoscope. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  lectures  and  clinics  on 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  haemorr- 
hoids and  fistulse,  rectal  stricture  and  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum. 
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Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics  ;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnoses  of  the  several  presentations  and 
positions.     This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  delivery; 
abnormal  presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each  ;  version  ;  application 
of  forceps  and  a'l  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models 
and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Climai/fObstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  tiie  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year 
students  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscul- 
tate the  ftetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine 
the  mammaj  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Prof.  Rowland  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  uo  other  department  of  practice  do  un- 
favorable results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obite'rics  By 
prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Mary- 
land Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
in  removing  placentiE,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in 
dystocia. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leaves  its  por- 
tals with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  compe- 
tent to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the 
practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Outdoor  Obstetric  Department,  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrator  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetri- 
cian of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the 
hospital,  and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches,  these  cases  are  assigned  to 
students  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them, 
nndcr  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistint,  before,  during 
and  after  labor.  "When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teaclier  or  assis- 
tant. Students  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations,  and  record  all 
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observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation 
of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  or  resident  obstetrician  will  entitle  the  holder  thereof, 
to  credit  of  a  percentage  ou  liis  final  examination.  Members  of  our  recent 
senior  class  attended    from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  outdoor  department. 

Hospital  Ward    Classes  and    Dispensary    Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class 
is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensaiy  work  twice  a  week  throughout 
the  session.  This  practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in 
the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  and  College 
Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospitals  or  dispensary  to  the 
medical  or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  witness  and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of 
surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  recording  of 
pulse,  respiration  and  temperature  ;  witness  and  practice  physical  diagnosis 
in  medical  and  surgical  cases ;  observe  the  condition  aud  management  of 
lying  in-womeu,  aud  management  of  new-born  infants;  practice  diagnosis  in 
gynecology  ;  observe  cifects  of  treatment,  and  witness  important  features  of 
the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  etc  ,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  Medicine  is  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the  hospital  wards,  or  demon- 
stration room,  amphitheatre,  and  in  the  dispeusjry. 

Medical  D'lignosis  will  be  taught  by  demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on 
hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the  teachers  taking  cises  before  a  section 
and  having  students  examine  the  blood,  urine,  etc.,  microscopically.  He 
will  here  be  taught  to  apply  his  knowledge.  In  the  dispensary  practice, 
test  meals  are  given,  stomach  contents  are  withdrawn  and  examined  in  the 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  stomach. 

Ill  Gynecology,  seniors  in  sections  are  required  to  practice  digital  examina- 
tion, palpate  the  uterus,  tubes,  ovaries,  etc.  Practical  examination  is  also 
required  in,  department  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  with  rhinoscope, 
laryngoscope  and  stethoscope. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

Th\^  hospital  and  dispensary  wov^  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered 
to  have  completed  his  course  at  this  College,  unless  he  has  complied  with  the 
regulations  for  this  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary 
section  work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course   is  eulirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 

begin  Saturday,  September  1,  1909,  and  continue  until  September  27,  1900. 
It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work 

and  demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the   student  up  to  the 
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greater  requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course, 
lectures  will  be  delivered  ou  anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology,  prin- 
ciples and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  preliminaries  to  surgical 
operations,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine,  laboratory 
and  clinical  obstetrics,  gynecology,  ophthalmology  and  otology,  clinical  sur- 
gery, diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and  clinical 
opthalmology  and  otology,  diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on 
nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of  the  rectum.  During  the  preliminary 
Fall  Course, 

1st  course  students  work  in  the  Histological  laboratory  ; 

2d  course  students  in  the  Anatomical  and  Bacteriological  laboratories ; 

3d  course  students  in  the  Pathological  laboratory; 

4th  course  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory. 

Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classes  of  students,  September  1st.  Labora- 
tory work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the  follow- 
ing regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by  students, 
during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college  expenses. 
All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when  possible,  so  as 
to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  regular  Winter  Course,  that  mental 
discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  in 
deportment,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  due 
the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Free  Scholarships  or  Free  Tuition  in  the  Fourth  or  Senior  Year. 

The  faculty  of  this  College,  realizing  that  four  courses  of  instruction  now 
required  of  students,  necessitates  a  considerable  total  outlay  by  them,  offers 
free  scholarships  or  exemption  from  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as 
follows  : 

1st.  Students  who  enter  our  first  year  class  for  the  session  of  1900  and  1901 
and  pursue  their  four  years  of  study  in  this  school,  will  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

2d.  Students  who  enter  our  second  or  third  year  class  and  pursue  the 
remaining  time  required  in  this  College,  will  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

The  examination  fee  of  thirty  ($30)  dollars  is  required  on  the  fourth  or 
senior  year. 
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Students  entitled  to  free  scholarships  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as 
herein  specified,  will  be  required  on  entrance  to  paj-  as  follows  :

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
our  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $50.00,  as 
do  other  seniors. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools  in  good  standing  not  desiring  to  grad- 
uate, will  be  required  to  pay  matriculation  fee  of  five  dollars  and  tuition  of 
forty-five  dollars — total  of  fifty  dollars  They  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the 
course  a  special  engraved  "Post-Graduate  Certificate"  without  additional 
cost. 

Graduates  of  this  College  will  be  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee.  Should  they  desire  the  special 
"Post-Graduate  Certificate,"  at  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it  on  pay- 
ment of  twenty  dollars,  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made  ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "Qehrmann  Free  ScholarBhips." 
By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  competitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  March,  1901,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  and 
they  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 
One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology,  HMology  and  Chemistry  ;  one  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  second  year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examina- 
tion on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Bacteriology  and  Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships  were 
awarded  after  competitive  examination  as  follows : 

E.  A.  Peterson,  of  Alabama,  of  the  1st  year  class,  and 
A.  C.  Matthews,  of  New  York,  of  the  2d  year  class. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  con- 
ferred on  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination;  and  the  degree  of 
M.  D.  cum  laude  will  be  conferred  on  the  next  six  students,  passing  the  best  ' 
final  examinations,  the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and 
in  the  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of  respective  merits. 
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Honorable  Mention  ■vvill  be  made,  iu  order  of  merit,  of  the  seven  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
seventh  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude. 

Prizes 

The  ^'. «/  coileijc  prize,  it  gold  medul,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing 
the  best  general  examination. 

The  Kobcrt  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  pre- 
sented hy  Prof.  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery 

The  Wm.  E.  iloseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  iu  gynecology. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  tlie  sophomore  class,  pass- 
ing the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  the  programme 
and  announced  at  the  commencement. 

Seats. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatres  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  will  be  registered  in  a  special  register,  and  seats  assigned  them  in 
order  of  such  regi^tlation.  This  entith  s  them  to  such  seats  the  eu;ire  term, 
provided  ihcy  jiass  the  entrance  examination  on  arrival;  should  tliev  not  suc- 
ceed iu  passing  this  examination,  the  fee  will  be  returned.  Credentials 
exempting  from  the  entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same 
mail.  Wnen  received  they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This 
saves  time  to  the  student  on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured; 
each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to 
obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  seven  hundred  thousand  people, 
furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries;  has 
a  salubrious  climate;  a  people  jjroverbially  famed  for  their  genial  hospitality; 
is  connected  by  railway  and  water  with  every  other  city  in  the  world;  is 
\  early  growing  in  favor  witli  the  iirofessioi.  and  people  as  a  great  medical 
centre;  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a  medical 
education,  or  reside  within  lu-r  limits. 

Toung  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  city  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  iu  this  College,  and  an 
appropriation  is  made  by  the  College  toward  the  support  of  an  intercollegiate 
secretary. 
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A  well  equipped  reading  and  amusement  room  in  the  college  building  is  set 
apart  for  the  use  of  the  students  of  the  College,  under  the  control  of  the 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association.  The  association  also  welcomes  new 
students  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding 
houses  are  kept  for  reference.  The  Association  Ilaud-Ijook,  contaiaiug  much 
information  of  value  to  the  students,  is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeinng  young  men  in 
good  moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to 
successfully  oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  aga^inst 
iheir  success  in  life.  Association  witli  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each 
individual  student. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 
"We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates  : 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  ^larylaud  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Four  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maiyland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(4)  Dispensary  Physician  of  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary. 

(5)  Twenty  assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Standing  Policy  in   Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional  teach- 
ers, other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  will  be  preferred. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors;  they  are  thus  caused  to 
be  practically  fainiliar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  luterneships  should  apply  early,  since  rooms  are  assigned 
in  the  order  of  entrance. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  hegin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year; 
its  payment  on  entrance,  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  terra,  and  extending 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  terminatioa  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  notio  boarding.  Internes  ioT  six 
months  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 
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Special  Externes. — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as 
Special  Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  imme- 
diate vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for 
Special  Externes  is  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  thirty  ($30)  dollars 
for  six  months. 

Examinations  for  Advanced  Standing. — Students  desiring  "Advanced 
Standing"  must  present  credentials  and  request  such,  on  entrance. 

Examinations  on  'Work  of  the  Session  will  not  begin  until  after 
April  1st.  Students  whose  accounts  with  the  college  are  not  satisfactorily 
settled  may  not  take  the  examination. 

Preceptors. — Students  are  advised  to  arrange  to  practice  under  the  direc- 
tion of  their  preceptors  during  the  college  vacations.  In  this  way  they  will 
be  brought  in  contact  with  the  management  of  individual  cases  of  diseases, 
with  practical  sick  room  and  house  hygiene,  feeding,  etc. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics,  for  those  who  care  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  exercises. 

Base  ball,  foot  ball  and  hockey  teams  are  regularly  organized,  and  play  the 
usual  Spring  and  Fall  games  each  session. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  prestnt,  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  the  reg- 
ular Winter  Course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
tory work  and  demonstrations  required  during  the  session  and  have  complied 
with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  dufl 
the  College  hare  been  paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circom- 
stances. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Dean  for 
results  of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  results  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of 
each  student,  entitled  to  receive  such. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serioas 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for 
by  those  doing  such  damage.  When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individ- 
ually responsible  for  damage  to  College  property  a  pro  rata  charge  will  be 
made  to  those  who  might  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and 
other  use  of  tobacco  are  not  permitted.  The  use  of  tobacco  in  the  lecture 
halls,  amphitheatres  or  laboratories  will  be  considered  a  violation  of  rules. 
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"We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  suspend,  or  terminate  the  con- 
nection of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper,  dis- 
orderly, dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations  are 
thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon,  this 
College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  students  because 
of  what  we  may  consider  mental  or  moral  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  ordeis  or  cashier's  drafts. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  ($3) 
per  week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  iu  any  other  city  in 
the  country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  witli  a  member  of  the  College  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  parents,  guardians,  and 
friends  cf  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young 
men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  iu 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  "N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
essary hotel  expenses.  All  College  business  is  transacted  at  the  office  of  the 
Dean  in  the  College  building. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  au  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
First  Annual  Announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  t© 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  phj-siciaus  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  whicli  is  scientific  and 
practical,  Ave  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  as  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  con- 
current delincittion,  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the 
ultimate  application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  iu  hospital  and 
dispensary  practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed,  our  class  of  507  students  represented 
twenty-eight  States  of  the  Union  and  the  following  foreign  countries: 
Canada,  England,  Germany,  Bermuda,  Scotland,  Portugal,  and  Japan. 
Ninety-seven  (97)  students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed 
successful  examinations,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  aud  regulations  of  the  "Association  of 
American  Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit 
of  four  courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation. 

The  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  their  world-wide  distriba- 
tion,  the  marked  improvement  in  preliminary  education  of  each  successive 
class,  the  excellence  of  their  examinations,  aud  the  invariable  return  of  our 
former  students,  encourage  the  faculty  in  the  belief  that  the  practical 
methods  of  teaching  in  laboratories,  hospitals  aud  dispensary  here  pursue<l, 
are  appreciated  by  students  of  medicine  and  the  people.  This  College  has 
twelve  hundred  (1200)  alumni  distributed  in  every  country  and  clime.

FACILITIES  FOR  INSTRUCTION. 

Our  modern  and  imposing  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to 
their  adaptability  to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square, 
fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adja- 
cent to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without 
loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

Our  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avjenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
for  600  students ;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students;  physiological,  clinical,  histologicaU 
pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories — all  completely  equipped,  including 
120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

Our  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madi- 
son street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  college  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitlieatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  Surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street,  adjoining  college  build- 
ing No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  36  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  The  Internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of  this 
department,  and  are  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  convenient  to 
all  College  and  hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  Mary- 
land General  Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital,  and  the  College 
building. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
Street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  200  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  and  dressing  rooms,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  hospital,  on 
the  third  floor,  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical  instru- 
ments, apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  apparatus  for  locat- 
ing foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water.  Dressings 
and  operations  are  performed  there  daily. 

Immigrant  Department.  A  portion  of  this  hospital  is  used  as  an  immi- 
grant hospital,  for  the  sick,  injured  and  invalid  of  the  immigrants  who  enter 
at  the  port  of  Baltimore.  We  are  thus  enabled  to  present  to  our  classes 
peculiar  and  exotic  diseases,  modified  by  foreign  influence  and  travel. 

Our  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  One  hundred  and 
seventy-one  (171)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  25,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  furnishes  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes, 
under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  over  800  patients,  is 
attended  by  Prof .  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  presents  rare 
opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases.

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

Two  Courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows  : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Monday,  September 
2d.  1901,  and  end  Thursday,  September  26th.  This  course  is  optional  to 
students.    (See  pages  19  and  20.) 

2d.  The  Regular  "Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 26th,  1901,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  April  19th, 
1902.  This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the 
degree. 

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  College?, "  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  creden- 
tials showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges 
of  literature,  science  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  normal  schools,  academies,  or 
equivalent  schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  medical  students'  certificates 
issued  by  the  regents  of  New  York,*  or  any  State  Examining  Board. 

Matriculates  in  medicine,  on  presenting  credentials  showing  such,  are 
exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  without  examination  are 
requested  to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the 
College.     This  simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 

Matriculants  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required 
to  pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements:  the  writ- 
ing of  an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words ;  the 
translation  of  easy  Latin  prose :  a  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  algebra,  and 
of  elementary  physics. 

Matriculants  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examination,  or 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  thereof,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves ; 
they  may  register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the 
studies  of  the  second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required  entrance 
examination. t 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  exami- 
nation, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  Collega  on  Wednesdays  at  3  P. 
M.,  during  the  months  of  September  and  the  first  half  of  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to  ascertain 
whether  students  are  sufRciently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

students,  citizens  of  New  York,  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania,  are  admitted  according 
to  regulations  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  those  States,  respectively. 

*N0TE  1.— The  New  York  laws  require  that  a  Student  registering  from  the  State 
of  New  York  shall  present  a  Regent's  c  rliflcate,  or  at  least  36  of  the  48  academic 
counts  required  for  such  certificate.  This  requirement  applies  only  to  students  of 
the  State  of  New  York. 

Note  2.— Students,  citizens  of  Ohio,  entering  our  first  year  class  must  present  the 
following  credentials  as  required  by  the  laws  of  Ohio  :  The  degree  of  A.  B.,  B.  S.  or 
equivalent  degree  from  a  reputable  college;  a  diploma  from  Normal  School,  high 
school,  or  seminary.  Issued  after  four  yeai-s  of  study  :  a  teacher's  permanent  or  life 
certificate,  a  medical  student's  certificate,  issued  after  examination  bv  anv  state 
Board  :  a  student's  certificate  of  examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class 
of  a  reputable  literary  or  scientific  college  ;  or  a  certifi  'ate  of  successful  examination 
by  the  "State  Board  of  Medical  Kegist.ation  and  Examination  of  Ohio." 

tMatriculants  who  may  be  conditioned  on  Latin  or  Physics  on  entering,  mav  pursue 
these  studies  during  hours  otherwise  unoccupied,  under  an  instructor  recommended 
by  the  College,  and  pass  examinations  on  such  subjects  at  the  end  of  the  session  or 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next. 
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TIME    OF    STUDY. 

Pursuant  to  requirement  by  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Col- 
leges," tbe  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study  is  required  prior  to 
applying  for  graduation,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Students  who  have  pursued  a  satisfactory  course  in  cliemistry  and  biology, 
Avill  be  admitted  to  the  second  year  course,  their  previous  work  being  con- 
sidered the  equivalent  of  Vhq  first  year  of  &  four-year  graded  course. 

Students  who  may  be  so  advanced  will  be  required,  at  tne  end  of  the  term, 
to  pass  examination  on  any  subject  or  subjects  of  the  first  year  course  which 
they  may  not  have  completed  before  entering. 

As  required  by  the  laws  of  a  number  of  States,  graduates  in  pharmacy  are 
required  to  enter  the  first  year  or  freshmen  class,  but  are  excused  from  the 
study  of  chemistry,  materia  medica  and  practical  pharmacy. 

Students  on  entering  will  be  credited  with  time  spent,  and  firsi,  second  or 
third-year  branches  completed  in  other  medical  schools  of  good  standing. 

METHODS  OF   INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  practice, 
clinical  lectures,  demonstrations,  hospital  and  dispensary  practice,  conferences 
quizzes  and  reviews. 

The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  semesters  ;  the  first  beginning  Septem- 
ber 26th,  and  ending  December  24th ;  the  second  beginning  January  2d,  and 
extending  to  the  end  of  the  session. 

In  the  following  summary  of  the  curriculum,  the  term  "Laboratory  Period" 
■will  mean  two  and  one-half  cr  three  hours. 

The  arrangement  of  the  curriculum  is  such  that  students  devote  the  first 
and  second  years  to  the  study  of  the  fundamental  or  primal  branches,  which 
they  complete  with  final  examination  in  chemistry  at  the  end  of  the  first 
course  and  the  others  at  the  end  of  the  second  course. 

The  third  year  is  devoted  to  the  progressive  study  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  and  the  special  divisions  thereof. 

At  the  end  of  tbe  third  year,  the  following  subjects  arc  completed  with 
final  examinations  :  Pathology,  therapeutics,  operative  surgery,  diseases  of 
the  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  hygiene  and  medical  jurispru- 
dence. 

During  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  students  pursue  tbe  study  of  medicine, 
surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of 
children,  and  pass  final  examinations  thereon  at  the  end  of  the  session.  In 
the  study  of  these  branches  during  the  fourth  year,  a  large  proportion  of 
time  is  devoted  to  general  and  special  clinics,  and  to  hospital  and  dispensary 
work,  and  work  in  the  clinical  laboratory. 

Reviews.  A  systematic  course  of  quizzes  and  reviews  on  all  subjects  of 
the  curriculum  will  be  conducted  throughout  the  session,  -without  extra  cost. 
Besides  being  an  impressive  mode  of  study,  these  reviews  by  frequent  repe- 
tition, make  knowledge  permanent,  and  prepare  students  for  subsequent 
examination  by  State  Boards. 
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SUMMARY     OF  CURRICULUM. 
First  Year.

Examinations  —At  the  termination  of  the  course,  a  final  examination  on 
biology,  histology,  osteology,  chemistry  and  for  advanced  standing  on  physi- 
ology will  be  held. 

Laboratory  work  and  recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  e.xamination. 

Second   Year. 

Human  Anatomy. — (Co;:tinued  from  first  year.) — Five  lectures  and  five 
laboratory  periods  per  week  until  dissections  have  been  completed. 

Physiology  — Three  lectures,  one  review  and  two  laboratory  periods  per 
■week. 

Bacteriology — (First  Semester.) — One  lecture,  one  review,  and  two  labo= 
ratory  periods  per  week. 

General  Pathology. — (Second  Semester.) — One  lecture,  one  laboratory 
review  and  two  laborato-y  periods  per  week.    Examination  at  end  of  course. 

Chemistry. — Three  lectures  per  week— (optional  to  students  who  have 
completed  Chemistry  in  first  year.) 

Materia  Medica. — One  lecture  per  week. 

Clinics — General  medicine,  surgery,  minor  surgery,  nervous  and  mental 
diseases,  dermatology,  ej'e  and  ear,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  children. 

Bzaminations. — Final  examination  leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  at 
end  of  course  on  anatomy,  physiology,  bacteriology,  materia  medica,  on  all 
of  which  laboratory  work  and  recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the 
e.xaiHination. 

Third  Year. 

— Two 
lectures,  one  review  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Piinciples  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — One  lecture  or  recitation  per  week. 

Operative  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week,  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week,  (in  sections),  for  six  weeks. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Two  clinics  per  week  during  the  session. 

Obstetrics. — Two  lectures  per  week  during  session,  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital.) 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Eye  and  Ear. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Gynecology, — Two  hours  clinic  per  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis. — One  lecture  per  week,  during  session,  and  two 
laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (on  the  normal  human  subject.) 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
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Dermatslogy.— Oue  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 

Physiological  Chemistry. — One  lecture  per  week 

Hygiene. — ()ne  lecture  per  week. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. ^One  lecture  per  week. 

Special  Pathology.— One  lecture,  one  review  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week. 

Bandaging. — -Two  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks  (in  sections.) 

Clinics  — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases, 
nose,  throat  and  chest,  gynecology,  dermatology,  diseases  of  children,  eye 
and  car,  and  after  January  1st,  obstetrics. 

Examinations. — On  Saturdays,  diwing  the  month  of  March,  final  exami- 
nations will  be  lield  on  the  following  subjects :  Dermatology,  hygiene,  and 
medical  jurisprudence.  A.t  the  termination  of  the  course,  final  examinations 
leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  on  therapeutics,  pathology,  operative  and 
clinical  surgery,  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

Fourth  Year. 

Principles   and  P  ractice   of  Medicine,    and  Clinical  Medicine. — Two 

lectures,  one  review,  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice  on  four  afternoons  each  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  ani  hos- 
pital and  dispensary  practice  four  afternoons  each  week. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Two  clinics  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery.— One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 

— Two  lectures  per  week  and  clinics  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  Students  are  required  to  attend  (rom  fifteen  to  twenty  cases  during 
the  session.

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  dis- 
pensary practice. 

Physiological  Chemistry. — One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per 
week. 

Gross  Pathology. — Autopsies  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre. 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  minor  surgery,  orthopaedic 
surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  eye  and  ear,  nervous 
and  mental  diseases,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  and  rectal  diseases. 

Dispensary  Practice. — Daily  (in  sections.) 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  in  other  schools,  any  sub- 
ject or  subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course,  may  be  examined  on  such  in  the 
second  week  of  October. 

Examinations.— At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the 
degree  will  be  held  on  principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and 
practice  of  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  children.

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DIDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL   INSTRUCTION. 

Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Embryology,  will  be  confined 
to  lirst-year  students.  Tlie  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the  origin, 
development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and  time  of  animal  and 
vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic  examination  of 
yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  amphioxus,  frog 
and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes  ;  and  will  be  sufficient  to  complete 
a  series  from  the  ama?ba,  or  unicellular  organism  to  the  cat  as  the  mammalian 
representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and  dog  will  be  iised  and  the 
nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human  body. 

■  The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  be  conducted  concurrently  with 
that  in  histology. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon,  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  iu 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of 
each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the 
skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory, 
Avhere,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required 
to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and 
second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion 
during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissec- 
tions of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system. 
Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons,  between  3  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons 
per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations 
and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The 
record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a  card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each 
student,  by  doing  good  work,  has  the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  labora- 
tory and  on  recitations  50  per  cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  ahatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year,  two  lectures  per  week  being 
given.  But  the  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  labora- 
tory, where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  appa- 
ratus, staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue 
fresh  from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections 
of  tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histo- 
logical structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  reci- 
tations, reviews  and  laboratory  M'ork.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration,  diges- 
tion, absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  cocsidered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the 
circulation,  respiration,  muscle  and  nerve.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is  also 
taken  up  during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph,  digestion, 
urine,  milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides  animals 
for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  semester  of  the  second 
year.  Lectures  by  means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  litera- 
ture, general  properties  and  classification  of  bacteria  are  given  The  more 
important  part  ot  the  work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where 
is  taught  the  making  of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examina- 
tion of  bacteria,  the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and 
examination,  the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  modes  of 
sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  gjowths  are  made  and  inoculation  ex- 
periments on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied 
and  examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the 
various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted, 
each  student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  of  the  second 
year,  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Bacteriology.  The 
course  in  General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to, 
and  prepare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Two  lectures  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this  course  is 
laboratoiy  woik. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  uecessaiy  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  iu  general  pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mount- 
ing, showing  tiie  processes  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis. 
Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations, 
beginning  with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifica- 
tions of  falty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  and  pursued  through- 
out the  third  year,  concurrently  with  that  of  other  branches,  and  synchro- 
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nously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of  special  organs — the  liver, 
spleen,  intestines,  kidneys,  and  lungs — and  the  infective  granulomata,  tuber- 
culosis, leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  physiology  and  pathology,  will  be 
the  use  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen  for 
the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters,  (5000),  and  pro- 
jected on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  28.3  square 
feet.  Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher,  prior  to 
individual  microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  year.  The  lecture  course 
embraces  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of  prac- 
tical work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker, 
of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry,  as  in  all  other  laboratory  courses, 
fifty  (50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited  each  student 
on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Physiological   Chemistry. 

Senior  students  will  pursue  this  study.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week 
on  the  pathology  of  metabolism,  the  general  conditions  underlying  perverted 
functions  of  the  organs  and  the  results  therefrom,  and  the  methods  of  deter- 
mining and  explaining  these  perversions. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course. 
Students  of  the  fourth  year  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four 
hours  per  week  during  the  session.  This  course  consists  of  the  examination 
of  stomach  couteuts  for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  urinalysis, 
embracing  the  chemical  examination  for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents, 
microscopical  examinations  of  urinary  sediments,  faeces,  their  examination  for 
blood,  pus,  amccba,  food  particles,  etc.,  normal  and  abnormal  blood,  enumera- 
tion of  corpuscles  estimation  of  hoemoglobiu,  examination  for  parasites,  and 
the  chemical  examination  of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates,  staining 
of  bacteria,  examination  of  pus,  etc. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  hiemocytometer, 
hsemoglobinometer.  ureometer,  urinometer,  sacchaiometer,  albuminometer 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student.    AD  senior  students  are  required  to  pursue  this  course. 
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Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

Physiological  Laboratory,      Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  iu  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  breakage,  and 
damage  to  college  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  aad  all 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  college  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica   and    Therapeutics. 

Materia  Medica  is  taught  during  ilie  second  year,  by  lectures  and  recitations. 
Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class,  that 
students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They  are 
taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  but  because  of 
the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  the  instruction  thereon  is  repeated 
during  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Medicine.  ^ 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by 
lectures,  recitations  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intel- 
ligently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year,  the  initial 
instruction  thereon  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the  body,  their 
normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  then  extended  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symptoms  occur- 
ring ia  disease. 

During  the  third  year,  students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to 
pursae  a  laboratory  course,  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  human 
body,  each  student  being  required  to  personally  examine  the  heart,  lungs, 
abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach,  intestines, 
arteries,  and  brain.  Students  are  required  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the 
various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the 
normal  body  will  qualify  the  students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study 
of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 
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PrinciplcH  and  I'mrtice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  is  taught  cluring- 
the  third  and  fouith  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are 
given  during  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students 
at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or 
senior  j-ear.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and 
simple,  enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  t©  recall  it  at 
will.  In  regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectuous  diseases  are 
considered.    Reviews  are  given  from  time  to  time  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  tlie  whole  four  years,  once  a 
week  in  the  aniphitlieatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  (in  sections)  weekly  throughout  the 
session  Avith  senior  students  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  in  the  hospital.  Students  are 
required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  3  P.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned 
to  cases  in  the  ward,  each  student  being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is 
required  to  examine  carefullj',  making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous 
history,  present  illness,  physical  examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart ; 
of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prog- 
nosis, and  suggest  treatment.  At  4  P.  M.  the  section  reports  in  conference, 
in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads  his  paper,  criticism  being  made 
by  the  teacher  and  students.  Students  liave  the  opportunity  of  earning  50 
per  cent,  on  their  final  examination  on  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nervoits  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years 
by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  a  teacher  of  very  extensive  clinical  experience  on 
this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physician  at  the 
Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  insane,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Professor  Hill  will  dwell  especially  on  the  etiology,  diagnoses  and  treat- 
ment of  tlie  insane.  He  will  also  show  the  proper  method  of  application  of 
electricity  in  nervous  disorders. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology  and  the 
chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.  In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  prominently  in 
view. 

Diseases  of  Children  are  presented  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  This 
subject  of  far-reaching  significance  to  the  general  practitioner,  is  taught  in  a 
manner,  that  will  enable  students  to  comprehend  the  salient  features  of 
diseases  of  children  and  treat  them  successfully. 

Clinics  on  diseases  of  children  will  be  varied  and  of  such  number  as  will 
impressively  illustrate  the  different  types  of  diseases. 

Hygiene  is  taught  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation,  quarantine,  disinfec- 
tion, sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns,  the  hygiene  of 
homes  and  public  institutions,  yentilation  of  houses  and  sleepihg  apartments, 
bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep,  will  be  considered. 


16  BALTIMORE   MKDICAL    COLLEGE. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Lord,  who  gives  a 
brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
aud  demonstrations  to  practice,  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  ausculation, 
rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  section  daily  ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treat- 
ment, etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work. 

Surgery. 

lu  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the 
broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of 
the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a 
correct  foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  Dispensary,  where  the  Profes- 
sor and  assistants  point  out,  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  splints  used, 
dressing  of  wounds,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical 
operations. 

CUnical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc.  Clinics  in  general 
surgery  are  given  in  this  school  twice  per  week  during  the  entire  four  years. 
During  the  fourth  year  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  by  hospital 
aud  dispensary  work. 

Surgical  Clinics  iu  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  Johnsou — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  opera- 
tions, and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners 
arc  required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery, 
members  of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
required  to  treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  aud  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
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special  operations  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary 
in  preparing  for.  operations,  and  the  after-treatment. 

Ooerative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year,  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  ammals  and  cadavers.  The  methods  of  procedure  are 
clearly  outlined  in  all  operations  required  in  surgery.  That  the  subject  may 
be  the  more  ciearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the 
work  in  the  laboratory  concurrent  Mith  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative 
surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  liga- 
tion of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  including  laparotomy,  operations  on  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver, 
gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  operations  for  appendicitis;  operations  on  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressing  presented  and  applied. 
Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and 
different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  entire  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of 
recitations,  lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology 
holds  two  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in 
gynecology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  work 
in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section,  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice, 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of 
the  ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnoses  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopcedic  Surgery — Lectures  on  Orthopoedic  Surgery  are  given  during  the 
course,  the  subject  being  thoroughly  taught  by  a  special  teacher. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  lectures  and  clinics  on 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  annus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  haemor- 
rhoids and  fistuliE,  rectal  strictures,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Obstetrics. 
This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and 
positions.    This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 
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Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
iind  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  delivery; 
abnormal  presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each  ;  version  ;  application 
of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models 
and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations, 
Bfider  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinieal  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year 
Btudents  are  summoned  to  the  l)'ing-in  department,  and  required  to  auscul- 
tate the  foetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine 
the  mammae  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 
The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

I'rof.  Rowland  clinics  on  midwifery  Avhenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do 
cnfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By 
prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Mary- 
land Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
thamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
in  removing  placentae,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in 
dystocia. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  por- 
tals with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  compe- 
tent to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the 
practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Outdoor  Obstetric  Department,  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetrician 
»f  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches,  these  cases  are  assigned  to 
etudents  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them, 
under  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during 
and  after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assist- 
ant. Students  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations,  and  record  all 
observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation 
of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  or  resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holder  thereof 
to  credit  of  a  percentage  on  his  final  examination.  Members  of  our  recent 
senior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  outdoor  department 
During  the  session  just  closed,  233  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior 
class,  of  which  171  occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  62  in 
the  outdoor  obstetric  department. 
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Hospital  'Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class 
is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session. 
This  practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  ia  the  Marj'land 
General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  and  College  Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospitals  or  dispensary  to  the 
medical  or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  witness  and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of 
surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  recording  of 
pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  witness  and  practice  physical  diagnosis 
in  medical  and  surgical  cases ;  observe  the  condition  and  management  of 
lying-in-women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants;  practice  diagnosis  in 
gynecology  ;  observe  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness  important  features  of 
the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  etc.,  th^t  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Obstetrics  are  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the 
hospital  wards,  or  demonstration  room,  amphitheatre,  and  in  the  dispensary 

Medical  Diagnosis  will  be  taught  by  demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on 
hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the  teachers  taking  cases  before  a  section 
and  having  students  examine  the  blood,  urine,  etc.,  microscopically.  He 
will  here  be  taught  to  apply  his  knowledge.  In  the  dispensary  practice,  test 
meals  are  given,  stomach  contents  are  withdrawn  and  examined  in  the 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  stomach. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  in  sections,  daily,  the  entire  senior  class  each 
week  working  in  the  dispensary,  as  assistants,  examining  patients,  taking 
histories,  diagnosing,  etc. 

In  Gynecology,  seniors  in  sections  in  dispensary  are  required  to  practice 
digital  examination,  palpate  the  uterus,  tubes,  ovaries,  etc.  Practical  exam- 
ination is  also  required  in  department  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  with 
rhinoscope,  laryngoscope  and  stethoscope. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  hospital  and  dispensary  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered 
to  have  completed  his  course  at  this  College,  unless  he  has  complied  with  the 
regulations  for  this  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary 
section  work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL  COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Monday,  September  2, 1901,  and  continue  until  September  26,  1901. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work 
and  demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the 
greater  requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course, 
lectures  will  be  delivered  on  anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology,  pria- 
ciples  and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  preliminaries  to  surgical 
operations,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine,  laboratory 
and  clinical  obstetrics,  gynecology,  opthalmology,  clinical  surgery,  diseases 
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of  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and  clinical  opthalmology, 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  the  rectum.    During  the  preliminary  Fall  Course, 

1st  course  students  work  in  the  Histological  laboratory; 

2d  course  students  in  the  Anatomical  and  Bacteriological  laboratories ; 

3d  course  students  in  the  laboratory  of  Operative  Surgery; 

4th  course  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory. 
Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classes  of  students,  Monday,  September  2d. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the 
following  regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct 
deportment,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  due 
the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Scholarships  in  the  Fourth  or  Senior  Year. 

The  faculty  of  this  College,  realizing  that  four  courses  of  instruction  now 
required  of  students,  necessitate  a  considerable  total  outlay  by  them,  offers 
free  scholarships  or  exemption  from  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as 
follows  : 

1st.  Students  who  enter  our  first  year  class  for  the  session  of  1901  and  1902 
and  pursue  their  four  years  of  study  in  this  school,  will  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

2d.  Students  who  enter  our  second  or  third  year  class  and  pursue  the 
remaining  time  required  in  this  College,  will  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Students  entitled  to  scholarships  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as  herein 

specified,  will  be  required  on  entrance  to  pay  as  follows :

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
our  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $50.00,  as 
do  other  seniors  ;  those  not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the 
same  sum  and  they  will  receive  at  the  end  o£  the  course  an  engraved  "Post- 
Graduate  Certificate." 
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Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculatioa 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  tue  regular  laboratory  fee.  Should  they  desire  the  special 
"Post-Graduate  Certificate,"  at  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it  on  pay- 
ment of  twenty  dollars,  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  'Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships," 
By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  competitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  March,  1903,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  and 
they  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 
One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology,  Histology,  and  Chemistry  ;  one  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  second-year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examina- 
tion on  Anatomy^  Physiology  and  Bacleriulogy . 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows  : 

Emil  Novak,  of  Maryland,  of  the  first  year  class,  and 
Stanley  T.  Cavius,  of  Illinois,  of  the  second  year  class. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination  ;  and  the  degree  of 
M.  D.  cum  laude  on  the  next  nine  students,  passing  the  best  final  examinations, 
the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing  catalogue 
in  order  of  respective  merits. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The  first  college  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing 
the  best  general  examination. 

The  Robert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Prof.  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  pass- 
ing the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  the  programme 
and  announced  at  the  commencement. 
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1  Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance. 

Seats  iu  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatres  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  tue  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
©btain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  will  be  registered,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registra- 
tion. This  entitles  them  to  such  scats.  Credentials  exempting  from  the 
entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  iu  the  same  mail.  When  received 
they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This  saves  time  to  the  student 
•on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured  ;  each  student  is  guaran- 
teed h'n  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  seven  hundred  thousand  people, 
■furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries;  has 
a  salubrious  climate  ;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial  hospitality ; 
is  connected  by  railway  and  water  with  every  other  city  in  the  world;  is 
yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as  a  great  medical 
centre;  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring,  to  acquire  a  medical 
■education,  or  reside  within  her  limits. 

Young   Men's  Christian   Association. 

A  branch  of  the  city  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  iu  this  College,  and  an 
appropriation  is  made  by  the  College  toward  the  support  of  an  intercollegiate 
secretary. 

A  well-equipped  reading  and  amusement  room  is  set  apart  for  the  use  of 
the  students  of  the  College,  under  the  control  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association.  The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of 
the  term,  and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  refer- 
■ence.  The  Association  Haud-Book,  containing  much  information  of  value 
to  the  students,  is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  iu  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  suc- 
cessfully oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their 
success  in  life.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student. 

Hospital   an-d    Dispensary   Appointments. 
We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates: 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Three  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(.3)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(4)  Dispensary  Physician  of  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary. 

(.5)  Twenty  clinical  assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Standing   Policy  in  Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additioaal 
(teachers,  otter  thi»gs  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  will  be  preferred. 
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INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  studeuts  desiring  specinl  hospital  aihantdges  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hvjspital.  Such  studeuts  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  iu  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors;  they  are  thus  caused  to 
he  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  Interneships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  rooms 
are  assigned  iu  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  iu  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year  ; 
its  payment  on  entrance,  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending- 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
months  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Ezternes. — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as 
Special  Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  imme- 
diate vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for 
Special  E.xternes  is  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  thirty  ($30)  dollars 
for  six  mouths. 

Examinations  on  'Work  of  the  Session  will  not  begin  until  after 
April  1st.  Students  whose  accounts  with  the  college  are  not  satisfactorily 
settled  may  not  take  the  examination. 

Preceptors. — Students  are  advised  to  arrange  to  practice  under  the  direc- 
tion of  their  preceptors  during  the  college  vacations.  In  this  way  they  will 
be  brought  in  contact  with  the  management  of  individual  cases  of  diseases, 
with  practical  sick  room  and  house  hygiene,  feeding,  etc. 

Athletics. — The  faculty  encourages  athletics,  for  those  who  care  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  exercises. 

Foot  ball  teams  are  regularly  organized,  and  play  the  usual  Fall  games 
each  session. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  arc  present  at  the  ''Commencement"  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  attend- 
[  ance  on  the  regular  Winter  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
p  only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
t  tory  work  and  demonstrations  required  during  the  session  and  have  complied 
with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendence 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due 
the  College  have  been  paid. 
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Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  trausferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Dean  for 
xesults  of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  results  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of 
•each  student,  entitled  to  receive  such. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
"breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for 
"by  those  doing  such  damage.  When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individ- 
ually responsible  for  damage  to  College  property  a  p7-o  rata  charge  will  be 
made  to  those  who  might  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the  lecture  halls,  smoking  and 
•other  use  of  tobacco  are  not  permitted.  The  use  of  tobacco  in  the  lecture 
ialls,  amphitheatres  and  laboratories  will  be  considered  a  violation  of  rules. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  suspend,  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  trcusactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  eitlier  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  ($3) 
per  week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in 
the  country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  parents,  guardians,  and 
friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young 
men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  "N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding  house  has  been 
selected  ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College.in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
essary hotel  expenses.  All  College  business  is  transacted  at  the  office  of  the 
Dean  in  the  College  building. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

For  hospital 
and  dispensary  work,  the  senior  class  will  be  divided  into 
twelve  sections,  and  attend  hospitals  and  dispensary  as 
scheduled  on  pages  10  11,  and  12. 

Dispensary  Practice— T-wo  sections  of  the  senior  class  will  work 
in  the  dispensary  from  1  to  2  P.  M.  daily,  two  seniors  being 
assigned  to  each  department,  where  they  are  required  to 
assist  in  the  actual  dispensary  practice,  of  examln  ng,  re- 
cording and  treating  the  ambulant  sick.    (See  page  13.) 

Students  are  required  to  report  punctually  at  time  and 
place  noted  on  schedule,  with  divisions  and  sections  to  which 
they  have  severally  been  assitined. 

In  addition  to  Hospital  and  Dispensary  work  Scheduled, 
obstetric  clinies  will  be  held  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur. 

Lectures,  Recitations  and  Demonstrations  will  begin  Ave 
minutes  after  the  hour,  and  terminate  promptly  at  end  of 
the  hour.  Students  are  expected  to  be  in  attendance  on  all 
scheduled  instruction,  without  any  additional  notice. 

Students  may  not  be  detained  at  lectures  after  2  P.  M. 

Students  should  have  their  mail  addressed  to  their  board- 
ing houses,  that  they  may  receive  it  without  unnecessary 
delay. 

Students  are  not  admitted  to  Laboratories,  Hospitals  or 
Dispensai-y  until  they  have  taken  out  tickets. 

Tickets  must  be  exhibited  when  requested. 

All  business  transactions  must  be  completed  at  time 
specified  on  entrance. 

College  Business  will  be  transacted  in  the  Dean's  office 
in  the  College  building.  * 

The  Dea'i  or  Assistant  will  be  in  the  office  in  the  College 
Building  during  the  day,  for  the  transaction  of  business.

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THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  me<£cat 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
First  Annual  Announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the«past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  phj'sicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  whicli  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionmeut  of  text  as  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  con- 
current delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the 
ultimate  application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and 
dispensary  practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed,  our  class  of  507  students  represented 
twenty-eight  States  of  the  Union  and  the  following  foreign  countries: 
Canada,  England,  Germany,  Bermuda,  Scotland,  Portugal,  and  Japao. 
Ninety-seven  (97)  students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed 
successful  examinations,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of 
American  Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit 
of  four  courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation. 

The  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  students,  their  world-wide  distribu- 
tion, the  marked  improvement  in  preliminary  education  of  each  successive 
class,  the  excellence  of  their  examinations,  and  the  invariable  return  of  our 
former  students,  encourage  the  faculty  in  the  belief  that  the  practical 
methods  of  teaching  in  laboratories,  hospitals  and  dispensary  here  pursued, 
are  appreciated  by  students  of  medicine  and  the  people.  This  College  has 
twelve  hundred  (1200)  alumni  distributed  in  every  country  and  clime. 
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FACILITIES  FOR  INSTRUCTION. 

Our  modern  and  imposing  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to 
their  adaptability  to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square, 
fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adja- 
cent to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without 
loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

Our  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
for  600  students ;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students;  physiological,  clinical,  histological^ 
pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories — all  completely  equipped,  including 
120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

Our  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madi- 
son street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  college  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  Surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street,  adjoining  college  build- 
ing No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  36  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  The  Internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of  this 
department,  and  are  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  convenient  to 
all  College  and  hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  Mary- 
land General  Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital,  and  the  College 
building. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  200  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  and  dressing  rooms,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  hospital,  on 
the  third  floor,  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessar}"^  surgical  instru- 
ments, apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  apparatus  for  locat- 
ing foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water.  Dressings 
and  operations  are  performed  there  daily. 

Immigrant  Department.  A  jiortion  of  this  hospital  is  used  as  an  immi- 
grant hospital,  for  the  sick,  injured  and  invalid  of  the  immigrants  who  enter 
at  the  port  of  Baltimore.  We  are  thus  enabled  to  present  to  our  classes 
peculiar  and  exotic  diseases,  modified  by  foreign  influence  and  travel. 

Our  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  One  hundred  and 
seveuty-oue  (171)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  25,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  furnishes  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes, 
under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat,  containing  an  average  of  over  800  patients,  is 
attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and  presents  rare 
opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

Two  Courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows  : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Monday,  September 
2d,  1901,  and  end  Thursday,  September  26th.  This  course  is  optional  to 
students.     (See  pages  19  and  20.) 

2d.  The  Regular  'Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 2fith,  1901,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  April  19th, 
1902.  This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  oue  of  the  four  required  for  the 
degree. 

MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  College?,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  creden- 
tials showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized  colleges 
of  literature,  science  or  arts,  of  high  schools,  normal  schools,  academies,  or 
equivalent  schools,  teachers'  certificates,  or  medical  students'  certificates 
issued  by  the  regents  of  New  York,*  or  any  State  Examining  Board. 

Matriculates  in  medicine,  on  presenting  credentials  showing  such,  are 
exempt  from  the  entrance  examination. 

To  avoid  delay,  students  entitled  to  matricxilate  without  examination,  are 
requested  to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the 
College.     This  simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 

Matriculants  not  entitled  to  exemption,  as  hereinbefore  provided,  are  required 
to  pass  an  entrance  examination,  with  the  following  requirements:  the  writ- 
ing of  an  English  composition  of  not  less  than  two  hundred  words;  the 
translation  of  easy  Latin  prose :  a  knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  algebra,  and 
of  elementary  physics. 

Matriculants  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examination,  or 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  thereof,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  themselves ; 
they  may  register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot  begin  the 
studies  of  the  second  year  until  thev  have  passed  the  required  entrance 
examination. t 

For  convenience  of  students  who  are  required  to  pass  the  entrance  exami- 
nation, such  examinations  will  be  held  at  the  College  on  Wednesdays  at  3  P. 
M.,  during  the  months  of  September  and  the  first  half  of  October. 

These  examinations  are  reasonable,  their  only  object  being  to  ascertain 
whether  students  are  sufficiently  educated  to  profit  by  medical  study. 

students,  citizens  of  New  York,  Oliio  and  Pennsylvania,  are  admitted  according 
to  regulations  prescribed  by  the  laws  ot  those  States,  respectively. 

*NoTE  1.— The  New  York  laws  require  that  a  Student  registering  from  the  State 
of  New  York  shall  present  a  Regent's  c  rtiflcate,  or  at  least  36  of  the  48  academic 
counts  required  for  sueh  certiflcate.  This  requirement  applies  only  to  students  ol 
the  State  of  New  York. 

Note  2.— Students,  citizens  of  Ohio,  entering  our  first  year  class  must  present  the 
following  credentials  as  required  by  the  laws  of  Ohio  :  The  degree  of  A.  B.,  B.  S.  or 
equivalent  degree  rroni  a  reputable  college;  a  diploma  from  Normal  School,  high 
school,  or  semmary,  issued  after  four  years  of  study ;  a  teacher's  permanent  or  life 
certificate,  a  medical  student's  certiflcate,  issued  after  exaiuination  by  anv  State 
Board;  a  student's  certiflcate  of  examination  for  adniissioa  to  the  freshman  class 
of  a  reputat)le  literary  or  scieiitiflc  college  ;  or  a  certiflrate  of  successful  examination 
by  the  "'State  Board  of  Medical  Kegiat  ation  and  Examination  of  Ohio." 

tMatriculants  who  may  be  conditioned  on  Latin  or  Physics  on  entering,  mav  pursue 
these  studies  during  hours  otherwise  unoccupied,  under  an  instructor  recommended 
by  the  College,  and  pass  examinations  on  sucli  subjects  at  the  end  of  the  session  or 
at  the  beginning  of  the  next. 
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TIME    OF    STUDY. 

Pursuant  to  requirement  by  the  "Association  of  American  Medicai  Col- 
leges," tlie  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study  is  required  prior  to 
applying  for  graduation,  except  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Students  who  hsive  pursued  a  satisfactory  course  in  chemistry  and  biology, 
will  be  admitted  to  the  second  year  course,  their  previous  work  being  con- 
sidered the  equivalent  of  the  first  year  of  a,fovryear  graded  course. 

Students  who  may  be  so  advanced  will  be  required,  at  toe  end  of  the  term, 
to  pass  examination  on  any  subject  or  subjects  of  the  first  year  course  which 
they  may  not  have  completed  before  entering. 

As  required  by  the  laws  of  a  number  of  States,  graduates  in  pharmacy  are 
required  to  enter  the  first  year  or  freshmen  class,  but  are  excused  from  the 
study  of  chemistry,  materia  medica  and  practical  pharmacy. 

Students  on  entering  will  be  credited  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or 
third-year  branches  completed  in  other  medical  schools  of  good  standing. 

METHODS  OF   INSTRUCTION. 

Instruction  is  given  by  didactic  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory  practice, 
clinical  lectures,  demonstrations,  hospital  and  dispensary  practice,  conferences 
quizzes  and  reviews. 

The  session  will  be  divided  into  two  semesters  ;  the  first  beginning  Septem- 
ber 26th,  and  ending  December  24th  ;  the  second  beginning  January  2d,  and 
extending  to  the  end  of  the  session. 

In  the  following  summary  of  the  curriculum,  the  term  "Laboratory  Period" 
will  mean  two  and  one-half  cr  three  hours. 

The  arrangement  of  the  curriculum  is  such  that  students  devote  the  first 
and  second  years  to  the  study  of  the  fundamental  or  primal  branches,  which 
they  complete  with  final  examination  in  chemistry  at  the  end  of  the  first 
course  and  the  others  at  the  end  of  the  second  course. 

The  third  year  is  devoted  to  the  progressive  study  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  and  the  special  divisions  thereof. 

At  the  end  of  the  third  year,  the  following  subjects  are  completed  with 
final  examinations  :  Pathology,  therapeutics,  operative  surgery,  diseases  of 
the  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  hygiene  and  medical  jurispru- 
dence. 

During  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  students  pursue  the  study  of  medicine, 
surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of 
children,  and  pass  final  examinations  thereon  at  the  end  of  the  session.  In 
the  study  of  these  branches  during  the  fourth  year,  a  large  proportion  of 
time  is  devoted  to  general  and  special  clinics,  and  to  hospital  and  dispensary 
work,  and  work  in  the  clinical  laboratory. 

Revie'ws.  A  systematic  course  of  quizzes  and  reviews  on  all  subjects  of 
the  curriculum  will  be  conducted  throughout  the  session,  without  extra  cost. 
Besides  being  an  impressive  mode  of  study,  these  reviews  by  frequent  repe- 
tition, make  knowledge  permanent,  and  prepare  students  for  subsequent 
examination  by  State  Boards.

Examinations  —At  the  termination  of  the  course,  a  final  e.\amiuatioa  on 
biology,  histology,  osteology,  chemistry  and  for  advauced  standing  on  physi- 
ology will  be  held.

— Five  lectures  and  five 
laboratory  periods  per  week  until  dissections  have  been  completed.

— One  lecture,  one  review,  and  two  labo- 
ratory  periods  per  week. 

General  Pathology. — (Second  Semester.) — One  lecture,  one  laboratory 
review  aud  two  laborato-y  periods  per  week.     Examination  at  end  of  course.- 

Chemistry. — Three  lectures  per  week— (optional  to  students  who  have 
completed  Chemistry  iu  first  year.) 

Materia  Medica. — One  lecture  per  week. 

Clinics  — General  medicine,  surgery,  minor  surgery,  nervous  and  mental 
diseases,  dermatologj-,  eye  and  ear,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  children. 

Examinations. — Final  examination  leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  at 
end  of  course  on  anatom}',  physiology,  bacteriology,  materia  medica,  on  all 
of  which  laboratory  work  aud  recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  ou  the 
examination.

Operative  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week,  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week,  (iu  sections),  for  six  weeks. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Two  clinics  per  week  during  the  session. 

Obstetrics. — Two  lectures  per  Aveek  during  session,  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital.) 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — Oue  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Eye  and  Ear. — One  lecture  aud  oue  clinic  per  week. 

Gynecology. — Two  hours  clinic  per  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis. — One  lecture  per  week,  during  session,  and  two 
laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (on  the  normal  human  subject.) 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week. 
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DermatDlogy. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 

Physiological  Chemistry. — One  lecture  per  week 

Hygiene. — <)ne  lecture  per  week. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. — One  lecture  per  week. 

Special  Pathology.— One  lecture,  one  review  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week. 

Bandaging. — Two  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks  (in  sections.) 

Clinics  — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases, 
nose,  throat  and  chest,  gynecology,  dermatology,  diseases  of  children,  eye 
and  cai-,  and  after  January  1st,  obstetrics. 

Examinations. — On  Saturdays,  dm-ing  the  month  of  March,  final  exami- 
nations will  beheld  on  the  following  subjects :  Dermatology,  hygiene,  and 
medical  jurisprudence.

Fourth   Year.

lectures,  oue  review,  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice  on  four  afternoons  each  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  and  hos- 
pital and  dispensary  practice  four  afternoons  each  week. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Two  clinics  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 

Obstetrics. — Two  lectures  per  week  and  clinics  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  Students  are  required  to  attend  from  fifteen  to  twenty  cases  during 
the  session. 

Gynecology. — Two  recitations,  two  hours  clinic,  oue  review,  and  hospital 
and  dispensary  practice  three  afternoons  each  week. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest, — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and 
hospital  and  dispensary  practice  on  two  afternoons  per  week. 

Therapeutics. ^Three  lectures  per  week. 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  dis- 
pensary practice. 

Physiological  Chemistry. — One  lecture  and  two  laboratorj'  periods  per 
■week. 

Gross  Pathology. — Autopsies  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre. 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  general  surgery,  minor  surgery,  orthopaedic 
surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  eye  and  ear,  nervous 
and  mental  diseases,  diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  and  rectal  diseases. 

Dispensary  Practice. — Daily  (in  sections.) 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  in  other  schools,  any  sub- 
ject or  subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course,  may  be  examined  on  such  i*i  the 
second  week  of  October. 

Examinations. — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the 
degree  will  be  held  on  principles  and  practice  of  medicine,  principles  and 
practice  of  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  and  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  children.

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OKDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL   INSTRUCTION. 

Biology 

Biology,  iucluding  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Embi'yology,  will  be  confined 
to  first-year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the  origin, 
development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and  time  of  animal  and 
vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic  examination  of 
yeast,  fern  and  amojba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  amphioxus,  frog 
and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes;  and  will  be  sufficient  to  complete 
a  series  from  the  amceba,  or  unicellular  organism  to  the  cat  as  the  mammalian 
representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and  dog  will  be  used  and  the 
nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human  body. 

The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  be  conducted  concurrently  with 
that  in  histology. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  Invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon,  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of 
each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the 
skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory, 
where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required 
to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and 
second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion 
during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissec- 
tions of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system. 
Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons,  between  3  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afteruoons 
per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations 
and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The 
record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a  card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each 
student,  by  doing  good  work,  has  the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  labora- 
tory and  on  recitations  50  per  cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology, 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year,  two  lectures  per  week  being 
given.  But  the  most  important  part  of  the  M'ork  will  be  done  in  the  labora- 
tory, where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  appa- 
ratus, staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue 
fresh  from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections 
of  tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histo- 
logical structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  tirst  aud  second  years  by  lectures  or  reci- 
tations, reviews  aud  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  aud  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration,  diges- 
tion, absorption,  sccrelion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  aud  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the 
circulation,  respiration,  muscle  and  nerve.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is  also 
taken  up  during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph,  digestion, 
uriue,  milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides  animals 
for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  semester  of  the  second 
year.  Lectures  by  means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  litera- 
ture, general  properties  and  classification  of  bacteria  are  given  The  more 
important  part  ot  the  work,  howevir,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratorj',  where 
is  taught  the  making  of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examina- 
tion of  bacteria,  the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and 
examination,  the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  modes  of 
sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  gi'owths  are  made  and  inoculation  ex- 
periments on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied 
and  examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the 
various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  aud  mounted, 
each  student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Patlwlogy  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  of  the  second 
year,  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Bacteriology.  The 
course  in  General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to, 
and  prepare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Two  lectures  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this  course  is 
laboratorj'  woik. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessa'y  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  oouJse  in  general  pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mount- 
ing, showing  the  processes  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis. 
Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiitraiious, 
beginning  with  cloudy  swilling  and  running  through  the  various  modifica- 
tions of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  and  pursued  t-hrough- 
out  the  third  year,  concurrently  with  that  of  other  branches,  and  oyuchro- 
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nously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of  special  organs — the  liver, 
spleen,  intestines,  kidneys,  and  lungs — and  the  infective  granulomata,  tuber- 
culosis, luprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  physiology  And  pathology,  viiW^e 
the  use  of  the  ntw  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen  for 
the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters,  (5000),  and  pro- 
jected on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  28.3  square 
feet.  Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher,  prior  to 
individual  microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  year.  The  lecture  course 
embraces  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of  prac- 
tical work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  diflScult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker, 
of  which  be  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry,  as  in  all  other  laboratory  courses, 
fifty  (50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited  each  student 
on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Physiological    Chemist!  y. 

Senior  students  will  pursue  this  study.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week 
on  the  pathology  of  metabolism,  the  general  conditions  underlying  perverted 
functions  of  the  organs  and  the  results  therefrom,  and  the  methods  of  deter- 
mining and  explaining  these  perversions. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course. 
Students  of  the  fourth  year  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four 
hours  per  week  during  the  session.  This  course  consists  of  the  examination 
of  stomach  contents  for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  urinalysis, 
embracing  the  chemical  examination  for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents, 
microscopical  examinations  of  urinary  sediments,  faeces,  their  examination  for 
blood,  pus,  amceba,  food  particles,  etc.,  normal  and  abnormal  blood,  enumera- 
tion of  corpuscles  estimation  of  hiemoglobin,  examination  for  parasites,  and 
the  chemical  examination  of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates,  staining 
of  bacteria,  examination  of  pus,  etc. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  haemocytometer, 
hsemoglobinometer,  ureometer,  urinometer,  sacchaiometer,  albuminonieter 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student.    AD  senior  students  are  required  to  pursue  this  course.

Physiological  Laboratory,      Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice 

■  A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
■  to  in.sure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  breakage,  and 
damage  to  college  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  college  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 
Materia  Medica  is  taught  during  the  second  year,  by  lectures  and  recitations. 
Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class,  that 
.students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They  are 
taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

T lierapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  but  because  of 
the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  the  instruction  thereon  is  repeated 
during  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by 
lectures,  recitations  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intel- 
ligently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year,  the  initial 
instruction  thereon  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the  body,  their 
normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  then  extended  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symptoms  occur- 
ring in  disease. 

During  the  third  year,  students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to 
pursue  a  laboratory  course,  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  human 
body,  each  student  being  required  to  pcrsonallj^  examine  the  heart,  lungs, 
abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach,  intestines, 
arteries,  and  brain.  Students  are  required  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the 
various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the 
normal  body  will  qualify  the  students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study 
of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year.

J*rinciples  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  is  taught  during 
the  third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are 
given  during  the  third  }-ear.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students 
at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or 
senior  year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and 
simple,  enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  a^ 
win.  In  regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectuous  diseases  are 
considered.    Reviews  are  given  from  time  to  time  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  once  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Cliniad  Conferences  are  conducted  (in  sections)  weekly  throughout  the 
session  with  senior  students  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  in  the  hospital.  Students  are 
required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  3  P.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned 
to  cases  in  the  ward,  each  student  being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is 
required  to  examine  carefully,  making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous 
history,  present  illness,  physical  examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart; 
of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prog- 
nosis, and  suggest  treatment.  At  4  P.  M.  the  section  reports  in  conference*, 
in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads  his  paper,  criticism  being  made 
by  the  teacher  and  students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of  earning  50 
per  cent,  on  their  final  examination  on  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nerwus  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years 
by  Prof.  (Jharles  G.  Hill,  a  teacher  of  very  extensive  clinical  experience  on 
this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physician  at  the 
Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  insane,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Professor  Hill  will  dwell  especially  on  the  etiology,  diagnoses  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  He  will  also  show  the  proper  method  of  application  of 
electricity  in  nervous  disorders. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology  and  the 
chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.  In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  prominently  in 
view. 

Diseases  of  Cidldren  are  presented  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  This 
subj,ect  of  far-reaching  significance  to  the  general  practitioner,  is  taught  in  a 
manner,  that  will  enable  students  to  comprehend  the  salient  features  of 
disestses  of  children  and  treat  them  successfully. 

Clinics  on  diseases  of  children  will  be  varied  and  of  such  number  as  will 
impressively  illustrate  the  different  types  of  diseases. 

Hygiene  is  taught  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation,  quarantine,  disinfec- 
tion, sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns,  the  hygiene  of 
homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses  and  sleeping  apartments, 
bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep,  will  be  considered. 
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Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Lord,  who  gives  a 
brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Ilospital  rractice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice,  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  ausculation, 
rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  section  daily  ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  dailj-^  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treat- 
ment, etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the 
broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of 
the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
who  thus  Endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a 
correct  foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  Dispensar}^  where  the  Profes- 
sor and  assistants  point  out,  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  splints  used, 
dressing  of  wounds,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical 
operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc.  Clinics  in  general 
surgery  are  given  in  this  school  twice  per  week  during  the  entire  four  years. 
During  the  fourth  year  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  by  hospital 
and  dispensary  work. 

Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  Johnson— two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  opera- 
tions, and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners 
are  required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery, 
members  of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
required  to  treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professtar  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
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special  operations  to  tlie  exckisioii  of  others,  aud  all  other  steps  necessary 
in  preparing  for.  operations,  and  the  after-treatment. 

Operatite  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year,  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  ammals  aud  cadavers.  The  methods  of  procedure  are 
clearly  outlined  in  all  operations  required  in  surgery.  That  the  subject  may 
be  the  more  dearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the 
work  in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative 
surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into' sections  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  liga- 
tion of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  including  laparotomy,  operations  on  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver, 
gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  operations  for  appendicitis;  operations  on  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Minor   Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.    Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical    dressing    presented    and  applied. 
Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and  ' 
different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  entire  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of 
recitations,  lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology 
holds  two  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in 
gynecology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  work 
in  the  dispensary. 

HoHpital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section,  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice, 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of 
the  ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnoses  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthoposdic  Surgery — Lectures  on  Orthopaedic  Surgery  are  given  during  the 
course,  the  subject  being  thoroughly  taught  by  a  special  teacher. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  lectures  and  clinics  on 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  annus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  haemor- 
rhoids and  fistulae,  rectal  strictures,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and 
positions.    This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 
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Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  iu  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  delivery; 
abnormal  presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each  ;  version  ;  application 
of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  deliverj'.  Models 
Mid  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the^pfegnant- state.  Sections. of  the.third  year 
Btudents  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscul- 
tate the  foetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine 
the  mammae  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

l*rof.  Rowland  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
'being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do 
unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By 
prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Mary- 
land Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
in  removing  placentee,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in 
djstocia. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  por- 
tals with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  compe- 
tent to  enter  anj'  field  of  duty  and  rationallj'  and  successfully  pursue  the 
practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Outdoor  Obstetric  Department,  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  ilauionstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetrician 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches,  these  cases  are  assigned  to 
Btudents  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them, 
under  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during 
and  after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assist- 
ant. Students  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations,  and  record  all 
observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation 
of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demon- 
Btrator  of  obstetrics  or  resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holder  thereof 
to  credit  of  a  percentage  on  his  final  examination.  Members  of  our  recent 
Beoior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  outdoor  department 
Buring  the  session  just  closed,  233  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior 
class,  of  which  171  occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  62  in 
the  outdoor  obstetric  department. 
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Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the.  clinical  work  iu  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  bee;i 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class 
is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session. 
This  practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in  the  Maryland 
General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital  and  College  Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospitals  or  dispensary  to  the 
medical  or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  witness  and  assist  iu  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrangement  of 
surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  recording  of 
pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  wituess  and  practice  physical  diagnos..i3 
in  medical  and  surgical  cases  ;  observe  the  condition  and  management  of 
lying-in-women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants;  practice  diagnosis  in 
gynecology  ;  observe  effects  of  treatment,  and  witness  important  features  of 
the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  etc.,  that  thej'  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  mid  Obstetrics  are  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the 
hospital  wards,  or  demonstration  room,  amphitheatre,  and  in  the  dispensary 

Medical  Diagnosis  will  be  taught  by  demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on 
hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the  teachers  taking  cases  before  a  section 
and  having  students  examine  the  blood,  urine,  etc.,  microscopically.  He 
will  here  be  taught  to  apply  his  knowledge.  In  the  dispensary  practice,  test 
meals  are  given,  stomach  contents  are  withdrawn  and  examined  in  the 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  stomach. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  in  sections,  daily,  the  entire  senior  class  each 
week  working  in  the  dispensary,  as  assistants,  examining  patients,  taking 
histories,  diagnosing,  etc. 

In  Gynecology ,  seniors  in  sections  in  dispensary  are  required  to  practice 
digital  examination,  palpate  the  uterus,  tubes,  ovaries,  etc.  Practical  exam- 
ination is  also  required  in  department  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  with 
rhinoscope,  laryngoscope  and  stethoscope. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  hospital  and  dispensary  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  considered 
to  have  completed  his  course  at  this  College,  unless  he  has  complied  with  the 
regulations  for  this  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary 
section  work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL  COURSEc 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  Is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Monday,  September  2, 1901,  and  continue  until  September  26,  1901. 

It  consists  of  elementary,  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work 
and  demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the 
greater  requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course, 
Jectures  will  be  delivered  on  anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology,  prin- 
ciples and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  preliminaries  to  surgical 
operations,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine,  laboratory 
and  clinical  obstetrics,  gynecology,  opthalmology,  clinical  surgery,  disease's 
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of  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and  clinical  opthalmology, 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  the  rectum.     During  the  i)reliminary  Fall  Course, 

1st  course  students  work  in  the  Histological  laboratory; 

2d  course  students  in  the  Anatomical  and  Bacteriological  laboratories; 

3d  course  students  in  the  laboratory  of  Operative  Surgery; 

4th  course  students  iu  the  Clinical  laboratory. 
Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classes  of  students,  Monday,  September  2d. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the 
following  regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September,  without  incrtasiug  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct 
deportment,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  du« 
the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Scholarships  in  the  Fourth  or  Senior  Year. 

The  faculty  of  this  College,  realizing  that  four  courses  of  instruction  now 
required  of  students,  necessitate  a  considerable  total  outlay  by  them,  offers 
free  scholarships  or  exemption  from  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as 
follows  : 

1st.  Students  who  enter  our  first  year  class  for  the  session  of  1901  and  1902 
and  pursue  their  four  years  of  study  in  this  school,  will  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

2d.  Students  who  enter  our  second  or  third  year  class  and  pursue  the 
remaining  time  required  in  this  College,  will  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Students  entitled  to  scholarships  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as  herein 
specified,  will  be  requared  on  entrance  to  pay  as  follows :

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
our  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $50.00,  as 
do  other  seniors  ;  those  not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the 
same  sum  and  they  will  receive  at  the  end  o^  the  course  an  engraved  "Post- 
Graduate  Certificate."  • 
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Graduates  of  this  College  are  admiltcd  on  i):iymeut  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  d>)  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee.  Should  they  desire  the  s[)ecial 
''Post-Graduate  Certificate,"  at  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it  on  pay- 
ment of  twenty  dollars,  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued! 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Schblarshii^s " 
By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  free  scholarships  have- 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awardeil  after  cumpelitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  March,  1902,  on  practical  laboratorj-  worK,  and 
they  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 
One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology.  Histology,  and  Chemistry  ;  one  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  second-year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examina- 
tion on  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Bacteriology. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows : 

Emil  Novak,  of  Maryland,  of  the  first  year  class,  and 
Stanley  T.  Cavins,  of  Illinois,  of  the  second  year  class. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination  ;  and  the  degree  of 
M.  D.  cum  laude  on  the  next  nine  students,  passing  the  best  final  examinations, 
the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing  catalogue 
in  order  of  respective  merits. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The  first  college  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing 
the  best  general  examination. 

The  Robert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Prof.  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  pass- 
ing the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  the  programme 
and  announced  at  the  commencement. 
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Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance. 
Seats  in  the  lecture  ball  and  amphitheatres  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
t)eginning  at  tiie  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
•obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  will  be  registered,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registra- 
ttion.  This  entitles  them  to  such  scats.  Credentials  exempting  from  the 
■entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same  mail.  When  received 
they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This  saves  time  to  the  student 
•on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured  ;  each  student  is  guaran- 
-teed  hh  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Baltimore,  with  her  teeming  population  of  seven  hundred  thousand  people, 
furnishes  a  comparatively  inexhaustible  clinic  of  diseases  and  injuries ;  has 
a  salubrious  climate  ;  a  people  proverbially  famed  for  their  genial  hospitality , 
is  connected  by  railway  and  water  with  every  other  city  in  the  world;  is 
yearly  growing  in  favor  with  the  profession  and  people  as  a  great  medical 
•centre;  and  extends  a  cordial  welcome  to  those  desiring  to  acquire  a  medical 
•education,  or  reside  within  lier  limits. 

Young   Men's  Christian    Association. 

A  branch  of  the  city  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College,  and  an 
appropriation  is  made  by  the  College  toward  the  support  of  an  intercollegiate 
■secretary. 

A  well-equipped  reading  and  amusement  room  is  set  apart  for  the  use  of 
■the  students  of  the  College,  under  the  control  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association.  The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of 
the  term,  and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  refer- 
ence. The  Association  Hand- Book,  containing  much  information  of  value 
to  the  students,  is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  iu  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  suc- 
cessfully oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their 
■success  in  life.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
•student. 

Hospital   an-d    Dispensary    Appointments. 
We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates: 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Three  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(4)  Dispensary  Physician  of  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary. 

(5)  Twenty  clinical  assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Standing   Policy  in   Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional 
iteacAers,  other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  will  be  preferred. 


Matriculation — Students  of  the  first  year,  entitled  to 
matriculate  without  Entrance  Examination,  should  present  the 
required  certificate  on  entrance.  They  should  bring  such  cer- 
tificate with  them.  Those  not  having  such  certificates  of 
exemption  must  pass  the  required  Entrance  Examination.  (See 
CMtalogue,  page  5.) 

Students  on  entering  are  credited  with  time  spent,  and  all 
branches  completed  during  the  first,  second  or  third  year.  {See 
Catalogue,  page  6.) 

Students  matriculating  by  mail  should  forward  with  matricu- 
lation fee  and  credentials  of  preliminary  education,  their  correct 
name^  ages,  addresses  and  names  of  preceptors,  if  they  have 
such. 

Seats  may  be  selected  in  advance,  {see  Catalogue,  page  22),  by 
forwarding  by  mail  matriculation  fee,  and  exemption  certificate, 
when  the  student  has  such. 

Advanced  Standing- — Students  who  have  pursued  a  course 
in  chemistry  and  biology  will  be  admitted  to  the  second  course, 
their  previous  work  being  considered  the  equivalent  of  the  first 
year  of  a  four-year  graded  course.     {See  Catalogue,  page  6.) 

Intcrnsbips — Students  desiring  Internships  are  entitled  to 
qualify  for   such   in  advance,  by   forwarding  the   interne  fee; 
rooms  in  the  interne  building  are  assigned  in  order  of  qualifica 
tion  and  set  apart  for  those  qualifying.     {See  Catalogue,  page  23.) 

Payment  of  all  fees  is  required  oti  entrance  at  time  of 
matriculation. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College, 
students  should  come  prepared  to  pay  their  fees  in  cash,  or 
money  orders,  checks  or  preferably  cashiers'  drafts. 

We  furnish  students  with  addresses  of  convenient  and  suit- 
able boarding-houses.

Its  Laboratories  are  among  the  best  in  the  country  in  con- 
struction, equipment,  management  and  excellence  of  work;  its 
Hospitals  and  Dispensary  furnish  ample  facilities  for  practical 
instruction  in  Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery,  Obstetrics,  Gyne- 
cology and  other  special  branches. 

■laboratory  and  Clinical  instruction  are  required  during 
the  entire  four  years.

Lectures  will  be  delivered  between  11  A.  M.  and  2  P.  M. 

Students  desiring  to  enter  classes  in  Laboratories  should  enter  Monday. 
September  the  2d.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  com  pie  ed  jirior  to  the; 
opening  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  Work  completed  at  this  time  will  be 
placed  to  the  credit  of  those  doing  it,  and  will  not  have  to  be  done  again 
during  the  Regular  Course.  Valuable  time  may  thus  be  saved  to  students' 
for  the  wcM'k  of  the  Regular  Course,  which  they  will  be  able  to  compreliend 
more  readily. 
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INTERNES. 

A  limited  Dumber  of  studeuts  desiring  special  hospital  adviintages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  liospital.  Sucli  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  tlic  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  tlie  attending  professors;  they  are  thus  caused  tO' 
be  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  Interneships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  room& 
are  assigned  in  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rofation'to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year  ; 
its  payment  on  entrance,  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  notXo  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
months  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Externes. — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as 
Special  Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  imme- 
diate vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for 
Special  Externes  is  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  thirty  ($30)  dollars 
for  six  months. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  not  begin  until  after 
April  Isl.  Students  whose  accounts  with  the  college  are  not  satisfactorily 
settled  may  not  take  the  examination. 

Preceptors. — Students  are  advised  to  arrange  to  practice  under  the  direc- 
tion of  their  preceptors  during  the  college  vacations.  In  this  way  they  will 
be  brought  in  contact  with  the  management  of  individual  cases  of  diseases, 
with  practical  sick  room  and  house  hygiene,  feeding,  etc. 

Athletics. — The  faculty  encourages  athletics,  for  those  who  care  to  par- 
ticipate in  snch  exercises. 

Foot  ball  teams  are  regularly  organized,  and  play  the  usual  Fall  games 
each  session. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
■who  arc  present  at  the  ''Commencement'''  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  attend- 
ance on  the  regular  Winter  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
tory work  and  demonstrations  required  during  the  session  and  have  complied 
with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendence 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due 
the  College  have  been  paid. 
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Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Students  are  requested  not  to  annoy  the  Recording  Secretary  or  Dean  for 
results  of  examinations,  as  a  notice  of  results  will  be  sent  to  the  address  of 
«ach  student,  entitled  to  receive  such. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for 
"by  those  doing  such  damage.  When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individ- 
ually responsible  for  damage  to  College  property  a  jjto  rata  charge  will  be 
made  to  those  who  might  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

In  order  to  maintain  purity  of  the  air  in  the'  lecture  halls,  smoking  and 
other  use  of  tobacco  are  not  permitted.  The  use  of  tobacco  in  the  lecture 
lalls,  amphitheatres  and  laboratories  will  be  considered  a  violation  of  rules. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  suspend,  or  terminate  the 
•connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
■disorderly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  piofessiou. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  ($3) 
per  week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  ia 
the  country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  ''Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College  Y. 
M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  -with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  parents,  guardians,  and 
friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young 
men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  lequested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  "N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected  ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
essary hotel  expenses.  All  College  business  is  transacted  at  the  office  of  the 
Dean  in  the  College  building. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
Second  Annual  Announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  as  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  con- 
current delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the 
ultimate  application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and 
dispensary  practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed,  our  class  of  532  students  represented 
twenty-six  States  of  the  Union,  the  Colony  of  Porto  Rico  and  the  following 
foreign  countries:  Canada,  England,  Germany, Bermuda, Scotland, Portugal, 
Japan,  "Wales,  Italy,  Turkey  and  Asia  Minor.  ZSTiuety-three  (93)  students 
having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed  successful  examinations, 
received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  commencement,  April  29,  1902. 

This  College  has  twelve  hundred  and  ninety-three  (1293)  alumni  distributed 
in  every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of 
American  Medical  Colleges,"  the  pursuit  of  four  courses  is  required  prior  to 
graduation  ;  each  course  is  of  seven  months'  duration. 

FACILITIES    FOR    INSTRUCTION, 

Our  modern  and  imposing  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to 
their  adaptability  to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square, 
fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adja- 
cent to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without 
loss  of  time  and  vinucccssary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 
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Our  College  Building,  situated  on  the  uortheastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
for  600  students ;  an  ideal  ampJiitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology ;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  430  students ;  'pliyxiologmd,  clinical,  histological, 
pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories — all  completely  equipped,  including 
120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessaiy  apparatus. 

Our  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madi- 
son street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operatite  Surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  13,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street,  adjoining  college  build- 
ing No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  36  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  The  Internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of  this 
department,  and  are  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  convenient  to 
all  College  and  hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  in  the  rear  with  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital  and  the  College 
building. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  300  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  .the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
o])erating  and  dressing  rooms,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  hospital,  on 
the  third  floor,  are  provided  with  sterilizers  ;and  all  necessary  surgical  instru- 
ments, apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  apparatus  for 
locating  foreign  bodies,  e.xamining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  are  performed  there  daily. 

Our  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  One  hundred  and 
ninety-five  (195)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  3.5,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  furnishes  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes, 
under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  over  900 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  studj^  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  instituton  contain- 
ing 250  infants  and  children  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by 
the  Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage.  The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  an  average  of  105  children,  has  courteously  extended  to  this 
College  its  clinical  facilities  for  instructing  our  students  in  the  diseases  of 
children. 
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MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  cre- 
dentials showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or  graduates  of  recognized 
colleges  of  literature,  science  or  arts,  graduates  of  high  schools,  normal 
schools,  academies,  or  equivalent  schools,  teachers'  permanent  or  life  certiti- 
cates,  the  medical  students'  certificate  issued  by  the  regents  of  New  York,* 
or  the  certificate  of  any  State  Examining  Board. t 

Matriculates  of  other  ^Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing  are  admitted  to 
this  College  without  examination  on  presentation  of  credentials  showing- 
such  matriculation. 

To  avoid  uniu'cesHary  delay,  students  entitled  to  matricvlate  without  c.vami- 
nation  are  requested  to  bring  their  certip'rates  trith  t/iein,  and  present  them  on 
arrival  at  the  College.     This  simple precautiuih  saves  much  culnable  time. 

Matriculants  not  having  such  credentials  for  registration  are  reciuired  to 
pass  an  entrance  examination  with  the  following  requirements  : 

In -English,  composition  of  not  less  than  200  words. 

In  arithmetic,  common  and  decimal  fractions,  compound  numbers  and 
ratio  and  proportion. 

In  algebra,  fundamental  operations,  factoring  and  quadratic  equations. 

In  phj-sics,  the  elements  of  mechanics,  hydrostatics,  hydraulics,  optics  and 
acoustics. 

In  Latin,  a  familiarity  usually  attained  by  one  year  of  study. 

Matriculants  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examination,  or 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  thereof,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  them- 
selves ;  they  may  register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot 
begin  the  studies  of  the  second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  re([uired 
entrance  examination.    (See  Note,  page  33.) 

fStudenls,  citizens  of  New  York,  Pennsylvaiii;i  and  OhiOi  are  admitted  according  to  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  laws  of  those  States,  respectively. 

*NoTE  I. — The  New  York  laws  require  that  a  Student  registering  from  the  State  of  New 
York  shall  present  a  Regents  Medical  Students'  certificate,  or  at  least  36  of  the  4S  academic 
counts  required  for  such  certificate.  Students,  citizens  of  New  York,  who  have  not  already 
received  the  Regents  Medical  Students'  certificate,  are  advised  to  write  for  information  thereon 
to  Mr.  James  Russell  Parsons,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  University,  Regent's  office,  Albany,  N.  Y. 

Note  2. — Students  of  Pennsylvania,  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  that  State,  will  bereijuired 
on  matriculating  to  present  one  of  the  following  credentials  :  The  diploma  of  a  college,  diploma 
of  an  academy,  seminary,  normal  school  or  high  school  ;  or  a  teachers'  permanent  certificate;  or 
a  student's  certificate  of  examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  in  a  literary  college. 
Students  of  Pennsylvania  not  having  such  credentials  will  be  required  to  pass  entrance  exami- 
nation on  the  following  subjects,  to  wit:  Arithmetic,  Grammar,  Geography,  Orthography, 
American  History,  English  Composition,  or  present  a  certificate  of  such  examination  having 
been  passed  before  the  Examiners  of  Pennsylvania,  as  required  by  the  State  laws. 

The  examinations  by  the  Stale  Examiners  of  Pennsylvania  are  held  at  Philadelphia  and  Pitts- 
burg in  June,  September  and  October.  A  schedule  of  the  time  and  places,  etc.,  of  examinations 
may  be  obtained  by  writing  to  Mr.  James  W.  Latta,  Secretary,  Medical  Council,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

NoTK  3. — The  laws  of  Ohio  require  that  Students,  citizens  of  Ohio,  entering  the  first  year 
class  in  any  medical  college,  must  present  to  a  certified  Klxaminer  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the 
following  credentials  as  required  by  the  laws  of  that  Stale:  The  degree  of  A.  B.,  B.  S.  or 
equivalent  degree  from  a  reputable  college  ;  a  diploma  from  Normal  School,  high  school  or 
seminary,  issued  after  four  years  of  study  ;  a  teacher's  permanent  or  life  certificate,  a  medical 
student's  certificate,  issued  after  examination  by  any  State  Board  ;  a  student's  certificate  of 
examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  of  a  reputable  literary  or  scientific  college, 
and  that  Students  not  having  such  credentials  shall  undergo  an  entrance  examination  by  one  of 
the  certified  examiners. 

Students  of  Ohio  should  forward  to  one  of  the  Certified  Examiners  for  their  State,  their 
credentials  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2),  the  charge  for  auditing  credentials,  and  if-such 
credentials  be  as  described  herein,  the  Examiner  will  return  them  with  a  certificate  entitling 
them  to  begin  the  study  of  medicine  ;  the  presentation  of  this  certificate  to  this  College  entitles 
them  to  matriculate,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  Ohio.  For  further  particulars  write  to  one  of  the 
following  certified  Examiners :

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COURSES    OF    INSTRUCTION    GIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instructions  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Monday,  September  1st, 

1902,  and  end  Thursday,  September  25,  1902.     This   course   is   optional  to 
students.    (See  page  20.) 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  on  Thursday,  September 
25th,  1902,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the   introductory  lecture,  and  end  April  27th, 

1903.  This  is  th-e  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the 
degree. 

TIME    OF    STUDY    REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges"  and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded 
courses  of  study  in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for 
graduation  ;  each  course  is  seven  months  in  duration. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  of  good  standing  are  credited  on 
entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  fitsl,  second  or  third  year  hT&nches, 
completed  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical 
Colleges. 

SUMMARY    OF    CURRICULUM. 

First   Year. 

Biology,  (including  comparative  anatomy  and  embryology.)— Two  lectures 
and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week  until  completed. 

Human  Anatomy — Three  lectures  per  week,  and  laboratory  work  from  2 
P.  M.  to  5  P.  M.  daily,  after  January  1st. 

Osteology. — Two  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  laboratory  per  week. 

Histology. — Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Physiology. — Three  lectures  and  one  demonstration  per  week. 

Chemistry. — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Clinics. — General  medicine,  surgery,  and  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

Examinations. — At  the  termination  of  the  course,  a  final  examination  on 
biology,  histology,  osteology,  and  for  advanced  standing  on  chemistry  and 
physiology  will  be  held. 

Laboratory  work  and  recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination. 

Second  Year, 

Human  Anatomy. — (Continued  from  first  year.) — Six  lectures  and  five 
laboratory  periods  per  week  until  dissections  have  been  completed. 

Physiology. — (Continued  from  first  year.) — Four  lectures  and  two  labora- 
tory periods  per  week,  and  one  demonstration. 

Bacteriology. — (First  Semester.) — One  lecture,  one  review,  and  two  labora- 
tory periods  per  week.     (Examination  at  end  of  course.) 

General  Pathology.— (Second  Semester.) — One  lecture,  one  laboratory 
review  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week.    Examination  at  end  of  course. 

Chemistry. — Two  lectures  per  week — (optional  to  students  who  have 
completed  Chemistry  in  the  first  year.) 

Mateiia  Medica.— Two  lectures  per  week. 
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Clinics. — General  medicine,  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  derma- 
tology, eye  and  ear,  nose,  throat  and  chest.  • 

Examinations. — Final  examination  leading  to  the  degree,  will  be  held  at 
end  of  course  on  anatomy,  physiology,  and  materia  medica,  on  all  of  which 
laboratory  work  and  recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination. 


Third   Year, 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine. — Two 

lectures,  one  review  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — One  lecture  or  recitation  per  week. 

Operative  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week,  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week,  (in  sections),  for  six  weeks. 

Clinical  Surgery. — Two  clinics  per  week  during  the  session. 

Obstetrics. — Tmo  lectures  per  Aveek  during  session,  and  two  laboratory 
periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital.) 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Therapeutics. — Three  lectures  per  week. 

Eye  and  Ear. — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Gynecology. — Two  hours  clinic  per  week,  and  one  hour  review. 

Medical  Diagnosis. — One  lecture  per  week,  during  session,  and  two 
laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks,  (on  the  normal  human  subject.) 

Diseases  of  Children. — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Dermatology. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  Aveek. 

Physiological  Chemistry. — One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per 
week. 

Medical  Jurisprudence. — One  lecture  per  week,  (until  December  24th.) 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health. — One  lecture  per  week,  (after  January  1st.) 

Special  Pathology. — One  lecture,  one  review  and  two  laboratory  periods 
per  week. 

Bandaging. — Two  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  six  weeks  (in  sections.) 

Clinics. — General  Medicine,  general  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases, 
nose,  throat  and  chest,  gynecology,  dermatology,  eye  and  ear,  and  after 
January  1st,  obstetrics. 

Examinations. — Examination  on  medical  jurisprudence,  will  be  held 
December  20th.  On  Saturdays,  during  the  month  of  March,  final  exami- 
nations will  be  held  on  dermatology,  hygiene  and  Public  Health  and  medical 
diagnosis.  At  the  termination  of  the  cotirse,  final  examinations  leading 
to  the  degree  will  be  held  on  therapeutics,  pathology,  operative  and  clinical 
surgery,  eye  and  ear,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  and  physiological 
chemistry. 

Fourth  Year. 

Principles   and   Practice   of  Medicine,    and   Clinical   Medicine. — Two 

lectures,  one  review,  and  one  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice  on  four  afternoons  each  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery. — Two  lectures  per  week  and  hos- 
pital and  dispensary  practice  four  afternoons  each  week. 
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Clinical  Surgery. — Two  clinics  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery. — One  lecture  or  clinic  per  week. 

Obstetrics. — Two  lectures  per  week  ami  clinics  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  Students  are  required  to  attend  from  twenty  to  twenty-fice  cases  during 
the  session. 

Gynecology. — Two  recitations,  two  hours  clinic,  one  review,  and  hospital 
and  dispensary  practice  three  afternoons  each  week.

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DIDACTIC,    LABORATORY    AND    CLINICAL    INSTRUCTION. 

Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparatwe  Anatomy  and  Embryology,  will  be  confined 
to  first-j'ear  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the  origin, 
development,  classilicatiou  and  distribution  over  space  and  time  of  animal  and 
vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic  examination 
of  yeast,  fern  and  amceba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  amphioxus, 
frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes;  and  will  be  sufficient  to 
complete  a  series  from  the  ama»ba,  or  unicellular  organisms  to  the  cat  as  the 
mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and  dog  will 
be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human  body. 

The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  be  conducted  concurrently  with 
that  in  histology. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon,  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparation  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of 
each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in 
drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them  in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and 
of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the  anatomical  labor- 
atory, where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are 
required  to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human  body  during  the  first 
and  second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first  year,  but  the  major 
portion  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is  required  to  make  thorough 
dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous 
system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons,  between  2  and  5  P.  M.  Five 
afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  are  required  on  each  part. 
Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate 
times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a  card  issued  by  the  demonstra- 
tor. Each  student,  by  doing  good  work,  has  the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the 
laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per  cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year,  two  lectures  per  week  being 
given.  But  the  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  labora- 
tory, where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  appa- 
ratus, staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue 
fresh  from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections 
of  tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histo- 
logical structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histologial  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  ami  second  years  by  lectures  or  reci- 
tations, reviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration,  diges- 
tion,.absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible, 
concurrently  witli  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  tlie 
circulation,  respiration,  muscle  and  nerves.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is  also 
taken  up  during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lympl),  digestion, 
urine,  milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides  animals 
for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  semester  of  the  second 
year.  Lectures  by  means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  litera- 
ture, general  properties  and  classification  (jf  bacteria  are  given.  The  more 
important  part  of  tlie  work,  however,  is  that  done  in  tlie  laboratory,  where 
is  taught  the  making  of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examina- 
tion of  bacteria,  the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and 
examination,  the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of 
sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation' 
experiments  on  animals  performed  ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied 
and  examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the 
various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted, 
each  student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pntliology  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  of  the  second 
year,  immediately  after  the  completion  of  the  course  in  Bacteriology.  The 
course  in  General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to, 
and  prepare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Two  lectures  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this  course  is 
laboratory  work. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  general  pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mount- 
ing, showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis. 
Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations, 
beginning  with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifica- 
tions of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  w'ill  be  taken  up  at  tlie  beginning  of  and  pursued  through- 
out the  third  year,  concurrently  with  that  of  the  other  branches,  and  synchro- 
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nously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of  the  special  organs — the  liver, 
spleen,  intestines,  kidneys,  and  lungs — and  the  infective  granulomata,  tuber- 
culosis, leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

A  special  feature  of  the  Avork  in  Idstoloyy,  physiology  and  pathology,  will  be 
the  use  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen 
for  the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters,  (.^jOOO),  and 
projected  on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square 
feet.  Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher,  prior  to 
individual  microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.    Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 

describe  and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  The  lecture  course 
embraces  inorganic  and  organic  chemistry. 

The  principles  of  chemistry  and  the  preparation  of  inorganic  compounds, 
constitute  the  work  of  the  first  year ;  organic  and  analytic  chemistry  the 
second  year. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of 
practical  work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  difflcult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker, 
of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry,  as  in  all  other  laboratory  courses, 
fifty  (50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited  each  student 
on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 
Physiological  Chemistry. 

Junior  students  and  seniors  who  have  not  already  completed  it,  will  pursue 
this  study.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week  on  the  pathology  of  meta- 
bolism, the  general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  organs 
and  the  results  therefrom,  and  the  methods  of  determining  and  explaining 
these  perversions. 

Laboratory  work  Mill  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course. 
Students  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  per  week  during 
the  session.  This  course  consists  of  the  examination  of  stomach  contents  for 
normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  urinalysis,  embracing  the  chemical 
examination  for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  microscopical  examina- 
tions of  urinary  sediments,  faeces,  their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoeba, 
food  particles,  etc.,  normal  and  abnormal  blood,  enumeration  of  corpuscles 
estimation  of  htemoglobin,  examination  for  parasites,  and  the  chemical 
examination  of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates,  staining  of  bacteria, 
examination  of  pus,  etc. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  hremocj'tometer, 
hiemoglobinometer,  ureameter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student. 
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Clinical  Pathology. 

The  course  in  Clinical  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  examination  of  the 
secretions  and  excretions  of  cases  assigned  to  the  students  of  the  fourth 
year  in  their  hospital  and  dispensary  work,  applying  to  their  work  the 
principles  already  learned  in  the  course  in  physiological  chemistry  and 
microscopy,  and  more  firmly  grounding  them  in  the  application  of  this  work. 
The  woik  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  demonstrator  of  physiological 
chemistry,  who  will  always  be  in  the  laboratory  to  advise  in  case  of  doubt- 
Opportunity  will  be  given  those  desiring  it  to  pursue  their  investigations  as 
fully  as  they  may  desire.  It  is  intended  to  make  this  course  a  thoroughly 
practical  one,  fitting  the  graduates  to  intelligently  carry  out  this  -work  in 
private  practice.    All  seniors  are  required  to  pursue  this  course.

Fourth  Year. 
Clinical  Laboratory,  Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  breakage  and 
damage  to  college  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  college  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 
Materia  Medica  is  taught  during  the  second  year,  by  lectures  and  recitations. 
Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class,  that 
students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They  are 
taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  but  because  of 
the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  the  instmction  theieon  is  repeated 
during  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by 
lectures,  recitations  and  thorough  laboratory  Avork,  qualify  students  to  intel- 
ligently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year,  the  initial 
instruction  thereon  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the  body,  theii 
normal  signs  and  general  symptomology. 
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During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  then  extended  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symptoms  occur- 
ring in  disease. 

During  the  third  year,  students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to 
pursue  a  laboratory  course,  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  human 
body,  each  student  being  required  to  personally  examine  the  heart,  lungs, 
abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach,  intestines, 
arteries,  and  brain.  Students  are  required  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the 
various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the 
normal  body  will  qualify  the  students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study 
of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  is  taught  during 
the  third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are 
given  during  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students 
at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or 
senior  year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and 
simple,  enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at 
wilL  In  regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are 
considered.    Reviews  are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  once  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  (in  sections)  weekly  throughout  the 
session  with  senior  students  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  in  the  hospital.  Students  are 
required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  3  P.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned 
to  cases  in  the  ward,  each  student  being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is 
required  to  examine  carefully,  making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous 
history,  present  illness,  physical  examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart ; 
of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prog- 
nosis, and  suggest  treatment.  At  4  P.  M.  the  section  reports  in  conference 
in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads  his  paper,  criticism  being  made 
by  the  teachei  and  students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of  earning  50 
per  cent,  on  their  final  examination  on  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years 
by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  a  teacher  of  very  extensive  clinical  experience  on 
this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physician  at  the 
Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  insane,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Professor  Hill  will  dwell  especially  on  the  etiology,  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  He  will  also  show  the  proper  method  of  application  of 
electricity  in  nervous  disorders. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology  and  the 
chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 
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Clinics  on  tins  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.  In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  prominently  in 
view. 

Diseases  of  Cliildren. — Ample  opportunity  to  studj-  this  subject  is  afforded. 
During  the  third  and  fourth  years,  attendance  upon  two  didatic  lectures  pei' 
week  is  required. 

In  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  assistant.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are 
supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum. — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters 
of  Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this 
College,  and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section 
work  in  that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there  ;  interest- 
ing cases  are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any 
public  clinic  or  dispensary. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage. — The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  105  children,  has  kindly  extended  to  this  college  the  privilege  of 
instructing  therein  our  students  in  diseases  of  children.  The  Lecturer  on 
diseases  of  children,  Avill  there  instruct  sections  of  seniors  weekly. 

Ilycjiene  and  Public  Health  is  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sew'-erage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  pul)lic  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses 
and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep, 
will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisjvudence  is  taught  during  the  first  semester,  the  third  year,  by 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  coui-se  being 
given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  3'ear  by  Professor  Lord,  who  gives  a 
brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnoses  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice,  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  ausculation, 
rhinoscopy  and  larj-ngoscopy. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treat- 
ment, etc.    This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the 
broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of 
the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a 
correct  foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  Dispensary,  where  the  Profes- 
sor and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  splints  used, 
dressing  of  wounds,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical 
operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressing,  etc.  Clinics  in  general 
surgery  are  given  in  this  school  twice  per  week  during  the  entire  four  years. 
During  the  fourth  year  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  b)'  hospital 
and  dispensary  work. 

Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  Johnson — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  opera- 
tions, and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners 
are  required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery, 
members  of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
required  to  treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
special  operations  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary 
in  preparing  for  operations,  and  the  after-treatment. 

OjJerative  Sttrgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year,  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  The  methods  of  procedure  are 
clearly  outlined  in  all  operations  required  in  surgery.  That  the  subject  may 
be  the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the 
work  in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Labordtorg  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative 
surgery.  The  class  Mill  be  divided  into  sections  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  liga- 
tion of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  including  laparotomy,  operations  on  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver, 
gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  operations  for  appendicitis  ;  operations  on  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressing  presented  and  applied. 
Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and 
difEerent  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 
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Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  entire  third  and  fourth  years  by  mean 
recitations,  lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.    The  Professor  of  Gynecolof 
holds  two  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatie  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  ; 
gynecology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  woi 
in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  clas 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  whe 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecolog 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section,  and  hysterectom 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  pei'form  the  various  plast 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practic 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  ai 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  > 
the  oplithalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopoidic  Surgery — Lectures  on  Orthopedic  Surgery  are  given  during  t] 
course,  the  subject  being  thorougly  taught  by  a  special  teacher. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  lectures  and  clinics  c 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  haemo 
rhoids  and  fistulae,  rectal  strictures,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Genito-Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  ai 
fourth  years  by  lectures,  clinics  and  demonstrations,  thorough  practic 
knowledge  being  obtained.  Modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatme: 
are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exte 
sive  experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  £ 
essentials  of  obstetrics ;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagran 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  review 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  ai 
positions.    This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demo: 
strator  of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentatioi 
and  positions;  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor;  modes  of  deliver 
abnonnal  presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each ;  version ;  applicatic 
of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Mode 
and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulation 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  j^ear  and  extends 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  femal 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third-ye; 
students  are  summond  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscu 
tate  the  foetal  heart,  measiU'e  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examii 
the  mammae  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infant 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  : 
obstetrics. 

Prof.  Rowland  clinics  on  mid-wifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur, 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  c 
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nfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  mid-wifery,  special 
ttention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By 
rior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication, 
;lasses  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Mary- 
nd  Lying-in  Hospital^  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
ihamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
ibserve  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
atural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
n  removing  placentae,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative 
n  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
Werage  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leaves  its  por- 
tals with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  compe- 
tent to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the 
practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Outdoor  Obstetric  Department,  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetrician 
of  the  Lyiug-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches,  these  cases  are  assigned  to 
students  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them, 
under  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during 
and  after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assist- 
ant. Students  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations,  and  record 
all  observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presenta- 
tion of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  or  resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holder  thereof 
CO  credit  of  a  percentage  on  his  final  examination.  Members  of  our  recent 
senior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  outdoor  department. 
During  the  session  just  closed,  285  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior 
class,  of  which  195  occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  90  in 
the  outdoor  obstetric  department. 

Hospital  'Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class 
is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session. 
This  practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in  the  Maryland 
General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum, 
St.  Anthony's  Orphanage,  and  College  Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospitals  or  dispensary  to  the 
medical  or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery 
pediatrics  and  obstetrics,  witness  and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrange- 
ment of  surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  record- 
ing of  pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  witness  and  practice  physical 
diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical  cases ;  observe  the  condition  and  mauao-e- 
ment  of  lying-in  women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants;  practice 
diagnosis  in  gynecology ;  observe  effects  of  treatment  and  witness  important 
features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 
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Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  etc.,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinicul  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Obstetrics  are  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the 
hospital  wards,  or  demonstration  room,  amphitheatre,  and  in  the  dispensary. 

jtfedical  Diagnosis  will  be  taught  by  demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on 
liospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the  teachers  taking  cases  before  a  section 
iiud  having  students  examine  the  blood,  urine,  etc.,  microscopically.  They 
will  here  be  taught  to  apply  their  knowledge.  In  the  dispensary  practice,  test 
meals  are  given,  stomach  contents  are  withdrawn  and  examined  in  the 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  stomach. 

Dispen.iin-i/  Practice  is  done  in  sections,  daily,  the  entire  senior  class  each 
week  working  in  the  dispensary,  as  assistants,  examining  i)atients,  taking 
histories,  diagnosing,  etc. 

I7i  Gynecology,  seniors  in  sections  in  dispensary  are  required  to  practice 
digital  examination,  palpate  the  uterus,  tubes,  ovaries,  etc.  Practical  exami- 
nation is  also  required  in  department  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  with 
liiinoscope,  laryngoscope  and  stethoscope. 

CUnical  Obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  hospital  and  dispe?isary  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  permitted 
to  complete  his  course  at  this  College  until  he  has  complied  with  the 
regulations  for  this  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary 
section  work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Monday,  September  1,  1903,  and  continue  until  September  25,  1902. 

It  consists  of  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and 
demonstrations,  so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the 
greater  requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course, 
lectures  will  be  delivered  on  anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology, 
principles  and  preliminaries  to  the  practice  of  medicine,  preliminaries  to 
surgical  operations,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine, 
laboratory  and  clinical  obstetrics,  gynecology,  opthalmology,  clinical  surgery, 
diseases  of  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and  clinical  opthal- 
mology, diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and 
chest,  and  diseases  of  the  rectum.    During  the  preliminary  Fall  Course 

1st  course  students  work  in  the  Histological  laboratory ; 

2d  course  students  in  the  Anatomical  and  Bacteriological  laboratories ; 

3d  course  students  in  the  laboratory  of  Operative  Surgery ; 

4th  course  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory. 
Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classes  of  students,  Monday,  September  1st. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the 
foUowino-  regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 
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GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct 
deportment,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  hist  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees  due 
the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

The  faculty  of  this  College,  realizing  that  four  courses  of  instruction  now 
required  of  students,  necessitate  a  considerable  total  outlay  by  them,  offers 
free  scholarships  or  exemption  from  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as 
follows : 

1st.  Students  who  enter  our  first  year  class  for  the  session  of  1902  and  1903 
and  pursue  their  four  years  of  study  in  this  school,  will  be  exempt  from  the 
payment  of  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

2d.  Students  who  enter  our  second  or  third  year  class  and  pursue  the 
remaining  time  required  in  this  College,  will  be  exempt  from  the  payment  of 
tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Students  entitled  to  scholarships  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as  herein 
specified,  will  be  required  on  entrance  to  pay  as  follows  : 

Matriculation  -  -  -  -  $     5   00 

Laboratory  -  -  -  -  -  15    00 

Examination  Fee     -  -  -  -  30   00 

$50   00 

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
our  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $50.00,  as 
do  other  seniors;  those  not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the 
same  sum  and  they  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved  "Post- 
Graduate  Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee.  Should  they  desire  the  special 
"Post-Graduate  Certificate,"  at  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it  on  pay- 
ment of  twenty  dollars,  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  competitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  March,  1903,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  and 
they  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology,  Eixtology  and  Chemutry  ;  one  to  the  student 
at  the  end  of  the  second-year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examina- 
tion on  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Bacteriology. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows : 

M.  C.  Duunick,  of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  first  year  class,  and 
Emil  Novak,  of  Maryland,  of  the  second  year  class. 
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Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination  ;  and  the  degree 
of  M.  D.  cum  laude  on  the  next  nine  students,  passing  the  best  final  examina- 
tions, the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing 
catalogue  in  order  of  respective  merit. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  lavde. 

Prizes. 

The  first  college  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing  the 
best  general  examination. 

The  Robert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Professor  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination 
in  surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  pass- 
ing the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  the  programme 
and  announced  at  the  Commencement. 

Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  will  be  registered,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registra- 
tion. This  entitles  them  to  such  seats.  Credentials  exempting  from  the 
entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same  mail.  When  received 
they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This  saves  time  to  the  student 
on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured ;  each  student  is  guaran- 
teed his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Toung  Men's  Christian   Association. 

A  branch  of  the  city  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College,  and  an 
appropriation  is  made  by  the  College  toward  the  support  of  an  intercollegiate 
secretary. 

A  well-equipped  reading  and  amusement  room  is  set  apart  for  the  use  of 
the  students  of  the  College,  under  the  control  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association.  The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of 
the  term,  and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  refer- 
ence. The  Association  Hand-Book,  containing  much  information  of  value 
to  the  students,  is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  sue- 
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cessfully  oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their 
success  in  life.    Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student.    For  special  information  concerning  T.  M.  C.  A.  of  this  College, 
write  to  Mr.  A.  R.  Gould,  Baltimore  Medical  College,  Baltimore,  Md. 
Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 
We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates : 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Four  Assistant  Resident  Phj^sicians. 

(3)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(4)  Dispensarj-  Physician  of  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary. 

(5)  Twenty  clinical  assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Standing  Policy   in   Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional 
teachers,  other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  will  be  prefei-red. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  specinl  hospital  advantiujcs  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  IntcriW)!,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  und  direction  of  the  attending  professors  ;  they  are  thus  caused  to 
b";  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  Interneships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  rooms 
aiv;  assigned  in  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year; 
its  payment  on  entrance,  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term,  and  extending 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
months  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Ezternes. — A  limited  uiimber  of  students  will  be  received  as 
Special  Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  imme- 
diate vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for 
Special  Externes  is  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  thirty  ($30)  dollars 
for  six  months. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  not  begin  until  after 
April  1st.  Students  whose  accounts  with  the  College  are  not  satisfactorily 
settled  may  not  take  the  examination. 

Athletics. — The  faculty  encourages  athletics,  for  those  who  care  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  exercises. 

Foot  ball  teams  are  regularly  organized,  and  play  the  usual  Fall  games 
each  season. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  ^'Commencement''  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 
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Examinations  for  the  degree  of  !M.  D.  are  liekl  only  at  the  close  of  attend- 
ance on  the  regular  Winter  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
tory work  and  demonstrations  required  during  the  session  and  have  complied 
with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due 
the  College  have  been  paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circimi- 
stances. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  Colloge  property  must  be  paid  for 
by  those  doing  such  damage.  When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  indi- 
vidually responsible  for  damage  to  College  propertj'  a  pro  rata  charge  will 
be  made  to  those  who  might  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  suspend,  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  oitn  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts.  All  college  business 
is  transacted  at  the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  (|3) 
per  week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city  in 
the  country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their 
choice  in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  parents,  guardians,  and 
friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young 
men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,  where  it  Avill 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
•  essary  hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
Third  Annual  Announcejvient,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  as  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  con- 
current delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the 
ultimate  application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed,  our  class  of  520  students  represented 
twenty-five  States,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Colony  of  Porto  Rico  and 
the  following  foreign  countries:  Canada,  Germany,  Bermuda,  Japan,  Italy, 
Turkey  and  Asia  Minor.  Ninety-three  (93)  students  having  completed  four 
years  of  study  and  passed  successful  examinations,  received  the  degree  of 
M.  D.  at  the  commencement.  May  12,  1903. 

This  College  has  thirteen  hundred  and  eighty-six  (1386)  alumni  distributed 
in  every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of 
American  Medical  Colleges,"  the  pursuit  of  four  courses  is  required  prior  to 
graduation ;  each  course  is  of  seven  months'  duration. 

FACILITIES    FOR    INSTRUCTION. 

Our  modern  and  imposing  buildiug.s,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to 
their  adaptability  to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square, 
fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adja- 
cent to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without 
loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 
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Oar  College  Building,  situated  ou  the  northeasteiu  corner  of  Madison 
street  aud  Liudeu  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  ball,  with  seating  capacity 
for  600  students  ;  an  ideal  ampldtheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology ;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students  ;  'pli.ydologkal,  clinical,  histological, 
-pathological  and  bacteriological  laho'i  atories — all  completely  equipped,  including 
120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

Our  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madi- 
son street,  aud  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operatice  Surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our '  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street  adjoining  college 
building  No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  36  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted 
and  heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  The  Internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of 
this  department,  and  are  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  conven- 
ient to  all  College  and  hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  in  the  rear  with 
the  Maryland  General  Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital  and  the 
College  building. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  200  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  aud  dressing  rooms,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  hospital,  on 
the  third  floor,  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical 
instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  apparatus 
for  locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water- 
Dressings  aud  operations  are  performed  there  daily. 

Our  Maryland  Lying=in=Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  One  hundred  and 
fifty-four  (154)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  25,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes, 
under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  over  900 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rai'e  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution  contain- 
ing 250  infants  and  children  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by 
the  Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage.  The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  an  average  of  110  children,  has  courteously  extended  to  this 
College  its  clinical  facilities  for  instructing  our  students  in  the  diseases  of 
children. 
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MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  ruies  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  (by  mail 
or  in  person  after  arrival)  credentials  showing  that  they  are  matriculates  or 
graduates  of  recognized  colleges  of  literature,  science,  arts  or  graduates  of 
high  schools,  normal  schools,  academies,  equivalent  schools  or  teachers' 
permanent  or  life  certificates,  or  certificates,  received  after  examination, 
entitling  them  to  enter  the  freshman  class  of  reputable  colleges,  the  medical 
students'  certificates  issued  by  the  regents  of  New  York,*  or  the  certificates 
of  any  State  Examining  Board. t 

To  avoid  unneccessary  delay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  without  exami- 
nation are  requested  to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  and  present  them  on 
arrival  at  the  College.     This  simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 

Matriculates  of  other  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing  are  admitted  to 
this  College  without  examination  on  presentation  of  credentials  showing 
Buch  matriculation. 


t  Students,  citizens  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  are  admitted  according  to  regula- 
tions prescribed  by  the  laws  of  those  States,  respectively. 

*NoTE  I. — The  New  Vork  laws  require  that  a  Student  registering  from  the  State  of  New 
York  shall  present  a  Regents  Medical  Students  certificate,  or  at  least  36  of  the  48  academic 
counts  required  for  such  certificate  Students,  citizens  of  New  Vork,  who  have  not  already 
received  the  Regents  Medical  Students'  certificate,  are  advised  to  write  for  information  thereon 
to  Mr.  James  Russell  Parsons,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  University,  Regent's  office,  Albany,  N.  V. 

Note  2. — Students  of  Pennsylvania,  in  compliance  with  the  laws  of  that  State,  will  be 
required  on  matriculatng  to  present  one  of  the  following  credentials  :  The  diploma  of  a  college, 
academy,  seminary,  normal  school  or  high  school;  or  a  teachers'  permanent  certificate;  a 
student's  certificate  of  examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  in  a  literary  college  ;  or 
a  medical  student's  certificate  issued  by  the  State  Examiners  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  examinations  by  the  State  Examiners  of  Pennsylvania  are  held  at  Philadelphia  and  Pitts- 
bury  on  June  13th,  September  26th  and  October  9th.  A  schedule  of  these  examinations  may  be 
obtained  by  writing  to  Mr.  James  W.  Latta,  Secretary  Medical  Council,  Harrisburg,  Pa. 

Note  3. — The  laws  of  Ohio  require  that  students,  citizens  of  Ohio,  entering  the  first  year 
class  in  any  medical  college,  must  present  to  a  certified  Examiner  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the 
following  credentials  as  required  by  the  laws  of  that  State  :  The  degree  of  A.  B.,  B.  S.  or 
equivalent  degree  from  a  reputable  college  ;  a  diploma  from  Normal  School,  High  School  or 
Seminary,  issued  after  four  years  of  study  ;  a  teacher's  permanent  or  life  certificate;  a  medical 
student's  certificate,  issued  after  examination  by  any  State  Board;  a  student's  certificate  of 
examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  of  a  reputable  literary  or  scientific  college; 
and  that  students  not  having  such  credentials  shall  undergo  an  entrance  examination  by  one  of 
the  certified  examiners. 

Students  of  Ohio  should  forward  to  one  of  the  Certified  Examiners  for  their  State,  their 
credentials  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  ($2),  the  charge  for  auditing  credentials,  and  if  such 
credentials  be  as  described  herein,  theBxam^iner  will  return  them  with  a  certificate  eotitling 
them  to  begin  the  study  of  medicine  ;  the  presentation  of  such  certificates  to  this  College  entitles 
them  to  matriculate,  pursuant  to  the  laws  of  Ohio.  For  further  particulars  write  to  one  of  the 
following  certified  Examiners  ;

Note  4.— Students  intending  to  practice  in  New  Jersey  after  graduation  are  required  by  the 
laws  of  that  State  to  present  the  diploma  of  a  four  year  High  School,  Normal  School,  Manual 
Training  School,  Academy,  Seminary  or  Institute,  or  certificate  of  admission  to  the  fresbman 
class  of  a  reputable  College,  or  certificate  of  State  Superintendent  of  Public  lustructioo. 
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Matriculants  not  having  such  credentials  for  registration  are  required  to 
pass  an  entrance  examination  with  the  fallowing  requirements: 

In  Euglisii,  composition  of  not  less  than  200  words. 

In  arithmetic,  common  and  decimal  fractious,  compound  numbers  and 
ratio  and  propoi'tiou. 

In  algebra,  fuudamental  operations,  factoring  and  quadratic  equations. 

In  physics,  the  elements  of  mechanics,  hydrostatics,  hydraulics,  optics  and 
acoustics. 

In  Latin,  a  familiarity  usuallj-  attained  by  one  year  of  study. 

Certiticatcs  from  recognized  colleges  or  schools  that  the  applicant  has 
successfully  studied  any  one  or  more  of  the  above  subjects  will  be  accepted 
in  place  of  the  respective  examinations  in  those  subjects. 

Matriculants  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examination,  or 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  thereof,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  them- 
selves; they  may  register  and  pursue  their  studies  one  year,  but  cannot 
begin  the  studies  of  the  second  year  until  they  have  passed  the  required 
entrance  examination.    (See  Note,  page  32.) 

COURSES    OF    INSTRUCTION    GIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows: 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Tuesday,  September 
1,  1903,  and  end  Thursday,  September  34,  1903.  This  course  is  optional  to 
students.     (See  page  19)  ; 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  on  Thursday,  Septem- 
ber 24,  1903,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  May  5,  1904. 
This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 

TIME    OF    STUDY    REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "  Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges"  and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded 
courses  of  study  in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for 
graduation ;  each  course  is  seven  months  in  duration. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  of  good  standing  are  credited  on 
entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  frst,  second  or  third  year  branches, 
completed  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical 
Colleges. 

SUMMARY    OF    CURRICULUM. 
First     Year. 

Biology,  (including  comparative  anatomy  and  embryology.) — Two  lectures 
and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week  until  completed. 

Human  Anatomy — Six  lectures  per  week,  and  laboratory  work  from  4 
P.  M.  to  6  P.  M.  daily,  after  January  1st. 

Osteology— Two  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  laboratory  (afternoons) 
per  week. 

Histology— Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Physiology — Three  lectures  and  one  demonstration  per  week. 

Bacteriology — One  lecture  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Chemistry — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  per  week. 

Clinics — General  medicine,  surgery.

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DIDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Einhryology,  will  be  confined 
to  first-year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the  origin, 
development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and  time  of  animal 
and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic  exami- 
nation of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm, 
amphioxus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes ;  and  will  be 
suflicient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  amoeba,  or  unicellular  organisms  to  the 
cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and 
dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human 
body. 

The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  be  conducted  concurrently  with 
that  in  histology. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon, 
will  be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin, 
plates,  dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial 
study  in  anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by 
means  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  examination  and 
study  of  each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor  and  by  a  laboratory 
course  in  drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them  in  clay.  The  study  of 
bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the  ana: 
tomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of 
anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human 
body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first 
year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is 
required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood 
vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons, 
between  4  and  6  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  are 
required  on  each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the 
laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a 
card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work,  has 
the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per  cent. 
of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year,  two  lectures  and  two  labor- 
atory periods  per  week  being  given.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work 
will  be  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  micro- 
scope, all  necessary  apparatus,  staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are 
taught  to  begin  with  tissue  fresh  from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain, 
mount  and  describe  sections  of  tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  normal  histological  structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology. 

Physiplogy  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  reci- 
tations, reviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal 
heat,  nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the 
circulation,  respiration,  muscles  and  nerves.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is 
also  taken  up  during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph, 
digestion,  urine,  milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  pro- 
vides animals  for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year  (also  in  the 
second  year  to  students  who  have  not  already  completed  it.)  Lectures  by 
means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  prop- 
erties and  classification  of  bacteria  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of 
the  work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  is  taught  the  mak- 
ing of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria, 
the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination, 
the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation 
experiments  on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied 
and  examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the 
various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted, 
each  student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in 
General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and 
prepare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Two  lectures  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this  course 
is  laboratory  work. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  general  pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mount- 
ing, showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis. 
Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  inflltrations, 
beginning  with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifica- 
tions of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  third  year,  con- 
currently with  the  other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consid- 
eration of  the  diseases  of  the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines, 
kidneys,  and  lungs — and  the  infective  granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy 
and  syphilis. 
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This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

A  sjiecial  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  physiology  and  pathology  will  be 
the  use  of  the  ne.v  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen 
for  the  day's  stady  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters  (5,000),  and 
projected  on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square 
feet.  Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher,  prior  to 
individual  microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  second  year.  The  lecture  course 
embraces  inorganic,  organic  and  analytic  chemistry. 

The  principles  of  chemistry  and  the  preparation  of  inorganic  compounds, 
constitute  the  work  of  the  first  yeaf ;  organic  and  analytic  chemistry  the 
second  year. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of 
practical  work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own 
locker,  of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry,  as  in  all  other  laboratory 
courses,  fifty  (50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited 
each  student  on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Physiological  Chemistry. 

Junior  students  will  pursue  this  study.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  a 
week  on  the  pathology  of  metabolism,  the  general  conditions  underlyiag 
perverted  functions  of  the  organs  and  the  results  therefrom,  and  the 
methods  of  determining  and  explaining  these  perversions. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course. 
Students  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  per  week  during 
the  session.  This  course  consists  of  the  examination  of  stomach  contents 
for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  urinalysis,  embracing  the  chemical 
examination  for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  microscopical  examina- 
tions of  urinary  sediments,  faeces,  their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  ameeba, 
food  particles,  etc.,  normal  and  abnormal  blood,  enumeration  of  corpuscles 
estimation  of  hiemoglobin,  examination  for  parasites,  and  the  chemical 
examination  of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates,  examination  of  pus, 
etc. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  hsemocytometer, 
hsemoglobinometer,  ureameter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student. 
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Clinical    Pathology. 

The  eonrse  in  Clinical  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  examination  of  the 
secretions  and  excretions  of  cases  assigned  to  the  students  of  the  fourth 
3'ear  in  their  hospital  and  dispensary  work,  applying  to  their  work  the 
principles  already  learned  iu  the  course  in  physiological  chemistry  and 
microscopy,  and  more  firmly  grounding  them  in  the  application  of  this  work. 
In  the  pursuit  of  this  practical  course,  the  senior  class  will  be  divided  into 
four  sections  and  the  session  into  four  periods  of  six  weeks  each.  Each 
senior  will  be  required  to  make  at  least  two  examinations  of  stomach  con- 
tents, urinary  analyses,  blood,  etc.,  in  each  case  procuring  from  patients 
assigned  him  in  the  hospital  wards,  his  own  specimens  for  examination  as  is 
required  in  private  practice,  such  as  directing  the  giving  of  and  personally 
withdrawing  test  meals,  procuring  blood,  etc.  The  work  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  demonstrator  of  clinical  pathology,  who  will  always 
be  in  the  laboratory  to  direct  this  work.  Opportunity  will  be  given 
those  desiring  it  to  pursue  their  investigations  as  fully  as  they  may  wish. 
It  is  intended  to  make  this  course  a  thoroughly  practical  one,  fitting  the 
graduates  to  intelligently  carry  out  this  work  in  private  practice.  All  senioM 
are  required  to  pursue  this  course. 

Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

Clinical  Laboratory  Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  breakage  and 
damage  to  college  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  college  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

Materia  Medica  is  taught  during  the  second  year,  by  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class, 
that  students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They 
are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  third  year,  but  because  of 
the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  the  instruction  thereon  is  repeated 
during  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 
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Medicine. 

lu  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by- 
lectures,  recitations  and  thorough  laboratory  Mork,  qualify  students  to  intel- 
ligently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Di<(;in.o><is  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years,  the 
initial  instruction  thereon  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the  body, 
their  normal  signs  and  general  symplomology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The 
instruction  is  then  extended  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symptoms 
occurring  in  disease. 

In  second  and  third  years,  students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required 
to  pursue  a  laboratory  course,  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  buman 
body,  each  student  being  required  to  personally  examine  the  heart,  lungs, 
abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach,  intestines, 
arteries,  and  brain.  Students  are  required  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the 
various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the 
normal  body  will  qualify  the  students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study 
of  diseases  in  the  hoi<pital  and  dispensary  course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  is  taught  during 
the  third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects 
are  given  during  the  third  yeai-.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and 
students  at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the 
fourth  or  senior  year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order 
and  simple,  enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall 
it  at  will.  In  regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases 
are  considered.     Reviews  are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  once  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstratioiis  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections 
in  the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside 
clinics,  students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination 
and  diagnoses  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  (in  sections)  weekly  throughout  the 
session  with  senior  students  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  on  Fridays,  in  the  hospital. 
Students  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  8  P.  M. ;  they  are  imme- 
diately assigned  to  cases  in  the  ward,  each  student  being  assigned  to  one 
patient,  whom  he  is  required  to  examine  carefully,  making  record  of  exami- 
nation as  to  previous  history,  present  illness,  physical  examination  of  chest, 
including  lungs,  heart ;  of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys, 
etiology,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  suggest  treatment.  At  4  P.  M.  the  section 
reports  in  conference,  in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads  his 
paper,  criticisms  being  made  by  the  teacher  and  students.  Students  have 
the  opportunity  of  earning  fifty  per  cent,  on  their  final  examination  on 
reviews  and  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Xercous  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years 
by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  a  teacher  of  extensive  clinical  experience  on  this 
subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physician  at  the  Mount 
Hope  Asylum  for  the  insane,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  this  country. 
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ProfesBor  Hill  will  dwell  especially  on  the  etiology,  diagnosis  and  treat- 
ment of  the  insane.  He  will  also  show  the  proper  method  of  application  of 
electricity  in  nervous  disorders. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology 
and  the  chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Climes  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.  In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  prominently  in 
view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded. 
During  the  third  and  fourth  years,  attendance  upon  three  didatic  lectures 
per  week  is  required. 

In  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are 
supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters 
of  Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this 
College,  and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section 
work  in  that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there;  interesting 
cases  are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any  public 
clinic  or  dispensary. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage — The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  110  children,  has  kindly  extended  to  this  college  the  privilege  of 
instructing  therein  our  students  in  diseases  of  children.  A  Lecturer  on 
diseases  of  children,  will  there  instruct  sections  of  seniors  weekly. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health  is  considered  during  the  third  yeai'.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses 
and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep, 
will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  first  semester,  the  third  year,  by 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being 
given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  i&  taught  during  the  third  year  byProfessor  Strobel,  who  gives 
a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnoses  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice,  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  ausculta- 
tion. r?'"noscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Dispertsary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  requ.red  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treat- 
ment, etc.    This  glvef  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work. 
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Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Prac- 
tice of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the 
broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of 
the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Jolinson  M.isdf 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  hiiu  to 
a  correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  ]ay:~  a 
correct  foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  In  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  Dispensary,  where  the 
Professor  and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  splints 
used,  dressing  of  wounds,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for 
surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Svrgeiy  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressing,  etc.  Clinics  in  general 
surgery  are  given  in  this  school  twice  per  week  during  the  entire  four  years. 
During  the  fourth  year  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  by  hospital 
and  dispensary  work. 

Surgir<(l  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  Johnson — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  opera- 
tions, and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners 
are  required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery, 
members  of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
required  to  treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
special  operations  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary 
in  preparing  for  operations,  and  the  after-treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year,  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  The  methods  of  procedure  are 
clearly  outlined  in  all  operations  required  in  surgery.  That  the  subject  may 
be  the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  m  ill  endeavor  to  have  the 
work  in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  oper- 
ative surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  and  students  required 
to  perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints, 
ligation  of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  including  laparotomy,  operations  on  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver, 
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gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  operations  for  appendicitis;  ojierations  on  Ividneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bdiulagin.g  will  be  included  in  the  laboi'atory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  i)i-cseiitcd  aud  ai)plred. 
Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  niateiials  explaineil, 
and  different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  me^ns  of  recita- 
«;ions,  lectures,  clinics  aud  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology 
holds  two  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in 
gynecology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  work 
in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  CUnics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class- 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section,  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice, 
&nd  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electiicity  in  medicine 
and  surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  especially  the  X-Ray,  a 
course  of  instruction  will  be  given  by  Doctors  Bayne  and  Cassidy  on  this 
subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiology,  electro-pathology, 
ftlectro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Ray. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otolngy  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — Lectures  on  Orthopaedic  Surgery  are  given  during 
iihe  course,  the  subject  being  thoroughly  taught  by  a  special  teacher. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  lectures  and  clinics  on 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  hamor- 
yhoids  and  fistulas,  rectal  strictures,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Genito- Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  lectures,  clinics  and  demonstrations,  thorough  practical 
knowledge  being  obtained.  Modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment 
fire  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
(essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  aud 
positions.     This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions;   the  mechanical  phenomena  of   labor;   modes  of  deliverT  • 
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abnormal  presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each ;  version ;  applica- 
tion of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery. 
Models  and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations, 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third-year 
students  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscul- 
tate the  foetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine 
■  the  mamma;  and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics 
in  obstetrics. 

Prof.  Rowland  clinics  on  mid-wifery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do 
unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  mid-wifery,  special 
attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics. 
By  prior  arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communica- 
tion, classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the 
Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  ^hen  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
chamber,  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in 
natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage, 
in  removing  placentae,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative 
in  dystocia. 

During  our  l^st  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics  with  pardon- 
.  able  pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its 
portals  with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  com- 
petent to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the 
practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Outdoor  Obstetric  Department,  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetri- 
cian of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the 
hospital,  and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches,  these  cases  are  assigned 
to  students  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them, 
under  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during 
and  after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or 
assistant.  Students  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations,  and 
record  all  observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician. 
Presentation  of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by 
the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or  resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the 
holders  thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage  on  their  final  examinations.  Members 
of  our  recent  senior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  outdoor 
.  department.  During  the  session  just  closed  315  deliveries  were  attended  by 
our  senior  class,  of  which  154  occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital, 
and  161  in  the  outdoor  obstetric  department. 
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Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  tlie  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
Stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class 
is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session. 
This  practical  work  is  done  on  afterno  us,  and  in  sections,  in  the  Maryland 
General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum, 
St.  Anthony's  Orphanage,  and  College  Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospitals  or  dispensary  to  the 
medical  or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery, 
pediatrics  and  obstetrics,  wi);ness  and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrange- 
ment of  surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  record- 
ing of  pulse,  respiration  and  temperature;  witness  and  practice  physical 
diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical  cases ;  observe  the  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  lying-in  women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants;  practice 
diagnosis  in  gynecology  ;  observe  effects  of  treatment  and  witness  important 
features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  be  required  in  private  practice. 

Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  etc.,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Obstetrics  are  taught  at  the  bedside  in  the 
hospital  wards,  or  demonstration  room,  amphitheatre,  and  in  the  dispensary. 

Medical  Diagnosis  will  be  taught  by  demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on 
hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the  teachers  taking  cases  before  a  section 
and  having  students  examine  the  blood,  urine,  etc.,  microscopically.  The\" 
will  here  be  taught  to  apply  their  knowledge.  In  the  dispensary  practice, 
test  meals  are  given,  stomach  contents  are  withdrawn  and  examined  in  the 
diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  stomach. 

In  X-ray  work  seniors  witness  the  practical  application  in  examining  bones, 
fractures,  joints,  searching  for  bullets  and  other  foreign  bodies  and  photo- 
graphs of  same. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  in  sections,  daily,  the  entire  senior  class  each 
week  working  in  the  dispensary,  as  assistants,  examining  patients,  taking 
histories,  diagnosing,  etc. 

In  Gynecology,  seniors  in  sections  in  dispensary  are  required  to  practice 
digital  examination,  palpate  the  uterus,  tubes,  ovaries,  etc.  Practical 
examination  is  also  required  in  department  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest, 
with  rhinoscope,  laryngoscope  and  stethoscope. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  Tiospital  and  dispensary  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  permitted  to 
complete  his  course  at  this  College  until  he  has  complied  with  the  regula- 
tions for  this  work.  The  success  attendng  hospital  and  dispensary  section 
work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE    PRELIMINARY    FALL    COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  Ifictures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Tuesday,  September  1, 1903,  and  continue  until  September  24, 1903. 
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It  consists  of  didactic  and  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demon- 
strations, so  arranged  as  to  graudually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater 
requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.     During  this  course,  lectures 
will  be  delivered  on  anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology,  principles 
and  preliminaries   to   the   practice   of  medicine,  preliminaries   to  surgical 
operations,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds,  clinical  medicine,  laboratory 
and  clinical  obstetrics,  gynecology,  opthalmology,  clinical  surgery,  diseases 
«f  children,  dermatology,  clinical  gynecology  and  clinical  opthalmology, 
diagnosis  and  treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
•diseases  of  the  rectum.     During  the  preliminary  Fall  Course 
1st  course  students  work  in  the  Histological  laboratory; 
2d  course  students  in  the  Anatomical  and  Bacteriological  laboratories  ; 
3d  course  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Phj'siological  Chemistry  and 

Operative  Surgery  ;--^ 
4th  course  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory. 
Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classes  of  students,  Tuesday,  September  1st. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the 
following  regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 
Candidates   for   graduation   must   be   of    good   moral   character,  correct 
deportment,  twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees 
due  the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty

Scholarships  in  the  Fourth  or  Senior  Year. 
The  faculty  of  this  College,  realizing  that  four  courses  of  instruction  now 
required  of  students,  necessitate  a  considerable  total  outlay  by  them,  offers 
free  scholarships  or  exemption  from  tuition  on  the  fourth  or  senior  year,  as 
follows :

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Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  devia- 
tion is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
o»r  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $50.00; 
those  not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  sum  and 
they  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved  "Post-Graduate 
Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  b« 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships 
have  been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  com- 
petitive examinations  to  be  held  in  April,  1904,  on  practical  laboratory  work, 
and  they  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing 
session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology  and  Histology,  Chendstry  and  Bacteriology  ; 
one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  second-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Anatomy,  Physiology  and  Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows : 

Russell  Blaisdell,  of  New  York,  of  the  first  year  class,  and 
V.  J.  Wess,  of  Maryland,  of  the  second  year  class. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination  ;  and  the  degree 
of  M.  D.  cum  laiide  on  the  next  nine  students,  passing  the  best  final  exami- 
nations, the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing 
catalogue  in  order  of  respective  merit. 

IJonorahle  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The  firi>t  college  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing  the 
best  general  examination. 

The  Robert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Professor  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination 
in  surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 
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The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  pass- 
ing the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  the  programme 
and  announced  at  the  Commencement. 

Matriculation  and  Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  will  be  registered,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registra- 
tion. This  entitles  them  to  such  seats.  Credentials  exempting  from  the 
entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same  mail.  When  received 
they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This  saves  time  to  the  student 
on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured  ;  each  student  is  guaran- 
teed his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  city  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College,  and  an 
appropriation  is  made  by  the  College  toward  the  support  of  an  intercollegiate 
secretary. 

A  well-equipped  reading  and  amusement  room  is  set  apart  for  the  use  of 
the  students  of  the  College,  under  the  control  of  the  Young  Men's  Christian 
Association.  The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of 
the  term,  and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  refer- 
ence. The  Association  HandBook,  containing  much  information  of  value 
to  the  students,  is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  suc- 
cessfully oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their 
success  in  life.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student.

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect,  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates: 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Four  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(4)  Twenty  clinical  assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Standing  Policy  in  Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional 
teachers,  other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  will  be  preferred. 
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INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Ijiternes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ;  they  are  thus  caused  to 
be  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  luterneships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  rooms 
are  assigned  in  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internet  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora" 
tory,  and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  ai  e  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  I/iterjics  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  scholastic  year! 
its  payment  on  entrance,  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital  one 
ye&T,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  Avinter  term,  and  extending 
to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It  also 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
months  pay  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Externes — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as 
Special  Extcriics.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its 
immediate  vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee 
for  Special  Externes  is  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  thirty  ($30)  dollars 
for  six  mouths. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  not  begin  until  April  15th. 
Students  whose  accounts  with  the  College  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  may 
not  take  the  examinations. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics,  for  those  who  care  to  partici- 
pate m  such  exercises. 

Foot  ball  teams  are  regularly  organized,  and  play  the  usual  Fall  games 
each  season. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  "  Cornmencement "  in  person,  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any 
time  during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  attend- 
ance on  the  regular  Winter  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  onli/  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
tory work  and  demonstrations  required  during  the  session  and  have  complied 
with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degree  will  be  conferred,  nor  certificate  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  all  bills  or  money  due 
the  College  have  been  paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 
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Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  propert)'  must  be  paid  for 
by  those  doing  such  damage.  When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  indi- 
vidually responsible  for  damages  to  College  property  a  2ii'<^  rata  charge  will 
be  made  to  those  who  may  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any,  and  all  times,  to  suspend,  or  terminate  th« 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disonlerly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  owri  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts.  The  College  will  not 
endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at 
the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  (including  light  and  heat)  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  ($3) 
per  week,  the  cost  of  living  being  less  in  Baltimore  than  in  any  other  city 
in  the  country  presenting  equal  medical  advantages. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their 
choice  in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  parents,  guardians,  and 
friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the  young 
men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  ia 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medi- 
cal College,"  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,  where  it  will 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose 
of  registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding 
unnecessary  hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

SESSION    1904-1906. 


THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  lieretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twektt- 
FouKTH  Annual  Announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  as  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  concur- 
rent delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the  xiltimate 
application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  481  students,  represented  twenty- 
eight  States  of  the  Union,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the  colony  of  Porto  Eico, 
and  the  following  foreign  countries:  Canada,  Asia  Minor,  Brazil,  Italy, 
Morocco,  Japan,  Sweden,  West  Indies,  Syria,  Turkey.  Seventy-seven  (77) 
students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed  successful  examina- 
tions, received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  commencement.  May  5,  1904. 

This  College  has  fourteen  hundred  and  sixty-three  (1463)  alumni,  distributed 
in  every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of 
American  Medical  Colleges,"  the  pursuit  of  four  courses  is  required  prior  to 
graduation ;  each  course  is  of  seven  and  one-half  months'  duration. 

FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

Our  modern  and  imposing  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to 
their  adaptability  to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square, 
fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adja- 
cent to  each  other,  that  students  may  -  from  building  to  building,  without 
loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

Our  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
of  600  students;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students ;  physiological,  clinical,  histological, 
pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories — all  completely  equipped,  including 
120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 
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Our  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatom,ical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  Surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

Our  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street  adjoining  College 
Building  No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  36  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted 
and  heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  The  Internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of 
this  department,  and  are  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  conven- 
ient to  all  College  and  Hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  with  the  Marj'land 
General  Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital  and  the  College  building. 

Our  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  200  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  and  dressing  rooms,  situated  on  the  east  side  of  the  hospital,  on 
the  third  floor,  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical 
instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Eoentgen  ray  apparatus 
for  locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  are  performed  there  daily. 

Our  Maryland  Lying=in-Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  j)ride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  One  hundred  and 
seventy  (170)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

Our  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  20,000  indigent 
patients  annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the 
instruction  of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary, 
advanced  students  are  permitted  to  visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes, 
under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution  containing 
250  infants  and  children  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by 
the  Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage.  The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  110  children,  has  courteously  extended  to  tliis  College  its  clinical 
facilities  for  instructing  our  students  in  the  diseases  of  children. 

The  North  East  Dispensary,  on  Monument  street  near  Gay  street,  has 
been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College  for  the  instruction  of  its  senior 
students.     This  institution  treats  twenty-thousand  (20,000)  patients  annually. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum.  Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  this 
College  by  the  authorities  of  this  asylum  of  250  inmates,  to  use  its  clinical 
material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 
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-     MATRICULATION. 

As  required  by  the  rules  aud  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  Americau 
Medical  Colleges,"  students  on  matriculating  are  required  to  present  (by  mail 
or  in  person  after  arrival)  credentials  showing  that  tney  are  matriculates  or 
graduates  of  recognized  colleges  of  literature,  science,  arts  or  graduates  of 
high  schools,  normal  schools,  academies,  equivalent  schools,  or  teachers' 
permanent  or  life  certificates,  or  certificates  received  after  examination, 
entitling  them  to  enter  the  freshman  class  of  reputable  colleges,  the  medical 
students'  certificates  issued  by  the  regents  of  New  York,  or  the  certificates 
of  any  State  Examining  Board.  I 

To  avoid  unnecessary  dzlay,  students  entitled  to  matriculate  without  examination 
are  requested  to  bring  their  certificates  with  them,  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the 
College.     This  sinij)le  precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 

Matriculates  of  other  Medical  Colleges  in  good  standing  are  admitted  to 
this  College  without  examination  on  presentation  of  credentials  showing  such 
matriculation. 

Matriculants  not  having  such  credentials  for  registration  are  required  to 
pass  an  entrance  examination  with  the  following  requirements  : 

In  English,  composition  of  not  less  than  200  words. 

In  arithmetic,  common  and  decimal  fractions,  compound  numbers  and 
ratio  and  proportion. 

In  algebi'a,  fundamental  operations,  factoring  and  quadratic  equations. 

In  physics,  the  elements  of  mechanics,  hydrostatics,  hydraulics,  optics  and 
acoustics. 

In  Latin,  a  familiarity  usually  attained  by  one  year  of  study. 

Certificates  from  recognized  colleges  or  schools  that  the  applicant  has 
successfully  studied  any  one  or  more  of  the  above  subjects  will  be  accepted 
in  place  of  the  respective  examinations  in  those  subjects. 

Matriculants  who  may  be  unsuccessful  in  their  entrance  examination,  or 
on  any  subject  or  subjects  thereof,  are  allowed  one  year  to  qualify  them- 
selves ;    they  may  register   and  pursue   their  studies   one  year,  but  cannot 
begin  the   studies  of  the   second   year  until  they  have  passed  the  required ' 
entrance  examination.     (See  Note,  page  30.) 

( The  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges  requires  that  all  students  begin- 
ning the  study  of  medicine  and  entering  medical  colleges  after  July  1st,  1905,  shall 
he  graduates  of  four  year  high  schools  or  possess  an  equivalent  amount  of  educa- 
tion.    This  does  not  apply  to  students  entering  for  the  ensuing  session  of  1904.) 

COURSES  OF   INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows  : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Thursday,  September 
1,  1904,  and  end  Tuesday,  September  20,  1904.  This  course  is  optional  to 
students.     (See  page  19j ; 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  wliich  will  begin  on  Tuesday,  September 
20,  1904,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  May  10,  1905. 
This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 


tStudonts,  citizens  of  New  York,  Pennsylvania  and  Ohio,  are  admitted  according  to  regu- 
lations prescribed  by  the  laws  o£  those  States,  respectively.     (See  note,  page  31.) 
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TIME   OF    STUDY    REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical. 
Colleges"  and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded, 
courses  of  study  in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  fot 
graduation ;  each  course  is  seven  and  a  half  mouths  in  duration. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  in  good  standing  are  credited  on 
entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  year  branches, 
compl  =ited  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical 
Colleges.

Osteology — Two  lectures  or  demonstrations  in  laboratoiy  (afternoons) 
per  Aveek.

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DIDACTIC,    LABORATORY   AND    CLINICAL   INSTRUCTION. 

Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy  and  Embryology,  will  be  confined 
to  first-year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be  upon  the  oi'igin, 
development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and  time  of  animal 
and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  microscopic  exami- 
nation of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm, 
amphioxus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes ;  and  will  be 
sufficient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  -amcBba,  or  unicellular  organism  to  the 
cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and 
dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human 
body. 

The  laboratory  course  in  embryology  will  be  conducted  concurrently  with 
that  in  histology. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  compi-ehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon, 
will  be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin, 
plates,  dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial 
study  in  anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by 
means  of  lectures,  demonstrations  and  personal  individual  examination  and 
study  of  each  bone,  assisted  by  a  special  instructor  and  by  a  laboratory 
course  in  drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them  in  clay.  The  study  of 
bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  work  in  the  ana- 
tomical laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of 
anatomy,  they  ai-e  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human 
body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first 
year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is 
required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood 
vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons, 
between  2.30  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  are 
required  on  each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the 
laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept  on  a 
card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work,  has 
the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per  cent, 
of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year,  four  lectures  and  four  labor- 
atory periods  per  week  being  given.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work 
will  be  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  micro- 
scope, all  necessary  apparatus,  staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are 
taught  to  begin  with  tissue  fresh  from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain, 
mount  and  describe  sections  of  tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  normal  histological  structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  tlie  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  recita- 
tions, reviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens, 
diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  cii'culation,  respiration,  digestion, 
absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat,  nervous 
system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible,  con- 
currently with  the  lecture  and  recitatiou  course,  in  oi'der  to  present  to  students 
a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recitations.  Each 
student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the  circulation, 
respiration,  muscles  and  nerves.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is  also  taken  up 
during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph,  digestion,  urine, 
milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides  animals  for  all 
necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and  treat- 
ment of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures  by  means  of 
which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  properties  and 
classification  of  bacteria  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the  work, 
however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  is  taught  the  making  of  culture 
media,  the  staining,  movmting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the  inoculation  of 
plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination,  the  inoculation  of 
animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept  con- 
stantly in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  experi- 
ments on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied  and 
examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the  various 
organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted,  each 
student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in  General 
Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and  prepare  them 
for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Two  lectures  are  given  each  week.  The  essential  feature  of  this  course  is 
laboratory  work. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  general  pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mounting, 
showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis.  Then  will 
follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations,  beginning  with 
cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifications  of  fatty, 
mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  at  the  beginning  of  the  thii'd  year,  con- 
currently with  the  other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration 
of  the  diseases  of  the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidneys, 
and  lungs — and  the  infective  granulomata.  tuberculosis,  lepro.sy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
burners,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 


12  BALTIMOEE  MEDICAL  COLLEGE. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  physiology  and  pathology  will  be 
the  use  of  the  new  prelection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen 
for  the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  diameters  (5,000),  and 
projected  on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square 
feet.  Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher,  prior  to 
individual  microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  the  second  year. 
The  lecture  course  embraces  inorganic,  organic  and  analytic  chemistry. 

The  principles  of  chemistry  and  the  preparation  of  inorganic  compounds, 
constitute  the  work  of  the  first  year;  organic  and  analytic  chemistry  the 
second  year. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of 
practical  work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own 
locker,  of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry,  as  in  all  other  laboratory 
courses,  fifty  (50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited 
each  student  on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 
Physiological  Chemistry. 

Sophomore  and  Junior  students  will  pursue  this  study  during  the  second 
semester.  Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week  on  the  pathology  of  metabolism, 
the  general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  organs  and  the 
results  therefrom,  and  the  methods  of  determining  and  explaining  these 
perversions. 

Laboratory  work  will  coiastitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course. 
Students  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  per  week  during 
the  session.  This  course  consists  of  the  examination  of  stomach  contents 
for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  urinalysis,  embracing  the  chemical 
examination  for  normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  microscopical  examina- 
tions of  urinary  sediments,  faeces,  their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoeba, 
food  particles,  etc.,  normal  and  abnormal  blood,  enumeration  of  corpuscles 
estimation  of  haemoglobin,  examination  for  parasites,  and  the  chemical 
examination  of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates,  examination  of  pus, 
etc. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  hasmocytometer, 
heemoglobinometer,  ureameter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student. 

Clinical  Pathology. 

The  course  in  Clinical  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  examination  of  the 
secretions  and  excretions  of  cases  assigned  to  the  r^tr.dents  of  the  fourth 
year  in  their  hospital  and    dispensary  work,    applying    to  their  work  the 
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principles  already  learned  in  ttie  course  in  physiological  chemistry  and 
microscopy,  and  more  firmly  grounding  them  in  the  application  of  this  work. 
In  the  pursuit  of  this  practical  course,  the  senior  class  will  be  divided  into 
four  sections  and  the  session  into  four  periods  of  six  weeks  each.  Each 
senior  will  be  roqiiired  to  make  at  least  two  examinations  of  stomach  con- 
tents, urinary  analysis,  blood,  etc.,  in  each  case  pi'ocuring  from  patients 
assigned  him  in  the  hospital  wards,  his  own  specimens  for  examination  as  is 
required  in  private  practice,  such  as  directing  the  giving  of  and  personally 
withdrawing  test  meals,  pi-ocuring  blood,  etc.  The  work  will  be  under  the 
supervision  of  the  demonstrator  of  clinical  pathology,  who  will  always  be  in  the 
laboratory  to  direct  this  work.  Opportunity  will  be  given  to  those  desiring  it  to 
pursue  their  investigations  as  fully  as  they  may  wish.  It  is  intended  to  make 
this  course  a  thoroughly  practical  one,  fitting  the  graduates  to  intelligently 
carry  out  this  work  in  private  practice.  All  seniors  are  required  to  pursue 
this  course. 

Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

FOURTH    YEAR. 

Clinical  Laboratory, 'Hospital  Ward  Classes,  Obstetric  and  Dispensaiy  Practice. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  breakage  and 
damage  to  college  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  aU 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  five  dollars  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  college  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics. 

Materia  Medica  is  taught  during  the  second  year,  by  lectures  and  recita- 
tions. Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class, 
that  students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They 
are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administi'ation. 

Therajwutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exam- 
ination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  j'ear. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  lirst  and  second  years,  pursued  by  lectures, 
recitations,  reviews  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intelli- 
gently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years,  the 
instruction,  in  the  second  year  being  the  description  of  the  i-egions  of  the 
body,  their  normal  signs  and  general  symptomology. 
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During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  extended  in  the  third  year  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symp- 
toms occuri-ing  in  disease. 

Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pui-sue  laboratory  coiuscs 
in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  body,  each  student 
being  required  to  personally  examine  the  brain,  arteries  heart,  lungs, 
abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach  and  intestines. 
Students  are  required  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.  This 
laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  body  will  qualify  the 
students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study  of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and 
dispensary  course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine,  is  taught  during 
the  third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are 
given  during  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students 
at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or 
senior  year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and  simple, 
enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will.  In 
regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are  considered. 
Reviews  are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  once  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  (in  sections)  weekly  throughout  the  session 
with  senior  students  from  3  to  5  P.  M.  on  Fridays,  in  the  hospital.  Students 
are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  3  P.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned 
to  cases  in  the  ward,  each  student  being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is 
required  to  examine  carefully,  making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous 
history,  present  Illness,  physical  examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart ; 
of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis, 
prognosis,  and  suggest  treatment.  At  4  P.  M.  the  section  reports  in  con- 
ference, in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads  his  paper,  criticisms 
being  made  by  the  teacher  and  students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of 
earning  50  per  cent,  on  their  final  examination  on  reviews  and  practical  work 
in  medicine. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years 
by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  a  teacher  of  extensive  clinical  experience  on  this 
subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physician  at  the  Mount 
Hope  Asylum  for  the  insane,  one  of  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology 
and  the  chest  are  illu.strated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.  In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  prominently  in 
view. 
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Diseaaea  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afiforded. 
During  the  third  and  fourth  years,  attendance  upon  three  didatic  lectures  per 
■week  is  required. 

In  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are 
supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters 
of  Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this 
College,  and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section 
work  in  that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there  ;  interesting 
cases  are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any  public 
clinic  or  dispensary. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage — The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  110  children,  has  kindly  extended  to  this  college  the  privilege  of 
instructing  therein  our  students  in  diseases  of  children.  A  Lecturer  on 
diseases  of  children,  will  there  instruct  sections  of  seniors  weekly. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum.  Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  by  the 
authoi'ities  of  this  asylum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  inmates,  for  use  of 
its  clinical  material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health  is  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanlin'ess  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses 
and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep, 
will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  first  semester,  the  third  year,  by 
a  prominent  member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being 
given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel,  who  gives 
a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  ausculta- 
tion, rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily ;  they  are  assigned 
•to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treatment, 
etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  bo  to  make  students  understand  the  broad 
principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of  the  ait. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a  correct 
foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 
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During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year,  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  Dispensaiy,  where  the  Professor 
and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  splints  used,  di-essmg 
of  wounds,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients  for 
operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc.  Clinics  in  general  sur- 
gery are  given  in  this  school  twice  per  week  during  the  entire  four  years. 
During  the  fourth  year  these  general  clinics  are  supplemented  by  hospital  and 
dispensary  work. 

Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and  Prof. 
Johnson — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  operations, 
and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners  are 
required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery,  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and  required 
to  treat  the  common  surgical  leisons  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in 
charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of  anffisthetics,  sur- 
gical technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for  operation,  methods  of 
surgical  diagnosis,  the  i-easons  for  the  election  of  special  operations  to  the 
exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary  in  preparing  for  operations 
and  the  after-treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year,  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  The  methods  of  procedure  are 
clearly  outlined  in  aU  operations  required  in  surgery.  That  the  subject  may 
be  the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the 
work  in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  tlie  demonstrators  of  operative 
surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  liga- 
tion of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax,  abdo- 
men, including  laparotomy,  operations  on  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver, 
gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  operations  for  appendicitis ;  operations  on  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  presented  and  applied. 
Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained, 
and  different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  recita- 
tions, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology 
holds,  two  hours  clinic  in  the  ampliitheatre  each  week. 
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For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  maliing  diagnoses  in 
gynecology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  for  practical  work 
in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  ar(>  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  jierson,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gj-nec61ogy, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section,  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice, 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine 
and  surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  especially  the  X-Eay,  a 
course  of  instruction  will  be  given  by  Doctors  Bayne  and  Cassidy  on  this 
subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiology,  electro-pathology, 
electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Eay. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

OrthopcEdic  Surgery — Lectures  on  Orthopeedic  Surgery  are  given  during 
the  course,  the  subject  being  thoroughly  taught  by  a  special  teacher. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Eai'le,  who  lectures  and  clinics  on 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  hceraor- 
rhoids  and  fistultc,  rectal  strictures,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Genito- "^'rinary  and  Venereal  DiseascM  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  lectures,  clinics  and  demonstrations,  thorough  practical  knowledge 
being  obtained.     Modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics  ;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and 
positions.     This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of  delivery, 
abnormal  presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version,  application 
of  forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models 
and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  tlio  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics 
are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year  students  are 
summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscultate  the  foetal 
heart,  measuring  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammas 
and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 
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Prof.  Rowland  clinics  on  mid -wif ery  whenever  cases  of  labor  occur.  It 
being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice  do  unfavor- 
able results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  mid-wifery,  special  atten- 
tion is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics.  By  prior 
arrangement  and  perfected  telephonic  and  telegraphic  communication,  classes 
of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Maryland  Lying- 
in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in  chamber,  they 
are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  observe  the  pro- 
gross  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery,  in 
application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  In  removing  placentae, 
and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session,  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardona- 
ble pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  leave  its  portals 
with  a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  competent 
to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice 
of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department,  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  pro- 
fessor and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetrician 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches,  these  cases  are  assigned  to  students 
of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them,  under  direc- 
tion of  tlie  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during  and  after 
labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assistant.  Students 
are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations,  and  record  all  observations 
on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation  of  these  records 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or 
resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage 
on  their  final  examinations.  Members  of  our  recent  senior  class  attended 
from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door  department.  During  the  session 
just  closed  350  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior  class,  of  which  170 
occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  180  in  the  out-door  obstetric 
department. 

Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class  is 
required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session.  This 
practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  Marjiand  Lying-in  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  St. 
Anthony's  Orphanage,  St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum,  Northeast  Dispensary,  and 
College  Dispensary. 

The  sections  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospitals  or  dispensary  to  the 
medical  or  surgical  attendants  or  demonstrators  of  clinical  medicine,  surgery, 
pediatrics  and  obstetrics,  witness  and  assist  in  treatment  of  cases,  in  arrange- 
ment of  surgical  dressings,  adjustment  of  fractures,  observations  and  record- 
ing of  pulse,  respiration  and  temperature ;  witness  and  practice  physical 
diagnosis  in  medical  and  surgical  cases ;  observe  the  condition  and  manage- 
ment of  lying-in  women,  and  management  of  new-born  infants;  practice 
diagnosis  in  gynecology ;  observe  effects  of  treatment  and  witness  important 
features  of  the  medical  art  that  may  be  met  in  private  practice. 
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Senior  students  are  advised  to  have  with  them  their  thermometers,  stetho- 
scopes, tape  measures,  etc.,  that  they  may  become  familiar  with  their  use. 

Clinical  Medicine,  Surgery  and  Obstetrics  are  tauglit  at  the  bedside  in  the 
hospital  wards,  or  demonstration  room,  amphitheatre,  and  in  the  dispensary. 

Medical  Diagnosis  will  be  taught  by  demonstrations  in  clinical  medicine  on 
hospital  and  dispensary  patients,  by  the  teachers  taking  cases  before  a  sec- 
tion and  having  students  examine  the  blood,  urine,  etc.,  microscopically. 
They  will  here  be  taught  to  apply  their  knowledge.  In  the  dispensaiy  prac- 
tice, test  meals  are  given,  stomach  contents  are  withdrawn  and  examined  in 
the  diagnosis  of  diseases  of  the  stomach. 

In  X-Ray  work  seniors  witness  the  practical  application  in  examining  bones, 
fractures,  joints,  searching  for  bullets  and  other  foreign  bodies  and  photo- 
graphs of  same. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  in  sections,  daily,  the  entire  senior  class  each 
week  working  in  the  dispensaries,  as  assistants,  examining  patients,  taking 
histories,  diagnosing,  etc. 

In  Gynecology,  seniors  in  sections  in  dispensary  are  required  to  practice 
digital  examination,  palpate  the  uterus,  tubes,  ovaries,  etc.  Practical  exami- 
nation is  also  required  in  department  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest,  with 
rhinoscope,  laryngoscope  and  stethoscope. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  is  taught  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

This  hospital  and  dispensary  work  is  obligatory,  and  no  one  is  permitted  to 
complete  his  course  at  this  College  until  he  has  complied  with  the  regula- 
tions for  this  work.  The  success  attending  hospital  and  dispensary  section 
work  in  the  past  is  very  gratifying. 

THE   PRELIMINARY  FALL   COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Thursday,  September  1,  1904,  and  continue  until  September  20,  1904. 

It  consists  of  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demonstrations,  so 
arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater  requirements  of 
the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  this  course,  lectures  will  be  delivered  on 
anatomy,  elementary  chemistry,  pathology,  minor  surgery,  dressing  of  wounds, 
clinical  medicine,  laboratory  and  clinical  obstetrics,  clinical  surgery,  diseases 
of  children,  clinical  gynecology  and  clinica  opthalmology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  insanity,  clinics  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of  the 
rectum.     During  the  preliminary  Fall  Course 

1st  year  students  work  in  the  Histological  and  Bacteriological  labor- 
atories ; 
2d  year  students  in  the  Anatomical  laboratory ; 
3d  year  students  in   the  laboratories  of  Physiological    Chemistry    and 

Operative  Surgery ; 
4th  year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory. 
Our  laboratories  are  open  to  classes  of  students,  Thursday,  September  1st. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the 
following  regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  coui'se  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Eegular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine.

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  devia- 
tion is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
our  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  S50.00; 
those  not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  sum  and 
they  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved  "Post-Graduate 
Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the 
special  "Post-Graduate  Certificate,"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may 
receive  it  on  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships 
have  been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  com- 
petitive examinations  to  be  held  in  April,  1905,  on  practical  laboratory  woi'k, 
and  they  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing 
session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  oo  Biology  and  Histology,  Chemistry  and  Bacteriology; 
one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  second-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
jractical  examination  on  Anatomy,  Physiology,  Chemistry  and  Physiological 
Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships"  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows : 

J.  J.  O'Connor,  of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  first  year  class,   and 
E.  E.  Houck,  of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  second  year  class. 
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Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  tliose  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine, 
surgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  con- 
ferred upon  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination ;  and  the  degree 
of  M.  D.  cum  laude  on  the  next  nine  students,  passing  the  best  final  exami- 
nations, the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing 
catalogue  in  order  of  respective  merit. 

Honorable  Mvntion  will  be  made,  iu  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The^rs<  college  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing  the 
best  general  examination. 

The  Kobert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Pi-ize — An  operating  case,  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Professor  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination 
in  surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  J.  Heni-y  Orff  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  pre- 
sented to  the  gi-aduate  passing  tlie  best  examination  in  obstetrics. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  passing 
the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy. 

At  the  end  of  session  just  closed  this  prize  was  awarded  to  E.  E.  Houck, 
■of  Pennsylvania. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  listed  on  the  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  tlie  Cominoncement. 

Matriculation  and  Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amjihitheatre  are  numbered,  tlie  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which,  their 
names  will  be  registered,  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registra- 
tion. This  entitles  them  to  such  seats.  Credentials  exempting  from  the 
entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same  mail.  When  received 
they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This  saves  time  to  the 
student  on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured ;  each  student  is  • 
guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  luiste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College. 

Under  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  a  student's  club  is  maintained  at  849 
Hamilton  Terrace.  This  club  can  furnish  table  board  for  sixty  students  at 
§2.50  per  week  and  rooms  for  fourteen.  A  good  reading  room  with  the 
leading  magazines  and  daily  newspapers  is  open  to  all  students  of  the 
College.  Socials  are  held  each  week.  The  club  is  non-sectarian,  the  whole 
aim  being  to  create  a  higher  moral  tone  among  medical  students. 

The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  reference.     The 
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Association  Hand-Book,  containing  much   information  of  value  to  students, 
is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  success- 
fully oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their  suc- 
cess in  life.  Association  vs^ith  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student.

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates : 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Five  Assistant  Eesident  Physicians. 

(3)  Eesident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(4)  Twenty  clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Standing  Policy  in  Appointments. 

It  is  due  the  patrons  and  alumni  of  this  College,  to  state  that  in  the  future, 
as  in  the  past,  in  the  appointment  of  officers,  assistants  and  additional 
teachers,  other  things  being  equal,  our  own  graduates  will  be  preferred. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  senior  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ;  they  are  thus  caused  to 
be  practically  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients. 
Students  desiring  Interneships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  rooms 
are  assigned  in  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  labora- 
tory, and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital. 
They  are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence 
based  upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($125)  dollars  for  one 
scholastic  year ;  its  payment  on  entrance,  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in 
the  hospital  one  year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term, 
and  extending  to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter 
term.  It  also  entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding. 
Internes  for  six  mouths  pay  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars ;  they  are  entitled  to 
the  same  hospital  advantages. 

Special  Externes — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special 
Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate 
vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for  Special  Externes 
is  seventy-five  ($75)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for  six  months. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  April  22d,  and  must  be 
taken  as  scheduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  course.  Students  whose  accounts 
are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the  examinations. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics,  for  those  who  care  to  partici- 
pate in  such  exercises. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  "  ComTnencement"  in  person,  to  receive  them. 
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The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any 
time  during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  requii'e. 

Examinations  for  the  degree  of  M.  D.  are  held  only  at  the  close  of  attend- 
ance on  the  regular  Winter  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
tory work,  demonstrations  and  examinations,  required  during  the  session  and 
have  complied  with  all  other  requiremtmts  stated  m  the  Announcement. 

Degrees  will  not  be  conferred,  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  bills  due  the  College  paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
■breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for 
■by  those  doing  such  damage.  When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individ- 
ually responsible  for  damages  to  College  property  a  2}ro  rata  charge  will  be 
made  to  those  who  may  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts.  The  College  will  not 
endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at 
the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  ($3)  per  week. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  "  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guardians 
and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the 
young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

Jn  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  dii-ect  to  "Baltimore 
Medical  College,  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,  where  it 
will  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  pui-pose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding  houses,  and  avoiding 
unnecessary  hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

Note  1. — The  New  York  laws  require  that  a  Student  registering  from  the  State  of  New 
York  shall  pi'esent  a  Regents  Medical  Students'  certiflcate,  or  at  least  36  of  the  48  academic 
counts  required  for  such  certiflcate.  Students,  citizens  of  New  York,  who  have  not  already 
received  the  Regents  Medical  Students'  certificate,  are  advised  to  write  for  Information 
thereon  to  Mr.  James  Russell  Parsons,  Jr.,  Secretary  of  the  University,  Regent's  office, 
Albany,  N.  Y. 

Note  2. — Students  of  Pennsylvania,  In  compliance  with  the  laws  of  that  State,  will  be 
required  on  matriculating  to  present  one  of  the  following  credentials :  The  diploma  of  a 
college,  academy,  seminary,  normal  school  or  high  school;  or  a  teachers'  permanent  certifi- 
cate; a  student's  certiflcate  of  examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  in  a  literary 
college;  or  a  medical  student's  certiflcate  issued  by  the  State  Examiners  of  Pennsylvania. 

The  examinations  by  the  State  Examiners  of  Pennsylvania  are  held  at  Philadelphia  and 
Pittsburg  In  June,  September  and  October.  A  schedule  of  these  examinations  may  be 
obtained  by  writing  to  Mr.  James  W.  Latta,  Secretary  Medical  Council,  Harrlsburg,  Pa. 

Note  3. — The  laws  of  Ohio  require  that  students,  citizens  of  Ohio,  entering  the  first  year 
class  in  any  medical  college,  must  present  to  a  certified  Examiner  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  the 
following  credentials  as  required  by  the  laws  of  that  State;  The  degree  of  A.  B.,B.  S.  or 
equivalent  degree  from  a  reputable  college;  a  diploma  from  Normal  School,  High  School  or 
Seminary,  issued  iftei  four  years  of  study;  a  teacher's  permanent  or  life  certiflcate;  a 
medical  student's  certiflcate.  Issued  after  examination  by  any  State  Board;  a  student's 
certificate  of  examination  for  admission  to  the  freshman  class  of  a  reputable  literary  or 
scientific  college;  and  that  students  not  having  such  credentials  shall  undergo  an  entrance 
examination  by  one  of  the  certified  examiners. 

Students  of  Ohio  should  forward  to  one  of  the  Certlfled  Examiners  for  their  State,  their 
credentials  and  the  sum  of  two  dollars  (S'2),  the  charge  for  auditing  credentials,  and  if  such 
credentials  be  as  described  herein,  the  Examiner  will  return  them  with  a  certiflcate  entitling 
them  to  begin  the  study  of  medicine;  the  presentation  of  such  certlflcates  to  this  College 
entitles  them  to  matriculate,  puisuant  to  the  laws  of  Ohio.  For  further  particulars  write  to 
one  of  the  following  certlfled  Examiners  ;

Manual 
Training  School,  Academy,  Seminary  or  Institute,  or  certificate  of  admission  to  the  freshman 
class  of  a  reputable  College,  or  certlfleato  of  State  Superintendent  of  Public  Instruction. 

Note  .5. — Practltlonei-s  and  communltlefl  wishing  graduates  of  this  College  are  requested 
to  notify  us  in  March  or  April  of  each  year.  We  make  this  request  because  of  ihe  fact  that 
we  have  many  such  requests  after  the  close  of  our  session  in  the  Spring,  after  our  graduates 
have  left  the  city  and  located  elsewhere.

THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  tlie  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
Fifth  Annual  Announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  Ave  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  concur- 
rent delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the  ultimate 
application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dispensarj' 
practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  four  hundred  and  seventy-five 
(475)  students,  represented  thirty  States  of  the  Union,  the  District  of  Columbia, 
the  colony  of  Porto  Eico,  and  the  following  foreign  countries :  Canada,  Asia 
Minor,  Brazil,  Italy,  Eoumania,  West  Indies,  Syria,  Turkey.  Ninety-six  (96) 
students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed  successful  exami- 
nations, received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  commencenient.  May  11,  1905. 

This  College  has  fifteen  hundred  and  fifty-nine  (1559)  alumni,  distributed  in 
every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of- 
American  Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit 
of  four  courses  is  lequired  prior  to  graduation ;  each  course  is  of  eight 
months'  duration. 

The  College  has  a  Law  Department  (see  page  31),  a  Dental  Depaet- 
MENT  (see  page  33),  and  a  Nurses'  Tkaining  School  (see  page  29). 

FACILITIES  FOR  INSTRUCTION. 

The  modern  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adaptability 
to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square,  fronting  on  Linden 
avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adjacent  to  each  other, 
that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without  loss  of  time  and 
unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  comer  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
of  500  students ;  an  ideal  amjihitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students ;  physiological,  clinical,  histological,

surgical,  jjathological  aiid  bacteriological  laboratories — all  completely  equipped, 
including  120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

The  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

The  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street  adjoining  College  Build- 
ing No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  32  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  The  Internes  have  the  exclusive  use  of  thia 
department,  are  free  from  the  interruption  of  studies,  and  convenient  to  all 
College  and  Hospital  buildings.  It  is  connected  with  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital  and  the  College  building. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  150  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brouglit  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Spe  ial 
operating  and  dressing  rooms  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary 
surgical  instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  for 
locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  occupy  a  large  portion  of  each  day. 

The  Maryland  Lying=in=Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General  Hospi- 
tal, is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled  with 
pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our  students 
a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundred  and  three 
(203)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  20,000  indigent  patients 
annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  Inexhaustible  clinic  for  the  instruction  of 
our  students.  In  tlie  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary,  advanced  students 
visit,  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction  of  the  dispensary 
physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution  containing 
250  infants  and  children  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  opportunitiea 
for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage.  The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  110  children,  has  courteously  extended  to  this  College  its  clinical 
facilities  for  instructing  our  students  in  the  diseases  of  children. 

The  North  East  Dispensary,  on  Monument  street  near  Gay  street,  has 
been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College  for  the  instruction  of  its  senior 
students.     This  institution  treats  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  patients  annually. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum.  Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  this 
College  by  tlie  authorities  of  this  asylum  of  250  inmates,  to  use  its  clinical 
material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,"  of  which  this  Collef>;e  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must 
present  (by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival) — 

;A)  A  Bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university ;  or, 

(B)  A  Diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  academy, 
received  after  four  years  of  study,  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4  pointsj 
of  foreign  languages,  of  which  one  must  be  Latin,  two  years  (4  points)  of 
Mathematics,  two  years  (4  points)  of  English,  one  year  (2  points)  of  Historj-, 
two  years  (4  points)  of  Laboratory  Science,  and  six  years  (12  points)  of  further 
credit  in  language,  literature,  history  or  science ;  or, 

(C)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches : 

(a)  Required  subjects  to  18  points  as  follows :  Mathematics,  4  points ;  Eng- 
lish, 4  points ;  History,  2  points ;  Language  (2  must  be  Latin),  4  points ; 
Science  (taken  from  physics,  chemistry,  botany,  zoology),  4  points. 

(b)  Optional  subjects  to  12  points  as  follows :  English,  2  points ;  History,  6 
points;  Language,  6  points;  Manual  Training,  2  points;  Mechanical  Drawing, 
1  point;  Natural  Science  (botany,  biology,  zoology),  2  points;  Physical 
Science  (chemistry,  physics),  2  points;  Trigonometry,  1  point;  Astronomy,  1 
point;  Civics,  1  poin:;  Geology,  1  point;  Physical  Geography,  1  point; 
Physiology  and  Hygiene,  1  point ;  Political  Economy,  1  point. 

(One  point  in  any  subject  In  a  high  school  or  academic  course  demands  not  less  than  five 
periods  per  week,  of  forty-five  minutes  each  for  eighteen  weeks.) 

(D)  Certificates  from  reputable  instructors  recognized  by  superintendents  of  public 
instruction  of  citi/  or  State,  or  by  any  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  duly 
authorized  by  law,  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  of  this  examination. 

A  student  maj'  be  allowed  to  enter  on  his  medical  work  conditioned  in  not 
more  than  six  points,  and  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by  satisfactoni- 
examination  before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  on  the  second  year  of  his  medical 
course. 

To  avoid  unnecessary  delay,  students  entitled  to  viatriculate  icithoiit  examination 
are  requested  to  bring  their  certificates  with  them  arid  jiresent  them  on  arrival  at  the 
College.      This  simple  precaution  saves  mu/:h  valuable  time. 


COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Friday,  September  1, 
1905,  and  end  Wednesday,  September  20,  1905.  Attendance  upon  this  course 
is  optional  to  students.     (See  page  19) ; 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  Wednesday,  September 
•20,  1905,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  leetui-e,  and  end  May  20,  1906. 
This  is  the  onlj'  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 
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TIME  OF  STUDY  REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges" 
and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study 
in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for  graduation  ;  each  course 
is  eight  mouths  in  duration. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  in  good  standing  who  pursued  their 
previous  course  in  a  college  beginning  in  October  or  November,  are  credited 
on  entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  year 
branches,  completed  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical 
Colleges.  SUMMARY  OF  CURRICULUM. 

F'irst   Year. 

Biology,  (including  embryology,  medical  zoology  and  comparative 
anatomy.) — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a 
week  until  completed. 

Osieology — One  lecture  a  week  and  two  laboratoi-y  periods  a  week  for 
sixteen  weeks. 

Human  Anatomy — Three  lectures  a  week  during  the  session  and  laboratory 
work  daily  2.30  P   M.  to  5  P.  M.  during  the  second  semester. 

Histology — One  lecture  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a  week  ft)r 
sixteen  weeks. 

Physiology — Two  lectures  and  one  demonstration  a  week. 

Bacteriology — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  four  laboratory 
periods  a  week  during  the  first  semester  (16  weeks). 

Chemistry — Thi-ee  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Mi  teria  Medica — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  one  laboratory 
period  a  week  after  March  1st. 

Clinics — One  medical  clinic  and  one  surgical  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — At  the  termination  of  the  course  a  final  examination  will 
be  held  on  biology,  (embryology,  medical  zoology),  osteology,  histology,  bac- 
teriology and  for  advanced  standing  on  chemistry  and  physiology. 

Laboratory  work  and  recitations  shall  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination. 

Second    Year. 

Human  Anatomy — (Continued  from  first  year.) — Four  lectures  a  week  and 
five  laboratory  periods  a  week  for  sixteen  weeks. 

Physiology — (Continued  from  the  first  year.) — Three  lectures  and  two 
laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Chemistry— (Including  physiological  chemistry,  toxicology  and  analytical 
work) — Two  lectures  and  two  laboratoi-y  periods  a  week. 

Pathology — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  four  laboratory  periods 
a  week  for  sixteen  weeks. 

Materia  Medica— Two  lectuies  a  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis — (Normal  human  body) — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a 
week,  second  semester. 

Clinics — Two  medical,  two  surgical,  and  one  diagnostic  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — Final  examinations  leading  to  the  degree  will  be  held  at  tlie 
end  of  the  course  on  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  materia  medica,  phys- 
iological chemistry,  pathology  and  medical  topography  (normal  human  body) 
on  all  of  which  laboratoi-y  work  and  recitations  shall  count  50  per  cent,  on  the 
examination.

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine — Three  lectures, 
oue  recitation  and  three  clinics  per  week. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery — One  lecture  or  recitation  a  week. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a  week. 

Operative  Surgery — Two  lectures  a  week  and  two  laboratory  periods  a 
■week  (in  sections),  for  eight  weeks. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery^One  lecture  or  clinic  a  week. 

Clinical  Surgery — Two  clinics  a  week  and  five  periods  a  week  for  eight  weeks 
in  the  surgical  laboratory.

Examinations — On  Saturdays  in  April  final  examinations  will  be  held  on 
medical  jurisprudence  dermatology,  hygiene  and  Public  Health,  medical 
diagnosis ;  and  at  the  termination  of  the  course  on  morbid  anatomy,  eye  and 
ear,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  and  for 
advanced  standing  on  principles  and  practice  of  medicine.

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed ,  in  this  or  in  other  schools,  any  subject  or 
subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course,  may  be  examined  on  such  in  the  second 
week  of  October. 

Examinations — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the  degree 
will  be  held  on  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gjTieeology,  nose,  throat  and 
chest,  therapeutics  and  diseases  of  children.

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DIDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 
Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy,  Medical  Zoology  and  Embryology, 
ffill  be  confined  to  first-year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be 
upon  the  origin,  development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and 
time  of  animal  and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  mici'o- 
scopic  examination  of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earth- 
worm, amphioxus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes ;  and 
will  be  sufficient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  amoeba,  or  unicellular  organism 
to  the  cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the 
cat  and  dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  ai)plied  to  the 
human  body. 

Embryology  will  consist  of  the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick  and 
the  fundamental  principles  of  mammalian  embryology. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students,  who  desire  bi-eadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon,  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of  each 
bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in  drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them 
in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profit, 
able  work  in  the  anatomical  laboratorj%  where,  under  the  direction  of  the 
demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of 
the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  com- 
pleted the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each 
student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments, 
blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  after- 
noons, between  2.30  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four 
weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted 
in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept 
on  a  card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work, 
has  the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per 
cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year  by  lectures  and  laboratory  work. 
The  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  laboratory,  where 
each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  appai-atus,  staining 
fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue  fresh  from  the 
body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections  of  tissues  and 
organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histological  structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  recita- 
tions, i-eviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens, 
diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration,  digestion, 
absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat,  nervous 
system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible,  con- 
currently with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to  students 
a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recitations.  Each 
student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the  circulation, 
respiration,  muscles  and  nerves.  The  chemistiy  of  the  body  is  also  taken  up 
during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph,  digestion,  urine, 
milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  CoUege  provides  animals  for  all 
necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and  treat- 
ment of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures  by  means  of 
which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  properties  and 
classification  of  bacteria  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the  work, 
however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the  making  of  culture 
media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the  inoculation  of 
plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination,  the  inoculation  of 
animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept  con- 
stantly in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  experi- 
ments on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied  and 
examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the  various 
organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted,  each 
student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in  General 
Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and  prepare  them 
for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mounting, 
showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis.  Then  will 
follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations,  beginning  with 
cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  vaiious  modifications  of  fatty, 
mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up,  concurrently  with  the  other  branches, 
and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of  the  special 
organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidneys  and  lungs — and  the  infective 
granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  physiology  and  pathology  will  be 
the  use  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen 
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for  the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five   thousand   (5,000)    diameters,  and 
projected  on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square  feet. 
.Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher  prior  to  individual 
microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens,  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  the  second  year. 
The  lecture  course  embraces  inorganic,  organic  and  analytic  chemistry. 

The  principles  of  chemisti-y  and  the  preparation  of  inorganic  compounds, 
lonstitute  the  work  of  the  first  year;  organic  and  analytic  chemistry  the 
second  year. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essentia]  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of  prac- 
tical work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker, 
of  which  he  carries  the  kej'.  In  chemistry,  as  in  other  laboratory  courses, 
fifty  (.50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited  each  student 
on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Physiological  Chemistry. 

Sophomore  students  will  pursue  this  study  during  the  second  semester. 
Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week  on  the  pathology  of  metabolism,  the 
general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  organs  and  the 
results  therefrom,  and  the  methods  of  determining  and  explaining  these  per- 
versions. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  cour.se. 
Students  are  required  to  woik  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  per  week.  This 
course  consists  of  the  examination  of  stomach  contents  for  normal  and 
abnormal  constituents,  urinalysis,  embracing  the  chemical  examination  for 
normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  microscopical  examinations  of  urinary 
sedinumts,  faeces,  their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoeba,  food  particles, 
(>tc.,  normal  and  abnormal  blood,  enumeration  of  corpuscles,  estimation  of 
haemoglobin,  examination  for  parasites,  and  the  chemical  examination  of  the 
Ijlood  and  exudates  and  transudates,  examination  of  pus,  etc. 

The  .student  is  I'equired  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instr\iments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratoi-y,  such  as  the  haeraocytometer, 
hsemoglobinometer,  ureameter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student. 

Clinical  Pathology. 

The  course  in  Clinical  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  examination  of  the 
secretions  and  excretions  of  cases  assigned  to  the  students  of  the  third  and 
fourtli  years  in  their  hospital  and  dispensary  work,  applying  to  their  work  the 
principles  already  learned  in  the  course  in  physiological  chemistry  and  micro- 
scopy, and  more  firmly  grounding  them  in  the  application  of  this  work.  In 
the  pursuit  of  this  practical  course,  the  class  will  bo  divided  into  five  sections 
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and  the  session  into  five  periods  of  six  weeks  each.  Each  student  will  be 
required  to  make  at  least  two  examinations  of  stomach  contents,  urinary 
analysis,  blood,  etc.,  in  each  case  pi-ocuring  from  patients  assigned  him  in  the 
hospital  wards,  his  own  specimens  for  examination  as  is  required  in  private 
practice,  such  as  directing  the  giving  of  and  per.sonally  withdrawing  test 
meals,  pnwuring  blood,  etc.  The  work  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the 
demonstrator  of  clinical  pathology,  who  will  always  be  in  the  laboratory  to 
direct  tliis  work.  Oppoi'tunity  will  be  given  to  those  desiring  it  to  pursue 
their  investigations  as  fully  as  they  may  wish.  It  is  intended  to  make  this 
course  a  thoroughly  practical  one,  fitting  the  graduates  to  intelligently  carry 
out  this  work  in  private  practice.  All  seniors  are  required  to  pursue  this 
course. 

Clinical  Diagnosis. 

The  work  in  Jiaematology  has  been  especially  arranged  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  fourth  year  students.  It  is  conducted  in  intimate  association 
with  bedside  study  in  the  wards.  To  this  end  the  class  is  divided  into  sec- 
tions, and  especial  cases  are  assigned  to  members  of  each  section  for  con- 
tinued study. 

Tliis  is  in  addition  to  the  routine  work  in  the  haematological  laboratory, 
where  the  student  is  thoroughly  drilled  in  haematological  technique,  viz. : 
The  preparation  of  blood  specimens  and  stains,  the  process  of  staining,  the 
differential  leucocytecount  under  the  most  diverse  pathological  conditions,  the 
absolute  count,  haemoglobin  estimation,  the  bacteriology  and  parasitology  of 
the  blood,  the  biological  blood  tests,  etc. 

Once  every  fortnight  the  section  will  meet  informally  in  Seminary  to  discuss 
questions  that  have  arisen  in  connection  with  work  carried  on  in  the  ward. 
This  valuable  laboratory  and  hospital  course  for  seniors  has  been  arranged 
since  the  close  of  last  session.  It  will  be  conducted  by  Prof.  Simon,  an 
authority  of  national  reputation. 

Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

FOURTH    YEAR. 

Clinical  Laboratory,         Clinical  Diagnosis,         Hospital  Ward  Classes, 

Obstetric  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 

to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  breakage  and 

damage  to  college  property.     If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,   and  all 

returned  at  the  close  of   the  session,  the  money  is  returned.     All  loss    by 

breakage,  damage  to  college  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 

returned. 
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Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology. 

Materia  Medica  is  taught  in  the  first  and  second  year,  by  lectures  and  i-ecita- 
tions.  Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of  the  class, 
tliat  students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in  practice.  They 
are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and  modes  of 
administration. 

Pharmacology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  bj'  lectures  and  laboratory 
work. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exami- 
nation on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by  lectures, 
recitations,  reviews  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intelli- 
gently and  profitably  assume  tlie  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years,  medical 
topography  in  the  second  year  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the 
normal  body,  their  normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  extended  in  the  third  year  to  abnoixnal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symp- 
toms occurring  in  disease. 

Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pursue  laboratory  courses 
in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  body,  each  student 
being  i-equii'ed  to  personally  examine  the  brain,  arteries,  heart,  lungs,  abdom- 
inal viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach  and  intestines,  and  to 
locate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physi- 
cal examination  of  the  normal  body  will  qualify  the  students  for  the  intelligent 
and  profitable  study  of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the 
fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicbie  is  taught  during  the 
third  and  fourtli  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are  given 
during  the  tliird  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students  at  the 
end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or  senior 
year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and  simple, 
enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will.  In 
regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are  considered. 
Reviews  are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  twice  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensaiy.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  session  with  senior 
students  on  Fridays.  Students  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  9 
A.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned  to  cases  in  the  ward,  each  student 
being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is  required  to  examine  carefully, 
making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous  history,  present  illness,  physical 
examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart ;  of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels, 
liver,  spleen,  kidnej's,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  suggest  treatment. 
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At  12  M  the  section  reports  in  conference,  in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each 
student  reads  his  paper  in  presence  of  the  class,  criticisms  being  made  by  the 
teacher  and  students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of  earning  50  per  cent, 
on  tlieir  final  examination  on  reviews  and  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nervous  arid  Mental  Diseases  and  Psychiatry  are  taught  during  the  third 
year  by  Profs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teachers  of  extensive 
clinical  experience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attend- 
ing physicians  at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  both  among  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Oiest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology  and  the 
chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.     In  these  clinics  diagonsis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  ass'stants.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are 
supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters  of 
Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing  250 
infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College, 
and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section  work  in 
that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there ;  interesting  cases 
are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any  public  clinic 
or  dispensary. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage — The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution,  con- 
taining 110  children,  has  kindly  extended  to  this  college  the  privilege  of 
instructing  therein  our  students  in  diseases  of  children.  A  Lecturer  on 
diseases  of  children,  will  there  instruct  sections  of  seniors  weekly. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum.  Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  by  the 
authorities  of  this  asylum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  inmates,  for  u.se  of 
its  clinical  material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health  is  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses 
and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep, 
will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year,  by  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  liow  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel,  who  gives 
a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  auscultar 
tion,  rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 
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Dispetisary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily  ;  tliey  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  tlie  actual  daily  worli  of 
the  dispensaiy,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treatment, 
etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  Avork. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgeiy,  the  constant  aim  will  l>e  to  make  students  understand  tlie  broad 
principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
■who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  waj-  the  Professor  lays  a  correct 
foimdation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgei-y  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgeiy. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  Dispensary,  where  the  Professor 
and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing  of  wounds, 
splints  used,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients  for 
operation,  .sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc. 

Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and  Prof. 
Johnson — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  operations, 
and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners  are 
required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery,  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  tlie  arena  and  requii-ed 
to  treat  the  common  surgical  leisons  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in 
charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of  anrosthetics,  sur- 
gical techniqiie,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for  operation,  methods  of 
surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of  special  operations  to  the 
exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary  in  preparing  for  operations 
and  the  after-treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonsti'ations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be  the  more 
clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work  in  the 
laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  lo 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operatiAe 
surgei-y.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections  and  stiidents  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order,  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  ligation 
of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  lai-ynx,  trachea,  thorax,  abdomen, 
stomach,  intestines,  liver,  gall-bladder,  and  ducts,  vermiform  appendix,  kid- 
neys, bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  i-ectum. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks  during 
•which  each  member  of  a  section  of  the  third  year  class  will  be  required  to 
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jierform,  on  animals,  under  anaesthesia,  all  important  operations,  the  same 
aceptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operations  on  the  human  being. 

Minor  Siirgcrtf  uvd  Bandaging  will  Ije  included  iu  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgei'y.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  presented  and  applied.  Casts 
of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and  differ- 
ent kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  tliird  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  recita- 
tions, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds 
three  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in  gyne- 
cology, the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class, 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecologj', 
vaginal,  utei'ine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  .section,  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic- 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice, 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  t^e  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine  and 
surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction  will  bo 
given  by  Doctor  Cassidy  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro- 
physiology,  electro-pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the 
X-Ray. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and  dis- 
j)ensary  practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — Lectures  and  clinics  on  Orthopaedic  Surgery  are  given 
by  a  special  teacher. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  gives  lectures  and  clinics 
on  diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  heemor- 
rhoids  and  flstulse,  rectal  strictur-    ,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Genito-  Urinary  and  Veneral  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  lectures,  clinics  and  demonstrations.  Modern  methods  of  diagnosis 
and  treatment  are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews.  Students 
will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and  positions. 
This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of  delivery,  abnor- 
mal presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version,  application  of 
forceps  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models  and 
diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 
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Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics 
are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year  students  are 
summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscultate  the  foetal 
heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammse 
and  uterus,  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Prof.  Bowland  conducts  clinics  on  mid-wifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice 
do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  mid-wifery, 
special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics. 
Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Maryland 
Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in  chamber 
they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  observe  the 
progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery, 
in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  removing 
placentae,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable 
pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  have  a  practical 
knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  competent  to  enter  any 
field  of  duty  and  i-ationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  pro- 
fessor and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetrician 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  time  for  labor  apprjaclies  these  cases  are  assigned  to  students 
of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them,  under  direc- 
tion of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during  and  after 
labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assistant.  Students 
are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations,  and  record  all  observations 
on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation  of  these  records 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or 
resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage 
on  their  final  examinations.  Members  of  our  recent  senior  class  attended 
from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door  department.  During  the  session 
just  closed  371  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior  class,  of  which  203 
occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  168  in  the  out-door  obstetric 
department.  Each  senior  saw  an  average  of  18  cases  of  labor,  and  some  as 
many  as  35 ;  each  member  of  junior  class  saw  two  cases. 

Hospital  Ward  Classes  and   Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre^  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth  year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth  year  class  is 
required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session.  This 
practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  St. 
Anthony's  Orphanage,  St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum,  Northeast  Dispensary,  and 
College  Dispensary. 
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THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  Will 
begin  Friday,  September  1,  1905,  and  continue  until  September  20,  1905. 

This  course  consists  of  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater  require- 
ments of  the  Eegular  Winter  Course.  During  the  course,  lectures  will  be 
delivered  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  obstetrics, 
clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical  opthal- 
mology,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  on  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases 
of  the  rectum.     During  the  preliminary  Fall  Course 

1st  year  students  work  in  the  Histological  and  Bacteriological  labora- 
tories ; 
2d  year  students  in  the  Anatomical  laboratory; 
3d   year  students  in  the   laboratories   of   Operative    Surgery,  Clinical 

Surgery  and  Clinical  Pathology. 
4th  year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory  and  Clinical  Obstetrics. 
Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students,  Friday,  September  1st. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  "the 
following  Eegular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION, 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  deport- 
ment, twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruction,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  due  the 
College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

The  faculty  of  this  College,  realizing  that  four  courses  of  instruction  neces- 
sitate a  considerable  total  outlay  by  students,  offers  the  following  rate  for  the 
ensuing  fourth  or  senior  year.

$  60  00 
Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter  our 
senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $60.00;  those  not 
desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  sum  and  will  receive 
at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved  "Post-Graduate  Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation  fee 
of  five   dollars.     Should   they    desire   to   do   laboratory   work   they   will   be 
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required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the 
special  "Post-Graduate  Certificate,"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may 
receive  it  on  payment  of  twenty  dollars,  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  he  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "  Qehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  be<iuest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmaun,  two  free  scholarships 
have  been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  com- 
petitive examinations  to  be  held  in  April,  1906,  on  practical  laboratory  work, 
and  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first  j'ear  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examination  on  Biology  and  Histology,  Embryology,  Medical  Zoology, 
Chemistry  and  Bacteriology ;  one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  second-year 
course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Chemistry  and  Physiological  Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  "Gehrmaun  Free  Scholarships"  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows  : 

William  Leavitt,  of  New  York,  of  the  first  year  class,  and  J.  J.  O'Connor, 
of  Pennsylvania,  of  the  second  year  class. 

Dickinson  College  Scholarship. 

A  scholarship  has  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  Dickinson 
College.  The  appointment  will  be  made  by  the  President  of  Dickinson  College 
and  entitles  the  holder  to  free  tuition.  He  is  required  to  pay  only  the  matricu- 
lation fee,  laboratory  fee  and  laboratory  deposit,  a  total  of  twenty-five  ($2.5) 
dollars  p^r  session. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  tlie  diligence  and  laud- 
able ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  conferred  upon 
tiie  student  passing  the  best  final  examination ;  and  the  degree  of  M.  D.  ctnr 
laude  on  the  next  nine  students  passing  the  best  final  examinations,  the  names 
of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  tlie  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of 
respective  merit. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  neare^st  the 
last  .student  i-eceiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The  first  college  prize ,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing  the 
best  general  examination. 

The  Kobert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  presented 
by  Professor  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be' 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  J.  Henry  Orff  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  obstetrics. 
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Tlu>  A.  C.  Pole  Anatouik-al  Prizo-A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  tiie  student  of  the  sophomore  class  passing 
the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy. 

At  the  end  of  session  just  close;l  this  prize  was  awarded  to  Harry  A.  Turk, 
of  West  Virginia. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes "  are  so  listed  on  the  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  the  Coninioncement. 

Matriculation  and  Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can  obtain 
such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which  their  names  will 
be  registered  and  seats  assigned  them  iu  order  of  such  registration.  Creden- 
tials exempting  from  the  entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same 
mail.  When  received  they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  student.  This 
saves  time  to  the  student  on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus 
insured ;  each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not 
required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College. 

Under  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  a  student's  club  is  maintained.  This  club 
can  furnish  table  board  for  sixty  students  at  $2.50  per  week  and  rooms  tor 
fourteen.  A  good  reading  room  with  the  leading  magazines  and  daily  news- 
papers is  open  to  all  students  of  the  College.  Socials  are  held  each  week. 
The  club  is  non-sectarian,  the  whole  aim  being  to  create  a  higher  moral  tone 
among  medical  students. 

The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  reference.  The 
Association  Hand-Book,  containing  much  information  of  value  to  students,  is 
issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  propei-ty,  extends  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  success- 
fully oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their  suc- 
cess in  life.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student.

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates : 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Four  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  One  Hospital  Pathologist. 

(4)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-iu  Hospital. 

(T))  Twenty  clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 
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INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  senior  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ;  they  are  thus  enabled  to 
become  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients.  Students 
desiring  Internships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  rooms  are  assigned 
in  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  laboratory, 
and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital.  They 
are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence  based 
upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  and  twenty-five  ($125)  dollars  for  one 
scholastic  year ;  its  payment  on  entrance  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the 
hospital  one  year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term  and 
extending  to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term. 
It  entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for 
six  months  pay  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same 
hospital  advantages. 

Special  Extemes — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special 
Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate 
vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for  Special 
Externes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  seventy-five  ($75) 
dollars  for  six  months. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  or  about  April  22d,  and 
must  be  taken  as  scheduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  coui'se.  Students  whose 
accounts  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the  exami- 
nations. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics  for  those  who  care  to  partici- 
pate in  such  exercises. 


The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  "Commenanient"  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published,  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any 
time  during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  I'equire. 

Degrees  will  be  conferred  at  a  general  commencement  at  the  end  of  the  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recit  .ti(  ns,  labora- 
tory work,  demonstrations  and  examinations  required  during  the  session  and 
have  complied  with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Ann  unceraent. 

Degrees  will  not  be  conferred,  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given,  until  matriculation  has  been  completed,  and  bills  due  the  College 
paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for  by 
those  doing  such  damage.  When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individually 
responsible  for  damages  to  College  property  a  pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  tw 
those  who  may  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 
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We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  (DoUege.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  i-efuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts.  The  College  will  not 
endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at 
the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  sll  three  dollars  ($3)  per  week. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guardians 
and  friends  of  students,  that  everj-  pi-oper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the 
young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore 
Medical  College,  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,  where  it 
wiU  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  tie  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
essary hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

.  The  Fall  term  begins  October  2,  1905.  In  Fall  of  1904,  the 
Baltimore  Law  School  became  affiliated  with  the  Baltimore  Medical 
College  and  moved  to  the  first  floor  of  802  N.  Howard  Street,  a 
situation  not  excelled  in  Baltimore,  in  the  heart  of  the  City,  a  few 
blocks  from  Peabody  and  Pratt  Libraries  and  ten  minutes  walk  from 
the  Court  House.  It  is  the  only  member  in  Maryland  of  the 
American  Association  of  Law  Schools,  an  organization  whose  aim  is 
to  create  and  maintain  a  high  standard  of  legal  education.  Students 
are  assigned  to  members  of  the  Faculty  to  be  under  their  personal 
supervision.  The  Faculty  is  composed  of  lawyers  in  active  practice. 
The  lecture  hours  are  from  6  to  9  P.  M.  which  enables  the  student  to 
^peud  a  full  day  in  an  office  or  in  other  occupations.  The  course  of 
study  is  three  years  and  the  student  to  obtain  his  degree  of  LL.  B. 
must  attend  courses  of  lectures  aggregating  600  hours.  The  fees  are: 
matriculation,  $5;  library,  $5;  diploma,  $20;  and  tuition,  $50  a  year. 
The  requirements  for  admission  are  :  1.  That  a  student  be  a  graduate 
of  some  approved  high  school  or  college ;  or  2.  That  he  pass  an 
examination  so  successfully  ^s  to  indicate  that  he  has  the  foundation 
in  English  and  general  culture  necessary  for  a  successful  lawyer. 
The  entrance  examinations  will  be  held  on  September  25,  1905.  For

OF  THE 

SESSION     1Q0e-190T. 


THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
Sixth  Annual  announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Eealizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
jducation  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  concur- 
rent delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratoiy  worlc,  and  the  ultimate 
application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  four  hundred  and  forty-two  (442) 
students,  represented  thirty  States  of  the  Union,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the 
colony  of  Porto  Eico,  and  the  following  foreign  countries  :  Canada,  Scotland, 
Armenia,  Italy,  Eoumania,  West  Indies,  Syria.  Ninety-seven  (97)  students 
having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed  successful  examinations, 
received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  commencement.  May  22,  1906. 

This  College  has  sixteen  hundred  and  fifty-six  (1656)  alumni,  distributed  in 
every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit  of  four 
courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation;  each  course  is  of  eight  months' 
duration. 

The  Baltimobe  Medical  College  has  a  Law  Depaktment  (see  page  32), 
a  Dental  Depaktment,  (see  page  33),  and  a  Nueses'  Teaining  School 
see  page  29). 

FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

The  modei-n  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adaptability 
to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square,  fronting  on  Linden 
avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adjacent  to  each  other, 
that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without  loss  of  time  and 
unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  largo  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
of  500  students;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology ;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students ;  physiological,  clinical,  histological, 
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surgical,  pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories — with  complete  equipment, 
Including  120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

The  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  surgery,      Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

The  Interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street,  adjoining  College  Build- 
ing No.  2,  contains  rooms  for  32  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  It  is  connected  with  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital  and  the  College  building.  The 
Internes  having  the  exclusive  use  of  this  department,  are  free  from  interrup- 
tion of  studies. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  IS  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  150  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheati-e.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  and  dressing  rooms  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary 
surgical  instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  for 
locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  occupy  a  large  portion  of  each  day. 

The  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General  Hospital, 
is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled  with  preg- 
nant and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our  students  a 
thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-three 
(223)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  20,000  indigent  patients 
annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the  instruction  of 
our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary,  advanced 
students  visit  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction  of  the 
dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hiil,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare   opportunities  for  the  study  of   nervous  and   mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage.  The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution, 
containing  110  children,  has  courteously  extended  to  this  College  its  clinical 
facilities  for  instructing  our  students  in  the  diseases  of  children. 

The  North  East  Dispensary,  on  Monument  street  near  Gay  street,  has 
been  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College  for  the  instruction  of  its  senior 
students.     This  institution  treats  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  patients  annually. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum.  Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  this 
College  by  the  authorities  of  this  asylum  of  250  inmates,  to  use  its  clinical 
material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must 
present  (by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival) — 

(A)  A  Bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university ;  or, 

(B)  A  Diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  academy, 
received  after  four  years  of  study,  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4  points) 
of  foreign  languages,  of  which  one  must  be  Latin,  two  years  (4  points)  of 
Mathematics,  two  years  (4  points)  of  English,  one  year  (2  points)  of  History, 
two  years  (4  points)  of  Laboratory  Science,  and  six  years  (12  points)  of  further 
credit  in  language,  literature,  history  or  science ;  or, 

(C)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches : 

(a)  Required  subjects  to  18  points  as  follows :  Mathematics,  4  points ;  Eng- 
lish, 4  points ;  History,  2  points ;  Language  (2  must  be  Latin),  4  points ; 
Science  (taken  from  physics,  chemistry,  botany,  zoology),  4  points. 

(b)  Optional  subjects  to  12  points  as  follows:  English,  2  points;  History,  6 
points ;  Language,  6  points ;  Manual  Training,  2  points ;  Mechanical  Drawing, 
1  point ;  Natural  Science  (botany,  biology,  zoology),  2  points ;  Physical 
Science  (chemistry,  physics),  2  points;  Trigonometry,  1  point;  Astronomy,  1 
point ;  Civics,  1  point ;  Geology,  1  point ;  Physical  Geograpy,  1  point ;  Physi- 
ology and  Hygiene,  1  point ;  Political  Economy,  1  point. 

(One  potnt  In  any  subject  In  a  high  school  or  academic  course  demands  not  less  than  five 
periods  per  week  of  forty-five  minutes  each  for  eighteen  weeks.) 

(D)  Certificates  of  principals  of  accredited  high  schools,  normal  schools,  acade- 
mies;  of  superintendents  of  public  schools;  of  reputable  instructors  recognized  by 
superintendents  of  public  instruction  of  district,  city  or  State ;  or  of  any  State  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  of,  or  all  of  the  above 
examination. 

A  student  may  be  allowed  to  enter  on  his  medical  work  conditioned  in  not 
more  than  six  points,  and  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by  satisfactory 
examination  before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  on  the  second  year  of  his  medical 
course. 

To  avoid  unnescessary  delay,  students  entitled  under  the  above  provisions  to 
matriculate  without  examination  are  requested  to  bring  their  diplom.as  or  certificates 
of  exemption  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the  College.  This  simple 
jwecaulioi^  saves  much  valuable  time. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  QIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Saturday,  September  1, 
1906,  and  end  Thursday,  September  20,  1906.  Attendance  upon  this  course 
is  optional  to  students.     (See  page  19) ; 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  Thursday,  September 
20,  190G,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  May  20,  1907. 
This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 
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TIME  OF  STUDY  REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges" 
and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study 
in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for  graduation ;  each  course 
is  eight  months  in  duration. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  in  good  standing  who  pursued  their 
previous  course  in  a  college  beginning  in  October  or  November,  are  credited 
on  entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  year 
branches,  completed  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical 
Colleges.

Biology,  (including  embryology,  medical  zoology  and  comparative 
anatomy) — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a 
week  until  completed. 

Osteology — One  lecture  a  week  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for 
sixteen  weeks. 

Human  Anatomy — Three  lectures  a  week  during  the  session  and  laboratory 
work  daily,  2.30  P.M.  to  5  P.M.,  during  the  second  semester. 

Histology — One  lecture  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for 
sixteen  weeks. 

Physiology — Two  lectures  and  one  demonstration  a  week. 

Bacteriology — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  four  laboratory 
periods  a  week  during  the  first  semester  (16  weeks). 

Chemistry — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Materia  Medica — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  one  laboratory 
period  a  week  after  March  1st. 

Clinics — One  medical  clinic  and  one  surgical  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — At  the  termination  of  the  course  a  final  examination  will 
be  held  on  biology,  (embryology,  medical  zoology),  osteology,  histology, 
bacteriology  and  for  advanced  standing  on  chemistry  and  physiology. 

Laboratory  work  and  recitations  shall  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination.

Human  Anatomy — (Continued  from  first  year) — Four  lectures  a  week  and 
five  laboratory  periods  a  week  for  sixteen  weeks. 

Physiology — (Continued  from  the  first  year) — Three  lectures  and  two" 
laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Chemistry — (Including  physiological  chemistry,  toxicology  and  analytical 
work)— Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Pathology — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  four  laboratory  periods 
a  week  for  sixteen  weeks. 

Materia  Medica — Two  lectures  a  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis — (Normal  human  body) — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a 
week,  second  semester. 

Clinics — Two  medical,  two  surgical,  and  one  diagnostic  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — Final  examinations  leading  to  the  degree  will  be  held  at  the 
end  of  the  course  on  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry  and  toxicology,  materia 
medica,  physiological  cliemistry,  pathology  and  medical  topography  (normal 
human  body),  on  all  of  which  laboratory  work  and  recitations  shall  count  50 
per  cent,  on  the  examination.

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery — One  lecture  or  recitation  a  week. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a  week. 

Operative  Surgery — Two  lectures  a  week  and  two  laboratory  periods  a 
week  (iu  sections)  for  eight  weeks. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — One  lecture  or  clinic  a  week. 

Clinical  Surgery — Two  clinics  a  week  and  five  periods  a  week  for  eight 
weeks  in  the  surgical  laboratory. 

Obstetrics — Two  lectures  a  week  during  the  session,  and  two  laboratory 
periods  a  week  for  eight  weeks  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  (including  Psychiatry) — Two  lectures  and 
two  clinics  a  week. 

Eye  and  Ear  Diseases — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology— Three  lectures  a  week  and  laboratory 
work  in  pharmacology  for  six  weeks.

Medical  Diagnosis — One  lecture  and  two  hours'  clinic  a  week. 

Dermatology — One  lecture  or  clinic  a  week. 

Medical  Jurisprudence — One  lecture  a  week. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health — One  lecture  a  week.

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DIDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 

Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy,  Medical  Zoology  and  Embryology, 
will  be  confined  to  first-year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be 
upon  the  origin,  development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and 
time  of  animal  and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  micro- 
scopic examination, of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earth- 
worm, amphioxus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes;  and 
will  be  sufficient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  amoeba,  or  unicellular  organism 
to  the  cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat 
and  dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human 
body. 

Embryology  will  consist  of  the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick  and 
the  fundamental  principles  of  mammalian  embryology. 

This  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of  each 
bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in  drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them 
in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profit- 
able work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the 
demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of 
the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  com- 
pleted the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each 
student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments, 
blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  after- 
noons between  2.30  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four 
weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted 
in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept 
on  a  card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work, 
lias  the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per 
cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year  by  lectures  and  laboratory 
work.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  laboratory, 
where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessai-y  apparatus, 
staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue  fresh 
from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections  of 
tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histologi- 
cal structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
referenco. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or 
recitations,  reviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by 
specimens,  diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recitar- 
tions.  Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the 
circulation,  respiration,  muscles  and  nerves.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is 
also  taken  up  during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph, 
digestion,  urine,  milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides 
animals  for  all  necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures  by  means 
of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  properties  and 
classification  of  bacteria  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the  work, 
however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the  making  of 
culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the 
inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination,  the 
inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation 
experiments  on  animals  performed  ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied 
and  examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the  various 
organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted,  each 
student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids, 

Patliology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  iu  the  second  year.  The  course  in  General 
Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and  prepare  them 
for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mounting, 
showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis.  Then 
will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations,  beginning 
with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifications  of  fatty, 
mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcarous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  in  the  third  year  concurrently  with  the 
other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of 
the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidn(-ys  and  lungs — and  the 
infective  granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 
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A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  jihyaiology  and  pathology  will  be 
the  use  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen 
for  the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  (5,000)  diameters  and  pro- 
jected on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square  feet. 
Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher  prior  to  individual 
microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens  and  by  autopsies, 
which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the  whole 
class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly  describe 
and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  the  second  year. 
The  lecture  course  embraces  inorganic,  organic  and  analytic  chemistry. 

The  principles  of  chemisti-y  and  the  preparation  of  inorganic  compounds 
constitute  the  work  of  the  first  year;  organic  and  analytic  chemistry  the 
second  year. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of  prac- 
tical work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  wojk  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker, 
of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry,  as  in  other  laboratory  courses, 
fifty  (50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited  each  student 
on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Physiological  Chemistry. 

Sophomore  students  will  pursue  this  studj^  during  the  second  semester. 
Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week  on  the  pathology  of  metabolism,  the 
general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  organs  and  the 
results  therefrom,  and  the  methods  of  deteimining  and  explaining  these  per- 
versions. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course. 
Students  are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  per  week.  This 
course  consists  of  the  examination  of  stomach  contents  for  normal  and 
abnormal  constituents,  urinalysis,  embracing  the  chemical  examination  for 
normal  and  abnormal  constituents,  miscroscopical  examinations  of  urinaiy 
sediments,  fseces,  their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoeba,  food  particles, 
etc. ,  and  the  chemical  examination  of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  hjemocytometer, 
hsemoglobinometer,  ureameter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albumtnometer 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student. 

Clinical  Chemistry. 

This  course  will  be  pursued  by  all  third  year  students.  During  the  course 
a  thorough  review  will  be  given  of  the  various  methods  qualitative  and  quan- 
titative used  in  the  practical  examinations  of  the  urine,  stomach  contents. 
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saliva,  exudates  and  transudates,  milk,  &c.,  the  attempt  being  made  to  give 
simple  methods  wbioh  are  at  the  same  time  accurate.  The  methods  of  volu- 
metric and  gravimetric  analysis  of  use  to  the  physician  are  given  due  attention. 

Pathological  Chemistry  and  Pharmacology. 

The  course  in  Pathological  Chemistry  will  consist  of  the  examination  of  the 
secretions  and  excretions  of  cases  assigned  to  the  students  of  the  fourth  year 
in  their  hospital  and  dispensary  -work,  applying  to  their  work  the  principles 
already  learned  in  the  course  in  phjsiological  chemistiy  and  microscopy,  and 
more  firmly  grounding  them  in  the  application  of  this  work.  In  the  pursuit 
of  this  practical  course,  the  class  will  be  divided  into  five  sections  and  the 
session  into  five  periods  of  six  weeks  each.  Each  student  will  be  required  to 
make  at  least  two  examinations  of  stomach  contents,  urinaiy  analysis,  blood, 
etc.,  in  each  case  procuring  from  patients  assigned  him  in  the  hospital  wards, 
his  own  specimens  for  examination  as  is  required  in  private  practice,  such  as 
directing  the  giving  of  and  personally  withdrawing  test  meals,  procuring 
blood,  etc.  The  work  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  demonstrator  of 
clinical  chemistry,  who  will  always  be  in  the  laboratory  to  direct  this  work. 
Opportunity  will  be  given  to  these  desiring  it  to  pursue  their  investigations 
as  fully  as  they  may  wish.  It  is  intended  to  make  this  course  a  thoroughly 
practical  oue,  fitting  tie  graduates  to  intelligently  carry  out  this  work  in 
private  practice.  During  this  period  also  the  work  in  pharmacology  will  ba 
given,  which  consists  of  the  group  reactions  of  drugs,  identification  of  and 
tests  for  the  more  important,  the  efifects  of  a  few  of  the  more  important  upon 
animals.  The  results  being  carefully  controlled  by  the  various  instruments 
of  precision — tracings  taken  of  the  changes  produced  in  the  circulatory, 
respiratory  and  neuromuscular  systems.  Animals  are  fu'-nished  for  all  the 
necessary  experiments.     All  seniors  are  required  to  take  this  course. 

Clinical  Diagnosis. 

The  work  in  haematology  has  been  especially  arranged  to  meet  the  require- 
ments of  the  fourth  year  students.  It  is  conducted  in  intimate  association 
with  bedside  study  in  the  wards.  To  this  end  the  class  is  divided  into  sections, 
and  especial  cases  are  assigned  to  members  of  each  section  for  continued 
study. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  routine  work  in  the  haematological  laboratory, 
where  the  student  is  thoroughly  drilled  in  haematological  technique,  viz. : 
The  preparation  of  blood  specimens  and  stains,  the  process  of  staining,  the 
differential  leucocytecount  under  the  most  diverse  pathological  conditions,  the 
absolute  count,  haemoglobin  estimation,  the  bacteriology  and  parasitology  of 
the  blood,  the  biological  blood  tests,  etc. 

Students  will  be  required  to  make  and  keep  careful  notes  of  the  work  done 
in  the  laboratory  and  to  make  drawings  of  what  they  see. 

Once  every  fortnight  the  section  vrlll  meet  informally  in  Seminary  to  discuss 
questions  that  have  arisen  in  connection  with  work  carried  on  in  the  ward. 
This  valuable  laboratory  and  hospital  course  for  seniors  will  be  conducted 
by  Prof.  Simon,  an  authority  of  national  reputation.  '    '    . 
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Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  money  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  College  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Pliarmacology. 

Materia  Medica  is  taught  in  the  first  and  second  years,  by  lectures,  recitations 
and  laboratory  work.  Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection 
of  the  class,  that  students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in 
practice.  They  are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses 
and  modes  of  administration. 

Pharmacology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  year  by  lectures  and 
iboratory  work. 

Therapeutics  is  taugl.t  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exami- 
utttion  on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  fourtli  year. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by  lectures, 
recitations,  reviews  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intelli- 
gently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years,  medical 
topography  in  the  second  year  being  the  description  oi  the  regions  of  the 
uoniial  body,  their  normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  extended  in  the  third  year  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symp- 
toms occurring  in  disease. 

Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pursue  laboratory  courses 
in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  body,  each  student 
being  required  to  personally  examine  the  brain,  arteries,  heart,  lungs,  abdom- 
inal viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach  and  intestines,  and  to 
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locate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.  Tliis  laboratoi^y  course  in  physi- 
cal examination  of  the  normal  body  will  qualify  tlie  students  for  the  intelligent 
and  profitable  study  of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the 
fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine  is  taught  during  the 
third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are  given 
during  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students  at  the 
end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or  senior 
year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and  simple, 
enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will.  Ii 
regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are  considered 
Keviews  are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  twice  a, 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensai-y.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  session  with  senior 
students  on  Fridays.  Students  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  9 
A.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned  to  cases  in  the  wards,  each  student 
being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is  required  to  examine  carefully, 
making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous  history,  present  illness,  physical 
examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart;  of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels, 
liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  suggest  treatment. 
At  12  M.  the  section  reports  in  conference,  in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each 
student  reads  his  paper  in  presence  of  the  class,  criticisms  being  made  by  the 
teacher  and  students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of  earning  50  per  cent, 
on  their  final  examination  on  reviews  and  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  and  Psychiatry  are  taught  during  the  third  year 
by  Profs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teacliers  of  extensive  clinical 
experience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  phy- 
sicians at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  both  among  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the  kind  in 
this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourt)-. 
years  ':y  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  lai-ynology  and  th-' 
chest  arc  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abum'^nt.     In  these  clinics  diagonis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are 
supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters  of 
Ciiarity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asijhim,  containing  2.50 
infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  ot  this  College, 
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and  our  senioi-s  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section  work  in 
.  that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there ;  interesting  cases 
are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any  public  clinic 
or  dispensary. 

St.  Anthony's  Orphanage— The  board  of  directors  of  this  institution,  con- 
taining 110  children,  has  kindly  extended  to  this  college  the  privilege  of 
instructing  therein  our  students  in  diseases  of  children. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum— Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  by  the 
authorities  of  this  asylum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  (250)  inmates  for  use  of 
its  clinical  material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health  is  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses 
and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep, 
will  be  considered. 

Medical  Ju/risprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel,  who  gives 
a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  auscultation, 
rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treatment, 
etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  woi'k. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgeiy,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the  broad 
principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
coiTect  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  professor  lays  a  correct 
foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year  insti'uction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgexy  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgei-y. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  dispensary,  where  the  Professor 
and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing  of  wounds, 
splints  used,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensai-y, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  stud-^nts,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patienus  •'or 
operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc. 
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Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and  Prof. 
Johnson — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  operations, 
and  the  other  such  minor'  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners  are 
required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  curgeiy,  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and  i-equired 
to  treat  the  common  surgical  leisons  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in 
charge.  Students  aie  taught  the  practical  administration  of  anaesthetics, 
surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for  operation,  methods 
of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of  special  operations  to  the 
exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary  in  preparing  for  operations 
and  the  after-treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be  the  more 
clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work  in  the 
laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  ope  rative 
surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections,  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  liga- 
tion of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax,  abdomen, 
stomach,  intestines,  liver,  gall-bladder  and  ducts,  vermiform  appendix,  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks  during 
which  each  member  of  a  section  of  the  third  year  class  will  be  required  to 
perform,  on  animals,  under  anaesthesia,  all  important  operations,  the  same 
aceptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operations  on  the  human  being. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgeiy.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  presented  and  applied.  Casts 
of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and  differ- 
ent kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  recita- 
tions, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds 
three  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in  gyne- 
cology, the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perfom  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice, 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  i-outine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine  and 
surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction  wiU  be 
given  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiology,  electro- 
pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Eay. 
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Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and  dis- 
pensary practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthapcedic  Surgery- -IjectxxTQS,  and  clini.-s  on  Orthopeedic  Lurgery  are  given 
by  Prof.  Cone. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  gives  lectures  and  clinics  on 
diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  hasnior- 
ihoids  and  flstulee,  rectal  strictures,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Genito- Urinary  and  Veneral  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  lectures,  clinics  and  demonstrations.  Modern  methods  of  diagnosis 
and  treatment  are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics  ;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews.  Students 
will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and  positions 
This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  jears. 

Laboratory  Obstetrice  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  tne  various  presentations 
and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of  delivery,  abnormal 
presentations  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version,  application  of  forceps 
and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models  and  diagrams 
will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics 
are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  tnird  year  students  are 
summoned  to  the  lying-in  department,  and  required  to  auscultate  the  foetal 
heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammsB 
and  uterus  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Professor  Eowland  conducts  clinics  on  mid-wifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice 
do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  mid-wifery, 
special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics. 
Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Maryland 
Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  "Whilst  in  the  lying-in  chamber 
they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  observe  the 
progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  iu  natural  delivery, 
in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  removing 
placentae,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable 
pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  have  a  practical 
knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  competent  to  enter  any 
field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 
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The  Out-door  Obstetric  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the  pio- 
fessor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetrician 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches  these  cases  are  assigned  to  students 
of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them,  under  direc- 
tion of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during  and  after 
labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assistant.  Students 
are  required  to  malie  all  necessary  examinations,  and  record  all  observations 
on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation  of  these  records 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or 
resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage 
on  their  final  examinations.  Members  of  our  recent  senior  class  attended 
from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door  department.  During  the  session 
just  closed  400  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior  class,  of  which  223 
occurred  in  the  Mai-yland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  177  in  the  out-door  obstetric 
department.  Each  senior  saw  an  average  of  20  cases  of  lal^or,  and  some  as 
many  as  35;  each  member  of  junior  class  saw  two  cases. 

Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth-year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  worli.  Every  member  of  the  fourth-year  class 
is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session. 
This  practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in  the  Maryland 
General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum, 
St.  Anthony's  Orphanage,  St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum,  Northeast  Dispensary, 
and  College  Dispensary. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional. ) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Saturday,  September  1,  190G,  and  continue  until  September  20,  1906. 

This  course  consists  of  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater  require- 
ments of  the  Eegular  Winter  Course.  During  the  course,  lectures  will  be 
delivered  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  obstetrics, 
clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical  ophthal- 
mology, nervous  and  mental  diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of 
the  rectum.     During  the  preliminary  Fall  Course 

1st  year  students  work    in  the  laboratories  of  Histology,  Bacteriology 

and  Osteology ; 
2d  year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology  ; 
3d  year   students    in   the    laboratories   of   Operative   Surgery,    Clinical 

Surgery  and  Clinical  Chemistry; 
4th  year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory  and  Clinical  Obstetrics. 
Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students,  Saturday,  September  1st. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September,  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the 
following  Eegular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September,  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 
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GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  deport- 
ment, twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruction,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees  due  the 
College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graauates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter  our 
senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $75.00 ;  those  not 
desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  sum  and  will  receive  at 
the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved  "Post-Graduate  Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the  special 
"  Post-Graduate  Certificate"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it  on 
payment  of  twenty  dollars  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "  Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships," 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Fiederica  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  competitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  April,  1907,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  and  will 
entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examinations  on  Biology  and  Histology,  Embryology,  Medical  Zoology, 
Chemistry  and  Bacteriology ;  one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  second-year 
course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Chemistry  and  Physiological  Chemistry.

Dickinson  College  Scholarship. 

A  scholarship  has  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  Dickins  vi 
College.  The  appointment  will  be  made  by  the  President  of  Dickinson  Collij^e 
and  entitles  the  holder  to  free  tuition.  He  is  required  to  pay  only  the  matricu- 
lation andv  laboratory  fees,  a  total  of  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars  per  session. 
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Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  studj%  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and  laudable 
ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  conferred  upon 
the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination  ;  and  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum 
laude  on  the  next  ten  students  passing  the  best  final  examinations,  the  names 
of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  tlie  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of 
their  respective  merit. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The  ^rsi  college  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing  tUo 
best  general  examination. 

The  Robert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  presented 
by  Professor  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  surgeiy. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  J.  Henry  Orff  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be  presented 
to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  obstetrics. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  passing 
the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy.  At  the  end  of  session  just  closed 
this  prize  was  awarded  to  E.  G.  MacFarland,  of  New  York. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  so  listed  on  the  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  the  Commencement. 

Matriculation  and  Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can  obtain 
such  by  foi-warding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which  their  names  wiU 
be  registered  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registration.  Creden- 
tials exempting  from  the  entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same 
mail.  When  received  they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  students.  This 
saves  time  to  students  on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured ; 
each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to 
obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College. 

Under  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  a  student's  club  is  maintained.  A  good 
reading  room  with  the  leading  magazines  and  daily  newsi)apers  is  open  to  aU 
students  of  the  College.  Socials  are  held  each  week.  The  club  is  non-sectarian, 
its  aim  being  to  create  a  higher  moral  tone  among  medical  students. 

The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  and 
lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  reference.  The  Associa- 
tion Hand-Book,  containing  much  information  of  value  to  students,  is  issued 
at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 
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The  city  association,  witli  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  bj^  precept  and  example,  to  success- 
fully oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their  suc- 
cess in  life.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual 
student.

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates : 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Four  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  One  Hospital  Pathologist. 

(4)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(5)  Twenty  clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  senior  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ;  they  are  thus  enabled  to 
become  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients.  Students 
desiring  Interneships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  rooms  are  assigned 
in  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  laboratory 
and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital.  They 
are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence  based 
upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150)  dollars  for  one  scholastic 
year ;  its  payment  on  entrance  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital 
one  year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term  and  extend- 
ing to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
mouths  pay  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Extemes — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special 
Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate 
vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for  Special 
Externes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  seventy-five  ($75) 
dollars  for  six  months. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  or  about  April  22d, 
find  must  be  taken  as  scheduled,  in  orth  r  to  complete  the  course.  Students 
whose  accounts  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
examinations. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics  for  those  who  care  to  partici- 
pate in  such  exercises. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  "  Commencement"  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 
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Degrees  "will  be  conferred  only  at  a  general  commencenaent  at  the  end  of  the 
course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  i-egularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labora- 
tory work,  demonstrations  and  examinations  required  during  the  session,  and 
have  complied  with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

Degrees  will  not  be  conferred  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attendance 
be  given  until  matriculation  has  been  completed  and  bills  due  the  College 
paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Defacing  the  walls  or  furniture  of  the  College  will  be  considered  a  serious 
breach  of  decorum.  All  damage  done  to  College  property  must  be  paid  for  by 
those  doing  such  damage.  "When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individually 
responsible  for  damages  to  College  property  a  pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  to 
those  who  may  have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts.  The  College  will  not 
endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  college  business  is  transacted  at  the 
office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  at  three  (Jollars  ($3)  per  week. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  0.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guardians 
and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the 
young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore 
Medical  College,  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it 
will  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
essary hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses,  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

OF  THE 

SESSION     190T-190S. 


THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
Seventh  Annual  announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Eealizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  concur- 
rent delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the  ultimate 
application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  four  hundred  and  eighty  (480) 
students,  represented  thirty  States  of  the  Union,  the  District  of  Columbia,  the 
colony  of  Porto  Eico,  and  the  following  foreign  countries :  Canada,  Cuba, 
Ecuador,  Scotland,  Portugal,  Italy,  Roumania,  Russia,  Syria,  Egypt,  Australia. 
Ninety-six  (96)  students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed 
successful  examinations,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  commencement. 
May  21,  1907. 

This  College  has  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-two  (1752)  alumni,  distributed 
in  every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit  of  four 
courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation;  each  course  is  of  eight  months' 
duration. 

The  Baltimobe  Medical  College  has  a  Law  Depabtment  (see  page  32), 
a  Dental  Department,  (see  page  33),  and  a  Nukses'  Training  School 
(see  page  29). 

FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

The  modern  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adaptability 
to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square,  fronting  on  Linden 
avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adjacent  to  each  other, 
that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without  loss  of  time  and 
unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lecture  hall,  with  seating  capacity 
of  500  students ;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgei-y  and  gynecology ;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students ;  physiological,  clinical,  histological, 
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surgical,  pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories — with  complete  equipment, 
including  120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

The  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

The  interne  Building,  situated  on  Howard  street,  adjoining  College  Build- 
iug  No.  2,  contains  I'ooms  for  32  Internes,  each  room  being  well  lighted  and 
heated  and  near  a  bath  room.  It  is  connected  with  the  Maryland  General 
Hospital,  the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital  and  the  College  building.  The 
Internes  having  the  exclusive  use  of  this  department,  are  free  from  interruption 
of  studies. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  150  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  evei-y  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  and  dressing  rooms  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary 
surgical  instruments,  apparatus  and  a[)pliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  for 
locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  occupy  a  large  portion  of  each  day. 

The  Maryland  Lying=in=  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital, is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled  with 
pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our  students 
a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  (225)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  20,000  indigent  patients 
annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the  instruction  of 
our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary,  advanced 
students  visit  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction  of  the 
dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

The  North  East  Dispensary,  t  ii  Monument  street  near  Gay  street,  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College  for  the  instruction  of  its  senior  students. 
This  institution  treats  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  patients  annually. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum.  Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  this 
College  by  the  authorities  of  this  asylum  of  300  inmates,  to  use  its  clinical 
material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

New  Facilities.  We  have  pleasure  in  stating,  that  we  have  acquired  by 
purchase,  since  the  close  of  the  session,  a  half  square  from  the  College,  on 
Howard  street,  a  lot  of  ground,  known  as  the  Deichman  School  Property,  66 
feet  by  170  feet,  for  additional  laboratory  space. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
(Colleges, "  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must 
present  (by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival) — 

(A)  A  Bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university ;  or, 

(B)  A  Diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  academy, 
received  after  four  years  of  study,  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4  points) 
of  foreign  languages,  of  which  one  must  be  Latin,  two  years  (4  points)  of 
Mathematics,  two  years  (4  points)  of  English,  one  year  (2  points)  of  History, 
two  years  (4  points)  of  Laboratory  Science,  and  six  years  (12  points)  of  further 
credit  in  language,  literature,  history  or  science  ;  or, 

(C)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches  : 

(a)  Required  subjects  to  eighteen  points  as  follows  :  Mathematics,  4  points ; 
English,  4  points ;  History,  2  points ;  Latin,  4  points ;  Science  (taken  from 
physics,  chemistry,  botany,  zoology),  4  points. 

(b)  Optional  subjects  to  12  points  as  follows:  English,  2  points;  History, 
6  points  ;  Language,  6  points ;  Manual  Training,  2  points  ;  Mechanical  Drawing, 
1  point ;  Natural  Science,  (botany,  biology,  zoology),  2  points ;  Physical  Science, 
(chemistry,  physics),  2  points ;  Trigonometry,  1  point;  Astronomy,  1  point; 
Civics,  1  point;  Geology,  1  point;  Physical  Geography,  1  point;  Physiology 
and  Hygiene,  1  point ;  Political  Economy,  1  point. 

(One  point  In  any  subject  in  a  high  school  or  academic  course  demands  not  less  than  five 
periods  per  week  ot  torty-iive  minutes  each  for  eighteen  weeks.) 

(D)  Certificates  of  principals  of  accredited  high  schools,  normal  schools,  acade- 
mies ;  of  superintendents  of  public  schools ;  of  reputable  instructors  recognized  by 
superintendents  of  public  instruction  of  district,  city  or  State ;  or  of  any  State  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  of  or  all  of  the  above 
examination. 

A  student  may  be  allowed  to  enter  on  his  medical  work  conditioned  in  not 
more  than  six  points,  and  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by  satisfactory 
examination  before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  on  the  second  year  of  his  medical 
course. 

(1  "point "  equals  2  "  counts  " :  hence,  30  "  points "  required  by  the  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Medical  Colleges  are  numerically  identical  in  value  to  the  60  "counts"  required  by  the 
New  York  Regents  tor  a  student's  certificate.) 

To  avoid  unnecessary  delay,  students  entitled  under  the  above  provisions  to 
matriculate  without  examination  are  requested  to  bring  their  diplomas  or  certificates 
of  exemption  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the  College.  This  simple 
precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 

COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  GIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Monday,  September  2, 
1907,  and  end  Friday,  September  20,  1907.  Attendance  upon  this  course  is 
optional  to  students.     (See  page  19.) 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  Friday,  September  20, 
1907,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  May  20,  1908.  This  is 
the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 
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TIME  OF  STUDY  REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges" 
and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study 
in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for  graduation ;  each 
course  is  eiglit  months  in  duration. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  in  good  standing  who  pursued  their 
previous  course  in  a  college  beginning  in  October  or  November,  are  credited 
on  entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  year 
branches,  completed  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical  Colleges. 

SUMMARY  OF  CURRICULUM.

Biology,  (including  embryology,  medical  zoology  and  comparative  anat- 
omy)— Two  lectures  a  week  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a  weeli 
until  completed. 

Osteology — One  lecture  a  week  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for 
sixteen  weeks. 

Human  Anatomy — Three  lectures  a  week  during  the  session  and  laboratory 
work  daily,  2.30  P.  M.  to  5  P.  M.,  during  the  second  semester. 

Histology— One  lecture  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for 
sixteen  weeks. 

Physiology — Three  lectures  and  one  demonstration  a  week. 

Bacteriology — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  four  laboratory 
periods  a  week  during  the  first  semester  (16  weeks). 

Chemistry — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Materia  Medica — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  one  laboratory 
period  a  week  after  March  1st. 

Clinics — One  medical  clinic  and  one  surgical  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — At  the  termination  of  the  course  a  final  examination  will 
be  held  on  biology,  (embryology,  medical  zoology),  osteology,  histology, 
bacteriology  and  for  advanced  standing  on  chemistry  and  physiology. 

Laboratory  work  and  recitations  shall  count  -50  per  cent,  on  the  examination.

Chemistry — (Including  physiological  chemistry,  toxicology  and  analytical 
work) — Four  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week.

Materia  Medica — Two  lectures  a  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis— (Normal  human  body) — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a 
week,  second  semester. 

Clinics — Two  medical,  two  surgical,  and  one  diagnostic  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — Final  examinations  leading  to  the  degree  will  be  held  at  the 
end  of  the  course  on  anatomy,  physiology,"  chemistry,  toxicology,  physiological 
chemistry,  materia  medica,  pathology  and  medical  topography  (normal  human 
body),  on  all  of  which  laboratory  work  and  recitations  shall  count  50  per  cent.

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DIDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 
Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy,  Medical  Zoology  and  Embryology, 
will  be  confined  to  first-year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be 
upon  the  origin,  development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and 
time  of  animal  and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  micro- 
scopic examination,  of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earth- 
worm, amphioxus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes;  and 
will  be  sufiBcient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  amoeba,  or  unicellular  organism 
to  the  cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat 
and  dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human 
body. 

Embryology  will  consist  of  the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick  and 
the  fundamental  principles  of  mammalian  embryology. 

The  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Anatomy. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of  each 
bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in  drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them 
in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profit- 
able work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the 
demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of 
the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  com- 
pleted the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each 
student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments, 
blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  after- 
noons between  2.30  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four 
weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted 
in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept 
on  a  card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work, 
has  the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per 
cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histolo£:y. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year  by  lectures  and  laboratory 
work.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  laboratory, 
where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  apparatus, 
staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue  fresh 
from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections  of 
tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histologi- 
cal structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  of  recita- 
tions, reviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recitations. 
Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the  circulation, 
respiration,  muscles  and  nerves.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is  also  taken  up 
during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph,  digestion,  urine, 
milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides  animals  for  all 
necessaiy  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures,  by 
means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  proper- 
ties and  classification  of  bacteria,  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the 
work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the  m-.king  of 
culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the  inocu- 
lation of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination,  the  inocula- 
tion of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept  con- 
stantly in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  experi- 
ments on  animals  performed ;  the.se  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied  and 
examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the  various 
organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted,  each 
student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in  General 
Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and  prepare  them 
for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mounting, 
showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis.  Then  will 
follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations,  beginning 
with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifications  of  fatty, 
mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcarous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  in  the  third  year  concurrently  with  the 
other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of 
the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidneys  and  lungs — and  the 
infective  granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  studj-  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 
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A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  physiology  And  pathology  will  be  the 
use  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen  for  the 
day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  (5,000)  diameters  and  projected  on 
a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square  feet. 
Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher  prior  to  individual 
microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens  and  by  autopsies, 
which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the  whole 
class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly  describe 
and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  semester  of  the  second  year. 
The  lecture  coui'se  embraces  inorganic,  organic  and  analytic  chemistry. 

The  principles  of  chemistry  and  the  preparation  of  inorganic  compounds  con- 
stitute the  work  of  the  first  year ;  organic  and  analytic  chemistry  the  second 
year. 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course  and  consists  of  prac- 
tical work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  difficult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker, 
of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemistry,  as  in  other  laboratory  courses, 
fifty  (50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited  each  student 
on  his  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Physiological  Chemistry. 

Sophomore  students  will  pursue  this  study  during  the  second  semester. 
Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week  on  the  pathology  of  metabolism,  the 
general  conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  organs  and  the 
results  therefrom,  and  the  methods  of  determining  and  explaining  these 
pei-versions. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course.  Students 
are  required  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  per  week.  This  course 
consists  of  the  examination  of  stomach  contents  for  normal  and  abnormal 
constituents,  urinalysis,  embracing  the  chemical  examination  for  normal  and 
abnormal  constituents,  miscroscopical  examinations  of  urinary  sediments, 
faeces,  their  examination  for  blood,  pus,  amceba,  food  particles,  etc.,  and  the 
chemical  examination  of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  hsemocytometer, 
heemoglobinometer,  ureameter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer 
and  spectroscope.  Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each 
student. 

Clinical  Chemistry. 

This  course  will  be  pursued  by  all  third  year  students.  During  the  course 
a  thorough  review  will  be  given  of  the  various  methods  qualitative  and  quan- 
titative used  in  the  practical  examinations  of  the  urine,  stomach  contents. 
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saliva,  exudates  and  transudates,  milk,  etc.,  the  aim  being  to  give  methods 
which  are  simple  and  accurate.  The  methods  of  volumetric  and  gravimetric 
analysis  of  use  to  the  physician  will  be  given  due  attention. 

Pathological  Chemistry  and  Pharmacology. 

The  course  in  Pathological  Chemistry  will  consist  of  the  examination  of  the 
secretions  and  excretions  of  cases  assigned  to  the  students  of  the  fourth  year 
in  their  hospital  and  dispensary  work,  applying  to  their  work  the  principles 
already  learned  in  the  course  in  physiological  chemisti-y  and  microscopy,  and 
more  firmly  grounding  them  in  the  application  of  this  work.  In  the  pursuit 
of  this  practical  course,  the  class  will  be  divided  into  five  sections  and  the 
session  into  five  periods  of  six  weeks  each.  Each  student  will  be  required  to 
make  at  least  two  examinations  of  stomach  contents,  urinary  analysis,  blood, 
etc.,  in  each  case  procuring  from  patients  assigned  him  in  the  hospital  wards, 
his  own  specimens  for  examination  as  is  required  in  private  practice,  such  as 
directing  the  giving  of  and  personally  withdrawing  test  meals,  procuring 
blood,  etc.  The  work  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  the  demonstrator  of 
clinical  chemistry,  who  will  always  be  in  the  laboratory  to  direct  this  work. 
Opportunity  will  be  given  to  those  desiring  it  to  pursue  their  investigations 
as  fully  as  they  may  wish.  It  is  intended  to  make  this  course  a  thoroughly 
practical  one,  fitting  the  graduates  to  intelligently  carry  out  this  work  in 
private  practice.  During  this  period  also  the  work  in  pharmacology  will  be 
given,  which  consists  of  the  group  reactions  of  drugs,  identification  of  and 
tests  for  the  more  important,  the  effects  of  a  few  of  the  more  important  upon 
animals.  The  results  being  carefully  controlled  by  the  various  instruments 
of  precision — tracings  taken  of  tlie  changes  produced  in  the  circulatory, 
respiratory  and  neuromuscular  systems.  Animals  are  furnished  for  all  the 
necessaiy  experiments.     All  seniors  are  required  to  take  this  course. 

Clinical  Pathology. 

The  work  in  haematology  has  been  especially  arranged  to  meet  the  requii-e- 
ments  of  the  fourth  year  students.  It  is  conducted  in  intimate  association 
with  bedside  study  in  the  wards.  To  this  end  the  class  is  divided  into  sections, 
and  especial  cases  are  assigned  to  members  of  each  section  for  continued  study. 

This  is  in  addition  to  the  routine  work  in  the  haematological  laboratory, 
where  the  student  is  thoroughly  drilled  in  haematological  technique,  viz.  : 
The  preparation  of  blood  specimens  and  stains,  the  process  of  staining,  the 
differential  leucocytecount  under  the  most  diverse  pathological  conditions,  the 
absolute  count,  haemoglobin  estimation,  the  bacteriology  and  parasitology  of 
the  blood,  the  biological  blood  tests,  etc. 

Students  will  be  required  to  make  and  keep  careful  notes  of  the  work  done 
in  the  laboratory  and  to  make  drawings  of  what  they  see. 

Once  every  fortnight  the  section  will  meet  informally  in  Seminary  to  discuss 
questions  that  have  arisen  in  connection  with  work  carried  on  in  the  ward. 
This  valuable  laboratory  and  hospital  course  for  seniors  will  be  conducted  by 
Prof.  Simon,  an  authority  of  national  reputation. 
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Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  money  is  returned.  All  loss  by 
breakage,  damage  to  College  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance 
returned. 

Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology. 

Materia  Medica  is  taught  in  the  first  and  second  years,  by  lectures,  recita- 
tions and  laboratory  work.  Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for 
inspection  of  the  class,  that  students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations 
used  in  practice.  They  are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  prepara- 
tions, doses  and  modes  of  administration. 

PharniMcology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  year  by  lectures  and 
laboratory  work. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exami- 
nation on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by  lectures, 
recitations,  reviews  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students  to  intelli- 
gently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years,  medical 
topography  in  the  second  year  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the 
normal  body,  their  normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  instruc- 
tion is  extended  in  the  third  year  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symp- 
toms occurring  in  disease. 

Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pursue  laboratory  courses 
in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  body,  each  student 
being  required  to  personally  examine  the  brain,  arteries,  heart,  lungs,  abdom- 
inal viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach  and  intestines,  and  to 
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iocate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  physi- 
cal examination  of  the  normal  body  will  qualify  the  students  for  the  intelligent 
and  profitable  study  of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of  the 
fourth  or  senior  year. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine  is  taught  during  the 
third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects  are  given 
during  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students  at  the 
end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or  senior 
year.  The  classification  adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and  simple, 
enables  students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will.  In 
regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are  considered. 
Reviews  are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  twice  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and 
diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  session  with  senior 
students  on  Fridays.  Students  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  9 
A.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned  to  cases  in  the  wards,  each  student 
being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is  required  to  examine  carefullj', 
making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous  history,  present  illness,  physical 
examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart ;  of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels, 
liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prognosis,  and  suggest  treatment. 
At  12  M.  the  section  reports  in  conference,  in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each 
student  reads  his  paper  in  presence  of  the  class,  criticisms  being  made  by  the 
teacher  and  students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of  earning  50  per  cent, 
on  their  final  examination  on  reviews  and  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  and  Psychiatry  are  taught  during  the  third  year 
by  Profs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teachers  of  extensive  clinical 
experience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending  physi- 
cians at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield  State  Hospital 
for  the  Insane,  both  among  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the  kind  in 
this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  larynology  and  the 
chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.     In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded, 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  the  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are 
supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters  of 
Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,,  containing  300 
Infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College, 
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and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section  vrork  in 
tliat  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there;  interesting  cases 
are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any  public  clinic 
or  dispensary. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum — Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  by  the 
authorities  of  this  asylum  of  throe  hundred  (300)  inmates  for  use  of  its  clinical 
material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health  are  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses  and 
sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep,  will 
be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent  member 
of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel,  who  gives 
a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  beside- clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  auscultation, 
rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy. 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treatment, 
etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the  broad 
principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  succes.sf ul  practice  of  the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself, 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  professor  lays  a  correct 
foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and  reviews, 
and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of  Surgery 
ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of  surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the  Mary- 
land General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  dispensarj',  where  the  Professor  and 
assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing  of  wounds, 
splints  used,  the  necessarj'  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients  for 
operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc. 
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Surgical  Cliiiics  in  tlie  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and  Prof. 
Johnson — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  operations, 
and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners  are 
required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery,  mem- 
bers of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and  required 
to  treat  the  common  surgical  leisons  under  the  directions  of  the  Professor  in 
charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of  anaesthetics, 
surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for  operation,  methods 
of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of  special  operations  to  the 
exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary  in  preparing  for  operations 
and  the  after-treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be  the  more 
clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work  in  the 
laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important  minor 
and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to  perform 
these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative  surgery. 
The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections,  and  students  required  to  perform  in 
regular  order  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  ligation  of  arteries, 
trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax,  abdomen,  stomach, 
intestines,  liver,  gall-bladder  and  ducts,  vermiform  appendix,  kidneys,  bladder, 
male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks  during 
which  each  member  of  a  section  of  the  third  year  class  will  be  required  to 
perform,  on  animals,  under  anaesthesia,  all  important  operations,  the  same 
aceptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operations  on  the  human  being. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  presented  and  applied.  Casts 
of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained,  and  differ- 
ent kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  recita- 
tions, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds 
three  hours  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in'gyne- 
cology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic 
operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice, 
and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine  and 
surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction  will  be 
given  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiology,  electro- 
pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Kay. 
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Ophthalmology  and  X)tology  are  taugh  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and  dis- 
pensary practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthoprndic  Surgery — Lectures  and  clinics  on  Orthopaedic  Surgery  are  given 
by  Professor  Cone. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  Professor  Earle,  who  gives  lectures  and  clinics 
on  diseases  of  the  rectum  and  anus,  in  the  amphitheatre,  operating  on  haemor- 
rhoids and  fistulae,  rectal  strictures,  malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Qerdto- Urinary  and  Veneral  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  lectures,  clinics  and  demonstrations.  Modern  methods  of  diagnosis 
and  treatment  are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics ;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews. 
Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and 
positions.     This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon  , 
strator  of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentationr 
and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of  delivery,  abnor- 
mal presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version,  application  of 
forceps,  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models  and 
diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semt  Ler  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  sen. or  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics 
are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third-year  students  are 
summoned  to  the  lying-in  department  and  required  to  auscultate  the  festal 
heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammae 
and  uterus  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new  born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Professor  Eowland  conducts  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  ia  no  other  department  of  practice 
do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery, 
special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstet- 
rics. Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the 
Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in 
chamber  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position, 
observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural 
delivery,  ui  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  remov- 
ing placentffi,  and  in  the  vai'ious  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable 
pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  have  a  practical 
knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  competent  to  enter  any 
field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 
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The  Out-Door  Obstetric  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetri- 
cian of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hos- 
pital, and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches  these  cases  are  assigned  to 
students  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them,  under 
direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during  and  after 
labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assistant.  Students 
are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations  and  record  all  observations 
on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation  of  these  records 
at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or 
resident  obstetrician  will  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage 
on  their  final  examinations.  Members  of  our  recent  senior  class  attended 
from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door  department.  During  the  session 
just  closed  440  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior  class,  of  which  225 
occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  215  in  the  out-door  obstetric 
department.  Each  senior  saw  an  average  of  20  cases  of  labor,  and  some  as 
many  as  40;  each  member  of  junior  class  saw  two  cases. 

Hospital  Ward  Classes  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  the  clinical  work  in  the  amphitheatre,  it  has  already  been 
stated,  that  our  entire  fourth-year  class  is  required  to  attend  upon  hospital 
ward  classes  and  dispensary  work.  Every  member  of  the  fourth-year  class 
is  required  to  attend  hospital  and  dispensary  work  throughout  the  session. 
This  practical  work  is  done  on  afternoons,  and  in  sections,  in  the  Maryland 
General  Hospital,  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum, 
St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum,  Northeast  Dispensary  and  College  Dispensary, 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  leciurea  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Monday,  September  2,  1907,  and  continue  until  September  20,  1907. 

This  course  consists  of  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater  require- 
ments of  the  Eegular  Winter  Course.  During  the  course,  lectures  will  be 
delivered  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  obstetrics, 
clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical  ophthal- 
mology, nervous  and  mental  diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of 
the  rectum.     During  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course 

1st  year  students  work  in  the  laboratories  of  Histology,  Bacteriology 

and  Osteology; 
2d  year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology ; 
3d   year  students  in   the   laboratories   of  Operative   Surgery,  Clinical 

Surgery  and  Clinical  Chemistry ; 
4th  year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory  and  Clinical  Obstetrics. 
Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students  Monday,  September  2d. 
Laboratory  work  done  in  September  is  deducted  from  that  required  for  the 
following  Eegular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when 
possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 
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GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  deport- 
ment, twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruction,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  due  the 
College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter  our 
senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  SIOO.OO;  those 
not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  sum  and  will  receive 
at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved  "Post-Graduate  Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the  special 
"Post-Graduate  Certificate"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it  on 
payment  of  twenty  dollars  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  competitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  April,  1908,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  and  will 
entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examinations  on  Biology,  and  Histology,  Embryology,  Medical  Zoology, 
Chemistry  and  Bacteriology ;  one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  second-year 
course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Chemistry  and  Physiological  Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships"  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows  :

Dickinson  College  Scholarship. 

A  Scholarship  has  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  Dickinson 
College.  The  appointment  will  be  made  by  the  President  of  Dickinson  College 
and  entitles  the  holder  to  free  tuition.  He  is  required  to  pay  only  the  matricu- 
lation and  laboratory  fees,  a  total  of  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars  per  session. 
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Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and  laudable 
ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laude  will  be  conferred  upon 
the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination ;  and  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum 
laude  on  the  next  ten  students  passing  the  best  final  examinations,  the  names 
of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of 
their  respective  merit. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude. 

Prizes. 

The  first  college  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing  the 
best  general  examination. 

The  Eobert  W.  Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case,  will  be  presented 
by  Professor  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  J.  Henry  Orff  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  obstetrics. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  passing 
the  best  examination  on  practical  anatomy.  At  the  end  of  session  Just  closed 
this  prize  was  awarded  to  J.  E.  Ratajski,  of  Pennsylvania. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  so  listed  on  the  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  the  Commencement. 

Matriculation  and  Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can  obtain 
such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which  their  names  will 
be  registered  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registration.  Creden- 
tials exempting  from  the  entrance  examination  may  be  forwarded  in  the  same 
mail.  When  received  they  will  be  recorded  and  returned  to  students.  This 
saves  time  to  students  on  arrival.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured ; 
each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to 
obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 

Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College. 

Under  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  a  student's  club  is  maintained.  A  good 
reading  room  with  the  leading  magazines  and  daily  newspapers  is  open  to  all 
Students  of  the  College.  Socials  ai-e  held  each  week.  The  club  is  non-sectarian , 
its  aim  being  to  create  a  higher  moral  tone  among  medical  students. 

The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of  the  term,  and 
lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  reference.  The  associa- 
tion Hand-Book,  containing  much  information  of  value  to  students,  is  issued 
at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 
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The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable 
aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good 
moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  success- 
fully oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their  suc- 
cess in  life.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntai-y  with  each  individual 
student.

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates : 

(1)  Kesident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Four  Asststant  Eesident  Physicians. 

(3)  One  Hospital  Pathologist. 

(4)  Kesident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(5)  Twelve  Clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

INTERNES. 

A  limited  number  of  senior  students  desiring  special  hospital  advantages  may 
secure  residence  in  the  hospital.  Such  students  are  known  as  Internes,  and 
are  assigned  to  duty  in  the  management  of  medical  and  surgical  cases,  under 
the  care  and  direction  of  the  attending  professors ;  they  are  thus  enabled  to 
become  familiar  with  the  management  and  treatment  of  patients.  Students 
desiring  Interneships  should  apply  and  qualify  early,  since  rooms  are  assigned 
in  the  order  of  qualification. 

Internes  are  assigned  in  rotation  to  the  various  wards  and  clinical  laboratory 
and  obtain  in  detail  all  the  advantages  and  experience  of  the  hospital.  They 
are  enabled  to  begin  the  practice  of  their  profession  with  a  confidence  based 
upon  observation  and  experience. 

The  fee  for  Internes  is  one  hundred  and  fifty  ($150)  dollars  for  one  scholastic 
year ;  its  payment  on  entrance  entitles  the  student  to  remain  in  the  hospital 
one  year,  beginning  in  the  spring  at  the  close  of  the  winter  term  and  extend- 
ing to  the  following  spring  at  the  termination  of  the  next  winter  term.  It 
entitles  him  to  room,  light  and  heat,  but  not  to  boarding.  Internes  for  six 
months  pay  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars ;  they  are  entitled  to  the  same  hospital 
advantages. 

Special  Extemes — A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special 
Externes.  They  room  and  board  outside  of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate 
vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  the  same  as  Internes.  The  fee  for  Special 
Externes  is  one  hundred  ($100)  dollars  for  one  year,  and  seventy-five  ($75) 
dollars  for  six  months. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  or  about  April  22d, 
and  must  be  taken  as  scheduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  course.  Students 
whose  accounts  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
examinations. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics  for  those  who  care  to  partici- 
pate in  such  exercises. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  "Commencement "  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require.

Degrees  will  be  conferred  only  at  a  general  commencement  at  the  end  of  the 
course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and  only 
to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  laboratory 
work,  demonstrations  and  examinations  required  during  the  session,  and  have 
complied  with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attendance 
given  until  matriculation  has  been  completed  and  bills  due  the  C!ollege  paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

Students  conditioned  in  one  or  more  branches  must  employ  at  their  own 
expense  (at  five  dollars  per  branch)  a  tutor  recommended  by  the  College  before 
they  will  be  permitted  to  talse  the  examination  on  such  branch  or  branches. 
Such  conditions  must  be  removed  by  December  Ist. 

When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individually  responsible  for  damages 
to  College  property  a  pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  to  those  who  may  have 
committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness 
for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  CoUege,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts.  The  College  will  not 
endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  College  business  is  transacted  at  the 
office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($3.50)  per  week. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "  Young 
Men's  Christian  Association  "  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guardians 
and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the 
young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "  Baltimore 
Medical  College,  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it 
will  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  unnec- 
essary hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

OF  THE 

SESSION     1908-1909. 


THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
Eighth  Annuaii  announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  the 
happy  proportion ment  of  text  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  concur- 
rent delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  laboratory  work,  and  the  ultimate 
application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and  treatment  of 
diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dispensary 
practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  four  hundred  and  twenty-five 
(425)  students,  represented  twenty-three  States  of  the  Union,  the  colony  of 
Porto  Rico,  and  the  following  foreign  countries :  Canada,  Cuba,  Ecuador, 
Colombia,  West  Indies,  Costa  Rica,  Scotland,  Italy,  Russia,  Syria,  Egypt, 
Australia.  Eighty-two  (82)  students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and 
passed  successful  examinations,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  com- 
mencement, May  21,  1908. 

This  College  has  Eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-three  (1833)  alumni,  distributed 
in  every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit  of  four 
courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation ;  each  course  is  of  eight  months' 
duration. 

The  Baltimobe  Medical  College  has  a  Law  Department  (see  page  40), 
a  Dental  Department,  (see  page  41),  and  a  Nurses'  Training  School 
(see  page  37). 

FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

The  modern  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adaptability 
to  medical  education,  are  all  situated  in  the  same  square,  frontmg  on  Linden 
avenue,  Madison  and  Howard  streets,  immediately  adjacent  to  each  other, 
that  students  may  go  from  building  to  building,  without  loss  of  time  and 
unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement  weather. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeastern  corner  of  Madison 
street  and  Linden  avenue,  contains  a  large  lectui-e  hall,  with  seating  capacity

of  500  students;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgery  and  gynecology ;  a  chemical  laboratory  thoroughly  equipped,  and 
having  desks  and  lockers  for  420  students ;  physiological,  clinical,  histological, 
surgical,  pathological  and  bacteriological  laboratories — with  complete  equipment, 
including  120  microscopes,  spectroscopes,  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

The  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  150  beds,  and  is  so  arranged 
that  p.  .ents  may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the 
amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every 
form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special 
operating  and  dressing  rooms  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary 
surgical  instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Koentgen  ray  for 
locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water. 
Dressings  and  operations  occupy  a  large  portion  of  each  day. 

The  Maryland  Lying=in=  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital, is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled  with 
pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our  students 
a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  (225)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  25,000  indigent  patients 
annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the  instruction  of 
our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensai-y,  advanced 
students  visit  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction  of  the 
dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution,  containing 
250  infants  and  cliildren,  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by  the 
Sisters  of  Charitj',  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

The  North  East  Dispensary,  on  Monument  street  near  Gay  street,  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College  for  the  instruction  of  its  senior  students. 
This  institution  treats  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  patients  annually. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum.  Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  this 
College  by  tlie  authorities  of  this  asylum  of  300  inmates,  to  use  its  clinical 
material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

The  Presbyterian  Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Charity  Hospital.  The  facilities 
of  this  hospital  have  been  extended  to  the  students  of  this  College.  Our  Seniors 
in  sections,  will  there  be  instructed  by  Prof.  Crouch  and  his  demonstrators  in 
diseases  of  the  eye  and  ear.  Those  desiring  special  advantages  have  the 
privilege  of  attending  when  directed  from  2  P.  M.  to  5  P.  M.  Abou^  12,000 
cases  are  treated  annually  in  the  hospital. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must 
present  (by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival) — 

(A)  A  Bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university ;  or, 

(B)  A  Diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  academy, 
received  after  four  years  of  study,  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4  points) 
of  Latin,  two  years  (4  points)  of  Mathematics,  two  years  (4  points)of  English' 
one  year  (2  points)  of  History,  one  year  (2  points)  of  Physics  and  six  years  (12 
points)  of  further  credit  in  language,  literature,  histoiy  or  science ;  or, 

(C)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches  : 

(a)  Required  subjects  to  sixteen  (16)  points  as  follows:  Mathematics,  (2 
years)  4  points ;  English,  (2  years)  Grammar,  Ehetoric,  Composition,  4  points  ; 
Latin,  (2  years),  Grammar,  Prose  Composition,  four  books  of  Caesar  or  equiv- 
alent, 4  points ;  physics,  (1  year)  with  laboratory  work,  2  points ;  History,  (1 
year)  2  points. 

(b)  Optional  subjects  to  fourteen  (14)  points  as  follows:  English  language 
and  literature,  (2  years  in  addition  to  required  4  points),  4  points ;  History,  (3

(D)  Certificates  of  principals  oj  accredited  high  schools,  normal  schools,  acade- 
mies; of  superintendents  of  public  schools;  of  reputable  instructors  recognized  by 
superintendents  of  public  instruction  of  district,  city  or  State  ;  or  of  any  State  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  of,  or  all  of  the  above 
examincdion. 

A  student  wiU  be  permitted  to  enter  on  his  medical  work  conditioned  in  not 
more  than  six  (6)  points,  and  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by  satisfactory 
examination  before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  on  the  second  year  of  his  medical 
course.

TIME  OF  STUDY  REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges," 
and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study 
in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for  graduation ;  each 
course  is  eight  months  in  duration.

Morbid  Anatomy — One  lecture  and  one  laboratory  period  a  week. 

Medical  Diagnosis — One  lecture  and  two  hours'  clinic  a  week. 

Dermatology — One  lecture  or  clinic  a  week. 

Medical  Jurisprudence— One  lecture  a  week. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health— One  lecture  a  week. 

Bandaging — Two  laboratory  periods  per  week  for  eight  weeks. 

Genito=Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases— One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a  week. 

Clinical  Laboratory — Four  periods  a  week  for  eight  weeks. 

Clinics — Two  surgical,  three  medical,  two  nervous  and  mental,  one  rectal, 
one  nose  and  throat,  one  chest,  one  genito-urinary  and  venereal,  one  orthopedic, 
one  medical  diagnostic  and  one  dermatologic  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — On  Saturdays  in  April  final  examinations  will  be  held  on 
medical  jurisprudence,  dermatology,  hygiene  and  Public  Health,  medical 
diagnosis;  and  at  the  termination  of  the  course,  on  morbid  anatomy,  eye  and 
ear,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  and  for 
advanced  standing  on  principles  and  practice  of  medicine.

Principles    and    Practice    of    Medicine    and    Clinical    Medicine— Three 

lectures,  three  clinics,  hospital  and  dispensary  clinics  on  four  afternoons  a 
week  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice  daily. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Surgery — Two  lectures  a  week. 

Clinical  Surgery — Four  clinics  a  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice 
daily. 

Rectal  Surgery — One  clinic  a  week. 

Obstetrics— Two  lectures  a  week,  attendance  on  twenty-five  cases  of  labor. 

Gynecology — Two  lectures  or  recitations,  three  hours'  clinic  a  week,  hospital 
and  dispensary  clinics  (sections)  three  times  a  week,  and  two  hours  a  week  for 
eight  weeks  in  dispensary. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest — One  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
clinic  (sections)  twice  a  week. 

Therapeutics — Three  lectures  a  week. 

Dietetics — One  lecture  a  week. 

Pediatrics — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  a  week,  clinics  in  dispensary  and  in 
St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum. 

Qenito= Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per 
week. 

Clinical  Laboratory  and  Pharmacology  (original  work) — Experimental 
therapeutics,  microscopical  and  chemical  examination  of  gastric  contents, 
blood,  sputum,  urine,  etc.,  four  periods  a  week  for  six  weeks. 

Clinical  Diagnosis — Two  laboratorj-  periods  a  week  for  six  weeks. 

Hospital  Practice— Daily  (in  sections). 

Dispensary  Practice— Two  hours  daily  (in  sections)  for  eight  weeks. 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  in  other  schools,  any  subject 
or  subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course,  may  be  examined  on  such  in  the  third 
week  of  October. 

Examinations — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the  degree 
will  be  held  on  medicine,  surgery,  obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and 
chest,  therapeutics  and  diseases  of  children. 

NEW  BUILDING. 

We  will  begin  early  in  July  the  erection  of  a  four-story  building  on  Howard 
street,  nearly  opposite  to  the  present  College  building.  This  building  will  be 
44:  feet  x  64  feet  and  will  contain  :  on  the  first  floor  two  lecture  rooms ;  on  the 
second  floor,  for  the  Law  Department,  a  lecture  room  and  libi-ary;  on  the 
third  floor  two  laboratories  for  histology  and  pathology;  on  the  fourth  floor  a 
large  laboratory  for  chemistry.  It  will  be  complete  and  ready  for  use  during 
the  coming  session.

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DIDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 
Biology. 

Biology,  including  Comparative  Anatomy,  Medical  Zoology  and  Embryology, 
will  be  confined  to  first  year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be 
upon  the  origin,  development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and 
time  of  animal  and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  micro- 
scopic examination,  of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earth- 
worm, aniphioxus,  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes ;  and 
will  be  suflficient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  amoeba,  or  unicellular  organism 
to  the  cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat 
and  dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human 
body. 

Embryology  will  consist  of  the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick  and 
the  fundamental  principles  of  mammalian  embryology. 

The  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

ANATOMY. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  pieparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of  each 
bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in  drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them 
in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profit- 
able work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the 
demonstrater  of  anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of 
the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  com- 
pleted the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each 
student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments, 
blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  after- 
noon between  2.30  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four 
weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted 
in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept 
on  a  card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work, 
has  the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per 
cent,  of  the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year  by  lectures  and  laboratory 
work.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  laboratory, 
where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  apparatus, 
staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue  fresh 
from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections  of 
tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histologi- 
cal structure. 

The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  prop- 
erty, and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future 
reference. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  tlie  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  recita- 
tions, reviews  and  laboratory  woi-k.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  speci- 
mens, diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  secretion,  excretion,  nutrition,  generaticr:,  animal  heat, 
nervous  system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  fav  as  possible, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lecturer  an  J  recitations. 
Each  student  is  required  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the  circulation, 
respiration,  muscles  and  nerves.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  is  also  taken  up 
during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph,  digestion,  urine, 
milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides  animals  for  all 
necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures,  by 
means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  proper- 
ties and  classification  of  bacteria,  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the 
work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the  making  of 
culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the  inocu- 
lati«.>n  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination,  the  inocula- 
tion of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept  con- 
stantly in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  experi- 
ments on  animcls  performed;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied  and 
examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the  various 
organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted,  each 
student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in  General 
Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and  prepare  them 
for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  the  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mounting, 
showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis.  Then  will 
follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations,  beginning 
with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifications  of  fatty, 
mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  in  the  third  year  concurrently  with  the 
other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of 
the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidneys  and  lungs — and  the 
infective  granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 
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Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

FOURTH  YEAR. 

Haematology,  Pathological  Chemistry,  Pharmacology,  Hosptal  Ward  and 
Dispensary  Work,  Obstetric  and  Dispensary  Practice. 
A  deposit  of  five  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  labora- 
tories, to  insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  break- 
age and  damage  to  College  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost, 
and  all  returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  money  is  returned.  All  loss 
by  breakage,  damage  to  College  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  bal- 
ance returned. 

Materia  Medica,  Therapeutics  and  Pharmacology. 

Materia  Medica  is  taught  in  the  first  and  second  years,  by  lectures,  reci- 
tations and  laboratory  work.  Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for 
inspection  of  the  class,  that  students  may  become  familiar  with  prepara- 
tions used  in  practice.  They  are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties, 
preparations,  doses  and  modes  of  administration. 

Pharmacology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  year  by  lectures  and 
laboratory  work. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  ex- 
amination on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

Medicine. 

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by  lec- 
tures, recitations,  reviews  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  students 
to  intelligently  and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years,  med- 
ical topography  in  the  second  year  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of 
the  normal  body,  their  normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  in- 
struction is  extended  in  the  third  year  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs 
and  symptoms  occurring  in  disease. 

Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pursue  latoratory 
courses  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  body, 
each  student  being  required  to  personally  examine  the  brain,  arteries,  heart, 
lungs,  abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach  and  in- 
testines, and  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.  This  laboratory 
course  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  body  will  qualify  the  students 
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for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study  of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary course  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 

I'rinviides  and  Practice  o/  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine  is  taught  dur- 
ing the  third  and  fourth  years.  Lectures  or  recitations  on  selected  subjects 
are  given  during  the  third  year.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and 
students  at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the 
fourth  or  senior  year.  The  classiticatiou  adopted  being  after  a  natural 
order  and  simple,  enables  .students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to 
recall  it  at  will.  In  regular  order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  dis- 
eases are  considered.     Iteviews  are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  iu  gneral  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  twice  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections 
in  the  hosptial  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside 
clinics,  students  in  ward  classes  are  rerjuired  to  make  practical  examination 
and  diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  session  with 
senior  students  ou  Fridays.  Students  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital 
at  9  A.  yi.:  they  are  inuuediately  assigned  to  cases  in  the  wards,  each  stu- 
dent being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is  recpiired  to  examine  care- 
fully, making  record  of  examination  as  to  previous  history,  present  illness, 
physical  examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart;  of  abdomen — stom- 
ach, bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  i)rognosis  and  sug- 
gest treatment.  At  12  M.  the  section  reports  in  conference,  in  the  amphi- 
theatre, when  each  student  reads  his  paper  in  the  presence  of  the  class, 
criticisms  being  made  by  the  teacher  and  students.  Students  have  the 
opportunity  of  earning  50  per  cent,  on  their  final  examination  on  reviews 
and  ]u'actical  work  in  medicine. 

Xerroiis  and  Mental  Diseases  and  Psijchiatry  are  taught  during  the  third 
year  l)y  Profs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teachers  of  extensive 
clinical  experience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attend- 
ing ph.vsicians  at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  both  among  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  \ose.  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  Pi'ofessor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  larynology 
and  the  chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material 
being  abundant.    In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view- 

Diseases  of  Children — Amjile  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  the  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  per- 
sonal direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics 
are  supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum— By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters 
of  Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  8t.  Vincenfs  Infant  Asylum,  containing 
i?00  infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  Col- 
lege, and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived,  from  section 
work  in  that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there;  interest- 
ing cases  are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any 
public  clinic  or  dispensary. 
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St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum — I'ermission  has  been  kindly  granted  by 
the  authorities  of  this  asylum  of  three  hundred  (300)  inmates  for  use  of 
its  clinical  material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health  are  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanita- 
tion, quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities 
and  towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of 
houses  and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  worlv.  recreation 
and  sleep,  will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel.  who 
gives  a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis 
and  treatment,  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  Is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clin- 
ics and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpitation,  percussion,  aus- 
cultation, rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy.     (See  page  19.) 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  dally;  they  are  as- 
signed to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily 
work  of  the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms, 
treatment,  etc.    This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and 
Practice  of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand 
the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice 
of  the  art. 

During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Johnson  himself. 
wlio  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to 
a  correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  professor  lays  a 
correct  foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year  instruction  Is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgery. 

This  work  is  supi)lemeuted  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  dispensary,  where  the  Pro- 
fessor and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing 
wounds,  u.se  of  splints,  the  necessary  technique  and  prei)aratlon  for  sur- 
gical operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dlsi)ensary. 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students, 
due  attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  Instruments,  dressings,  etc. 

Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  .Johnson — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  opera- 
tions, and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners 
are  required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery. 
members  of  the  senior  class  will  be  Individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
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required  to  treat  tlie  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
.  special  operations  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary 
in  preparing  for  operations  and  the  after-treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year  by  lectures  and  a  com- 
plete laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams 
and  demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be 
the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work 
in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Lahoratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  oper- 
ative surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections,  and  students  required 
to  perform  in  regular  order  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints, 
ligation  of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  stomach,  intestines,  liver,  gall-bladder  and  ducts,  vermiform  ap- 
pendix, liidneys,  bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum 
and  rectum. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks  dur- 
ing which  each  member  of  a  section  of  the  third  year  class  will  be  required 
to  perform,  on  animals,  under  autesthesia,  all  important  operations,  the 
same  aseptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operation  !  on  the  human  being. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course 
of  operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  Siirgical  dressings  presented  and  applied. 
Casts  of  different  kinds  are,  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained, 
and  different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  reci- 
tations, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology 
holds  three  hours'  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in 
gynecology,  the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where  Pro- 
fessor Moseley,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section  and  hysterectomy. 
Es]iecial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plas- 
tic  operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  prac- 
tice, ahd  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine 
and  surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction 
will  be  given  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiology, 
electro-pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro- therapeutics  and  the  X-Ray. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  ai"e  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  prac^^'je,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — Lectures  and  clinics  on  Orthopiiedic  Surgery  are 
given  by  Professor  Cone, 
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Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  lectures  and  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  rectum 
and  anus,  operations  on  haemorrhoids,  flstuke,  rectal  strictures,  malignant 
diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc. 

Oenito-Vrinary  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  lectures,  clinics  and  demonstrations.  Modern  methods  of 
diagnosis  and  treatment  are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  dia- 
grams, wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  re- 
views. Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presenta- 
tions and  positions.  This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two 
years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third  yer.r  class,  in  sections,  the  dem- 
onstrator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presenta- 
tions and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of  delivery, 
abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version,  application 
of  forceps,  and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models 
and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

CVwieal  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  jimior  year  and  extends 
to  end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year 
students  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department  and  refpiired  to  auscul- 
tate the  fcetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  exam- 
ine the  mammae  and  uterus  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born 
infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics 
in  obstetrics. 

Professor  Rowland  conducts  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  otlier  department  of  prac- 
tice do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  mid- 
wifery, special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clin- 
ical obstetrics.  Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding- 
houses  to  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst 
in  the  lying-in  chamber  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation 
and  position,  observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  ac- 
coucheur in  natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting 
hemorrhage,  in  removing  placentae,  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered 
imi)erative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  have  a 
practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  competent  to 
enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice 
of  obstetrics. 

The  Ont-Door  Obstetric  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetri- 
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cian  of  tlie  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hos- 
pital, and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches  these  cases  are  assigned  to 
students  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them,  un- 
der direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during  and 
after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assistant. 
Students  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations  and  record  all  ob- 
servations on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation  of 
these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demonstrator 
of  obstetrics  or  resident  obstetrician  will  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  credit 
of  a  percentage  on  their  tinal  examinations.  Members  of  our  recent  senior 
class  attended  from  Ave  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door  department.  During 
the  session  just  closed  4ti0  deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior  class,  of 
which  225  occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  235  in  the  out- 
door obstetric  department.  Each  senior  saw  an  average  of  20  cases  of  labor, 
and  some  as  many  as  40 ;  each  member  of  the  junior  class  saw  two  cases. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  attendance  on  the  regular  clinics,  every  member  of  the 
senior  class  is  required  to  serve  a  term  of  interneship  in  the  Maryland  Gen- 
eral Hospital,  reporting  daily,  at  the  hospital,  during  his  term  of  service 
and  attending  the  cases  and  work  assigned  him. 

This  work  embraces  the  usual  routine  hospital  duties — physical  examina- 
tions, history-writing,  blood  pi-essure,  blood  examination,  bandaging,  dress- 
ing surgical  cases,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  cases  for  operations, 
assisting  in  operations,  and  other  work  necessary  to  familiarize  students 
with  the  duties  of  physicians  and  surgeons  in  practice.  Seniors  will  also  be 
retiuired  while  doing  interne  work  to  go  with  'the  hospital  ambulance  in 
cases  of  emergency  or  accident,  bringing  such  cases  to  the  hospital. 

This  hospital  work  will  be  done  before  10  A.  M.  and  after  3  P.  M.,  so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  the  necessary  attendance  on  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions. 

Our  aim  is  to  develop,  by  this  hospital-training,  self-reliance  and  practical 
ability  in  our  graduates. 

Practical  work  is  also  done  by  all  seniors,  on  afternoons,  in  sections,  in 
the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital.  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  The  Presby- 
terian Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Charity  Hospital,  The  South  Baltimore  Eye  and 
Ear  Hospital,  The  iNortheastern  Dispensary,  and  the  College  dispensary. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Tuesday,  September  1st,  190S.  and  continue  until  September,  21,  1908. 
This  course  consists  of  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater  re- 
quirements of  the  Kegular  Winter  Course.  During  the  coures,  lectures  will 
be  delivered  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  obstet- 
rics, clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical  oph- 
thalmology, nervous  and  mental  diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  dis- 
eases of  the  rectum.    During  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course 
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1st  year  students  work  in  the  laboratories  of  Histology,  Bacteriology 
and  Osteology; 

2d  year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology ; 

3d  year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Operative  Surgery,  Clinical 
Surgery  and  Clinical  Chemistry  ; 

4th  year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory.  Clinical  Obstetrics,  Hos- 
pital and  Dispensary. 

Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students  Tuesday,  September 
1st.  Laboratory  work  done  in  September  is  deducted  from  that  required  for 
the  following  Regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September  without  increasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when  pos- 
sible, so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  de- 
portment, twenty-one  years  of  age, have  attended  four  courses  of  instruction, 
the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  due  the 
College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  devia- 
tion is  permitted. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter 
our  senior  class,  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  .$110.00; 
those  not  desiring  to  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  sum,  and 
will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engi-aved  "Post-Graduate  Certifi- 
cate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the  spe- 
cial "I'ost-Graduate  Certificate"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it 
on  payment  of  twenty  dollars  additional. 

i\o  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 
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The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  ot  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships 
have  been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  com- 
petitive examinations  to  be  held  in  April,  1909,  on  practical  laboratory  work, 
and  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  tirst  year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examinations  on  Biology,  and  Histology,  Embryology,  Medical  Zo- 
ology, Chemistry  and  Bacteriology ;  one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the 
second  year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  Chemistry  and  Physiological  Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships"  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows :

Dickinson  College  Scholarship. 

A  Scholarship  has  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  Dickin- 
son College.  The  appointment  will  be  made  by  the  President  of  Dickinson 
College  and  entitles  the  holder  to  free  tuition.  He  is  required  to  pay  only 
the  matriculation  and  laboratory  fees,  a  total  of  twenty-five  ($25)  dollars 
per  session. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and  laud- 
able ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine,  sur- 
gery and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  magna  cum  laiide  will  be  conferred 
upon  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination ;  and  the  degree  of 
M.  D.  cwm  laude  on  the  next  ten  students  passing  the  best  final  examina- 
tions, the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing 
catalogue  in  order  of  their  respective  merit. 

Honorable  Mention  will  be  made,  in  order  of  merit,  of  the  ten  students, 
respectively,  whose  examinations  stand  in  degree  of  excellence  nearest  the 
last  student  receiving  the  degree  of  M.  D.  cum  laude.

The  first  College  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing 
the  best  general  examination. 

The  Kobert  W.  .Johnson  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case  will  be  pre- 
sented by  Professor  Johnson  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination 
in  surgery. 

The  Wm.  E.  Moseley  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  gynecology. 

The  J.  M.  H.  Rowland  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be 
presented  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  obstetrics. 

The  A.  C.  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments, 
will  be  presented  by  Prof.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  doing 
the  best  work  on  practical  anatomy.  At  the  end  of  the  session  just  closed 
this  prize  was  awarded  to  J.  W.  Layman,  of  Maryland. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  ai-e  so  listed  on  the  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  the  Commencement. 

Matriculation  and  Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers  be- 
ginning at.  the  front,   and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
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obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee,  upon  receipt  of  which  their 
names  will  be  registered  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such  registra- 
tion. Credentials  exempting  from  the  entrance  examination  may  be  for- 
warded in  the  same  mail.  When  received  they  will  be  recorded  and  re- 
turned to  students.  This  saves  time  to  students  on  arrival.  Perfect  order 
in  seating  is  thus  insured ;  each  student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseem- 
ly haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College. 

Under  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  a  student's  club  is  maintained.  A  good 
reading  room  with  the  leading  magazines  and  daily  newspapers  is  open  to 
all  Students  of  the  College.  Socials  are  held  each  week.  The  club  is  non- 
sectarian,  its  aim  being  to  ci'eate  a  higher  moral  tone  among  medical  stu- 
dents. 

The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  lists  of  suitable  stu(Jent  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  reference.  The 
association  Hand-Book,  containing  much  information  of  value  to  students, 
is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends 
a  cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valu- 
able aid  to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in 
good  moral  environment,  and  in  helping  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to 
successfully  oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against 
their  success  in  life.  Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  in- 
dividual student.

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates: 

(1)  Resident  Physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Five  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  One  Hospital  Pathologist. 

(4)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(5)  Twelve  Clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Special  Externes. 

A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special  Externes  dur- 
ing the  months  of  May,  June,  July  and  August.  They  room  and  board  out- 
side of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate  vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  daily  or 
as  often  as  is  necessary.  The  fee  for  Special  Externes  is  fifty  ($50)  dollars 
for  the  four  months. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  or  about  April  22d. 
and  must  be  taken  as  scheduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  course.  Students 
whose  accounts  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take 
the  examinations. 

Athletics— The  faculty  encourages  athletics  for  those  who  care  to  partici- 
pate in  such  exercises. 

The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  tho.se  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  "Commencement"  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any 
time  during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 
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Degrees  will  be  conferred  only  at  a  general  commencement  at  the  end  of 
the  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  lab- 
oratory work,  demonstrations  and  cxannnations  required  during  the  session, 
and  have  complied  with  ail  other  nHjuirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attendance 
given  until  matriculation  has  been  completed  and  hills  due  the  College  paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. 

When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  Individually  responsible  for  dam- 
ages to  College  property  a  pro  fata  charge  will  be  made  to  those  who  may 
have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student'  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable,  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon, 
this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain 
students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfit- 
ness for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  ad- 
vised to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  drafts.  The  College 
will  not  endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  College  business  is  trans- 
acted at  the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  at  three  dollars  and  fifty  cents  ($3.50)  per 
week. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  janitor.  Students  may  obtain  their  choice 
in  location,  distance  and  price. 

The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guar- 
dians and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around 
the  young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Med- 
ical College,  ]S'.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will 
be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  a  suitable  boarding-house  has  been 
selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the  purpose  of 
registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses,  and  avoiding  un- 
necessary hotel  expenses. 

The  janitor,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them  to 
good  boarding-houses  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may  desire.

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THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  lieretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our  Twenty- 
Ninth  Annual  announcement,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Eealizing  that  the  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratu-m,  by  the 
happy  proportionment  of  text  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  concur- 
rent delineation  of  such  text  by  thorough  reviews,  quizzes,  laboratory  work, 
and  the  ultimate  application  of  knowledge  thus  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary practice. 

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  of  three  hundred  and  ninety-two 
(392)  students,  represented  twenty-six  States  of  the  Union,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  colony  of  Porto  Rico,  and  the  following  foreign  countries : 
Canada,  Cuba,  Ecuador,  West  Indies,  England,  Italy,  Russia,  Syria,  Egypt, 
Greece.  Fifty-seven  (57)  students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and 
passed  successful  examinations,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  com- 
mencement, May  25,  1909. 

This  College  has  Eighteen  hundred  and  lunety.two  (1892)  alumni,  distrib- 
uted in  every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  With  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit  of  four 
courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation ;  each  course  is  of  eight  months' 
duration. 

The  Baltimoke  Medical  College  has  a  Law  Department  (see  page  40), 
a  Dental  Department,  (see  page  39),  and  a  Nurses'  Training  School 
(see  page  38). 

FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

The  modern  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adaptability 
to  medical  education,  fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard 
streets,  are  adjacent  to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building  to 
building,  without  loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement 
weather. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Madison  street 
and  Linden,  avenue,  is  the  administration  building,  containing  the  Dean's  office 
and  faculty  room ;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
surgtry  and  gynecology  and  the  college  dispensary. 
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The  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  tiie  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  (175)  beds,  and  is  so  arranged  that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the 
wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the  amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains 
patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly 
eveiy  variety  of  injury.  Special  operating  and  dressing  rooms  are  provided 
with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical  instruments,  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances, including  Koentgen  ray  for  locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones, 
etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water.  Dressings  and  operations  occupy  a  large  por- 
tion of  each  day.  Since  the  close  of  the  last  session  the  Hospital  has  been 
enlarged  by  the  addition  of  three  public  wards,  which  will  be  used  for  clinical 
teaching,  and  the  conversion  of  a  large  floor  space  to  private  rooms. 

The  Maryland  Lying=in=HospitaI,  adjoining  tlie  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital, is  ah  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  j)ridc.  It  is  filled  with 
pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our  students 
a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundred  and  five  (205) 
deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  25,000  indigent  patients 
annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  tlie  instruction  of 
our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensarj',  advanced 
.students  visit  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction  of  the 
dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

The  North  East  Dispensary,  on  Monument  street  near  Gay  street,  has  been 
placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College  for  the  instruction  of  its  senior  students. 
This  institution  treats  twenty  thousand  (20,000)  patients  annually. 

NEW  LABORATORY  BUILDING. 

We  completed  in  January,  1909,  the  erection  of  a  four-story  building  on 
N.  Howard  street,  nearly  opposite  to  the  present  College  building.  This 
building  is  64  feet  x  94  feet ;  it  contains  on  the  basement  floor  a  lai-ge  lecture 
hall;  on  the  first  floor  two  lecture  rooms,  a  surgical  laboratoi-y  and  a  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  room  for  students;  on  the  second  floor  a  lecture  room,  library  and  office 
for  the  Law  Department,  as  well  as  a  large  room  for  the  pathological  museum ; 
on  the  third  floor  a  laboratory  45  feet  x  64  feet  for  histology  and  pathology, 
and  a  store  room ;  on  the  fourth  floor  a  laboratory  of  the  same  dimensions  for 
chemistry. 

This  building  was  used  during  the  second  half  of  the  session  just  closed. 

It  is  completely  equipped  with  one  hundred  and  fourteen  microscopes, 
nine  spectroscopes,  a  polaroscope,  four  hundred  and  twenty  (420)  lockers, 
balances  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,"  of  which  tliis  College  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must 
present  (by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival) — 

(A)  A  Bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university ;  or, 

(B)  A  Diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  academy, 
received  after  four  years  of  study,  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4  points) 
of  Latin,  two  years  (4  points)  of  Mathematics,  two  years  (4  points)  of  English, 
one  year  (2  points)  of  History,  one  year  (2  points)  of  Physics,  and  six  years  (12 
points)  of  further  credit  in  language,  literature,  liistory  or  science ;  or 

(C)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches  : 

(a)  Required  subjects  to  sixteen  (16)  points  as  follows:  Mathematics,  (2 
years),  4  points;  English,  (2  years).  Grammar,  Khetoric,  Composition,  4  points; 
Latin,  (2  years).  Grammar,  prose  Composition,  four  books  of  Cassar  or  equiv- 
alent, 4  points;  physics,  (1  year)  with  laboratory  work,  2  points;  History,  (1 
year),  2  points. 

(b)  Optional  subjects  to  fourteen  (14)  points  as  follows :  English  language 
and  literature,  (2  years  in  addition  to  required  4  points),  4  points ;  History,  (3 
years,  including  Civics  and  Political  Economy),  6  points;  Language,  (Latin, 
German,  French,  Spanish  or  Gi'eek,  4  years :  not  less  than  1  year,  2  points,  in 
anyone),  8  points;  Natural  Science,  (1  year);  Biology  1  year  or  Botany  and 
Zoology  (I  year  each),  2  points;  Physical  Science,  (Chemistry  or  Physics,  1 
year),  2  points;  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  (|  year)  1  point;  Trigonometry  (| 
year),  1  point;  Astronomy,  (^  year),  1  point;  Geology,  (|  year),  1  point; 
Physical  Geography,  (|  year)  1  point;  Drawing,  (i  year),  1  point;  Solid  Geom- 
etry, (J  year)  1  point. 

(One  point  in  any  subject  in  a  high  school  or  academic  course  dem'ands  not  less  than  flvs 
periods  per  week  of  forty-five  minutes  each  for  eighteen  weeks). 

(D)  Certificates  of  principals  of  accredited  high  schools,  normal  schools,  acade- 
mies ;  of  superintendents  of  public  schools ;  of  reputable  instructors  recognized  by 
superintendents  of  public  instruction  of  district,  city  or  State ;  or  of  any  State  Board 
of  Medical  Examiners,  will  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  of,  or  all  of  the  above 
examination. 

In  States  where  medical  students'  certificates  are  issued  under  legal  pro- 
visions, students  are  advised  to  qualify  themselves  under  such  laws  prior  to 
beginning  the  study  of  medicine  ;  such  certificates  entitle  them  to  admission 
without  examination. 

A  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  on  his  medical  work  conditioned  in  not 
more  than  six  (6)  points,  and  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by  satisfactory 
examination  before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  upon  the  second  year  of  his  medical 
course. 

(1  "  point "  equals  2  "counts  "  ;  hence,  30  ''  points "  required  by  the  Association  of  Ameri- 
can Medical  Colleges  are  numerically  identical  in  value  to  the  60  "counts  "  required  bythe 
New  York  Regents  for  a  student's  certificate. ) 

To  avoid  unnecessary  delay,  students  entitled  under  the  above  provisions  to 
matriculate  without  examination  are  requested  either  to  bring  their  diplomas  or  cer- 
tificates of  exemption  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the  College,  or  to 
forward  them  to  the  College,  by  mail,  in  advance,  should  they  prefer  to  do  so.  This 
simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 
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COURSES  OF  INSTRUCTION  GIVEN, 

Two  courses  of  iustruetiou  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Wednesday,  September  1, 
1909,  and  end  Monday,  September  20,  1909.  Attendance  upon  this  course  is 
optional  to  students.     (See  pages  21  and  25.) 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  Monday,  September  20, 
1909,  at  8  P.  il..  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  May  25,  1910.  This  is 
the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 

TIME  OF  STUDY   REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges," 
and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses  of  study 
in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for  graduation ;  each 
course  is  eight  mouths  in  duration. 

Students  from  other  medical  schools  in  good  standing  who  pursued  their 
previous  course  in  a  college  beginning  in  October  or  November  are  credited  on 
entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  year  branches, 
completed  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  g-iven  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical  Col- 
leges. 

SUMMARY  OF  CURRICULUM. 
First  Year. 

Biology,  (including  embryology,  medical  zoology  and  comparative  anat- 
omy)— Two  lectures  a  week  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a  week 
until  completed. 

Osteology — Two  recitations  a  week  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for 
sixteen  weeks  (1st  semester). 

Human  Anatomy — Three  lectures  a  week  during  the  session  and  laboratory 
work  daily,  2.30  P.  M.  to  5  P.  M. 

Histology — Two  lectures  per  week  during  session,  two  laboratory  periods  a 
week  for  sixteen  weeks. 

Physiology — Three  lectures  and  one  demonstration  a  week. 

Bacteriology — One  lecture  a  week  during  session  and  four  laboratory  periods 
a  week  during  the  flr.st  semester  (16  weeks). 

Chemistry — Three  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Materia  Medica — Two  lectures  a  week  during  session  and  one  laboratory 
period  a  week  after  March  1st,  (final  examination  at  end  of  course). 

Clinics — One  medical  clinic  and  one  surgical  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — At  the  termination  of  the  course  examinations  will  be  held 
on  biology  (embryology,  medical  zoology),  osteology,  histology,  bacteriology, 
chemistry,  physiology,  and  materia  medica. 

Laboratory  work  and  recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination. 

Second  Year. 

Human  Anatomy— (Continued  from  first  year). — Four  lectures  a  week  and 
five  laboratory  periods  a  week  for  sixteen  weeks. 

Physiology — (Continued  from  the  first  year).— Three  lectures  and  two  lab- 
oratory periods  a  week. 
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Chemistry — (Including  physiological  chemistry,  toxicology  and  analytical 
work). — Three  lectures,  one  quiz,  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week. 

Pathology — Two  lectures  and  one  quiz  a  week  during  session  and  four 
laboratory  periods  a  week  for  sixteen  weeks. 

Medical  Topography — (Normal  human  body). — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a 
week. 

Clinics — Two  medical,  two  surgical,  and  one  diagnostic  clinic  a  week. 

Examinations — Final  examinations  leading  to  the  degree  will  be  held  at  the 
end  of  the  course  on  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry,  toxicology,  physiological 
chemistry,  general  pathology  and  medical  topography  (normal  human  body), 
on  all  of  which  laboratory  work  and  recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the 
examination.

Orthopaedic  Surgery — One  lecture  or  clinic  a  week. 

Clinical  Surgery — Two  clinics  a  week  and  five  periods  a  week  for  eight 
weeks  in  the  surgical  laboratory. 

Obstetrics — Two  lectures  a  week  during  the  session,  two  laboratory  periods 
a  week  for  eight  weelcs  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  clinics  after 
January  1st. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  (including  Psychiatry) — Two  lectures  and 
two  clinics  a  week,  and  two  hours  a  week  for  eight  weeks  in  dispensary.

Obstetrics — Two  lectures  a  week,  two  mouths'  demonstration  in  the  Lying-in 
Hospital  and  attendance  on  twenty  cases  of  labor. 

Gynecology — Two  lectures  or  recitations,  three  hours'  clinic  a  week,  hospital 
and  dispensary  clinics  (sections)  three  times  a  week,  and  two  hours  a  week  for 
eight  weeks  in  dispensary. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest — One  clinic  per  week,  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
clinic  (sections)  twice  a  week. 

Therapeutics — Three  lectures  a  week. 

Dietetics — One  lecture  a  week  (examination  at  end  of  course). 
Pediatrics — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  a  week,  clinics  in  dispensary  and  in 
St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum. 

Qenito=Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per  week. 

Clinical  Laboratory  and  Pharmacology  (original  work) — Experimental 
therapeutics,  micro.scopical  and  chemical  examination  of  gastric  contents,  blood, 
sputum,  urine,  etc.,  four  periods  a  week  for  eight  weeks. 

Clinical  Diagnosis^ — ( Haematol ogy) — Two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for 
eight  weeks. 

Hospital  Practice — Daily  (in  sections)   for  two  months. 

Dispensary  Practice — Two  hours  daily  (in  sections)  for  two  months. 

Seriors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  other  schools,  any  subject  or 
subjects  of  the  Third  Year  Course,  may  be  examined  on  such  after  sufficient 
preparation,  in  the  third  week  of  October. 

Examinations — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the  degree 
will  be  held  on  medicine,  surgery,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  obstetrics, 
gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  therapeutics  and  diseases  of  children.

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DIDACTIC,  LABORATORY  AND  CLINICAL  INSTRUCTION. 
Biology. 

Biologj-,  includiug  Comparative  Anatomy,  Medical  Zoology  and  Embryology, 
will  be  coufiued  to  first-year  students.  The  lectures  on  this  subject  will  be 
upon  the  origin,  development,  classification  and  distribution  over  space  and 
time  of  animal  and  vegetable  life.  The  laboratory  work  will  include  micro- 
scopic examination,  of  yeast,  fern  and  amoeba  and  the  dissection  of  the  earth- 
worm, amphioxus.  frog  and  cat,  as  types  of  their  respective  classes ;  and  will  be 
sufiicient  to  complete  a  series  from  the  amoeba,  or  unicellular  organism  to  the 
cat  as  the  mammalian  representative.  In  comparative  anatomy  the  cat  and 
dog  will  be  used  and  the  nomenclature  will  be  that  applied  to  the  human  body. 
The  most  important  animal  parasites  will  also  be  considered. 

Embryology  will  consist  of  the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick  and  the 
fundamental  principles  of  mammalian  embryology. 

The  biological  course  is  indispensable  to  students  who  desire  breadth  in 
anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge,  and  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a 
preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

ANATOMY. 

This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon  will  be 
thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates,  dried 
preparations  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver.  The  initial  study  in 
anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be  taught  by  means  of 
lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  individual  examination  and  study  of  each 
bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in  drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them 
in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profita- 
ble work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the 
demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of 
the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  com- 
pleted the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each 
student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments, 
blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  after- 
noon between  2.30  and  5  P.  M.  Five  afternoons  per  week  for  at  least  four 
weeks  are  required  on  each  part.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  conducted 
in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  The  record  of  each  student  is  kept  oi\ 
a  card  issued  by  the  demonstrator.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work,  has 
the  opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  50  per  cent,  of 
the  final  examination  on  anatomy. 

Histology. 

Histology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year  by  lectures  and  laboratory 
work.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work  will  be  done  in  the  laboratory, 
where  each  student  is  i)rovided  with  a  microscope,  all  necessary  apparatus, 
staining  fluids  and  material.  Students  are  taught  to  begin  with  tissue  fresh 
from  the  body,  harden,  imbed,  cut,  stain,  mount  and  describe  sections  of 
tissues  and  organs  until  they  have  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histological 
structure ;  without  such  knowledge,  they  would  not  be  qualified  to  enter  upon 
the  study  of  pathology  the  following  session. 

The  speciruens  prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  property, 
and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides,  for  future  refer- 
ence. 
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Physiology. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  by  lectures  or  recita- 
tions, reviews  and  laboratory  work.  The  lectures  are  illustrate<l  by  specimens, 
diagrams,  plates  and  models.  The  blood,  circulation,  respiration,  digestion, 
absorption,  secretion,  exci-etion,  nutrition,  generation,  animal  heat,  nervous 
system  and  special  senses  are  considered  in  regular  order. 

The  laboratory  work  is  conducted  in  the  second  year,  so  far  as  possible, 
concurrently  with  the  lecture  and  recitation  course,  in  order  to  present  to 
students  a  practical  explanation  and  illustration  of  the  lectures  and  recitations. 
Each  student  is  roquii'ed  to  attend  and  perform  experiments  on  the  circulation, 
respiration,  muscles,  and  nerves.  The  chemistry  of  the  body  Is  also  taken  up 
during  this  course — the  chemistry  of  the  blood  and  lymph,  digestion,  uriue, 
milk  and  metabolism  being  considered.  The  College  provides  animals  for  all 
necessary  experiments. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures,  by 
means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  proper- 
ties and  classification  of  bacteria,  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the 
work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the  making  of 
culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the  inocu- 
lation of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination,  the  inoculation 
of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept  con- 
stantly in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  experi- 
ments on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied  and 
examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the  various 
organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted,  each  student 
having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Pathology. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in  General 
Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and  prepare  them 
for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  microscope. 
The  laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  raicroscopic 
examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mount- 
ing, showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  necrosis.  Then 
will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenei-ations  and  infiltrations,  beginning 
with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifications  of  fatty, 
mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Patholoov  will  be  taken  up  in  the  third  year  concurrently  with  the 
other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of 
the  special  organs — the  liver,  siileen,  intestines,  kidneys  and  lungs^and  the 
infective  granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 
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A  special  feature  of  the  work  iu  histology,  physiology  and  pathology  will  be 
the  use  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  specimen 
for  the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  (5.000)  diameters  and 
projected  on  a  screen  iu  a  darkened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square  feet. 
Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher  prior  to  individual 
microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens  and  by  autopsies, 
which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the  whole 
class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly  describe 
and  report  thereon. 

Chemistry. 

Chemistry  is  completed  at  the  end  of  the  first  seme.ster  of  the  second  year. 
The  lecture  course  embraces  inorganic,  organic  and  analytic  chemistry. 

The  principles  of  chemistry  and  the  preparation  of  inorganic  compounds  con- 
.stitute  the  work  of  the  first  year;  organic  and  analytic  chemistry  the  second 
yesar.* 

Laboratory  work  is  the  essential  feature  of  this  course^  and  consists  of 
practical  work  in  general  qualitative  and  quantitative  analysis. 

This  usually  diflScult  subject  is  rendered  easy  of  comprehension  by  natural 
methods  of  work,  each  step  succeeding  a  lower,  until  the  work  is  completed. 
Each  student  works  at  his  own  desk  and  has  his  apparatus  in  his  own  locker, 
of  which  he  carries  the  key.  In  chemis-try.  as  in  other  laboratory  courses,  fifty 
(50)  per  cent,  for  laboratory  work  and  recitation  is  credited  to  each  student  on 
iiis  final  examination  when  the  work  has  been  satisfactory. 

Physiological  Chemistry. 

Sophomore  students  will  pursue  this  study  during  the  second  semester. 
Lectures  will  be  given  once  a  week  on  the  pathology  of  metabolism,  the  general 
conditions  underlying  perverted  functions  of  the  organs  and  the  results  there- 
from, and  the  methods  of  determining  and  explaining  these  perversions. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course.  Students 
are  requii'ed  to  work  in  this  laboratory  four  hours  per  week.  This  coui-se  con- 
sists of  the  examination  of  stomach  contents  for  normal  and  abnormal  constit- 
uents, urinalysis,  embracing  the  chemical  examination  for  normal  and  abnormal 
constituents,  microscopical  examinations  of  urinary  sediments,  faeces,  their 
examination  for  blood,  pus,  amoeba,  food  particles,  etc.,  and  the  chemical  exami- 
nation of  the  blood  and  exudates  and  transudates. 

The  student  is  required  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the  simpler 
instruments  used  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  hjiemocytometer,  hsemo- 
globinometer,  ureameter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer  and  spec- 
troscope.   Microscope  and  chemical  apparatus  are  furnished  each  student. 

Clinical  Chemistry. 

This  course  will  be  pursued  by  all  third-year  students.  During  tne  course  a 
thorough  review  will  be  given  of  the  various  methods,  qualitative  and  quantita- 
tive, used  in  the  practical  examinations  of  the  ui'ine,  stomach  contents,  saliva, 
exudates  and  transudates,  milk,  etc..  the  aim  being  to  give  methods  which  are 
simple  and  accurate.  The  methods  of  volumetric  and  gravimetric  analysis  of 
use  to  the  physician  will  be  given  due  attention. 
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Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and  diag- 
nosis of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  session  with  senior 
students  on  Fridays.  Students  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital  at  9 
A.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned  to  eases  in  the  wards,  each  student 
being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is  required  to  examine  carefully,  mak- 
ing record  of  examination  as  to  previous  history,  present  illness,  physical  ex- 
amination of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart;  of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver, 
spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  suggest  treatment.  At  12  M. 
the  section  reports  in  coltiference,  in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads 
his  paper  in  the  presence  of  the  class,  criticisms  being  made  by  the  teacher  and 
students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of  earning  50  per  cent,  on  their  final 
examination  on  reviews  and  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  and  Psychiatry  are  taught  during  the  third 
year  by  Profs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teachers  of  extensive 
clinical  experience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending 
physicians  at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  both  among  the  lai-gest  and  best  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology 
and  the  chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  suiject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.    In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  the  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are  sup- 
plemented by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters  of 
Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing  300 
infants  and  childi-en,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College, 
and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section  work  in 
that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there ;  interesting  cases  are 
inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any  public  clinic  or 
dispensary. 

St.  Francis'  Orphan  Asylum — Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  by  the 
authorities  of  this  asylum  of  three  hundred  (300)  inmates  for  use  of  its  clin- 
ical material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students. 

Hygiene  and  PtiMie  Health  are  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanliness  of  cities  and 
towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  ventilation  of  houses  and 
sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work,  recreation  and  sleep,  will  be 
considered. 
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Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  briet  and  practical  Course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hyiiothetical  questions,  and  (lutstious  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
cross-examination. 

DermatoUxjii  is  taught  during  the  third  j'ear  by  Professor  Strobel.  who  gives 
a  brief  course  on  slcin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment,  Leing  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  ])ractice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  auscultation, 
rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy.     (See  page  24.) 

Dispensarji  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  of  symptoms,  treatment, 
etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  worli. 

Surgery. 

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the  broad 
principles  of  the  science,  and  lit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

During  the  third  5'ear.  recitations  are  given  by  Professor  Warfield  himself. 
who  thus  endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student,  and  help  him  to  a 
correct  understanding  of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a  correct 
foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  j-ear  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews,  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of 
Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of 
surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the  Mary- 
land General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  dispensary,  where  the  Professor  and 
assistants,  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing  wounds,  use 
of  splints,  the  necessary  tochni(iue  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensai'y. 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients  for 
operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc. 

Stirgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  AVarfield — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  operations 
and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners  are 
required  to  perform  and  ti-eat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery,  members 
of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and  i-equired  to 
treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in 
charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of  antesthetics. 
surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  i)atient  for  operation,  methods 
of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of  special  operations  to  the 
exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary  in  preparing  for  operations 
and  the  after-treatment. 
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Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  third  year  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and  dem- 
onstrations on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be  the  more 
clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work  in  the 
laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Lahoratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative 
surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections,  and  students  required  to 
perform  in  regular  order  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  ligation 
of  arteries,  trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax,  abdomen, 
stomach,  intestines,  liver,  gall-gladder  and  ducts,  vermiform  appendix,  kidneys, 
bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks,  during 
which  each  member  of  a  .section  of  the  third-year  class  will  be  required  to 
perform,  on  animals,  under  anresthesia,  all  important  operations,  the  same 
aseptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operations  on  the  human  being. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  apjjlied.  surgical  dre.ssings  presented  and  applied.  Casts 
of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained  and  differ- 
ent kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  recita- 
tions, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds 
three  hours'  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in  gyne- 
cology, the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where  Pro- 
fessor Perry,  in  person.  i)erforms  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section  and  hysterectomy.  Espe- 
cial care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic  oper- 
ations in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice  and 
which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine  and 
surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction  will  be 
given  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiology,  electro- 
pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Ray. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and  dis- 
pensary practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  \he 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — Lectures  and  clinics  on  Orthopaedic  Surgery  are  given 
by  Professor  Cone. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  lectures  and  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  rectum 
and  anus,  operations  on  hsemmorrhoids,  fistulte,  rectal  strictures,  malignant 
diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc.,  by  Professor  Linthicum. 
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Genito-Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  taught  duriug  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  lectui'es,  clinics  and  demonstrations.  Modern  methods  of  diag- 
nosis and  treatment  are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  extensive 
experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all  essentials 
of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams,  wax 
models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews.  Students  will 
be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and  positions.  This 
course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obftfctrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  dem- 
onstrator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  mauiicin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of  delivery,  abnormal 
presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version,  application  of  forceps, 
and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models  and  diagrams 
will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puei'peral  female,  clinics 
are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year  students  are 
shmmoned  to  the  lying-in  department  and  required  to  auscultate  the  foetal 
heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammae 
and  uterus  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 

Professor  Rowland  conducts  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice 
do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery,  spe- 
cial attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstetrics. 
Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the  Maryland 
Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the  lying-in  chamber 
they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and  position,  observe  the 
progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucheur  in  natural  delivery, 
in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  removing  pla- 
centae, and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imperative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  twenty  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardonable 
pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  have  a  practical 
knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  competent  to  enter  any 
field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-Boor  Obstetric  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetrician 
of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the  hospital, 
and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches  these  cases  are  assigned  to  students  of 
the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them,  under  direction  of 
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the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during  and  after  labor.  When 
necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assistant.  Students  are  required 
to  make  all  necessary  examinations  and  record  all  observations  on  charts  fur- 
nished by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presentation  of  these  records  at  the  end 
of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  demonstrator  of  obstetrics  or  resident  ob- 
stetrician, will  entitle  the  holders  thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage  on  their 
final  examinations.  Members  of  our  recent  senior  class  attended  from  five  to 
twenty  cases  in  the  out-door  department.  During  the  session  just  closed  517 
deliveries  were  attended  by  our  senior  class,  of  which  205  occurred  in  the 
Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  and  312  in  the  out-door  obstetric  department. 
Each  senior  saw  an  average  of  20  cases  of  labor,  and  some  as  many  as  40 ; 
each  member  of  the  junior  class  saw  three  cases. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  attendance  on  the  regular  clinics,  every  member  of  the  senior 
class  is  required  to  serve  a  term  of  interneship  of  two  months  in  the  Maryland 
General  Hospital,  reporting  daily,  at  the  hospital,  during  his  term  of  service 
and  attending  the  cases  and  work  assigned  him. 

This  work  embraces  the  usual  routine  hospital  duties — physical  examinations, 
history-writing,  blood  pressure,  blood  examination,  bandaging,  dressing  sur- 
gical cases,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  cases  for  operations,  assisting  in 
operations,  and  other  work  necessary  to  familiarize  students  with  the  duties  of 
physicians  and  surgeons  in  practice.  Seniors  will  also  be  required  while  doing 
interne  work  to  go  with  the  hospital  ambulance  in  cases  of  emergency  or  acci- 
dent, bringing  such  cases  to  the  hospital. 

This  hospital  work  will  be  done  before  10  A.  M.  and  after  3  P.  M.,  so  as  not 
to  interfere  with  the  necessary  attendance  on  lectures  and  demonstrations! 

Our  aim  is  to  develop,  by  this  hospital-training,  self-reliance  and  practical 
ability  in  our  graduates. 

Practical  work  is  also  done  by  all  seniors,  on  afternoons,  in  sections,  in  the 
Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  The  South  Balti- 
more Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  The  Northeast  Dispensary,  and  the  College  dis- 
pensary. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 
(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  entirely  optional.) 
The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Wednesday,  September  1st,  IfiOO,  and  continue  until  September  20,  1909. 
This  course  consists  of  clinical  lectures,  laboratory  work  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater  require- 
ments of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.    During  the  Course  lectures  will  be  deliv- 
ei'ed  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical  obstetrics,  clinical 
surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical  ophthalmology,  nerv- 
ous and  mental  diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and  diseases  of  the  rectum. 
During  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course — 

Ist-year  students  work  in  the  laboratories  of  Histology,  Bacteriology 

and  Osteology; 
2d-year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology; 
3d-year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Operative  and  Clinical  Surgery, 

and  Clinical  Chemistry; 
4th-year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory.  Clinical   Obstetrics,  Hos- 
pital and  Dispensary. 
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Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students  Wednesday,  September 
1st.  Laboratory  work  done  in  September  is  deducted  from  that  required  for 
the  following  Regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be  done  by 
students  during  the  month  of  September  without  iucreasing  their  college 
expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course  when  pos- 
sible, so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course, 
that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of  medicine. 

FALL  EXAMINATIONS. 

Regular  Fall  examinations  on  conditioned  subjects  are  held  for  students  enti- 
tled to  take  them,  after  sufficient  preparation. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  deport- 
ment, twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruction,  the 
last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees  due  the  Col- 
lege, and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required,  and  from  this  rule  no  deviation 
is  permitted.  Students  are  requested  to  pay  fees  with  cash,  or  cashier's  draft 
or  money  order. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter  our 
senior  class  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  $125.00;  those  itoi 
desiring  to  graduate  will  be  required  to  pay  the  same  sum,  and  will  receive  at 
the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved  "Post-Graduate  Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation  fee 
of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be  required 
to  pay  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the  special  "Post- 
Graduate  Certificate"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may  receive  it  on  payment 
of  twenty  dollars  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made;  no  ticket  will  be  issued  until 
all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 
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"Special"  Students. 

Students  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  will  be  admitted  without  pre- 
liminary examination  to  the  whole  or  part  of  the  course ;  they  will  be  registered 
as  "special"  students  and  such  courses  will  not  be  permitted  to  count  as  one 
of  the  courses  required  for  the  degree. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frederica  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships  have 
been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  competitive 
examinations  to  be  held  in  April,  1910,  on  practical  laboratory  work,  and  will 
entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing  session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examinations  on  Biology  and  Histology,  Embryology,  Medical  Zoology, 
Chemistry  and  Bacteriology ;  one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  second-year 
course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy,  Physiology, 
Chemistry  and  Physiological  Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships"  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows :  H.  Boyd  Wylie,  of  Mary- 
land, of  the  first-year  class,  and  E.  L.  Wilson,  of  New  York,  of  the  second- 
year  class. 

Honors. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and  laudable 
ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medicine,  surgery  and 
obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  Magna  Cum  Laude  will  be  conferred  upon  the 
student  passing  the  best  final  examination ;  and  the  degree  of  M.  D.  Cum  Laude 
on  the  next  five  students  passing  the  best  final  examinations,  the  names  of 
such  appearing  on  the  programme,  and  in  the  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of 
their  respective  merit. 

Prizes. 

The  first  College  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing  the 
best  general  examination. 

The  Warfield  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case  will  be  presented  by  Pro- 
fessor R.  W.  Warfield  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in  surgery. 

The  Perry  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be  presented  by 
Professor   W.   B.   Perry   to   the   graduate   passing  the   best   examination    in 

gynecology. 

The  Rowland  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments,  will  be  presented  by- 
Professor  J.  M.  H.  Rowland  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in. 
obstetrics. 

The  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments,  will  be 
presented  by  Professor  A.  C.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class  doing- 
the  best  work  on  practical  anatomy.  At  the  end  of  the  session  just  closed 
this  prize  was  awarded  to  A.  W.  George,  of  Maryland. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  so  listed  on  the  programme 
and  announced  at  the  Commencement. 
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Matriculation  by  Mail. 

Credentials  (described  on  page  4)  entitling  students  to  register  without  exam- 
ination may  be  forwarded  by  mail.  On  receipt  they  will  be  examined,  recorded 
and  students  informed  of  their  value  in  "points,"  as  required  by  the  College 
Association.  Students  are  advised  to  register  by  mail  in  this  way,  in  advance 
of  coming,  so  as  to  be  ready  to  enter  upon  their  studies  on  arrival  at  the  Col- 
lege. We  will  be  pleased  to  attend  to  their  matriculation  if  they  will  promptly 
forward  their  credentials  by  mail. 

Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers  be- 
ginning at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can  obtain 
such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee  of  five  ($5)  dollars,  upon  receipt  of 
which  their  names  will  be  registered  and  seats  assigned  them  in  order  of  such 
registration.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured ;  each  student  is  guar- 
anteed his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  obtain  it. 

MISCELLANY. 
Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College. 

Tnder  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  a  students'  club  is  maintained.  A  good 
reading  room  with  the  leading  magazines  and  daily  newspapers  is  open  to  all 
Students  of  the  College.  Socials  are  held  each  week.  The  club  is  non- 
sectarian,  its  aim  being  to  create  a  higher  moral  tone  among  medical  students. 

The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-houses  are  kept  for  reference.  The 
association  Hand-Book,  containing  much  information  of  value  to  students,  is 
issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term. 

The  city  association,  with  a  fully  equipped  and  central  property,  extends  a 
cordial  welcome  to  the  students  of  the  College.  This  has  proven  a  valuable  aid 
to  students  in  maintaining  good  habits,  in  keeping  young  men  in  good  moral 
environment,  aad  in  heliiing  them,  by  precept  and  example,  to  successfully 
oppose  temptations  and  habits  calculated  to  militate  against  their  success  in 
life.     Association  with  it  is  entirely  voluntary  with  each  individual  student.

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Appointments. 

We  elect  annually,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  from  our  graduates : 

(1)  Resident  physician  of  Maryland  General  Hospital. 

(2)  Five  Assistant  Resident  Physicians. 

(3)  One  Hospital  Pathologist. 

(4)  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 

(5)  Twelve  Clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Special  Externes. 

A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special  Externes  during 
the  months  of  May,  June,  July  and  August.  They  room  and  board  outside 
of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate  vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  daily  or  as 
often  as  is  necessary.  The  fee  for  Special  Externes  is  fifty  ($50)  dollars  for 
the  four  months. 
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Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  oi-  aliout  April  27th, 
and  must  be  taken  as  selieduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  course.  Students 
whose  accounts  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the 
examinatious. 

Athletics— The  faculty  encourages  athletics  for  those  who  care  to  partici- 
pate in  such  exercises. 


The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candidates 
who  are  present  at  the  "Commencement"  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any  time 
during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Degrees  will  be  conferred  only  at  a  general  commencement  at  Uie  end  of 
the  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  onh/  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labo- 
ratory work,  demonstrations  and  examinatious  required  during  the  session,  and 
have  complied  with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attendance 
given  until  matriculation  has  been  completed  and  bills  due  the  College  paid. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the  final  examination  on  any  subject 
until  they  shall  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  laboratory  work  required 
on  such  subjects. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  circum- 
stances. 

The  status  of  students  entering  from  other  medical  colleges  is  fixed  by  cre- 
dentials received  from  such  colleges. 

When  it  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individually  responsible  for  damages 
to  College  property  a  pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  to  those  who  may  have 
committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable,  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations  are 
thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims  upon,  this 
College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate  or  retain  students 
because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental,  moral  or  general  unfitness  for  the 
profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are  advised 
to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  draft.  The  College  will  not 
endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  College  business  is  transacted  at 
the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  at  four  dollars  (.?4.00)  per  week. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the  "Young 
Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the  College 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  Secretary  in  the  Deau"s  office.  Students 
may  obtain  their  choice  in  location,  distance  and  price. 
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The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guardians 
and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown  around  the 
young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving  in 
the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore  Medical 
College,  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street,  and  Linden  avenue,"  where  it  will  be 
received  and  taken  care  of  until  suitable  boarding-houses  have  been  selected;

OF   THE 


SESSION  1910-1911. 


THANKFUL  for  the  kind  reception  heretofore  extended  by  the  medical 
profession,  for  the  liberal  patronage  of  medical  students,  and  for  the 
good  ■will  and  confidence  of  an  intelligent  public,  we  present  our 
Thirtieth  Annual  announcesient,  promising  to  endeavor,  as  in  the  past,  to 
merit  such  manifestations  of  esteem. 

Realizing  tliat  tlie  most  useful  and  successful  physicians  are  those  whose 
education  combines  in  an  eminent  degree,  learning,  which  is  scientific  and 
practical,  we  present  a  curriculum  which  ensures  such  desideratum,  by  llie 
happy  proportionment  of  text  given  in  lectures  and  recitations,  the  concur- 
rent delineation  of  such  text  by  thoi'ough  reviews,  quizzes,  laboratory  work, 
and  the  ultimate  application  of  knowledge  tlius  acquired,  to  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  observed  in  appropriate  clinics,  and  in  hospital  and  dis- 
pensary practice. 

Since  the  close  of  the  last  session,  the  laboratories  of  this  college  have  been 
reorganized  by  the  election  of  six  teachers,  who  will  devote  their  whole  time 
to  the  instruction  of  students  in  their  respective  subjects,  as  follows :

During  the  session  Just  closed  our  class  of  three  hundred  and  forty-eight 
(348)  students,  represented  twenty-four  States  of  the  Union,  the  District  of 
Columbia,  the  colony  of  Porto  Rico,  and  the  following  foreign  countries: 
Canada,  West  Indies,  Russia,  Germany,  Austria,  Roumauia,  Portugal.  Fifty- 
four  (54)  students  having  completed  four  years  of  study  and  passed  successful 
examinations,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at  the  commencement,  May  2C, 
1910. 

This  College  has  nineteen  hundred  and  forty-six  (1946)  alumni,  distributed 
in  every  country  and  clime. 

In  conformity  with  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  "Association  of  Ameri- 
can Medical  Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  the  pursuit  of  four 
courses  is  required  prior  to  graduation ;  each  course  is  of  eight  months' 
duration. 

The  Baltimoke  Medical  College  has  a  Law  Depaktment  (see  page  40), 
a  Dental  Department,  (see  page  39),  and  a  Nurses'  Training  Schooii 
(see  page  38). 
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FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

The  modern  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adaptability 
to  medical  education,  fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  Howard 
streets,  <are  adjacent  to  each  other,  that  students  niaj'  go  from  building  to 
building,  without  loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement 
weather. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Madison  street 
and  Linden  avenue,  is  the  administration  building,  containing  the  Dean's  office 
and  faculty  room ;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medicine, 
~nrgery  and  gynecology  and  tlie  college  dispensary. 

The  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madison 
street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hospitals, 
contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  amphitheatre,  an  anatomical 
laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory  of 
Operative  surgery.     Our  laboratories  cover  12,000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  on  Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison 
street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capacity  of  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  (125)  beds,  and  is  so  arranged  that  patients  may  be  brought  from  the 
wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the  amphitheatre.  This  hospital  contains 
patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form  of  indigenous  disease,  and  nearly 
eveiy  variety  of  injury.  Special  operating  and  dressing  i-ooms  are  provided 
with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical  instruments,  apparatus  and  appli- 
ances, including  Roentgen  ray  for  locating  foreign  bodies,  examining  bones, 
etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water.  Dressings  and  operations  occupy  a  large  por- 
tion of  each  day. 

The  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital, is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled  with 
pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our  students 
a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundi'ed  and  twenty-four 
(224)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  tlie  past  year. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  21,000  indigent  patients 
aimually,  and  supplies  us  witli  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the  instruction  of 
our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  tlie  dispensary,  advanced 
students  visit  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction  of  the 
dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by  the 
Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  opportunities 
for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

St.  Joseph's  German  Hospital. —By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters 
of  the  Third  Order  of  St.  Francis,  in  charge  of  St.  Joseph's  German  Hospital 
of  Baltimore,  several  wards  of  this  excellent  hospital,  containing  two  hun- 
dred and  ten  (210)  beds,  are  available  for  certain  ward  classes,  and  bedside 
studies  in  medicine,  surgery  and  gynecology,  under  the  direct  supervision  of 
members  of  our  faculty. 
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NEW  LABORATORY  BUILDING. 

AVe  completed  in  Jannarj-,  1909,  the  erection  of  a  four-story  building  on 
N.  Howard  street,  nearly  opposite  to  the  present  College  building.  This 
building  is  64  feet  x  94  feet;  it  contains  on  the  basement  floor  a  large  lecture 
hall ;  on  the  first  floor  two  lecture  rooms,  a  surgical  laboratory  and  a  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  room  for  students ;  on  the  second  floor  a  lecture  room,  library  and  offlco 
for  the  Law  Department,  as  well  as  a  large  room  for  the  pathological  museum  ; 
on  the  third  floor  a  laboratory  45  feet  x  64  feet  for  histologj^  and  pathology, 
and  a  store  room  ;  on  the  fourth  floor  a  laboratory  of  the  same  dimensions  for 
chemistry. 

This  building  is  conveniently  situated  and  specially  constructed  for  labora- 
tory work. 

It  is  completely  equipped  with  one  hundred  and  fourteen  microscopes, 
nine  spectroscopes,  a  polariscope,  four  hundred  and  twenty  (420)  lockers, 
balances  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Col- 
leges," of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must  present 
(by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival) — 

(A)  A  Bachelor's  degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university;  or, 

(B)  A  Diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  academy, 
received  after  four  years  of  study,  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4  points) 
of  Latin,  two  years  (4  points)  of  Mathematics,  two  years  (4  points)  of  English, 
one  year  (.2  points)  of  History,  one  year  (2  points)  of  Phjsics,  and  six  years  (12 
points)  of  further  credit  in  language,  literature,  history  or  science ;  or 

(C)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches : 

(a)  Required  subjects  to  sixteen  (16)  points  as  follows : 
Mathematics,  (2  years),  4  points. 

English,  (2  years).  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Composition,  4  points. 

Latin,  (2  years).  Grammar,  prose  Composition,  four  books  of  Ctesar  or 
equivalent ;  or  instead  of  two  years  of  Latin,  students  may  offer  the  follow- 
ing :  Elements  of  Latin  Grammar,  and  four  years  of  French  or  German  or  its 
full  equivalent,  4  points.  ' 

Physics,  (1  year)   with  laboratoiy  work,  2  points. 

History,  (1  year),  2  points. 

(b)  Optional  subjects  to  fourteen  (14)  points  as  follows:  English  language 
and  literature,  2  years  in  addition  to  required  4  points,  4  points;  Histcrj-, 
(3  years,  including  Civics  and  Political  Economy),  6  points ;  Language,  (Latin, 
German,  French,  Spanish  or  Greek,  4  years;  not  less  than  one  year,  2  points, 
in  any  one),  8  points ;  Natural  science,  (1  year) ;  Biology  1  year  or  Botany  and 
Zoology  (■J  year  each),  2  points;  Physical  Science,  (Chemistry  or  Physics,  1 
year,-  2  points;  Physiology  and  Hygiene,  (i  year)  1  point;  Trigonometry 
(I  year),  1  point;  Astronomy,  (J  year),  1  point;  Geology,  (J  year),  1  point; 
Physical  Geography,  (J  year),  1  point;  Drawing,  (J  year),  1  point;  Solid  Geom- 
etry, (J  year),  1  point. 

Students  not  having  diplomas  or  satisfactory  certificates  may  be  examined 
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for  entrance  at  the  "  College  Preparatory  School,"  714  N.  Howard 
Street,"  by  Dr.  E.  Deichmann,  State  Examiner,  at  9  A.  M.,  Saturday,  on  any  of 
the  following  dates :  August  6,  September  3,  September  24,  October  8  and 
October  22. 

(One  point  In  any  subject  In  a  high  school  or  academic  course  demands  not  less  than  five 
periods,  per  week,  of  45  minutes  each,  for  eighteen  weeks). 

(D)  Certificates  of  the  Association  of  American  Universities ;  of  principals  of 
accredited  high  schocls,  normal  schools,  academies ;  of  superintendents  of  public 
schools ;  of  reputable  instructors  recognized  by  superintendents  of  public  instruction 
of  district,  city  or  State;  or  of  any  State  Board  of  Medical  Examiners,  u-ill  be 
accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  of,  or  all  of  the  above  examination. 

In  States  where  medical  students'  certificates  are  issued  under  legal  pro- 
visions, students  are  advised  to  qualify  themselves  under  such  laws  prior  to 
beginning  the  study  of  medicine ;  such  certificates  entitle  theni  to  admission 
without  examination. 

A  student  will  be  permitted  to  enter  on  his  medical  work  conditioned  in  not 
more  than  six  (6)  points,  and  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by  satisfactory 
examination  or  certificate  before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  upon  the  second  year 
of  his  medical  course. 

(1  "point"  equals  2  "counts"  ;  hence,  30  "points"  required  by  the  Association  of  American 
Medical  Colleges  are  numerically  identical  in  value  to  the  GO  "counts"  required  by  the  New 
York  Eegents  for  a  student's  certificate.) 

To  avoid  unnecessary  delay,  students  entitled  under  the  above  provisions  to  matric- 
xilate  without  examination  are  requested  either  to  bring  their  diplomas  or  certificates 
of  exemption  with  them  and  present  them  on  arrival  at  the  College,  or  to  forward 
them  to  the  College,  by-  mail,  in  advance,  should  they  prefer  to  do  so.  This  simple 
precaution  saves  much  valuable  time. 
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COURSES  OF   INSTRUCTION    GIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminaay  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Thursday,   September 
1,  1910,  and  end  Tuesday,  September  20,  1910.     Attendance  upon  this  course   \ 
is  optional  to  students.     (See  page  26.) 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  Tuesday,  September 
20,  1910,  at  8  P.  M.,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  May  27,  1911. 
This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 


TIME  OF  STUDY   REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Col- 
leges," and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses 
of  study  in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying  for  graduation; 
each  course  is  eight  months  in  duration. 

Students  from  approved  medical  schools,  who  pursued  their  previous 
courses  in  colleges  beginning  in  October  or  November  are  credited  on  entering 
this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  year  branches,  com- 
pleted in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical  Col- 
leges, and  only  to  students  entitled  to  advanced  standing  in  such  Colleges.

At  the  end  of  the  session,  examination  will  be  held  on  all  subjects  of  study.

Anatomy. — Four  lectures  and  three  laboratorj'  periods  a  week  for  thirty- 
two  weeks. 

Physiology — Three  lectures  and  two  laboi-atory  periods  a  week  for  thirty- 
two  weeks. 

Chemistry — Four  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  for  thirteen  weeks 
(December  20j. 

Physiological  Chemistry — Four  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week 
for  eighteen  weeks  (January  1  to  May  10). 

Pathology — Two  lectures  and  two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for  thirty-two 
weeks. 

Materia  Medica — One  lecture  per  week  for  thirty-two  weeks. 

Medical  Topography — (Normal  human  body) — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  a 
week  for  thirty-two  weeks. 

Examinations — Final  examinations  leading  to  the  degree  will  be  held  at  the 
end  of  the  course  on  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry  and  toxicology,  physio- 
logical chemistry,  materia  medica,  general  pathology  and  medical  topography 
(normal  human  body),  on  all  of  which  laboratory  work  and  recitations  may 
count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination.

Clinics— Two  surgical,  three  medical,  one  nervous  and  mental,  one  rectal, 
one  chest,  one  genito-urinary  and  venereal,  one  orthopasdic,  one  medical  diiig- 
nostic,  one  eye  and  ear,  one  dermatologic  clinic  a  week,  and  obstetrics  after 
January  1st.

Clinical  Surgery— Four  clinics  a  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary  practice, 
sections,  daily — in  Hospital  8  to  10  A.  M.,  4  to  5  P.  M.,  and  Dispensary  1  to 
2  P.  M. 

Operative  Surgery — Two  lectures  a  week  and  laboratory  work,  including 
cadaver  and  live  animal. 

Rectal  Surgery — One  clinic  a  week  and  hospital  section  work. 

Obstetrics — Two  lectures  a  week,  two  months'  demonstration  in  the  Lying- 
In-Hospit;.,!  and  attendance  on  fifteen  (15)  cases  of  labor. 

Gynecology — Two  lectures  two  hours  clinic  a  week,  hospital  and  dispensary 
clinics  (sections)  three  times  a  week,  and  two  hours  a  week  for  eight  weeks  in 
dispensary. 

Nose,  Throat  and  Chest — One  clinic  per  week  and  hospital  and  dispensary 
clinic  (sections)  twice  a  week. 

Therapeutics — Three  lectures  a  week. 

Dietetics — One  lecture  a  week  (examination  at  end  of  course). 

Pediatrics — Two  lectures  and  one  clinic  a  week,  clinics  in  dispensaiy  and  in 
St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum. 

Qenito- Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases — One  lecture  and  one  clinic  per 
week. 

Clinical  Laboratory  (original  work) — Microscopical  and  chemical  examina- 
tion of  gastric  contents,  blood,  sputum,  urine,  etc.,  four  periods  a  week  for 
eight  weeks. 

Clinical  Diagnosis — Two  laboratory  periods  a  week  for  eight  weeks. 

Hospital  Practice— Daily  (in  sections)  for  two  months,  8  to  10  A.  M.  and  4 
to  5  P.  M. 

Dispensary  Practice— Two  hours  daily  (in  sections)  for  two  months. 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed,  in  this  or  other  schools,  any  subject  of 
the  Third  Year  Course,  may  be  examined  on  such  after  sufficient  preparation, 
in  the  third  week  of  October. 

Examinations — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the  degree 
will  bo  lield  on  medicine,  surgery,  operative  and  clinical  surgery,  obstetrics, 
gynecology,  nose,  throa*  and  chest,  therapeutics  and  diseases  of  children.

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BIOLOGY,  HISTOLOGY  AND  EMBRYOLOGY. 

Pbof.  Tilghman  B.  Marden,  A.  B.,  M.  D. 

This  department  includes  general  biology,  histology,  embryology  and  medical 
zoology.     Its  worlc  is  confined  to  first  year  students. 

General  Biology  will  be  taught  during  the  first  semester  by  means  of  lectures, 
rt'citations  and  laboratory  demonstrations  and  dissections.  The  lectures  will 
be  upon  the  classification,  origin,  development,  life-history,  and  distribution 
over  space  and  time  of  vegetable  and  animal  life.  The  laboratory  work  will 
include  microscopical  examination  of  the  fern,  spirogyra,  protococcus,  yeast 
and  amoeba;  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  frog  and  cat  or  dog,  as 
types  of  their  respective  classes.  Special  stress  will  be  laid  upon  the  com- 
parative anatomy  and  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  frog,  and  cat  or  dog,  the 
better  to  prepare  the  student  for  a  proper  understanding  and  dissection  of  the 
human  body  which  he  takes  up  in  the  second  semester.  At  the  completion  of 
this  course,  the  student  will  have  acquired  a  foundation  in  anatomical  and 
physiological  knowledge  which  will  be  found  invaluable  as  a  preparation  for 
the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Histology  will  be  taught  throughout  the  entire  session  by  means  of  lectures, 
recitation  and  laboratory  work.  The  most  important  part  of  the  work  will 
be  done  in  the  laboratory  where  each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope 
and  all  apparatus,  staining  fluids,  and  material  necessary  for  the  preparation 
of  specimens  for  microscopical  examination.  Students  are  taught  to  tease 
apart  fresh  tissues,  and  to  mount,  examine  and  sketch  stained  sections  ;  thereby 
acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histological  structure  without  which 
they  would  not  be  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  study  of  pathology  the  following 
session.  Near  the  end  of  the  session  each  student  will  be  required  to  obtain  a 
piece  of  an  organ  from  the  body,  and  to  harden,  embed ,  section,  stain  and  mount 
the  sections  as  an  evidence  of  his  having  acquired  a  knowledge  of  histological 
laboratory  technique.  A  vei-y  important  aid  to  the  laboratory  course  is  the 
projection  microscope  which  is  used  for  the  projection  upon  a  screen  of  magni- 
fied images  of  the  specimens  actually  used  in  the  laboratory.  The  specimens 
prepared  and  mounted  by  each  student  are  his  own  property,  and  each  thus 
obtains  a  complete  set  of  histological  slides  for  future  reference. 

Embryology  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  and  will  consist  in 
the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick,  and  the  fundamental  principles  of 
mammalian  embryology.  In  the  laboratory,  the  hen's  egg  will  be  studied  in 
its  various  stages  of  development,  and  sections  of  the  chick  at  different 
periods  of  incubation  will  be  made  and  studied  microscopically.  The  latter 
part  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  sections  through  different 
regions  of  a  mammal,  and  each  student  Avill  be  required,  as  part  of  his  exam- 
ination, to  recognize  the  different  tissues  and  organs,  and  be  able  to  tell  from 
which  embryonic  layer  each  is  derived.  This  course  is  of  invaluable  assistance 
to  the  student  when  he  later  takes  up  the  study  of  human  embryology  as  part 
of  the  course  on  Obstetrics. 

Medical  Zoology  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  as  a  sequel  to 
the  course  in  general  biology.  In  this  course  the  most  important  unicellular 
and  multicellular  animal  parasites  will  be  considered  with  special  reference  to 
the  disease  which  tiiey  produce  in  man,  such  as  malaria,  trypanosomias-s  or 
sleeping  sickness,  syphilis,  trichinosis,  hookworm  disease,  intestinal  worm 
affections,  etc. 
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ANATOMY. 

Pkofessok  a.  C.  Pole,  M.  D., 
Associate  Professor,  M.  L.  Todd,  M.  D. 
Associate  Professor,  John  Evans,  M.  D. 
Associate  Professor,  E.  D.  West,  M.  D. 
This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  physician  and  surgeon  will 
be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  bo  illustrated  by  a  manikin,  plates, 
dried  preparations,  prepared  specimens,  and  fresh  dissections  on  the  cadaver. 
The  initial  study  in  anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology,  which  will  be 
taught  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  individual  examination 
and  study  of  each  bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in  drawing  the  bones  and 
in  moulding  them  in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and  of  the  skeleton  prepares 
students  for  profitable  work  in  the  anatomical  laboratory,  where,  under  the 
direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy,  they  are  required  to  make  careful 
dissections  of  the  whole  human  body  during  the  first  and  second  years,  one 
part  being  completed  the  first  year,  but  the  major  portion  during  the  second 
year.  Each  student  is  required  to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles, 
ligaments,  blood  vessels,  viscera  and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in 
the  afternoons  between  2.30  and  5  P.  M.  Examinations  and  reviews  are  con- 
ducted in  the  laboratory  at  appropriate  times.  A  course  of  study-room  anatomy 
follows  the  course  in  dissecting.  Each  student,  by  doing  good  work,  has  the 
opportunity  of  earning  in  the  laboratory  and  on  recitations  45  per  cent,  of  the 
Qxtal  examination  on  anatomy. 

Chemistry. 

Prof.  H;  R.  Kreider,  A.  B.,  A.  M.  Ph.  D. 

The  course  in  chemistry,  consisting  of  lectures  and  laboratory  work,  con- 
tinues throughout  the  first  two  years. 

The  first  year's  course  consists  chiefly  of  general  chemistry.  There  will  be 
■at  least  three  lectures  a  week,  and  six  hours  of  laboratory  work  will  be 
required  each  week.  In  the  laboratory  the  student  will  perform  the  experi- 
ments discussed  in  the  lectures.  A  careful  record  of  all  work  will  be  kept  by 
each  student  in  a  neat  note  book,  which  will  be  examined  frequently  by  the 
professor  in  charge.  There  will  be  thorough  quizzing  from  time  to  time  to 
see  that  each  student  keeps  pace  with  the  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  there  will  be  a  brief  course  in  Qualitative  Chem- 
istry. 

The  second  year  will  be  devoted  to  Organic  Chemistry.  During  the  first 
semester  there  will  be  three  lectures  a  week,  and  six  hours  in  laboratory 
work.  During  the  second  semester  at  least  one  hour  a  week  will  be  devoted 
to  lectures. 

Physiology. 

Prof.  G.  Milton  Linthicum,  A.  B.,  A.  M.,  M.  D. 

Lecturer,  John  G.  Jeffers,  M.  D., 

Associate  and  Demonstrator,  H.  Eatmond  Spencer,  M.  D. 

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  of  the  course.     The 

classes  are  instructed  separately,  by  lectures,  recitations,  written  reviews  and 

demonstrations. 
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The  first  class  year  is  met  by  Prof.  Liiithicum  and  Dr.  Jefters  three  times  a 
■week  during  the  entire  year.  The  instruction  covers  the  general  principles  of 
Animal  Physiology,  considering  in  order  the  blood,  circulation,  respiration, 
digestion,  absorption,  excretion  and  animal  heat.  The  lectures  are  illustrated 
by  specimens,  plates,  models,  etc. 

The  second  year  class  is  met  three  times  weekly  dui'ing  the  session  by 
Prof.  Linthicum  and  Dr.  Spencer.  This  class  enters  more  exhaustively  into 
the  work  of  the  previous  year,  and  deals  particulai-ly  with  the  study  of  the 
Nervous  and  Muscular  system,  Internal  secretions.  Metabolism,  Mental  Func- 
tions, Generation,  Development  and  Special  Senses. 

This  course  is  intended  to  correlate  and  associate  the  physiological  and 
pathological  conditions,  so  that  frequent  references  are  made  to  the  abnormal 
by  the  teacher,  thus  to  fix  the  mind  of  the  student  upon  this  practical 
relationship. 

The  class  is  divided  into  groups  for  working  in  the  newly  equipped  physio- 
logical laboratory,  where  each  student  of  the  second  year  must  perform 
experiments,  mentioned  during  the  course,  illustrating  and  demonstrating  to 
himself  the  facts  as  presented  by  the  lecturer.  This  laboratory  is  under  the 
supervision  of  the  Chair  of  Physiology,  with  Dr.  Spencer  devoting  liis  entire 
time  to  teaching  in  the  laboratory. 

This  laboratory  has  been  equipped  with  ample  apparatus  of  modern  type ; 
sufficient  animals  for  all  necessary  work  will  be  supplied  for  the  experimental 
work. 


PHYSIOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY  AND  PHARMACOLOGY. 

Peof.  E.  L.  Whitney,  M.  D., 
Demonstbator  H.  C.  Houck,  M.  D. 

Physiological  Chemistry — Sophomore  students  will  pursue  this  study 
during  the  second  semester.  Lectures  will  be  given  four  times  per  week  on 
the  various  compounds  met  with  under  physiological  and  pathological  con- 
ditions, the  general  conditions  underlying  the  normal  and  perverted  functions 
of  the  body,  the  results  of  perverted  functions  and  the  methods  of  determin- 
ing the  same. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course.  The 
course  will  include  a  study  of  the  chemical  nature  of  the  three  classes  of 
organic  food  stuff  and  the  most  important  products  of  their  decomposition ; 
digestion  and  its  products,  the  chemistry  of  the  organs,  the  blood,  and  the 
chemistry  of  the  secretions  and  excretions,  with  especial  reference  to  thosc 
available  for  purposes  of  diagnosis. 

The  student  will  be  expected  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the 
simpler  instruments  required  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  ureao- 
meter,  urinometer,  saccharometer,  albuminometer,  spectroscope  and  polari- 
scope. 
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Pharmacology  will  be  taught  during  the  third  year,  the  class  being  divided 
into  sections.  The  work  will  consist  of  the  group  reactions  of  drugs,  the 
identification  of,  and  tests  for,  some  of  the  more  important  and  the  effects  of 
as  many  as  can  be  well  studied  upon  animals.  The  results  will  be  controlled 
by  the  use  of  the  various  instruments  of  precision,  and  tracings  taken  of 
the  changes  produced  in  the  circulatory,  respiratory  and  neuro-muscular 
system.  Animals  are  furnished  for  all  necessary  experiments.  Students  will 
be  encouraged  to  take  up  and  carry  on  special  study  along  original  lines. 

Clinical  Chemistry  and  Microscopy. — In  the  pursuit  of  this  practical 
course  the  fourth-year  class  will  be  divided  into  four  sections  and  the  session 
into  four  periods  of  eight  weeks  each,  each  section  being  required  to  work  in 
the  clinical  laboratory  for  one  period.  The  practical  application  of  the  prin- 
ciples alreadj'  learned  in  the  course  in  Physiological  Chemistry  and  Microscopy 
will  be  taught.  Each  student  will  be  expected  to  make  examinations  of 
stomach  contents,  urine,  blood,  etc.,  in  each  case  so  far  as  possible,  procuring 
his  own  specimens  of  blood,  stomach  contents,  etc.,  from  the  patient  assigned 
him  in  the  Hospital  or  Dispensary.  The  laboratory  and  instructor  will  be 
available  at  all  times,  and  opportunity  will  be  given  to  those  wishing  it  to  pur- 
sue their  investigations  as  fully  as  they  may  wish. 

During  this  course  Haematology  will  be  taken  up  and  cases  assigned  to 
members  of  the  section  for  continued  study.  The  morphology,  parisitology, 
serology  of  the  blood  are  considered  in  detail,  the  student  taught  heematolog- 
ical  technique  and  to  interpret  the  result  of  laboratory  findings.  The  more 
important  results  in  the  study  of  immunity  are  explained  by  lecture  and 
demonstration. 

Quizzes  and  conferences  are  held  occasionally  to  more  firmly  fix  the  subject 
in  the  mind  and  to  make  clear,  points  not  fully  understood. 

Pathology  and  Bacteriology. 

S.  M.  Cone,  A.  B.,  M.  D. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in  General 
Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and  prepare  them 
for,  the  intelligent  study  of  special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  apparatus, 
and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  microscope.  The 
laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the  microscopic  exami- 
nation of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections  ready  for  mounting, 
showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tissue  nect-osis.  Then  will 
follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and  infiltrations,  beginning 
with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the  various  modifications  of  fatty, 
mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  calcareous  changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  in  the  third  year  concurrently  with  the 
other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  diseases  of 
the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidneys  and  lungs— and  the 
infective  granulomata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 
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A  special  feature  of  t'le  work  in  histology,  physiology  and  pathology  will  be 
the  use  of  the  new  projection  microscoj^ie,  by  means  of  which  each  soecimen  for 
the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  (5,000)  diameters  and  pro- 
jected on  a  screen  in  a  darltened  room. 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square  feet. 
Specimens  will  thus  be  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher  prior  to  individual 
microscopic  study. 

Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens  and  by  autopsies, 
which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the  whole 
class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly  describe 
and  report  thereon. 

Bacteriology. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures,  by 
means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  proper- 
ties and  classification  of  bacteria,  are  given.  The  more  important  part  of  the 
work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the  making  of 
culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting  and  examination  of  bacteria,  the  inocu- 
lation of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  examination,  the  inocula- 
tion of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  sterilization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept  con- 
stantly in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation  experi- 
ments on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autopsied  and 
examined,  so  as  to  demonstrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on  the  various 
organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and  mounted,  each 
student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  staining  fluids. 

Laboratory  and  Practical  Work.

A  depKjsit  of  ten  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  laboratories, 
to  Insure  against  loss  of  keys  of  lockers,  i-eturn  of  apparatus,  breakage  and 
damage  to  College  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost,  and  all 
returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  money  is  returned.  All  loss  by  break- 
age, damage  to  College  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the  balance  returned. 
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Materia  Medica. 

Prof.  William  Caspari,  Ph.  G.,  M.  D. 
Materia  Medica  is  taught  in  the  second  year,  by  lectures,  recitations  and 
laboratory  work.  Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection  of 
the  class,  that  students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  In  prac- 
tice. They  are  taught  the  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations,  doses  and 
modes  of  administration. 


Therapeutics. 

Pbof.  E.  B.  Freeman,  M.  D. 

Therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final  exami- 
nation on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

Because  of  the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  instruction  in  it  extends 
over  the  third  and  fourth  years.  Being  a  science  of  such  vast  scope  and  ever 
extending  by  research  and  discovery,  much  attention  and  care  are  given  in 
teaching  it,  that  graduate.'^  may  rationally  apply  remedies  to  the  alleviation 
and  care  of  diseases. 

Medicine.

In  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,  pursued  by  lectures, 
recitations,  reviews  and  thorough  laboratory  woi-k,  qualify  students  to  intelli- 
gently and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third  year. 

Medical  Diagnosis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years;  medical 
topography  in  the  second  year  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of  the 
normal  body,  their  normal  signs  and  general  symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topogi-aphy.  The  instruc- 
tion is  extended  in  the  third  year  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs  and  symp- 
toms occurring  in  disease. 

Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pursue  laboratory  courses 
in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  bodj%  each  student 
being  required  to  personallj'  examine  the  brain,  arteries,  heart,  lungs,  addom- 
iiial  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach  and  intestines,  and  to 
locate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.  This  laboratory  course  in  phy- 
sical examination  of  the  normal  body  will  qualifj-  the  students  for  the  intelli- 
gent and  profitable  study  of  diseases  in  the  hospital  and  dispensary  course  of 
the  fourth  or  senior  year. 
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Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine  are  taught  during 
the  third  and  fourth  years.  During  the  third  year,  recitations  are  required 
on  diseases  of  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver,  pancreas,  spleen,  kidneys.  These 
subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students  at  the  end  of  this  year  are  qualified 
to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year.  The  classification 
adopted  being  after  a  natural  order  and  simple,  enables  students  to  group 
knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will.  In  regular  order,  local, 
organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are  considered.  Reviews  are  given 
weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  twice  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections  In 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside  clinics, 
students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examination  and  diag- 
nosis of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  session  with 
senior  students  on  Fridays.  Students  are  required  to  report  at  the  hospital 
at  9  A.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned  to  cases  in  the  wards,  each  student 
being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is  required  to  examine  carefully,  mak- 
ing record  of  examination  as  to  previous  history,  present  illness,  physical 
examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart;  of  abdomen — stomach,  bowels, 
liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  suggest  treatment. 
At  12  M.  the  section  reports  in  conference,  in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each 
student  reads  his  paper  in  the  presence  of  the  class,  criticisms  being  made  by 
the  teacher  and  students.  Students  have  the  opportunity  of  earning  50  per 
cent,  on  their  final  examination  on  reviews  and  practical  work  in  medicine. 

Nervous  and  Mental  Diseases  and  Psychiatry  are  taught  during  the  third  year 
by  Profs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teachers  of  extensive  clinical 
experience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attending 
phiysicians  at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield  State 
Hospital  for  the  Insane,  both  among  the  largest  and  best  institutions  of  the 
kind  in  this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  Nose,  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology,  laryngology  and  the 
chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  subject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material  being 
abundant.     In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  the  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  personal 
direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics  are  sup- 
plemented by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sistei-s  of 
Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing  250 
infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this  College, 
and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section  work  in 
that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  are  held  there ;  interesting  cases 
are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any  public  clinic 
or  dispensary. 
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St.  Joseph's  German  Hospital — Permission  has  been  kindly  granted  by  the 
authorities  of  this  Hospital  of  two  hundred  and  ten  (210)  inmates  for  use  of  its 
clinical  material  for  the  instruction  of  our  students  in  medicine,  surgery  and 
gynecology. 

Hygiene  and  Public  Health  are  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine  infection,  inoculation,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and  cleanli- 
ness of  cities  and  towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions,  venti- 
lation of  houses  and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work, 
recreation  and  sleep,  will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  j'ear  by  a  prominent  mem- 
ber of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand,  how 
to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to  undergo 
ci'oss-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel,  who  gives 
a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis  and 
treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside  clinics 
and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion,  auscultation, 
rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy  and  to  diagnose  disease.     (See  page  25.) 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  seniors,  in  sections  daily ;  they  are  assigned 
to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily  work  of 
the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  symptoms,  treatment, 
etc.     This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work.

In  the  course  upon  the  eminently  practical  branch  of  Principles  and  Practice 
of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand  the  broad 
principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice  of  the  art. 

During  the  third  year  lectures  are  given  by  Professor  Warfield,  who  endeavors 
to  come  in  contact  with  each  student  and  help  him  to  a  correct  understanding 
of  the  subject.  In  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a  correct  foundation  for  the 
ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and  reviews ; 
and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor  of  Surgery 
ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension  of  surgery. 
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This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  dispensary,  where  the  Professor 
and  assistants,  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing  wounds, 
use  of  splints,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical  operations. 
Students  of  Senior  class  are  required  to  work  in  hospital  daily  8  to  10  A.  M., 
ih  dressing  cases  assigned  them. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students,  due 
attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients  for 
operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc.  Seniors  are  required 
to  do  practical  surgical  work  in  the  dispensary. 

Surgical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and  Prof. 
Warfleld — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  operations  and 
the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners  are  required 
to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery,  members  of  the 
senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and  required  to  treat  the 
common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the  Professor  in  charge. 
Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of  ansethetics,  surgical 
technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for  operation,  methods  of  sur- 
gical diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of  special  operations  to  the  exclu- 
sion of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary  in  preparing  for  operations  and 
the  after-treatment. 

Operative  Surgery  is  taught  in  the  fourth  year  by  lectures  and  a  complete 
laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams  and 
demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be  the  more 
clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work  in  the 
laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laboratory  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  Gnabrace  all  important  minor 
and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to  perform 
these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  operative  surgery. 
The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections,  and  students  required  to  perform  in 
regular  order  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints,  litgation  of  arte- 
ries, trephining,  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax,  abdomen,  stomach, 
intestines,  liver,  gall-gladder  and  ducts,  vermiform  appendix,  kidneys,  bladder, 
male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum  and  rectum. 

Clinical  Surgery  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks,  during 
which  each  member  of  a  section  of  the  third-year  class  will  be  required  to 
perform,  on  animals,  under  anesthesia,  all  important  operations,  the  same 
aseptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operations  on  the  human  being. 

Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course  of 
operative  surgery.  Instruments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  explained, 
splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  presented  and  applied.  Casts 
of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials  explained  and 
different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and  students. 

Gynecology  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  recita- 
tions, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology  holds 
two  hours'  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in  gyne- 
cology, the  senior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  in  the  dispepsary. 
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Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  worlt  in  the  hospital  is  done  in  the  operating  room,  where  Pro- 
fessor Perry,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology,  vagi- 
nal, uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section  and  hysterectomy.  Espe- 
cial care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various  plastic  oper- 
ations in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family  practice  and 
which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  imnediclne  and 
surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction  will  be 
given  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiology,  elect^-o- 
pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Kay. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and  dis- 
pensary practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — Lectures  and  clinics  on  Orthoepa?dic  Surgery  are  given 
by  Professor  Cone. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  lectures  and  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  rectum 
and  anus,  operations  on  hemmorrhoids,  fistula?,  rectal  strictures,  malignant 
diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc.,  by  Professor  Linthicum. 

Genito-  Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth 
years  by  lectures,  clinics,  demonstrations  and  attendance  of  cases  in  the  hos- 
pital and  dispensary.     Modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  used. 

Obstetrics. 

Prof.  J.  M.  H.  Rowland,  M.  D. 

This  subject  of  transcendent  importance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of  exten- 
sive experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students  in  all 
essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates,  diagrams, 
wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and  reviews.  Students 
will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  presentations  and  positions. 
This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over  two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the  demon- 
strator of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  presentations 
and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of  delivery,  abnormal 
presentations,  with  modes  of  deliveiy  in  each,  version,  application  of  forceps, 
and  all  other  manipulations  necessary  for  safe  delivery.  Models  and  diagrams 
will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipulations 
under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends  to 
end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female,  clinics 
ai-e  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third  year  students  are 
summoned  to  the  lying-in  department  and  required  to  auscultate  the  fa?tal 
heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  examine  the  mammae 
and  uterus  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born  infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics  in 
obstetrics. 
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Professor  Rowland  conducts  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of  labor 
occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of  practice 
do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in  midwifery, 
special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in  clinical  obstet- 
rics. Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding-houses  to  the 
Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur.  Whilst  in  the 
lying-in  chamber  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of  presentation  and 
position,  observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor,  assist  the  accoucher 
in  natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning,  in  arresting  hemor- 
rhage, in  removing  placeut;e.  and  in  the  various  operations  rendered  imper- 
ative in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in  an 
average  of  fifteen  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  with  pardon- 
able pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  gi-aduates  of  this  College  have  a  prac- 
tical knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  competent  to  enter 
any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  practice  of 
obstetrics. 

The  Out-Door  Obstetric  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetri- 
cian of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the 
hospital,  and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches  these  cases  are  assigned 
to  students  of  the  senior  class,  who- are  required  to  assume  chai'ge  of  them, 
under  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during 
and  after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assist- 
ant. Students  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations  and  record 
all  observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presenta- 
tion of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  dem- 
onstrator of  obstetrics  or  resident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holders 
thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage  on  their  final  examinations.  Jlembers  of 
our  recent  senior  Class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door 
department.  During  the  session  .just  closed  524  deliveries  were  attended  by 
our  senior  class,  of  which  224  occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital, 
and  300  in  the  out-door  obstetric  department.  Each  senior  saw  an  average 
of  fifteen  (35)  cases  of  labor,  and  some  as  many  as  thirty  (30)  ;  each  mem- 
ber of  the  junior  class  saw  three  cases. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Practice. 

In  addition  to  attendance  on  the  regular  clinics,  every  member  of  the 
senior  class  is  required  to  serve  a  term  of  interneship  of  two  months  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital,  reporting  daily,  at  the  liospital.  during  his  term 
of  service  and  attending  the  cases  and  work  assigned  him. 

This  work  embraces  the  usual  routine  hospital  duties — physical  exami- 
nations, history-writing,  blood  pressure,  blood  examination,  bandaging, 
dressing,  surgical  cases,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  cases  for  opera- 
tions, assisting  in  opei-ations.  and  other  work  necessary  t^o  familiarize 
students  with  the  duties  of  physicians  and  surgeons  in  practice.  Seniors 
will  also  be  required  while  doing  interne  work  to  go  with  the  hospital  am- 
bulance in  cases  of  emergency  or  accident,  bringing  such  cases  to  the 
hospital. 
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This  hospital  work  will  be  done  before  10  A.  M.  and  after  3  P.  M.,  so  as 
rot  to  interfere  with  the  necessary  attendance  on  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions. 

Our  aim  is  to  develop,  by  this  hospital-training,  self-reliance  and  practical 
ability  in  our  graduates. 

Practical  work  is  also  done  by  all  seniors,  on  afternoons,  in  sections,  in 
-the  Maryland  I>.ving-In  Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  The  South 
Baltimore  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  St.  Jo.seph's  German  Hospital,  and  the 
College  dispensary. 


THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  course  is  optional.) 

The  lecttirrti  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Thur.sda.y.  September  1st,  1910,  and  continue  until  September  20, 1910. 

This  course  consists  of  laborator.v  work,  clinical  lectures,  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater 
i-e(iuirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  the  Course  lectures 
will  be  delivered  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical 
obstetrics,  clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical 
ophthalmology,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  the  rectum.    During  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course — 

Ist-year  .students  work  in  the  laboratories  of  Histology.  Bacteriology 

and  Osteology; 
2d-year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology ; 
3d-year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Operative  and  Clinical  Surgery, 

and  Pharmacology; 
4th-year  students  in  the  Clinical  laborator.v.   Clinical  Obstetrics,   Hos- 
pital and  Dispensary. 


Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students  Thursday,  September 
1st.  Laboratory  work  done  in  September  is  deducted  from  that  required 
for  the  following  Regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be 
done  by  students  during  the  month  of  September  without  increasing  their 
college  expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course 
when  possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter 
Course,  that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of 
medicine. 

FALL   EXAMINATIONS. 

Regular  Fall  examinations  on  conditioned  subjects  are  held  for  students 
entitled  to  take  them,  after  sufficient  preparation. 
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GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  de- 
portment, twenty-one  years  of  age.  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees 
due  the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

An  examination  fee  of  thirty  (.?30)  dollars  is  also  retiuired  of  all  fourth- 
year  students. 

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required  and  from  this  rule  no  devia- 
tion is  permitted.  Students  are  requested  to  pay  fees  with  cash,  or  cash- 
ier's draft  or  money  order. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter  our 
senior  class  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  paj-  a  total  of  $155.00 ;  those 
not  desiring  to  graduate  will  be  required  to  pay  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dol'ars  (.$125.00)  and  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved 
"Post-Graduate  Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
required  to  pav  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the 
si)ecial  "Post-Graduate  Certificate"  at  the  end  of  the  cour.se.  they  may 
receive  it  on  payment  of  twenty  dollars  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made ;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

"Special"  Students. 

Students  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  will  be  admitted  without 
preliminary  examination  to  the  whole  or  part  of  the  course:  they  will  be 
registered  as  'special"  students  and  such  courses  will  not  be  permitted  to 
count  as  one  of  the  courses  required  for  the  degree. 

The  "Qehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Fredericka  Gehrmann.  two  free  scholarships 
liave  been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  com- 
petitive examinations  to  be  held  in  May,  1911,  on  practical  laboratory 
work,  and  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensn!:^g 
session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examinations  on  Biolooil  and  Ilistoloijii,  Einhn/olor/y.  Medical  Zool- 
f)VV,  Chemistry  and  Bacteiolofjy ;  one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ovd-year  course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy, 
rinisiolony.  Chemistry  and  Physiological  Chemistry.

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  I'eward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medi- 
cine, sxirgery  and  obstetrics,  the  degree  of  M.  D.  Magna  Cum  Laude  will  be 
conferred  upon  the  student  passing  the  best  final  examination ;  and  the 
degree  of  M.  D.  Cinn  Laude,  on  the  next  four  students  passing  the  best 
final  examinations,  the  names  of  such  appearing  on  the,  programme,  and 
in  the  ensuing  catalogue  in  order  of  their  respective  merit. 

Prizes. 

The  firxt  Collcf;c  prize,  a  <iohl  medal,  will  he  awarded  the  student  passing 
the  best  general  examination. 

The  Warfield  Surgical  Prize — An  operating  case  will  be  presented  by 
Professor  R.  'NV.  Warfield  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
suri;ery. 

The  Perry  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
by  Profpssf)r  W.  B.  Perry  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
gjaiecology. 

The  Eowland  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
by  Professor  J.  M.  H.  Rowland  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examina- 
tion in  obstetrics. 

The  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments  will 
be  presented  by  Professor  A.  C.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore 
class  doing  the  best  work  on  practical  anatomy.  At  the  end  of  the  session 
just  closed  this  prize  was  awarded  to  Mr.  H.  B«yd  Wylie.  of  Maryland. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  so  listed  on  the  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  the  Commencement. 

Matriculation  by  Mail. 

Credentials  (described  on  pages  8  and  9)  entitling  students  to  register  without 
examination  may  be  forwarded  by  mail.  On  receipt  they  will  be  exam- 
ined, recoixled  and  students  informed  of  their  value  in  "points,"  as  required 
by  the  College  Association.  Students  are  advised  to  register  by  mail  in 
this  way.  in  advance  of  coming  so  as  to  be  I'eady  to  enter  upon  their 
studies  on  arrival  at  the  College.  We  will  be  pleased  to  attend  to  their 
matriculation  if  they  will  promptly  forward  their  credentials  by  mail. 

Selection  of  Seats  in  Advance  by  Mail. 

Seats  in  the  lecture  hall  and  amphitheatre  are  numbered,  the  numbers 
beginning  at  the  front,  and  students  desiring  seats  near  the  lecturer  can 
obtain  such  by  forwarding  matriculation  fee  of  fiw  ($.5)  dollars:  upon 
receipt  of  which  their  names  will  be  registered  and  seats  assigned  them  in 
order  of  such  registration.  Perfect  order  in  seating  is  thus  insured;  each 
student  is  guaranteed  his  seat,  and  unseemly  haste  is  not  required  to  ob- 
tain it.

Young  Men's  Christian  Association. 

A  branch  of  the  Central  Y.  M.  C.  A.  is  maintained  in  this  College. 

Under  Y.  M.  C.  A.  management  a  students'  club  is  maintained.  A  good 
reading  room  with  the  leading  magazines  and  daily  newspapers  is  open  to 
all  Students  of  the  College.  Socials  are  held  each  week.  The  club  is  non- 
sectarian,  its  aim  being  to  create  a  higher  moral  tone  among  medical 
students. 

The  association  also  welcomes  new  students  at  the  opening  of  the  term, 
and  lists  of  suitable  student  boarding-liouses  are  Ivept  for  reference.  The 
association  Hand-Book.  containing  much  information  of  value  to  students, 
is  issued  at  the  opening  of  the  Fall  Term.

One  Resident  Obstetrician  of  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital. 
One  Hospital  Pathologist. 
Clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

Special    Externes. 

A  limited  number  of  students  will  be  received  as  Special  Externes  during 
the  months  of  May,  June,  July  and  August.  They  room  and  board  outside 
of  the  hospital  in  its  immediate  vicinity,  and  visit  the  hospital  daily  or  as 
often  as  is  necessary  in  attendance  upon  medical,  surgical,  gynecological 
and  other  cases  assigned  to  them :  in  ambulance  work,  they  are  brought  in 
contact  with  emergency  cases ;  and  in  other  hospital  work  usually  required 
of  medical  men,  for  their  professional  ti-aining. 

Juniors  or  Seniors,  desiring  to  avail  themselves  of  the  privileges  of 
Special  Externes  are  required  to  qualify  as  such  by  paying  in  advance 
the  matriculation  fee  of  five  ($5)  dollars  and  the  laboratory  fee  of  twenty 
($20)  dollars  for  the  ensuing  year.  These  fees  on  payment  are  placed  to 
the  credit  of  the  student  for  the  ensuing  session. 
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Examinations  on  WorJc  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  or  about  May  lOt'i, 
and  must  be  taken  as  scheduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  course.  Students 
whose  accounts  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  ta!:e 
the  examinations. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the  final  examination  on  any 
subject  until  they  shall  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  laboratory  work 
I'equired  on  such  subjects. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics  for  those  who  care  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  exercises. 


The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candi- 
dates who  are  x>resent  at  the  "Commencement"  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any 
time  during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Degrees  will  be  conferred  only  at  a  general  commencement  at  the  end  of 
the  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
onhj  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labo- 
ratory work,  demonstrations  and  examinations  required  during  the  session, 
and  have  complied  with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attend- 
ance given  until  matriculation  has  been  completed  and  bills  due  the  College 
paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  status  of  students  entering  from  other  medical  colleges  is  fixed  by 
credentials  received  from  such  colleges. 

When  it  cannot  be  determined  wlio  is  individually  responsible  for  dam- 
ages to  College  property  a  pro  rata  charge  will  be  made  to  those  who  may 
have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  I'eserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable,  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims 
upon,  this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate, 
retain  or  graduate  students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental, 
moral  or  general  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are 
advised  to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  draft.  The  College 
will  not  endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  College  business  is  trans- 
acted at  the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  at  four  dollars  (.?4.00)  per  week. 

A  list  of  boarding-houses  carefully  selected  by  the  faculty  and  the 
•'Young  Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the 
College  Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  Secretary  in  the  Dean's  offlce. 
Students  may  obtain  their  choice  in  location,  distance  and  price. 
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The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  iiccord  with  the  desii'o  of  parents,  guar- 
dians and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown 
around  the  young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  ard  expense,  students,  on  arriving 
in  the  city,  are  i-equested  to  have  tlieir  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore 
Medical  College.  N.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue,"  where 
it  will  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  suitable  boarding-houses  have 
been  selected ;  and  to  promptly  report  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the 
purpose  of  registering  their  names,  selecting  good  i)oarding-houss  and 
avoiding  unnecessary  hotel  expenses.

(ountries:  Canada,  Mexico,  Cuba.  Costa  Rica,  Germany,  Syria,  and  Japan.

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  has  a  Law  Department  (see  page  3ii)  a 
Dental  Department  (see  page  3.5),  and  a  Xurses'  Training  School  (see 
page  34). 

FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCTION. 

The  modern  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adapta- 
bility to  medical  education,  fronting  on  Linden  avenue.  Madison  and  How- 
ard streets,  are  ad.jaceut  to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building 
to  building,  without  loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement 
weather. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Madison  street 
and  Linden  avenue,  is  the  administration  building,  containing  the  Dean's 
Dllice  and  faculty  room ;  an  ideal  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical 
medicine,  surgery  and  gynecology  and  the  college  dispensary. 
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The  College  Bl:lding  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madi- 
son street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hos- 
pitals, contains  our  dental  department,  an  anatomical  ampJiitheatre,  an  ana- 
tomical laboratory,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time,  and  laboratory 
of  Operative  Surgery.  Our  laboratories  cover  12.000  square  feet  of  floor 
space. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  controlled  by  this  College,  situated  on 
Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison  street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  cairac- 
ity  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  (150)  beds,  and  is  so  arranged  that  patients 
may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the  amphithea- 
tre. This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form  of 
indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special  operating 
and  dressing  rooms  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical 
instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  for  locating 
foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water.  Dressings 
and  opei'atious  occupy  a  large  portion  of  each  day. 

The  Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital,  ad.ioining  the  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital, is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  filled 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundred  and 
twenty-four  (224)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  year. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary'  treats  21,000  indigent  pa- 
tients annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexahustible  clinic  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary,  ad- 
vanced students  visit  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction 
of  the  dispensary  physician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
l)atients.  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill,  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asy'lum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution,  contain- 
ing 250  infants  and  children,  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by 
the  Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  oppor- 
tunities for  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

Bay  View  Hospital.  The  liberal  decision  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
Bayview  Hospital,  containing  two  thousand  (2.000)  beds,  to  place  at  the 
disposal  of  this  College  its  extensive  and  varied  clinical  material  marks  a 
decided  advance  in  its  already  liberal  clinical  facilities. 

Our  senior  students  will  attend  regular  ward  instruction  and  clinics  there 
•riven  by  our  faculty  and  the  Bayview  staff. 

The  Insane  Department  of  this  Hospital  contains  two  hundred  and  fifty 
(250)  beds;  and  the  separate  departments  for  infectious  diseases,  including 
tuberculosis,  offer  opportunities  for  safe  and  invaluable  instruction  to  stu- 
dents. 


BALTIMOKE   MEDICAL   COLLEGE.  I 

NEW  LABORATORY  BUILDING. 

Completed  in  1909.  is  four  stories  high,  situated  on  N.  Howard  street. 
nearly  opposite  to  the  present  College  Building.  This  building  is  64  feet  x 
94  feet;  it  contains  on  the  basement  floor  a  well-equipped  physiological 
laboratory ;  on  the  first  floor  two  lecture  rooms,  a  surgical  laboratory  and  a 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  room  for  students ;  on  the  second  floor  a  lecture  room,  library 
and  office  for  the  Law  Deiiartmeut,  as  well  as  a  large  room  for  the  patho- 
logical nuiseum :  on  the  third  floor  a  laboratory  45  feet  x  04  feet  for  his- 
tology and  pathology,  and  a  store  room :  on  the  fourth  floor  a  laboratory  of 
the  same  dimensions  for  chemistry. 

This  building  is  conveniently  situated  and  specially  constructed  for  lab- 
oratory work. 

It  is  completely  equipped  with  one  hundred  and  fourteen  microscopes, 
nine  spectroscopes,  a  polariscope,  four  hundred  and  twenty  (420)  lockers, 
balances  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 

REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordance  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  .Vmerican  Medical 
Colleges."  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must 
present  (by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival)  — 

(A)  A  Bachelor's  Degree  from  an  approved  college  or  university;  or, 

(B)  A  Diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  scool  or  academy, 
received  after  four  years  of  study,  embracing  not  less  than  two  years  (4 
points)  of  Latin,  two  years  (4  points)  of  Mathematics,  two  years  (4  points) 
of  English,  one  year  (2  points)  of  History,  one  year  (2  points)  of  Physics, 
and  six  years  (12  points)  of  further  credit  in  language,  literature,  history 
or  science;  or 

(C)  An  examination  in  the  following  branches: 

(a)  Required  subjects  to  sixteen  (16)  points,  as  follows: 
Mathematics,   (2  years),  4  points. 

English  (2  years).  Grammar,  Rhetoric,  Composition,  4  points. 

Latin  (2  years).  Grammar,  prose  Composition,  four  books  of  Cfesar  or 
equivalent ;  or  instead  of  two  years  of  Latin,  students  may  offer  the  follow- 
ing :  Elements  of  Latin  Grammar,  and  four  years  of  French  or  German  or 
its  full  equivalent,  4  points. 

Physics  (1  year),  with  laboratory  work,  2  points. 

History  (1  year).  2  points. 

(b)  Optional  subjects  to  fourteen  (14)  points,  as  follows:  English  lan- 
guage and  literature,  2  years  in  addition  to  required  4  points,  4  points; 
History  (3  years,  including  Civics  and  Political  Economy),  6  points;  Lan- 
guage (Latin.  German,  French,  Spanish  or  Greek,  4  years;  not  less  than  one 
.vear.  2  points,  in  any  one),  8  points;  Natural  Science  (1  year)  ;  Biology  (1 
year)  or  Botany  and  Zoology  (%  year  each),  2  points;  Physical  Science: 
Chemi-stry  or  Physics  (1  year).  2  points;  Physiolog.v  and  Hygiene  (i-. 
year).  1  point;  Trigonometry  (%  year),  1  point;  Astronomy  (%  year).  1 
point:  Geology  (%  year),  1  point;  Physical  Geography  (%  year),  1  point; 
Drawing  (%  year),  1  point;  Solid  Geometry  (i,^  year),  1  point. 
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Students  not  huving  diplomas  or  satisfactory  certificates  may  be  exam- 
ined for  entrance  at  tlie  "College  Preparatory  School,"  714  N.  Howard 
Street,  by  Dr.  B.  Deichmann,  State  Examiner,  at  9  A.  M.,  Saturday,  on  any 
of  the  following  dates :  August  5,  September  2,  September  23,  October  7  and 
October  21. 

(One  point  in  any  subject  in  a  high  school  or  academic  course  demands 
not  less  than  five  periods,  per  week,  of  45  minutes  each,  for  eighteen 
weeks. ) 

(D)  Certificates  of  the  Association  of  American  Universities;  of  princi- 
pals of  accredited  high  schools,  normal  schools,  academies ;  of  superintend- 
ents of  public  schools;  of  reputailc  instructors  recognized  by  superintend- 
ents of  public  instruction  of  district,  city  or  State,  or  of  any  State  Board  of 
Medical  Examiners,  icill  be  accepted  in  lieu  of  any  part  'of,  or  all  of  the 
above  examination. 

In  States  where  medical  students'  certificates  are  issued  under  legal  pro- 
visions, students  are  advised  to  qualify  themselves  under  such  laws  iirior  to 
beginning  the  study  of  medicine ;  such  certificates  entitle  them  to  admission 
without  examination. 

Students  matriculating  prior  to  January  1st,  1912,  will  be  permitted  to 
enter  on  their  medical  work  conditioned  in  not  more  than  six  (6)  points, 
and  these  conditions  must  be  removed  by  satisfactory  examination  or  certifi- 
cate before  they  are  permitted  to  enter  upon  the  second  year  of  their  med- 
ical course.  Students  matriculating  after  January  1st,  1912,  will  be  re- 
quired to  enter  free  of  all  conditions. 

(1  "point"  equals  2  "counts"  ;  hence,  30  "points"  required  by  the  Associa- 
tion of  American  Jledical  Colleges  are  numerically  identical  in  value  to  the 
60  "counts"  required  by  the  New  York  Regents  for  a  student's  certificate.) 

To  avoid  nnnecessary  delay,  students  entitled  under  the  above  provisions 
to  matriculate  without  examination  are  requested  either  to  bring  their 
diplomas  or  certificates  of  exemption  tcith  them  and  present  them  on  arrival 
at  the  College,  or  to  forward  them  to  the  College,  by  mail,  in  advance, 
should  they  prefer  to  do  so.  This  simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable 
time. 

COURSES  OF   INSTRUCTION   GIVEN. 

Two  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows : 

1st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Friday,  September 
1,  1911,  and  end  Wednesday,  September  20,  1911.  Attendance  upon  this 
course  is  optional  to  students.     (See  page  23.) 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  Wednesday,  Septem- 
ber 20,  1911.  at  8  P.  M..  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  June  1.  1912. 
This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree. 

TIME  OF  STUDY   REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Col- 
leges," and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses 
ot  eight  months  each  in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying 
for  graduation. 

Students  from  approved  medical  schools  who  shall  have  pursued  their 
previous  courses  in  colleges  beginning  in  October  or  November  are  credited 
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on  entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  year 
brnnclies.  completed  in  snoh  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical  Col- 
leges, and  only  to  students  entitled  to  advanced  standing  in  such  colleges.

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Examinations — Fiual  examiuations  leading  to  the  degree  will  be  held 
at  the  end  of  the  session  on  anatomy,  physiology,  chemistry  and  toxicology, 
physiological  chemistry,  materia  medica,  general  pathology,  and  medical 
topography  (normal  human  body),  on  all  of  which  laboratory  work  and 
recitations  may  count  50  per  cent,  on  the  examination.

Reviews  or  quizzes  on  first  and  second  year  branches  will  be  conducted 
daily,  9  to  10  A.  M.,  preparatory  for  State  Board  examinations  on  those 
sub.iects. 

Seniors  who  may  not  have  completed  in  this  or  other  schools  any  subject 
of  the  third-year  course  may  be  examined  on  such  after  sufficient  prepara- 
tion in  the  third  week  of  October. 

Examinations — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the 
degree  will  be  held  on  medicine,  surgery,  operative  and  clinical  surgery, 
obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  therapeutics,  and  diseases  of 
children. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  BALTIMORE  LAW  SCHOOL. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  and  the  Baltimore  Law  School  have  formed 
an  affiliation  on  terms  and  conditions  mutually  beneficial  to  each  institution. 
The  advertisement  of  the  Baltimore  Law  School  appears  o«  page  36. 
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BIOLOGY,  HISTOLOGY  AND  EMBRYOLOGY. 

Prof.  Tilghman  K    Marden,  A.B..  M.D. 

This  department  iiKludes  (/cneral  biolony.  hlKtoloyy,  emhryoJogy  and  mc- 
ical  zoology.    Its  \A-ork  is  confined  to  first-year  students. 

General  Biolnyy  will  be  taught  during  the  first  semester  by  means  of  lec- 
tures, I'ecitations  and  laboratory  demonstrations  and  dissections.  The  lec- 
tures will  be  upon  the  classification,  origin,  development,  life-history,  and 
distribution  over  space  and  time  of  vegetable  and  ainmal  life.  The  labo- 
ratory worlv  will  include  microscopical  examination  of  the  fern,  spirogyra. 
protococcus,  yeast  and  amoeba ;  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  frog 
and  cat  or  dog,  as  t.vi)es  of  their  respective  classes.  Special  stress  will  be 
laid  upon  the  comparative  anatomy  and  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  frog, 
and  cat  or  dog,  the  better  to  prepare  the  student  for  a  proper  understanding 
and  dissection  of  the  human  bod.v  which  he  takes  up  in  the  second  semester. 
At  the  completion  of  this  course,  the  student  will  have  acquired  a  founda- 
tion in  anatomical  and  physiological  knoviiedge  which  will  be  found  invalu- 
able as  a  preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Histology  will  be  taught  throughout  the  entire  session  by  means  of  lec- 
tures, recitation  and  laboratory  work.  The  most  important  part  of  the 
worii  will  be  done  in  the  laboratory  where  each  student  is  provided  with  a 
microscope  and  all  apparatus,  staining  fluids,  and  material  necessary  for 
tlie  preparation  of  specimens  for  microscopical  examination.  Students  are 
taught  to  tease  apart  fresh  issues,  and  to  mount,  examine  and  sketch  stained 
sections;  thereb.v  ac(iuiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histological 
structure  without  whicli  they  would  not  be  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  study 
of  patholog.v  the  following  session.  Near  the  end  of  the  session  each  stu- 
dent will  be  required  to  obtain  a  piece  of  an  organ  from  the  body,  and  to 
harden,  embed,  section,  stain  and  mount  the  sections  as  an  evidence  of  his 
having  acquired  a  knowledge  of  histological  laboratory  technique.  A  very 
important  aid  to  the  laboratory  course  is  the  projection  microscope  which  is 
used  for  the  i)rojection  upon  a  screen  of  magnified  images  of  the  specimens 
actually  used  in  the  laboratory.  The  specimens  prepared  and  mounted  by 
each  student  are  his  own  property,  and  each  thus  obtains  a  complete  set  of 
lii.stological  slides  for  future  reference. 

Emhrynlogy  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  and  will  consist  in 
the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick,  and  the  fundamental  principles  of 
mammalian  embryolog.y.  In  the  laboratory,  the  hen's  egg  will  be  studied  in 
its  various  stages  of  development,  and  sections  of  the  chick  at  different 
periods  of  incubation  will  be  made  and  studied  microscopically.  The  latter 
part  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  sections  through  different 
regions  of  a  mammal,  and  each  student  will  be  required,  as  part  of  his  ex- 
amination, to  recognize  the  different  tissues  and  organs,  and  be  able  to  tell 
from  which  embryonic  layer  each  is  derived.  This  course  is  of  invaluable 
assistance  to  the  student  when  he  later  takes  up  the  study  of  human  em- 
bryology as  part  of  the  course  on  Obstetrics. 

Medical  Zoology  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  as  a  sequel 
to  the  course  in  general  biology.  In  this  course  the  most  important  uni- 
cellular and  multicellular  animal  parasites  will  be  considered  with  special 
reference  to  the  disease  which  they  produce  in  man,  such  as  malaria, 
trypanosomiasis  or  sleeping  sickness,  syphilis,  trichinosis,  hookworm  dis- 
ease, intestinal  worm  affections,  etc. 
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ANATOMY. 

Professor  A.  C.  Pole,  M.D..

This  subject  of  pi'edoniiuaiit  iiiiportance  to  the  i)hysician  and  sursieoii 
will  be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin, 
plates,  dried  i>reparations.  prepared  specimens,  and  fresh  dissections  on  the 
cadaver.  The  initial  study  in  anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology, 
which  will  be  taught  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  indi- 
vidual examination  and  study  of  each  bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in 
di'awing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them  in  clay.  The  study  of  bones  and 
of  the  .skeleton  pre]iares  students  for  jirofitable  work  in  the  anatomical 
laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy, 
the.v  are  retiuired  to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human  bod.v 
during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first  year, 
but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is  re<piired 
to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood  vessels,  vis- 
cera and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons  between 
2.30  and  5  I'.  M.  Examination  and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the  labora- 
tor.v  at  appropriate  times.  A  course  of  study-room  anatomy  follows  the 
course  in  dissecting. 

CHEMISTRY.

The  course  in  chemistry,  consisting  of  lectures  and  laboratory  work, 
continues  throughout  the  first  two  years. 

The  first  year's  course  consists  chiefly  of  general  chemistry.  There  will 
be  at  least  three  lectures  a  week,  and  six  hours  of  laboratory  work  will  be 
required  each  week.  In  the  laboratory  the  student  will  perform  the  exper- 
iments discussed  in  the  lectures.  A  careful  record  of  all  work  will  be  kept 
by  each  student  in  a  neat  note  book,  which  will  be  examined  frequently 
by  the  professor  in  charge.  There  will  be  thorough  quizzing  from  time  to 
time  to  see  that  each  student  keeps  pace  with  the  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  year  there  will  be  a  brief  course  in  Qualitative 
Chemistry. 

The  second  year  will  be  devoted  to  Organic  Chemistry.  During  the  first 
semester  there  will  be  three  lectures  a  week,  and  six  hours  per  week  of 
laborator.v  work.  During  the  second  semester  at  least  one  hour  a  week  will 
be  devoted  to  lectures. 

PHYSIOLOGY.

Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  years  of  the  course.    The 
classes  are  instructed  separately,  by  lectures,  recitations,  written  reviews 
and  demonstrations. 
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The  first-year  class  is  met  by  Prof.  Linthicum  and  Dr.  Spencer  three 
times  a  week  during  the  entire  year.  The  instruction  covers  the  general 
principles  of  Animal  Physiology,  considering  in  order  the  blood,  circula- 
tion, respiration,  digestion,  absorption,  excretion  and  animal  heat.  The 
lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens,  plates,  models,  etc. 

The  second-year  class  is  met  three  times  weekly  during  the  session  by 
Prof.  Linthicum  and  Dr.  Spencer.  This  class  enters  more  exhaustively  into 
the  work  of  the  previous  year,  and  deals  particularly  with  the  study  of 
the  Nervous  and  Muscular  Sy.stem.  Internal  Secretions,  Metabolism,  Men- 
tal Functions,  Generation,  Development  and  Special  Senses. 

This  course  is  intended  to  correlate  and  associate  the  physiological  and 
pathological  condition-s,  so  that  frequent  references  are  made  to  the  abnor- 
mal by  the  teacher,  thus  to  fix  the  mind  of  the  student  upon  this  practical 
relationship. 

The  class  is  divided  into  groups  for  working  in  the  newly  equipped  phys- 
iological laboratory,  where  each  student  of  the  second  year  must  perform 
experiments,  mentioned  during  the  course,  illustrating  and  demonstrating 
to  himself  the  facts  as  presented  by  the  lecturer.  This  laboratory  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Chair  of  Physiologj',  with  Dr.  Spencer  devoting  his 
entire  time  to  teaching  in  the  laboratory. 

This  laboratory  has  been  equipped  with  ample  apparatus  of  modern  type ; 
sufficient  animals  for  all  necessary  work  will  be  supplied  for  the  experi- 
mental work. 

PHYSIOLOGICAL  CHEMISTRY  AND  PHARMACOLOGY. 

Prof.  E.  L.  Whitney,  M.D. 
Demonstbatoe,  F.  M.  Lapham,  M.D. 

Physiological  Chemistry-. — Sophomore  students  will  pursue  this  study 
during  the  second  semester.  Lectures  will  be  given  four  times  per  week  on 
the  various  compounds  met  with  under  physiological  and  pathological  con- 
ditions, the  general  conditions  underlying  the  normal  and  perverted  func- 
tions of  the  body,  the  results  of  perverted  functions  and  the  methods  of 
determining  the  same. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course.  The 
course  will  include  a  study  of  the  chemical  nature  of  the  three  classes  of 
organic  foodstuff  and  the  most  important  products  of  their  decomposition ; 
digestion  and  its  products;  the  chemistry  of  the  organs,  the  blood,  and  the 
chemistry  of  the  secretions  and  excretions,  with  especial  reference  to  those 
available  for  purposes  of  diagnosis. 

The  student  will  be  expected  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the 
simpler  instruments  required  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  urseo- 
meter,  urinometer.  saccharometer,  albuminometer,  spectroscope  and  polari- 
scope. 

Pharmacology  will  be  taught  during  the  third  year,  the  class  being 
divided  into  sections.  The  work  will  consist  of  the  group  reactions  of 
drugs,  the  identification  of,  and  tests  for.  some  of  the  more  important  and 
the  effects  of  as  many  as  can  be  well  studied  upon  animals.  The  results 
will  be  controlled  by  the  use  of  the  various  instruments  of  precision,  and 
tracings  taken  of  the  changes  produced  in  the  circulatory,  respiratory  and 
neuro-muscular  system.     Animals  are  furnished  for  all  necessary  experi- 
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nients.     Students  will  be  encouraged  to  take  up  and  conduct  special  study 
along  original  lines. 

Clinical  Chemistry  and  Microscopy. — In  the  pursuit  of  this  practical 
course  the  3rd  and  4th  year  classes  will  be  divided  into  4  sections  and  the 
session  into  4  periods  of  8  weeks  each,  each  section  being  required  to  work 
in  the  clinical  laboratory  for  1  period  per  week.  The  iiractical  application 
of  the  principles  already  learned  in  the  course  in  Physiological  Chemistry 
and  Mici'oscopy  will  be  taught.  Each  student  will  be  expected  to  make 
examinations  of  stomach  contents,  urine,  blood,  etc.,  in  each  case  so  far  as 
possible  procuring  his  own  specimens  of  blood,  stomach  contents,  etc.,  from 
the  patient  assigned  him  in  the  Hospital  or  Dispensary.  The  laboratory 
and  instructor  will  be  available  at  all  times,  and  opportunity  will  be  given 
to  those  wishing  it  to  pursue  their  investigations  as  fully  as  they  may  wish. 

During  this  course  Hsematology  will  be  taken  up  and  cases  assigned  to 
members  of  die  section  for  continued  study.  The  morphology,  parasitology, 
serology  of  the  blood  are  considered  in  detail,  the  student  taught  ha-ma- 
tological  technique  and  to  interpret  the  result  of  laboratory  findings.  The 
more  important  results  in  the  study  of  immunity  are  explained  by  lecture 
and  demonstration. 

Hrematology  is  also  taught  students  of  the  third-year  class. 

Quizzes  and  conferences  are  held  occasionally,  to  more  firmly  fix  the 
subject  in  the  mind  and  to  make  clear  points  not  fully  understood. 

PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY. 

Prof.  F.  Y.  Beitler.  :M.D. 
E.  G.   Bauersfeld,   M.D. 

General  Pathology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in 
General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and 
jjrepare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  Special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  appa- 
ratus, and  required  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  the  sections  under  micro- 
scope. The  laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the 
microscopic  examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  sections 
ready  for  mounting  showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tis- 
sue necrosis.  Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and 
infiltrations,  beginning  with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the 
various  modifications  of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  cal- 
careous changes. 

Special  Pathology  will  be  taken  up  in  the  third  year  concurrently  with 
the  other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  dis- 
eases of  the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidneys  and 
lungs— and  the  infective  granuloraata,  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  course  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

A  special  feature  of  the  work  in  histology,  physiology  and  pathology  will 
be  the  use  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  speci- 
men for  the  day's  study  will  be  magnified  five  thousand  (5,000)  diameters 
and  projected  on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  room. 
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The  magnified  image  of  eacli  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square 
feet.  Specimens  will  tlius  be  stiown  and  described  by  the  teacher  prior  to 
individual  microscopic  studJ^ 

Oross  Patholo(jij  is  tanght  by  carefully  prepared  specimens  and  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  i>erform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  diseases,  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures,  by 
means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  prop- 
erties and  classification  of  bacteria,  are  given.  The  more  important  part 
of  the  work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the 
making  of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting,  and  examination  of  bac- 
teria, the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  exami- 
nation, the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  steril- 
ization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation 
experiments  on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autop- 
sied  and  examined,  so  as  to  demontsrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on 
the  various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and 
mounted,  each  student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  stain- 
ing fluids.

If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost, 
and  all  returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  money  is  returned.  All 
loss  by  breakage,  damage  to  College  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the 
balance  returned. 
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MATERIA  MEUICA.

Miihria  Mediea  is  taught  iu  the  second  year,  by  lectures,  recitations  and 
laboratory  work.  Spocinieus  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection 
of  the  class,  that  students  may  become  familiar  witli  i)rei)arati()ns  used  in 
practice.  They  are  taught  tlie  origin,  physical  properties,  preparations, 
doses  and  modes  of  administration. 

THERAPEUTICS. 

PR0h\  E.  B.  Freeman.  M.D. 

Thi'niiKiitivi  is  taught  during  tlie  third  and  fourth  years.  The  final 
examination  on  therapeutics  is  held  at  the  end  of  tlie  fourth  year. 

Because  of  the  general  importance  of  this  sub.iect,  instruction  in  it 
extends  over  the  third  and  fourth  years.  Being  a  science  of  such  vast 
scope  and  ever  extending  by  research  and  discovery,  much  attention  and 
care  are  given  in  teacliing  it,  that  graduates  may  rationally  apply  reme- 
dies to  the  alleviation  and  care  of  disea.ses. 

MEDICINE.

In   this  College,   the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  years,   pursued  by 
lectures,   recitations,    review.';   and   thorough    laboratory   work,    qualify   stu- 
dents to  intelligently  and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third 
year. 

Medical  Dinaixisis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years;  med- 
ical topography  in  tlie  second  .vear  being  the  description  of  the  regions  of 
the  normal  bod.v,  tlieir  normal  signs  and  general  syinptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  the  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The  in- 
struction is  extended  in  the  third  year  to  almormal  organs,  and  to  signs 
and  symptoms  occurring  in  disease. 

.Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pursue  Icihoratnry 
courses  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  body, 
each  student  being  required  to  personally  examine  the  brain,  arteries, 
heart,  lungs,  abdominal  viscera,  including  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  stomach 
and  intestines,  and  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.     This 
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laboratory  course  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  body  will  qualify 
the  students  for  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study  of  diseases  in  the 
h(jsi)i1al  and  dispcnmry  course  of  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

Principles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine  are  taught 
during  the  third  and  fourth  years.  During  the  third  year,  recitations  are 
required  on  diseases  of  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver,  pancreas,  spleen,  kid- 
nej's.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students  at  the  end  of  this 
J'ear  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  work  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 
The  classification  adopted,  being  after  a  natural  order  and  simple,  enables 
students  to  group  knowledge  so  that  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will.  In  regular 
order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are  considered.  Re- 
views are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  whole  four  years,  twice  a 
week  in  the  amphitheatre. 

Pnuticdl  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  tlie  seniors  in  small  sections 
in  the  hospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside 
clinics,  students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examina- 
tion and  diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

Clinical  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  .session  with 
senior  students  on  Fridays.  Students  are  recpiired  to  report  at  the  hospital 
on  Mondays  at  9  A.  M. :  they  are  immediately  assigned  to  cases  in  the 
wards,  each  student  being  assigned  to  one  i)atient.  whom  he  is  required  to 
examine  cnrefull.v,  making  record  of  examination  as  to  iirevious  history, 
present  illness,  physical  examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart;  of 
abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prog- 
nosis and  suggest  treatment.  At  12  M.  Fridays  the  section  reports  in  con- 
ference, in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads  his  paper  in  the 
presence  of  the  class,  criticisms  being  made  b.v  the  teacher  and  students. 
Students  have  tlie  opportunity  of  earning  .50  per  cent,  on  their  final  exami- 
nation on  I'eviews  and  practical  work  in  medicine. 

yrrrous  and  Mental  Diseases  and  Psiichiatrti  are  taught  during  the  third 
year  by  I'rofs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teachers  of  extensive 
clinical  experience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attend- 
ing physicians  at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield 
State  Hospital  for  tlie  Insane,  both  among  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  Ivind  in  this  country. 

Diseases  of  the  .Yo.s-c.  Throat  and  Chest  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
foui'th  yeai's  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology.  laryngology 
and  the  chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  and  drawings. 

Clinics  on  this  snhject  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material 
being  abundant.     In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Ample  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  the  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  per- 
sonal direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics 
are  supplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispen.sary. 

St.  Vincknt's  Infant  Asylum. — By  si)ecial  arrangement  with  the  Sisters 
of  Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing 
2.50  infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this 
College,  and  our  seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section 
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work  ill  tliiit  iiustitiitioii.  Weekly  deiuuiistratioiis  are  lieUl  there;  iiiterest- 
iug  eases  are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  any 
public  clinic  or  dispensary. 

Preventive  Medicine  is  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine  infection,  inoculation,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and 
cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions, 
ventilation  of  houses  and  sleejiing  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work, 
recreation  and  sleep,  will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand, 
bow  to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to 
undergo  cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel,  who 
gives  a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis 
and  treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside 
clinics  and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion, 
auscultation,  rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy  and  to  diagnose  disease.  (See 
page  '2li.) 

Diupvnsnr}!  Practice  is  done  by  juniors,  in  sections,  daily;  they  are  as- 
signed to  the  various  departments  and  re(iuired  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily 
work  of  the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  symptoms, 
treatment,  etc.    This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work.

In   the  course  upon   the   eminently  practical   branch   of   Principles   and 

Practice  of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  be  to  make  students  understand 

the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice 

of  the  art. 

During  the  third  year  lectures  are  given  by  Profes.sor  Warfield.  who 
endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student  and  help  him  to  a  correct 
understanding  of  the  subject.  Tn  this  way  the  Professor  lays  a  correct 
foundation  for  the  ensuing  year. 

During  the  fourth  or  Senior  year  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews ;  and  during  both  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor 
of  Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension 
of  surgery. 
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This  work  is  supplemented  iu  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  dispensary,  where  the  Pro- 
fessor and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing 
wounds,  use  of  splints,  the  necessary  technique  and  preparation  for  surgical 
operations.  Students  of  Senior  class  are  required  to  work  in  hospital  daily, 
8  to  10  A.  M.,  in  dressing  cases  assigned  them. 

Clinical  Sunjeri/  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students, 
due  attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc.  Junoirs  are 
required  to  do  practical  surgical  work  in  the  dispensary. 

Suri/ical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  Warfield — two  general  sui'gical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  oper- 
ations and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners 
are  required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery, 
members  of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
required  to  treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anipsthetics,  surgical  techniiiue,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
special  operations  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  stei)s  necessary 
in  preparing  for  o])erati()ns  and  the  after-treatment. 

Operntirc  Siirf/erii  is  taught  in  the  fourth  year  by  lectures  and  a  com- 
I)lete  laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams 
and  demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be 
the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work 
in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Laborntori/  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  recpiired  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  opera- 
tive surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections,  and  students  required 
to  jierform  in  regular  order  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints, 
ligation  of  arteries,  trephining,  opei-ations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
abdomen,  stomach,  intestines,  liver,  gall-bladder  and  ducts,  vermiform  ap- 
pendix, kidneys,  bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation,  perineum 
and  rectum. 

Clinical  Surfjerji  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks, 
during  which  ea^h  member  of  a  section  of  the  fourth-year  class  will  be 
required  to  perform,  on  animals,  under  ansT^sthesia,  all  important  opera- 
tions, the  same  aseptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operations  on  the 
himian  being. 

2Iinor  Surgery  and  Bandat/inf/  will  be  included  in  the  laboratory  course 
of  ojierative  surgery.  In.struments  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  ex- 
jilained.  si)lints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  presented  and 
applied.  Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials 
explained  and  different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and 
students. 

Gynccolof/y  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  reci- 
tations, lectures,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Gynecology 
holds  two  hours'  clinic  in  the  amphitheatre  each  week. 
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For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  making  diagnoses  in  gyue- 
I'ology,  the  junior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  in  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensary  Clinics  are  given  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  worlc  in  the  liospital  is  done  in  the  operating  r#om,  where 
Professor  Perry,  in  person,  performs  the  various  operations  in  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various 
plastic  operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importance  in  family 
practice  and  which  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

X-Ray — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine 
and  surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction 
will  be  given  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-physiologj', 
electro-pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Ray. 

Ophtlialmolof/y  and  Otology  are  taught  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attention  being  given  to  the  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — Lectures  and  clinics  on  Orthoiwedic  Surgery  are 
given  by  Professor  Cone. 

Rectal  Surgery  is  taught  by  lectures  and  clinics  on  diseases  of  the  rec- 
tum and  anus,  operations  on  hemorrhoids,  fistulre.  rectal  strictures,  malig- 
nant diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc.,  by  Professor  Linthicum.  A.  B..  A.  M..  M.  D. 

In  addition  to  his  work  at  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  and  College. 
Prof.  G.  M.  Linthicum,  A.  B.,  A.  M.,  M.  D.,  will  give  a  special  course  of 
instruction  at  Bay  View  Hospital  on  rectal  diseases. 

Genito-Vrinary  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  year  by  lectures,  clinics,  demonstrations  and  attendance  of  cases  In 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  Modern  methods  of  diagnosis  and  treatment 
are  used. 

OBSTETRICS.

This  subject  of  transcendent  imi)ortance  is  taught  by  a  professor  of 
extensive  experience  in  midwifery.  He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students 
in  all  essentials  of  obstetrics;  his  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates, 
diagrams,  wax  models  and  a  manikin,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and 
reviews.  Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  pre- 
sentations and  positions.  This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over 
two  years. 

Laboratory  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the 
demonstrator  of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  pre- 
sentations and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of 
delivery,  abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version.

appiicatiou  of  forceps,  and  all  other  niaiiipulatious  necessary  for  safe  deliv- 
ery.    Models  and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipula- 
tions under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends; 
to  end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third-year 
students  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department  and  required  to  auscul- 
tate the  foetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  exam- 
ine the  mammiB  and  uterus  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born, 
infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics- 
in  obstetrics. 

Professor  Rowland  conducts  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of 
labor  occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of 
practice  do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materiall.v  as  in 
midwifery,  special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in- 
clinical  obstetrics.  Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding 
houses  to  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occui*. 
Whilst  in  the  l.ving-in  chamber  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of 
presentation  and  position,  observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor, 
assist  the  accoucher  in  natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning, 
in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  removing  placentae,  and  in  the  various  opera- 
tions rendered  imperative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  im 
an  average  of  fifteen  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  witlj 
pardonable  pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  have 
a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  competent 
to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pursue  the  prac- 
tice of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-Door  Ohstetric  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the- 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetri- 
cian of  the  Lying-in  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the 
hospital,  and  when  the  time  for  labor  approaches  these  cases  are  assigned 
to  students  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them.- 
under  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during: 
and  after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assist- 
ant. Sudents  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations  and  record) 
all  observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presenta- 
tion of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  dem- 
onstrator of  obstetrics  or  I'esident  obstetrician,  will  entitle  the  holders 
thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage  on  their  final  examinations.  Members  of 
our  recent  senior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door 
department.  During  the  session  .iust  closed  574  deliveries  were  attended  by 
our  .senior  class,  of  which  224  occurred  in  the  ^Maryland  Lylng-In  Hospital, 
and  3.j0  in  the  out-door  obstetric  department.  Each  senior  saw  an  average 
of  fifteen  (15)  cases  of  labor,  and  some  as  many  as  thirty  (30)  ;  every 
member  of  the  junior  class  saw  three  cases. 
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HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY  PRACTICE. 

In  addition  to  attendance  on  tlie  regular  clinics,  every  member  of  the 
senior  class  is  required  to  serve  a  term  of  iuteruesliip  of  two  months  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital,  reporting  daily,  at  the 'hospital,  during  his  term 
of  service  and  attending  the  cases  and  work  assigned  him. 

This  worli  embraces  the  usual  routine  hospital  duties — physical  exami- 
nations, history-writing,  blood  pressure,  blood  examination,  bandaging, 
dressing,  surgical  cases,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  cases  for  opera- 
tions, assisting  in  operations,  and  other  work  necessary  to  familiarize 
students  with  the  duties  of  physicians  and  surgeons  in  practice.  Seniors 
will  also  be  required  while  doing  interne  work  to  go  with  the  hospital 
ambulance  in  cases  of  emergency  or  accident,  bringing  such  cases  to  the 
hospital. 

This  hospital  work  will  be  done  before  10  A.  M.  and  after  3  P.  M..  .so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  the  necessary  attendance  on  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions. 

Our  aim  is  to  develop,  by  this  hospital-training,  self-reliance  and  practical 
ability  in  our  graduates. 

Practical  work  is  also  done  by  all  seniors,  on  afternoons,  in  sections,  in 
the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital.  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  South 
Baltimore  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital.  Bayview  Hospital,  and  the  College  dis- 
pensary. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 
(Attendance  upon  this  Course  is  optional.) 

The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Friday.  September  1st.  1911,  and  continue  until  September  20.  1911. 
This  course  consists  of  laboratory  work,  clinical  lectures,  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater 
requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  the  Course  lectures 
will  be  delivered  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical 
obstetrics,  clinical  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical 
ophthalmology,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  the  rectum.    During  the  Preliminary  Fall  Course — 

Ist-year  students  work  in  the  laboratories  of  Histology.  Bacteriology 

and  Osteology : 
2d-year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology; 
3d-year  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Operative  and  Clinical  Surgery. 

and  Pharmacology.  H;piuatology  and  Clinical  Chemistry; 
4th-year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory.  Clinical  Obstetrics,  Hos- 
pital and  Dispensary. 

Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students  Friday,  September 
1st.  Laboratory  work  done  in  September  is  deducted  from  that  required 
for  the  following  Regular  Winter  Course.  Much  valuable  work  may  be 
done  by  students  during  the  month  of  September  without  increasing  their 
college  expenses.  All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course 
when  possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter 
Course,  that  mental  discipline  and  technique  so  necessary  in  the  study  of 
medicine. 
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FALL   EXAMINATIONS. 

Regular  Fall  examinations  on  conditioned  subjects  are  held  for  students 
entitled  to  talie  them,  after  sufficient  jireparation. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  graduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  de- 
portment, twenty-one  years  of  age,  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College;  have  paid  all  fees 
due  the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

A  laboratory  deposit  of  ten  (.$10)  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  to 
ensure  against  loss  of  keys,  breakage,  care  of  microscopes,  etc.  (See  page 
16.) 

An  examination  fee  of  thirty  d^SO)  dollars  is  also  required  of  all  fourth- 
year  students. 

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required  and  from  this  rule  no  devia- 
tion is  permitted.  Students  are  requested  to  i)ay  fees  with  cash,  or  cash- 
ier's draft  or  money  order. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter  our 
senior  class  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  .|155.00 ;  those 
not  desiring  to  graduate  will  be  required  to  pay  one  hundred  and  twenty- 
five  dollars  ($125.00)  and  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved 
"Post-Graduate  Certificate." 

Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  on  payment  of  the  matriculation 
fee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laborator.v  work  the.v  will  be 
required  to  pay  the  regular  laborator.y  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the 
special  "Post-Graduate  Certificate"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may 
receive  it  on  payment  of  twenty  dollars  additional. 

No  reductiou  of  fees  herein  quoted  will  be  made;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 

"Special"  Students. 

Students  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  will  be  admitted  without 
preliminar.v  examination  to  the  whole  or  part  of  the  course;  they  will  be 
registered  as  'special"  students  and  such  cour.ses  will  not  be  permitted  to 
count  as  one  of  the  courses  required  for  the  degree. 

The  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Frcdericka  Gehrmann.  two  free  scholarships 
liave  been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  com- 
petitive exaininatious  to  be  held  in  May,  1012,  on  pi-actical  laborator.v 
work,  and  will  entitle  the  successful  comi)etitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing 
session. 
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One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examinations  on  Biology  and  Histology,  Embryology.  Medical  Zool- 
ogy, Cltciiiistry  and  Bacteriology;  one  to  the  student  at  tlie  end  of  tlie  sec- 
ond-year course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy, 
Physiology.  Chemistry  and  Physiological  Chemistry. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships"  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  examination,  as  follows :  Mr.  Leslie  F.  Gager,  of 
Connecticut,  of  the  first-year  class,  and  Mr.  Louis  J.  Regan,  of  New  York, 
of  the  second-year  class. 

Western  Maryland  College  Scholarship. 

A  scholarship  has  been  established  for  the  benefit  of  graduates  of  West- 
ern Maryland  t'ollege.  The  appointment  will  be  made  by  the  President  of 
Western  Maryland  College,  and  entitles  the  holder  to  free  tuition.  He  is 
required  to  pay  only  the  matriculation  and  laboratory  fees,  a  total  of 
twenty-five   ($25)   dollars  per  session. 

HONORABLE  MENTION. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  kowledge  of  medi- 
cine, surgery  and  obstetrics,  honorable  mention  will  be  made  of  the  four 
graduates  standing  nearest  the  highest  grade,  in  order  of  respective  merit.

The  Warfield  Surgical  Prize — An  ojierating  case  will  be  presented  by 
Professor  R.  W.  Warfield  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery. 

The  Perry  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
by  Professor  W.  B.  Perry  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
gynecology. 

The  Rowland  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
by  Professor  .7.  M.  H.  Rowland  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examina- 
tion in  obstetrics. 

The  S.  K.  Merrick  Prize — Will  be  pre.sented  the  student  passing  the  best 
examination  on  diseases  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest. 

The  J.  Burton  Rutherford  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
to  the  graduate  who  passes  the  best  examination  and  does  the  best  work  in 
genito-urinary  clinic. 

The  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocket  case  of  surgical  instruments  will 
be  presented  by  Professor  A.  C.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class 
doing  the  best  work  on  practical  anatomy.

Clinical  Assistants  in  the  departments  of  the  dispensary. 

HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY  WORK  BETWEEN  SESSIONS. 

Seniors  are  admitted  to  hospital  and  dispensary  work  from  May  l.jth  to 
September  1st  on  registering  and  paying  matriculation  fee  of  five  ($5) 
dollars  for  the  ensuing  session.  Such  seniors  are  required  to  attend  regu- 
larly upon  work  in  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  and  in  the  Maryland 
I.ying-Iu  Hospital  and  the  Dispensary,  where  they  are  thoroughly  trained 
in  medical,  surgical  and  obstetrical  practice. 

This  Summer  Hospital  Course  is  invaluable  to  students  in  furnishing 
them  opportunity  for  acquiring  useful  knowledge  and  in  les.sening  the  ard- 
uous work  of  the  regular  course. 
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Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  or  about  May  10th, 
and  must  be  taken  as  scheduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  course.  Students 
whose  accounts  are  not  satisfactorilj-  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take 
the  examinations. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the  final  examination  on  any 
subject  until  they  shall  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  laboratory  work 
required  on  such  subjects. 

Athletics — The  faculty  encourages  athletics  for  those  who  care  to  par- 
ticipate in  such  exercises. 


The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candi- 
dates who  are  present  at  the  "Commcnccinciit'"  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  curriculum  herein  published  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any 
time  during  the  session,  as  expediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

Degrees  will  be  conferred  only  at  a  general  commencement  at  the  end  of 
the  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  only  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
only  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labo- 
ratory work,  demonstrations  and  examinations  required  during  the  session, 
and  have  complied  with  all  other  requirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 
No  degrees  will  be  conferred  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attend- 
ance given  until  matriculation  has  been  completed  and  bills  due  the  College' 
paid. 

Fees,  when  paid,  are  neither  transferable  nor  returnable  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. 

The  status  of  students  entering  from  other  medical  colleges  is  fixed  by 
credentials  received  from  such  colleges. 

When  It  cannot  be  determined  who  is  individually  responsible  for  dam- 
ages to  College  properly  a  p/'o  rata  charge  will  be  made  to  those  who  may 
have  committed  such  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderlj',  dishonorable,  or  immoral  conduct;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  oicn  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims 
upon,  this  College.  We  also  I'eserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate, 
retain  or  graduate  students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental, 
moral  or  general  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are 
advised  to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  draft.  The  College 
will  not  endorse  checks  for  private  expenses.  All  College  business  is  trans- 
acted at  the  office  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building. 

Boarding  may  be  obtained  at  four  dollars  ($4.00)  per  week. 
A    list   of   boarding-houses    carefully    selected    by   the   faculty    and    the 
"Young  Men's  Christian  Association"  may  be  found  with  a  member  of  the 
College  Y.  M.  C.  A.  committee,  or  with  the  Secretary  in  the  Dean's  office. 
Students  may  obtain  their  choice  in  location,  distance  and  price. 
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The  faculty  of  this  College  is  in  accord  with  the  desire  of  parents,  guar- 
dians and  friends  of  students,  that  every  proper  safeguard  be  thrown 
around  the  young  men  studying  in  this  institution. 

In  order  to  avoid  unnecessary  delay  and  expense,  students,  on  arriving 
in  the  city,  are  requested  to  have  their  baggage  sent  direct  to  "Baltimore 
Medical  College,  X.  E.  corner  Madison  street  and  Linden  avenue."  where 
it  will  be  received  and  taken  care  of  until  suitable  boarding-houses  have 
been  selected ;  and  to  promi)tIy  rei>ort  at  the  College  in  person,  for  the 
purpose  of  registering  their  names,  selecting  good  boarding-houses  and 
avoiding  unnecessary  hotel  expenses. 

The  Secretary,  who  is  always  to  be  found  at  the  College,  will  direct  them 
to  good  boarding-houses  and  give  them  any  other  information  they  may 
desire.

The  Regular  Winter  Course  will  begin  October  3.  1911.  and  continue  thirty-two  weeks. 

The   Spring  and   Summer  Course  began  May   1.   1911.   and  will  continue  until  the  open- 
ing  of  the   next   regular   session.

THE  thirty-secoiul  jimiual  session  of  the  Baltimore  Medical  College 
will  beglu  witli  the  introductory  lecture  on  Friday.  September 
20th,  8  P.  M.,  1912,  and  end  on  June  1st.  1913.  This  length  of  session  per- 
mits of  thirty-two  weeks  of  actual  instruction,  omitting  the  holidays,  as 
required  by  the  Association  of  American  Medical  Colleges,  of  which  this 
College  is  a  member.

During  the  session  just  closed  our  class  consisting  of  two  hundred  and 
ninety-four  (294)  students  represented  twenty-one  (21)  States  of  the  I'uion, 
the  District  of  Columbia,  the  Colony  of  Poi'to  Rico,  and  the  following 
foreign  countries:  Canada.  Mexico,  Germany,  Russia,  Italy.  Argentina, 
Syria   and   Persia. 

Twenty-six  (26)  students,  having  completed  the  required  four  years  of 
stud.,-  and  passed  successful  examiuations,  received  the  degree  of  M.  D.  at 
the  Commencement,  June  4th.    1912. 

Tliis  (^'ollege  has  two  thousand  and  twenty  (2.020)  alumni,  distributed 
in  every  country  and  clime. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  has  a  Law  Department  (see  page  36)  ;  a 
Dental  Department  (see  page  35),  and  a  Nurses"  Training  School  (see 
page  34). 

FACILITIES    FOR   INSTRUCITON. 

The  modern  buildings,  constructed  with  especial  regard  to  their  adapta- 
bility to  medical  education,  fronting  on  Linden  avenue,  Madison  and  How- 
ard streets,  are  ad,jacent  to  each  other,  that  students  may  go  from  building 
to  building,  without  loss  of  time  and  unnecessary  exposure  during  inclement 
weatlier. 

The  College  Building,  situated  on  the  northeast  corner  of  ^ladison  street 
and  Linden  avenue,  is  the  administration  building,  containing  the  Dean's 
office  and  faculty  room :  an  amphitheatre  for  instruction  in  clinical  medi- 
cine, surger.v  and  gjiiecology  and  the  college  dispensary. 

The  College  Building  No.  2,  situated  on  Howard  street,  north  of  Madi- 
son street,  and  connected  in  the  rear  with  the  College  building  and  hos- 
pitals, contains  our  dental  dcinirtmcnt.  an  anatomical  amphitheatre  and  au 
anatomical  lahoratoin,  with  tables  for  100  students  at  one  time.  Our 
laboratories  cover  12.000  square  feet  of  floor  space. 

The  Maryland  General  Hospital,  controlled  by  this  College,  situated  on 
Linden  avenue,  north  of  Madison  street,  is  five  stories  in  height,  has  a  capac- 
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ity  of  one  hundred  and  sixty  (1(0)  beds,  and  is  so  arranged  that  patients 
may  be  brought  from  the  wards  directly  before  the  class  in  the  amphithea- 
tre. This  hospital  contains  patients  suffering  from  almost  every  form  of 
indigenous  disease,  and  nearly  every  variety  of  injury.  Special  operating 
and  dressing  rooms  are  provided  with  sterilizers  and  all  necessary  surgical 
instruments,  apparatus  and  appliances,  including  Roentgen  ray  for  locating 
foreign  bodies,  examining  bones,  etc.,  and  hot  and  cold  water.  Dressings 
and  operations  occupy  a  large  portion  of  each  day. 

The  Maryland  Lying-In  Hospital,  adjoining  the  Maryland  General  Hos- 
pital, is  an  institution  to  which  we  point  with  especial  pride.  It  is  fillefl 
with  pregnant  and  parturient  females,  and  enables  the  College  to  give  our 
students  a  thorough  and  practical  training  in  obstetrics.  Two  hundred  and 
twenty- four  (224)  deliveries  occurred  in  this  hospital  during  the  past  yca-r. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  Dispensary  treats  21,000  indigent  pa- 
tients annually,  and  supplies  us  with  an  inexhaustible  clinic  for  the  instruc- 
tion of  our  students.  In  the  outdoor  department  of  the  dispensary,  ad- 
vanced students  visit  and  treat  patients  at  their  homes,  under  the  direction 
of  the  dispensary  i)hysician  or  his  assistants. 

Mount  Hope  Retreat  for  the  Insane,  containing  an  average  of  1,000 
patients,  is  attended  by  Prof.  Charles  G.  Hill.  M.  D.,  of  this  faculty,  and 
presents  rare  opportunities  for  the  study  of  nervous  and  mental  diseases. 

St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum.  The  facilities  of  this  institution,  contain- 
ing 250  infants  and  children,  have  been  kindly  extended  to  this  College  by 
the  Sisters  of  Charity,  enabling  us  to  present  to  our  students  liberal  oppor- 
tunities fof  the  study  of  diseases  in  infants  and  children. 

Bay  View  Hospital.  The  liberal  decision  of  the  Board  of  Supervisors  of 
Bay  view  Hospital,  containing  two  thousand  (2,000)  beds,  to  place  at  the 
disposal  of  this  College  its  extensive  and  varied  clinical  material  marks  a 
decided  advance  in  its  already  liberal  clinical  facilities. 

Our  senior  students  will  attend  regular  ward  instruction  and  clinics  there 
given  by  our  faculty  and  the  Bayview  staff. 

The  Insane  Department  of  this  Hospital  contains  two  hundred  and  fifty 
(250)  beds;  and  the  separate  departments  for  infectious  diseases,  including 
tuberculosis,  offer  opportunities  for  safe  and  invaluable  instruction  to  stu- 
dents. 

THE  LABORATORY  BUILDING. 

Completed  in  1909.  is  four  stories  high,  situated  on  N.  Howard  street, 
nearly  opposite  to  the  present  College  Building.  This  building  is  (14  feet  x 
94  feet;  it  contains  on  the  basement  floor  a  well-equipped  ph.ysiological 
laboratory;  on  the  first  floor  two  lecture  rooms,  and  a  library  for  use  of 
students;  on  the  second  floor  a  lecture  room,  library  and  office  for  the 
Law  Department,  and  pathological  museum;  on  the  third  floor  a  labora- 
tory 45  feet  x  G4  feet  for  histology  and  pathology,  a  store  room  and  a 
large  and  well  equipped  laboratory  for  clinical  surgery;  on  the  fourth 
floor  a   laboratory  of  the  same  dimensions  for  chemistry. 

This  building  is  conveniently  situated  and  specially  constructed  for  lab- 
oratory work. 

It  is  completely  equipiied  with  one  hundred  and  fourteen  microscopes, 
nine  spectroscopes,  a  polariscoiie,  four  hundred  and  twenty  (420)  lockers, 
balances  and  other  necessary  apparatus. 
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REQUIREMENTS  FOR  MATRICULATION. 

In  accordaiue  with  the  rules  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical 
Colleges,"  of  which  this  College  is  a  member,  students  matriculating  must 
present  (by  mail  or  in  person  after  arrival)  — 

A  completed  or  unconditioned  medical  studenfs  certificate,  granted  by  a 
state  medical  examining  and  licensing  board,  or  a  board  emi)o\vered  by 
statute  to  grant  such  certificates,  or  a  certificate  of  entrance  to  the 
academic  department  of  any  state  university,  or  a  certificate  of  entrance 
to  an  accredited  university  or  college,  provided  that  said  certificate  is 
granted  on  no  less  than  the  following  requirements : 

(a)   A  baccalaureate  degree  from  an  accredited  college  or  university:  or. 

(6)  A  diploma  from  an  accredited  high  school,  normal  school  or  acad- 
emy requiring  for  admission  evidence  of  the  completion  of  an  eight  year 
course  in  primary  and  intermediate  grades,  and  for  graduation  not  less 
than  four  .vears  of  study  embracing  two  years  (4  points)  of  Latin,  or  four 
.vears  (8  points)  of  either  high  school  French  or  German,  or  its  full 
equivalent,  provided  a  satisfactory  examination  is  passed  in  the  elements 
of  I>atin  Grammar;  two  years  (4  points)  of  mathematics;  two  years  (4 
points)  of  English;  one  year  (2  points)  of  History;  one  .vear  (2  points) 
of  Physics,  and  six  years  (12  points)  of  further  credit  in  Language, 
Literature.

Section  2.  This  examination  must  be  conducted  by  and  under  the 
authority  of  the  Board  of  Medical  Examiners  of  the  State  in  which  the 
college  is  located,  or  by  a  duly  authorized  examiner  of  the  College 
Entrance  Board,  or  the  authorized  examiner  of  an  accredited  university, 
state  or  otherwise,  or  by  an  examiner  whose  certificates  are  accepted  by 
accredited  colleges  or  universities  or  by  a  method  approved  by  the  judi- 
cial council  of  this  association. 

In  States  where  medical  students"  certificates  are  issued  under  legal  pro- 
visions, students  are  advised  to  (lualify  themselves  under  such  laws  prior  to 
beginning  the  study  of  medicine ;  such  certificates  entitle  them  to  admission 
without  examination  as  hei-einabove  stated. 

To  avoid  iDuiecessanj  delaji,  students  entitled  inider  the  ahove  provisions 
to  matriculate  icithoiit  examination  are  requested  cither  to  bring  their 
diplomas  or  certiflcates  of  exemption  Kith  them  and  present  them  on  arrival 
at  the  College,  or  to  forward  them  to  the  College,  bg  mail,  in  advance, 
should  they  prefer  to  do  so.  This  simple  precaution  saves  much  valuable 
time. 

COURSES  OF   INSTRUCTION   GIVEN. 

Three  courses  of  instruction  are  given,  as  follows : 

]st.  A  Preliminary  Fall  Course,  which  will  begin  Monday,  September 
2nd.  1912,  and  end  Friday,  September  20.  1912.  Attendance  upon  this 
course  is  optional  to  students.      (See  page  24). 

2d.  The  Regular  Winter  Course,  which  will  begin  Friday.  Septem- 
ber 20,  1912,  at  8  P.  M..,  with  the  introductory  lecture,  and  end  June  1,  1913. 
This  is  the  only  course  counted  as  one  of  the  four  required  for  the  degree 

3d.  A  pre-medical  course,  which  will  begin  Monday,  September  2d,  for 
students  whose  states  re(iuire  it    (see   page  24). 

TIME  OF  STUDY  REQUIRED. 

Pursuant  to  requirements  of  the  "Association  of  American  Medical  Col- 
leges," and  the  laws  of  the  several  States,  the  pursuit  of  four  graded  courses 
of  eight  months  each  in  four  calendar  years  is  required  prior  to  applying 
for  graduation. 

For  Students  from  Connecticut  and  other  States  whose  laws  demand  the  pursuit  ol  a  pre- 
medical  course  in  chemistry,  biology  and  Physics  we  have  provided  such  course  (see  page  24) 

Students  from  approved  medical  schools  who  shall  have  pui-sued  their 
previous  courses  in  colleges  beginning  in  October  or  November  are  credited 
on  entering  this  College  with  time  spent,  and  first,  second  or  third  yea) 
branches,  completed  in  such  schools. 

Credit  for  time  is  given  only  for  courses  pursued  in  approved  Medical  Col- 
leges, and  only  to  students  entitled  to  advanced  standing  in  such  colleges.

Seniors  wno  may  not  have  completed  in  this  or  other  schools  any  subject 
of  the  third-year  course  may  be  examined  on  such  after  sufficient  prepara- 
tion in  the  third  week  of  October. 

Examinations — At  the  close  of  this  course  final  examinations  for  the 
degree  will  be  held  on  medicine,  surgery,  operative  and  clinical  surgery, 
obstetrics,  gynecology,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  therapeutics,  and  diseases  of 
children. 

AFFILIATION  WITH  THE  BALTIMORE  LAW  SCHOOL. 

The  Baltimore  Medical  College  and  the  Baltimore  Law  School  have  formed 
an  affiliation  on  terms  and  conditions  mutually  beneficial  to  each  institution. 
The  advertisement  of  the  Baltimore  Law  School  appears  on  page  36. 
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BIOLOGY,  HISTOLOGY  AND  EMBRYOLOGY. 

Prof.  Tilghman  B   Maeden,  A.B.,  M.D. 
Tliis  deijiirtuR'nt  includes  yeneral  biuloyy.  hlsiolooij.  emhryology  aud  med- 
ical ::oolo</y.    Its  work  is  confined  to  first-year  students. 

Genoa]  Biolo</y  will  he  tauglit  during  the  first  semester  by  means  of  lec- 
tures, recitations  and  laboratory  demonstrations  and  dissections.  The  lec- 
tures will  be  upon  the  classification,  origin,  development,  life-history,  aud 
distribution  over  space  and  time  of  vegetable  and  animal  life.  The  labo- 
ratory worli  will  include  microscopical  examination  of  the  fern,  spirogyra, 
protoeoccus,  yeast  and  auKpba  ;  and  the  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  frog 
and  cat  or  dog,  as  t.vpes  of  their  respective  classes.  Special  stress  will  be 
laid  upon  the  comparative  anatomy  and  dissection  of  the  earthworm,  frog, 
and  cat  or  dog,  the  better  to  prepare  the  student  for  a  proper  understanding 
and  dissection  of  the  human  body  which  he  takes  up  in  the  second  semester. 
.\t  the  completion  of  this  course,  the  student  will  have  acquired  a  founda- 
tion in  anatomical  and  physiological  knowledge  which  will  be  found  invalu- 
able as  a  preparation  for  the  comprehensive  study  of  the  human  body. 

Histolof/y  will  be  taught  throughout  the  entire  session  by  means  of  lec- 
tures, recitation  and  laboratory  work.  The  most  important  part  of  the 
work  will  be  done  iu  the  laboratory  where  each  student  is  provided  with  a 
microscope  and  all  apparatus,  staining  fluids,  and  material  necessary  for 
the  preparation  of  specimens  for  microscopical  examination.  Students  are 
taught  to  tease  apart  fresh  tissues,  and  to  mount,  examine  aud  sketch  stained 
sections;  thereby  acquiring  a  thorough  knowledge  of  normal  histological 
structure  without  which  they  would  not  be  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  .study 
of  pathology  the  following  .session.  Near  the  end  of  the  session  each  stu- 
dent will  be  required  to  obtain  a  piece  of  an  organ  from  the  body,  and  to' 
harden,  embed,  cut,  stain  and  mount  the  sections  as  evidence  of  hav- 
ing acquired  a  knowledge  of  histnlogical  laboratory  techni(iue.  A  very 
important  aid  to  the  laboratory  course  is  the  projection  microscope  which  is 
used  for  the  projection  ui)on  a  screen  of  magnified  images  of  the  specimens 
actually  used  in  the  laboratory.  The  specimens  itrejiared  and  mounted  by 
each  student  are  his  own  jiroperty.  and  each  thus  obtains  a  conii)lete  set  of 
historical  slides  for  future  reference. 

Emhryolofiy  will  be  taught  during  the  second  semester  and  will  consist  in 
the  study  of  the  development  of  the  chick,  and  the  fundamental  principles 
of  mammalian  embryology.  In  the  laboratory,  the  hen's  egg  will  lie  studied 
in  its  various  stages  of  development,  and  sections  of  the  chick  at  different 
periods  of  incubation  will  be  made  and  studied  microscopically.  The  latter 
part  of  the  course  will  be  devoted  to  the  study  of  sections  through  different 
regions  of  a  mammal,  and  each  student  will  be  required,  as  part  of  his 
examination,  to  recognize  the  different  tissues  and  organs,  and  be  able  to 
tell  from  which  embryonic  layer  each  is  derived.  This  course  is  of 
invaluable  assistance  to  the  .student  when  he  later  takes  u])  the  study  of 
human  embryology  as  jiart  of  the  course  on  Obstetrics. 

Medical  Zooloyy  will  be  taught  during  the  sec-ond  semester  as  a  sequel 
to  the  course  iu  general  biology.     In  this  cour.se  the  most  important  uni- 
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cellular  and  multicellular  auimal  parasites  will  be  cousidered  with  special 
reference  to  tlie  disease  wbicli  they  produce  in  man.  sucli  as  malaria, 
trypanosomiasis  or  sleeping  sicliness,  sypliilis.  trichinosis,  hookworm  dis- 
ease, intestinal  worm  affections,  etc. 

ANATOMY. 

Professor  A.  C.  Pole,  M.D., 
Associate  Professor.  M.  L.  Todd,  M.D., 
Associate  Professor,  John  Evans,  M.D., 
Associate  Professor,  .J.  Ij.  Wright,  M.D. 
This  subject  of  predominant  importance  to  the  i)hysician  and  surgeon 
will  be  thoroughly  taught.  The  lectures  will  be  illustrated  by  a  manikin, 
I)lates,  dried  preparations,  prepared  si)ecimens.  and  fresh  dissections  on  the 
cadaver.  The  initial  study  in  anatomy  in  the  first  year  will  be  osteology, 
which  will  be  taught  by  means  of  lectures,  demonstrations,  personal  indi- 
vidual examination  and  study  of  each  bone,  and  by  a  laboratory  course  in 
drawing  the  bones  and  in  moulding  them  in  cla.v.  The  study  of  bones  and 
of  the  skeleton  prepares  students  for  profitable  worlv  in  the  anatomical 
laboratory,  where,  under  the  direction  of  the  demonstrator  of  anatomy, 
they  are  required  to  make  careful  dissections  of  the  whole  human  body 
during  the  first  and  second  years,  one  part  being  completed  the  first  year, 
but  the  major  portion  during  the  second  year.  Each  student  is  required 
to  make  thorough  dissections  of  the  muscles,  ligaments,  blood  vessels,  vis- 
cera and  nervous  system.  Dissection  is  done  in  the  afternoons  between 
2.30  and  5  P  M.  Examination  and  reviews  are  conducted  in  the  labora- 
tory at  appropriate  times.  A  course  pf  study-room  anatomy  follows  the 
course  in  dissecting. 

CHEMISTRY. 

Prof.  H.  R.  Kreider,  A.B..  A.M.,  Ph.D. 

The  course  in  chemistr.v,  consisting  of  lectures  and  laboratory  work, 
continues  throughout  the  first  two  .vears. 

The  first  year's  course  consists  chiefly  of  general  chemistry.  There  will 
be  at  least  three  lectures  a  week,  and  six  hours  of  laboratory  work  will  be 
required  each  week.  In  tlie  laboratory  the  student  will  perform  the  exper- 
iments discussed  in  tlie  lectures.  A  careful  record  of  all  work  will  be  kept 
by  each  student  in  a  neat  note  book,  which  will  be  examined  frequently 
by  the  professor  in  charge.  There  will  be  thorough  quizzing  from  time  to 
time  to  see  that  each  student  comi)rehends  the  work. 

At  the  end  of  the  first  .vear  there  will  he  a  brief  course  in  Qualitative 
Chemistry. 

The  second  year  will  be  devoted  to  Organic  Chemistry.  During  the  first 
semester  there  will  be  three  lectures  a  week,  and  six  hours  per  week  of 
laboratory  work.  During  the  second  semester  at  least  one  hour  a  week  will 
be  devoted  to  lectures. 

PHYSIOLOGY. 

Prof.  E.  L.  Whitney.  M.D. 
Associate.  H.  Boyd  Wylie,  M.D. 
Physiology  is  taught  during  the  first  and  second  .vears  of  the  course.   The 
classes  are  instructed  separately,  by  lectures,  recitations,  written  reviews 
and  demonstrations. 
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The  first-year  class  is  met  by  Prof.  Whitney  aud  Dr.  Wylie  three 
times  a  weeli  during  the  entire  year.  The  instruction  covers  the  general 
principles  of  Animal  Physiology,  considering  in  order  the  blood,  circula- 
tion, respiration,  digestion,  absorption,  excretion  aud  animal  heat.  The 
lectures  are  illustrated  by  specimens,  plates,  models,  etc. 

The  second-year  cla.ss  is  met  three  times  weekly  during  the  session  by 
I'ruf  Whitney  aud  Dr.  Wylie.  This  class  enters  more  exhaustively  into 
the  work  of  the  previous  year,  and  deals  particularly  with  the  study  of 
the  Nervous  and  Muscular  System,  Internal  Secretions,  Metabolism,  Men- 
tal Functions,  Generation,  Development  and  Special  Senses. 

This  course  is  intended  to  cori'elate  and  associate  the  physiological  and 
pathological  conditions,  so  that  frequent  references  are  made  to  the  abnor- 
mal by  the  teacher,  thus  to  fix  the  mind  of  the  student  upon  this  practical 
relationship. 

The  class  is  divided  into  groups  for  working  in  the  newly  equipped  phys- 
iological laboratory,  where  each  student  of  the  second  year  must  perform 
experiments,  mentioned  during  the  course,  illustrating  and  demonstrating 
to  himself  the  facts  as  presented  by  the  lecturer.  This  laboratory  is  under 
the  supervision  of  the  Professor  of  Physiology,  assisted  by  Dr.  Wylie,  both 
of   whom  devote  their  entire  time  to  teaching  in   the  laboratory. 

It  has  been  equipped  with  ample  apparatus  of  modern  type ;  sufficient 
animals  for  all  necessary  work  will  be  supplied  for  the  experimental  work. 

PHYSIOLOGICAL   CHEMISTRY   AND   PHARMACOLOGY. 

Physiological.  Chemistry. — Sophomore  students  will  pursue  this  study 
during  the  second  semester.  Lectures  will  be  given  four  times  per  week  on 
the  various  compounds  met  with  under  physiological  and  pathological  con- 
ditions, the  general  conditions  underlying  the  normal  and  perverted  func- 
tions of  the  body,  the  results  of  pei  verted  functions  and  the  methods  of 
determining  the  same. 

Laboratory  work  will  constitute  an  essential  feature  of  this  course.  The 
course  will  include  a  study  of  the  chemical  nature  of  the  three  classes  of 
organic  foodstuff  aud  the  most  important  products  of  their  decomposition ; 
digestion  aud  its  products ;  the  chemistry  of  the  organs,  the  blood,  and  the 
chemistry  of  the  secretions  and  excretions,  with  especial  reference  to  those 
available  for  i)urposes  of  diagnosis. 

The  student  will  be  expected  to  familiarize  himself  with  the  uses  of  the 
simpler  instruments  required  in  the  clinical  laboratory,  such  as  the  urseo- 
meter,  urinoiueter,  saccharometer,  albuminometer,  spectroscope  and  polari- 
scope. 

Pharmacology  will  be  taught  during  the  third  year,  the  class  being 
divided  into  sections.  The  work  will  consist  of  the  group  reactions  of 
drugs,  the  identific-ation  of,  and  tests  for,  some  of  the  more  important  and 
the  effects  of  as  many  as  can  be  well  studied  upon  animals.  The  results 
will  be  controlled  by  the  use  of  the  various  instruments  of  precision,  and 
tracings  taken  of  the  changes  produced  in  the  circulatory,  respiratory  and 
neuro-muscular  system.  Animals  are  furnished  for  all  necessary  experi- 
ments. Students  will  be  encouraged  to  take  up  and  conduct  special  study 
along  original  lines. 
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Clinical  Chemistry  and  MuRostoPY. — lii  (lie  luirsuit  of  this  practical 
cour.se  ll>e  3r(l  and  4tli  year  classes  will  be  ilividcd  into  4  secti.ms  and  tlie 
session  into  4  x^^i'iods  of  S  weeks  each,  eacli  section  being  recjuired  to  work 
in  tlie  clinical  laboratory  for  1  period  per  week.  Tbe  practical  application 
of  tlie  princi[)les  already  learned  in  tbe  course  in  I'bysiological  Chemistry 
and  Microscopy  will  be  taught.  Each  studeut  will  be  exi)ected  to  make 
examinations  of  stomach  contents,  urine,  blood,  etc.,  in  each  case  so  far  as 
possible  procuring  his  own  specimens  of  blood,  stomach  contents,  etc.,  from 
the  patient  assigned  him  in  the  Hospital  or  Dispensary.  The  laboratory 
and  instructor  will  be  available  at  all  times,  and  opportunity  will  be  given 
til  those  wishing  it  to  pursue  their  investigations. 

During  this  course  H:ematology  will  be  taken  up  and  ca.ses  assigned  to 
members  of  the  section  for  continued  study.  The  morphology,  parasitology, 
serology  of  the  blood  are  considered  in  detail,  the  student  taught  hauna- 
tological  technique  and  to  interpret  the  result  of  laboratory  findings.  The 
more  important  results  in  the  .study  of  inunnnity  are  explained  b,y  lecture 
and  demonstration. 

Ha-niatology  is  also  taught  students  of  the  tliird-year  class. 

Quizzes  and  conferences  are  lield  occasionally,  to  more  firmly  fix  the 
subject  in  the  mind  and  to  make  clear  points  not  fully  understood. 

PATHOLOGY  AND  BACTERIOLOGY. 

Peof.  H.  Raymond  Spencek.  M.D. 
E.  G.  Hall.  M.D. 

General  Patliology  will  be  taught  in  the  second  year.  The  course  in 
General  Pathology  will  be  thorough  and  will  introduce  students  to,  and 
l)repare  them  for,  the  intelligent  study  of  Special  Pathology. 

Each  student  is  provided  with  a  microscope  and  other  necessary  appa- 
ratus, and  recpiired  to  mount,  draw  and  describe  tbe  sections  under  micro- 
scope. The  laboratory  course  in  General  Pathology  will  consist  of  the 
microscopic  examination  of  a  series  of  very  carefully  arranged  .sections 
ready  for  mounting  showing  the  process  of  inflammation,  gangrene  and  tis- 
sue necrosis.  Then  will  follow  in  logical  succession,  the  degenerations  and 
infiltrations,  beginning  with  cloudy  swelling  and  running  through  the 
various  modifications  of  fatty,  mucoid,  colloid,  hyaline,  amyloid  and  cal- 
careous cha;rges. 

Special  Patholof/n  will  be  taken  up  in  the  third  year  concurrently  with 
the  other  branches,  and  synchronously  with  the  consideration  of  the  dis- 
eases of  the  special  organs — the  liver,  spleen,  intestines,  kidne.vs  and 
lungs — and  the  infective  granuloniata.  tuberculosis,  leprosy  and  syphilis. 

This  coiirse  will  also  embrace  surgical  pathology,  including  the  study  of 
tumors,  diseased  ovaries,  tubes,  uteri  and  uterine  scrapings. 

A  ftiirrial  frnture  of  the  work  in  hif^tolof/ii.  pliyaiolopii  and  pathnlof/ii  will 
lie  the  iise  of  the  new  projection  microscope,  by  means  of  which  each  speci- 
men for  the  day's  study  will  he  magnified  five  thousand  (.5.000)  diameters 
and  projected  on  a  screen  in  a  darkened  roouL 

The  magnified  image  of  each  specimen  will  cover  an  area  of  30  square 
feet.  Sjieciniens  will  thus  lie  shown  and  described  by  the  teacher  prior  to 
individral   microscopic  studj'. 
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Gross  Pathology  is  taught  by  carefully  prepared  specimens  aud  by  autop- 
sies, which  are  performed  in  the  anatomical  amphitheatre  in  presence  of  the 
whole  class.  Students  are  taught  how  to  perform  autopsies  and  correctly 
describe  and  report  thereon. 

BACTERIOLOGY. 

This  subject,  which  has  such  an  important  bearing  on  the  etiology  and 
treatment  of  disea.ses.  will  be  taught  during  the  first  year.  Lectures,  by 
means  of  which  students  are  familiarized  with  the  literature,  general  prop- 
<?rties  and  classification  of  bacteria,  are  given.  The  more  important  part 
of  the  work,  however,  is  that  done  in  the  laboratory,  where  are  taught  the 
making  of  culture  media,  the  staining,  mounting,  and  examination  of  bac- 
teria, the  inoculation  of  plate  and  tube  cultures,  their  growth  and  exami- 
nation, the  inoculation  of  animals  and  the  importance  and  mode  of  steril- 
ization. 

A  collection  of  pathogenic  and  non-pathogenic  micro-organisms  is  kept 
constantly  in  the  laboratory.  Culture  growths  are  made  and  inoculation 
experiments  on  animals  performed ;  these  animals  are  subsequently  autop- 
.sleti  and  examined,  so  as  to  demontsrate  the  direct  action  of  bacteria  on 
the  various  organs  and  tissues.  These  bacteria  are  also  stained  and 
mounted,  each  student  having  been  supplied  with  a  microscope  and  stain- 
ing fluids.

A  deposit  of  ten  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  working  in  the  labora- 
tories, to  insure  against  lo.ss  of  keys  of  lockers,  return  of  apparatus,  break- 
age and  damage  to  College  property.  If  nothing  has  been  broken  or  lost, 
and  all  returned  at  the  close  of  the  session,  the  money  is  returned.  All 
loss  by  breakage,  damage  to  College  property,  if  any,  is  deducted,  and  the 
balance  returned. 
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MATERIA  MEUICA. 

Prof.  William  Caspari,  Ph.  G.,  M.D. 
Materia  Mcd'ua  is  taught  in  the  second  year,  by  lectures,  recitations  and 
laboratory  work.  Specimens  of  various  drugs  are  presented  for  inspection, 
of  the  class,  tliat  students  may  become  familiar  with  preparations  used  in 
practice.  Tliey  are  taught  the  origin,  ithysicai  properties,  preparations,, 
doses  and  modes  of  administration. 

THERAPEUTICS. 

Prof.  E.  B.  Freeman,  S.B.,  M.D. 

The  subject  of  therapeutics  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years. 
The  final  examination  is  held  at  the  end  of  the  fourth  year. 

Because  of  the  general  importance  of  this  subject,  instruction  in  it 
extends  over  the  third  and  fourth  years.  Being  a  science  of  such  vast 
scope  and  ever  extending  by  research  and  discovery,  much  attention  and 
care  are  given  in  teaching  it.  that  graduates  may  rationally  apply  reme- 
dies to  the  alleviation  and  care  of  diseases. 

MEDICINE.

Tn  this  College,  the  studies  of  the  first  and  second  .years,  pursued  by" 
lectures,  recitations,  reviews  and  thorough  laboratory  work,  qualify  stu- 
dents to  intelligently  and  profitably  assume  the  study  of  medicine  the  third 
year. 

Medical  Diaf/noxis  is  considered  during  the  second  and  third  years ;  med- 
ical topography  in  the  second  year  being  the  de.scription  of  the  regions  of 
the  normal  body,  their  normal  signs  and  general   symptomotology. 

During  this  course  students  are  taught  the  mode  and  value  of  inspection, 
general  survey  of  tlie  normal  body,  and  its  visceral  topography.  The 
instruction  is  extended  in  the  thii-d  year  to  abnormal  organs,  and  to  signs 
aiul  symptoms  occurring  in  disease. 

Students  are  arranged  in  sections  and  required  to  pursue  lahnrnforii 
coirxes  in  physical  examination  of  the  normal  and  diseased  human  body, 
each    student   being   required   to   personall.v   examine   the    brain,    arteries. 
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lieart,  lungs,  abdoiuiual  viscera,  iucludiug  liver,  sitleen,  kidneys,  stomach 
and  intestines,  and  to  locate  by  physical  signs  the  various  organs.  This 
laboratory  course  iu  physical  examiuatiou  of  the  normal  body  will  quality 
the  students  lor  the  intelligent  and  profitable  study  of  diseases  iu  the 
iiuxpitul  and  dtspen.sarij  course  of  the  junior  and  senior  years. 

PrinciiJles  and  Practice  of  Medicine  and  Clinical  Medicine  are  taught 
during  tlie  third  and  fourth  years.  During  the  third  year,  recitations  are 
required  on  diseases  of  the  stomach,  intestines,  liver,  pancreas,  spleen,  l<id- 
neys.  These  subjects  are  well  impressed,  and  students  at  the  end  of  this 
year  are  qualified  to  enter  upon  the  worli  of  the  fourth  or  senior  year. 
Tlie  classification  adopted,  being  after  a  natural  order,  enables  students 
to  group  knowledge  so  tliat  it  is  easy  to  recall  it  at  will.  In  regular 
order,  local,  organic,  general  and  infectious  diseases  are  considered.  Re- 
views are  given  weekly  on  the  subjects  of  study. 

Clinics  in  general  medicine  are  given  during  the  v.  hole  four  years,  twice  a 
week  in  tlie  amphitheatre. 

Practical  Clinical  Demonstrations  are  given  the  seniors  in  small  sections 
In  the  liospital  and  dispensary.  During  these  demonstrations  or  bedside 
clinics,  students  in  ward  classes  are  required  to  make  practical  examina- 
tion and  diagnosis  of  diseased  conditions. 

CUiiiciil  Conferences  are  conducted  weekly  throughout  the  session  with 
senior  students  on  Fridays.  Students  are  required  to  report  at  tlie  hospital 
on  Mondays  at  9  A.  M. ;  they  are  immediately  assigned  to  cases  in  the 
■wards,  each  student  being  assigned  to  one  patient,  whom  he  is  required  to 
examine  carefull.v,  making  i-ecord  of  examination  as  to  previous  history, 
present  illness,  physical  examination  of  chest,  including  lungs,  heart ;  of 
abdomen — stomach,  bowels,  liver,  spleen,  kidneys,  etiology,  diagnosis,  prog- 
nosis and  suggest  treatment.  At  12  M.  Fridays  the  section  reports  in  con- 
ference, in  the  amphitheatre,  when  each  student  reads  his  paper  in  the 
presence  of  the  class,  criticisms  being  made  by  the  teacher  and  students. 
Students  liave  the  opjiortunity  of  earning  50  per  cent,  on  their  final  exami- 
nation on  reviews  and  jiractical  work  in  medicine. 

Kerroiis  and  Mental  Diseases  a)id  Psiichiatrn  are  taught  during  the  third 
year  l>y  I'rofs.  Charles  G.  Hill  and  J.  Clement  Clark,  teachers  of  extensive 
clinical  exiierience  on  this  subject,  having  been  for  many  years  the  attend- 
ing physicians  at  the  Mount  Hope  Asylum  for  the  Insane  and  Springfield 
State  Hospital  for  the  Insane,  both  among  the  largest  and  best  institutions 
of  the  kind  in  this  country. 

Diseases  of  flic  A^o.sr,  Throat  and  Clicf.-f  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  years  by  Professor  Merrick.  The  lectures  on  rhinology.  laryngology 
and  the  chest  are  illustrated  by  charts  ard  drawings. 

Clinics  on  tin's  sul)fect  are  given  in  the  amphitheatre  weekly,  material 
being  abundant.     In  these  clinics  diagnosis  and  treatment  are  kept  in  view. 

Diseases  of  Children — Amjile  opportunity  to  study  this  subject  is  afforded 
during  the  fourth  year. 

In  the  clinics  and  demonstrations  seniors  are  instructed  under  the  per- 
sonal direction  of  the  professor  and  assistants.  The  general  weekly  clinics 
are  suiiplemented  by  demonstrations  to  sections  in  the  dispensary. 
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St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum. — By  special  arrangement  with  the  Sisters 
of  Charity,  the  clinical  material  of  <S7.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  containing 
250  infants  and  children,  has  been  kindly  placed  at  the  disposal  of  this 
College,  and  our  .seniors  obtain  the  inestimable  benefit  derived  from  section 
work  in  that  institution.  Weekly  demonstrations  ai"e  held  there ;  interest- 
ing cases  are  inspected  and  studied  under  conditions  unattainable  in  anj 
public  clinic  or  dispensary. 

Preventive  Medicine  is  considered  during  the  third  year.  Sanitation, 
quarantine  infection,  inoculation,  disinfection,  sewerage,  drainage  and 
cleanliness  of  cities  and  towns,  the  hygiene  of  homes  and  public  institutions, 
ventilation  of  houses  and  sleeping  apartments,  bathing,  clothing,  diet,  work, 
recreation  and  sleep,  will  be  considered. 

Medical  Jurisprudence  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  a  prominent 
member  of  the  Baltimore  Bar,  a  brief  and  practical  course  being  given. 

Students  are  taught  how  to  conduct  themselves  on  the  witness  stand, 
how  to  answer  hypothetical  questions,  and  questions  of  fact,  and  how  to 
undergo  cross-examination. 

Dermatology  is  taught  during  the  third  year  by  Professor  Strobel,  who 
gives  a  brief  course  on  skin  diseases,  their  classification,  etiology,  diagnosis 
and  treatment  being  carefully  considered  in  his  lectures  and  clinics. 

Hospital  Practice  is  done  by  all  seniors,  who  are  required  at  bedside 
clinics  and  demonstrations  to  practice  inspection,  palpation,  percussion, 
ausculation.  rhinoscopy  and  laryngoscopy  and  to  liagnose  diseases.  (See 
page  23.) 

Dispensary  Practice  is  done  by  juniors,  in  sections,  daily;  they  are  as- 
signed to  the  various  departments  and  required  to  assist  in  the  actual  daily 
work  of  the  dispensary,  in  examination  of  patients,  recording  symptoms, 
treatment,  etc.    This  gives  students  actual  experience  in  practical  work.

Tn   the  course  upon   the  eminently  practical   branch   of  Principles   and 

Practice  of  Surgery,  the  constant  aim  will  he  to  make  students  understand 

the  broad  principles  of  the  science,  and  fit  them  for  the  successful  practice 

of  the  art. 

During  the  third  year  lectures  are  given  by  Professor  Warfield,  who 
endeavors  to  come  in  contact  with  each  student  and  help  him  to  a  correct 
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mulerstandinfi  of  llie  subject.     In   this   way   the   I'rofossor   lays   a   t-orrect 
I'ouiKlatioii  for  the  eusiiiuj^  year. 

During  the  foui-th  or  Senior  year  instruction  is  given  by  lectures  and 
reviews ;  and  during  botli  sessions  the  personal  teaching  of  the  Professor 
of  Surgery  ensures  to  students  a  systematic  and  intelligent  comprehension 
of  surgery. 

This  work  is  supplemented  in  the  Senior  year  by  bedside  clinics  in  the 
Maryland  (ieneral  Hospital  and  clinics  in  the  dispensary,  where  the  Pro- 
fessor and  assistants  point  out  methods  of  adjusting  fractures,  of  dressing 
wounds,  use  of  splints,  the  necessary  teclmique  and  preparation  for  surgical 
operations.  Students  of  Senior  class  are  required  to  work  in  hospital  daily, 
S  to  10  A.  M.,  in  dressing  cases  assigned  them. 

Clinical  Siirgeri/  is  taught  in  the  amphitheatre,  hospital  and  dispensary, 
capital  and  minor  operations  being  done  in  the  presence  of  the  students, 
due  attention  being  devoted  to  the  proper  manner  of  preparation  of  patients 
for  operation,  sterilization  of  instruments,  dressings,  etc.  Juniors  are 
required  to  do  practical  surgical  work  in  the  dispensary. 

Snrt/ical  Clinics  in  the  amphitheatre  are  conducted  by  Prof.  Blake  and 
Prof.  Warlield — two  general  surgical  clinics,  one  including  the  major  oper- 
ations and  the  other  such  minor  operations  and  injuries  as  all  practitioners 
are  required  to  perform  and  treat.  In  the  general  clinic  of  minor  surgery, 
members  of  the  senior  class  will  be  individually  called  into  the  arena  and 
required  to  treat  the  common  surgical  lesions  under  the  direction  of  the 
Professor  in  charge.  Students  are  taught  the  practical  administration  of 
anaesthetics,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  operator  and  patient  for 
operation,  methods  of  surgical  diagnosis,  the  reasons  for  the  election  of 
special  operations  to  the  exclusion  of  others,  and  all  other  steps  necessary 
in  ])reparing  for  operations  and  the  after-treatment. 

Opcratire  F!ur(ienj  is  taught  in  the  fourth  year  by  lectures  and  a  com- 
jiletp  laboratory  course.  The  lectures  are  illustrated  by  charts,  diagrams 
and  demonstrations  on  animals  and  cadavers.  That  the  subject  may  be 
the  more  clearly  comprehended,  the  teacher  will  endeavor  to  have  the  work 
in  the  laboratory  concurrent  with  the  lecture  course. 

The  Lfihnratori/  Course  in  Operative  Surgery  will  embrace  all  important 
minor  and  major  operations  on  the  cadaver.  Students  will  be  required  to 
perform  these  operations  under  instruction  of  the  demonstrators  of  opera- 
tive surgery.  The  class  will  be  divided  into  sections,  and  students  required 
to  perform  in  regular  order  amputations,  re-sections,  excission  of  joints, 
ligation  of  arteries,  trei)bining.  operations  on  the  larynx,  trachea,  thorax, 
,'ibdomen,  stomach,  intestines,  liver,  gall-bladder  and  ducts,  vermiform  ap- 
pendix, kidneys,  bladder,  male  and  female  organs  of  generation.  ]>erineum 
and    rectum. 

Clinieiil  Huffirrii  is  also  taught  in  a  laboratory  course  of  eight  weeks. 
during  which  each  member  of  a  section  of  the  fourth-year  class  will  be 
required  t<>  perform,  on  animals,  under  anspsthesia.  all  inqtortant  opera- 
tions, the  same  aseptic  precautions  being  observed  as  in  operations  on  the 
human  being. 
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Minor  Surgery  and  Bandaging  will  be  included  iu  tlie  laboratory  course 
of  operative  surgery.  lustrumeuts  will  be  exhibited  and  their  use  ex- 
plained, splints  examined  and  applied,  surgical  dressings  presented  and 
applied.  Casts  of  different  kinds  are  used,  sutures  and  suture  materials 
explained  and  different  kinds  of  bandages  are  applied  by  the  teacher  and 
students. 

GynKCologg  is  taught  during  the  third  and  fourth  years  by  means  of  reci- 
tations, iec.  rer,  clinics  and  practical  work.  The  Professor  of  Ciynecology 
holds  two  hours'  clinic  iu  the  amphitheati'e  each  week. 

For  practice  in  the  examination  of  patients  and  mailing  diagnoses  in  gyne- 
cology, the  junior  class  is  divided  into  small  sections,  iu  the  dispensary. 

Hospital  and  Dispensarg  Clinics  are  giveu  to  sections  of  the  senior  class. 
This  section  work  iu  the  hospital  is  done  iu  the  operating  room,  where 
Professor  Perry,  in  per.son.  performs  the  various  operations  iu  gynecology, 
vaginal,  uterine,  ovarian,  including  abdominal  section  and  hysterectomy. 
Especial  care  is  taken  to  instruct  students  how  to  perform  the  various 
plastic  operations  in  gynecology,  which  are  of  such  importauce  iu  family 
practice  and  wliich  are  so  readily  performed  in  routine  work. 

Ophthalmology  and  Otology  are  tauglit  by  lectures,  quizzes,  clinics  and 
dispensary  practice,  special  attentiou  beiug  given  to  tlie  practical  use  of  the 
ophthalmoscope  and  otoscope  in  diagnosis  of  eye  and  ear  diseases. 

Orthopaedic  Surgery — Lectures  and  clinics  on  Orthopjedic  Surgery  are 
given  bj'  Professor  Cone. 

Rectal  and  Colonic  Surgery  is  taught  b.v  lectures  and  clinics  on  diseases 
of  the  rectum  and  anus,  operations  on  hemorrhoids,  fistuhe.  rectal  stric- 
tures, malignant  diseases  of  the  rectum,  etc..  by  Professor  G.  Miltou 
Linthicum.  A.  B.,  A.  M.,  M.  D. 

In  addition  to  his  work  at  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  and  College, 
he  will  give  a  special  course  of  instruction  at  Ba.v  View  Hospital  on 
rectal  and  colonic  diseases. 

Genito-Urinary  and  Venereal  Diseases  are  taught  during  the  third  and 
fourth  year  by  lectures,  clinics,  demonstrations  aud  attendance  of  cases  in 
the  hospital  and  dispensary.  Modern  methods  of  diagnosis  aud  treatment 
are  used. 

Radiology — In  view  of  the  increasing  importance  of  electricity  in  medicine 
aud  surgery  as  an  aid  in  diagnosis  and  treatment,  a  course  of  instruction 
will  be  given  on  this  subject,  embracing  electro-physics,  electro-phy.siology, 
electro-pathology,  electro-diagnosis,  electro-therapeutics  and  the  X-Ray. 

OBSTETRICS.

This  subject  of  transcendent  imi)ortauce  is  taught  by  a  professor  of 
extensive  experience  iu  midwifery.     He  will  endeavor  to  ground  students 
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iu  all  essentials  of  obstetrics;  liis  recitations  will  be  illustrated  by  plates, 
diagrams,  wax  uKxlels  and  a  mai-kiu,  and  accompanied  by  quizzes  and 
reviews.  .Students  will  be  instructed  in  the  diagnosis  of  the  several  pre- 
sentations and  positions.  This  course  begins  in  the  junior  and  extends  over 
two  years. 

Lahoratonj  Obstetrics  is  taught  the  third-year  class,  in  sections,  the 
demonstrator  of  obstetrics  demonstrating  on  the  manikin  the  various  pre- 
sentations and  positions,  the  mechanical  phenomena  of  labor,  modes  of 
delivery,  abnormal  presentations,  with  modes  of  delivery  in  each,  version, 
application  of  forceps,  and  all  other  manii)ulations  necessary  for  safe  deliv- 
ery.    Models  and  diagrams  will  also  be  used  in  demonstrations. 

Each  member  of  the  class  will  be  required  to  execute  these  manipula- 
tions under  the  direction  of  the  teacher. 

Clinical  Obstetrics  begins  in  second  semester  of  junior  year  and  extends 
to  end  of  senior  year.  In  addition  to  the  clinics  on  the  puerperal  female, 
clinics  are  also  given  on  the  pregnant  state.  Sections  of  the  third-year 
students  are  summoned  to  the  lying-in  department  and  required  to  auscul- 
tate the  fcetal  heart,  measure  pelves,  make  abdominal  examinations,  exam- 
ine the  manmiie  and  uterus  and  assist  in  the  management  of  new-born 
infants. 

The  general  hospital  work  is  supplemented  in  the  senior  class  by  clinics 
in  obstetrics. 

Professor  Rowland  conducts  clinics  on  midwifery  whenever  cases  of 
labor  occur.  It  being  universally  admitted  that  in  no  other  department  of 
practice  do  unfavorable  results  damage  a  physician  so  materially  as  in 
midwifery,  special  attention  is  given  to  thoroughly  train  our  students  in 
clinical  obstetrics.  Classes  of  students  are  summoned  from  their  boarding 
houses  to  the  Maryland  Liiino-In  Hospital,  when  cases  of  labor  occur. 
Whilst  in  the  lying-in  chamber  they  are  taught  the  touch,  diagnosis  of 
presentation  and  position,  observe  the  progress  and  management  of  labor, 
assist  the  accoucher  in  natural  delivery,  in  application  of  forceps,  turning, 
in  arresting  hemorrhage,  in  removing  placentie,  and  in  the  various  opera- 
tions rendered  imi)erative  in  dystocia. 

During  our  last  session  every  senior  student  witnessed  and  assisted  in 
an  average  of  fifteen  cases  of  labor.  The  professor  of  obstetrics,  witl! 
pardonable  pride,  points  to  the  fact  that  all  graduates  of  this  College  have 
a  practical  knowledge  of  this  most  important  branch,  and  are  comjieteut 
to  enter  any  field  of  duty  and  rationally  and  successfully  pui'sue  the  prac- 
tice of  obstetrics. 

The  Out-Door  Obstcttic  Department  is  under  the  direct  supervision  of  the 
professor  and  demonstrators  of  obstetrics,  assisted  by  the  resident  obstetri- 
cian of  the  I/ying-In  Hospital.  Cases  of  pregnancy  are  registered  at  the 
hospital,  and  when  the  time  for  labor  appi-oaches  these  cases  are  assigned 
to  students  of  the  senior  class,  who  are  required  to  assume  charge  of  them, 
under  direction  of  the  professor,  demonstrator  or  assistant,  before,  during 
and  after  labor.  When  necessary,  they  are  assisted  by  the  teacher  or  assist- 
ant. Sudents  are  required  to  make  all  necessary  examinations  and  record 
all  observations  on  charts  furnished  by  the  resident  obstetrician.  Presenta- 
tion of  these  records  at  the  end  of  the  session,  after  approval  by  the  dem- 
onstrator  of   obstetrics   or   resident   obstetrician,    will    entitle  the   holders 
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thereof  to  credit  of  a  percentage  on  their  final  examinations.  Members  of 
wir  reient  senior  class  attended  from  five  to  twenty  cases  in  the  out-door 
department.  Durinj;  the  session  jnst  closed  574  deliveries  were  attended  by 
our  senior  class,  of  which  224  occurred  in  the  Maryland  Lying-in  Hospital, 
and  3.")0  in  the  out-door  obstetric  department.  Each  senior  saw  an  average 
of  fifteen  (15)  cases  of  labor,  and  some  as  many  as  thirty  (30);  every 
member  of  the  junior  class  saw  three  cases. 

HOSPITAL  AND  DISPENSARY   PRACTICE. 

In  addition  to  attendance  on  the  regular  clinics,  every  member  of  the 
senior  class  is  required  to  serve  a  term  of  interneship  of  two  months  in  the 
Maryland  General  Hospital,  reporting  daily,  at  the  hospital,  during  his  term 
of  service  and  attending  the  cases  and  work  assigned  him. 

This  work  embraces  the  usual  routine  hospital  duties — physical  exami- 
nations, history-writing,  blood  pressure,  blood  examination,  bandaging, 
dressing,  surgical  cases,  surgical  technique,  preparation  of  cases  for  opera- 
tions, assisting  in  o|)erations.  and  other  work  necessary  to  familiarize 
students  with  the  duties  of  physicians  and  surgeons  in  practice. 

This  hospital  work  will  be  done  before  10  A.  M.  and  after  3  P.  M.,  so  as 
not  to  interfere  with  the  necessary  attendance  on  lectures  and  demonstra- 
tions. 

Practical  work  is  also  done  by  all  seniors,  on  afternoons,  in  sections,  in 
the  Maryland  Lying-in-Hospital,  St.  Vincent's  Infant  Asylum,  The  South 
Baltimore  Eye  and  Ear  Hospital,  Bayview  Hospital,  and  the  College  dis- 
pensary. 

THE  PRELIMINARY  FALL  COURSE. 

(Attendance  upon  this  Course  is  optional.) 

The  lectures  of  this  course  are  gratis  to  all  students  of  medicine,  and  will 
begin  Mondaj,  September  2nd.  and  continue  until   September  20.  1912. 

This  course  consists  of  laboratory  work,  clinical  lectures,  and  demonstra- 
tions, so  arranged  as  to  gradually  lead  the  student  up  to  the  greater 
requirements  of  the  Regular  Winter  Course.  During  the  Course  lectures 
will  be  delivered  on  pathology,  minor  surgery,  clinical  medicine,  clinical 
obstetrics,  (liukal  surgery,  diseases  of  children,  clinical  gynecology,  clinical 
ophthalmology,  nervous  and  mental  diseases,  nose,  throat  and  chest,  and 
diseases  of  the  rectum.     During  the  I'reliminary  Fall  Course — 

Ist-year  students  work  in  the  laboratories  of  Histology,  Bacteriology 

and  Osteology ; 
2d-.vear  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Anatomy  and  Pathology ; 
3d-.vear  students  in  the  laboratories  of  Operative  and  Clinical  Surgery, 

Pharmacology.   Hanuatology  and  Clinical   Chemistry; 
4th-year  students  in  the  Clinical  laboratory.  Clinical  Obstetrics,  Hos- 
pital and  Dispensary. 
Our  laboratories  will  be  open  to  classes  of  students  Monday.  September 
2nd.     Laboratory  work  done  in  September  is  deducted  from  that  required 
for  the  following  Regular  Winter  Course.     Much  valuable  work  may  be 
done  by  students  during  the  month  of  September  without  increasing  their 
college  expenses.     All  students  are  advised  to  take  the  preliminary  course 
when  possible,  so  as  to  acquire,  before  the  beginning  of  the  Regular  Winter 
Course,  that  mental  discipline  and  technique,  so  necessary  in  the  study  of 
ni'^dicine. 
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PRE=MEDICAL  COURSE. 

Realizing  that  a  thorougli  foinulation  in  ttie  fundamental  sciences  will 
aid  tlie  student  in  oonipreheudiug  the  sul>jects  which  he  must  study  while 
acquiring  a  knowledge  of  medicine,  the  trustees  of  this  college  have 
inaugurated  a  course  equivalent  to  a  regular  college  course  known  as  the 
Pre-medical  Course.  This  course  will  be  optional  to  students  from  states 
not  requiring  it,  but  will  be  obligator!/  to  those  who  are  required  by  the 
laws  of  their  states  to  pursue  a  year's  course  in  chemistry,  biology  and 
physics  before  beginning  the  study  of  medicine. 

It  will  be  nine  months'  duration,  beginning  September  2nd,  and  will 
comprise  a  thorough  study  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  chemistry, 
hiology  and  physics,  in  each  of  which  there  will  be  three  recitations  or 
lectures  and  six  hours  laboratory  work  per  week  during  the  entire  term 
(36  weeks).  Instruction  will  also  be  given  to  those  who  desire  it,  in 
Latin,  German,  French,  Algebra  and  Geometry;  Ave  periods  of  forty-five 
minutes  each,  per  week,  in  Latin  for  36  weeks,  and  in  German,  French, 
Algebra  and  Geometry  for  IS  weeks  each. 

This  course  is  highly  recommended  to  all  students  desiring  a  good 
foundation  for  the  study  of  medicine. 

FALL   EXAMINATIONS. 

Regular  Fall  examinations  on  conditioned  subjects  are  held  for  students 
entitled  to  take  them,  after  sufficient  preparation. 

GRADUATION. 

Candidates  for  gi'aduation  must  be  of  good  moral  character,  correct  de- 
portment, twenty-one  years  of  age.  have  attended  four  courses  of  instruc- 
tion, the  last  of  which  must  have  been  at  this  College ;  have  paid  all  fees 
due  the  College,  and  passed  a  satisfactory  examination  by  the  faculty.

A  laboratory  deposit  of  ten  ($10)  dollars  is  required  of  all  students  to 
ensure  against  loss  of  keys,  breakage,  care  of  microscopes,  etc.  (See  page 
17). 

An  examination  fee  of  thirty  (.?30)  dollars  is  also  required  of  all  fourth- 
vear  students. 

Payment  of  all  fees  on  entrance  is  required  and  from  this  rule  no  devia- 
tion is  permitted.  Students  are  requested  to  pay  fees  with  cash,  or  cash- 
ier's draft  or  money  order. 

Graduates  of  other  medical  schools,  in  good  standing,  desiring  to  enter  our 
senior  class  and  graduate,  will  be  required  to  pay  a  total  of  .$1R0.00;  those 
ntif  desiring  to  graduate  will  be  required  to  pay  one  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  (Sl.nO.OO)  and  will  receive  at  the  end  of  the  course  an  engraved 
."Post-Grnduate  Certificate." 
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Graduates  of  this  College  are  admitted  ou  payment  of  the  matriculation 
lee  of  five  dollars.  Should  they  desire  to  do  laboratory  work  they  will  be 
reiiuired  to  )iiiy  the  regular  laboratory  fee  also.  Should  they  desire  the 
si)erial  "Post-Graduate  Certificate"  at  the  end  of  the  course,  they  may 
I'eceive  it  on  payment  of  twenty  dollars  additional. 

No  reduction  of  fees  herein  quoted  wiU  be  made;  no  ticket  will  be  issued 
until  all  fees  have  been  satisfactorily  settled. 


"Special"  Students. 

Students  who  are  not  candidates  for  a  degree  will  be  admitted  without 
preliminary  examination  to  the  whole  or  part  of  the  course;  they  will  be 
registered  as  ••si)e(iar'  students  and  such  courses  will  not  be  permitted  to 
count  as  one  of  the  courses  required  for  the  degree. 

The  "Qehrmann  Free  Scholarships." 

By  bequest  of  the  late  Mrs.  Fredericka  Gehrmann,  two  free  scholarships 
liave  been  established.  These  free  Scholarships  will  be  awarded  after  com- 
petitive examinations  to  be  held  in  May,  1913,  on  practical  laboratory 
\>-<)rk,  and  will  entitle  the  successful  competitors  to  free  tuition  the  ensuing 
session. 

One  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  first-year  course  who  passes  the  best 
practical  examinations  on  Biology  and  Histology,  Embryology,  Medical  Zool- 
ogy, Chemistry  and  Bacteriology ;  one  to  the  student  at  the  end  of  the  sec- 
ond-year course  who  passes  the  best  practical  examination  on  Anatomy, 
Physiology,  ('hcniistry  and  Physiological  Chcmistnj. 

At  the  end  of  the  past  session  the  "Gehrmann  Free  Scholarships"  were 
awarded,  after  competitive  e.xaminatiou,  as  follows:  Mr.  Daniel  B.  Lynch, 
of  New  York,  of  the  first-year  class,  and  Mr.  Austin  Wood,  of  Pennsyl- 
vania, of  the  second-year  class. 


SCHOLARSHIPS. 

A  Scholarship  has  been  established  for  each  of  the  following  colleges: 
Western  Maryland  College,  Washington  College  and  Loyola  College. 

The  appointment  will  be  made  by  the  President  of  each  of  these  colleges, 
respectively,  and  entitles  the  holder  to  free  tuition.  He  is  required  to  pay 
only  the  matriculation  and  laboratory  fees,  a  total  of  twenty-five  (.$25) 
dollars  per  session. 

HONORABLE  MENTION. 

As  an  additional  incentive  to  study,  and  to  reward  the  diligence  and 
laudable  ambition  of  those  desiring  to  excel  in  their  knowledge  of  medi- 
cine, surger.v  and  obstetrics,  honorable  mention  will  be  made  of  the  two 
graduates  standing  nearest  the  highest  grade,  in  order  of  respective  merit. 
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PRIZES. 

The  first  College  prize,  a  gold  medal,  will  be  awarded  the  student  passing 
the  best  general  examination. 

Other  graduates  will  receive  prizes  as  follows  : 

The  Warfleld  Surgical  Prize — Au  operating  case  will  be  presented  by 
Professor  R.  W.  Warfield  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
surgery. 

The  Perry  Gynecological  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  pre.sented 
by  Professor  W.  B.  Perry  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examination  in 
gynecology. 

The  Rowland  Obstetrical  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  l)e  presented 
by  Professor  J.  M.  H.  Rowland  to  the  graduate  passing  the  best  examina- 
tion in  obstetrics. 

The  S.  K.  Merrick  Prize — Will  be  presented  the  student  passing  the  best 
examination  on  di-seases  of  the  nose,  throat  and  chest. 

The  J.  Burton  Rutherford  Prize — A  case  of  instruments  will  be  presented 
to  the  graduate  who  passes  the  best  examination  and  does  the  best  work  iu 
genito-urinary  clinic. 

The  Pole  Anatomical  Prize — A  pocliet  case  of  surgical  instruments  will 
be  presented  by  Professor  A.  C.  Pole  to  the  student  of  the  sophomore  class 
doing  the  best  work  on  jiractical  anatomy.  At  the  end  of  the  session  just 
closed  this  prize  was  awarded  to  J.  E.  Dull,  of  Pennsylvania. 

Students  entitled  to  class  "Honors  and  Prizes"  are  so  listed  on  the  pro- 
gramme and  announced  at  the  Commencement.

Students  are  advised  to  register  by 
mail  in  tliis  way,  in  advance  of  coming,  so  as  to  be  read.v  to  enter  upon 
their  studies  on  arrival  at  the  College.  We  will  be  pleased  to  attend  to 
their  matriculation  if  tliey  will  pronii)tly  forward  their  credentials  by  mail.

HOSPITAL   AND    DISPENSARY   WORK    BETWEEN    SESSIONS. 

Seniors  are  adnutted  to  hospital  and  disi)ensary  work  from  May  15th  to 
September  1st  on  registering  and  paying  njatriculation  fee  of  five  ($5) 
diillars  for  the  ensuing  session.  Such  seniors  are  required  to  attend  regu- 
larly upon  work  in  the  Maryland  General  Hospital  and  in  the  Maryland 
1-ying-In  Hospital  and  the  Dispensary,  where  they  are  thoroughly  trained 
in  metlical,  surgical  and  obstetrical  practice. 

This  Summer  Hospital  Course  is  invaluable  to  students  in  furnishing 
them  opiiortunity  for  acquiring  useful  knowledge  and  in  lessening  the 
arduous  work  of  the  regular  course. 

Examinations  on  Work  of  the  Session  will  begin  on  or  about  May  10th, 
and  must  be  taken  as  scheduled,  in  order  to  complete  the  course.  Students 
whose  accounts  are  not  satisfactorily  settled  will  not  be  permitted  to  take 
the  examinations. 

Students  will  not  be  permitted  to  take  the  final  examination  on  any 
subject  until  they  shall  have  satisfactorily  completed  the  laboratory  work 
recpiired  on  such  subjects. 


The  diplomas  of  this  College  will  be  conferred  only  upon  those  candi- 
dates who  are  present  at  the  "Commencement"  in  person  to  receive  them. 

The  cn-rriculum  herein  published  may  be  altered  by  the  faculty  at  any 
time  during  the  session,  as  exjiediency  or  convenience  may  require. 

l>egrees  will  be  conferred  only  at  a  general  conunencement  at  the  end  of 
the  course. 

Certificates  of  attendance  are  issued  onJy  at  the  close  of  the  session,  and 
nnJii  to  students  who  have  attended  regularly  at  lectures,  recitations,  labo- 
ratory work.  demonstratioKs  and  examinations  required  during  the  session, 
and  have  complied  with  all  other  recpiirements  stated  in  the  Announcement. 

No  degrees  will  be  conferred  nor  certificates  of  examination  or  attend- 
ance given  until  matriculation  has  been  completed  and  bills  due  the 
College    paid.

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Wbeu  it  cauuot  be  determined  wlio  is  iudividually  responsible  for  dam- 
ages to  College  property  a  jjio  rata  cbarge  will  be  made  to  tbose  who  may 
have  committed  sucb  destruction  or  damage. 

We  reserve  the  right,  at  any  and  all  times,  to  suspend  or  terminate  the 
connection  of  any  student  with  this  College  for  violation  of  rules,  improper, 
disorderly,  dishonorable,  or  immoral  conduct ;  any  student  whose  relations 
are  thus  severed,  by  his  own  acts,  forfeits  all  his  rights  in,  and  claims 
upon,  this  College.  We  also  reserve  the  right  to  refuse  to  matriculate, 
retain  or  graduate  students  because  of  what  we  may  consider  mental, 
moral  or  general  unfitness  for  the  profession. 

For  facilitating  business  transactions  with  the  College,  students  are 
advised  to  pay  either  in  cash,  money  orders  or  cashier's  draft.  The  College 
will  not  endorse  checks  for  private  exjienses.  All  College  business  is  trans- 
acted at  the  oflSce  of  the  Dean  in  the  College  building.
